KoTBHBBB Ibt. TTp, and mu presented bj Bnrton, one of 
oar smiths' wives, with a rety noble cake, wbloh I presently 
reeolred to hsTe my trife go with to-d&y, and some nine, and 
hoase-warm my Betty Michell, whidi she readily reaolTcd to 
do. From dinner, my wife and my brother, and W. Hewer 
and Barker, away to Betty Micbell's, to Sbadwell. 

2d. On board the Bnby, French prize, the only ship of war 
we have taken from any of onr enamies this year. It seems 
a very good ship, bnt with galleries quite round the steme, to 
walk in aa a balcone, which will be taken down. She had 
also about forty good brass guna, but will make little amends 
to our lose in the Prince. I also did buy some apples and 
pork, by the same token the butcher connnended it as ihe 
best in England for cloath and colour. And for his beef, 
says he, " look how fat it is, the lean appears only here and 
there a speck, like beanty-^Bpots." 

8d. This morning comes Mr. Lovett, and brings me my 
print of the Passion, vamished by him, and the frame black, 
which indeed is very fine, though not so fine as I expected ; 
however, pleases me exceedingly. This, and the sheets of 
paper he prepared for me, come to SI. ; and though it be more 
than is fit to lay out on pleasure, yet, it being ingenious, I did 
not think much of it. 

4th. (Lord's day.) My taylor's manbrings my vest home, 
and coat to wear with it, and belt and'silver-hilted sword: so 
(1) 
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I rose and dressed myself, and I like myself mighty in it, 
and BO do my wife. Being dressed, to church; and after 
chnrch pulled my Lady Pen and Mrs. Markham into my 
house to dinner, and Sir J. Iftnnes he got Mrs. Pegg along 
with him. I had a good dinner for them, and very merry ; 
and so, it h«ng rery cold, to White Hall, and was mighty 
fearfnll of an agne, my Test being new and thin, and the coat 
cnt not to meet hefore, upon my vest. I waited in the gal> 
lery dll the Gonncil was up, and did speak with Mr. Cooling, 
my Lord Chamberlain's secretary, who tells me my Lord 
Generall is become mighty low in all people's opinion, and 
that he hath received several slurs from the King and Dnke 
of York. The people at Conrt do see the difference between 
his and the Prince's management, and my Lord Sandwich's. 
That the business which he is pat upon, of crying out against 
the Catholiqaes and turning them out of all employment, will 
imdo him, when he comes to tnm the officers out of the army, 
and this is a thing of his own seeking. That he is grown a 
drunken sot, and drinks with nobody bnt Troutbecke, whom 
nobody else will keep company with, of vhom he told me this 
story ; that once the Dnke of Albemarle, in his drink, taking 
notice, as of s wonder, that Kan EUde should ever come to be 
Dnchess of York: "Kay," says Troutbecke, "ne'er wonder 
at that ; for if you will give me another bottle of wine, I will 
tell you as great, if not greater, a miracle." And what was 
that, but that our dirty Besse, meaning his Duchess, should 
come to be Duchess of Albemarle I Sir G. Carteret shows 
me a long letter, all in cipher, from my Lord Sandwich to 
him. The contents he hath not yet found out, but he tells 
me my Lord is not sent for home, as several people have en- 
quired after of me. Begun to read " Potter's Discourse upon 
666," ' which pleases me mightily. 
6th. To my Lady Peterborough,^ who had sent to speak

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with me. She makes mighty mo&ii of the badness of the 
times, and her family as to money. My Lord's passionate- 
nese for want thereof, and his wanf of coming in of rents, and 
no irages from the Duke of York. No money to be had 
there, for wages nor disbursements, and therefore prays my 
BBsi^taiioe about his pension. I was moved with her story, 
and promised I would try what I could do, in a few days. 
To my Lord Crewe's, and there dined, and mightily made of. ' 
Here my Lord, and Sir Thomas Crewe, Mr. John, and Dr. 
Crewe, and two strangers. The best family in the world for 
goodness and sobriety. Here, beyond my expectation, I met 
my Lord Hinchingbroke, who is cone to town two days since 
from Hinchiagbroke, and brought his sister and brother Car- 
teret with him, who are at Sir G. Carteret's. After dinner, 
I and Sir Thomas Crewe went aside to discourse of public 
idattera, and do find by him that all the country gentlemen 
are publickly jealous of the courtiers in the Parliament, and 
Uiat they do doubt erery thing that they propose ; and that 
the true reason why the eooutry gentlemen are for a land-t&z, 
and against a general excise, is, because they are fearful that 
if the latter he granted, they shall never get it down agtun ; 
whereas the land-tax will be but for so much, and when the 
w^ ceases, there will be no ground got by the Court to keep 
it up. He says the House would be very glad to get some- 
thing against Sir Q. Carteret, and will not let their inquiries 
die till they have got something. He do, from what he bath . 
heard at the Oomnuttee for examining the boniing of the 
City, conclude it, as a thing certain, that it was done by plots ; 
it being proved by many witnesses that endeavours were made 
in Beveral places to encrease the fire, and that, both in City 
and country, it was bragged by several Papists that upon such 
a day, or in such a time, we should find the hottest weather 
that ever was in England ; and words of plainer sense. But 
my Lord Crewe was discoursing at table how the Judges have 
determined in the case whether the landlords or the tenants, 
who are, in thmr leases, all of them -generally tied to maintun 
and uphold thrar houses, shall bear the loss of the fire ; and 
they say that tenants should, against all casualties of fire, be- 
1* 
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ginniiig either in their own or in their Deigbbonr'a [pre- 
mises] ; but, vhere it is done bj an enemy, they are not to 
do it. And this was by an enemy, there having been one 
convicted and hanged npon this very score. This is an excel- 
lent salvo for the tenants, and for which I am glad, because 
of my father's house. After dinner and this discooise, I took 
ooach, and at the s&me time find my Lord Hinchingbroke and 
iSx. John Crewe and the Doctor going out to see the nuns of 
the City ; eo I took the Doctor into my hackney-coach, and 
he is a very fine, sober gentleman, and so throngh the City. 
Bnt, Lord ! what pretty and sober observations he made of 
the City and its desolation ; till anon we come to mj house, 
and there I took them npon Tower-Hill to show them what 
bouses were pulled down there since the fire ; and then to my 
house, where I treated them with good wine of several sorts, 
and they took it mighty respectfully, and a fine company of 
gentlemen they are ; but, above all, I was glad to see my 
Lord Hinchingbroke drink no wine at all. So we broke up, 
and all took coach ^ain, and I carried the Doctor to Chan- 
eery Lane, and thence I to White Hall, where I staid walking 
up and down till night, and then got almost into the play- 
house, having much mind to go and see the play at Court this 
night; but fearing how I should get home, becanse of the 
bonfires, and the lateness of the night, to get a coach, I did 
not stay ; bnt having this evening seen my Lady Jemimah, 
who is come to town, and looks very well and fat ; and heard 
how Mr. John Pickering is to be married this week, aud to a 
fortnne with SOOO^. ; and seen a rich necklace of pearl and two 
pendants of dyaraonds which Sir G-. Carteret hath presented 
her ' with, since her coming to town, I home by coach, but 
met not one bonfire through the whole town in going round 
by the wall, which is strange, and speaks the melancholy dis- 
position of the City at present ; while never more was sud of, 
and feared of, and done against the Papists, than just at this 
time. 

6th. After dinner done, alone by water to Deptford, read- 
ing "Duchesse of Malfy," the play, which is pretty good. 
' Lady Jemima CizUrtt, 
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At night home, and there find Hr. Batelier, irho sapped vith 
OS, and good company he ia. 

7tfa. C^ed at Faythom's, to baj some prints for my wife 
to draw by this winter, and here did see my Lady Gaatle- 
maine's [oetiire, done by him from Lilly's, ia red chaUce and 
other colours, by which he hath cot it in copper to be printed. 
The picture in ohalte is the finest thing I ever saw in my life, 
I think; and I did desire to- buy it; but he says he mnst 
keep it awhile to correct his oopper-pl&te ' by, and, when that 
is done, he will sell it me. By the Dnke of York hie dis- 
coorse to-day, in his chamber, thoy have it at Coort, as well 
as we here, that a fatal day ia to be expected shortly, of some 
great mischief; whether by the Papists, or what, they are not 
certain. Bnt the day is disputed ; some say next Friday, 
others a day sooner, others later ; and I hope all will prove a 
foolery. But it is obserrable how every body's fears are hnsy 
at this time. 

8th. I to Westminster Hall, and there met Mr. Orey, who 
tells me the House is sitting still, and how it was six o'olook, 
and likely to sit till midnight ; and hare proceeded fair to f^ve 
the King his supply presently; and herein hare done more 
to-day than was hoped for., Sir W. Coventry did this night 
tell me hew the business ia about Sir J. Minnes ; that he is 
ta be a Commissioner, and my Lord Brouncker and Sir W. 
Pen are to be Comptroller jointly, whieh I am very glad of, 
and better than if they were either of them alone ; and do 
hope truly that the King's business will be better done 
thereby, and infinitely better than now it is. Mr. Orey did 
assore me this night, that he was told this day, by one of the 
greatw Ministers of State in England, and one of the King's 
Cabinet, that we had httle left to agree on between the Dntch 
and us towards a peace, but only the plaee of treaty ; wbich 
do astonish me to hear, bnt I am glad of it, for I fear the 
consequence of the war. But be says that the King, having 
all the money he is like to have, we shall be sure of a peace 
in a little time. 

9th. To Mrs. i^erce's, by appointment, where we find good

and Captun Downing, who loves and ouderBtandB mnsick, 
would by all means liave my song of " Beanty, retire :" which 
Knipp had spread abroad, and ho extola it above any thing he 
ever heard. Going to dance again, and then cornea newB that 
White Hall was on fire ; and presently more particolars, that 
the Horse-gnard was on fire f and so we ran np to the garret, 
and find it bo ; a horrid great fire ; and by and by we saw and 
heard part of it blown up with powder. The ladies begun 
presently to be afiraid ; one fell into fits. The whole town in 
an alarm. Drums beat and trampetB, and the Horse-guards 
every where spread, running up and down in the street. And 
I begun to have mighty apprehension how things might be, 
for we are in erpectation, from common fame, this night, or 
to-morrow, to have a massacre, by the having so many fires 
one after another, as that in the City, and at same time begun 
in Westminster, by the Palace, but put out ; and since in 
Bonthwarke, to the burning down some houses ; and now this 
do make all people conclude there is something extraordioary 
in it; but nobody knows what By and by comes news that 
the fire is slackened ; so then we were a little cheered up 
t^wn, and to supper, and pretty merry. But, above all, 
there comes in the dumb boy that I knew in Oliver's time, 
who is mightily acquainted here, and with Downing ; and he 
made strange signs of the fire, and how the King was abroad, 
uul many things they understood, but I could not, which I

vcmdered at, and discouremg vitb Downing about it, '* Wbj," 
Bays he, " it ia only a little use, and yon irill understand him, 
and make him nnderatand yon with as mnoh eaae aa may be." 
80 I prayed him to tell him that I waa afraid that my coach 
Tonld be gone, and that he shotdd go down and steal one of 
the Beats out of the coach and keep it, and that would nuke 
the coachman to stay. He did this, eo that the dumb boy did 
go down, and, like a ounning rogne, went into the coach, pre- 
tending to sleep ; and, by and by, fell to his work, bat finds 
the seats nailed to the coach. So he coold not do it; how- 
ever, stayed there, and stayed the coach till the ooochma&'s 
patience was quite spent, and beat the dumb hoy by force, and 
so went away. So the dumb boy came np, and told him tSi 
the story, which they below did see aH that passed, and knew 
it to be true. After supper, another dance or two, and then 
news that the fire is se great as erer, which pnta us all to our 
wits'-end , and I mightily anxioua to go home, but the coach 
being gone, and it being abont ten at nigbt, and rainy dirty 
weather, I knew not what to do ; but to walk out with Mr. 
Batelier, myself resolving to go home on foot, and leave the 
women there. And so did ; but at the 9avoy got a coach, 
and come back and took 1^ the women ; and bo, having, by 
people come from the fire, understood that the fire was over- 
come and all well, we merrily parted, and home. Stopped by 
several guards and constables quite throogh the town, round 
Ae wall, as we went, all being in arms. Being come home, 
ve to cards, till two in the morning, and drinking lamb's-wool.' 
So to bed. 

10th. The Parliament did fall foul of our acooosts again 
lyesterday ; and we must arme to have them examined, which 
I am smry for : it will bring great tronble to me, and shame 
«pon the office. With my Lord Brooncker and Sir Thomas - 
Harvy, to Cooke's honse, and there Mrs. Willlama and other 
. company, and an excellent dinner. Mr. Temple's wife, after 
dinner, fell to play on the harpsichon, till she so tired every* 
body, ^t I left the house without taking leave, and no oreo- 

' tiMnVt-««olI«iiTiiIgulMnngemad*of*li,mlud wUhnfaTtDDtDug^aBd 
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tnre left Bt&nding "bj her to he&r her. Bead an hour, to make 
an end of Potter's Diaconrse of 666, wliich I like all along, 
bnt his close is most excellent ; and, whether it be right or 
mong, is mighty ingenions. This is the fatal day that ev^ry 
body hath discoursed for a long time to be the day that the 
Papists, or I know not who, hare designed to commit a mas- 
Bftore npon ; ' bnt, howerer, I tmst in God we shall rise to- 
morrow morning as well as ever. I hear that my Iiady 
Denham is exceeding sick, even to death, and Uiat she saya^ 
and every body else diacouraea, that she is poisoned; and 
Creed telle me, that it is said that there hath been a design 
to poison the King. What the meaning of all these sad signs 
is, the Lord only knowa ; bat every day things look worse and 
worse. God fit ns for the worst ! 

11th. (Lord's day.) To church, myself and wife, where the 
old dunce Meriton, of St. Martin's, Westminster, did make a 
very good aermon, beyond my expectation. To my uncle 
Wight's, sjtd their entertainment bo bad, that I am in pain to 
be there. Wooly's wife, a silly woman, and not very hand- 
some, bat no spirit in her at all ; and their discourae mean, 
and the fear of the troubles of the times hath made them not 
to bring their plate to town, since it was carried out upon the 
bnmness of the fire, so that they drink in earth and a wooden 
can, which I do not like. 

12th. Creed tells me of my Lady Denham, whom every 
body says is poisoned, and she hath aaid it to the Duke of 
York ; but is upon the mending hand, though the town says 
she is dead this morning. Going to Sir B. Viner'a, I did get 
snob a splash and spots of dirt upon my new vest, that I was 
out of countenance to be seen in the street. This day I re- 
oeired 450 pieces of gold more of Mr. Stokes, bnt cost me 
22^ change ; but I am well contented with it, I having now 
nearly 28001: in gold, and will not rest dll I get fnll SOOOZ. 
Home to dinner, though Sir B. Yiner would have staid ns to 
dine with him, he bmg sheiiffe ; but, poor man, was so out 
of ooantenaaoe, that he had no wine ready to drink to us, his 
bnUer being out of the way, though we know him to be a very 

■ a«« laih De««Bb«r, IBM, p—L 
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liberal man. I took mj wife ont, intending to have gone and 
hare seen laj Lady Jemimali, at White Hall, but bo great a 
stop there was at the ITew Exchaoge, that we could not pass 
in half an hour, and therefore 'light, and then home, iij 
wife and all the maids [being] abed hut Jane, whom I pot 
confidence in — she and I, and my brother, and Tom, and W. 
Hewer, did bring np all the reminder of my money, and my 
plate-chefit, ont of the cellar, and placed the money in my- 
stvidy, with the rest, and the plate in my dreBsing-room ; but 
indeed I am is great pain to think how to dispose of my 
money, it being wholly unsafe to keep it all in coin in one 
place. Creed and I did Btop, the Duke of York being jnst 
going away firom seeing of it, at Paul's, and in the CosTOca^ 
ti<»i>HonBe-Yard did there see the body of Robert Braybrooke, 
Bishop of London, that died 1404. He fell down in the tomb 
out of the great chorch into St. Fayth's this late fire, and is 
farae seen his skeleton with the fleah on ; but all tongfa and 
dry like a spongy dry leather, or touchwood all upon his bones. 
Hia head turned aside. A great man in his time, and Lord 
Chancellor ; and [his skeleton] now exposed to be handled 
and derided by some, though admired far its duration by 
others. Many flocking to see it. 

13th. To Bishopegate Street, and there bought some 
drinking-glasses, a case of knires, and other things, in ezpeo- 
tation of my Lord Hinchingbroke's coming to dine with me. 
So home, and do here receive notice &om my Lord Hincfa- 
ingbroke that he is not well, and so not in condition to come, 
which I am not in much trouble for, because of the disorder 
my house is in, by the bricklayers coming to mend the' 
chimney in my dining-room for smoking, which they were 
opon ahnost till midnight, and hare now made it very pretty, 
and do carry smoke exceeding well. This evening come all 
the Honblona to me, to invite me to sup with them to-morrow 
night. I did take them home, and there we sat and talked 
' a good while, and a glass of wine, and then parted till to- 
morrow night. So at night, well satisfied in the alteration of 
my chimney, I to bed. 

14th. To Koipp's' lodging, whom I find not ready to go 
home with me; and there staid reading of Waller's verses, 

Pcizscii/Googic 
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while she finished dreBsing, her husband being hj. Her 
lodging very mean, and the condition she lives in ; yet makes 
a show without doors, God bless ns ! I carried him along 
with OS ioto the Oity, and set him down in Bishopagate 
Street, and then home with her. She tells mo how Smith,* 
of the Duke'a hotue, hath killed a man upon a quarrel ia 
play ; which makes every body sorry, he being a good actor, 
and, they say, a good man, however this happ^is. The ladiea 
of the Court do much bemoan him. Here she and me alone 
at dinner to some good victuals, that we could not put off, 
that was intended for the great dinner of my Lord Hinching- 
broke's, if he had come. My wife and I intended to have 
seen my Lady Jemimah at Wlute Hall, but the Exchange 
Street was so full of coaches,- every body, ae they say, going 
thither to make themselves fine against to-morrow night, we 
could ;iot do anything, only my wife to see her brother, ^r 
G. Carteret tells me, that, just now, my Lord Hollis had been 
with him, and wept to think in what a condition we are fallen. 
He shewed me my Lord Sandwich's letter to him, oomplaining 
of the lack" of iiloney, which Sir G. Carteret is at a loss how 
in the world to get the King to supply him with, and wishes 
him, for that reason, here; for that be fears he will be brought 
to disgrace there, for vrant of supplies. 1o the Pope's Head, 
where all the Houblons were, and Dr. Oroone.' Dr. Oroone 
toid me, that, at the meeting at Gresham College to-night^ 
which, it seems, they now have every Wednesday again, there 
was a pretty eq>eriment of the blood of one dog let out, till 
he died, into the body of another on one side, while all hia 
own ran out on the other side.^ The first died npon the 
place, and the other very well, and likely to do well. This 
did give occasion to many pretty wishes, as of the blood of a 
Quaker to be let into an Archbishop, and such like ; but, as

15th. To Mrs. I^erce's, where I find her as fine as pos- 
nble, and Mr. Pierce goiog to the ball at night at Court, it 
being the Queen's birth-day. I also to the ball, and with 
tnach ado got np to the loft, where with much tronble I could 
eee rery w«ll. Anon the house grew iiill, and the candles, 
light, and tiie King and Queen and all the la^es Bat : and it 
was, indeed, a glorious sight to see Mrs. Stewart in black and 
white lace, uid her head and shoulderB dresaod with diamondB, 
and the like many great ladies more, only the Queen none ; 
and the King in bis rich reet of some rich silk and silTer 
trimming, aa the Duke of York and all the dancers were, some 
of cloth of silver, and others of other sorts, exceeding rich. 
Presently i^ter the King was come in, he took the Queen, and 
aboat fourteen more couple there wae, and begun the Branslea. 
Ab many of the men as I can remember presently, were, the 
King, Duke of York, Prince Bnpert, Duke of Monmouth,

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not ; but all most excellently dressed in rich petticoats and 
govns, and dyamonds, and pearls. After the Bransles, then 
to a Gorant, and now and then a French dance ; but that so 
rare that the Corants grev tiresome, that I wished it done. 
Only Mrs. Stewart danced mighty finely, and many French 
dances, specially one the King called the New Dance, which 
was very pretty ; bat spon the whole matter, the business of 
the dancing of itself was not extraordinary pleasing. But the 
clothes and sight of the persws were indeed Tery pleaung, and 
worth my coming, being never likely to see more gallantry 
while I live, if I shonld come twenty times. About twelve at 
night it broke up. So away home with my wife, who was dis- 
pleased with the dull dancing, and satisfied with the clothes 
and persons. My Lady Caatlemaine, without whom all is 
nothi&g,Hbeing tCere, very rich, though not dancing. 

16th. This noon I met with Mr. Hooke, and he tells me 
the dog which was filled with another dog's blood, at the 
College the other day, is very well, and like to he bo as ever, 
and doubts not its being foand of great use to men ; and so 
do Dr. Whiader, who dined with us at the tavern. 

17th. In the afWnoon shut myself up in my chamber, and 
there till twelve at night finishing my great letter to the Duke 
of York, which do lay the ill condition of the Nary so open to 
him, that it is impossible if the King and he minds anything of 
their business, but it will operate upon them to set all matters 
right, and get money to carry on the war, before it bo too late, 
or else lay out for a peace upon any termes. It was a great 
convenience t«-night that what I had writ foule in short hand, 
I could read it to W. Hewer, and he took it fair in short hand, 
BO as I can read it to-morrow to Sir W. Coventry, and then 
come home, and Hewer read it to me while I take it in long- 
hand to present, which saves me much time. 

18tfa. (Lord's day.) On foot to White Hall, where by 
appointment I met Lord Sronnoker at Sir W. Coventry's 
chamber, and there I read over my great letter, and they ap- 
proved it : so I Hunk it is as good a letter in the manner, and 
believe it is the worst in the matter of it, as ever come from 
any office to a prince. To Sir W. Batten. He was in a 
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hnffe, vhicb I made light o^ bot lie Bigned the letter, thoa^ 
he Toold not go, and liked the letter well. Sir W. Fen, it 
aeema, he vonld not ata; for it : ao, making slight of Sir W. 
Fen's patting bo much weight upon his hand, I to White Hall, 
and there met Lord Brosncker, and he signed it, and so I 
delivered it to Mr. Chiffinch, and he to Sir W. Coventry, in 
the cabinet, the King and council being sitting, where I lean 
it to ila fortnne. 

19th. To Barkeshire-bouse,' where mj Lord Chancellor 
hath been ever since the fire. To the Boll-head taTera, 
where I have net been since Mr. Chetwind utd the time oi oat 
elnh, and here had ux bottles of claret filled, and I sent them 
to Mrs. Martin, whom I had promised some of m; own, utd, 
having none of my own, sent her this. Took coach to 'White 
Hall, and there visited my Lady Jemimah, at Sir G. Car- 
twet's lodgings. Here was Sir Thomas Crewe, who told ma 
how hot worda grew again to-day in the House of Lords 
between my Lord Oesory and Asbly, the former saying that 
something said by the other waa said like one of Oliver's 
Gonncil. Ashly said he most ^ve him reparation, or he wonld 
take it his own way. The House therefore did bring my LatA 
Ossory to confess his fault, and ask pardon for it, as he did 
also to my Lord Buckingham, for saying that something was 
not troth that my Lord Buckingham had said. 

20th. To church, it being thanksgiving-day for the ceasa- 
tion of the plague ; but. Lord ! how the town-do say that it 
is hastened before the plague is quite over, there being some 
people still ill of it, but only to get ground for plays to be 
publickly acted, which the Bishops would not Buffer till the 
plague was over ; and one would think so, by the suddenness 
of the notice given of the day, which was laat Sunday, and the 
little ceremony. The sermon being dull of Mr. Minnea, and 
people with great indifferent^ come to hear him. By coach 
to Barkeshire-hoose, and there cUd get a very great meeting ; 
^e Duke of York being there, andmnch business done, thon^

21et. I to frait on Sir Philip Howard, whom I find dress- 
ing himself in his nighirgown and tnrlian 1^ a Tarke, but 
one of the finest persons that ever I saw in my life. He had 
aeveral gentlemen of his own, waiting on him, and one playing 
finely on the gtttar : be diBconises as well as ever I heard 
-man, in few words and handsome. He expressed aSi kind- 
neu to Baity, when I told him how sick he is : he says that, 
before he oomee to be mnetered agun, he most bring a certi- 
ficate of his swearing the oatha of Allegiance and Supremacy, 
uid having taken the Sacrament according to the rites of ib» 
Church of England. This, I perceive, ia imposed on all. 

22d. My Lord Brouncker did show me Hollar's new print 
of the City,' with a pretty representation of that part which 
ia burnt, very fine indeed ; and tella me that he was yesterday 
sworn the King's servant, and that the King hath commanded 
him to go on with his great map of the City,' which he was 
upon before the City was burned, like Gombout of Paris,' 
which I am glad of. Mr. Batelier tells me the news how the 
King of France hath, in defiance to the King of England, 
caused all his footmen to be put into vesta,* and that the noble-

Tbie makes me mighty merry, it being an in- 
geniona kind of lAttnt ; but yet it makes me angry, to see

affi-ont offered him. BateHer did bring ns some oysters to- 
night, and some bottles of new French wine of this year, 
mighty good, bnt I drank bnt little. 

28d. Attended the Doke of York, where, among other 
things, we bad a complaint of Sir William Jennings's' against 
his lieutenant, Le Neve, one that had been long the Duke's 
page, and for whom the Duke of York hath great kindness. 
It was a drunken quarrel, where one was as blameable as 
the other. It was referred to further examination, but the 
Duke of York declared, that as he would not favour dis- 
obedience, so neither drunkenness. I spoke with Sir Q. 
Downing about oar prisoners in Holland, and their being 
released ; which he is concerned in, and most of them are. 
Then, discoursing of, matters of the House of Parliament, he 
tells me that it is not the fault of the House, but Uie King's 
own party, that have hindered the passing of the Bill for 
money, by their popping in of new projects for raising it : 
which is <a strange thing ; and mighty confident he is, that 
what money is ra^ed, will be rwsed and put into the same 
form that the last was, to come into the Exchequer ; and, for 
caught I see, I must confess I think it is the best way. 

24tb. With Sir J. Minnes by coach to Stepney to the 
Trinity House, where it is kept again now since the bnrning

and prelates, that we have seen in our memoiys in the world, 
whom God hath taken from ns. At the end of the sermon 
an excellent anthem ; bnt it was » pleasant thing, an idle 
companion in oar pew, a prating, bold coansellor that hath 
been heretofore at the Navy OfBce, and noted for a great 
eater and drinker, not for quantity, bat of the best, his name 
Tom Bales, swd, "I know a fitter anthem for ^lis sermon," 
speaking only of oar daty of following the saints, and I know 
not what. " Cooke shonld have snog, ' Come, follow, follow 
me.'"^ To Sir G. Carteret's to dinner ; where moch com- 
pany.

more of the Court. Into the Court, and attended there till 
the Coanoil met, and then vas called in, and I read my 
letter. My Lord Treasurer declared that the King had 
nothing to py& till the Parliament did give him some money. 
80 the Ejng did of hinuelf bid ne to declare to all that vonld 
take onr tallies for payment, that he should, soon as the 
Parliament's money do come in, take back their tidlies, and 
give them money : whicli I giving him occasion to repeat to 
me, it coming from him agwut the gr4, I perceive, of my 
Lwd Treasurer, I was content therewitli, and vent out. All 
the talk of Scotland', where the highest report, I perceive, 
runs but upon three or four hundred in armes ; but they 
believe that it will grow more, and do seem to apprehend it 
much, as if the King of France had a hand in it. My Lord 
Lauderdale do make nothing of it, it seems, and people do 
censure him for it, he from the beginning saying tiiat there 
was nothing in it, whereas it do appear to be a pure rebel- 
lion ; bat no persons of quality being in it, all do hope that 
it cannot amount to much. Here I saw Mrs. Stewart this 
afleraoon, metho'aght the beautifullest creatore that ever I 
saw in my life, more than ever I thought her, so often as I 
have seen her ; and I do begin to think do exceed my Lady 
Castlemtune, at least now. This being St. CaUierine's day, 
the Qaeen was at masse by seven o'clock this morning ; and 
Mr. Ashbumham do say that be never saw any one have BO 
much tede in his life as she hath : and, the question being 
asked by my Lady Carteret, mueb beyond the bigotiy that 
ever the old Qneen-motber had.

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Havisag ended my visit, I spoke to Sir Thomas Cretre, to 
inrite bim and his brotber John to dinner, to-morrow ; and 
BO bomewarda, calling at the cook's, who is to dress it, to 
bespeak him, and then home, and there set things in order 
for a very fine dinner. 

28tb. To White HaD; where, tbongh it blows hard and 
rains bard, yet the Dnke of York is gone a-bnnting. We 
therefore lost onr labour, and so to get things ready against 
dinner at home: and at noon comes my Lord Hmcbingbroke, 
Sir Thomas Crewe, Mr. John Crewe, Mr. Carteret, and Bris- 
band. I had six noble dishes for them, dressed by a man- 
cook, and commended, as indeed they deserred, for exceeding 
well done. We eat with great pleaanre, and I enjoyed my- 
self in it ; eating in silver plates, and all things mighty rich 
and handsome about me. Till dark at dinner,, and then broke 
Bp with great pleasure, especially to myself; and they away, 
only Mr. Carteret and I to Gresham College, where they 
meet now weekly again, and bercf they had good disconrse 
how this late experiment of the dog, which is in perfect good 
health, may be improved for good uses to men. Here was 
Mr. Henry Howard,' that will hereafter be Dnke of Korfolk, 
who is admitted this day into the Society, and being a very 
proad man, and one that values bimself upon his fiunily, writes 
his name, as he do every where, Henry Howard of N orfolke. 

29th. I late at the office, and all the news I hear I put into, 
a letter this night to my Lord Bronnoker at Chatham, thus : 

" I doubt not of your Lordship's hearing of Sir Thomas 
Clifford's succeeding Sir H. Pollard' in the Comptrollership of 
tiie King's house ; but perhaps our ill, but confirmed, tidings 
from the Barbadoes may not have reached you yet, it coming 
bat yesterday ; viz., that about eleven ships, whereof two of 
the King's, the Hope and Coventry, going thence with men 
to attack St. Christopher's, were seized by a violent hurricane, 
and all sunk — two only of thirteen escoping, and those with 
loss of masts, &o. My Lord Willonghby^ himself is involved

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in the disaster, aad I think two ships thrown apOD an island 
of the French, and so all the men, to 500, become their pri- 
Boners. 'Tis aaid, too, that eighteen Dutch men-of-wttr are 
passed the Chanaell, in order to meet with onr Smyrna ehips ; 
and some, I hear, do fright ns with the King of Sweden's 
seizing our maet-ahips at Gottenbnrgh. Bat we have too 
much ill news tme, to afflict oorselres with what is nnoertain. 
That which I hear from Scotland is, the Doke of York's say- 
ing, yesterday, that he is confident the Lieutenant-Oenerall 
there hath driven them into a pound, somewhere towards the 
monntuns." 

Ho show how mad we are at home, here, and unfit for any 
troubles : my Lord St. John did, a day or two since, openly 
pull a gentleman in Westminster Hall by the nose, oue Sir 
Andrew Henly, ' while the Judges were upon their benches, 
and Ae other gentleman did giro him a rap over the pate with 
his cane, of which fray the Judges, they say, will make a great 
matter: men are only sorry the gentleman did proceed to 
retnm a blow; for, otherwise, my Lord would hare been 
soundly fined fw the afiront, and may be yet for his afiront 
to the Judges. 

SOtfa. To White Hall ; and pretty to see, it being St. 
Andrew's day, how some few did wear St. Andrew's crosse; 
but mwt did make a mockery at it, and the House of Par- 
liament, contrary to practice, did sit also : people having no 
mind to observe the Scotch saints' days till they hear better 
BewB from Scotland. 

December Ist. Walking to the old Swan, I did see a cellar 
in Tower Streete in a very fresh fire, the late great winds 
having blown it up.* It seemed to be only of log-wood, that 
hath kept the fire all this while in it. Gtoing further, I met 
my late Lord Mayor Bladwortb, under whom the City was 
bomed. But, Lord I the silly talk that this silly fellow had, 
only how ready he would be to part .with all his estate in

but s very weak man he aeems to be. By coach heme, in 
the evening, catling at Faytboroe's, buying three of my Iiady 
Castlemaine'B beads, printed this day,' which indeed is, as to 
the head, I think, a very fine picture, and like her. I did 
this afternoon get Mrs. Michell to let me only have a sight of 
a pamphlet lately printed, but enppressed and much called 
after, called "The Gatboliqae's Apology;"' lamenting the 
severity of the Parliament agunst them, and comparing it 
with the lenity of other princes to Protestants ; giving old 
and late instances of their loyalty to their princes, whatever is 
objected against tbem ; and ezcnsing their disquiets in Queen 
Elizabeth's time, for that it was impossible for tbem to think 
her a lawfnll Queen, if Queen Mary, who had been owned as 
snch, were bo ; one being the daughter of the true, and the 
other of a false wife : and that of the Gunpowder Treason, by 
saying that it was only the practice of some of us, if not the 
King, to trepan some of their religion into it, it never being 
defended by the generality of their Ghuroh, nor indeed 
known by them ; and onds with a large Catalogue, in red 
letters, of the Oatboliqnes which hare lost theit lives in the 
quarrel of the late King and thia. The thing is very well 
writ indeed. 

2d. (Lord's day.) My wife and I to Mr. Martin's, where 
find the company almost all come to the christening of Mrs. 
Martin's child, a girl. A great deal of good plain company. 
After sitting long, till the church was done, the Parson comes, 
and then we to christen the child. I was Godfather, and Mrs. 
Holder, her husband, a good man, I know well, and a pretty

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Udy, that viuts, it meAa, on my Lady Bath,' at White Hall, 
her name, Mrs. Noble, Ter$ Godmothers. After, the chris- 
tening comes in the vine and the sweetmeats, and then to 
prate and tattle, and then very good company they were, aad 
I among thun. Here was old Mrs. Miohell and Hewlett, 
and several of the m&rrted women of the Hall, whom I knew 
mayda. Here was also Mrs. Burroughs and Mrs. Bales, the 
yonng widow, whom I led home, and having staid till the 
moon was up, I took my pretty gossip ' to White Hall with 
US, and I saw her in her lodging, and then my own company 
again. Took coach, and no sooner in the coach bat some- 
thing broke, thftt we were fain there to stay till a snuth conld 
be fetched, which was above an hour, and then it costing mo 6s. 
to mend. Away round by the wall and Cow Lane, for fear 
it should break again, and in pain about the coach all the 
way. I went to Sir W. Batten's, and there I hear more ill 
news still : that all onr New-England fleete, which went oat 
lately, are put back a third time by foul weather, and dis- 
persed, some to one port and some to another; and their 
convoys also to Plymouth ; and whether any of them be lost 
or not, we do not know. This, added to all the rest, do lay 
OS flat in our hopes and courages, every body prophesying 
destntction to the nation. 

Sd. Up, and, among a great nomber of people that oome 
to speak with me, one was my Lord Peterborough's gentle- , 
nan, who comes to me to dun me to get some money ad- 
vanced ioe my Lord ; and I demanding what news, he tells - 
me that at Court they begin to fear the business of Scotland 
more and more, and that the Duke of York intends to go to 
the North to raise ui army, and that the King would hare 
some of the nobility and others to go and assist ; but they 
were so served the last year, funong others his Lord, in raising 
forces at their own charge, for fear of the French invading us, 
that they will not be got out now, without money advanced to

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them by tie King, aod tluB is likely to be the £ing'a case for 
fiertain, if ever he cornea to have need of any army. By 
water to Westminster, and there to the Exchequer, and pot 
my tallies in a way of doing for the last qnarter. At noon 
h<HDe, more eheerfnl than I hare been a good while, to hear 
that for certain the Scotch rebels are all routed ; they having 
been so bold a& to come within three miles of Edinburgh, and 
there given two or three repulses to the King's forces, but at 
last were mastered. Three or four hocdred killed or taken, 
among which their leader, WaJlis, and seren ministers, they 
having all taken the Govenaot a few days before, and sworn 
to live and die in it, as they did ; and bo all is likely to be 
there quiet again. There is also the very good news come of 
four New-England ships come home safe to Falmouth with ' 
masts for the King ; which is a blessiBg mighty unexpected, 
and without whidi, if for nothing ^e, we must have foiled 
the next year. But Ch>d be praised for thus much good 
fortune, and send ns the continuance of his favour in other 
things! 

6tL After dinner, my wife and brother; in another habit,' 
go out to see a play ; but I am not to take notice that I 
know of my brother's going. This day, in the Gasette, is 
Uie whole story of defeating of the Scotch rebells, and of thB 
oreatioa of the Duke of Cambridge, Entght of the Garter.* 

Ttb. To the King's vplayhonse, where two acta were almost 
done when I come in ; and there I sat with my olo^ about 
my face, and saw the remainder of " The Hayd's Tragedy ;" 
a good play, and well acted, especially by the younger 
Harehall, who is become a pretty good actor, and is the first 
play I have seen in either of the houses, since before the great 
plague, they haying acted now about fourteen days pnblickly. 
But I was in mighty pain, lest I should be seen by any body 
to be at a play. 

Stb. The great Proviso passed the House of Parliament

Mr. Fierce did also tell 
me as a great tmth, as being told it by Mr. Cowly,^ who wsa 
by, and heard it, that Tom Eilligrew should pnldickly tell the 
King that his matters -wen coming into a very ill state ; bat 
that yet there was a way to help alL Saya he, " There b » 
good, honest, able man, that I could name, that if your 
MiyeBty would employ, and comm«id to see all things well 
execnted, all things would soon be mended ; and this ia one 
Charles Stuart, who now spends his time in employing his 
lips about the Court, and hath no other employment ; but if 
yon would give him this employment, he were the fittest man 
in the world to perform it." This, he says, is most tme; 
bat the King do not profit by any of this, bnt lays all aside, 
uid remenberB nothing, but to his pleunres again ; which is 
a sorrowful consideration. To the King's playhouse, uid 
there did see a good part of "The English Monsieur,"^ which 
is a mighty pretty play, very witty and pleasant And the 
women.do very well ; bat, above all, little Nelly,* that I am 
mightily pleased vrith the play, and much with the HonsC) 
more Hiao ever J expected, the women doing better than ovot

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I expected, and very fine women. Here X wu in piun to be ' 
Been, and hid myself'; bat, as God woold have it, Sir John 
Chichly come, and sat jnst hj me. I hear that this Froviao 
in Parliament is mightily ill taken by all the Conrt party m 
a mortal blow, and that, that atrikes deep into the King's 
prerogative, which troubles me mightily. In mnch fear of ill , 
news of onr colliers. A fleete of two biudred sail, and, 
fenrteen Dntoh men-of-war between them and ua: and they. , 
eomiog home wi^ email conroy; and the City in great want, 
ooals being at ZL Sa. per chaldron, as I am told. I saw 
smoke in the mines this very day. 

9th. (Lord's day.) Up, not to church, but to my chambo;, 
and there begun to enter into this book my joumall fw 
September, which in the fire-time I could not enter hwe, but 
in loose papers. At noon dined, and then to my chainb^- 
all the afternoon and night, looking over wnd tearing sod 
burning all Uie unnecessary letters, which I have had upon 
my file for four or fire years backward, which I intend to do 
quite through sU my papers, that I may have nothing by me 
but what is worth keeping, and fit to be seen, if I should 
miscury. 

lOth. Captun Cocke, with whom I walked in the gu^en, 
tells me how angry the Court is at the late Proviso brought 
in by the House. How still my Lord Chancellor b, not 
dwiog to do or say any thing to displease the Parliament ; 
that the Parliament is in a very ill humour, and grows evwy 
day more and more so ; and that the unskdlfnlness of the 
Court, and their difierence among one another, is the occasion 
of all not a^eeing in what they would have, and so they 
g^ve leisure and occasion to the other part to run aw^y with 
what the Coart woold not have. 

11th. To St. Clement's Church, to Mrs. Turner's lodgings^ ' 
hard by, to take oar leaves of her. She is returning to the . 
North to her children, whereby, I perceive, her husband hath 
clearly got the mastery of her, and she is likely to spend her 
days there.' Here were several people come to see and take

Mordant,' which was Betty Xnrner, a moat homely widow, bnt 
yonng, and pretty rich, and good-natured. This day the Poll 
Bill was to be passed, and great endeavours need to take 
away the Proviso. 

12th. Sir H. Cholmly did with grief tell me how the 
Parliament hath been told plainly that the King hath been 
heard to say, that he would dissolve them rather than pass 
this Bill with the Proviso ; bnt tells me, that the Proviso ia 
removed, and now carried that it shall be done by a Bill by 
itself. Ho tells me how the King hath lately paid above 
80,0001. to clear debts of my Lady Castlemaine's ; and that 
she and her hnsband are parted for ever, npon good terms, 
never to trouble one another more. He says that he hears 
400,0001. faatb gone into the Privy-purse since this war ; and 
that it is that hath consumed so much of our money, and 
makes the King and Court so mad to be brought to discover 
it. The very good news is just come of our four ships from 
Smyrna, come safe without convoy even into the Downee, 
without seeing any enemy; which is the best, and indeed 
only considerable good news to onr Exchange, since the 
burning of the City ; and it is strange to see how it do cheer 
up men's hearts. Here I saw shops now come to be in this 
Exchange, and met little Batelier, who sits here but at St. 
per annum, whereas he sat at the other at 100^, which he 
says he helices will prove of as good account to him now as 
the other did at that rent. From the 'Change to Captain

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Cocke'e, and there, by agreement, dined, and there ma 
Charles Porter, Temple, Fean, Debut;, whose bad English 
and pleasant diaconrBOB was exceeding good entertainment, 
Hatt. Wren, Major Cooper, and myself, mighty merry and 
pretty disconrse. They talk for certain, that now the King 
do follow Mrs. Stewart wholly, and my Lady Caatlemune not 
above once a week ; that the Duke of York do not haont tny 
Laiiy Denham eo mncb ; that she baubles him with matters 
of State, heing of my Lord Bristoll's faction, and that h« 
aToids ; that she is ill still. Kews this day from Brampton, 
of Mr. Ensiun, my sbter's sweetheart, being dead : a clowne. 
13th. Met Captun Cocke, and had a second tame hia 
direction to bespeak lOOf . of plate, which I did at Sir R.yiner'B, 
being twelve plates more, uid something else I have to choose. 
W. Hewer dined with me, and showed me a Qazette,* in 
Aprill last, which I wonder should never be remembered by

14th. By coach to White Hall, seeing many smokes of 
the fire by Uie way yet, and took up into the coach with me 
ft country gentleman, who asked me ro<Hn to go with me, it 
being dirty — one c<Ni>e oat of the North to see his son, after 
the bnrning of his house : a merchant here. Endeavonrod 
to wait on the Doke of York, but he would not stay from the 
Parliament. Met my good friend Mr. ETelyn, and walked 
with htm a good while, lamenting oar condition for want of 
good conncil, and the King's minding of his bosiness and 
serrants. The house sat till three o'clook, and then ap : and 
I home with Sir Stephen Fox to his house to dinner, and 
the Cofiereri with ns. There I find Sir S. Fox's lady, a 
fine woman, and eeren the prettiest children of tbeir's that 
ever I knew almost A very genteel dinner, and in great 
state and fashion, and excellent discourse ; and nothing like 
an old experienced man and a ooortter, and sncb is tbe 
Cofferer Ashbomham. The House have been mighty hot to- 
day against the Paper Bill, showing all manner of averseness 
to give the King money; which these courtiers do take 
mighty notice of, and look upon the others as bad rebells a« 
ever the last were. But the courtiers did oarry it against 
those men upon a divisioa of the House, a great many, tbat, 
it should be committed ; and so it was : which they reckon 
good news. Home, where I find Foondes his present, of a

A iidaDdid monnmant to 
WiUiam Aihbarahaiii, and to the Caunte» of HarlberoBgh, with whom he Ured 
bappUj for Dearlj 4S yuit, ii in AihbBmhatt Obar«h. 
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fur pair of c&adl«sticka, and half a doien of plates come, 
vhich cost him full 501., and is a verj pretty present; and 
here I met with, sealed up, from Sir H. Gholmly, the lam- 
poon, or the Mocke-Advice to a Faynter, abasing the Duke 
of York and m; Lord Sandwich, Pen, and every body, and 
the King himself, and all the matters of the navy and war. I 
am sorry for my Lord Sandwich's having so great a part 
in it. 

15th. To the office, where my Lord Brounoker, newly 
come to town, from his being at Chatham and Harwich to 
spy enormities : and at noon I met with him and his lady, 
William's, to Captain Cocke's, where a good dinner, and very 
merry. Good news to-day upon the Ezchuige, that our 
Hamburgh fleete is got in ; and good hopes that we may soon 
have the like of our Crottenburgb, and then we shall be well 
for this winter. And by and by comes in Matt Wren' from 
the Farliament-house ; and tells us that he and all his party 
of the House, which is the Court party, are fools, and have 
been made so this day by the wise men of the other nde ; for, 
after the Conrt party had carried it yesterday so powerfully 
for the Paper Bill,' yet now it is Iiud aside wholly, and to 
be supplied by a land-tax ; which it is true will do well, and 
will be the sooner finished, wluch was the great argument for 
the doing of it. But then it shows them fools, that they 
would not permit this to have been done six weeks ago, which 
they mi^t have had. And next, they hare parted with the 
Paper Bill, which, when once begun, might have proved ■ a 
very good flower in the Crowne, as any there. So they are 
truly Outwitted by the other side. 

16th. (Lord's day.) To White Hall, and there walked np 
and down to the Queen's side, and there saw my dear Lady 
Gastlemaine, who continues admirable, methinka, and I do 
not hear but that the King is the same to her still as ever. 
Anon to chapel, by the King's closet, and heard a very good 
anthem. Then with Lord Brouncker to Sir W. Coventry's

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chamber; and there ve sat with Urn and talked. He ia 
weary of anything to do, he says, in the Navy. He tells na 
this Comnitteo of Accounts trill enquire sharply into our 
office. To Sir P. Neale's chamber; Sir Edward Walker 
being there, and telling ns how be hath loot many fine rolls 
of antiquity in heraldry by the late fire, but hath saved the 
most of bis papen. Here was also Dr. Wallis,' the famous 
scholar and mathematician; but he promises little. Lord 
Bronnoker tells me, that he do not believe the Duke of York 
will go to sea again, though there are many about the King 
that would be glad of any occasion to take htm out of the 
world, he standing in their ways; and seemed to mean the 
Duke of Monmouth, who spends his time the most riciously 
and idle of any man, nor will be fit for any thing ; yet he 
speaks as if it were not impossible but the King would own 
him for his son, and that there was a marriage between his 
mother and him ; and that nothing can help us but the King's 
making a peace soon as he hath this money ; and thereby 
putting himself out of debt, and ao becoming a good husband, 
and theu he will neither need this nor any other Parliament, 
till he can have one to his mind : for no Parliament can, as 
he says, be kept long good, bst that they will spoil one 
another, and that therefore it hath been the practice of kings 
to tell Parliaments what be hath for them to do, and give 
them ao long time to do it in, and no longer. 

17th. Comes Mr. Ctesar,' and then Qoodgroome,' and, what 
with one and the other, nothing but musiqne with me this 
morning, to my content; and the more, to see that God 
Almighty hath put me into condition to bear the charge of 
•all this. So out to the 'Change, and did a little business, 
and then home, where they two musicians and Mr. Cootte 
come to see me, and Mercer to go along with my wife this

Spent the evening in fitting my books, to have the 
nomber set upon each, in order to my having an alphabet of 
my whole, which will be of great ease to me. 

18th. I hear the ill news that poor Batters, that had been 
Imhh and hrei a eeaman, and brought up his ship from sea 
bnt yestorday, was, going down from me to his ship, drowned 
in the Thames, which is a sad fortune, and do make me afraid, 
and will do, more than ev«: I was. 

19th. Talked of the King's family with Mr. Uingsttm, the 
organist. He says many of the musique are ready to starve, 
they being five years behind-hand for their wages : nay, Evcna, 
the famons man upon the Harp, having not his equal in the 
world, did the other day die for mere want, and was fain to 
be buried at the almes of the pariah, and carried to his grave 
in the dark at night without one linke,. bat that Mr. Hing- 
Bton met it by chance, and did ^ve 12d. to bnj two or three 
links. Thence I np to the Lords' House to enqnire for my 
Lord Bellassis ; and there hear how at a conference this morn- 
ing between the two Houses about the busineaa of the Canary 
Company, my Lord Buckingham leaning rudely over my Lord 
Marquis Dorchester,' my Lord Dorohester removed hia elbow. 
Duke of Buckingham asked him whether he wa^ uneasy ; 
Dorchester replied, yes, and that he dm^st not do thia were he 
any where else : Buckingham replied, yes he would, uid that 
he was a better man than himself; Dorcheeter said that he 
lyed. With this Buckingham struck oS his hat, and took 
him by his periwigg, and pulled it aside, and held him. My 
Lord Chamberlun and others interposed, and, upon coming 
into the Honee, the Lords did order them both to the Tower, 
whither they ^e to go this afternoon. I down into the Hall, 
and there the Lieutenant of the Tower' took me with him,

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»nd vould bare me to the Tower to dinner; where I dined at 
the bead of his table, next his lady,' wfao is cornel; and seeming 
sober andsttrtely, bntveryprond and very conning, or lam mis- 
taken, and wanton, too. This day's work will briog the Lien- 
tenant of the Tower 850?. Thence home, and iipon Tower TTiH 
saw about S or 400 seamen get together ; and one, standing npwi 
a pile of bricks, made bis sign, with his handker^ier, npon 
bis stick, and called all the rest to him, and sereral sbonts 
they gave. This made me afraid; so I got borne as fast as I 
eoald. But by and by Sir W. Batten and Sir B. Ford do 
tell me, that the seamen hare been at some prisons, to release 
some seamen, uid the Dnke of Albemarle is in armes, and all 
the Guards at the other end of the town ; and the Dnke of 
Albemarle is gone with some forces to Wapping, to quell the 
seamen ; which is a thing of infinite disgrace to ns. I sat 
long talking with them ; and among other things. Sir B. Ford 
make me understand how the House of Commons is a beast 
not to be understood, it being impossible to know beforehand 
the succesa almost of any small plain thing, there being so 
masy to think and speak to any business, and they of so on- 
eertain minds and interests and passions. He did tell me,

Strand. 

2lBt. I spent all the afternoon in putting some things, pio- 
tnres espcaally, in order, and pastmg my Lady Gastlemsine's 
print on a frame, which I have made handsome, and is a Sne 
piece. 

22d. News from Hogg that ow shipp hath brought in a. 
Lubecker to Portsmouth, likely to prove prise, of deals. 

2Sd. (Lord's day.) To church, where a vain felbw with a 
periwigg preached, Chaplain, as by his prayer appeared, to the 
Earl of Carlisle.' 

24th. It being frost and dry, aa far as Paul's, and so back 
again through the City by Guildhall, observing the ruins 
diereaboats, till I did truly lose myself. I this moming did 
buy me a ptur of green spectacles, to see whether they will 
help my eyes or no. So to the 'Change, and went to the 
Upper 'Change, which is almost as good as the old one ; only 
shops are but on one side. No news yet of our Gottenburgh 
fleete ; which makes us have some fears, it being of mighty

" It is decreed," which pleases me mightily. Walked alone 
on foot to the Temple, thinking to have seen a play all alone ; 
but there, missing of any bills, concloded there was none, and 
BO back home ; and there with my brother reduoiog the names 
of t^ my books to an alphabet, and then to supper and to bed. 

26th. To the Duke's house, to a play. It was indifferently 
done, Gosnell sot singing, but a new weaoh, that sings 
naughtily. Thence home, and there Mr. Andrews to the 
vyall, who plays most excellently on it. Thence to dance, 
here being Penbleton come, by my wife's directioii, and a 
fiddler ; and we got, also, the elder Batelier to-night, and I^an 
Wright, and mighty merry we were, and danced ; and so till 
twelve at night, and to supper, and then to cross purposes, 
mighty merry, and then to bed. 

2Tth. Up ; and called up by the King's trumpets, which 
cost me lOf. By oo&ch to the King's playhouse, and there 
saw " The Scornful Lady" well acted; Doll Common' doing - 
Abigail most excellently, and Knipp the widow very well, and 
will be an excellent actor, I think. In other parts the play not 
ao well done as need be, by the old actors. This day a house 
or two was blown up with powder in the Minorys, and several 
people spoiled, and many dug out from aad&r the nibbish.

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28tb. I to my Lord Crewe's, vhere I find and bear the 
nem how m; Lord's br<rtlier, Mr. Nathkniet Crewe, hatb aa 
estate of 6 w 7001. per aaninn, left bim by the death of aa 
old acqtiamtaace of his, bat not akin to him at alL And this 
man is dead without will, bnt had, about ten jcars since, made 
over his estate to this Mr. Crewe, to him and his hws for 
ever, and girea Hr. Crewe the keeping of the deeds in tus 
Own hand all this time ; hj which, if he would, he might hare 
' taken present possession of the estate, for he knew what thej 
were. This is as great an action of confident frieod^p as 
this latter age, I believe, can shew. From hence to the 
Duke'a House, and there saw "Macbeth" most excellently 
acted, and a most excellent play for variety. I had sent f<v 
my wife to meet me there, who did come : so I did go te 
White Hall, and got my Lord Bellassis to get me into the 
playhouse ; and there, after all staying above an hour for the 
players, the King and all waiting, which was absurd, saw 
" Henry the Fifth" well done by the Duke's people, and ik 
most excellent habits, all new vests, being put on but this night. 
Bnt I sat so high and far off, that I missed most of the words, 
and sat with a wind coming into my back and neck, which 
did much tronble me. The play continned till twelve at night ; 
and then up, and a most horrid cold night it was, and fros^^ 
and moonshine. 

29th. Called np with news from Sir W. Batten that Hogg 
hath brought in two prizes more : abd so I thither, and hear 
the particulars, which are good ; one of them, if price, being 
worth 40001. : for which God be thanked ! Then to the office, 
and have the news brought us of Captain Bobinsos's ooming 
with his fleete from Gotteaburgh : dispersed, though, by foul 
weather. But he hath light of five Dutch men-of-war, and 
taken three, whereof one is sunk ; which is very good news 
to close up the year with, and moat of our merchant^meo 
already heard of to be safely come home, though after long 
lookings-for, and now to several ports, as they could make 
them. 

SOth. (Lord's day.) To church. Here was a collection for 
the sexton ; bnt it oome into my head why we should be more

81st. To m; accountB, wherein, at last, I find them clear 
and right ; but, to mj great discontent, do find that my get- 
tings this year have been 57 SI. less than my laat: it being 
this yeu in ^1 but 29861. ; wher«w, the last, I got 35601 
And then again my spendings this year have exceeded my 
spendinga the last by 6442. : my whole spendings last yew 
being bnt 509Z. ; whereas tbia year, it appears, I have spent 
115421, which is a sum not fit to be aaid that ever I should 
spend in one year, before I am master of a better estate than 
I am. Yet, blessed be GoU and I pray God make me 
tbankfol for it, I do find myaelf worth in money, all good, 
above 6200^ ; which is above 1800L mor? than I was tbe last 
year. ThuB ends this jea.T of pubtick wonder and mischief to 
this nation, and, therefore, generally wished by all people to 
have an end. Myself and family well, having four maids and 
one clerk, Tom, in my house, and my brother, now with me, 
to apend time in order to his preferment. Our health all 
veil, publick matters in a most sad condition ; seamen dis- 
couraged for want of pay, and are become not to be governed : 
nor, as matters are now, cau any fleete go out next year. Our 
enemies, French and Dutch, great, and grow more by oar 
poverty. Tbe Parliament backward in raising, because jealous 
of the spending of the money ; the City leas and less likely to 
be built again, every body aettling elsewhere, and nobody 
encouraged to trade. A sad, vieious, negligent Court, and 
all sober men there fearful of the ruin of the whole kingdom 
this next year ; from whieh, good Qroi delirer ns ! One 
thing I reckon remarkable in my own condition is, that I am 
come to abound in good plate, so as at all entertainments to be 
Borred wholly with silver plates, having two dozen and a half

January 1st. Lay long, being a bitter, oold, frosty day, the 
firost being now grown old, and the Thames covered with ioe. 

2d. My wife np, and with Mrs. Fen to walk in tbe fields 
to frost-bite themselves. I found the court full of great 
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apprehensions of the French, who have certainly shipped 
landsmen, great nnmbers, at Brest ; and most of oar peopU 
here gaess his design for Ireluid. We hare orders to send 
all the ships we can possible to the Downea, every day 
bringing us news of new mntiuies wnong the seamen; so 
that our condition is like to be very miserable. Mr. George 
Montagu tells me of the King displeasing the House of 
Commons by evading their Bill for examining Accounts, and 
patting it into a Commissioii, though therein he hath left 
out CoTentry and ', and named all the rest the Par- 
liament named, and all country Lords, not one Opurtier: 
this do not please them. He finds the enmity almost oTor 
for my Lord Sandwich. Up to the pMnted Chamber, and 
there heard a conference between the House of Lords and 
Commons about the Wine Patent; which I wa^ exceeding 
glad to be at, because of my heuing exceeding good disoourses, 
bnt especially from the Commons; among others, Mr. 
Swinfen,' and a young man, one Sir Thomas Meres : ^ and do 
outdo the Lords infinitely. Alone to the King's House, and 
there saw "The Custom of the Country,"' the second time 
of its being acted, wherein Knipp does the Widow well ; bat, 
of all the plays that ever I did see, the worst — having neither 
plot, language, nor anything in the earth that is acceptable ; 
only Knipp sings a song admirably. 

Srd, By invitation to dinner to Sir W. Pen's, where my 
Lord Brouncker, Sir W. Batten, and his lady, myself, and 
wife. Sir J. Minnes, and Mr. Turner. Indifferent merry, to 
which I contributed the most, but a mean dinner, and in a 
mean manner. This day, 1 hear, hath been a conference 
between the two Houses about the Bill for examining 
Accounts, wherein the Houso of Lords their proceedings in 
petitioning the King for doing it by Commission are, in great 
heat, voted by the Commons, after the conference, unparlia- 
mentary. 

4th. Comes our company to cUnner ; my Lord Brounoker,

To churcb, where a dull doctor, a 
stranger, made a dull sermon. Young Micbell and I, it 
being an excellent frosty day, did walk out. He showed me 
the baker's house in Pudding Lane, where the late great fire 
begun: and thence all along Thames Street, where I did 
view several places, and so up by London Wall, by Black- 
friara, to Ludgate ; and thence to Bridewell, which I find to 
have been heretofore an extraordinary good honse, and a fine 
coming to it, before the house by the bridge was built ; and 
so to look about St. Bride's church and my father's house, 
and BO walked home. 

7th. Lord* Brouncker tells me that my Lady Denham ia 
at last dead. Some suspect her poisoned, but it will be best 
known when her body is opened to-day, she dying yesterday 
morning. The Duke of York is troubled for her ; but ha^ 
declared he will never have another public mistress again ;

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which I shall be glad of, and would the King wonid do the 
like. He tells me how the ParfiameDt is grown bo jealom 
of the King's bemg anfayre to them in the bnsmess of the 
Bill for examining Acconnta, Irieh Bill, and the hosineM of 
the Papists, that the; will not pass the bosinesa for money 
tin they see themselves eecure that those Bills will pass; 
which they do obserre the Court to keep off till all the BiDs 
come together, that the King may accept what he pleases, 
uid what he pleaees to object to. He tells me how Mr. 
Henry Howard, of Norfolko, hath given' our Boyal Society 
all his grandfather's library : ' which noble gift they value at 
10002^ ; and gives them accommodation to meet in at his 
house, Anindell House, they being now disturbed at Oresfaam 
College. To the Duke's house, and saw "Macbeth," which, 
though I saw it lately, yet appears a most exoellent play in 
all respects, but especially in divertisement, though it be a 
deep tragedy ; which is a strange perfection in a tragedy, It 
being most proper here, and suitable. 

8th. My uncle Thomas with me to receive his quarterage. 
He tells me bis son Thomas is set ap in Smithfield, where he 
hath a shop — I suppose, a booth. Saw the catalogue of my 
books, which my brother hath wrote out, now perfectly 
■Iphabeticall. 

9th. In a hackney-coach to White Hall, the way being 
most horribly bad upon the breaking up of the frost, so as 
not to be passed almost. I do hear, by my Lord Brounoker, 
.that for certain Sir W. Coventry hath resigned his plaoe of 
Commissioner ; which I believe he hath done* upon good 
grounds of security to himself, (i-om all the blame which

will saffftr t>7 it. Theno« to Westminster HaII^ and there 
to the conference of the Houses abont the word "Nuisance," ' 
which the Commons would have, and the Lords will not, in 
^ Irish Bill. The Conunons do it professedly to prerent 
the King's dispensing with it; which Sir Robert Howard 
and others did expressly repeat often : vis., "that bo King 
ever conld do an; thing which was bnrtfal to his people." 
Now the Lords did argue, that it was an ill precedent, and 
(hat which will erer hereafter be need as a way of preventing 
the King's dispensatiott with acts; and therefore rather 
advise to pass the Bill withovt that word, and let it go 
accompanied with a petition to the King, that he will not 
dispense with it; this being a more tnvil way to the King. 
They answered well, that this do imply that the King shonld 
pass their Sill, and yet with design to dispense with it; 
which is to suppose the King goilty of abasing them. And 
more, they produce precedents for it ; namely, that against 
new hnildings, and ahont leather, where the word " Nnisanoe" 
is used to the pnrpoae : and farther, that thej do not rob 
the King of any right he ever had, for he never had a poww 
to do hnrt to his people, nor wonld exercise it ; and therefore 
there is no danger, in the passing this Bill, of imposing on 
his prerogative ; and eoncluded, that they think they ought 
to do this, BO as the people may really have the benefit of it 
when it is passed, for never any people oonld expect so 
reasonably to be indulged Boroething from a King, they 
having already given him so mnch money, and are likely to 
give more. Thus they broke up, both adhering to their 
opinions: bnt the Commons seemed much more full of 
judgment and reason than tiie Lords. Then the Commons 
made their Beport to the Lords of their vote, that their 
Lordships' proceedings in the Bill for examining Acooonts 
were nnparliamentary ; they having, while a Bill was sent up

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to them from tlie CommoDS ftboot the bnaioeas, petitioned 
his M^esty that he would (to the same thing hj hia Com- 
misBion. Thej did give their reasons : viz., that it had no 
precedent ; that the King ooght not to be informed of any 
thing passing in the Houses till it comes to a Bill ; that it 
wiU wholly break off all correspondence between the two 
Houses, and in the issue wholly Infringe the very aee and 
being of Parliaments. Thence to Faythome, and bonght a 
head or two; one of them my Lord of Ormond's, the best I 
ever saw. To Arundell Honse, where first the Boyal Sotae^ 
meet, by the favonr of Mr. Harry Howard, who was thwe. 
And here was a great meeting of worthy noble persons ; bat 
my Lord Brooaoker, who pretended to make a congratnlatory 
speech upon their coming thither, and great thanks to Mr. 
Howard, did do it in the worst manner in the world. 

11th. Sir W. Warren told me, how my I-ord Bronnoker 
shonld take notiee of the two flaggons ' he saw at my honae 
at dinner, at my late feast, and merrily, yet I know enviously, 
Bud, I oonld not come honestly by diem. This I am glad 
to hear, though vexed to see his ignoble soul, bat I shall 
beware of him, and yet it is fit he should see I am no mean 
fellow, but can lire in the world, and have something. 

14th. Busy till night, pleasing myself mightily to see what 
a deal of business goes off a mui's hands when he stays by 
it. Sir W. Batten tells me, the Lords do agree at last with 
the Commons about the word "Noisfyice" in the L^sh BQl, 
and do desire a good ctnTospondence between the two Honsea ; 
and that the King do intend to prorogue them the last of this 
month. 

15th. This afternoon, Knipp acts Mrs. Wearer's great part 
in " The Indian Emperour," ' and is coming on to be a great 
actor. But I am so fell to my business, that I, though 
against my inclination, ^rill not go. 

16th. Sir W. Coventry came to me aside, in the Duke's 
chamber, to tell that be had not answered part of a late 
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letter of nine, because littera aeripta manet. Abont hia 
leaving the office, he tells me, it is because he finds that his 
basiness at Court, will Dot permit him to attend it ; and then 
he ccmfeeses that he seldom of late could come from it with 
eatisfaction, and therefore would not take the King's money 
for nothing. I professed tnj sorrow for it, and prayed the 
oontinnance of his favour ; which he promised. I do believe 
he hath acted like a very wise man in reference to himeelf ; 
bnt I donbt it will prove ill for the King, and for the office. 
Prince Bapert, I hear, is very ill ; yesterday given over, bnt 
better to-day. Then with the Dake of Tork to the King, to 
receive his commands for stopping the sale this day of some 
prise^oods at the PriEe-Office, fit for the Navy ; and received 
the King's commands, and carried Uiem to the Lords' House, 
to my Lord Ashly, who was angry mucti thereat, and I ant 
aotij it fell to me to carry the order. So, against his will, 
lie EQgned a note I writ to the Commissioners of Frizes, which 
I carried and delivered to Kingdone, at their new office in 
Alder^ate Streete. Sir Stephen Fox, among other things, 
told me his whole mystery in the business of the interest he 
pays as Treasurer for the Army. They give him 12d, per 
pound quite through the Army, with condition to he paid 
weekly. This he undertakes upon his own private oredit, and 
to be paid by the King at the end of every four months. If 
the King pay him not at the end of every four months, tben, 
for all the time he stays longer, my Lord Treasttrer, by 
agreement, allows him eight per cent, per annum for the 
forbearance. So that, in fine, he hath abont twelve per cent, 
firom the King and the Army, for fifteen or sixteen months' 
interest ; ont of which he gains soundly, his expense being 
abont 130,000^. per annnin ; and hath no trouble in it, com- 
pared, as I told him, to the trouble I must have to bring in 
an account of interest. After supper, my wife told me how 
the had moved to W. Hewer the bueinesB of my sbter for s 
wife to him, which he received with mighty acknowledgements, 
as she says, above anything; but says he hath no intention to 
alter his condition : so that I am in some measure sorry she 
ever moved it ; but I hsfe he will think it only come from

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her. Talk tbere is of a letter to come' from Holland, 
desinDg a place of treaty ; but I do donbt it. ThiB day I 
observe still, in many places, the smoking remains of the late 
fire: the mys mighty bad and dirty. This ni^t Sir B. 
Ford told me how tbis day, at Christ Church Hospital, they 
have given a living of 200^ per annum to Mr. Suicby, my 
old acquuntanee, which I wonder at, he commending him 
mightily; hot am glad of it. He tells me, too, bow the 
famoDB Stillingfleete* was a Bine-coat boy. 

18th. This morning come Captain Cocke to me, and teDs 
ne that the King comes to the House this day to pass the 
Poll Bill and the Irish Bill ; and that, though the FactioD is 
very froward in the House, yet all will end well there. But 
be says that one had got a Bill ready to present in the House 
against Sir W. Coventry, for BcHing of places, and eays h« is 
certain of it, and how he was withheld from doing it. He 
says, that the Vice-chamberlMne is now one of the greatrat 
men in England again, and was he that did prevail with lim 
King to let the Irish Bill go with the word "Nuisance." He 
told me, that Sir Q. Carteret's declaration of ^viiig doable to 
any man that will prove that any of his people bare demanded 
or taken anything for forwarding the payment of the wages 
of any man, of which he sent us a copy yesterday, which we 
approved of, is set up, among other places, upon the Hoitse of 
Lords door. I do Dot know how wisely this is done. This 
morning, also, there come to the office a letter from the Dnke 
of York, commanding overpayment of no wages to any of 
the muster-masters of the fieete the last year, bat only two, 
my brother Baity, taking notice that he bad taken pains 
therein, and one Ward, who, thongh he had not taken so 
much as the other, yet had done more than the rest. At 
night I, by appointment, boiae, where W. fiatelier and his 
sister Hary, and the two Mercers, to play at cards and sup, 
an«t did cut oar great cake lately given m by Bnssel : a very 
good one. Here very merry late. Sir W. Pen told me this 
night how the King did make them a very sharp speech in the 
House of Lords to-day, saying that he did expect to have had 
' Sw igtk Apru, ites. . ~~ ~ — — - 
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more Bills ; thst he purposes to prorogue them on Monday 
come Be'imight ; that whereas they have unjustly conceived 
some jealonsjB of hia making a peace, he declares he knovs 
of no such thing or treaty: and so left them. But vith so 
little effect, that as soon as he came into the House, Sir W. 
CoTeotry moved that noir the King hath declared his 
intention of proroguing them, it would be loss of time to go 
on with the thing they were upon, when they were called to 
the King, which was the calling over the defaults of Members 
appearing in the House ; for that, before any person could 
now come or be brought to town, the House would be up. 
Yet the Faction did desire to delay time, and contend so as to 
come to a division of the House; where, however, it was 
oarried, by a few voices, that the debate should be laid by, 
But this shows that they are not pleased, or that they have not 
any awe over them from the King's displeasure. 

19th. Sir W. Batten tells me, that at his comtog to my 
Lord Ashly, yesterday morning, to tell him what prize-goods 
he would have saved for the N&vy, and not sold, according to 
the King's order on the 17tb, he fell quite out with him in 
high terms; and he says, too, that they-did go on with the 
Bale yesterday, even of the very hemp, and other things, at 
which I am astonished, and will never wonder at the mine of 
the King's afiaira, if this be suffered. 

20th. (Lord's day.) I was sorry to hear of the heat the 
House was in yesterday, about the ill management of the 
Kavy ; though I think they were well answered, both by Sir 
G. Carteret and Sir W. Coventry, as he informs me of the 
substance of their speeches. I to church, and there, beyond 
expectation, find our seat, and all the church crammed, by 
twice as many people, as used to be: and to my great joy 
find Mr. Frampton' in the pulpit; and I think the best 
sermon, for goodness and oratory, without affectation or 
study, that ever I heard in my life. The truth is, he preaches 
the most like an apostle that ever I heard man ; and it vas 
much the best time that I ever spent in my life at church. 
His text, Ecclesiastes xi., verse 6th — "But if a man live 
many years, and rejoice in them all, yet let him remember the

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days of dturkness, far the; shall be many. All tliat cometh 
ia vanity." To Whitehall, and there walked in the Park, and 
a little to my Lord Chancellor's, where the King and Cabinet 
met, and there met Mr. Brisband, with whom good discoorBe, 
and there be did lend me " The Third Advice to a Faynter," 
a bitter Batyre upon the service of the Doke of Albemarle the 
last year.' I took it home with me, and will copy it, having 
the former. 

21st. To the Swede's Rendent's^ inthePuuza, to discourse 
with him about two of onr prizea. A canning fellow. He 
lives in one of the great hooses there, but iU-fumished ; and 
come to us out of bed in his furred mittens and furred cap. 
Up to the Lord's House, and there come mighty seasonably 
to hear the Solicitor about my Lord Suckingbam's pretence 
to the title of Lord Kosse.^ Mr. Attumy Montagu is also a 
good man, and so is old Sir P. Ball ;' but the Solicitor^ and 
Scroggs" after him are excellent men. To Deptford, and 
walked home, and there come into my company three 
drunken seamen, but one especially, who told me such stories, 
calling me Obtain, as made me mighty merry, and they would 
1e^ and skip, and kiss what maids they met all the way. 
I did at first give them money to drink, lest they should 
know who I was, and so become troublesome to me. This 
sight, at supper, comea from Sir W. Coventry the Order of

Wren and Captain Cocke called upon me at the office, and 
there told me how the Uonse was in better temper to-daj, '

28d. To St. James's, to see the organ Mrs. Turner told 
me of the other night, of my late Lord Aubigney's ; and I 
took my Lord Brouncker with me, he being acquainted with- 
my present Lord Almoner, A&. Howard,' brother to the Duke*' 
of Iforfolke ; so he and I did see the organ, but I do not 
like it, it b«ng but a bauble, with a virginal joining to it : so 
I shall not meddle with it. The Almoner seems a good- 
natured gentleman : here I observed the deske irtiich he 
hath, [made] to remove, and is fastened to'one of the tamea 
of his chayre. I do also observe the conntsrfeit windows there 
was, in the form of doors with looking-glasses instead <^ win- 
dows, which makes the room seem both bigger and lighter, I 
think ; and I have some thonghts to have the like in one of 
my rooms. He discoursed much of the goodness of the 
mvsique in Borne, but could not te}l me how long musiqne 
hod been in any perfeoUon in that church, which I would 
be glad to know. He speaks much of the great buildings 
that this Pope,^ whimi, in mirth to us, he calls AnUchrist, 
hath done in his time. Away, and my Lord and I walking 
into the Park, I did observe the new buildings : and my Lord,

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seeing I bad a desire to see them, they being the place for 
the priesta and fryera, he took tne back to my Lord Almoner ; 
a&d ha took ns quite through the whole hoose and chapel, aitd 
the new monastery, showing me most excellent pieces in wax- 
vorke : a crucifix given by a Pope to Mary Qaeea of Scotta, 
where a piece of the oroes is ; ' two bits set in the manner of 
a cross in the foot of the crucifix : several fine pictures, but 
especially very good prints of holy pictures. I saw the dor- 
toire* and the cells of the priests, and we went into one ; a 
very pretty little room, very clean, hung with pictures, set 
with books. The Priest whs in his cell, with his hair clothes 
to his skin, bare-legged, with a sandall only on, and his little 
bed without sheets, and no feather-bed ; but yet, I thought, 
soft enough. His cord about his middle; but in so good 
company, living with ease, I thought it a very good life. A 
pretty library they have. And I was in the refectoire, where 
*every man his napkin, knife, cap of earth, and basin of the 
tame ; and a place for one to sit and read while the rest are 
at meals. And into the kitchen I went, where s good neck 
of mutton at the fire, and other victuak boiling.

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think they fared very hard. Their windows all looking into 
» fine garden and the Park ; and mighty pretty rooms all. I 
wished myself one of the Capnchins. So away with the 
.Almoner in his coach, talking merrily ahont the difference in 
oar reli^ons, to White Hall, and there we left htm. To take 
np my wife and Mercer, and to Temple Bar to the Ordinary, 
and had a dish of meat for them, they having not dined, and 
thence to the King's honse, and there saw " The Humerous 
Lieutenant:" a silly play, I think; only the Spirit in it that 
grows very tall, and then sinks again to nothing, having two 
heads breeding upon one, and then Knipp's singing, did please 
OS. Here, in a box above, we spied Mrs. Pierce ; and, going 
out, they called db, and bo we staid for them ; and Knipp 
took US all in, and bronght to as Nelly,' a most pretty woman, 
who acted the great part of Coelia to-day very fine, and did it 
pretty well : I kissed her, and so did my wife ; and a mighty 
pretty sonl she is. We also saw Mrs. Hall,* which is my 
little Roman-nose black girl, that is mighty pretty: she ia 
osnally called Betty. Knipp made ns stay in a box and see 
the dancing preparatory to to-morrow for " The Goblina," a 
pUy of Suckling's,^ not acted these twenty-five years ; which 
was pretty ; and so away thenoe, pleased with this sight also, 
and specially kissing of Nell. In our way home, we find the 
Guards of horse in the street, and hear the occasion to be 
news that the seamen are in a mutiny ; which put me into a 
great fright ; and, when I come home, I hear of no distnrb- 
ance there of the seamen, bat that one of them, being arrested 
to-day, others do go and rescue him. 

24th. At the office, we were frighted with news of fire at Sir 
W. Batten's by a chimney taking fire, and it put me into 
much fear and trouble, bat with a great many hands and 
pains it was soon stopped. I home, where most of my company 
come of this end of the town — Mercer and her sister, Mr. 
Batclier and Fembleton, my Lady Pen, and Vegg, and Mr. 
Lowtber, bnt did not stay long, and I believe it was by Sir

also Gapttuo Rolt. And, anon, at about seven or eight 
o'clock, comes Mr. Harris, of the Duke's playhouse, and 
hrings Mrs. Pierce with him, and also one dressed like a 
country-maid vith a straw hat on ; and, at first, I could not 
tell who it was, though I expected Knipp : but it was she 
coming off the stage just as she acted this day in " The 
Goblins ;" a merry jade. Nov my house is Foil, and four 
fiddlers that play well. Harris I first took to my closet ; and 
I find him a Tery curious and understanding person in all 
pictures and other things, and a man of fine oonrersatioB ; 
uid 80 is fiolt. So away with all my company down to the 
office, and there foil to dancing, and continued at it an honr 
or two, there coming Mrs. Anne Jones, a merchant's daughter 
bard by, who dances well, and all in mighty good hamonr, 
and danced with great pleasure ; and then sang and then 
danced, and then sung many things of three voices — botlk 
Harris and Rolt sin^ng their parts excellently. Among 
other things, Harris sung his Irish song — the strangest in 
itself, and the prettiest sung by him, that ever I heard. Then 
to supper in the office, a cold, good supper, and wondrous 
merry. Here was Mrs. Turner, also, and Mrs. Markhom ; 
after supper to dantnng again and singing, and so continued 
till almost three in the morning, and then, with extraordinary 
pleasure, broke up — only towards morning, Knipp fell a little 
ill, and so my irife home with her to put her to bed, and we 
eontinned dancing and singing; and, among other things, our 
Mercer unexpectedly did happen to sing an Italian song I 
know not, of which they two sung the other two parts— two 
that did almost ravish me, and made me in love with her 
more than ever with her singing. As late as it was, yet 
Bolt and Harris would go home to-night, and walked it, 
though I tad a bed for them ; and it proved dark, and a 
misty night, and very windy. The company boing all gone 
to their homes, I up with Mrs. Pierce to Knipp, who was in 
bed ; and we waked her, and sung a song, and then left my 
nife to see Mrs. I^erce in bed to her, in our beat chamber, 
and so to bed myself, my mind mightily satisfied : only the 
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mmqoe did not plesae me, they not bedng contented with less 
thiui30<. 

25tb. 'fThis ftfiernoon I saw the Poll Bill, now printed; 
irlierdn I do fen I shall be very deeply concerned, being to 
be tikxed for all my offices, and then for mj money that I 
have, and my title, as well as my head. It is a very great 
tax ; bat yet I do think it is bo perplexed, it will hardly ever 
be collected duly. The late invention of Sir G. Dovning's is, 
coDtinned of bringing all the money into the Exchequer ; and 
Sir G. Carteret's three pence is tumed'for all the money of 
this act into but a penny per pound, which I am sorry for. 
This day, the Hoose hath passed the Bill for the Assessment, 
wtuch I am glad of; and also our little Bill, for giving any of 
Qs ia the office the power of justice of peace, is done as I 
would have it. 

27th. (Lord's day.) To Sir Philip Warwick, by appoint- 
ment, to meet Lord Bellassis, and up to his chamber, but find 
him unwilling to discourse of business on Sundays : so did 
not enlarge. Went down and sat in a low room, reading 
"£rasmuB de scribendis epistolts," a very good book, espe- 
eially one letter of advice to a ooortier most true and good, 
which made me once resolve to tear out the two leaves thsi 
it was writ in, but I forbore it. Boger Pepys and I to walk 
in the Pell Mell. I find by him that the Honse of Parlia- 
ment continues full of ill faumonrs ; and do say how, in Uieir 
late Poll Bill, which cost so mnch time, the yeomanry, and 
indeed two-thirds of the nation, are left out to be taxed, that 
there is not effectual provision enough made for colleotioa of 
the money ; and then, that after a man his goods are dis- 
trained and sold, and the overplus returned, I am to have ten 
days to make my complaints of being over-rated if there be 
cause, when my goods are sold, and that is too 1at«. These 
tldngs they arc resolved to look into again, and mend them 
before they rise, which they expect at furthest on Thmwiay 
next. Here we met with Mr. May,' and he and we to talk 
of several things, of building, and such like matters. Walked 
to White Hall, and there I showed my ooaen Boger the 
■ Hnct H^. 
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Daofaess of York sitting in state, while ber own mother stands 
by her ; tuid mj Lad; Gastlemaine, whom he approves to be 
very handsome, and wonders that she cannot be as good 
widiin as she is fur withotit. Her little black bo; come by 
him ; and, a dog being in his way, the little b&y swon at 
the dog : " How," says he, Uessing lumaelf, " would I whip 
this child till the blood come, if it were my child !" and I 
beliere he would. Bnt he do by no means like the liberty 
of the Conrt, and did eome with expectation of finding them 
playing at cards to-night, thongh Sunday : for snch stories he 
is told, but how true I know not.' My wife tells me Itb". 
Frampton' is gone to sea, and so she lost her labour to-day ia 
thinking to hear him preach. 

28dt. To Westminster, where I spent the morning at the 
Lords' House door, to hear the conference between the two ' 
Houses about my Lord Mordannt, of which there was great 
expectation, many hondreda of people coming to hear it. 
But, when they come, the Lords did insist upon my Lord 
Mordaunt's baring leare to sit upon a stool uncovered within 
their barr, and that he should hare counsel, which the Ccm- 
mons would not suffer, but desired leave to report their 
Lordships' resolution to the House of Commons; and so 
parted for this day, which troubled me, I having by this 
xneans lost the whole day. Here I hear from Mr. Hayes 
that Prince Rupert ia very bad still, and so bad, that he do 
BOW yield to be trepanned. Much work I find there is to 
do in the two Houses in a little time, and much difference 
there is between them in many things to he reconciled ; as 
in the Bill for examining oar aocouute. Lord Mordaunt's Bill

15<. ibr my ailvw 
ttandish. He tells me gold holds up its price stilt, and did 
desire me to let him h&Te what old 20*. pieces I have, and 
be wonld give me 8a. 2(f. change for each.' Gomes Mr. 
Qaaden at mj desire to me, and to-morrow I shall pay him 
some money, and shall see what present he will make me, 
the hopes of which do make me part with my money oat of 
my cheat, which I should not otherwise do. After suppw 
and reading a little, and my wife's catting off my hair short, 
whioh is grown too long npOD my crown of my head, I to 
bed. 

29th. To the office, where Sir W. Pen and I look mueh 
aekewe one upon another, though afterward business made raf 
•peak friendly enongh, but yet we hate one anotlwr. Sir 
W. Batten come to me, and tells me that thore is news npoD 
the Exchange to-day, that my Lord Sandwich's coach and 
Die French Embassador's at Madrid, meeting imd contending 
for the way, they shot my Lord's postilion and another man 
doad f and that we bave killed 25 of 4heirs, and that my 
Lord is well. How true this is I cannot tell. Comes Mrs. 
Turner to me, to make her complaint of her sad usage from 
my Lord Bronncker, that he thinks much she hath not 
already got another house, though he himself hath employed 
her night and day ever since his first naming of the matter, 
to make part of her house ready for him, as he ordered, and 
promised she should stay till she had fitted herself; by which 
I perceive he is a rotten-hearted, false man, and, therefore, 
I must beware of him accordingly. I did pity the woman, 
and gave her the beet council I could; and so, falling to 
other discourse, I made her laugh and merry, as sad as she 
come to me ; 80 that I peroeiTe no passion in a woman oan 
be lasting long.^ 

80th. Fast-day for the King's death. At night, it being

to cards/ 

Slat. Mr. OsborQe oomea from Mr. Gaoden, and takai 
twney and notes for iOOOL, and leaves me acknowledgment 
for 48001. and odd ; implying as if D. Gauden would give 
the SOOl. between Pot; and myself, bat how he will divide 
it I know not. The Parliament is sot yet np, being Sniehing 
seme bills. Thus the month ends: myself in very good 
health and content of mind in my family. All oar heads 
full in the office at this dividing of the Comptroller's du^. 
Parliament, upon breaking ap, haring given the King money 
with much ado, and great heats, and neither aide pleased, 
neither King nor them. The imperfection of the Poll Bill, 
whioh must be mended before they rise, there being several 
horrible overeightB to the prejudice of tiie King, is a certain 
sign of the care anybody hath of the King's bueineas. 
Nobody knows who commands the fleete next year, or, 
indeed, whether we* shall have a fieete or no. Great pre- 
parations in Holland and France, and the French have latdy 
taken Antigo (Antigua) from us, which vezee us.' 

February 1st. Much surprised to hear this day at Deptford 
that Mrs. Batters is going already to be married to him, that 
is now the Captain of her husband's ship. She seemed the 
moat paesionate moumvr in the world. 

2d. This night com» home my new silver snuffe-dish, 
whioh I do give myself for my closet. I am very well 
pleased this night with reading a poem I bronght home with 
me last night from Weatmioster Hall, of Dryden's' upon the 
present war ; a very good poem. 

Sd. (Lord's day.) To White Hall, and there to Sir W. 
Coventry's chamber, and there staid till he was ready, talking, 
and among other things of the Prince's being trepanned, 
which was in doing just as we passed through the Stone

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do not grow old at all, but ia in as good oonditioQ in all 
respects aa ever it was as to nature. 

4th. D. Ganden did give me a good cordiall this moroing, 
by telling me that he do give me five of the eight hundred 
poonds on his account reroainiug in my hands to myself, 
for the service I do him in my victoalling bnsiness, and 100/. 
for my particular share of the profits of my Tangier employ- 
ment KB Treasurer. When Sir W. Coventry did come, and 
th« rest met, I did appear onconcenied, and did give him 
answer pretty satiafactory what he asked me ; so that I did 
get off this meeting without any ground lost. Soon as dined,

troe. Sir H. Ghotmly was with me this morning, and told 
me of my Lord Bellasais's bsBe dealings with him hj getting 
him to ^ve him great gratnitiea to near 2000^ for his friend- 
ship in the bnnneBS of the Mole, and hath been lately nnder- 
hand endearouring to bring another man into his place sla 
Qovemor, bo as to receive faia money of Sir H. Gholmly for 
nolMng. To the King's boose, to see "The Chances."' A 
good play I find it, and the actors most good in it ; and pret^ 
to hear Knipp eing in the play very properly, " All night I 
weepe ;" ' and snng it admirably. The whole play pleases me 
well: and most of all, the sight of many fine ladies — among 
Others, my Lady Caatlemaine and Mrs. Middleton : the latter 
of the two hath also a very excellent face and body, I think. 
Thence by coach to the New Exchange, and there laid ont 
money, and I did give Betty Michell two pair of gloves and 
ft dressing-box ; uid so home in the dark, over the mins, with 
a link, to the office. There come to me Mr. Tonng and 
Whistler, flagg-makers, and with mighty earnestness did pre- 
sent me with, and press me to take a box, wherein I conid 
not guess there was lees than 100^ in gold : bnt I do wholly 
refuse, and did not at last take it.

chamber, and find him within, »nd with a letter from the 
Doivnea in hie hands, telling the looa of the St. Patricks 
coming from Harwich in her waj- to Portsmouth ; and would 
Deeds chase two ships, she having the Malago fire-ship in coo^ 
panj, which from English coloors pat up I>utoh, and he woald 
cUp on board the Vice-Admirall ; and after loDg dispute the 
Admirall cornea on the other side of him, and both together 
took him. Oar fire-ahip (Seel;) ' not ■ coming in to fire all 
^ee, but come away, leanng her in their possession, and 
carried away bj them : a ship^ built at Bristoll the last year, 
of fifty gaoB and upwards, and a most exoellent good ship. 

7th. Talking with my brother apon matters relating to hia 
journey to Brampton to-morrow, I looking another way, heard 
him fall down, and tamed my head, and be was fallen down 
all along upon the ground dead, which did put me into a great 
fright ; and, to see my brotherly love ! I did presently lift him 
np from the gronnd, he being as pale as death ; and, being 
iqton his legs, he did presently come to himself, and said he 
had something come into his stomach very hot. He knew 
not what it was, nor ever had such a fit before. To the office, 
late doing business, and then home, and find my brother 
pretty well. I did this night give him 20s. for books, and 
as much for his poi^et, and 15«. to carry him down. Fo<a 
fellow ! he is so melanchi^y, and withal, my wife says, harm- 
lees, that I b^n to lore him, and would he loth he stumld 
not do well. 

8th. This morning my brother John oome up to my bed- 
side, and to<^ his leave of us. He gone, I up, and to the 
<^ce. Sir W. Batten come this morning from the Honse^ 
where the King hath prorogued this Parliament to October 
next. I am glad tbey are up. The Bill for Accounts was 
not offered, the party being willing to let it fall; but the 
£ing did tell them he expected it. They are parted with 
great heart-burnings, one party against the other. Pray God 
bring them hereafter together in better temper ! It is said

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tW the King do intecd himself in this interval to.take avay 
Lord Mordannt's government,' so as to do something to 
appease the Honae against they come together, and let them 
see he will do that of his own accord which is fit, without 
their forcing him ; and that he will have his Oomraisaion for 
Accounts go on : which will be good things.

To chnrch, where Mr. Mills made an 
nnnecessary sermon upon Original Sin, neither understood by 
himself nor the people. Home, where come Mr. Carter,^ my 
old acquaintance of Magdalene College, who bath not been 
here of many years. He hath spent his time in the country 
with the Bishop of Carlisle* much. He is grown a very 
comely person, and of good discourse, and one that I like very 
mnch. We had much talk of all our old acquaintance of the 
College, concerning their varions fortunes ; wherein, to my joy, 
I met not with any that have sped better than myself. Mrs. 
Turner do tell me very odde stories how Mrs. Williams' do 
receive the applications of people, and hath presents, and she 
is the band that receives all, while my Lord Srouncker do the 
bosinesB. 

11th. With Creed to Westminster Hall, and there up and 
down, and hear that Prince Rupert is still better and better ; 
and that he did tell Dr. Troutbecke expressly that my Lord 
Sandwich is ordered home. I hear, too, that Prince Rupert

12th. With my Lord Brouncker by coadi to his house, 
there to hear some Italiao mnsiqne : and here we met Tom 
Eilligrew, Sir Robert M&rray, and the Italian Signor Bi^ 
tista,' who bath proposed a play in Italian for the Opera, 
which T. Eilligrew do intend to hare up ; and here he did sing 
one of the acts. He himself is the poet as well aa the mnsi- 
taan ; which is very mnch, and did sing the whole from the 
words without any mimque prickt, and played alt along upon 
a harpsicon most admirably, and the composition most excel- 
lent. The words I did not nnderstand, and so know not bow 
they are fitted, but beliere very well, and all in the recitativo 
very fine. But I perceive there is « proper accent in every 
country's discourse, and that do reach in their setting of notes 
to words, which, therefore, cannot be natural to anybody else 
but them ; so that X am not bo much smitten with it as, it 
Muty be, I should be, if I were acquainted with their accent. 
But the whole oomposi^on is certainly most excellent ; and 
the poetry, T. Killigrew and Sir R: Murray, who understood 
the words, did say most excellent. I confess I was mightily 
pleased with the musiqne. He pretends not to voice, tboogh 
it be good, but not excellent. This done, T. Eilligrew and I 
to talk: and he tells me how the audience «t his house is not 
above half so much as it used to be before the late fire. 
That Knipp is like to make the best actor that ever come upon 
the stage, she understanding bo well : that they are going to 
give her 3021 a-year more. That the stage is now by his pains 
a thousand times better and more glorious than ever hereto- 
fore. Kow, wax-candles, and many of them ; then, not above 
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3 lbs. of tallow: now, all things civil, no mdeneea anjuhen; 
then, as in a bear-garden ; then, two or three fiddlers ; now, 
nine or ten of the best : then, nothing bnt rushes Dpon the 
ground, and everything else mean ; now, all otherwise : then, 
the Qaeen seldom and th« King never would come ; now, not 
the King only for state, but all oiril peojde do think they may 
come as well as any. He tells me that he hath gone several 
times, eight or ten times, he tells me, hence to Rome, to hear 
good muaique ; so much he loves it, though he never did sing 
or play a note. That he hath ever endeavoured in the late 
King's time, and in this, to introduce good muuque, but he 
never oould do it, there never having been any musiqoe here 
better than ballads. And says, "Hermitt poore" and 
"Chiny Chese"' was all the musique we had; and yet no 
ordinary fiddlers get ao much money as oar's do here, which 
speaks our rudenease still. That he hath gathered our 
Italians from several Courts in Christeodome, to come to make 
a concert for the Sing, which he do give 200L a-year a-pieoe 
to : bnt badly paid, and do come in the room of keeping four 
ridiculous gundilows,' he having got the King to put them 
away, and lay out money this way ; and indeed I do commend 
him for it, for I think it is a very noble ondertaking. He do 
intend to have some times of the year theee operas to be per- 
formed at the two present theatres, since he is defeated in 
what he intended in Moorefields on purpose for it ; and be 
tells me plainly that the City audience was as good as the 
Court, bnt now they are most gone. Baptista tells me that 
Giacomo Chariasimi ia still alive at Rome, who was master to 
Vinnecotio, who is one of the Italians that the King hath here, 
and the chief composer of them. My great wonder is, how 
this man do to keep in memory so perfectly the musique of 
the whole act, both for the voice and the instrument too. I 
confess I do admire it : bat in recitative the sense much helps 
him, for there is but one proper way of discoursing and giving 
the accents. Having done our discourse, we all took coaches,

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mj Lord's &nd T. KiUigrev'i, and to Mra. Knipp's cbamber, 
where this Italian is to teaob faer t6 sing her part. And so 
we alt thither, and there ^e did sing an Italian song or two 
very fine, while he played the baaa upon a harpeicon there ; 
and exceedingly taken I am with her singing, and believe that 
she will do miracles at that and acting. Her little girl is 
mighty pretty and witty. 

13th. To the Duke ef York, and there did oar nsnal busi- 
ness ; but troubled to see that, at this time, after oar declaring 
a debt to the Parliament of 900,000/., and nothing pud since, 
bat the debt increased, and now the fieete to set out ; to hear 
that the King hath ordered but 35,000Z. for the setting out of < 
tiie fleete, ont of the Poll Bill, to buy all provisions, when SyH 
times as mooh bad been little enough to have done any thing 
to purpose. They have, indeed, ordered more for paying off 
of seamen and the Yards for some time, but not enough (or 
that neither. The Prince, I hear, is every day better and 
better. To Dr. Gierke's, by invitation. Here was his wife, 
painted, and her sister Worshipp, a widow now and mighty 
pretty, in her mooming. Here was also Mr. Pierce and Mr. 
Floyd, Secretary to the Lords Commissioners of Prizes, and 
Captain Cooke, to dinner, an ill and little mean one, with fonl 
cloth and dishes, and everything poor. Discoursed most about 
plays and the Opera, where, among other vanities. Captain 
Cooke had the arrogance to say that he was fain to direct Sir 
W. Davenant in the breaking of his verses into such and such 
lengths, according as would be fit for musick, and how be used 
to swear at Davenant, and command him that way, when W. 
Davenant would be angry, and find fault with this or that 
note— a vain coxcomb he is, though he sings and composes so 
welL Dr. Gierke did say that Sir W. Davenant is no good 
judge of a dramatiok poem, finding fault with his choice of 
Henry the 5th, and others, for the stage, when I do think, 
and he confesses, "The Siege of Rhodes," as good as ever was 
writ. Cooke gone, Dr.'Clerke fell to'reading a new play, 
newly writ, of a Mend's of bis ; but, by his discourse and con- 
fession afterwards, it was his own. Some things, but very 
few, moderately good ; but infinitely far from the conceit, wit, 
6* I 
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design, xad longiugv, from very many plays th&t I know ; bo 
that, but for compliment, I was qnite tired with hearing it 
There iraa a very great disorder tbia day at the Ticket Office, 
to the beating and bruifling of the face of Carcasse very mnch. 
A fonl evening thia was to~night, and I mightily troubled to 
get a coach home ; and, which i» now my common practice, 
going over the ruimi in the night, I rid with my sword drawn 
in the coach. 

14th. To the office, where GarcaBse comes with his plaistered 
face, and called himself Sir W. Battcn'a mar^, which made 
W. Batten mad almost, and mighty qnarrelling there was. 
By coach to my Lord Chancellor's, and there a meeting : the 
Dnke of York, Duke of Albemarle, and several other Lords 
of the Commission of Tangier. And there I did present a 
state of my accounts, and managed them well ; and my Lord 
Chancellor did say, though he was, in other things in an ill 
hnmonr, that no man in England was of more method, mat 
made himself better nnderstood than myself. But going, 
after the businosa of money was over, to other businesses, 
of settling the garrison, he did fling out, and so did the Dnke 
of York, two or three severe words touching my Lord Bel- 
lassis: that he wonld have no Qovemor come away from 
thence in leas than tbree yeara ; no, tbongh his lady were with 
child. "And," says the Duke of York, " there should be no 
Governor continue so, longer than three years." "And," says 
I«)Td Arlington, "when oar rules are once set, and upon good 
judgment declaied, to Grovemor should offer to alter them." 
"We msat correct the many things that are amiss there; 
for," saya the Lord Chancellor, "you muat think we do hear 
of more things amiss than wo are willing to speak before oar 
friends' faces. " My Lord Bellaasis would not tJco notice of their 
reflecting on him, and did wisely. H. Ohohnly and I to the 
Temple, and there walked in the dark in the walks talking of 
news ; and ho surprises me with the certain news that the 
King did last night in Conaoil declare his being in treaty with 
the Dutch : that they had sent him a very civil letter, declaring 
that, if nobody but themsdves were oonoemod, they would not 
dispute the place of treaty, but leave it to his' choice ; bat 
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that, being obliged to aadsfy ther^ a Frtnoe of eqtial quality 
witb himself, they mnst except any place in England or Spain. 
Also the King hath chosen the Hagae, and thither liatii chose 
mjr Lord Hollis and Harry GoTentry' to go Embaasadora to 
treat; which is eo mean a ^ing, as all the vorld wilt belieTe, 
that we do go to beg a peace of them, whaterer we pretend. 
And it seems all onr Court are mightily for a peace, taking 
this to be the time to make one, while the King hath money, 
that he may sara something of what the Parliament hath giren 
him to put him out of debt, bo as he may need the help of no 
store Parliaments, as to the point of money : bat onr debt ia 
so great, and expence daily eo encreased, that I believe little 
of the money will be saved between this and the making of 
the peace up. Bat Uiat which troablea me most is, that we 
have chosen a boh of Secretary Morris,* a boy nerer used to 
any bosiness, to go Secretary to the Embassy. This morning ' 
come up to my wife's bedside, I being np dressing myself, 
little Will Mercer to be her Valentine; and brought her 
name writ upon blue paper in gold letters, done by himself, 
Tery pretty ; and we were both well pleased irith it. But I 
am also this year ny wife's Valentine, and it will cost me 5/. ; 
bnt that I mnst have laid out if we had not been Valentines. 

15tfa. Pegg Pen is married' this day privately ; no friends, 
bat two or three relations of his and hers. Borrowed many 
things of my kitchen for dressing their dinner. This wedding, 
being private, is imputed to its being just before Lent, and so 
in vain to make new clothes till Easter, that they might Bee 
the fashions as they are like to be this summer ; which is 
reason good enough. Mrs. Tomer tells me she hears Sir W. 
Pen gives 45002; or 4000f. with her. 

16th. To my Lord Brouneker's, and there wag Sir Bobert

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Morray, a most excellent maib of reason and learning, and 
undeTBtandB the ctoetrine of mtiaique, and ererything else I 
could dtBconrae of, very finely. Here come Mr. Hooke, Sir 
George Ent, Dr. Wren, and many others ; and by and by the 
innsiqne> that is to say, Signer Vincentio,' who is the master- 
composer, and six more, vhereof two ennuches, so tall, that 
Sir T. Harvey said welt that he beUeres they do grow large as 
our oxen do, and one woman very well dressed and handsome 
enongh, but would not be kissed, as Mr. Killigrew, who brought 
the company in, did acquaint us. They sent two harpsicons 
before; and by and by, after tuning they began; and, X 
confess, very good mosique they made ; that is, the comilbai> 
tion exceeding good, but yet not at all more pleasing to me 
than what I have heard in Ei^lish by Mrs. Koipp, Captain 
Cooke, and others. Their justness in keeping time by prac- 
tice much before any that we have, unless it be a good band 
of practised fiddlers. I find that Mrs. Pierce's little girl is 
my Valentine, she having drawn me ; which I was not sorry 
for, it easing me of something more than I most have given 
to others. But here I do first observe the fashion of drawing 
of mottOB as well as names ; so that Fierce, irbo drew my 
wife, did draw also a motto, and this girl drew another for 
me. What mine was I have forgot; bnt my wife's was, 
'*MoBt fionrteous and most fur;" which, as it may be used, 
or an anagram made upon each name, might bo very pretty. 
One wonder I observed to-day, that there was no musique in 
the morning to call up oar new-married people, which is very 
mean, methinks. 

17th. (Lord's day.) To my Lord Chancellor's, where I met 
with, and had much pretty disconne with, one of the Rogers's 
that knew me ; and it was pretty to hear him tell me, of his 
own accord, as a matter of no shame, that in Spain he had a 
pretty woman, bis mistress, whom, when money grew scarce 
inth him, he was forced to leave, and afterwards heard bow 
she and her husband lived well, she being kept by an old 
fryer ; but this, says he, is better than as oar ministera do, 
who have wives that lay up their estates, and do no good nor 
' Ftrhkpi, tha p«r>0« «>U*d TlnnMoUa, Fab. IS, ItSS'T, aiitt. 
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nlieve uky poof — no, not our greatest prelates. Staid till the 
Conacil was up, asd attended the King and Dnke of York 
ronnd the Parli, and was asked seToial quMtions by both ; bat 
I iras in pain, lest they shonld ask me vhat I could not 
answer ; as the Dnke of York did the value of the hull of the 
St. Patrick lately loet, which I told him I could not presently 
answer; though I might have easily furnished myself to 
answer all those questions. They stood a good while to see 
the ganders and geese in the water. At home, by «pp<unt- 
ment, comes Captain Cocke to me, to talk of State matters, 
and about the peace ; who told me that the whole business i» 
managed between Eevet, Burgomaster of Amsterdam, and 
my Lord Arlington, who hath, through his wife ' there, some 
interest. We have proposed the Hague, bat know not yet 
whether the Dutch will like it ; or, if they do, whether the 
French wiU. We think we shall have the help of the informa- 
tion of their a&irs and state, and the helps of the Prince of 
Orange his faction ; but above all, that De Witt, who hath all 
this while said he cannot get peace, his month will now be 
stopped, so that he will be forced to offer fit terms for fear of 
the people ; and, lastly, if France or Spain do not please us, 
we are in a way presently to clap up a peace with the Dutch, 
asd secure them. But we are also in treaty with France, as 
he says : but it most be to the excluding our alliance with 
the King of Spain or House of Ajistria : which we do not 
know presently what will be determined in. He tells me the 
Vice Chamberlaine is so great with the King, that, let the 
Duke of York, and Sir W. Coventry, and this office, do or 
say what they will, while the King lives. Sir Q. Carteret will 
do what he will ; and advises me to be often with him, uid 
eat and drink with him ; and tells me that he doubts he is 
jealous of me, asd was mighty mad to-day at our discourse to 
liim before the I>ake of York. But I did give him my reasons 
that the office is eoaeaned to declare that, withoat money, 
the King's work cannot go on. He assures me that Henry 
Bronncker is one of the shrewdest fellows for parts in Enj^and, 
and a dangerous man ; that, while we want money so much 
■ Sm <nlt, KoT. u, leto. 
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in the Navy, the Officers of the Ordnance hare at thia day 
800,0001. good in tallies, which the; can command money 
upon ; that Harry Coventry, vho is to go upon this treaty 
vitfa Lord Hollis, irho, he confesses, to be a very wise nan, 
into HoUand, is a mighty quick, ready man, but not so 
weighty as he should be, he knowing him bo well in his drink* 
as he do : that, unless the £ing do something against my 
Lord Mordaunt and the Patents for the Canary Company, 
before the Parliament next meets, he do believe there will be 
a civil war before there will be any more money given, nnleas 
it may be at their perfect disposal ; and that all things are 
now ordered to the provoking of the Parliament against th^ 
come next, and the spending the King's money, so as to pat 
him into » necessity of having it at the timo it is prorogued 
for, or sooner. This evening, going to the Queen's side' to 
see the ladies, 1 did find the Queen, the Duchess of ¥oi^ 
and another or two, at cards, with the room full of great 
ladies and men ; which I was amazed at to see on a Sunday, 
having not believed it ; but, contrarily, flatly denied the same 
a little while since to my coien Roger Fepys.^ Going by 
water, read the answer to "The Apology for Papists,"* 
which did like me mightily. 

18th. To the King 8 house, to "The Mayd's Tragedy;" 
bat vexed all the while with two talldng ladies and Sir 
Charles Sedley ; yet pleased to hear their discourse, he being 
a stranger. And one of the ladies would, and did sit with her 
mask on, all the play, and, being exceeding witty as ever I 
heard woman, did talk most pleasantly with him ; but was, I 
believe, a virtuous woman, and of quality. He would fain 
know who she was, but she would not toll ; yet did give hiia 
many pleasant hints of her knowledge of him, by that means 
setting his brains at work to find out who she was, and did 
give him leave to use all means to find ont who she was, but 
pulling off her mask. He was migh^ witty, and she also 
making sport with him very inoffensively, that a more pleasant 
rencoQ&e I never heard. But by that means lost the pleasure

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of the play wholly, to which now and then Sir Charles Sedley's 
ezceptioQB against both words and pronoonmg ware very 
pretty. 

Idth. At noon home, and there find old Mr. Michel! and 
Hewlett come to desire mine and my wife's company to 
dinner to their son's, and bo away by coach with them, it being 
Betty's wedding-day a year, as also Shrove Tuesday. Here 
I made myself mighty merry, and a mighty pretty dinner we 
bad in this little hons^ to my exceeding great content, and 
my wife's, and my heart pleased to see Betty. After dinner, 
I fell to read the Acts about the building of the City again ; 
and indeed the laws seem to be very good, and I pray Gtod I 
may live to see it built in that manner ! This morning I hear 
that our diaconree of peace is all in the dirt ; for the Dutch 
will not like of the peace, or at least the French will not agree 
to it ; BO that I do wonder what we shall do, for carry on the 
war we cannot. 

20th. To White Hall, by the way observing Sir W. Pen's 
carrying a &voor to Sir W. Coventry, for his daughter's wed- 
ding, and saying that there was others for us, when we wiU 
fetch them, which vexed me, and I am resolved not to wear it 
when he orders me one. His wedding hath been so poorly 
kept, that I am ashamed of it ; for a fellow that makes such 
a flatter as he do. When we come to the Duke of York here, 
I heard disconrse how Harris of his play-house is sick, and 
everybody commends him, and, above all things, for acting the 
Cardinall. They talked how the King's viallin, Bannister,' is 
mad that the King hath a Frenchman' come to be chief of some 
part of the King's mnsiqae, at which the Duke of York made 
great mirth. Then withdrew to his closet, where all our 
bosinesB, lack of money and prospect of the effects of it, such 
B8 made Sir W. Coventry.aay publickly before us all, that he

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do heartilj vieh thai, "im "Royal HiglmeBS had notluDg to do 
in the Nary, whatever become of him ; and mnch dishoBonr, 
he Bays, ia likely to fall nnder the management of it. The 
Soke of York was angry, as mach aa he eonld he, or ever I saw 
him, with Sir G-. Carteret, for not paying the maeten of aome 
Bhipa on Monday last, according to his promise. With the 
' Chequer men, to the Leg, in King Street, and there had wine 
for them ; and there was one in company with them, that was 
the man that got the vessel to carry over the King from 
Bredhemaon,' who hath a pension of 2001. per annnm,^ bst 
ill paid, and the man ia looking after getting of a, priie-ahip to 
live by ; b«t the tronble is, that thia poor man, who hath re- 
ceived no part of his money these fonr years, and is ready to 
starve almost, most yet pay te the Foil Bill for this pennon. 
He told me several particolars of the King's coming thither, 
which was mighty pleasMit, and ehows how mean a thing a 
king is, how subject to fall, and how like other men he ia in 
his afflictions. I with Lord Bellaasis, to the Lord Chas- 
oellor's. Lord Bellaesis tells me how the King of France 
hath caused the stop to be made to our proposition of treating 
in the Hagae ; that he being greater than they, we may better 
come and traat at Paris: bo that God knows what will become 
of the peace I He tells me, too, as a grand secret, that he do 
believe the peace ofieu^vc and defensive between Spun and 
OS is quite finished, but must not be known, to prevent the 
King of France's presents falling upon Flanders. He do 
believe the Duke of York will be made General of the Spanish 
armiea there, and Governor of Flandeis, if the French should 
come against it, and we assist the Spaniard : that we have 
done the Spaniard abundance of roiachief in the West Indys, 
by our privatewB at Jamaica, which they lament mightily, and 
I am sorry for it to have it done at thia time. By and by,

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come to my Lord Chaooellor, who heard mighty quietly mj 
complunts for lack of money, and Bpoke mighty kind to me, 
bat little hopes of help therein. 

21st/ To the Office, where sat all the morning, and there a 
most foriona ooofltct between Sir W. Fen and I, in few words, 
and on a sudden occasion, ef no great moment, bat rerj 
bitter and smart on one another, and so broke off, and to our 
bosineas, my heart as fall of spite as it ooald hold, for which 
God forf^TB me and him 1 At the end come witnesses on 
behalf of Mr. Carcasse ; bat, instead of clearing bim, I find 
they were broagfat to recriminate Sir W. Batten, and did it 
by oath very highly, that made the old man mad, and, I con- 
fess, me ashuned, so that I caased all bat oarselves to witlt* 
draw, being sorry to have each things declared in the open 
office, before 100 people. Bat it was done b<nne, and I be- 
lieve tme, thongh W. Batten denies all, bat is crael nadj 
and swore one of them, he or Carcasse, should not conthine 
in the Office, which is said like a fool. 

22d. All of as, that is to say, Lord Broancker, J. Minnea, 
W. Batten, 1. Harry, and myself, to Sir W. Pen's hoose, 
where some other company. It is instead of a wedding dinner 
for his daaghter, whom I saw in palterly clothes, nothing new 
bat a bracelet that her servant' bad given her, and ngly she 
i^ as heart can wish. A sorry dinner, not anything handsome 
or cleAi, but some silver plates they borrowed of me. My 
wife was here too. We had favours given ub all, and we pat 
them in oar hats, I against my will, bat that my Lord and 
the rest did. 

28d. This day I am, by the blessing of Ood, 84 years old, 
in very good health and mind's content, and in condition of 
estate mnch beyond whatever my friends could expect of a 
child of their's, this day 34 years. The Lord's name be 
prtused ! and may I be thankfal for it. 

24th. (Lord's day.) My Lady Pea did, going ont of church, 
ask me whether we did not make a great show at Court to> 
day, with all oar favours in our hats. To White Hall, and 
there meeting my Lord Arlington, he, by I know not what 
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kiDdnese, offered to cury me along with him to mj Lord 
Ireasnrer's, whither, I told him, I was going. I believe he 
bad » mind to discourse of some Nary boBinesses, bat Sir 
Thomas Clifford coming into the coach to ua, we were pre- 
reoted ; which I was sorry for, for I bad a mind to begin an 
acqnuntaDoe with him. He speaks well, and hath pretty 
slight bmperficial parts, I believe. He, in our going, talked 
much of the plain habit of the Spaniards ; how the King and 
Lords themselTeH wear but a cloak of Colchester hayie,' and 
the ladles mantles, in cold weather, of white flannell : and that 
the endeavonrs frequently of setting up the maonfactory of 
making these stufis there, have only been prevented by the 
Inquisition : the Engli^ and Dutchmen that have been sent 
for to work, being taken with a Psalm-book or Testament, and 
00 clapped np, and the house pulled down by the Inquisitors ; 
and the greatest Lord in Spain dare not say a word agunst 
it, if the word Inquisition he but mentioned. Captain Cocke 
did tell me what I must not forget: that the answer of the 
Dntch, refusing the Hague for a place of treaty, and propos- 
ing Boyssc," Bredah, Bergen-op-Zoome, or Mastrioht, was 
seemingly stopped by the Swede's Embassador (though he did 
show it to the King, but the King would take no notice of it, 
oor does not) from being delivered to the King ; and he hath 
wrote to desire them to consider better of it : so that, though 
we know their refusal of the place, yet they know not that we 
know it, nor ie the King obliged to show his sense of the 
a&ont. That the Dutch are in very great straits, so as to be 
said to be not able to set cut their fleete this year. By and 
by comes Sir Bobert Viner and my Lord Mayor to ask the 
King's direction about measuring out the streets according to 
the New Act ^ for building of the City, wherein the King is to 
be pleased.* But he says that the way proposed in Parliament,

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by Colonel Birch, would have been tbe best, to have choeea 
some persons in trust, and sold the nhole ground, and let it 
be sold again by them, with preference to the old owner, 
which would have certainly caused the City to be bailt where 
these Trustees pleased ; whoreas now, great differences will be, 
and the streets built by fita, and not entire till all differences 
be decided. This, as he tella it, I tbink would have been the 
best way. I enquired about the Frenchman that was said to 
fire the City, and was hanged for it, by his own confession, 
that he was hired for it by a Frenchman of Boane, and that 
he did with a stick reach in a fire-ball in at a window of the 
bouse : whereas the master of the house, who is the King's 
baker, and his son, and daughter, do all swear there was no 
such window, and that the fire did not begin thereaboats. 
Yet the fellow, who, Aongh a mopish besotted fellow, did not 
apeak like a madman, did swear that he did fire it : and did 
not this like a madman; for, being tried on purpose, and 
lauded with his keeper at the Town Wharf, he could carry the 
keeper to the very house. Asking Sir It. Viner what he 
thought was the cause of the fire, he tells me, that the bsker, 
eon, and his daughter, did all swear again and again, that their 
oven was drawn by ten o'clock at night : that, having occa- 
sion to light a candle about twelve, there was not so much 
fire in the bakehoose as to light a match for a candle, so that 
they were fain to go into another place to light it : that abont 
two in the morning they felt themselves almost choked with 
smoke, and ri^ng, did find the fire coming up stuia ; so thej 
rose to save themselves; but that, at that time, tbe bavins' 
were not on fire in the yard. So that they are, as they swear, 
in absolute ignorance how this fire should come ; which is a 
strange thing, that bo horrid an efiect should have so mean 
and uncertain a beginning. By and by called into the King 
and Cabinet, and there had a few iusipid words about money 
for Tangier, but to no purpose. Qoing through bridge by 
water, mj waterman told me bow the mbtress of the Beare 
tavern, at the bridge-foot, did lately fling herself into the 
Thames, and drowned herself; which did trouble me the more. 
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when the; tell m.6 it was she tbftt did live at tlie Wliite Horse 
tavern in Lumb&rd Street, which was a most beantiful woman, 
as most I have seen. It seems she hath had long melancholy 
upon her, and hatfa endeavoured to make away with herself 
often. 

25th. Lay long in bed, talking with plesaore with my poor 
wife, how she nsed to make coal fires, and wash my fool 
clothes with her own hand for me, poor wretch ! in our little 
jroom at my Lord Sandwich's ; for which I ought for ever to 
love and admire her, and do ; and persuade myself she woald 
do the same thing again, if Ood should reduce us to it At 
my goldsmith's did observe the King's new medall, where, in 
little, there is Mrs. Stewart's face as well done as ever I saw 
anything in my whole life, I think ; and a pretty thing it is, 
that he should choose her face to represent Britannia by. 

27th. Fp by candle-light, aboat six o'clock, sod by wat«r 
down to Woolwich, I being at leisure this day, the King and 
Doke of Tork being gone down to Bheerenesse to lay out the 
design for a fortification there to the river Medway ; ' and so 
we do not attend the Duke of York as we should otherwise 
have done. To the Dock Yard, and went into Mr, Pett's ; 
and there, beyond expectation, he did present me with a 
Japan cane, with a silver head, and his wife sent me by liim 
a ring, with a Woolwich stone, now macfa in request; which 
I accepted, the values not being great : and then, at my ask- 
ing, did give no an old draught of an ancient-built ship, given 
him by his father, of the Beare, in Queen Elizabeth's time. 
Mr. Hunt, newly come out of the country, tells me tfao 
country' is much impoverished by the greatness of taxes : the 
farmers do break every day almost, and 1000/. a-year become 
not worth 5002. He told me some ridiculous pieces of thrift 
of Sir G. Downing's, who ia his countryman, in inviting some 
poor people, at Christmas last, to charm the country people's 
mouths ; but did give them nothing but beef, porridge, pudding, 
and pork, and nothing said all dinner, but only his mother'

And so they said of 
all things ; to which nobody made any answer, they going 
there not ont of lore or esteem of them, but to eat hia Tictuals, 
knowing him to be a niggaidly fellow ; and with this he is ■ 
jeered now all oyer the eooDtry. Comes Captfun Story, of 
Camlnidge, to me, about a bill for prest money;' bat, Lord ! 
to see the natures of men ; bow this man, hearing my n&me^ 
did ask me of my cormtry, and told me of my cozen Roger, 
that he was not so wise a man as Ms father ; for that he do 
not agree in Parliament with his fellow bnrgeases and knights 
of the ahire, whereas I know very well the reaeon ; for he is 
not BO high » flyer as Mn Chicbley and otiiers, bat loves the 
King better than any of them, and to bettei; purpose. But 
yet, he says tliat he ia a very honest gentleman, and thence 
runs into a hondred stories of his own services to the King, 
and how he at this day brings in the taxes before anybody 
here thinks they are collected : disooiirse very absurd to enter- 
tain a stranger with. Met Mr. Cooling, who tells me of my 
Lord Duke of Buckingham's being sent for last night, by a 
Seijeant at Armes,' to the Tower, for treasonable practices, 
and that the King is infinitely angry with him, and declared 
him no longer one of bis Cotincil. I know not the reason 
of it, or occaslbn. Took up my wife to the Exchange, and 
there bought things for Mrs. Pierce's little daughter, my 
Valentine, and so to her house, where we find Krupp, who also 
ehallengeth me for her Valentine. She looks well, sang well, 
and very merry we were for half an hour. Tells me Harris 
is well again, having been very ill. To Sir W. Pea's, and sat 
with my Lady, and the young couple^ (Sir William out of

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town) talking mertUy; but ttey make a vary eorrj couple, 
methinkB, though rich. 

S8th. Mr. Holliard dined with ns, and pleasant company ho 
is. I love hiR company, and ho Becnres me agunst ever 
having the stone again. He gives it me, as his opinion, that 
the City will never be built again together, as is expected, 
while any restraint is laid upon them. He hath been a 
great loser, and would be a builder agun, but, he says, he 
knows not what restricting there will be, ao as it is unsafe 
for him to begin. I did within these six days see smoke still 
remaining of the late fire in the City ; and it is strange to 
think how, to this very day, I cannot sleep at night, without 
great terrors of fire. Mr. Ganden' tells me more than I 
knew before — that he hath orders to get all the victuals he 
can to Plymouth, and the Western ports, and other ont-ports, 
and some to Scotland, so that we do intend to keep but a 
fiying fleete tlus year ; which, it may be, may preserve us a 
year longer, but the end of it mnst 1)e ruin. Sir J. Minnes 
this night tells me, that he hears for certain, that ballads are 
made of us in Holland for beg^g of a peace ; which X ex- 
pected, but am vexed at. So ends this month, with nothing 
of weight upon my mind, but for my father and mother, who 
are both very ill, and have been to for some weeks : whom 
God help ! but I do fear my poor father will hardly be ever 
naturally well again. 

March 1st. In Hark Lane I do observe, it being St. David's 
day, tlie picture of a man dressed like a Welchman, han^^g 
by the neck upon one of the poles that stand oat at the top 
of one of the merchants' houses, in full proportion, and very 
handsomely done ; which is one of the oddest sights I have 
' seen a good while. Being returned home, I find Greeting, 
the flageolet-master, come, and teaching my wife; and I do 
think my wife will take pleasure in it, and it will be easy for 
her, and pleasant. So to the office, and then before dinner 
making my wife to sing. Poor wretch ! her ear is so bad 
that it made me angry, till the poor wretch cried to see me 
BO vexed at her, that I think I shall not discourage her so 
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much again, but will endeavour to mAe her underBtand 
sounds, and do her good tltat way ; for she hath a great 
nind to learn, only to pleaae me. torn Woodall, the known 
chyrorgeon, ia killed at Somerset House by a Frenchman, in 
a drunken quarrel. 

M. After dinner, with my wife, to the King's house to see 
" The Maiden Queene," a new play of Dryden's, mightily 
commended for the t^gularity of it, and the strain and wit ; 
and, the t^nth is, there ia a comical part done by Kell, which 
is FlorimeU, that I oerer can hope ever to see the like done 
again, by man or woman. The King and Duke of York were 
at the play. But so great performance of a comical part was 
never, I beliere, in the world before as Neil do this, both a« 
a mad girle, then most and beat of all when she comes ia like 
a yonng. gallant ; and hath the motions and carriage of a 
spark the moet that ever I saw any man have. 'It makes me, 
I confess, admire her. 

8d. (Lord's day.) To White Hall, where, walking in the 
gallerys, I met Mr. Pierce, who tella me the story of Tom 
Woodall, the surgeon, killed in a drunken quarrel, and how 
the Duke of York hath a mind to get him [Pierce] one of 
his places in St. Thomas's Hospitall. It is believed that the 
Dutch will yield to have the treaty at London or Dover, 
neither of which will get our King any credit, we having 
already consented to have it at the Hague; which, it seems, 
De Witt opposed, ae a thing wherein the King of England 
must needs have some profound design, which in my con- 
science he hath not. They do also tell me that news is 
this day come to the King, that the King of France is come 
with his army to the frontiers of Flanders, demanding leave 
to pass through ^eir country towards Poland, bat is denied, 
and thereupon that he is gone into the country. How true 
this is I dare not believe till I hear more. I walked into the 
Park, it being a fine bat very cold day : and there took 
two or three turns the length of the Pell Mell : and there I 
met Seijeant Bearoroft, who was sent for the Duke of Buck- 
ingham, to have brought him prisoner to the Tower. He 
come to town this day, and brings word that, being overtaken 
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and ontrid bj the DacheBS of Bnokingham within a few milea 
of Westhorp,' he believes she got thither about a quarter of 
how before him, and so bad time to consider; so that, when 
he come, the doors were kept shat against him. The nest 
day, coming with officers of the neighbour market^own to 
force open the doors, they were open for him, but the Dnhe 
gtme ; so be took horse presently, and heard upon the road 
that t^e Duke of Bnokingham was gone before him for Lon- 
don: so that he believes he is this day also come to town be- 
fore him ; but no news is yet heard of him. This is all he 
brings. Thenoe to my Lord Chancellor's, and there, meeting 
Sir H. Gholmly, he and I walked in my Lord's garden, and 
talked ; and, am(mg other things, of the treaty : and hp says 
there will certainly be a peace, bat I cannot believe it. He 
tells me that the Soke of Buckingham his crimes, as far as 
he knows, ar0 his being of a caball with some discontented 
persona of the late House of Commons, and opposing the 
desires of the King in all bis matters in that House ; and 
endeavonring to become popular, and advising how the Oom- 
raons' House should proceed, and how he would order the 
House of Lords. And that he hath been endeavouring to 
have the King's nativity calculated ; which was done, and the 
fellow now in. the Tower about it : which itself hath hereto- 
fore, as he saya, been held treason, and people died for it ; 
but by the Statute of Treason, in Queen Mary's times and 
since, it hath been left out. H'e tells me that this silly Lord 
hath provoked, by his ill carriage, the Duke of York, my Lord 
Ghtuieellor, and all the great persona ; and therefore, most 
likely, will die. He tells me, too, many practices of treachery 
against this King ; as betraying him in Scotland, and giving 
Oliver an account of the King's private councils ; which the 
King knows very well, and hath yet pardoned him. 

6th. To White HaU; and here the Duke of York did 
acquaint us, and the King did the like also, afterwards com- 
ing in, with his resolution of altering the muiner of the war

Great preparations 
there are to fortify Sheemesse and the yard at Portsmouth, 
and forces are drawing down to both those places, uid else- 
irtiere by the seaside ; so that we have some fear of an inva- 
sion ; and the Duke of York himself did declare his expecta- 
tion of the enemy's blocking as np here in the River, and 
therefore directed that we should send away all the ships that 
we have to fit out hence. Sir W. Fen told me, going with 
me this morning to White Hall, that for certain the Duke of 
Buckingham is brought into the Tower, and that he hath had 
uk hour's private conference with the King before he was 
sent thither. Every body complains of the deamess of coals, 
being at 4/. per chaldron, the weather, too, being become 
most bitter cold, the King saying to-day that it was the 
coldest day he ever knew in England. Thence by coach to 
my Lord Crewe's, where very welcome. Here I find they 
are in doubt where the Dake of Buckinghun is; which 
makes ma mightily reflect on the uncertainty of all history, 
when, in a business of this moment, and of thb day's growth, 
we cannot tell the truth. Here dined my old acquaintance, Mr. 
Borfett, that was my Lord Sandwich's chaplain, and my Lady 
Wright and Dr. Boreman, who ie preacher at 8t. Qyles's in 
tlie Fields, who, after dinner, did give my Lord an account of 
two papist women lately converted, whereof one wrote hn> re- 
cantation, which he showed under her own hand mighty well 
drown, so as my Lord desired a copy of it, after he had 
Satisfied himself from the Dr., that to his knowledge, she was 
not a wonAn under any necessity. To Deptford, and then 
by water home, wondrous cold, and reading a ridiculous 
ballad, made in praise of the Duke of Albemarle, to the tuns 
of St. George, the tune being printed, too ; and I observe 
that people have great encouragement to make ballads of hinr 
of this kind. There are bo many, that hereafter he will 
Boond like Guy of Warwicke. To Sir H. Cholmly's, a pretty 
honse, and a fine, worthy, well-disposed gentleman he is. He 
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teUa me, Mnong other things, that he hears pf little hopes of 
ft peace, their demands being bo high as ve shall nerer grant, 
and conld tell me that we shall keep no fleete abroad this 
year, bnt only squadrons. So to the 'Change, and there 
bought S2t. worth of things for Mrs. Knipp, my Valentine, 
which is pretty to see how my wife is come to convention with 
me, th^t, whaterer I do give to anybody else, I shaJI give her 
as much. 

7th. Hearing that Knipp is at my house, I home, and it is 
about a ticket for » friend of her's. I do lore the humour of 
the jade very well. To Devonshire House,' to a burial of » 
' kinsman of Sir B. Yiner's ; and there I received a ring. To 
the Duke's playhouse, and saw " The English Princesse, or 
Richard the Third ;"^ a most sad, melancholy play, and pretty 
good ; but nothing eminent in it, as some tragedys are ; only 
little Miss Davis^ did dance a jig afWr the end of the play, 
and there telling the next day's play ; so that it come in by 
force only to please the company to see her dance in boy's 
olothes } and, the truth is, there is no comparison between 
Nell's dancing the other day* at the King's house in boy's 
clothes and this, this being infinitely beyond the other. This ~ 
day. Commissioner Taylor come to me for advice, and would

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force me to take ten pieces in gold of him, irhich i had no 
mind to, he being heoome one of our nnmber at the Board. 
This day iraa reckoned by all pe<^1e the coldest day that erer 
was remembered in England ; and, Crod knows ! coals at a 
very great price.' 

8th. To Weetminster Hall, where I saw Mr. Martin, the 
parser, come throngh with a picture in his hand, which ho 
bad bought, and observed how all the people of the EaU did 
fieer and laugh npon him, crying, " There is plenty grown 
apon a sndden ;" and, the truth is, I was a little troubled 
that my favour should fall on so rain a fellow as he, and the 
more because, methonght, the people do gase npon me as the 
man that had rused him, and as if they guessed whence my 
kindness to him springs. To White Hall, where I find all 
met at the Duke of York's chombn; and, by and by, the 
Duke of York comes, and Cucasse is called in, and I read 
the depositions and his answers, and he added with great 
confidence and good words, even almost to persuasion, what 
to say ; and my Lord Brouncker, like a very eilly solioitor, 
argued against me, and all for him ; and, being asked first by 
the Duke of York his opinion, did give it for his being excused. 
I next did answer the contrary very plainly, and had, in this 
dispute, which vexed and will never be forgot by my Lord, 
many occasions of speaking severely, and did, aguost his bad 
practices. Commissioner Fett, like a fawning rogue, sided 
with my Lord, but to no purpose ; and Sir W. Fen, like a 
cunning rogn^ spoke mighty iudilFereutly, and siud nothing 
in all the fray, like a knave, as he is. But Sir W. Batten 
spoke out, and did come oB* himself by the Duke's kindiiesa 
Tery well ; and then Sir Q. Carteret, and Sir W. Coventry, 
and the Duke of York himself, flatly as I said ; and so he* 
was declared unfit to contiaoe in, and therefore to be pre- 
sently discharged the office ; which, among other good efiects,

Sir H. Gholmly and I to th« Temple, and there parted, iie 
teJling me of in; Lord Bellawis's want of generosity, and 
tliat he [Bellaasis] will certainly be turned out of his goTorn- 
ment, and he [Cholmley] thinks himself stands fair for it. 

9th. Captun Cooke, who was here to-night, did tell na that 
he is certain that yesterday a proclamation was voted at the 
Cotmcil, tonching the proolsiming of my I<ord Duke of Buck- 
ingham a traytor, and that it will be out on Monday. 

10th. (Lord's day.) Testerday the King did publicly talk 
of the King of France's dealing with all the Princes of Chris* 
tendome. As to the states of Holland, he [tbe King of France] 
hath advised them, on good grounds, to refuse to treat with 
ns at the Hague, because of having opportunity of spies, by 
reason of our interest in the House of Orange ; and then, it 
heiag a town in pne particular province, it would not be fit to 
have it, but in a town wherein the provinces have equal 
interest, as at Mastricht, and other places named. That he 
advises them to offer no terms, nor accept of any, without hia 
privity a^d consent, according to agreement; and tells them, 
if not so, he hath in his power to be even with them, the 
King of England being come to offer any terms he pleases : 
and that my Lord St. Albans is now at Paris, Plenipotentiary* 
to make what peace he pleases : and so he can make it, and 
ezolode them, the Dutch, if he sees fit. A copy of this letter 
of the King of France's the Spanish Ambassador here gets, 
and comes and tells all to oar King ; which our King denies, 
and says the King of France only uses his power of saying 
anything. At the same time, the King of France writes to 
the Emperor, that he is resolved to do all things to express 
affection to the Emperor, having it now in his power to make 
what peace he pleases between the King of England and him, 
and the states of the United Provinces ; and, therefore, that 
be would not have him concern himself in a friendship with 
tn; and assures him that, on that regard, he will not offer 
anything to his disturbance, in his interest in Flandors, or 
elsewhere. He writes, at the sante time, to Spain, to tell bim 
that he wonders to hear of a league almost ended between the 
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Crown of Spain and Eaglrad, hy in; Lord Sandvicb, and all 
witliout his privity, while he was makmg^ a peace upon what 
terms fae pleased with England : that he is a great lover of 
tfie Crown of Spun, and would take the King and his afiaira, 
daring bta minority, into his protection, nor would offer to set 
his foot in Flanders, or any where else, to distorb him ; and, 
therefwe, wonld not have him to trouble himself to make peace 
irith any body ; only be hath a desire to ofEsr an ezohange, 
which he thinks may be of moment to both sides : that is, 
that he [France} will enstate the King of Spain in the king* 
don of PertagaU, and he and the Dutch will pot him into 
possession of Lbbon ; and, that being done, he [France] may 
have Flanders : and this, they say, do mightily take in Spun, 
which is sensible of the fruitless ezpence Flanders, bo far ofiE^ 
^es them ; and bow much better it would be for them b) 
be master of Portugall ; and the King of France offers, for 
security herein, that the King of England shall be bond for 
him, and that be will counter-sectire the King of England ' 
with Amsterdam ; and, it seems, hath assured our King, that 
if he will make a league with him, be will make a peace ex> 
elusive to the Hollander. These things are almost ronnn- 
tique, but yet true, as Sir H. Gholmly tells me the King him* 
self did relate it all yesterday ; and it seems as if the King 
of France did think other princes fit for nothing bnt to 
make sport for him : but simple princes they are forced to 
suffer this from him. 

. 11th. The proclamation is this day come out against the 
Duke of Bnctdnghsm, commanding him to come in to one of 
the Secretaries, or to the Lieutenant of the Tower. A silly, 
Tun man to bring himself to this : and there be many hard 
circumstances in the proclamation of the causes of this pro* 
eeeding of the King's, which speak great displeasure of thtt 
King's, and crimes of his. 

12th. Up, and to the office, where all the morning. At 
Boon home, and tliere find Mr. Goodgroome, whose teaching 
of my wife only by singing over and over again to her, and 
lettmg her sing with him, not by herself, to correct ber fholts, 
I do not like at all, bnt was angry at it; bat have this oon- 
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t«nt, that I do think she will come to sing pretty well, and 
to trill in time, which pleues me welL This day a poor 
seaman, almost starred for want of food, lay in oar yard 
a^ying. I sent him half-srorown, and we ordered his ticket 
to be' pud. 

18th. Haring done onr oaaal bosineas with the Duke of 
York, I away; and meeting Mr. D. Gauden in the preeence- 
chambor, he and I to taUc ; and among other things he telk 
me, and I do find every where else, also, that our masters do 
begpu not to like of their conncils in fitting out no fieete, bnt 
only squadrons, and are finding out ezcuBes for it ; and, among 
others, be tells me a Frivy-Gonncillor did tell him that it ma 
iaid in Conncil, that a fleete could not be sent out this year, 
fi)r want of fietnals, which gives him and me great alarme, 
but me especially : for had it been so, I ought to have repre* 
•ented it ; and therefore it put me in policy presently to pre- 
pare myself to anaww this objeotion, if ever it should cone 
about, by drawing up a state of the Victualler's stores, whidi 
I will presently do. The Duke of Buckingham is concluded 
gone over sea, and, it is thought, to France. 

14tb. To my Lord Treasurer's. Here we fell into discourse 
with Sir Stephen Fox, and, among other things, of the Spaaiah 
manner of walking, when three together, and showed me how, 
which was pretty, to prevent difierencea. By and by cornea 
the King and Duke of York, and presently the officers of the 
Ordnance were called ; my Lord Berkeley, Sir John Duncomb, 
and Mr. Chichly; then my Lord Brouncker, W. Batten, W. 
Pen, and myself; where we find only the King and Doke of 
York, and my Lord Treasurer, and Sir G. Carteret ; when I 
only did speak, laying dovn the state of our wants, which the 
King and Duke of York seemed very well pleased with, and 
we did get idiat we asked, 500,000t, signed upon the eleven 
months' tax : but that is not so much ready money, or what 
will raise 40,0001. per week, which we desired, and the business 
will want. The King did prevent my ofiering any thing by 
and by as Treasurer for Tangier, telling me that he had ordered 
us SO,0OOI. on the same tax ; but that is not what we would 
have to bring oni payments to oome within a year> So we 
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gone ont, in irsnt others; rii., one after another, Sir Stephen 
Fox for the army, Capt&in Cooke for sick and wounded, Mr. 
Aahhumham' for the houtebold. Thence Sir W. Batten, Sir 
W. Fen, and I, back again ; I mightily pleased wkh what I 
had said and done, and the success thereof. 

IStb. Letters this day come to Court do tell ns that ire 
are not likely to agree, the Dutch demanding high terms, and 
the King of France the like, in a most braving manner. Ttiifl 
morning I iras called np by Sir John Winter, poor man ! 
oome in a sedan from the other end of the town, about helping 
tbe King in the business of brin^g down his timber to the 
■ea-side, in the Forest of Deane. 

16th. The weather ia now grown warm again, after much 
cold ; and it is observable that within these eight days I did 
see smoke remaining, coming out of some oelUrs, from the 
late great fire, now above six months since. 

17th. (Lord's day.) To White Hall Chapel. There Z pat 
■y wife in the pew below, bat it was pretty to see, myself 
being bat in a plain band, and every way else ordinary, how 
the verger took me for her man, and I was &in to tell him 
she was a kinswoman of my Lord Sandwich's, he saying that 
none under knights-baronets' ladies are to go into that pew. 
I to the Dake of York's lodging, where in his dressing- 
ebamber, he talking of his journey to-morrow or next day to 
Harwich, to prepare some fortifications there ; so that we ue 
wholly upon the defensive part this year. I to walk in the 
Parke, where to the Queen's Chapel, and there heard a fryer 
preach with his cord about his middle, in Portuguese, somo- 
thing I could understand, showing that God did respect the 
meek and humble, as well as the high and rich. He was full 
of action, but very decent and good, I thought, and his manner 
of delivery very good. Then 1 went back to White Hall, 
and there up to the closet, and ^oke with several people till 
sermon was ended, which was preached by the Bishop of 
Hereford,* an old good man, that they say made an excellent 
sermon. He was by birth a Catholiqae, and a great gallant, 
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baving 15007. per umntD, patrimonj, and ia a Eaight Bwoset ; 
vas turned from lus perBuasion by the late Archbisliop Laad. 
He and the Bbhop of Exeter, Dr. Ward, are the two Bishops 
that the King do say he cannot have bad sermons &om. Here 
I met with Sir H. Cholmly, vho tells me, that nndoabtedly 
my Lord BellaBsis do go no more to Tangier, and that be do 
believe he do stand in a likely way to go Governor ; though he 
Boea, and showed me, a yoong silly lord, one Lord AJlington,* 
who hath offered a great sum of money to go, and will put 
hard for it, he having a fine lady,^ and a great man vould be 
glad to have liim out of the way. The King ia very kind to 
my Lord Sandwich, and did himself observe to Sir G-. Car- 
teret, how those very people, meaning the Prince and Duke 
of Albemarle, are punished in the same kind as they did se^ 
to abuse my Lord Sandwich. 

18th. Comes my old good friend, Mr. Itichard Cumber- 
land,' to see me, being newly come to town, whom I have 
not seen almost, if not quite, these seven years. In a pIuD 
country-parson's dress. I could not spend much time with 
bin), but prayed him to come with his brother, who was with 
bun, to dine Irith me to-day ; which he did do : and I had a 
great deal of his good company ; ani a most excellent pereoB 
he is sa any I know, and one that I am sorry should be lost 
and buried in a little country town, and would be glad to 
remove him thence ; and the truth is, if he would accept of

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my sister's fortune, I should give Wil more with him thui 
to a m«& able to settle her four tinteB as mnch u, I fear, he 
is able to do; and I will think of it, and a way how to 
more it, he having in discourse said be was not against 
marrying, nor yet engaged. Comes Captain Jenifer to me, s 
great aervaut of my Lord Sandwich's, who tells me that be 
do hear for eertun, tbongh I do not yet believe it, that Sir 
W. Coventry is to be Secretary of State, and my Lwd 
Arlington Lord Treasurer. I only wish that the lattw were 
aa fit for the latter office as the former is for the former, and 
more fit than my Lord Arlington. Anon Sir W. Pen come 
and talked with me in the garden, and tells me that for 
certain the Dnke of Kichmond is to marry Mrs. Stewart, he 
having this day brought in an account of his estate and debts 
to the KiDg on that account. My father's letter this day do 
tell me of his own oontinued illness, and that my mother 
grows BO much worse, that he fears she cannot long continue, 
which tronbles me very mnch. This day, Mr. Cissar told me 
a pretty experiment of bis, of angling with a minnikin, a gnt- 
string vamiahed over, which keeps it from swelling, and is 
beyond any hair for strength and smallnesa, The secret I 
\Hcn mightily. 

19th. It comes in my mind this night to set down how a 
house was the othor day in Bishopsg&te Street blowed up 
with powder; a house that was untenanted ; but, thanks be 
to God, it did no more hurt ; and all do conclude it a plot. 
This afternoon I am told again that the town do talk of my 
]jord Arlington's being to be Ijord Treasurer, and Sir W. 
Coventry to be Secretary of State ; and that for certain the 
match is concluded between the Duke of Richmond and Mrs. 
Stewart, which I am well enough pleased with; aitd it is 
pretty to consider how his quality will allay people's talk ; 
whereas, bad a meaner person married her, he would iia 
certain bave been derided at first dash. 

20th. To oar church to the vestry, to be assessed by the 
late Poll Bill, where I am rated as an Esquire,* and for mj 
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office, all will com« to about BOi, Bat sot more than I 
expected, nor bo mncb by a great deal as I ongbt to be, for 
all my offices. Tbe Duke of Richmond uid Mrs. Stewart 
were betrothed last night. It is strange how "Rycant's' 
Diseonree of Tnrky," which before the fire I was asked bat 
8t. for, tbere being all but twenty-two or thereabouts burned, 
I did now offer 20«., and he demands fiOs., and I think I shall 
give it him, though it be only as a monument of the fire. I 
met with a sad letter from my brother, ^ho tells me my 
mother is declared by the doctors to be past recovery, and 
tiiat my father is also very ill : bo that I fear we shall aee a 
Budden change there. Qod fit them and us for it ! 

2l8t. To the Duke of York's playhouse, where unez- 
pectedly I come to see only the young men and women of 
tbe house act ; they having liberty to act for their own profit 
on Wednesdays and Fridays this Lent : and the play they did 
yesterday, being Wednesday, was so well-taken, that they 
thought fit to venture it publickly to-day ; a play of my Lord 
Falkland's* called " The Wedding night," a kfaid of a tn^edy, 
and some things very good In it, but the whole together, I 
tbonght, not so. I confess I was well enough pleased with 
my seeing it : and tbe people did do better, withont the great 
actors, that I did expect, but yet far short of what they do 
when they are there. Our trial for a good prise came on 
to-day, " The Phceniz, worth two or 3000/.," when by and 
by Sir W. Batten told me we had got the day, which was 
mighty welcome news to me and us all. But it is pretty to 
see what money will do. Yesterday, Walker^ was mighty 
cold on oar behalf, till Sir W. Batten promised him, if we 
sped in this business of tbe goods, a coach ; and if at the next 
trial we sped for the ship, we would give him a pair of horses. 
And be hath strove for us to-day like a prince, though the 
Swedes' Agent was tbere with all the vehemence he could to 
save the goods, but yet we carried it against him. 

22d. My wife having dressed herself in a silly dress of a

in case of invasion, which is to ns a sad consideration, and 
shameful to the nation, especially for so many proud vaontB 
M we &ave made against the Dutch, and all from the folly of 
the Duke of Albemarle, who did throw us into this war. 

23d. At the office, where Sir W. Fen come, being retnnied 
from Chatham, from considering the means of fortifying the 
river Hedway, by a diain at the stakes, and ships laid there 
with guns to keep tiie enemy from coming up to burn onr 
sbips; all our care now being to fortify ourselves f^jainst 
tbur'invading m. Vexed with oar maid Luce, our cook-) 
maid, who is a good drudging servant in everythbg else, and 
pleases us, but that she will be drunk, and bath been so' last 
night and all this day, that she could not make clean the 
house. My fear is only fire. 

24th. (Lord's day.) With Sir Q. Carteret and Sir J. 
Uinnea: and tiiey did talk of my Lord Brouncker,' whose

that we are at present mightily displeased with him. By and 
by to the Duke of York, where we all met, and there was the 
King also; and all onr discoorse wba about fortifying of the 
Hedway and Harwicli, which is to be entrenched qoite round, 
uid Portsmouth: and here they advised with Sir Godfry 
Lloyd ' and Sir Bernard de Ghinn,* tiiB two great en^ueers, 
and had the plates drawn before them ; and indeed all their 
care they now take b to fortify themselves, and are not 
ashamed of it ; for when by and by my Lord Arlington come 
in with letters, and seeing the King and Duke of York gin 
ns and the officers of the Ordnance directions in this matter, 
he did move that we might do it as privately as we could, 
that it might not come into the Dutch Gazette presently, as 
the King's and Duke of York's going down the other day to 
She^renesse was, the week after, in the Harlem Gaiette4 
The King and Duke of York both laughed st it, and made 
no matter, but said, " Let us be safe, and let them talk, for 
there is nothing will trouble them more, nor will prevent their 
coming more, than to hear that we are fortifying ourselves." 
And the Duke of York said further, " What said Marshil 
Turenne, when some in vanity said that the enemies were

Awitj thence, and met with Sir H. Cbolmly, who tella me that 
he do believe the goranmeut of Tangier ie bonght by my 
Lord AUington For a soni of money to my Lord Arlington, 
and something to Lord Bellasais. I did this night give the 
waterman who oses to carry me 10*. at his request, for the • 
punting of hn new boat, on which shall be my arms. 

25th. Went orer Mr. Povj's house, which lies in the same 
good cosdition as ever, which ia most extraordinary fine, and 
he was now at work vrith a cabinet-maker, tnaluBg of a new 
inlaid table. Galled at Mr. Lilly's, who was working; and 
indeed his pictures are without doubt much beyond Mr. 
ilea's, I think I may say I am convinced : but a mighty 
prond man he is, and fnll of state. To the King's playhouse ; 
and by and by comes Mr. Lowther and his wife and mine, 
and into a box, forsooth, neither of them being dressed, which 
I was almost ashamed of. Sir W. Pen and I in the pit, and 
here saw " The Mayden Queene" ag^n ; which indeed the 
more I see the more I like, and is an excellent play, and so done 
by Kell, her merry part, as cannot be better done in nature. 

26th. I have cause to be joyfiil this day, for my being cut 
of the stone this day nine years. The condition I am in, in 
reference to my mother, makes it unfit for me to keep my 
nsnal feast. To Exeter House, where the Jadge was ratting, 

and there heard our cause pleaded ; Sir Turner,' Sir 

W. Walker, and Sir EUis Layton being our counsel against 
only Sir Robert Wiseman' on the other. The second of our 
three council was the best, and indeed did speak admirably, 
and- is a very shrewd man. Ifevertheless, aa good as he did 
make our case, and the rest, yet when Wiseman come to 
argue, nay, and thongh he did begin so sillily that we laughed 
in scorn in our sleeves at him, he did so state the case, that 
the Judge' did not think fit to decide the cause tonight, bat

make us despair of the snccess. I am mi^^tiiy pleased -with 
the Jndge, vho seema a very rational, learned, and tmcormpt 
man, though our eacceee doth shake me. , 

27th. I beard from Sir John Bankea, though I cannot 
ftillj conceive the reason of it, that it will be impOBsible to 
make the Exchequer ever a true bank to all intents, unless 
I the Exchequer stood nearer the Exchange, where merchaota 
might with ease, while tbej are going abont their bueinees, 
at all hoars, and without trouble or loss of time, have 
their satisfaction, which they cannot hare now without much 
trouble, and loss of half a day, and no certainty of having the 
offices open. To the Castle Taveme, by Exeter House ; and 
there Sir Ellis Layton, whom I find a wonderful witty, ready 
man for sudden answers and little talee, and sayings Tery 
extraordinary witty. He did ^re me a full account, upon my 
demand, of this Judge of the Admiralty, Judge Jenkins ; who 
he says, is a nan never practised in this Court, but taken 
merely for his merit and ability's sake from Trinity Hall, 
where he had always lived ; only by accident the bosineae of 
the want of a Judge being proposed, the present Archbishop 
of Canterbury sent for Him up ; and here he is, against the 
ffri and content of the old Doctors, made Judge, but is a very 
excellent man both for judgment and temper, yet majesty 
enough, and by all men's report, not to be corrupted. After 
dinner to the Court, where Sir Ellis Layton did make a very 
ully motion in oar behalf, but did neither- hurt nor good. 
After him Walker and Wiseman ; and then the Judge did 
pronounce his sentence; for some — a part of the goods and 
ship, and the freight of the whole, to be free, and returned 
and paid by us ; and the remaining, which was the greater 
part, to be ours. The loss of so much troubles us ; but we 
have got a pr&ttj good part, thanks be to God I Received 
from my brother the news of my mother's dying on Monday, 
abont five or six o'clock in the aft«moon, and that ti^e last 
time she spoke of her children was on Friday last, and her 
laat words were,, " God bless my poor Sam !" The reading 
hereof did set me a-weeping heartily. Found it necessary to 
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go abroad vHh m; vife to look after the providing mooming 
to send into tbe country — eome to-morroT, and more against 
Sunday, for my family, being resolved to put myself and wife, 
and Barker and Jane, W. Hewer and Tom, in noaming, and 
my two under-maide, to give tbem booda and soarfe and glores. 
So to my tailor's, and np and down, and then home, and to 
bed, my heart sad, though my judgment at ease. 

28th. I down by water to onr prize, part of whose goods 
were condemned yesterday-—" The Lindeboome" — and there 
ve did drink some of her wine, very good. Bat it did grate 
my beart to see the poor master come os board, and look 
aboat into every comer, and find fault that she was not so 
clean as she used to be, though methongbt she was very 
clean ; and to see his new masters come in, that had nothing 
to do with her, did trouble me to see him. 

29th. The great streets in the City are marked out with 
piles drove into the ground ; and if ever it be built in that 
form with so fair streets, it will be a noble sight. To a peri- 
wigg-maker's, and there bought two periwiggs, mighty fine ; 
indeed, too fine, I thought, for me ; but he persuaded me, and 
I did buy them for 41. 10«. the two. To the Bull-Head 
Taveme, whither was brought my French gun ; and one True- 
locke, the famous gunsmith, that is a mighty ingenious man, 
did take my gun in pieces, and made me understand the 
secrets thereof: and upon tbe whole I do find it a very good 
piece of work, and truly wrought ; but for certain not a thing 
to be used much with safety : and he do find that this very 
gun was never yet shot off. Baity tells me strange storiM 
of his mother. Among others, how she, in his absence in 
Holland, did pawne all the things that be had got in hia 
service under Oliver, and run of her own accord, without her 
husband's leave, into Flanders, and that bis parse, and it. a 
week which his father receives of tbe French church, is all the 
subsistence his father and mother have, and that about 202. 
a year maintains them ;' which, if it please God, I will find 
ono way or other to provide for them, to remove that scandal 
away.

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SOtk To see the Billy play of my Lady Newcastle's/ 
called " The HumourouB Lovers ;" the most silly thing that 
ever came upon a stage. I was sick to see it, but yet voold 
not bat have seen it, that I might the better understand her. 
Here I spied Knipp and Betty,^ of the King's honse, and 
sent Knipp (nranges, but, having little money about me, did 
not offer to carry them abroad. 

Slst. (Lord's day.) To church; and with my mourning, 
very handsome, and new periwigg, make a great show. Walked 
to my Lord Treasurer's, wiiere the King, Duke of York, and 
the Cabal), and much company without; and a fine day. 
Anon come out from the Oaball my Lord HoUis and Mr. H. 
Coventry,^ who, it is conceived, have received their instruc- 
tions from the King this day; they being to bejpn their 
journey towards their treaty at Bredah speedily, their pas^s 
being come. Here I saw the Lady Northumberland* and her 
daaghter-in-lair, my Lord Treasurer's daughter, my Lady 
Fieroy,' a beautiful lady indeed. The month shuts up only 
with great desires of peace in all of us, and a belief that we 
shall hare a peace, in most people, if it can be had on any 
terms, for there is a necessity of it ; for we cannot go on with 
the war, and our masters are afraid to come to depend upon 
the good will of the Parliament any more, as I do hear. 

April Ist. To White Hall, and there had the good fortune 
to walk with Sir W. Coventry into the garden, and there 
read our melancholy letter to the Duke of York, which he 
likes. And so to taJk: and he flatly owns that wo must hare 
a peace, for we cannot set out a fleete f and, to use his own

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Torda, be fears that ve Bhtill soon hare eoongh of fighting in 
this BOW way, vhich we have thought on for this year. He 
bemoans the want of money, and diacoverB himself jealous 
that Sir G, Carteret do not look after, or concern himself for 
getting, money; and did further say, that h/a [^Carteret] and 
my Lord Chancellor do at this very day labour all they can to 
viUify this new my of raising money, and making it payable, 
88 it now is, into the Ezchequor; and that in pareuanoe 
hereof, my Lord Chancellor hath prerailed with the King, in 
the close of his speech to the House, to say, that he did hope 
to see them come to give money as it used to he giren, without 
so many provisos, meaning this new method of the Act. While 
we were talking, there come Sir Thomas Allen' with two ladies, 
one of which was Mrs. Rebecca Allen, that I knew hereto- 
fore, the clerk of the rope-yard's daughter at Chatham, poor 
heart ! come to desire favour for her bnsband, who is clapt 
ap, being a Lieutenant [Jewkes] for sending a challenge to 
hie Captain, in the most saucy, base language that could be 
writ. I perceive Sir W. Coventry is wholly resolved to bring 
him to punishment; for, "bear with this," says he, "and no 
discipline shall ever be expected." Sir J. AUnnes did tell of 
the discovery of his own great-grandfather's murder, fifteen 
years after he was murdered. Mrs. Tomer come to my office, 
and did walk an hourwith meinthe garden, telling me storiea 
how Sir Edward Spragge hath lately made lovj to our neigh- 
bour, a widow, Mrs. Hollworthy, who is a woman of estat«, 
and wit and spirit, and do contemn him the most, and sent 
him away with the greatest scorn in the world ; also odd stories 
how the parish talks of Sir W. Pen's family, how poorly they 
clothe their daughter so soon after marriage, and do say that 
Mr. Lowther was married once before, and some such thing 
thwe hath been, whatever the bottom of it is. But to think 
of the clatter they make with big coach, and hie own fine 
eloathea, and yet how meanly they live within doors, and 
nastily, and borrowing everything of neighbours. 
2d. Mr. Deane ha^ promisod me a very fine draught of 
' the Rupert, which I will make one of the beantifnlloet things 
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that ever vas aeea of the kind, she being % ship that nill 
deserre it. 

8d. To tlie Duke of York, vhere Sir Q. Carteret did say 
tliat he had no fands to raim money on; and being aeked 
by Sir W. Coventry whether the eleven months' tax was not 
a fnnd, he answered, "Ko, that th« bankers would not lend 
money upon it." Then Sir W. Coventry burst out and said 
he did supplicate his Royal HighneA, and would do the same 
to the King, that he would remember who they were that did 
persuade the King from parting with the Chimney-money to 
the Parliament, and taking that in lieu which they would cer- 
tainly have given, and which would have raised infallibly ready 
money ; meaning the bankers and the farmers of the Chimney- 
money, whereof Sir Q. C&rteret, I think, is one; saying 
plainly, that whoever did advise the King to that, did, as 
much as in them lay, cat the King's throat, and did wh6lly 
betray him ; to which the Duke of York did assent ; and 
remembered that the King did say again and again at the 
time, that he was assured, and did fully believe, the money 
would be raised presently upon a land-tax. This put ns all 
into a stonnd ; and Sir W. Coventry went on to declare, that 
he was glad he was come to have so lately' coscem in the Kavy 
as he hath, for he cannot now give any good account of the 
Navy boainess ; and that all his work now was to be able to 
provide such orders as would justify his Royal Highness in the 
business, when it shall be called to account ; and that he do 
do, not concerning himself whether they are or can be per- 
formed, or no ; and that when it comes to be examined, and 
&lls on my Lord Treasurer, he cannot help it, whatever the 
issue of it shall be. One thing more Sir W. Coventry did 
say to the Doke of York, when I moved agun, that of about 
90001 debt to Lanyo Vat Plymouth, he might pay 870021 worth 
of prise-goods, that he bought lately at the candle, out of this 
debt duo to him from the King ; and the Dnke of York, and 
Sir G-. Carteret, and Lord Barkeley, saying, all of them, that 
my Lord Ashly would not be got to yield to it, who is Trea- 
sorer of ^e Priies, Sir W. Coventry did plainly desire that it 
for Tietwdlipg Tu^ar. 
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might be declared whether Uie proceeds of the prises Tcre to 
go to the helping on of the war, or no ; and, if it were, bow 
then could this he d^ed T which pat them all into another 
Btonnd ; and it is true, God forgive ns ! Thence to the chapel, 
' uid here, by chance, hear that Br. Crewe* u to preach; and 
80 into the organ-lofl, where I met Mr. Carteret, and my 
Ladj Jemimah, and Sir Thomas Crewe's two daughters, and 
Dr. Ghilde pla^ng ; and Dr. Crewe did make a very pretty, 
neat, sober, honest sermon; and delivered it very readily, 
decently, and gravely, beyond bis years : so as I was exceed- 
ingly taken with it, and I believe the whole chapel, he being 
but young ; but hia manner of his delivery I do like exceedingly. 
His text was, " Sut seeke ye first the kingdom of God, and 
hia righteousness, and all these things shall be added onto 
yon." The Dntch letters are come, and say that the Dutch 
have ordered a passe to be sent for onr CommiBsioners, and 
that it is now upon the way, coming with a trumpeter blinded, 
18 is usual. Bat I perceive every body begins to doubt the 
BuccesB of the treaty, all their hopes being only that if it can 
be had on any terms, the Chancellor will have it ; for he dare 
not come before a Parliament, nor a great many more of the 
courtiers, and the King himself do declare be do not demre it, 
nor intend, but on a strut ; which God defend him &om ! 
Here I hear how the King is not so well pleased of this marriage 
between the Duke of Richmond and Mrs. Stewart, as is talked ; 
and that he [the Duke] by a wile did fetch her to the Beare, 
at the Bridge-foot) where a coach was ready, and they are 
stole away into Kent,' without the King's leave ; and that the 
King hath said he will never see her more : but people do 
think that it is only a trick. This day I saw Prince Rupert 
abroad in the Vane-room, pretty well as he nsed to be, and 
looks as well, only something appears to be under his periwigg 
on the crown of his head. 

4th. i find the Duke of Albemarle at dinner with sorry 
company, some of his officers of the Army; dirty dishes, and a

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nasty wife at table, and bad meat, of which I made but an ill . 
dinner. Pretty to hear how ahe talked agunst Captun Da 
Tell,' the Frendiman, that the Prince and her husband pot 
ODt the last year ; and how, says she, the Dnke of York bath 
made him, for hia good service, his Cupbearer ; yet he fired 
more sbot into the Prince's ship, and others of the Kiug's 
ships, than of the enemy. And the Dnke of Albem»rle did 
confirm it, aad that aomobody in the fight did cry out that a 
little Dutchman, by his ship, did plague him more than any 
other; upon which they were going to order him to^be sunk, 
when they looked and found it was Du Tell, who, as the 
Dnke of Albemarle says, had killed several men in scTcral of 
our ships. He s^d, but for fais interest, which he knew he 
had at Court, he had hanged him at the yard's-arm, without 
staying for a Conrt-martiall. One Colonel Howard,' at the 
table, magnified the Dnke of Albemarle's fight in June last, 
as being a greater action than ever was done by Caesar. The 
Duke of Albemarle did say it had been no great action, had 
all his number fought, as they should hare done, to have beat 
the Dutch ; but of his 55 ships, not above 25 fought He 
did give an account that it was a fight he was forced to : the 
Dutch being come in his way, and he being ordered to the 
buoy of the Nore, he could not pass by them without fighting, 
nor aTOhd them without great disadvantage and dishonour; 
and this Sir G. Carteret, I aiterwards giving him an account 
of what he said, says is true, that he was ordered up to the 
Kore. Bnt I remember he said, had all his captains fou^t^ 
he would no more have doubted to have beat the Dutch, with 
all their number, dan to eat the apple that lay on hia trencher. 
My Lady Duchess, among other things, discoursed of the 
wisdom of dividing the fieete ;^ which the General said nothing 
to, though he knew well that it come from themselves in 
the fleete, and was brought up hither by Sir Edward Spragge. 
Colonel Howard, asking how the Prince did, the Duke of 
Albemarle answering, "Pretty well;" the other replied, "But 
not BO well as to go to sea agun." — " How !" says the Duchess, 
"what should he go for, if he were well, for there are no ships 
' 6oa oT lb* Biri o[ BHkabin. 
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for hiffl to command ? And so jovl haye brooght your hogs 
to a fur market," said she. It was pretty to hear the Bake 
•f Albemarle himself to wish that they would come on our 
ground, meaning the French, for that he would pay them, to 
as to make them glad' to go back to France again ; which was 
Hke a general, hut not like an admiral. One at the table 
told an odd passage in this late plagne : that at Peterefield, I 
think, he said, one side of the street had every house almost 
infected through the town, and the other, not one shut up. 
I>inner being done, Baity and I to the Park, and, out of pity 
to his father,' told him what I had in my thoughts to do for 
him about the money — that is, to make him Deputy Treasurer 
to the fleete, which I have done hy getting Sir G. Carteret'g 
consent, and an order from the Duke of York for 15001. to be 
paid to him. He promises the whole profit to be paid to my 
wife, to be disposed of as she sees fit, for her father and 
mother's relief. I made Sir G. Carteret merry, with telling 
him how many land-admirals we are to hare this year : Allen 
at Plymouth, Holmes at Portsmouth, Spragge for Medway, 
leddiman at Dover, Smith to the Northward, and Harman to 
the Southward. My Lady Carteret was on the bed to-day, 
having been let blood, and tolls me of my Lady Jemimah's 
b^g big-bellied. With Sir Stephen Fox, talking of the sad 
condition of the King's purse, and afiairs thereby ; and how 
sad the King's life must be, to pass by his officers every hour, 
that are four years behtadband unpaid. My Lord Barkeley 
[of Stratton], I met with there, and fell into talk with him 
on the same thing, wishing to God that it might b« remedied, 
to which he answered, with an oath, that it was as easy to 
remedy it as anything in the world ; saying, that there is 
himself and three more would venture their carcases upon it 
to pay all the King's debts in three years, had they the 
managing his revenue, and patting 30<>,000t in his purse, as 
a stock. But, Lord ! what a thing is this to me, that do show 
how likely a man my Lord Barkeley of all the world is, to do 
such a thing as this. Sir W. Coventry tells me plainly, that 
to all future oomplainta of lack of money, he will answer but 
with the shrug of the shoulder; which metbought did oome 
9* 
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to my heart, to see liim to be^ to abutdon the King's 
afiure, and let them eink or swim. My wife had been to-day 
at Wlute Hall to the Maund&yj' it being Manndy Thursday ; 
bat the King did not wash the poor people's feet himself, bat 
the Bishop of London did it for him. To Hackney, where 
good neat's tongne, and things to eat and drink, and very 
merry, the weather being mighty pleaaaot ; and here I was 
told that at their church they have a fair pair of organs, 
which play while the people sing, which I am mighty glad 
of, wishing the like at our church at London, and wonld give 
601. towards it. 

5tL In the street met with Mr. Sanchy, my old ooqnaint- 
ance at Cambridge, reckoned a great minister here in the 
City, and by Sir Bichard Ford particularly, which I wonder 
at ; for methinks, in his talk, he is but a mean man. Mr. 
Yoang was talking sboat the building of the City again : and 
he told me that those few churches that are to be new built 
are plainly not chosen wiUi regard to the coQTeuience of the 
City ; they stand a great many in a closter about Gorahill : 
bat that all of them are either in the gift of the Lord Arch- 
bishop, or Bishop of London, or Lord Chancellor, or g^ft of 
the City. Tbos all things, eyen to the building of churches, 
are done in this world ! And then he says, which I wonder 
at, that he should not in all this time see, that Moorefields 
hare hoosea two stories high in them, and paved streets, the 
City having let leases for seven years, which he do conclude 
will be very much to the hindering the building of the City ; 
but it was considered that the streets cannot be passable in 
London lM the whole street be built ; and eereral that had got 
ground of the City for charity, to baild sheds on, had got the

of this money, thna advanc«d, hath been employed for the 
enabling them to find some money for Commissioner Taylor, 
and Sir W. Batten, towards the charge of " The Loyall 
London,"' or else, it is feared, it had never been paid. Thia 
morning come to me the Collectors for my Poll-money; for 
which I paid for my title as Esqnire and place of Clerk of 
Acts, and tny head and wife's, and serrants', and their wages, 
402. 17». ; and though this be a great deal, yet it is a shune 
I should pay lo more : that is, that I should not be assessed 
for my pay, as in the victnalling business and Tangier ; and 
for my money, which, of my own accord, I had determined 
to charge myself with 1000^ money, till coming to th« 
Vestry, and seeing nobody of our ablest merchants, as Sir 
Andrew Bickard, to do it, I thonght it not decent for me to 
doH. 

6th. To the Tower wharfe, to attend the shipping of 
soldiers, to go down to man some ships going oat, and pretty 
to see how merrily some, and most go, and how sad others— 
the leave they take of their friends, and the terms that some 
wives, and other wenches asked to part vrith them : a pretty 
mixtnre. Away to the Exchange, and mercers and drapers, 
np and down, to pay all my scores occasioned by this maum- 
ing for tny mother ; and emptied a 5021 bag, and it was a joj 
to me to see that I am able to part vrith such a som, with- 
out much inconvenience: at least, without any trouble of 
mind. 

7th. (Lord's day.) To walk in the Park, and heard the 
Italian musick at the Queen's chapel, whose composition is 
fine, but yet the voice of eunnchs I do not like. To White 
Hall, and there saw the King como out of chapel after prayers 
in the afternoon, which he is never at but after having received 
the Sacrament ; and the Court, I perceive, is quite out of 
mourning ; and some very fine ; among others, my Lord 
■ Th« ihip fim b; th* Olt; to th< Slug. Sm 10th Jut, Utt, ohN. 
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0«rard, in a very rich Teat and coat. Here I met with my 
Lord Bellaaats: Bad it ia pretty to see what a formal atory he 
tells me of bis leaving his place upon the death of my Lord 
Cleveland,' by which he ia become Cf^tain of the Pensioners; 
and that the King did leave it to him to keep the other or 
take this ; whereas, I know the contrary, that they had a mind 
to have him away from Tangier. Into Moor Fields, and did 
find honaes built two stories high, and like to stand ; and it 
most become a place of great trade, till the City be built ; and 
the street is already paved as London streets ased to be. 

8th. Away to the Temple, to my new bookseller's : and 
there I did agree for Rycaut's late History of the Turkish 
Policy,' which cost me 55<. ; whereas it was sold plain before 
the late fire for 8a., and boand and coloured as this is, f(» 
20«. ; for I have bonght it finely bound and truly coloured^ 
all the figures, of which there was but six books done bo, 
whereof the King and Duke of York, and Duke of Monmouth, 
and Lord Arlington, had four. The fifth was sold, and I 
have bought the sixth. Home, and there find all things i& 
readiness for a good dinner. By and by come my gaests, Dr. 
Gierke and his wife, and Mrs. Worsbipp,* and her daughter ; 
and then Mr. Fierce and bis wife, and boy, and Betty ; and 
then I sent for Mercer ; so that we had, with my wife and I, 
twelve at table, and very good and pleasant company, and a 
most neat and excellent, but deur dinner ; but. Lord ! to see 
with what way they looked upon all my fine plate was pleasant; 
for I made the best show I could, to let them understand me 
and my condiUon, to take down the pride of Mrs. Gierke, who 
thinks herself very great. We eat long ; and, after dinner, 
went out by coaches, thinking to have seen a play, but come 
too late to both houses, and then they bad thoughts of going 
•broad somewhere ; but I thought all the charge ought to be

Thence amj to 
Poliebinello,^ and there had three thnee more ^rt than at the 
play, and so home. 

9tfa. Towards noon, I to the EzcHaoge, and there do hear 
mighty cries for peace, and that otherwise we shall be imdone ; 
■and yet I do snspect the badness of the peace we shall make. 
Several do complain of abundance of land flnng up by tenants 
ont of their hands for want of ability to pay their renta ; and 
by name, that the Dnke of Buckingham hath 60001. so flung 
up. And my father writes, that Jasper Trice,^ upon tliis pre- 
tence of his tenants' dealing with him, v broke np house- 
keeping, and gone to board with his brother, Naylor, at 
Offord; which is very sad. To the King's house, and there 
saw " The Tameing of a Shrew," which hath some very good 
pieces in it, but generally is but a mean play; and the best 
part, " Sawny," * done by Lacy ; and hath not half its life, by 
reason of the words, I suppose, not being understood, at least 
by me. Sir W. Batten tells me how he hath found bis lady's 
jewels agun, which have been bo long lost, and a servant im- 
prisimed and arraigned, and they were in her closet under a 
ehina cup ; but Mrs. Turner and I, and others, do believe that 
they were only disposed of by my Lady, in case she had died, 
to some friends of her's, and now laid there again.

10th. I begnn to disconree with Sir W. CoTentry the busi- 
nesB of T&Qgier, which, by the removal of my Lord Bellassis, 
is Qow to have a new Governor ; and did move him, that at 
this aeaeon all the bnsinesB of reforming 4he garriaon might be 
considered, while nobody was to be offended ; and I told him 
it is plun that we do overspend onr revenue : that it is of no 
more profit to. the King than it was the first day, nor in itself 
of better credit ; no more people of condition willing to live 
thwe, nor any thing like a place likely to tnm Ym Majesty to 
scconnt: that it hath been hitherto, and, for anght I eee, 
likely only to be need as a job to do a kindness to some Lonl, 
or he that can get to be Governor. Sir W. Coventry agreed 
with me, BO as to say, that nnless the King hath the wealth 
of the Mogul!, he would be a beggar to have his businesB^ 
ordered in the manner they now are: that his garriBone muat 
be made places only of convenience to particular persons : that 
he hath moved the Duke of Tork in it; and that it was 
resolved to send no Governor thither Ull there had been Gom- 
miseionera sent to put the garriaon in order, eo as that he that 
goes may go with limitations and rules to follow, and not to 
do as he please, as the rest have hitherto done. That he ifl 
not a&aid to speak his mind, though to the displeasure of any 
man ; and that I know well enough ; but that, when it is 
come, aa it is now, that to speak the truth in behalf of the 
King plainly do no good, but all things bore down by other 
measures than by what is best for the King, he hath no 
temptation to be perpetoally fighting of battles, it being more 
easy to Mm on those terms to suffer things to go on without 
giving any man offence, than to have the same thing done, 
and he contract the displeasure of all the world, as he must 
do, that will be for the King. To the King's kittle chapel ; 
and afterwardB to see the King heal the King's Evil, wherein 
no pleasure, I having seen it before ;' and then to see him and 
the Queen, and Duke of Tork and his wife, at dinner in the 
Queen's lodgings ; and so with Sir Q. Carteret to his lodgings 
to dinner ; where very good company ; and after dinner he and 
I to talk alone how things are managed, and to what ruin we 
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mast come if ve have not t peace. He did tell me one occft- 
uoo, hoir Sir Thomas Allen, whom I took for a man of Icnown 
eoorage and serrice on the King's side, was tried for his life 
in Prince Rupert's fleete, in the late times, for covardice, and 
condemned to he hanged, and fled to Jersej ; -where Sir Q. 
Carteret reoeired him, not knowing the reason of his coming 
thither:- and that tberenpon Prince Bnpert wrote to the 
Queen-Mother his dislike of Sir G. Carteret's rec^ving a 
person that stood condemned ; and so Sir G. Carteret was 
forced to bid him betake himaelf to some -other place. This, 
was strange to me. Our CoBmiissioners are preparing to go 
to Bredah to the treaty, and do design to be going the next 
week. Blessed be God ! I hear that my father is better and 
better, and will, I, hope, live to enjoy some cheerful days ; but 
it is strange what he writes me, that Mr. Wearer, of Hun- 
tingdon, who was a lus^, likely, and but a youngish man, should 
be dead. 

11th. I to the 'Change, and theare hear of the loss of a 
little East Indiaman, valued at about 20,000^., coming home 
alone, and safe to within ten leagues of Seilly, and there sn^t 
by a French Caper.' With Baity to Sir G. Carteret's office, 
and there with Mr. Fenn despatched the business of Balty'a 
1600^ he received for the oontingencies of the fleete, whereof 
he rec«ved about 25SI. in pieces of eight at a goldsmith's 
there hard by, which did puzzle me and him to tell ; for I 
Gonld not tell the diflerenee by sight, only by bigness, and 
tliat is not always discernible, between a whole and half piece 
and qoarter-piece. To White Hall, thinking there to have 
seen the Duchess of Kewcastle'a coming this night to Coart, 
to make a viMt to the Queen, the King having been with her 
yesterday, to make her a visit since her coming to town. The 
whole story of this lady is a romance, and all she does is 
romantic. Her footmen in velvet coats, and herself in antiquo 
dress, as they say ; and was the other day at her own play, 
** The Humourous Lovers ;" the most ridiculous thing that 
ever was wrote, bat yet she and her Lord mightily pleased 
with it; and she, at the end, made her respects to the players

from hor box, and did give tliem tbanke. There is as inacb 
expectation of ber coming to Goart, that so people maj oome 
to see ber, aa if it Tore the Qne«n of Sheba :' but I lost tnj 
labonr, for she did not como this night There have been 
two fires in the Cit; within this week. 

12th. Coining home, saw m; door and hatch open, left so 
by Luce, ovr cookmud, which so vexed me, that I did giro 
her a kick in enr entry, and offered a blow at her, and was 
seen doing so by Sir W. Fen's footboy, which did vex me to 
the heart, because I know he will be telling their family of 
it. By water to White Hall, and there did onr nsnal bnei- 
nesH before the Duke of York: bat it fell oat that, dis- 
coorsing of matters of money, it rose to a mighty heat, very 
high words arising between Sir G. Carteret and Sir W. Co- 
ventry, the former in his passion saying that the other should 
have helped tbings if they were so bad ; and the other an- 
swered, BO be would, and things shonld have been better, had 
he been Treasurer of the Navy. I was mightily troubled at 
this heat, and it will breed ill blood between them, I fear; 
but things are in that bad condition, that I do daily expect 
we shall all fly in one another's faces, whwt we shall be 
reduced, every one, to answer for himself. We broke np ; 
uid I soon after to Sir G. Carteret's chamber, irhere I find 
the poor man telling his lady privately, «id she weeping. I 
went in to them, and did seem, as indeed I was, troubled for 
this ; and did give the best advice I could, which, I think, did 
please them : and they do apprehend me their friend, as indeed 
I am, for I do take the Vice-chamberlain for a most honest 
man. He did assure me that be was not, all expencee and 
things paid, clear in estate 15,0002. better than he was when 
the King oome in ; and that the King and Lord Chancellor 
did know that be was worth, with the debt the King owed 
him, 50,000!., I think, he said, when the King cotne into 
England. 

18th. Wrote to my father, who, I am glad to hear, is at 
some ease agwn, and I long to have him in town, that I may 
see what can be done for him here ; for I would fain do all I 
' Th« wwd nar b« Bwidan tn (h* ntautript 
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can, that I mfty hare him lire, and take pleasure in my doing 
Tell in the irorld. 

14th. (Lord's day.) Took out my irife, and the two 
Hercers, and two of our maids, Barker and Jane, and over 
the water to the Jamaica House,' where I never wae before^ 
and there the girle did ran for wagers over th.^ bowling-^reen ; 
uid there, with mach pleasure, spent Uttle, and so home. 

15th. Called np by Sir H. Choluly, who tells me that my 
Lord Middleton is for certain chosen Governor of Tangier ; » 
BUI of moderate vnderstanding, not covetous, but a soldier 
of fortune, and potur. To the King's house by chance, where 
a. new play : so full as I never saw it ; I forced to stand all 
the while close to the very door till I took cold, and many 
people went away for want of room. The King, and Queen, 
and Duke of York and Daohess there, and ^1 the Court, 
and Sir W. Coreotry. The play oalled " The Change of 
Crownes ;" * a play of Ned Howard's,' the beet that ever I 
•aw at that house, being a. great. play and serious; only Lacy 
did act the country-gentleman come up to Court, who do 
abuse the Court with all the imaginable wit and plainness 
about selling of places, and doing every thing ibr money. 
The play took very much. Theuoe I to my new booksellOT% 
and there bought " Hooker's Polity,"* the new edition, and 
'* Dugdale's History of the Inns of Court," of which there 
was but a few saved oat of the fire, and Flayford's new 
Catch-book, that hath a great many new fooleries iu it. 

16th. Home to dinner, sad in haste to carry my wife to 
see the new play I saw yesterday, she not knowing it. But 
there, contrary to expectation, find " The Silent Woman." 
However, in ; and there Knipp come into the pit. I took 
her by me, and here we met with Mrs. Horsley, the pretty 
woman — an acquaintance of Mercer's, whose house is burnt.

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Bjiipp tells me tbe King was bo sngry at tbe liberty taken 
by Lacy's part' to abuse him to his face, tbat he commanded 
they shonld act no more, till Moone' went and got leare for 
them to act again, but not this play. The King mighty 
angry ; and it was bitter indeed, but very fine and witty. I 
nerer waa more taken with a play than I am with this " Silent 
Woman," as old as it is, and as ofien as I have seen it. 
There is mora wit in it than goes to ten new pla^. Theoce 
took them all to the Cake-honae, in Sonthampton Market- 
place.' Pierce told na the story how, in good earnest, the 
King is offended with the Dake of Richmond's marrying, and 
Hrs. Stewart sending the King his jewels again. As he tells 
it, it is the soblest romance and example of a brave lady that 
ever I read in my life. Pretty to hear them talk of yester- 
day's play, and I durst not own to my wife that I had seen it. 

17th. In our way, in Tower Street, we saw Desbrongh* 
walking on foot : who is now no more a prisoner, and looks 
well, and just as he used to do heretofore. To the King's 
playhouse, and saw » piece of " BoUa," a play I like not 
much, but much good acting in it : the house very empty. 

18th. With my wife to the Duke of York's house, and 
there saw " The M^ts," a play I formerly loved, and is now 
corrected and enlarged : but, though I like the acting, yet I 
like not much in the play now. Tho Duke of Tork and W. 
Coventry gone to Portsmouth, makes me thus to go to plays. 

19th. To the play-house, where saw "Macbeth," which, 
though I have seen it often, yet is it one of the best plays for 
a stage, and variety of danciDg and musick, that ever I saw.

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My vife tella me that she finds b; W. Hewer that my people 
do obserre my minding my pleasures more than usual, vbich 
I confess, and am ashamed of, and bo from this day take upon 
me to leave it till Wbit-Sunday. Some talk of Sir W. Pen's 
being to buy Wansted House of Sir Robert Brookes ; and I 
dare be hanged if ever he oould mean to buy that great 
house, that knovs not how to furnish one that is not the 
tenth part so big. 

20th. Met Mr. Kolt, -who tells me the reason of so play 
to-day at the King's house. That Iiacy had been committed 
to the porter's lodge for his acting his part in the late new 
play, and being thence released to come to the King's house, 
he there met with Ned Howard, the poet of the play, who 
congratulated his release ; upon which Lacy cursed him aa 
that it was the fault of bis nonsensical play that was the cause 
of his ill usage. Mr. Howard did give him some reply, to 
which Lacy answered him, that he was more a fool than a 
poet ; upon which Howard did give him a blow on the face 
with his glove ; upon which Lacy, having a cane in his hand, 
did give him a blow over the pate. Here Rolt and others 
that discoursed of it in the pit did wonder that Howard did 
not ruR him through, he being too mean a fellow to fight 
with. Bat Howard did not do anytbiDg but complain to the 
King of it; so the whole bouse is silenced, and the gentry 
seem to rejoice much at it, the house being become too inso- 
lent. Home, havii^ brought with me from Fenchurob Street 
a hundred of sparrowgrass,' cost 18d, We had them and a 
little bit of salmon, which ray wife had a mind to, cost Z». 
So to supper. 

21st. (Lord's day.) I have a mind to buy enongh ground 
to boild a coach-house and stable ; for I have bad it much in 
my thoughts lately that it is not too much for me now, in 
degree or cost, to keep a coach, but contrarily, that I am 
almost ashamed to be seen in a hackney. To Hackney 
church, where very full, and found much difficulty to get pews, 
I ofiiering the eextoti money, and he could not help me. So 
my wife and Mercer ventured into a pew, and I into another. 
' Still cookD*; lilt nfngaa. 
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A knight and bis lady Yerj civil to me when they came, being 
Sir G. Vinier' and Mb lady — rich in Jewells, but raoet in beauty 
— almost the finest woman that ever I Bav. That which I went 
chiefly to see was the young ladies of the schools, whereof 
there is great store, very pretty ; and also the organ, which ie 
handsome, and tnnes the psalm, and plays with the pei^le ; 
which is mighty pretty, and makes me mighty earnest to hare 
a pair at our church, I having almost a mind to give them a 
pair, if they would settle a maintenance on them for it. 

22d. To the Lord Chancellor's house, the first ^me I have 
been therein ; and it is very noble, and brave pictures of the 
ancient and present nobility. The King was vexed the oth» 
day for having no paper laid for him at the Couneil-table, as 
was usual ; and Sir Richard Browne' did tell his Majesty he 
would call the person^ whoso work it was to provide it : who 
being come, did tell his Mt^esty that he was but a poor Eoas, 
and was out 4002. or 500^, for it, which was as much as he is 
worth ; and that he cannot provide it any longer without 
money, having not received a penny since the King's coming 
in. So the King spoke to my Lord Chamberlain; and many 
Bach mementos the King do now-a-days meet withall, enon^ 
to make an ingenuous man mad. 

23d. (St George's day.) The feast being kept at White 
Ball, out of design, as it is thought, to make the beet 
countenance we can to the Swede's Embassadors,* before 
their leaving us to go to the treaty abroad, to show some 
jollity. 

24th. To St. James's, and there the Duke of York was 
preparing to go to some farther ceremonies about the Garter, 
that he could give us no audience. To Sir John Duncomb's' 
lodging in the Pell Mell, in order to the money spoken of in

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the moromg ; and there avhile sat and discoorsed : and I find 
tliat he ia a verj proper man for business, being very resolate 
attd prond, and indnBtrions. He told me what reformation 
they had made in the office of the Ordnance, taking away 
L^g'a * fees : and have got an order that no Treasurer after 
him shall ever sit at the Soard ; and it is a good one : that 
DO master of the Ordnance here shall ever sell a place. He 
tells me they have not paid any increase of price for any 
thing during this war, bnt in most have paid less ; and at 
this day have greater stores than they know where to lay, if 
Uiere should be peace, and than ever was any time this war. 
Then to talk of news : that he thinks the want of money 
bath undone the BCing, for the Parliament will never give the 
King more money without calling all people to account, nor, 
as be believes, will ever make war again, but they will 
manage it themselves: unless, which I proposed, he would 
visibly become a severer inspector into bis own bnuness and 
accounts, and that would gain npon the Parliament yet: 
which he confesses and confirms as the only lift to set him 
npon his legs, bat says, that it is not in hia nature ever to do. 
He thinks that much of our misfortune hath been for want 
of an active Lord Treasurer, and that such a man aa Sir W, 
Coventry would do the bnsiness thoroughly. 

26th. To White Hall, and there saw the Duke of Albe- 
marle, who is not well, and do grow crazy. While I was 
waiting in the matted Gallery, a young man was working in 
Tf^ijimi inke the great jnctnre of the King and Queen* sitting, 
by Van Dyke; and did it very finely. Met vrith NeC 
Kckering, who tells me the ill news of his nephew Gilbert, 
who is tamed a very rogue. Then I took a turn with Mr. 
Evelyn, with whom I walked two hours, till almost one of 
the clock : talking of the badness of the Government, where 
nothing but wickedness, and wicked men and women com- 
mand the King : that it is not in hia nature to gainsay any 
thing that relates to his pleasures ; that much of it Miisu 
frcnn the sicklinesa of oar ftinisters of State, who janr o*,l4

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ftbout him M tiie idle companioiiB are, and therefore he gives 
my to the yoong rogues ; and then, from tjie negligence of 
the Clergy, that a Bishop shall never be seen about him, as 
the King of France hath alwajB : that the King would fain 
hare some of the same gang to be Lord TreBaurer, which 
would be yet worse, for now some delays are put to the 
getting gifts of die King, as Lady Byron,' who had been, as 
he called it, the King's BeventeeDth mistress abroad, did not 
leare him till she had got him to give her an mrder for 4000f. 
worth of plate to be made for her ; hot by delays, thanks b« 
to God! she died before she had it He tells m« mighty 
ftories of the King of France, how great a prince he is.* 
He bath made a code to shorten the law ; ho hath pnt o«t 
all the ancient commanders of eastles that were become 
hereditary; he hath made all the fryers subject to the 
bisbopa, which before were only sabject to Borne, and so 
were hardly the King's snbjects, and that none shall become 
religieux but at sach an ago, which he thinks will in a few 
years min the Pope, and bring France into a patriarchate. 
He confirmed to me the bosiness of the want of paper at the 
Connml-table the other day, which I hare obserred ; Wooly 
bmng to have found it, and did, being called, tell the King to 
hia face the reason of it ; and Mr. Evelyn tells me of Beveral 
of the menial servants of the Court lacking bread, that have 
not reoeived a farthing wages since the Kng's cuuing in. 
He tells me the King of France hath his mistresses, bst 
laughs at the foolery of our King, that makes his bastards 
princes,' and loses his revenue upon them, and makes his 
mistresses his masters: and the King of France did never 
grant Lavalliero* any thing to bestow on others, and gives a

He told m« 
the whole story of Mrs. Stewart's going away from Court, 
he knowing her well ; uid belierea her, up to her leaving the 
Court, to be KB Tirtaons aa any w^an in the world : and 
told me, from a Lord that ehe told it to but yesterday, with 
her own month, and a sober man, Uiat when the Dake of 
Bicfamond did make love to hw, she did aek ^e King, and 
he did the like tUso ; and ^at the King did not deny it, and 
[shflj told this Lord that ehe was come to that paw ae to hare 
resolved to hare married any gentleman of 15002. a-year that 
would have had her in honour ; for it was come to ^at pass, 
that she conld not long^ continue at Court without proeti- 
tnting herself to the King,' whom she had so long kept oS^ 
though he had liberty more than any other had, or be ought 
to have, aa to dalliance.^ Sbe told this Lord that she had 
reflected upon the occasion she had given the world to think 
her a bad woman, and that she had no way but to marry andt 
leave the Court, rather in this way of discontent than othra^ 
wise, that the world might see that she sought not any thing 
but her honour; and that she will never oome to live at 
Goart more than when she comes to town to kiss the Queen 
her AGstress's hand ; and hopes, thongb she hath little reason 
to hope, she can please her Lord so as to reclaim him, that 
they may yet live comfortably in the country on his estate. 
, She told this Lord that all the Jewells she ever had given 
her at Court, or any other presents, more than the King's 
allowance of 7001. per annum out of the Privy-purse for her 
clothes, were, at her first coming the King did give her a 
necklace of pearl of about 1100!.,* and afterwards, about 
seven months since, when the King had hopes to have ob-

Jewells, I have forgot vhat, and I think a p&ir of penduitB. 
The Duke of York, beiog once her Valenttne, did give her 
« Jewell of about 800^ ; and my Lord Maadeville, her Valentine 
this year, a ring of about 8007.; and the King of France 
would have had her mothw,' who, he says, is one of the 
most cunning women in the world, to have let her stay in 
France, saying that he loved her not as a nustress, but as 
one that he could marry as well as any lady in France; 
and that, if she might stay, for the hononr of his Court he 
would take caro she should not repent. But her mother, 
by command of the Queen-mother, thought rather to bring 
her into England ; and the King of France did give her a 
Jewell : so that Evelyn believes she may be worth in Jewells 
about 60001., and that, that is all she hath in the world : and 
a worthy woman ; and in this hath done as great an act of 
honour as ever was done by woman. That now the Gonntesa 
Gastlemaine do carry all before her : and among other argu- 
ments to prove Mrs. Stewart to have been honest to the last, 
he says that the Ejng's keeping in still with my Lady Oastle- 
maine do show it; for he never was known to keep two 
mistresses in his life, and would never have kept to her bad 
he prevailed any thing with Mrs. Stewart. She is gone 
yesterday with her Lord to Cobham.^ Ho did tell me of the 
ridiculous humour of our King and Knights of the Garter the 
other day, who, whereas heretofore their robea were only to 
be worn during their ceremonies and service, these, as proud 
of their coats, did wear them all day till night, and then rode 
into the Park with them on. Nay, and he telle me be did 
see my Lord Oxford and the Duke of Monmouth in a hackney- 
coach with two footmen in the Park, with their robes on ; 
which b a most scandalous thing, bo as all gravity may be

Bj and hj we discoorfled of Sir 
Tbomfts Clifford,' whom I tot^ for a very rich and learned 
nan, and of the great family of that name. He tells me he 
is only a man of &bont seTeo-ecore pounds a-year, of little 
learning more than the Isv of a justice of peace, which he 
knows well: a parson's son, got to he burgess in a little 
borough in the West, and here fell into the aoqaaintanoe <^ 
my Lord Arlington, whose creatm-e he is, and never from him ; 
a man of virttte, and comely, and good parts enough ; and 
hath come into his place with a great grace, though with a 
great skip over tbe heads of a great many, as Chichly and 
Penham, and some Lords that did expect it. By the way, 
he tellt me, that of all the great men of England there is 
none that e&dearonrs more to raise those that he takes into 
favour than my Lord Arlington ; and that, on that score, he 
is much more to be made one's patron than ray Lord Ghan- 
eellor, who never did, nor never will do, any thing, but for 
money.' Certain news of the Datch being abroad on our 
coast with twenty-four great ships. Met my Lady Newcastle 
going with her coaches and footmen all in velvet : hereelf, 
whom I never saw before, as I have heard her often described, 
for all the town-talk is now-o-daya of her extravagancies, with 
her velvet-cap, her hair about her ears ; many black patches, 
because of pimples about her mouth ; naked-necked, without 
any thing about it, and a hlaeb jost-au-corps. She seemed 
to me a very comely w<Hnan : hut I hope to see more of her 
on May-day. 

27th. This afternoon I got in some coals at 238. per 
chaldron, a good hearing, I thank God — having not been pat

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to bnj a coal all this dear time, that during this war poor 
people hare been forced to give 45>. asd 50s., and 3/. My 
wife and people bnay tbeee late day?, and will bo for senw 
tiine, making of ebirta and smocks. With Hr. Moore, dis- 
oouning of my Lord Sandwich's familj, which he telle me is in 
very bad condition, for want of money and management, my 
Lord's charpng them with bills, and nobody, nor any thing 
provided to answer thwa. 

28th. (Lord's day.) After dinnw, by water — the day 
being mighty pleasant, and the tide serving finely, reading in 
Boyle's boc^ of colours, as high as Bame filmes, and there 
took one torn alone, and then back to Putney Church, where 
I saw the giris of the schools, few of which pretty ; and 
there I come into a pew, and met with little James Fi««e> 
iriuoh I wa« much pleased at, the little rogue being very glad 
to see me : his master. Header to the Church. Here was a 
good sermon and much company, but I sleepy, and a little 
out of order, at my hat f&Uing down through a bole beneath 
the pulpit, which, however, after sermon, by a stick, and the 
help of the derk, I got up again. And so by water, the tide 
being with me again, down to Deptford, and there I walked 
down the Yard, Shish' and Cox with me, and discoursed 
ahont cleaning of the wet docke, and heard, which I had 
before, how, when the docke was made, a ship of nearly 500 
tons was there found ; a ship supposed of Queen Elisabeth's 
time, and well wrought, with a great deal of stone-shot in 
her, of eighteen inches diameter, which was shot then in use: 
and afterwards meeting mth Captain Perrinan and Mr. 
Castle at Half-way Tree, they tell me of stone-shot of thirty- 
six inches diameter, which they shot out of mortar-pieces.* 

2dth. I hear that the Dake of Cambridge, the Duke of

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York's Bon, is very taek ; and my Lwd Treisorer very bad 
«{ the stone, aad hath been so some days. Sir G. Carteret 
teiia me my L(»rd Arlington hath done like a gentleman by 
him in all tliiagB. He says, if mj Lord [Sandwich] were 
here, he were the fittest man to be Lord Treasurer of any man 
in England ; and he thinks it might be compassed ; for he 
oonfeasea that the King's matters do sufier tbroogh the 
inability of this miyfi, irho is likely to die, and he will pro- 
pound him to the £ing. It viU remove him from his place 
at sea, and the King will have a good place to bestow. He 
■ays to me, that he could wisl^ when my Lord oomea, that he 
vonld think fit to forbear playing, as a thing below him, and 
vhich will lessen him, as it do my Lord St. Albans, in Uie 
King's esteem: and as a great seoret tells me that he h&th 
■lade a match for my Lord Hinchingbroke to a daqghter ' of 
ny Lord Burlington's, where there is great alliance, 10,000^ 
portion ; a civil family, and relation to my Lord Chancellor, 
whose son hath married one of the danghtere ;* and that my 
Lord Chanceilor do take it with very great kindness, so that 
he do hold himself obliged by it. My Lord Sandwich hath 
referred it to my Lord Crewe, Sir G. Carteret, and Mr. 
Montagu, to end it. My Lord Hinchingbroke and the ladies 
know nodiing yet of it. It will, I think, be very happy. 
Home, whore I settled to my chamber about my accounts till 
twelve at night, when news is brought me that there is a 
peat fire in Sonthwarko : so we ap to the leads, and then I 
and the boy down to the end of oar lane, and there saw it, 
it seeming pretty great, but nothing to the fire of London, 
that it made me tUnk little of it. We could at that distance 
*see an engine play — that is, the water go oot, it being 
moonlight. By and by, it begun to slaoken, and then I 
h<Hne and to bed. 

80th. Sir John Winter to discourse with me about the 
forest of Deane, and then about my Lord Treasurer, and 
asking me whether, as be had heard, I had not been out tar 
the stone, I took him to my closet, and there showed it to 
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him, of irUeh he took the dimeosioiis, and I believe will show 
my Lord Treasurer it. I met vith Mr. Pierce, and he tells 
me the Duke of Cambridge is ver; iU and foil of spots aboat 
his bodj, that Dr. Frailer, knows not what to think of it. 

May 1st. To Westminster,; in the way meeting many 
nulk-maids with their garlands npon their pails, duicing with 
a fiddler before them ; and saw pret^ Nelly * standing at her 
lodgings' door in Dniry-lane, in her smock sleeves and bodice, 
looking npon one ; she seemed a mighty pretty creature. My 
Lord Crewe walked with me, giving me an aoconnt of the 
meeting of the CommissionerB' for Accounts, whereof he is 
one. How some of the gentlemen, Garraway, Littleton, and 
others, did scruple at their first coming there, being called 
thithev to act, as Members of Parliament, which they could 
not da by any authority but that of the Parliament, and 
lluirefore desired the King's direction in it, which was sent 
for by my Lord Bridgewater,^ who brought answer, very short, 
that the King expected they should obey his Commission. 
Then they went on, and observed upon a power to be ^ven 
them of admiuiatering and framing an oath, which ttiey 
thought they could not do by any power but Act of Parlia- 
ment ; and the whole ComnuBsion did think fit to have the 
Judges' opinion in it ; and so, drawing np their s(»^pleB in 
writing, they all attended the King, who told them he would 
send to the Judges to be answered, and did so ; who hare, 
my Lord tells me, met three times about it, not knowing 
what answer to ^ve it ; and they have met this week, doing 
nothing but expecting the solution of the Judges in this point. 
My Lord teUs mo he do believe this Commission will do more 
hurt than good ; it may ondo some accounts, if these men 
shall think fit ; but it oan never clear an account, for he must 
come into the Exchequer for all this. Besides, it is a kind 
of inquisition that hath seldom ever been granted in England ; 
and he believes it will never, besides, give any satisfaction to 
the People or Parliament, but be looked npon as a forced,

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packed boBUlMB of the King, especially if these Parliament- 
men that are of it shall not concur with .them : which he 
donbtfl they will not, and, therefore, wishes much that the 
King would lay hold of this fit occasion, and let the Commis* 
uon £&11. Then to talk of my Lord Sandwich, whom my 
Lord Crewe hath a great deeira might get to be Lord 
Treasttrer if the present Lord should die, as it is believed he 
will, in a little time ; and thinks he can have no competitor 
but my Iiord Arlington, who, it is giren oat, desires it : bat 
my Lord thinks not, for that the being Secretary do keep 
him a greater interest with the King than the other would 
do : at least, do belieye, that if my Lord would Burrender him 
his Wardrobe place, it would be a temptation to Arlington to 
assist my Lord in getting the Treasurer's. I did object to 
my Lord [Crewe} that it would be no place of content, nor 
safety, nor honour for my Lord, the State being so indigent 
fts it is, and the King so irregular, and those about him, that 
my Lord must be forced to part with any thing to answer his 
-warrants; and that, therefore, I do believe the King bad 
rather have a man that may be one of his vioious cabalt, than 
a sober man that will mind the publick, that so they may 
ait at cards and dispose of the revenue of the kingdom. This 
my Lord was moved at, and said he did not indeed know hovr 
to answer it, and bid me think of it ; and so said he himself 
would also do. He do mightily cry out of tbe bad manage- 
ment of onr monies, the King having had so much given him ; 
sod yet, when the Parliament do find that the King should 
have 900,0001. in his purse by the best account of issues they 
have yet seen, yet we should report in the Navy a debt due 
from the King of 900,0007. ; which, I did confess, I doubted 
was trae in the first, and knew to be true in the last, and did 
believe that there was some great miscarriages in it: which he 
owned to believe also, saying, that at this rate it is not in the 
power of the kingdom to make a war, nor answer the King's 
wants. Thence away to the King's playhouse, and saw 
** Lore in a Maze :" ' but a sorry play : only Lacy's clowne'a 
part, which he did most admirably indeed ; and I am glad to

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fi&d the rogae &t liberty sgain. Here was but little, ukI that 
ordinary, compasy. We ut st the upper bench next th« 
boxes ; and I find it do pret^ well, and have Uie advantage 
of seeing and hearing the great people, which may be pleasa&t 
wheo there is good store. Nqw was only Prince Knpert and 

my Lord lisnderdale, and my Lord ' &a naming of 

whom puts me in mind of my seeiiig, at Sir Robert Viner's, 
two or three great silver flagons, made with inscriptions as 
ff£t8 of the King to snch and such persons of quality as did 
stay in town the late great plague, for the keeping things in 
(oder in the town. But here was neither Hart, Nell, nor 
Enipp; therefore, the play was not likely to please me. 
Thence Sir W. Pen and I in his coach, Tiborae way, into die 
Park, where a ht^rid dust, and number of coaches, without 
pleasure or order, That which we, and almost all went for, 
was to Beo nty L^y Newcastle ; which we could not, she 
being followed and crowded upon by coaches all the way she 
went, that nobody could come near her; only I ooold see sbe 
was in a large black coach, adorned with silver insbead of gold, 
and BO white curtains, and every thing black and white, and 
herself in her cap. Sut that which X did sea, and wonder at 
with reason, was to find Fegg Pen in a new coach, with only 
her husband's pretty uster' with her, both patched and very 
fine, and in much the finest coach in the park, and I think 
that ever I did see one or other, for neatnesa and richness in 
gold, and every thing that is noble. My Lady Oaetleauuns, 
the King, my Lord St. Albans, Mr. Jermyn, have not bo neat 
a coach, that ever I saw. And, Lord ! to have them havA 
this, and nothing else that is con'ospondent, is to me one of 
the most ridioulons sights that ever I did see, thou^ her 
present dress was well enough ; but to live in the condition 
they do at home, and be abroad in this ooaoh, astonshes me. 
When we had spent h^f an hour in the Park, we went out 
again, weary of the dust, and despairing of seeing my Lady 
Newcastle ; and to St. James's. But we staying by the way 
to drink, she got home a little before us: so we lost our 
labours, and then home ; where we find the two yonng ladies 
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come borne, and thwr patches off; I snppoBe Sir W. Pen do 
not allow of tbem ia his sight. Sir W. Fen did give me an 
account tlua afternoon of his desi^ of baying Sir Robert 
Brookea's fine honse at Waiuted ; whicb I so wondered at, 
and did fp.Ye him reasons a^piiast it, whi<!h be allowed of: and 
told me tb&t he did intend to pnll down the house and boild 
a less, and that he should get 15002. by the old house, and I 
know not what foc^eriee. But I will never believe he ever 
intended to buy it, for my part ; ' though be troubled Mr. 
Gaoden to g« and look upon it, and advise him in it. 

2d. To my Lord Treasurer's, who continue so ill as not 
to be troubled with business. 

8d. To the Duke of York's chamber, which, as it ia now 
fretted at the t<q), and the cbinmey-pieoe made bandsonue, ia 
one of the noblest and best-proportioned rooms that ever, X 
think, I saw. Among other things, we had a proposition of 
Mr. Pieroe'i, for being continned ia pay, or something done 
for him, in reward of his pgdns as Chyrurgeon-Oenerall ; for- 
asmuch as Trontbecke,* that was never a doctor before, hath 
got 200^ a year settled OD him for nothing bot that one 
voyage with the Duke oS Albemarle. The Duke and the 
wiide company did show most particular kindness to Mr, 
Herce, every body moving for him, and the Duke himself 
most, that he is likely to h^ a very great man, I believe. To 
Westminster by eoacb ; the Cofferer' telling us odd stories hov 
be was dealt with by the men of the Church »t Westminster 
in taking a lease of them at the Kiug'e eooung in,* and pu^- 
ticnlarly the devilish covetousness of Dr. Busby.* Sir Stephen 
Fox, in disoouree^ told him how he is selling some land he 
hath, which yields him not ahote three per cent., if ao much,

Took a turn vitb my old acqniuntaace Mr. Fechell, whose re<^ 
nose makes me ashamed to be Been with him, though other- 
wise a good-natured man. This day the news is come that 
the fleete of the Dutch, of about 20 Bhipe, which coma upon 
our coasts upon design to have intercepted our colliers, but 
by good luck failed, is gone to the Frith, and there lies, 
perhaps to trouble the Scotch privateers, which have galled 
them of late very much, it may be more than all our last 
year's fieete. 

4th. To the office, where a great conflict I had with Sir 
W. Warren, he bringing a letter to the Board, flatly in words 
charging them with their delays in passing his accounts, which 
have been with them these three years, part of which I said 
was not true, snd the other indecent. So I writ in the margin 
of the letter, " Returned as untrue," and, by consent of the 
Board, did give it him again. 

5th. (Lord's day.) Sir John Robinson tells me he hath now 
got a street ordered to be continued, forty feet broad, from 
Paul's through Gannon Street to the Tower,' which will be 
very fine. He and others this day, where I was in the after- 
noon, do tell me of at least six or eight fires within these few 
dsys ; and continually stirs of fires, and real fires there have 
been, in one place or other, almost ever unce the late great 
fire, as if there was a fate sent people for fire. I vralked over 
the Park to Sir W. Coventry's. We talked of Tangier, of 
which he is ashamed ; also that it should pat the King to this 
charge for no good in the world : and now a man going over 
that is a good soldier, but a debauched man, which the place 
need not to have. And so used these words: "That this 
place was to the King as my Lord Carnarvon' says of wood, 
that it is an excrescence of the earth provided by God for the 
payment of debts." ^Hiis day Sir W. Coventry tells me the 
Dutch fleete shot some shot, four or five hundred, into

€tfa. To dinner, where Creed come, whom I vexed devilishly 
irith telling him a wise man, and good &ieud of his and mine, 
did Bay that he lately went into the coimtry to Hinchingbroke ; 
and, at hiB coming to town again, had shifted hia lodgings, 
only to avoid paying to the Poll Bill, which is so true that he 
blnsbed, and could not in words deny it. 

7th. To St. James's ; but there find Sir W. Coventry gone 
oat betimes this morning, on horseback, with the King and 
Duke of Tork, to Fntney-heath, to run some horses. 

8th. To enquire about the ground behind onr honse, of 
which I hare a mind to buy enough to make a stable and 
coach-house ; for I do see that my condition do require it, as 
well that it is more charge to my purse to lire as I do than to 
keep one. 

9th. Sir W. Coventry tells me ho hears stories of Commis- 
sioner Pett, of selling timber to the Navy under other names, 
which I told him I believe is true, and did give him an in- 
stance. He told me also how his clerk Floyd he hath pat 
sway for bis common idlenesse and ill company, and particu- 
larly that yesterday he was found not able to come and attend 
him, by boing run into the arme in a squabble, thongh he pre- 
tends it was done in the streets by strangers, at nine at night, 
by the Maypole in the Strand. Sir W. Coventry did write 
to me this morning to recommend him another, which I could 
find in my heart to dcW. Hewer for bis good ; but do believe 
he will not part with mo, nor hare I any mind to let him go. 
I would my brother were fit for it, I would adventure him 
there. He insists npon an unmarried man, that can write 
well, and hath French *enoagh to transcribe it only fVom a 
copy, and may write short-hand, if it may be. To my Lord

lOth. At noon to Kent's, at the Three Tana' Tavern: and

11th. My wife being dressed this day in fair hair did make 
me so mad, that I spoke not one word to her, thongh I was 
ready to burst with anger. After that. Creed and I into the 
Park, and walked, a most pleasant evening, and so took coach, 
and took up my wife, and in my way home dtacovered my trouble 
to my wife for ber white locks, Bwearing several times, which I 
pray God forgive me for, and bending my fist, that I wonld not 
endnre it. She, poor wretch, was surprised mth it, and made me 
no answer all the way home ; but there we parted, and I to the 
offioe late, and then home, and without sopper to bed, vexed. 

12th. (Lord's day.) Fp, and to my chamber, to settle 
some acconnta there, and by and by down oomes my wrfe to 
me in her night-gown, and we begun calmly, that upon having 
money to lace ber gown for second mourning, she would pro- 
mise to wear white locks no more in my sight, which I, like 
a sevwe fool, thinking not enough, begnn to except against, 
and made her Sy out to very high terms and cry, and in her 
heat, told me of keeping company with Mrs. Knipp, saying, 
that if I would promise never to see her more — of whom she 
hath more reason to sospeot than I had heretofore of Pem- 
hIeton~-she would never wear white locks more. This vexed 
me, but I restrained myself from saying anything, but do 
thmk never to see this woman — at least, to have her here 
more : and so all very good friends as ever. My wife and I 
bethought ourselves to go to a French house to dinner, and 
so enquired out Monsieur Robins, my perriwigg-maker, who 
keeps an ordinary, and in an ugly street in Covent Garden, 
did find bim at the door, and bo we in ; and in a moment ' 
almost had &e table covered, and oleui glasses, and all in the 
French manner, and a mess of potage firsl^ and tlien a piece 
of boeof-a-la-mode, all exceeding well seasoned, and to our 
great liking ; at least it would have been anywhere else bat 
in this bad street, and in a perriwigg-maker'B house.; but to 
rfee the plcasuit and ready attend«ice that wa had, and all 
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things BO deBirons to pleue, and ingeaiona in the people, did 
take me mightily. Our dinner cost as Qt. Walked over the 
fields to Kingaland, and baok again ; a valk, I think, I have 
not taken these twenty years ; bnt pats me in mind of my 
boy's iime, when I boarded at Kingsland, and need to shoot 
with my bow and arrows in these fields. A very pretty place 
it is ; and little did any of my friends think I should come to 
walk in these fields in this condition and state that I am. 
Then took coach again, and home throngh Shoreditoh ; and at 
home my wife finds Barker to have been abroad, and telling 
her so many lies abont it, that she struck her, and the wench 
said she would not stay with her : ee I examined the wench, 
and found her in so many lies myself, that I was glad to be 
rid of her, and so resolved having her go away to-niorrow. 

13th. My wife rising to send away Barker, according to 
oar resolntioh last night, and she did do it with more clothes 
than have cost us 101., and 20«. in her purse, which I did for 
the respect I bear Mr. Falconbridge, otheiwise she had not 
deserved half of it. This mwniag come Sir H. Cholmly to 
me for » tally or two ; and tells me that he hears that we are 
by agreement to give the King of France Sov& Scotia, which 
he do not like : bnt I do not know the importance of it.' 
Sir Philip Warwick do please himself, like a good man, to 
tell some of the good ejaculations of my Lord Treasurer 
concerning the little worth of this world, to bay it with so 
much pain, and other things fit for a dying man. 

14th. To my Iiord Chancellor's, where I met Mr. Povy, 
expecting the coming of the rest of the Commissions^ for 
Tangier. Here I understand how the two Dukes, both the 
only sons of the Dnke of York, are sick even to danger, and 
that on Sunday last they were both so ill, as that the poor 
Duchess was in doubt which would die first : the Duke of 
Cambridge of some general disease ; the other little Duke,*

had {bar thia monusg. Fear that either of them might be 
dead, did make ns think that it was the occaaion that the 
Dnke of York and others were not come to the meeting of 
the Commiasion which was designed, and my Lord Chan- 
cellor did expect. And it was pretty to observe how, when 
mj Lord sent down to St. James's to see why the Duke of 
York come not, and Mr. Povy, who went, retm^ed, my Lord 
(Chancellor) did ask, not how the Princes or the Dukes do, as 
other people do, but "How do the childrea?" which me- 
thought was mighty great, and like a great man and grand- 
father. I find every body mightily concerned for these chil- 
dren, OS a matter wherein the State is much concerned that ' 
they should live. 

15th. I away with Sir G. Carteret to London, talking all 
the way : and he do tell me that the business of my Lord 
Hinchingbroke his marriage with my Lord Burlington's 
daughter is concluded on by all friends ; and that my Lady 
is now told of it, and do mightily please herself with it: 
which I am mightily glad of. News still that my Lord 
Treasurer is so ill as not to be any man of this world ; and it 
is said that the Treasury shall be managed by CommieBion. I 
would to God Sir G. Carteret, or my Lord Sandwich, be in 
it ! Bat the latter is the more fit for it. 

16th. This being Holy Thursday, when the boys go our 
procession round the parish, we were to go to the Three Tuns' 
Tavern, to dine with the rest of the parish ; where all the 
parish almost was, Sir Andrew Richard and others ; and of 
our house, J. Minnea, W. Batten, W. Pen, and myself; and 
Mr. Mills did sit uppermost at the table. Sir John Frede- 
ricke' and Sir R. Ford did talk of Paul's School, which, they 
tell me, must he taken away f and then I fear it will be long 
before another place, such as they say is promised, is found ; 
but tbey do say that the honour of their company^ is con-

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c^med in the doing of it, aad that it is ft thing th&t thej mn 
ohliged to do. To my Lord Treasarer's, where I find the 
porter crTing, and snspected it was that my Lord is dead ; 
and, poor Lord I we did find that he was dead just now ; and 
the crying of the fellow did so trouble me, that consideriDg I 
was not likelj to troahle Urn any more, nor have occasion to 
pre any more, I did give him S«. ; but it may be, poor man, he 
hath lost a considerable hope by the death of his Lord, whose 
house will be no more frequented. There is a good man gone : 
and I pray God that the Treasury may not be worse managed by 
the hand or hands it shall now be put into ; though, for certain, 
the slowness, though he was of great integrity, of this man, 
and renussnesB, bare gone as far to undo the nation, as any 
thing else that hath happened ; aiid yet, if I knew all the 
difficulties that he hath lain under, and his instrument Sir 
Philip Warwick, I might be true to another mind. It is re- 
markable that this afternoon Mr. Moore come to me, and 
there, among other things, did tell me how Mr. Moyer,' the 
merchant, baring procured an order from the King and Duke 
of York and Goancil, with the couBent of my Lord Chan* 
cellar, and by assistance of Lord Arlington, for the releaung 
oat of prison his brother, Samuel Moyer, who was a great 
mui in the late times in HaberdaeherB'-hall, and was engaged 
under hand and seal to give the man that obtained it so moch 
in behalf of my I<ord Chancellor ; but it seems jnj Lady 
Duchess of Albemarle had before undertaken it for bo much 
money, but hath not done it. The Duke of Albemarle did 
the next day send for this Moyer, to tell him, that notwith- 
standing this order of the King and Council's being passed 
for release of his brctber, yet, if he did not consider the 
pains of srane friends of bis, he would stop that order. This 
Moyer being an honest, bold man, told him that he was 
engaged to the hand that had done the thing to give him a

were as honest men as himself, or any man else : and bo sent 
him going, and bid him do his worsL It is one of the most 
extraordinary eases that ever I saw or undentood ; but it ia 
brae. 

17tb. To R. Viner's with 600 pieces of gold to tarn into 
olver, for the enabling me to answer Sir Ot. Cuteret's 80002. ; 
which he now draws all out of my hand towards the paying 
for a pntchase he hath made for his eon and my Lady 
Jemim&h, in Northamptonshire,' of Sir Samuel Luke,' in a 
good place ; a good house, and near ail her friends ; which is 
a very happy thing. 

19lh. (Lord's day.) To church, where my old acc[uaintatte«, 
that dull fellow, Meriton, made a good sermoo, and bath a 
strange knack of a grave, serious delivery, which is very agree- 
able. Great talk of the good end that my I<ord Treasurer 
made ; closing his own eyes, and wetting his moatb, and bid- 
ding adieu with the greatest content and freedom in the world ; 
and is said to die with the cleanest hands that ever any Lord 
Treasurer did. Mr. Howe come to see hb ; and, among other ' 
things, told OB how the Barristers and Students of Gray's Inne 
rose in rebellion against the Benchers the other day, who out- 
lawed Uiem, and a great deal of do ; but now they are at peace 
again. 

20th. Among other news, I hear that the Commissimm* 
for the Treasury were named by the King yesterday; but

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who thej &r« nobody could tell : bnt the persons are the Lord 
Chancellor, the two Secretsriee, Lord Ashly, and others say 
Sir W. Coventry and Sir John DancomV, but all conclude the 
Duke of Albemarle ; but reports do differ. It being a broken 
day, did walk abroad, first through tbe Mindrys, the first time 
I have been over tho Hill to the postem-gate, and seen the 
place, since the houses were pulled down about that side of the 
Tower, since the fire. I find it everywhere doubted whether 
we shall hare a peace or no, and the captain of one of oar 
ships that went with the Embassadors do say, that the seamen 
of Holland in his hearing did defy us, and called as English 
dogs, and cried out against peace, and that the great people 
there do oppose peace, though he says the common people do 
wish it. 

21st. To Lincoliie's Inns Fields, and there viewed several 
coacb-hoases. Thence home ; but, Lord ! how it went against 
my heart to go away from the very door of the Duke's play- 
honse, and my Lady Castlemaine's coach, and many great 
coaches there, to see " The Siege of Rhodes." I was very 
near making a forfeit, but I did command myself. Mrs. 
Turner and I sat up, talking alone of onr neighbours. As to 
my Lord Brouncker, she says how Mrs. (}riffin, onr house- 
keeper's vrife, hath it from his maid, that comes to her house 
often, that they are very poor ; that the other day Mrs. Wfl- 
liams was fain to send a jeweU to pawn ; that my Lord hath 
put the King te infinite charge since bis coming thither, and 
hath had of Foly, the Ironmonger, 501. worth in locks sod 
keys for hia house, having some of il. and 51. a lock, sucb as 
is in the Dnke's closet ; that he do not keep Mrs. Williams 
now for love, but need, he having another mistress that be 
keeps in Covent Oarden. Then we fell to talk of Sir W. Pen, 
and his family and rise. She [Mtb. Turner^ says that be was 
a pityfull [fellow] when ehe first knew them ; that his lady 
was one of the sourest, dirty women, that ever she saw ; that 
they took two chambers, one over another, for themselves and 
child, in Tower Hill ; that for many years together they eat 
more meals at her house than at their own ; did call brothers 
and sisters the husbands and wives ; that her husband was 
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godfather to one, and she godmother to another, thk Mar- 
garet, of theb ohlHren, by the aame token that ahe was fain 
to write with her own hand a letter to Captain Twiddy, to 
stand for a godfather for her ; that she brought my Lady, who 
then was a dirty slattern, with her stookings hanging abont 
her heels, so that afterwards the people of the whole Hill did 
say that Mrs. Turner had made Mrs. Fen a gentlewoman, first 
to the knowledge of my Lady Vane,' Sir Henry's lady, and 
him to the knowledge of most of the great people that then 
he sought ; and that his rise hath been his giving of large 
bribes, wherein, and she agrees with my opinion and know- 
ledge before therein, be is very profuse. This made faim 
Qeneral ; this got him out of the Tower when he was in ; and 
hath brought him into what he is now, since the King's com- 
ing in : that long ago, indeed, he would drink the King's 
health privately with Mr. Turner ; but that when he saw it 
fit to turn Soundhead, and was offered by Mr. Turner to 
drink the King's health, he answered " No;" he was changed, 
and now he that wonld make him drink the King's health, or 
any health but the Protector's and State's, or to that purpose, 
he would be the first man should sheath bis sword in his guts. 
That at the King's coming in, he did send for her husband, 
and told him what a great man Sir W. Coventry was like to 
be, and that be having all the records in his hands of the 
Navy, if he would transcribe what was of most present use of 
the practice of the Navy, and give them him to give Sir W. 
Coventry from him, it would undoubtedly do his business of 
getting him a principal officer's place ; that her husband was 
at 51. charge to get these presently writ ; that Sir W. Pen did 
give them Sir W. Coventry as from himself, which did set him 
up with W. Coventry, and made him what he is, and never 
owned any thing of Mr. Toraer in tbem ; by which he left 
him in the larch, though he did promise the Duke of Albe- 
marle to do all that was possible, and made no qnestion of 
Mr. Turner's being what ho desired ; and when afterwards, 
too, did propose to him the getting of the Purveyor's place for 
' Lkdj Tuu wai Pru«s% dknghUr of Sir Cfariitopbcr Wn?, Bart, of Aihbj, 
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bim be did tell Mr. Turner it ina aeceasary to present Sir 
W. Coventry 100 pieces, which he did, and W. Coventry took 
80 of them : bo that he was W. Coventry's mere broker, as 
8ir W. Batt«n and my Lady did once tell my Lady Duchess 
of Albem&fle, in the case of Mr. Falconer, whom W. Fen 
made to give W. Coventry 2001. for his place of Clerk of the 
Rope Yard of Woolwich, and to settle 801. a year upon hia 
danghter Fe^, after the death of his wife, and a gold watch 
presently to his wife. That my Lady and Pegg have them- 
selves owned to her that Sir W. Coventry and Sir W. Fen 
had private marks to write to one another by, that when they 
inappearance writ a fair letter in behalf of anybody, that they 
bad a little mark to show they meant it only in show : this, 
these silly people did confess themselves of him. That his rise 
hath been by her and her husband's means, and that it is a 
most inconceivable thing how this man can have the face to 
use her and her family with the neglect that he do them. 
That he was in the late war a most devilish plunderer, and 
that got him his estate, which he hath in Ireland, and nothiiig 
else. Upon the whole, she told me stories ought to confirm 
me that he is the mmt false fellow that ever was born of 
womaB, and that so she thinks and knows him to bo. 

22d. Up, and by water to White Hal! to Sir G. Carteret, 
who tells me now for certain how the Commission for the 
Treasury is disposed of: viz., to Duke of Albemarle, Lord 
Ashly, Sir W. Coventry, Sir John Duncomb,' and Sir Thomas

it baring been once concluded otherwise into the other hands 
formerly mentioned in yesterday's notes, bnt all of a sudden 
the King's choice was changed, and these are to be the men ; 
the first of which is only for a puppet to give honour to the 
rest. He do presage that these men will make it their buii- 
ness to find faults in the management of the late Lord Trea- 
surer, and in discouraging the bankers : but I am, whatever Z 
in compliance do say to him, of another mind, and my heart 
is very glad of it, for I do expect they will do much good, and 
that it is the liappiest thing that hath appeared to me for the 
good of the nation siDCe the King come in. Thence to St. 
/ames'a, and up to the Duke of York; and there in his 
chamber Sir W. Coventry did of himself take notice of this 
business of the Treasury, wherein he is in the Commission, 
and desired that I would he thinking of any thing fit for him 
to be acquainted with for the lessening of charge and better- 
ing of our credit, and what our expence hath been einoe the 
King's coming home, which he believes will be one of the first 
things they shall enquire into ; which I promised him, and 
from time to time, which he desires, will give him an account 
of what I can think of worthy his knowledge. I am mighty 
glad of this opportunity of professing my joy to him in what 
choice the King hath made, and the hopes 1 have that it will 
save the kingdom from perishing : and how it do encourage 
me to take pains again, after my having through despair 
neglected it ! which he told me of himself that it was so with 
him, that he had given himself up to more ease than ever he 
expected, and that bis opinion of natters was so bad, that there 
was no pnblick employment in the kingdom should have been 
accepted by him but this which the King hath now given him ; 
and therein be ia glad, in hopes of the service he may do 
therein : and in my conscience he will. So into the Duke of 
York's closet ; and there, among other things, Sir W. Coventry

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did take notice of That he told me the other da;, about a 
report of Gommiasioner Fett'B dealing for timber in the Navy, 
and selling it to ns in oUier names ; and, besides his own proof, 
did produce a paper I had given him thia morning about it, 
in the case of Widow Murford and Morecooke, which was so 
handled, that the Duke of York grew very angry, and com- 
manded UB presently to fall into the examination of it, saying 
that he would not trust a man for his sake that lifts sp the 
whites of his eyes. And it was declared that if he be fonnd 
to haye done so, he should be reckoned nnfit to serve the Navy ; 
and I do believe he will be turned out; and it was, methonght, 
a worthy s&yiug of Sir W. Coventry to the Duke of York, 
^'Sir," says he, "I do not make this complaint outof any dis- 
respect to Commissioner Fett, but because I do love to do these 
things fairly and openly." Comes my poor father, much 
better than I expected. I am mighty jiad to see him come 
well to town. To the King's hoasejWhere I did give ISd., 
and saw the two last acts of " The Goblins,'" a play I could 
not make any thing of by these two acts, but here Knipp 
spied me out of the tiring room, and come to the pit door, and 
I out to her, and kissed her, she only coming to see me, being 
in a country-dreae, she and others having, it seems, had a 
conntry-dance in the play, but she no other part : so we 
parted, and I into the pit again till it was done. The house 
full, but I had no mind to be seen. To Sir W. Batten's, and 
there got some more part of my dividend of the prize-money. 
Tliis day coming from Westminster with W. Batten, we saw 
at White Hall stairs a fieher-boat, with a sturgeon that he had 
newly oatched in the River ; which I saw, but it was but a 
little one ; but big enough to prevent my mistake of that for 
a colt, if ever I become Mayor of Huntington.^

gpmce, and I lore to see him cheerful. Sir John Buncomb 
IB sworn yesterday a PriTy-cooncillor. This day I hear alBO 
that last night the Duke of Kendal), second son of the Duke 
of Yoilc, did die ; and that the other, Dttke of Cambridge, 
eontinnea rery ill stDl. 

24th. My wife not well, but yet engaged by invitation to 
go with Sir W. Pen. I got her to go with him by coach to 
Islington to the old house, where his lady and Madam Lowther ,' 
with her exceeding fine coach and mean horses, and her 
mother-in-law did meet us, and two of Mr. Lowther's brothers,* 
and bere dined upon nothing but pigeon-pyes, which was such 
a thing for him to invite all the company to, that I was 
ashamed. But after dinner was all our sport, when there 
eome in a juggler, who, indeed, did shew us so good tricks 
as I have never seen in my life, I think, of legerdemaine, 
and such as my wife hath since seriously add that she would 
not believe but that he did tbem by the help of the devil. 
Here, after a bad dinner, and bat ordinary company, saving 
tit&t I discern good parts in one of the Bons, who, methought, 
did take me up very pretUly in one or two things that I said, 
we broke up, and I and Sir W. Fen to the King's playhouse^ 
and there saw " The Mayden Queene," " which, though I have 
often seen, yet pleases me infinitely, it being impossible, I 
think, ever to have the Queen's part, which ia very good and 
passionate, and Florimel's part, which is the most comicall 
that ever was made for woman, ever done better than they 
are by young Marshall and Nelly. 

25th. At noon come Mr. Pierce, the surgeon, and dined 
with me.

26th. (Lord's day.) My vife and I to charch, where 
several etrangora of good condition oome to onr pew. After 
diimer I by water alone to Westminster to the pamb charch,' 
and there did entertain myself with my perspoctire glass up 
and down the church, by which I bad the great pleasure of 
seeing and gazing at a great many very fine women ; and 
what with tbat, and sleeping, I passed away the time till 
sermon was done. I away to my boat, uid, up with it as 
far as Bame Elmes, reading of Mr. Evelyn's late new book 
agunst Solitude,' in which I do not find much excess of good 
matter, though it be pretty for a bye discourse. I walked 
the length of the Elmes, and with great pleasure saw some 
gallant ladies and people come with their bottles, and basket, 
and chairs, and form, to eup under the trees, by the water- 
side, which was mighty pleasant; so home. All our dis- 
oonrsB about Brampton, and my intentions to build there if 
I could be free of my engagement to my Uncle Thomas and 
his BOD, that they may not have what I have built, against 
my will, in case of me and my brothers being withoiit heirs 
male ; which Is the true reason why I am agaiost laying ont 
money upon that place, together with my fear of some in- 
convenience by being so near Uinchingbroke ; being obliged 
to be a servant to that family, and subject to what expence 
they shall cost me ; and to have alt that I shall buy, or do, 
esteemed as got by the death of my uuole, when indeed what 
I have from him is not worth naming. 

27 tb. There comes Richardson, the bookbinder, with one of 
Oplby'a^ Bibles in quires for me to see and buy, it being Mr. 
Cade's, my stationer's ; but it is like to be so big that I shall 
not use it. The new Commissioners of the Treasury have 
chosen Sir Q. Downing for their Secretary: and I think in 
my conscience they' have done a great thing in it ; for be ia

of things do well nnder his hand; so that 1 am mightily 
pkased in their choice. Abroad, and stopped at Bear>garden 
stain,' there to see a prize fonght. Bnt the house so full 
there was no getting in there, so forced to go through an ale- 
faoose into the ^t, where the bears are baited ; and upon a 
Btool did see them fight, wUch they did rery furiously, a 
botcher and a waterman. The former had the better all 
•long, till by and by the latter dropped his sword out of his 
hand, and the butcher, whether not seeing his sword dropped 
Z know not, bnt did give him a out over the wrist, so aa he 
was disabled to fight any longer. But, Lord ! to see how in 
a minute the whole stage was foil of watermen to revenge the 
foul play, and the butchers to defend tbeir follow, though 
most blamed him ; and thwe they all fell to it to knooking 
down and cutting many on each side. It was pleasant to 
see, but that I stood in the pit, and feared that in the tnmult 
I might get some hurt. At last the battle broke up, and so 
I away. The Dnke of Cambridge very ill still. 

28th. Up, and by coach to St. James's, where I find Sir 
W. Coventry desirous to have spoke with me. It was to read 
over a draught of a letter which he hath made for his brother 
Gommissionors and bim to sign to ne, demanding an account 
of the whole business of the Kavy accooots ; and I perceive, 
by tiie way he goes about it, that they will do admirable 
things. ' He tells me that they have chosen Sir Q. Downing 
their Secretary, who will be as fit a man as any in the world: 
and he said, by the by, speaking of the bankers being fearful 
of Sir G. Downing's being Secretary, he being tbeir enemy, 
that they did not intend to be ruled by their Secretary, bnt 
do the business themselves. My heart is glad to see so gre^ 
hopes of good to the nation as will be by these men ; and it 
do me good to see Sir W. Coventry bo cheerfull as he now is 
on the same score. My wife away down with Jane and W. 
Hewer to Woolwich, in order to a little ayre and to lie there 
bMiight, and so to gather May-dew' to-jnorrow morning,

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which Mtb. Tamer hath taught her ia the only thing in the 
world to wash her face with ; and I am contented with it. I 
b;' water to Fox-hall, and there walked in Spring Garden. 
A great deal of company, and the weather and garden 
pleasant : and it is very pleasant and cheap going thither, for 
a man may go to spend what he will, or nothing, all is one. 
Bnt to hear the nightingale and other birds, and hear fiddles, 
' and there a harp, and here a Jew's tnunp, and here langhing, 
and there fine people walking, is mighty divertising. Among 
others, there were two pretty women alone, that walked a 
great while, which being discorered by soine idle gentlemen, 
they would needs take them np ; bat to see the poor ladiea 
how they were put to it to run from them, and they aftw 
them, and Bometimes the ladies put themselves along with 
other company, then the other drew back ; at last, the last did 
get off out of the house, and took boat and away. I was 
tronbled to see them abused so ; and could have found in my 
heart, as little desire of fighting as I have, to have protected 
the ladies. 

29th. Our parson Mills having the offer of another benefice' 
by Sir Robert Brookes, who was his pupil, he by my Lord 
Barkeley £of Stratton] is mads one of the Duke's Chaplains, 
which qualifies him for two livings. But to see hoy slightly 
such things are done, the Duke of York only taking my 
Lord Barkeley's word upon saying, that we the officers of the 
Kavy do say that he is a good man and ministef of our 
puisfa, and the Duke of York admits him to kiss his hand, 
bat speaks not one word to him ; bnt so a warrant will be 
drawn from the Duke of York to quaUfy him, and there's an 
end of it. My wife comes home from Woolwich, but did not 
dine with me, going to dress herself og^st night, to go to 
Mrs. Pierce's to be merry, where we are to have Knipp sod

Anon 
comes iowa my wife, dressed in her seooud mooming, with 
her black nio;re waistcoat, and short petticoat, laced with 
silver lace bo basely that I could not endure to see her, and 
with laced lining, which is too soon, so that I was horrid 
angry, and would not go to our intended meeting, which 
vexed me to the blood, and my wife sent twice or thrioe to 
me, to direct her any way to dress her, hut to put on her 
cloth gown, which she would not venture, which made me 
mad : and so in the evening to my chamber, vexed, and to 
my acconnts, which I ended to my great content, and did 
make amends for the 16ss of oar mirth this night, by getting 
this done. 

30tb. After dinner I walked to Arundell House, the way 
rery dusty, the day of meeting of the Society being changed 
&om Wednesday to Thnrsday, which I knew not before, 
because the Wednesday is a Conncil-^ay, and several of the 
Council are of the Society, and would come but for their 
attending the King at Council; where I find very much com- 
pany in expectation of the Duchess of Newcastle,' who had 
desired to be invited to the Society; and was, after much 
debate, pro and con., it seems many being against it; and we 
do believe the town will he full of ballads of it. Anon comes 
the Duchess vrith her women attending her ; among others, 
the Ferabosco,* of whom bo much talk is that her lady wonld 
bid her show her face and kill the gallants. She is indeed 
black, and hath good black little eyes, but otherwise a very 
ordinary woman I do think, but they say sings well. The 
Ducbees hath been a good, comely woman ; but her dress so 
antick, and her deportment so ordinary, that I do not like 
her at all, nor do I hear her say any thing that was worth 
hearing, but that she was full of admiration, all admiration. 
Several fine experiments wero shown her of colours, loadstones, 
microscopes, and of liquors ; among others, of one that did, 
while she was there, turn a piece of roasted mutton into pure

bridge, wbom I had not seen before, and I was glad to see 
her; as also a very block boj tb&t run np and down the 
room, somebody's child in Arundell House. After they had 
^Dwa her many experiments, and she cried still she was fnll 
of adioiration, she departed, being led out and in by several 
Iiords that were there ; among others. Lord George Barkeley 
sod Earl of Carlisle, uid a very preU^ yoong man, the Duke 
of Somerset.' 

Slst. At the Treasury chamber. Here I saw Dnnoomb 
look aa big, and take as much state on him, as if he had 
been bom a lord. Here I met with Sir H. Gholmly, who 
tells me that he is told this day by Secretary Morris that he 
believes we are, and shall be, only fooled by the French ; and 
that the Dutch are very high and insolent, and do look npon 
OS as come over only to beg a peace ; which troubles me very 
much, and I do fear it ia true. Thence to Sir G. Carteret 
at his lodgings ; who, I perceive, is mightily displeased with 
this new Treasury ; and he hath reason, for it will eclipse 
him ; and he tells me that my Lord Ashly Bays they under* 
stand nothing; and he says he believes the King io not 
iut^id they shall eit long. But I believe no snch thing, bat 
that the King will find such benefit by them .as he will desire 
to have them continue, as we see he hatlk done, in the lata 
new Act that was so much decried about the King ; hut yet 
the King hath since permitted it, and found good by it. He 
says, and I believe, that a great many persons at Court are 
angry at the rise of this Duncomb, whose father, he tells me, 
was a long-Parliament-mas, and a great Committee-man; 
and this fellow used to carry his papers to Committees after 
him : he was a kind of an attumy : t)ut for all this, I believe 
will be a great man, in spite of all. Id the eveniag home,' 
and there, to my unexpected satisfaction, did get my intricate 
accounts of interest, which have been of late much perplexed 
by mixing of some moneys of Sir G. Carteret's with mine, 
evened and set right ; and so late to supper, and with great

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qcuct to bed ; finding by the balance of my acconnt that I un 
flreditor 6900^., for vbicb the Lord of Heayen be praised ! 

June iBt Up; and there comes to me Mr. Oommander, 
vhom I employ about hiring of some ground behind the 
office, for the building of me a etable and coach-bouse : for I 
do find it neceesu; for me, both in respect of hooour and 
the profit of it ako, my expeoRe in hackney-coaches being 
now so great, to Iceep a coach, and therefore will do it. 
Having given him some instructions about it, I to the office ; 
vhere ve have news that our peace vith Spain, as to trade, 
is wholly concluded, and we are to furnish him with some 
men for Flanders against the French. How they will agree 
with the French, I know not; hut they say that he also 
hath liberty to get what men he pleases out of England. 
But for the Spaniard, I hear that my Lord Gastleharen is 
raising a regiment of 4000 men which he is to command 
there : and several young gentlemen are going over in com- 
mands with him : and they say the Duke of Monmo&tb is 
going over only as a traveller, not to engage on either side, 
bat only to see the campagne, which will be becoming him 
much more than to live wenching and roguing, as he now do. 

2d. (Lord's day.) Being weary and almost blind with 
writing and reading so much to-day, I took boat, and up the 
river all alone as high as Putney almost, and then back again, 
all the way reading, and finishing Mr. Boyle's book of 
Colours,* which is so chymical, that I can understand but 
littla of it, but enough to see that he is a most excellent 
man. 

8d. Met Mr. Mills, our parsoD, whom I went back with 
to bring him to Sir W. Coventry, to give him the form of a 
qualification for the Duke of York to sign to, to enable him 
to have two livings : which was a service I did, but much 
against my will, for a lasy, fat priest. Sir William Doyly 
did lay a wager with me, the Treaeurership would be in one 
hand, notwithstanding this present CommisBion, before Christ* 
mas : on which we did lay a poll of ling, a brace of carps, and 
a pottle of wine ; and Sir W. Pen and Mr. Scowen to bo at 
' BipnUuiDU on Colonn, pabliibtd in IMS. 
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the eating of them. Thence down b^ water to Deptford, it 
being Trinity Monday, wben the Master is chosen, and there, 
finding tbem all at church, and thinlung tfaey dined, as usnal, 
at Stepny, I turned back, having a good book in my hand, 
the Life of Cardinal Wolsey, wrote by bis own servant,' and 
to Ratclifie ; and bo walked to Stepny, and spent my time in 
the ohnroh-yard, looking over the grave-stones, expecting 
when the company would come by. Finding oo company 
stirring, I eent to the bouse to see ; and, it seems, they dine 
not there, but at Deptford : so I back again to Deptford, and 
there find them just sat down. And so I down with them ; 
and we bad a good dinner of plain meat, and good company 
at our table : among others, my good Mr. Evelyn, with wboto, 
after dinner, I stepped aside, and talked npoD the present 
posture of our affairs ; which is, that the Dutch are known to 
be abroad with eighty sail of ships of war, and twenty fire- 
ships ; and the French come into the Channell with twenty 
sail of men-of-war, and five fire-ships, while we have not a 
ship at sea to do them any hurt with ; but are calling in all 
we can, while our Embassadors are treating at Bredah : and 
the Dutch look upon tbem as pome to beg peace, and use 
them accordingly ; and all this through the negligence of our 
Prince, who had power, if he would, to master all these with 
the money and men that he hath had the .command of, and 
may now have, if be would mind his business. But, for 
' aught we see, the Kingdom is likely to be lost, as well as the 
reputation of it is, (oi cTer ; notwithstanding so much repu- 
tation got and preserved by a rebell that went before him. 
In the Treasury-chamber an hour or two, where we saw the 
County Receivers and Accountants come to attend; and 
one of them, a brisk young fellow, with his bat cocked like a 
fool behind, as the present fashion among the blades is,' csm-

By and by, I, npon desire, was 
called in, and deliyered in my Report of my Accounts. 
Present, Lord Ashly, Clifford, and Dancomb, who, being 
busy, did not read it; bat committed it to Sir George 
Downing, and bo I was diamiesed; bnt, Lord! to see how 
Dnncomb do take npon him is an eyesore, though I think he 
deserves great hononr, bat only the eaddennesa of bis rise, 
and his pride. Bnt I do like the way of these lords, that 
they admit nobody to use many words, nor do they spend 
mway words themselTee, bat in great state do bear what they 
see necessary, and say little themselves, bnt did withdraw. 
Thence Oreed aad I by water np to Fox Hall, and over 
agtunst it stopped, thinking to see some Cock-fighting ; but it 
was jast b«ug done, and, therefore, back again to Spiing 
Garden, and then to walk ap and down the garden, reflecting 
upon the bad man^ement of things now, compared with 
what it was in the late rebellions times, when men, some for 
fear, and somo for religion, minded their hasineSB, which none 
now do, by being void of both. 

4th. Mr. Commander tella me, after all, that I cannot have 
a lease of the groand for my coacfa-honse and stable, till a 
anit in law be ended. I am little sorry, becaase I am pretty 
tall io my mind of keying a coach ; bat yet, when I think 
of it Bgun, the Dutch and French both at sea, and we poor, 
and still ont of order, I know not yet what turns there 
may be. 

5th. To the Commisaioners of the Treasary, and, after long 
waiting, I find them all sat ; and, among the rest, Dnncomb 
lolling, with his heels npon anoth^ chair, by that, that be sat 
'apon. Captain Ferriman brings us word how the Happy 
Betame's crew below in the Hope, ordered to carry the 
Portugal Embassador to Holland, and the Embassador, I 
think, on board, refuse to go till paid ; and by tbeit example 
two or three more ships are in a mutiny : which is a sad con- 
sideration, while so many of the enemy's shipa are at this 
day triumphing in the sea. Sir G. Carteret showed me a 
gentleman coming by in bis coach, who hath been sent for 
up out of Lincolnesbire, I think he says be is a jostice of

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peace there, that the Coimcdl hare lud bj the heels here, and 
here lies in a messenger'B hands, for atymg that » man and 
his wife are bat one person, and so onght to pay but 12(2. for 
both to the Poll Bill ; hj which others were led to do tiie 
like : and so here he lies prisoner. 

6th. With my father and wife to Sir W. Pen's to dinner, 
which they invited us to out of their respect to my father, as 
a stranger; though I know them as false as the devil hin- 
aelf, sod that it is only that they think it fit to oblige me ; 
wherein I am a bi^py man, that all my fallow-offioers are 
desirooB of my friendship. Mr. Pierce tells me that the Duke 
of Cambridge is yet living, but every minute expected to die. 

Tth. With Mr. Townsend, whom I sent for to come to mo 
to dificourae about my Lord Sandwich's bnsiness ; for whom 
I am in some pun, lest the Acconnts of the Wardrobe may 
not be in so good order u may please the new Lords Trea- 
snrerB, who are qnick-sighted, and nnder obligations of recom- 
mending themselves to the King and the world, by their 
finding and mending of faults, and are, most of them, not the 
best friends to my Lord. 

8th. Up, and to tibe office, where all the news this morn- 
ing is, that the Dutch are come with a Seete of eighty sail to 
Earwidi, and that guns were heard plain by Sir W. Bider's 
people at Bednall-gr«ene, all yesterday even. Home, where 
our dinner a ham of French bacon, boiled with {ugeons, ao 
excellent dish. The news is confirmed that the Dutch are off 
Harwich, but had done nothing last night. The King hath 
sent down my Lord of Oxford to raise the oonntries tbere ; 
and all the Western barges are taken up to make a bridge 
over the Biv^, about the Hope, for horse to eroes the Kver, 
if there be oocauon. 

9th. (Lord's day.) I hear that the Dake of Cambridge, 
who was given over long since by the Doctors, is now likely 
to recover ; for which God be praised ! To Sir W. Coventry, 
and there talked with him a great while ; and mighty glad I 
was of my good fortune to visit him, for it keeps in my 
aoquaintance irith him, and the world sees it, and reckons my 
interest accordingly. In comes my Lord Barkeley, who is 
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goiDg down to Harwich also to look after the militia there : 
aod there is also the Duke of Monmouth, uid with him a 
great man^r yoong Hect<H^ the Lord Chesterfield, mj Lwd 
Mondeville, and others : hot to little purpose, I fear, bnt to 
debauch the country women thereabonta. M; Lord Barkeley 
wanting some maps, and Sir W. Coventry recommending the 
nz maps of England that are bound up for the pocket, I did 
oSer to present my Lord with them, which he accepted : anti 
BO I will send them him. Took boat, and up, all alone, as 
high as Bame Elmes, and there took a torn ; and then to my 
boat again, and home, reading and making an end of tbs 
book I lately bonght — a merry satyr, called " The Visions," 
translated from the Spatush ' by L'Estrange, wherein there 
are many very pretty things ; bnt the translation is, as to 
tiie rendering it into English expression, the best that ever 
I saw, it being impossible almost to conceive that it should be 
a translation. I find an order come for the getting some 
fire-ships presently to annoy the Dutch, who are in the 
King's Channel, and expected up higher. 

10th. Up ; and news brought bb that the Dutch are orane 
up as high as the 'N ore ; and more jH-essing orders for fire- 
ships. W. Batten, W. Pen, and I to St. James's ; whence 
the Duke of York gone this morning betimes, to send away 
some men down to Chatham. So we then to White Hall, 
and met Sir W. Coventry, who presses all that is possible for 
fire-ships. So we three to the office presently ; and thither 
comes Sir FretcheTtlle HolUs,* who is to command them all 
in some exploits he is to do with them on the enemy in the

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Atrer. So ire all down to Deptford, and pitched opon ships 
and set men at irork : but, Lord ! to see how backwardly 
dungs move at this pinoh, notwithstanding that, hj the 
enemy's being now come np as high as almost. the Hope, Sir 
J. Mhmes, who was gone down to pay eDn» ships there, hath 
•ent up the money ; and so we are posBesaed of money to do 
what we will with. Yet partly ouraelres, being used to be 
idle and in despair, and partly people that have been used to 
be deceived by us aa to money, won't beliere os ; and we 
know not, though we have it, how almost to promise it; and 
our wants sach, and men out of the way, that it is an admi- 
rable thing to consider how much the King suffers, and how 
necessary ibis in a State to keep the King's service always in 
a £0od posture and credit. Down to Greenwich, where I find 
the Btaini full of people, there being a great riding ' there to- 
day for a man, the constable of the town, whose wife beat 
him. Down to Gravesend, where I find the Duke of Alb»- 
marle just come, with a great many idle lords and gentlemen, 
with their pistols and fooleries ; and the bulwark' not able to 
hare stood half an hour had they come up ; but Uie Dutch 
are fallen down from the Hope and Shell-haren as low aa 
Sheemesse, and we do plainly at this time JLeskT the guns 
play. Yet I do not find the Duke of Albemarle intends to

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go thither, bnt stays here to-niglit, &nd hsth, thoagh the 
Dutch are gone, ordered our frigates to be brought to a line 
between the two blookfaoases ; which I took then to be a 
ridicnlooB thing. I find the townsmen had removed most of 
their goods out of the town, for fear of the Datch coming up 
to them ; and from Sir tTohn Griffon,' that last night there 
vaa not twelve men to bo got in the town to defend it : which 
the master of the house tells me is not tras, bnt that the 
men of the town did intend to stay, though they did indeed, 
and so had he, at the Ship, removed their goods. Thence 
vent to an Oatend man-of-war, just now come up, who met 
the Dutch fieete, who took three ships that he camo convoy- 
ing hither from him : says they are as low as the Nore, or 
thereabouts. 

11th. Brouncker come to ne, who is just now going to 
Chatham upon a deBire of GommissioDer Pett'e, who is very 
fearful of the Dutch, and desires help for God and the King 
and kingdom's sake. So Brouncker goes down, and Sir 
J. Hinnes also, from Qravesend. This morning Fett writes 
us irord that Sheernesse is lost last night, after two or three 
hours' dispute. The enemy hath poesessod himself of that 
place ; which is very sad, and puts us into great fears of 
Chatham. After dinner, by W. Hewer's lucky advice, went 
to Mr. Fenn, and did get him to pay me about 400^ of my 
irages, and W. Hewer received it for me, and brought it home 
this night. Home, and there to our business, hiring some 
fire-ships, and receiving every hour almost letters from Sir 
W. Coventry, calling for more fire-sbipa : and an order from 
CouncU to enable us to take any man's ships; and Sir 
W. Coventry, in his letter to us, says he do not doubt bnt at 
this time, under an mvasion, as he owns it to be, the King 
nay, by law, take any man's goods. At this business late, 
and then home ; where a great deal of serious talk with my 
wife about the ssd state we are in, and especially from the 
beating op of drums this night for the trainbands npon pain 
of death to appear in arms to-morrow morning with bullet and

Ci^ and give it np to be undone ; which, I hear, makes the 
sober eitizens to think rer^ sadly of things. 

12tfa, Up very betimes to our bosinesB at the ofSce, there 
hiring of more fire-ships ; and at it close all the morning. At 
noon home, and Sir W. Pen dined with ns. By and by, 
after dinner, my wife oat by coach to see her mother ; and I 
in another, being afrud, at this baay time, to be seen with a 
woman in a ooaoh, as if I were idle, towards The. Tamer's ; 
but met Sir W. Corentry'a boy ; and there in a letter find 
that the Dutch had made no motion since their taking Sheers 
nesse ; and the Duke of Albemarle writes that all is safe as 
to the great ships agunst imy assault, the bomb [boom] and 
chaine being so fortified ; which put my heart into great joy. 
When I come to Sir W. Coventry's chamber, I find him 
abroad ; but hia clerk, Powell, do tell me that ill news is 
come to Court of the Dutch breaking the Chaine at Chat- 
ham;' which struck me to the heart. And to White Hall to 
hear the truth of it ; and there, going up the Park-st«n, I

is, I do fear bo much that the whole kingdom is undone, 
I do this night resolve to Btady with my father and wife 
to do do with tho little that I have in money by me, for I give 
np all the rest that I hare in the King's luwds, for Tangier, 
for lost. So God help ob ! and Crod knows what disorders 
we may fall into, and whether any violence on this office, or 
perhaps some severity on our perBona, as being reckoned by 
the silly people, or perhaps may, by policy of State, be thought 
fit to be condemned by the King and Cuke of York, and so 
put to trouble; though, God knows! I have, in my own 
person, done my foil duty, I am sore. Home, and to bed 
with a heavy heart. The manner of my advising this night 
with my father was, I took him afid my wife np to her 
chamber, and shut the door ; and there told them the sad 
state of the times, how we are like to be all undone ; that I 
do fear some violence will be offered to this office, where all I 
have in the world is ; and resolved upon sending it away — 
sometimes into the country — sometimes my father to lie ia 
town, and have the gold with him at Sarah Giles's. 

18th. No sooner up but hear the sad news confirmed of the 
Royall Charles being taken by them, and now in fitting hj 
them — ^which Pett should have carried up higher by our several 
orders, and deserves, tbdrefore, to be hanged for not doing ic 
— and burning several others ; and that another flcete ia come 
np into the Hope. Upon which news tho King and Duke of 
York have been below' since four o'clock in the morning, to 
command the sinking of ships at Bnrking-Creeke, and othor 
places, to stop their coming np higher ; which put me into 
such a fear, that I presently resolved of my father's and wife's 
going into the country ; and, at two hours' warning, they d{d 
go by the coach this day, with about 1300^. in gold in their 
night-bag. Pray God give them good passage, and good care 
to hide it when they come home ! but my heart is full of fear. 
They gone, I continued in fright and fear what to do with 
the rest. W. Hewer hath been at the banker's, and hath got 
500^ out of Backewell's hands of his own money ; but tbey^ 
are so called upon that they will be all broke, hundreds com- 
■ Below Londan Brid(«. 
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ii^ to tbem for money : utd the; answer him, " It is payable 
at twenty days — when the days are ont, we will pay yon ;" 
and those that are not so, they make te)l over their monky, 
and make thur bags false, on purpose to give oaose to retell 
it, and so spend time. I cannot have my 200 pieces of gdid 
again for silver, all being bought up last night that were to 
be had, and stdd for 24 and 2fi«. a-pieee.' So I most keep 
the silver by nte, which sometimes I think to fling into the 
house of office, and then agaia know not how I shall come by 
it, if we be made to leare the office. Every minute some out 
or other calls for this or that order ; and so I foroed to be at 
the office, most of the day, about the fire-ships which are to 
be anddenly fitted out : and it 'a a moat strange thing that we 
hear nothing from any of my brethren at Chatham ; so that 
we are wholly in the dark, varioua being the reports of what 
is done there ; insomuch that I sent Mr. Glapham express 
thither to see how matters go. I did, about noon, resolve to 
•end Hr. Gibson away aftw my wife with another 1000 pieces, 
under ot^onr of an express to Sir Jeremy Smith ; who is, as I 
hear, with some ships at Kewcastie ; which I did really sond 
to him, and may, possibly, prove of good use to the King; 
for it is possible, in the hurry of busmess, they may not think 
of it at Court, and the charge of an express is not consider- 
able to the King. The King and Duke of York up and down 
all the day here and there : some time on Towor Hill, where 
the City militia was ; where the King did make a speech to 
them, that they sho^d venture themselves so farther than he 
would himself. I also sent, my mind being in pain, Saosdera 
after my wife and father, to overtake them at their night's 
lodgings, to see how matters go with them. !n the evening, 
I sent for my cousin Sarah [Gyles] and her husband, who 
come; and I did deliver them my cheat of writings about 
Brampton, and my brother lom's papers, and my Joumalls, 
which I value much ; and did send my two silver flaggon^ to 
Kate Joyce's : that so, being scattered what I have, some-

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thing might be uTed. I hare also made a girdle, by which, 
with Bome trouble, I do cany aboat me 8001. in gold aboat 
mj body, that I i^aj not be withodt something in oase I should 
be surprised ; for I think, in any nation bat our's, people that 
appear, for we are not indeed so, ao fanl^ as we, vonld hare 
their throats cut. la the evening comes Mr. Felling, and 
aeveral others, to the office, and tell me that never were people 
00 dejected as they are in the City all over at this day; aad 
do talk most loudly, even treason ; as, that we are bought and 
sold— that we are betrayed by the Papists ; Nid others, about 
the King, cry out that the office of the Ordnance hath been 
so backward as no powder to have been at Chatham nor Upnor 
Castle till such a time, and the carriages all broken ; that 
Legg is a Fapbt ; that Upnor, the old good castle built by 
Queen Elisabeth, should be lately slighted ; that the ships at 
Chatham should not be carried up higher. They look upon 
us as lost, aud remove their families and rich goods in tlie City ; 
and do think verily that the French, being come down with 
an army to Donkirke, it is to invade na, and that we shall be 
invaded. Mr. Clnko, the solicitor, comes to me about busi- 
neas, and tells me that he hears that the King hath chosen 
Mr. Herpont* and Vaughon' of the West, Privy-conncillorB ; 
that my Lord Chancellor was afTronted in the Hall this day, 
by people telling him of his Dunkirke Honse f and that there 
are regiments ordered to be got together, whereof to be com- 
manders my Lord Fairfax, Ligoldsby, Bethell, I^orton, and 
Birch, and other Presbyterians ; and that Dr. Bates will have 
liberty to preach. Now, whether this be true or not, I know 
not ; but do think that nothing but this will unite us together. 
Late at night comes Mr. Hudson, the cooper, my neighbour, 
and tells me that he come from Cnatham this evening at five 
o'clock, and sawthia afternoon " The Royal James," " Oake," 
and "London," burnt by the enemy with their fire-ships: 
that two or three men-of-war come up with them, and made

no more of Upnor Castle's shooting, than of s fly ; tiiat those 
aLips lay below Upnor Castle, bnt therein, I oonceive, he is in 
sn error ; that the Datch are fitting ont " The Royall 
Oharles ;" that we shot so far as from the Yard thither, so 
that the shot did no good, for the bnllets grased on the water ; 
that UpnOT plajed hud with their gona at first, bnt slowly 
afterwards, either from the men being beat off, or their 
powder spent.' Bnt we bear that the fieete in tbe Hope ia 
not come np any higher the last flood ; and Sir W. Batten 
tells me that ships are prorided to sink in ^« Rirer, abont 
Woolwioh, that will prevent their ooming np higher if they 
shonld attempt it. I made my will also this day, and did 
give all I had equally between my father and wife. 

14th. Up, and to the ofBoe ; where Hr. Fryer comes and 
tells me that there are eoTeral Frenchioen and Flemish sh^M 
in the River, with passes from tbe Duke of York for carrying 
of prisoners, that ought to be parted from the rest of the ships, 
and their powder taken, lest they do fire themselves when the 
enemy oomes, and so spoil ns ; which is good advice, and I 
titink I will give notice of it ; and did so. Bnt it ia pretty 
odd to see how every body, even at thb high time of danger, 
puts business off of their own hands 1 He says that he told 
this to the Lientenaat of the Tower, to whom I, for the same 
reason, was directing him to go ; and the Lieutenant (^ the 
Tower bade him come to ns, for he had nothing to do with it; 
and yesterday comes Captain Crew, of one of the fire^hipt, 
and told me that the officers of the Ordnance would deliver 
his gunner's materials, but not compound them,* but that we

by and by comes — Mr. Wilson, and, by direetitm of hia, a man 
of "Hi. Qanden's ; who are come from Chathaia last night, 
and saw the three ships burnt, they lying all dry, and boats 
going from the men-of-war to fire them. Bnt that, that be 
tells me of worst consequence is, that he himself, I think he 
said, did hear many Englishmen on board the Dntch ships 
speaking to one another in English ; and, that ^y did cry and 
say, " We did heretofore fight for tickets ; now we fight for 
dollars !" and did ask how snch and snob a one did, and would 
commend themselves to them : whttdi ia a sad eonuderation. 
And Mr. Lewes, who was present at this fellow's discourse to 
me, did tell me, that he is told that when they took " Tbe 
Royall Charles," they said that they had their tickets signed, 
and showed some, and that now they come to have them paid, 
and would have them pud before they parted. And several 
seamen come this morning to me, to tell me that, if I would 
get their tickets paid, they would go and do all they could 
against the Dutch ; but otherwise they would not venture being 
killed, and lose all they have already fought for : so that I 
was forced to try what I could do to get them paid. This 
man tells me that the ships burnt last night did lie above 
UpnoT Castle, over ag«inet the Docke ; and the boats eome 
from die ships of war and burnt then ; all which is veiy sad. 
And masters of ships, that we are lately taking up, do ke^ 
front their ships all their stores, or as much as they can, so 
that we can despatch them, having not time to appraise them 
nor secure their payment ; only some little money we have, 
which we are fain to pay the men we have with, every night, 
or they will not work. And indeed the hearts as well aa af- 
fections of the seamen are tnmed away; and in the open 
streets in Wapping, and up and down, the wives have oried 
publickly, " This comes of your not paying our husbands ; 
and now your work is nndone, or done by hands that under- 
stand it not." And Sir W. Batten told me that be was him- 
8«lf afironted with a womui, in langu^e of Uiis kind, on 
Tower Hill publickly yesterday ; and we are fain to bear i^ 
and to keep one at the office door to let no idle people in, for 
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f«sr of firing of the office sad doing us miBohief. The City is 
troubled at their being pnt npon dnt; : eammoned one hoar, 
and diachwged two houra after ; and then again ennunoned 
two honra after that ; to their great charge aa well ee trooble. 
And Polling, the Fotticary, tells me the worldsajs all over, that 
less charge ^an what the kingdom is put to, of one kind or 
other, by thia basinesB, would have set ont all our great ships. 
It b said they did in open atroets yesterday, at Weetminstet, 
ciy, *' A Parliament! a Parliameiit !" and I do believe it will 
oost blood to answer for these miBcairiages. We do not hear 
that the Dutdi are come to Gravesend ; which is a wonder. 
Bnt a wonderful thing it is that to this day we have not one 
word yet from Brouof ker, or Peter Pet, or J. IVtiimes, of any 
dung at Chatham. The people that oome hither to hear how 
things go, make me ashamed to be found unable to answer 
litem : for I am left aliHte here at the office ; and the truth is, 
I am glad my station is to be here, near my own home and 
oat of danger, yet in a place of doing tbe King good service. 
1 hare this morning good news from Gibson : three letters 
from three several stages, that he was safe last night as far aa 
Boyston, at bctwew nine and ten at night. Tbe dismay that 
is npon -OB all, in the businesa of the kingdom and Navy at 
this day, is not to be expressed otherwise than by the condi- 
tion tbe citizens were in when the City was <m fire, nobody 
knomog which way to turn themselves, while every thing con- 
curred to greaten the fire; as here the easterly gale and 
spring-tides for coming up both rirers, and enabling them to 
break the chaine. D. Ganden did tell me yesterday, that tbe 
day before at the Council they were ready to fall together by 
the ears at the Council-table, arraignmg one another of being 
guilty of the counsel that brought us into this misery, by lay- 
iog up all the great ships. Mr. Hater telhi me at noon that 
some mdc people have been, as he heaifi, at my Lord Chan- 
cellor's, where they have cut down the trees before his home 
and broke hid windows : and a gibbet either set up before or 
pMDted npon hia gate, and these three words writ: "Three 
fflgbts to be seen ; Dunkirke, Tangier, and a barren Qaeene." *

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It gives greftt matter of t&lk that it a said there is at this 
hour, in the Exchequer, as much money as is ready to break 
down the floor. This arises, I bellere, from Sir Q. Pown- 
iog's late talk of the greatness of the sam lying there of 
people's money, that they would not fetch away, which he 
showed me and a great many others. Most peo|de that I 
speak with are in doubt how we shall do to secure our Bcamen 
from running over to the Dutch ; which is a sad but very true 
consideration at this day. At noon I am told that my Lord 
Duke of Albemarle is made Lord High Constable ; the mean- 
ing whereof at this time I know not, na>r whether it be true 
or no.* Dined, and Mr. Hater and W. Hewer with me; 
iriiere they do speak very sorrowfiilly of the posture of the 
times, and how people do cry out in the streets of their being 
bought and sold ; and both they, and every body that come 
to me, do tell me that people make noUiing of talking treason 
in the atreete openly : as, that they are bought and sold, and 
governed by Papists, and that we are betrayed by people about 
the King, and shall be delivered up to the French, and I know 
not what. At dinner we disooorsed af Tom of the Wood, a 
fallow that lives like a hermit near Woolwich, who, as ihej 
say, and Mr. Bodham, they tell me, affirms that he was by 
at the Justice's when some did accuse him there for it, did 
foretell the burning of the City, and now says that a greater 
desolation is at hand. Thence we read and laughed at Lilly's 
prophecies this month, in his Almuiack this year.' So to the 
office after dinner; and thither comes Mr. Fierce, who tdla 
me hie condition, how he cannot get his money, about 5001., 
which, he says, is a very great part of what he hath for his 
family and children, out of Viner's hand : and indeed it is to

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be feared that thia mO: wholly undo the banleiB. He saya 
he knows nothing of the late aflroats to my Lord Ghaacellor'a 
hoQBe, aa ia said, nor hears of the Duke of Albemarle's being 
made High Constable ; but says that they are in great die- 
fraction at White Hall, and Aat everywhere people do speak 
high against Sir W. Coventry : ' bnt he agrees with me, that 
he is the best Minister of 8tate the King hath, and BO from 
my heart I believe. At night come home Sir W. Batten and 
W. Pen, who only can tell me that they have placed gnns at 
Woolwich and Deptford, and Bunk aome shipa below Woolwich 
and Blackewall, and are in hopes that they will stop the 
enemy's coming np. Bnt Btrange our confosion ! that among 
them that are sunk tbey have gone and sank without con- 
sideration "The Francklin," one of the King's ships, with 
stores to a very con^derable value, that hath been long loaden 
for supply of the ships ; and the new ship at Bristoll, and 
much wanted there ; and nobody will own that they directed 
it, but do lay it on Sir W, Bider. They speak also of another 
ship, loaden to the yaiao of 80,000Z., sunk with the goods in 
her, or at least was mightily contended for by him, and a 
foreign ship, that had the faith of the nation for her security : 
this Sk- R. Ford tells as. And it is too plain a tmtb, that 
both here and at Chatham the ships that we hare annk have 
many, and the first of them, been ships completely fitted for 
fire-ships at great charge. Bnt most strange the backward- 
ness and disorder of all people, especially the King's people in 
pay, to do any work. Sir W. Pen tells me, all crying out for 
money ; and it was so at Chatham, that tb^ night comes an 
order from Sir W. Coventry to stop the pay of the wages of that 
Yard ; the Duke of Albemarle having related, that not above 
three of 1100 in pay there did attend to do any work there. 
This evening having sent a messenger to Chatham on purpose, 
we have received a dull letter from my Lord Broimcker and 
Peter Pett, how matters have gone there thia week ; bnt not 
80 maeh, or so particolaily, as we knew it by oommon talk 
before, and as true. I doubt they will be found to have been 
but slow men in this bnsiness ; and they aay the Duke of 

m irwlDg (o Sir W. CoTCnVj that M 
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Aibemftrlo did t«n my Lord Broimoker to his face tbat his 
diachsrging of the great ships there iras the c&use of all this; 
and I am told that it is become common talk against my Lord- 
Brounoker. Bnt in that he is to be justified, for he did it b; 
verbal order from Sir W. CoTsntry, and with good intent; 
-and it TM to good purpose, vhatever the success be, for the 
men would have but spent the King so much the more in 
Tages, and yet not attended on board to bare done the King 
any service ; and as an evidence of that, just now, being tho 
16th day in the morning that I am writing yesterday's pas- 
sages, one is witb me, Jacob Bryan, Purser of the Princosse, 
who confesses to me that he hath but 180 men home at this 
day in victuals and wages oo that ship lying at Chatham, being 
lately brought in thither ; of which 180 there was not above 
five appeared to do the King any service at this late business. 
And this morning also, some of the Cambridge's men come 
up from Portsmouth, by order from Sir Fretcheville KoUis, 
who boasted to us the other day that he bad sent for 50, and 
would be hanged if 100 did not come up that would do aa 
much ss twice the number of other men : I say some of thera, 
instead of being at work at Beptford, where they were in- 
tended, do come to the office this morning to demand the 
payment of their tickets ; for otherwise they would, they said, 
do no more work ; and are, aa I understand from every body 
that has to do with them, the most debauched, damning, 
swearing rogues that ever were in the Navy, just like their 
jM-ophane commander. Home, being at pretty good ease by 
a letter from my wife, brought by Saunders, that my father 
and wife got well last night to their Inne and out again this 
morning, and Gribson's being got safe to Caxton at twelve 
last night. 

15th. All tho morning at the office. No news more than 
last night ; only Purser Tyler comes and tells mo that he 
being at all the passages in this business at Chatham, he saya 
there have been horrible miscarriages, such as we shall shortly 
hear of: that the want of boats hath undone us ; and it is com- 
monly 6aii, and Sir J. Minnes under his hand tells us, that 
they were employed by the meD of the Yard to carry away 
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their goods; and I bear that Gomnussioner Pott will bo 
fonnd the first mati that began to remove ; he is much spolen 
against, and Bronnoker is compluned of and reproaehed for 
discharging the men of the great ships heretofore. At noon 
Hr. Hater dined with me ; and tells me he belieres that it 
will hardly be the want of money alone that will excuse to 
the Parliament the neglect of not setting ont a fleete, it 
having never been done in our greatest struts, but however 
nnlikely it appeared, yet when it was gone about, the State 
or King did compass it ; and there is something in it. At 
night comes, unexpectedly so soon, M>. Gibson, who left my 
wife well, and all got down well with them, but not with 
himself, which I was afraid of, and cannot blame him, bnt 
must myself be wiser against another time. He had one of 
his bags broke, through his breeches, aad some pieees dropped 
ont, not many, he thinks, but two, for he light, and took 
them up, and went back and could find no more, fiat I am 
not able to tell how many, which troubles me, but the joy of 
having the greatest part safe there makes me bear with it, 
so as not to afflict myself for it. Home and to my flageolet. 
Rayed with pleasure, but with a heavy heart, only it pleased 
me to think how it may please C^od I may live to spend my 
time in the country with plainness and pleasure, though but 
with little glory. 

16th. (Lord's day.) Comes Roger Pepys and his son 
Talbot, whom he had brought to town'to settle at the Temple, 
but, by reason of our present stirs, will carry him hack again 
with him this week. He seems to be but a silly lad. I sent 
them to church this morning. Roger Pepys told me, that 
when I come to his house he will show me a decree in Chan- 
cery, wherein there was twenty-six men all house-keepers in 
the town of Cottenham, in Queene Elizabeth's time, of our 
nune. By and by occasion offered for my writing to Sir 
W. Coventry a plain bold letter touching lock of money; 
which, when it was gone, I wss afraid might give offence: 
but upon two or three readings over agam the copy of it, I 
was satisfied it was a good letter ; only Sir W. Batten signed 
it with me, which I could wish I had done alone. 
14* L 
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ITth. Every moment businesa of one kind or odier about 
the fire-ehipe and other bnsinesdeB, most of them vexadonfl 
for want of mono;, the commanders all complaining that, if 
they miss to paj their men a night, they run awaj ; seamen 
demanding money of them by nay of ad?anco, and some of 
Sir Pretcheville Hollis's men, that he bragged of, demand- 
ing their tickets to be paid, or they would not work : this 
Hollia, Sir W. Batten and W. Fen say, proves a conceited, 
idle, prating, lying fellow. Captun Cocke tells me there 
have been great endeavours of bringing in the Presbyterian 
interest, bnt that it will not do. He named to me several of 
tlie insipid lords that are to command the armies that are to 
be raised. He says the King and Goort are all troubled, and 
tStie gates of the Court were shut up upon the first coming of 
the Dutch to us, bat they do mind the business no more than 
ever ; that the bankers, be fears, are broke as to ready-money, 
though Viner had 100,000/. by him when our trouble began : 
that he and the Duke of Albemarle have received into thor 
own hands, of Viner, the former 10,000/1, uid the latter 
12,000/1, in tallies or assignments, to secure what was in his 
haada of their's ; and many other great men of our mast^s 
hare done the like ; which is no good sign, when they begin 
to fear the main. He and every body cries out of the office 
of the Ordnance, for their neglects, both at Gravesend and 
Upnor, and everywhere else. This night, late, comes a porter 
witii a letter from Monsieur Pratt, to borrow 100/. for my 
Lord Hincbingbroke, to enable him to go out with his troop 
in the country, aa be is commander ; but I did find ao ezcnse 
to decline it. Among other reasons to myself, this ia one, to 
teach him the necessity of being a good husband, and keeping 
money or credit by him. 

IStb. To the office, and by and by word was brought me 
that Commissioner Pctt is brought to the Tower,* and there 
lud up close prisoner ; which puts me into a &ight, lest th^

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may do the asmft with lis as thej do irith him. Qre»t nem 
to-night of the bloving up of one of the Ihitcfa's great«et 
ships, while a Cooaoil of War was on board : the latter part, 
I donbt, is not so, it not being confirmed since; but the 
former, that they had a ship blown np, is said to be tme. 
This evening comes Sir G. Carteret to the office, to talk of 
business at Sir W. Batten's ; where all to be andone for want 
of money, there being none to pay the Chest at their pablio 
pay the 24th of this month, which will make as a seom to 
the world. After he had done there, he and I into the 
garden, and walked ; and the greatest of onr discourse ie, bis 
sense of the requiaiteness of his parting with his being 
Treasurer of the Navy, if he can, on any good terms. He 
do harp upon getting my Lord Bronncker to take it on half 
profit, but that he is not able to secure him in paying him so 
much. My Lady Jem goes down to Htnchingbroke to lie 
down, because of the troubles of the time; here. He teOfl 
me now the great question is, whether a Parliament or no 
Parliament ; and eaya the Parliament itself cannot be thought 
able at present to ruse money, and therefore it will be to no 
purpose to call one. 

19th. Comes an order from Sir R. Browne, commanding 
me this afternoon to attend the Council-board, with all my 
books and papers touching the Medway. I was ready to 
fear some mischief to myself, though it appears most reason- 
sble that it is to inform then about Commissioner Pett ; and 
80 took coach and to t)ie Council-chamber lobby, where I 
met Mr. Evelyn. While we were discoursing over our public 
misfortunes, I am called in to a large Committee of the 
Coaocil : present the Duke of Albemarle, Anglesey, Arlington, 
Ashly, Carteret, Dnncomb, Coventry, Ingram, Clifford, Lau- 
derdale, Morrice, Manchester, Craven, Carlisle, Bridgewater. 
And after Sir W. Coventry's telling them what orders His 
Boyal Highness had made for the safety of the Medway, I 
told them to their full content what we had done, and showed 
them our letters. Then was Peter Pett called in, with the 
Lieutenant of the Tower. He is in his old clothes, and 
looked moet sillily. His charge was chieSy the not carrying 
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Up of t^e great ships, tad tbe using of the boats in curying 
amy his goods ; to irkich he answered very ejllilj, tbongh 
ioB faults to me seem onlj great omissioQB. Lord Arlington 
and Coventry very Borere against him ; the former Baying 
tbat, if he iras not guilt;, the world would think thorn all 
guilty.' The latter urged, that there most be some faults, 
and that the Admiral must be found to have done Mb part. 
I did say an unhappy word, which I was sorry for, when be 
oompluned of want of oares for the boats : and there waa, it 
seems, enough, and good enough, to carry away all the boats 
with from the King's occasions. He said he used neTer a 
boat till they were all gone but one ; and that was to cany 
away things of great value, and these were his models of ships ; 
which, when the Council, some of them, had said they wished 
that the Dutch had had them instead of the King's ships, he 
uiswered, he did believe the Dutoh would have made mora 
advantage of the models than of the ships, and that the King

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lutd had greater loss thereby ; this they all luighed at. After 
having heard him for an honr or more, they bid him with- 
draw. He being gone, they caused 8ir Bichard Browne' to 
read over his minutes ; and then mj Lord Arlington moved 
that tliey might be put into my hands to pat into form, I 
being more acquainted with such bnaineBs; and they were 
so. So I away back with my books and papers ; and when I 
got out into the Oonrt it was pretty to see how people gaiecl> 
mpon mo, that I thonght myself obliged to salute people and 
to smile, lest they should think I was a prisoner too ; bat 
afterwards I found that moat did take me to be there to bear 
evidence against F. Fett ; but my fear was such, at my going 
in, of the BuooeBS of the day, that I did think fit to give 
T. Hater, whom I took with me, to wait the event, my oloset- 
key and directions where to find 5001. and more in silver and 
gold, and my tallies, to remove, in case of any misfortune to 
me. Home, and after being there a little, my wife come, 
and two of her fellow-traveilera with her, with whom we 
drank ; a couple of merchant^lilce men, I think, but have 
fnendfl in our coontry. ^ They being gone, my wife did give 
so bad an account of her and my father's method in burying 
of oar gold, that made me mad : and she herself is not pleased 
with it, she believing that my uster knows of it. My father 
and she did it on Sunday, when they were gone to t^nroh, 
in open daylight, in the midst of the garden; where, for 
alight they knew, many eyea might see them : which put me 
into trooble, and I presently cast about, how to have it back 
agun to secure it here, the timee being a little better now. 

20th. Mr. Barber told me that all the diBOOurse yesterday, 
about that part of the town where he was, was that Mr. Fett 
and I were in the Tower ; uid I did hear the same before.' 
Busy all the afternoon ; in the evening did treat with, and in 
the end ^ee, but by tome land of compulsion, with the 
owners of uz merchant-ships, to serve the King as men-of- 
mr. Bat, Lord ! to see how agunst the hair it is with these 
men. and every body to trust as and the King; and how un- 
reasonable it is to expect they shonld be willing to lend their 
' Clwk «r U» CoondL 
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stdpa, and la,j ont 2 or SOOf. & man to fit their ehipa for ths 
nev voysgea, wbeii ire hKve not pud them half of what w« • 
ove tbem for their old services ! I did write bo to Sir W. 
Coventry this night. 

2l8t. My wife shows me a lettw from her father, who la 
going over aea, and this aftemoon would take his leave of 
her. I sent him by her three Jacobuses in gold, having real 
pity for him and her. This day comes news from Harwich 
that the I>Dtch fleete are all in sight, near 100 sail great and 
■mall, they tfainlc, ooming towards them ; where, they think, 
they shall be able to oppose them ; bat do cry ont of the 
falling back of the seamen, few standing by them, and those 
with much faintness. The like Uiey write from Fortsmonth, 
and their letters this post are worth reading. Sir H. 
Gholmly come to me this day, and tells me the Court is aa 
mad as ever ; and that the night the Dutch burned our ships 
the King did sup with my Lady Castlemaine, at the Duchess 
of Monmouth's, and there were all mad in hunting of a poor 
moth.' All the Court afraid of a Parliament ; bnt he thinks 
nothing can save us bat the King's giving up all to a Parlia- 
ment. 

22d. In the evening come Captain Hart and Haywood to 
me about the six merchant-ships now taken up for men-of- 
war ; and in talk they told me abont the taking of " The 
Boysl Charles ;" that nothing but carelessness lost the ship, 
for they might have saved her the very tide that the Dutch 
come up, if they would have but used means and had but 
boats : and that the want of boats plainly lost alt the other 
ships. That the Dutch did take her with a boat of nine 
men, who found not a man on board her, and her laying so 
near them was a main temptation to them to come on ; and 
presently a man went up and struck a flag and jacke, and a 
trampeter sonnded upon her ''Joan's plai^et is torn ;"' that 
they did carry her down at a time, both for tides and wind, 
when the best pilot in Chatham would not have undertaken 
it, they heeling her on one side to make her draw little water: 
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abd eo carried her awaj safe. Tbey being gone, by and hy 
■ oomes Sir W. Pen, vho hath been at Court; and in the 
first place, I hear the Duke of Cambridge is dead ;' which ia 
a great loaa to the nation, having, I think, nerer an heyre 
male now of the King's or Bnke's to succeed to the Crown. 
He t«llB me that tbey do begin already to damn the Dutch, 
and call them cowards at White Hall, and think of them and 
their businesa no better than they used to do ; which is very 
sad. The King did tell him himself, which is Bo, I was told, 
here in the City, that the City hath lent him 10,0001., to be 
lud out towards securing of the River of Thames ; which, 
methinks, is a very poor thing, that we should be induced to 
borrow by such mean snms. He tells me that it is moat 
manifest that one great thing making it impossible for ns to 
have set out a flcete this year, if we could have done it for 
money or stores, was the liberty given the b^inning of the 
year for the setting out of merchantmen, which did take up, 
•s is said, above ten, iC not fifteen thonsand seamen : and thia 
^pears in the conncil-books. 

23d. (Lord's day.) To my chamber, and there all tho 
morning reading in my Lord Coke's pleas of the Crowne, 
very fine and noble reading. To Woolwich, and there called 
on Mr. Bodham : and he and I to see the batterys newly 
raided ; which, indeed, are good works to command the River 
below the ships that are sank, but not above them. It is a 
sad sight to see so many good ahips there annk in the River, 
while we wonld be thonght to be masters of the sea. Cooke 
says the bankers cannot, till peace retnms, ever hope to have 
credit again; so that they can pay no more money, but 
people must be contented to take pnblick security such ag 
diey can pr« them ; uid if so, and they do live to receive the 
money thereupon, the bankers will be happy men. Fenn read 
me an Order of Council passed the 17th instant, directing all 
the Treasurers of any part of the King's revenue to make no 
payments bnt such as shall he approved by the present Lords 
GommissionerB ; which will, I think, spoil the credit of all his 
Uajesty's service, when people cannot depend upon payment 
' He dltd OB the 30lh June, >t RiohnMnd. 
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an; wbere. But the Eiag'a decWatton in belialf of the 
hankers, to make good their MaignmeatB for money, is very 
good, and will, I hope, secore me. Cocke says, that he hears 
it is come to it now, that the King will try what he can soon 
do for a peace ; and if he cannot, that then he will cast all 
npon the Parliament to do as they eee fit: and in doing b<^ 
perhaps, he may save us all. The King of France, it is be- 
lieved, is engaged for this year ;' so that we shall be safe as to 
him. The great misery the City and kingdom is like to suffer 
for want of coals' in a little time is rery visible, and, is feared, 
will breed a mutiny ; for we are not in any prospect to com- 
mand the sea for our colliers to come, but ratber, it is feared 
the Dutch may go and bum all our colliers at Ifewcastle ; 
though others do say that they lie safe enough diere. No 
news at all of late from BredaP what our Treatws do. In 
the evening comes Mr. Fovy about business ; and he and I 
to walk in the garden an hour or two, and to talk of State 
matters. He tells me his opinion tiia^it is out of possibility 
for us to escape being undone, there being nothing in our 
power to do that is necessary for the saving us : a lasy Prince, 
no Council, no money, no reputation at home or abroad. He 
says that to this day the King do follow the women as much 
as ever he did ; that the Duke of York hath not got Mrs. 
Middleton, as I was told the other day : but says that be 
wants not her, for he hatb others, and hath always had, and 
that he [Fovy] hath known them brought through the Matted 
Gallery at White Hall into his [the Duke'sJ closet ; nay, he 
hath come out of his wife's bed, and gone to others laid in 
bed for him : that Mr. Brounoker is not the only pimp, but 
that the whole family are of the same strun, and will do 
any thing to please him : that, besides the death of the two 
Princes lately, the family is in horrible disorder by being in

not 40,000^ : that the Duchess ia not on]; the proudest 
woman in the world, but the most expenBefaU ; and that the 
Dnke of York's marriage with her hath undone the kingdom, 
by making the Chancellor bo great abore reach, who other- 
wise would have been but an ordinary man, to have been 
dealt with by other people; and he would hare been 
eareftd of managing things well, for fear of being called to 
account; whereas, now he is secure, and hath let things 
inn to rack, as t^ey now appear. That at a certain time 
Hr. PoTy did carry him an account of the state of the 
Duke of Tork'a estate, showing in faithfullneas how he 
spent more than his estate would bear, by above 20,000^. 
per uinun), and asked my Lord's opinion to it; to which 
he answered, that no man that loved the King or king- 
dom durst own the writing of that paper; at which Fovy was 
startled, and reckoned himself undone for this good service, 
and found it necessary Utea to show it to the Dnke of York's 
GommisstonerB ;' who read, examined, and approved of it, so 
as to cause it to be pot into form, and ugned it, and gave it 
the Duke. Now the end of the Chaueetlor was, for fear that 
his daughter's ill housewifery should be condemned. He 
[Povy] tells me that the other day, upon thb ill news of the 
Dutch being upou qs, White Hall was shut up, and the 
Council called and sat close ; and, by the way, he do assure 
me, from the mou^ of some Privy-counciilors, that at this day 
the Frivy-council in general do know no more what the state 
of the kingdom as to peace and war is, than he or I ; uor who 
manages it, nor upon whom it depends ; and there my Lord 
Chancellor did make a speech to them, saying that they knew 
well that he was no friend to the war from the beginning, and 
therefore had concerned himself little in, nor could say much 
to it; and a- great deal of that kind, to discharge himself of 
the fault of the war. Upon which my Lord Anglesey rose up, 
and told his M^eety that he thought their coming now toge-

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ther was not to enqnire who was, or waa not, the cause of the 
war, but to enqnire wliat was, or conld be, dons in the busi- 
ness of making a peace, and in whose bands that was, and where 
it was stopped or forwarded ; and went on very highly to 
have all made open to them: and, by the way, I remember 
that Captain Cocke did the other day tell me that this Lord 
Anglesey hath said, within few days, that he would willingly 
give iOfiOOl, of his estate that he was well secured of the 
rest, such apprehensions he hath of the eequel of things, as 
giving all over for lost. He teila me, speaking of the horrid 
effeminacy of the King, that the King hath taken ten times 
more care and pains in making friends between my Zisdy 
Castlemaise and Mrs. Stewart, when they have fallen out, 
than ever ht did to save his kingdom; nay, that npon any 
falling out between my Lady CastJemaine's nurse and her 
woman, my Lady hath often said she would make the King 
to make them friends, and they would be friends and be quiet ; 
which the King bath been fain to do : that the King is, at 
this day, every night in Hyde Park with the Duchess of Mon- 
moiUh, or with my Lady Castlemaine: that he [Povy] is 
concerned of late by my Lord Arlington in the looking after 
Bome buildings that he is about in Norfolke,' where my Lord is 
laying out a great deal of money ; and that he, Mr. Fory, 
considering the unsafeness of laying obt money at such a time 
as this, and, besides, the enviouaness of the particular county, 
as well as all the kingdom, to find him building and employ- 
ing workmen, while all the ordinary people of the country are 
carried down to the sea-sides for securing the land, he thought 
it becoming him to go to my Lord Arlington (Sir Thomas 
Clifford by), and give it as liis advice to hold his hands a little ; 
but my Lord would not, but would have him go on, and bo 
Sir Thomas Clifford advised also, which one wonld think, if 
he were a statesman, shoold be a sign of his foreseeing that 
all should do veil. He tells me-that there is not so great 
oonfidwce between any two men of power in the nation at

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thia day, that he knows of, as between my Lord Arlington 
and Sir Thomas Clifford; and that it ariseB by accident only, 
there being no relation nor acquaintance between them, but 
only Sir Thomas Clifford's coming to him, and applying him- 
self to him for faToors, whan he oame first ap to town to be a 
Parliament-man. 

2^b. Tronbled a little at a letter from my father, which 
tells me of an idle cwnpanion, one Coleman, who went down 
with him and my wife in the coach, and come ap again with 
my wife, a pensioner of the Ki^'s goard, and one that my 
wife indeed made the feast for on Saturday last, though ha 
did not come ; but, if he knows nothing of our money, I will 
prevent any other inoonrenience. 

25th. Up, and with Sir W. Pen in his new chariot, whieh 
indeed is plain, but pretty and more fashionable in shape than 
any coach he hath, and yet do not cost him, bameBs and all, 
above SiL, to White Hall ; where stud a very little : uul 
thence to St. James's to Sir W. Coventry, whom I have not 
seen siaoe before the coming of the Dutch into the river, nor 
did indeed know how well to go to see him, for shame eitbor 
to him or me, or both of us, to find ourselves in so much 
misery. I find that he and his fellow-Treasurers are in the 
utmost want of money, and do find fault with Sir G. Carteret, 
tbat, having kept the mystery of borrowing money to himself 
so long, to the ruin of the nation, as Sir W. Coventry said in 
words to Sir W. Pen and me, he should now lay it aside and 
come to them fm: money for every penny he hath, deolaring 
tbat he can raise no more i which, I confess, do appear to me 
die most like ill-will of anything that I have observed of Sir 
yf. Coventry, when he himself did tell us, on another occa- 
sion at the same time, that the bankers who used to furnish 
them money are not able to lend a farthing, uid he knew* 
well enough that that was all the mystery Sir Q. Carteret 
did use, tbat is, only his credit with them. He told us tha 
masters and owners of the two ships tbat I had complained 
of, for not readily settmg forth their ships, which we had 
taken up to make mot-of-war, had been yesterday with the 
King and Counoil, and bad made their case so well nndei- 
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Stood, tbat the King did owe them For what thoy had earned 
the last year, and that they coald not set them out again 
without some money or stores out of the King's Yard ; the 
latter of which Sir W. Corentry said must be done, for ihM 
they were not able to raise money for them, though it was 
bnt 2002. a ship : which do show ns onr condition to be so 
bad, that I am in a total deepaJr of ever having the nation do 
well. After that talking awhile, and all ont of heart with 
stories of want of Beamen, and seamen's nuning away, and 
their demanding a month's advance, and onr being foroed to 
ffve seamen 8a. a-day to go hence to wmtIi: at Chatham, and 
other things that show nothing bnt destruction, upon us ; for 
it is certwn that, as it now is, the seamen of England, in my 
conscience, would, if they could, go over and serve the King 
of France or Holland rather than ns. Up to th^ Duke of York 
to his chamber, where he seems to be pretty easy, and now 
and then merry ; bnt yet one may perceive in all their minds 
there is something of trouble and care, and with good reason. 
Thence to White Hall, with Sir W. Pen, by chariot ; and 
there in the Court met with my Lord Anglesey : and he to 
talk with Sir W. Pen, and told him of the masters of ships 
being with the Conndl yesterday, and that we were not in 
condition, thongh the men were vrilling, to fnmish tiiem with 
2001. of money, already due to them as earned by them the 
last year, to enable them to set ont their ships agun this year 
for the King : which he ia amazed at ; and when I told him, 
"My Lord, this is a sad instance of the condition we are in," 
he answered, that it was so indeed, and sighed ; and so parted : 
and he np to ^e Council-chamber, where I perceive t^ey sit 
every morning. It is worth noting that the King and Council, 
in their order of the 23d instant, for unloading three mer- 
chant-ships taken up for the King's service for men-of-war, do 
call the late coming of the Dutch "an invasion." I was told, 
yesterday, that Mr. Oldenbnrg,' our Secretary at (>esham 
College, is put into the Tower, fbr vrriting news to a virtuoso in 
France, with whom he constantly corresponds in philosophioal 
matters; which makes it very unsafe at this time to write, or 
' Hnu7 OldanboT^, Btmlarj to tht KajiX S«cd*^. 
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ftlmoBt do any thing. Several oaptaina oome to the office 
yesterd&y and to-day, complaining that their m^t OMue and 
go when they irill, and will not be commanded, thongh.they 
are paid every night, or may be. Kay, this afternoon cornea 
Harry BoBaell from OraTeeend, telling va that ^e money . 
carried down yesterday for the Chest at Chatham had like to 
have heen aeixed apon yesterday, in the barge there, by 
seamen, who- did beat otir watermen : and what men should 
these be but the boat's crew of Sir FretoheriUe Hollis, who 
used to brag so mnch of the goodness and order of his men, 
snd his command over ^m. Sir H. Gbolmly tells me great 
news ; that this day io Council the King hath declared that 
be will call his Parliament in thirty days : which is the best 
news I have heard a great while, and will, if any thing, save 
the kingdom. How the King come to be advised to this, I 
know not ; bat be tells me that it was against the Duke of 
York's mind flatly, who did rather advise the King to raise 
money as he pleased ; and against the Chancellor's, who told 
the King that Qaeen EUaabeth did do all her bnsiness in 
eigbty-«igbt without calling a Parliament, and so might he 
do, for any thing he saw. But, blessed be God ! it is done ; 
and pray God it may bold, though some of us must surely go 
to the pot, for tdl must be flung np to them, or nothing will 
be done. 

26th. The Parliament is ordered to meet the 25th of July, 
being, as they say, St. James's day ; which every creature is 
glad of. Walking to the Old Swan, I met Sir Thomas 
Harvy, whom, asking the news of the Parliament's meeting, . 
he told me it was true, and they would certainly make a great 
rout among us. I answered, I did not care for my part, 
though I was ruined, so that the Commonwealth might 
escape mis by it. He answered, that is a good one, in faith ; 
for you know yourself to be secure,- in being neoeesary to the 
office ; but for my part, says be, I must look to be removed ; 
but then, says be, I doubt not but I shall hare amends made 
me; for all the world knows upon what terms I came in, 
which ia a saying that a wise man would not nnnecesBarily 
have stud, I tluok, to any body, meaiUDg his buying his place 
16* 
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of my Lord Barkeley [of Stratton.] Golon«l RoTtaee tells me 
of a letter oome last night, or the daj before, from my Lord 
St. Albans, out of Franoe, wherein he says, that the King of 
France did lately fall out irith him, giving him ill names, 
saying that he had belied him to oar King, by saying that be 
had promised to aswst onr King, and to forward the peace ; 
saying Uiat indeed he had oS^^ to forwud the peace at saeh 
a time, bnt it was not accepted of, and eo he thinks himself 
not obliged, and would do what was fit for him ; and bo made 
him to go ont of his sight in great displeasnre : and he hath 
giren this accoant to the King, whioh, Colonel Beymes tells 
me, pntf them into new melancholy at Court, and he belieree 
hath forwarded the resolntioD of calling the Parliament. At 
White Hall, spied Mr. Povy, who t^s me, as a great secret, 
which none knows but himself, that Sir G. Carteret hath 
parted with his place of Treasurer of the Navy, by consent, 
to my Lord Angles^, and is to be Treaanrer of Ireland in his 
stead ; but upon what terms it is, I know not : and that it is 
in his power to bring me to as great a friendship and confi.- 
dence in my Lord Anglesey as ever I was with Sir W. Co- 
ventry. Such is the want already of coals, and the despair 
of having any supply, by reason of the enemy's being abroad, 
and no fleete of ours to secure them, that they ore come this 
day to 51. 10s. per chaldron. 

27th. Wakmed this morning, about three o'clock, by a 
letter from Sir W. Coventry to W. Pen, that the Dutch are 
come up to the Nore again, and he knows not whether fur- 
ther or no. Horrible trouble with the backwardness of the 
merchants to let ns have their ships, and seamen's running 
away, and not to be got or kept without money. Proclama- 
tions come ont this day for the Parliament to meet the 2dUi 
of next month ; for which God be praised ! and another to 
invite seamen to bring in their complaints, of their being ill 
used in the getting their tickets and money. Fierce tells me 
that he hears for certain fresh at Court, that France and wa 
shall agree ; and more, that yesterday was damned at the 
Council, the Canary Company ; and also that my Lord Mov 
dannt hath lud down his Commisfiion. Pieroe tells ae that 
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all the town do cry ont of onr office, for a pxek of foola ; bnt 
BKjB that evcryhod; speaks either well, or at least the best of 
me. Bat he tells me how Matt. Wren ehoold say,, that he 
was told that I should say that W. Coventry was guilty of 
the miscarriage at Chatham, though I myself, as he ooQfessea, 
did tell him otherwise, and that it was wholly Fett's fanlt. 
He hath rectified Wren in his belief of this, and bo all is well. 
News this time, that ahont 80 aul of the Datch, great and 
small, wore seen coming up the river thia morning ; and this 
some of them to the upper end of the Hope. 

28th. Sir W. Batten is come to tovrn : I to see him ; be 
is very ill of his fever, and come only for advice. Sir J. 
Minoes, I hear also, is very ill all this eight, worse than 
before. We find the Duke of York and Sir W. Coventry 
gone thia morning, by two o'clock, to Chatham, to come home 
to-night : and it is fine to observe how both the King and 
Duke of York have, in their several late journeys to and again, 
done tbem in the night, for coolneBse. To Sir Q. Carteret, 
and I dined with my Lady and good company, and good 
dinner. My Lady and the family in very good humour apoo 
this businees of his parting with hia place of Treasurer of the 
Navy, which I perceive they do own. They tell me that the 
Duke of Buckingham hath surrendered himself to Secretary 
Morrice, and is going to the Tower. Mr. Fenn, at the table, 
says that he hath been taken by the watoh two or three times 
of late, at unseasonable hoars, but so disguised that they could 
not know him: and when I come home, by and by, Mr. 
Lowther tells me that the Duke of Buckingham do dine pub- 
lickly this day at Wadlow's, at the Sun Tavern ; and is mighty 
merry, and sent word to the Lieutenant of the Tower, that he 
would come to him as soon as he had dined.. Now, how sad 
a thing it is, when we come to make sport of procliuming men 
traitors, and banishing them, and putting them out of their 
offices, and Privy Council, and of sending to and going to the 
Tower: God have mercy on us ! At table, my Lady and Sir 
Philip Carteret have great and good discourse of the greatness 
of the present King of France — what great things he hath 
done, that a man may pass, at any hour of the night, ^1 over 
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that irild city [Paris], with a puree in his hand and no danger : 
tliat there is not a beggar to be aeen in it, nor dirt lying in 
it; that he hath married tvo of Colbert's daughters to two of 
the greatest princes of France, and given them portiona— 
booght the greatest dnkedom in France, and given it to Col- 
bert ;' and ne'er a prince in France dare whisper agunst it, 
whereas here onr King cannot do any snoh thing, but every- 
body's month is open against him for it, and the man that 
hath the favour also. IThat to aeveral commanders that had 
not money to set them ont to the present campagne, he did of 
his own accord send them 100(M. sterling a-piece, to equip 
themselves. But then they did enlarge upon the slavery of 
the people — that they are taxed more tlian the real estate 
they have ; nay, it is an ordinary thing for people to deeire to 
give the King all their land that they have, and themselvea 
become only his tenants, and pay him rent for the full valne 
for it : so they may have but their earnings. But this will 
not be granted ; but he shall give the value of his rent, and 
part of his labonr too. That there is not a petty governor of 
a provinoe — nay, of a town, but he will take the daughter 
from the richest man in the town under him, that hatb got 
anything, and ^ve her to his footman for a wife if he pleases, 
and the King of France will do the like to the best man in 
' bis kingdom — take his dai^hter from him, and give her to his 
footman, or whom he pleases. It is said that ho do make a 
sport of us now ; and says, that |ie knows no reason why hia 
cozen, the King of Englandf should not be aa willing to let 
him have his kingdom, as that the Dutch should take it from 
him. Sir G. Carteret did tell me, that the bosiness was 
done between him and my Lord Anglesey ; that himself is to 
have the other's place of Deputy Treasurer of Ireland, which

ia a place of honoar and great profit, being far better than the 
Treaaurer's, my Lord of Corke's,' ftnd to give the other Me, of 
Treasurer of the Nary ; that the King, at his earnest entreaty, 
did, with roach unwillingness, bnt with owning of great obliga^ 
tions to him, for his faithfulness and long service to hiin ftnd 
his father, grant his desire. My Lord Ohancellor, I perceive, 
is hia friend in it. I remember I did in the morning tell Sir 
H. Cholmly of this business : and he answered me, he was 
sorry for it ; for, whatever Sir G. Carteret was, he ii conSdent 
my Lord Anglesey is one of the greatest knaves in the world. 
Home, and there find my wife making of tea; a drink whieh 
Mr. Felling, the Potticary, tells her is good for her «old and 
defluzions. To Sir W. Batten's, to see how he did ; and he 
is better than ho waa. ' He told me how Mra. Lowther had 
her train held up yesterday by her page, at his house in the 
country ; which is ridiculons." Mr. Felling told ns the news 
of the town ; how the officers of the Kavy are cried out upon, 
and a great many greater men ; but do think that I shall do 
-well enough ; and I think, if I have juBtice, I shall. We 
hear that the Dutch are gone down again ; and, thanks be to 
God 1 the trouble they give us this second time is not very 
considerable. 

29th. My coaen Thomas Pepys,^ of Hatcham, come to see 
me, and he thinks nothing but a union of religious interests 
will ever settle us ; and I do think that, and the Parliament's 
taking the whole maoagement of things into their hands, and 
severe inquisitions into our miscarriages, will help us. To my 
wife, to whom I now propose the going to Chatham, who, 
mightily pleased with it, sent for Mercer to go with her, but 
she could not go, having friends at home ; and the poor wretch 
was contented to stay at home, on condition to go to Epsom 
next Sunday. Talking with Sir W. Batten, he did give me 
ma acconnt how ill the King and Duke of York was advised 
to send orders for our frigates and fire-ships to come from 
Graresend, soon as ever news come of the Dutch being re- 
turned into the river, wherein no seaman, he believes, was 
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sdnBed witb ; for, nje he, we might havs done jmt aa War- 
wicke^ did, when he, W. Batten,* come with the King and the 
like fleete, in the late wan, into the river ; for Wanricke did 
not nut awaj from them, but suled before them when they 
Buled, and come to anchor when they come to anchor, and 
always kept in a small distance from them : bo as to be able 
to take every opportonit; of any of their ships running agronnd, 
or change of wind, or any thing else, to hia advantage. So 
might we have done with oar fire-ships, and we have loet an 
opportunity of taking or huming a good ship of theix's, which 
was ran aground about Holehavea, I think he said, with the 
wind BO as their ships could not get her away ; but we might 
have done what we wonld with her, and, it may be, done than 
miscluef, too, with the wind. 

SOth. (Lord's day.) Up about three o'clock, and Creed and 
I got onrBelves ready, and took coach at our gate, it being 
very fine weather, and the cool of the morning, and with much 
pleasure, without any stop, got to Bochester abont ten of the 
clock. At the landing-plaoe, I met my liord Bronnckor and 
my Lord Douglas,' and all the officers of the soldiers in the 
town, waiting there for the Duke of York, who they heard 
was coming. By and by comes my Lord Middleton, well 
mounted : he seems a fine soldier, and so every body says he 
is ; and a man, like my Lord Teviott and indeed most of the 
Scotch gentry, as I obeerve, of few words. After seeing the 
boats come np from Chatham, with them that rowed with 
bandoleers about their shonlders, and muskets in their boats ; 
they being the workmen of the Yard, who have promiiied to 
redeem their credit, .lost by their deserting the service when 
the Dutch were there ; I and Creed down by boat to Chat- 
ham-yard. Thence to see the batteries made ; which, indeed, 
are very fine, and guns placed so as one would think the Birer 
should be very Becore. I was glad, as also it was new to m^ 
to see 80 many fortifications as I have of late teen, uid so ap 
to the top of the Hill, there to look, and could see towards

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SheereQesse, to spj the Dutch fleete, bat conid make ont none 
bnt one vessel, they bong all gone. Here I was told, that, 
in all tike late attempt, there vas bat one nuui that they knev 
lolled on shore : and that vas a man that had laid apon his 
belly upon one of the hills, on the other side df the River, to 
Me the aotion; and a ballet oome, and bo he was kiHed. 
Thence back to the docke, and in my way saw how they are 
fun to take the deals of the rope-hoase to supply o^er oeca- 
Mons, and how sillily the eonntry troopers look, that stand 
upon the passes there ; and, methinks, as if they were more 
willing to run away than to fight, and it is said that the 
eonntry soldiers did first ran at Sheerenesse, but that then my 
Lord Douglas's men did run also ; but it is ezcnsed that there 
was no defence for them towards the sea, that so the very 
beach did Sy in their faces as the ballets come, and annoyed 
' them, they having, after all this preparation of the officers of 
the ordnance, only done something towards the land, and 
nothing at all towards the sea. The people here everywhere 
do speak very badly of Sir Edward Spragge, as not behaving 
himself as he should have done in that baeiness, going away 
-with the first, and that old Captain Fyne, who, I am here told, 
and no sooner, is Master-Chinner of England, was the last that 
staid there. Thence by barge, it raining hard, down to the 
chaine ; and in our way did see the sad wrackes of the poor 
"Royall Oake," "James," and'* London;" and several other 
of our ships by ns sunk, and several of the enemy's, whereof 
three men>of-war that they could not get off, and so burned. 
I do pot see that Upnor Castle hath received any hnrt by 
them, though they played long against it ; and they themselves 
shot till they had hardly a gnn left upon the carriages, so 
badly provided they were : they have now made two batteries 
on that side, which will be very good, and do good service. 
Bo to the chaine, and there saw it fast at the end on Upnor 
side of the J^ver ; very fast, and home up upon the several 
stages across the River ; and where it is broke nobody can tell 
me. I went on shore on Upnor side to look upon the end of 
the chaine ; and caused the link to be measured, and it was 
six inches and ose-fourth in circumference. It seems very 
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remarkable to me, and of great hononr to the Dutch, that 
those of them that did go on shore to Oillingham, though tbej 
went in fear of their lives, and vere some of them killed ; 
and, notwithstanding their provocation at Scholling,' jet killed 
none of our people nor plundered their houses, but did take 
aotne things of easy carriage, and left the rest, and not a house 
burned ; and, which is to our eternal disgrace, that what my 
Lord Douglas's men, who come after them, fonnd there, they 
plundered and took all away ; and the watermen that carried 
us did further tell us, that our own soldiers are far more ter- 
rible to those people of the country-towns thao the Dutch 
themselves. We were told at the batteries, upon my seeing 
of the field-guns that were there, that, had they come a day 
sooner, they had been able to have saved all ; but they had no 
orders, and lay lingering upon the way. Commissioner Pett's 
house was all unfurnished, he having carried away all his 
goods. I met with no satisfaction whereabouts the chun was 
broke, but do confess I met with nobody that I could well 
expect to have satisfaction from, it being Sunday ; and the 
officers of the Yard most of them abroad, or at the Hill house. 
Several complaints, I hear, of the Monmouth's coining away 
too soon from the chains, where she was placed with the two 
guard-ships to secure it ; and Captain Robert Gierke, my 
friend, is blamed for so doing there, but I hear nothing of him 
at London about it ; hut Captaiti Brooke|B running aground 
with the " Sancta Maria," which was one of the three shipi 
that were ordered to be sunk to hare dammed up the River at 
the cht^e, is mightily cried against, and with reason. I find 
that here, as it hath been in our rirer,^ fire-ships, when fitted, 
liave been sunk afterwards, and particularly those here at the 
Mussle,^ where they did no good at ail. Our great ships that 
were run aground and sunk are all well raised hut the '* Van- 
guard," which they go about to loiae to-morrow. "The 
Uenery," being let loose to drive up the river of herself, did 
run up as high as the bridge, and broke down some of the 

Sir Robart Uolmea 
'Hnaele Bwk, in tbe Uedw«r- 
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rails of the bridge, and so back agun with the tide, and up 
again, and then berkhod himself so trell as no pilot could erer 
have done better ; and Punnet Baya he would not, for his life, 
have ondertaken to have done it, with all his skill. .1 find it 
ifl true that ibe Dutch did heele " The Charles," to get her 
down, and yet run aground twice or thrice, and yet got her 
safe away, and have her, with a great many good guns in her, 
-which none of our pilots would ever have undertaken. It is 
▼ery considerable the quantity of goods, which the making of 
these platforms and hatterys do take out of the King's stores : 
BO that we shall have little left there, and, God knows ! Ho 
credit to buy any. It is a strange thing to see that, while 
my Lords Douglas and Middleton do ride up and down upon 
single' horses, my Lord Brouncker do go up and down with 
his hackney-coach and six horses at the King's charge, But 
I do not see that he hath any command over the seamen, he 
being affronted by thiee or four seamen before my very face, 
which ho took sillily, methonght ; and is not able to do so 
much good as a good boatswain in this btisiness. Here in the 
streets, I did hear the Scotch march beat by the drums before 
the soldiers, which is very odde. Then to our inne, where, I 
hear, my Lord Brouncker hath sent to speak with me: so I 
took his coach, which stands there with two horses, and to 
him and to his bedside, where be was in bed, and hath a 
-watchman with a halbert at his door ; and to him, and did 
talk a little, and find him a very weak man for this business 
that be is upon ; and do pity the King's service. 

Jnly 1st. We took coach, and, being very sleepy, dronsed 
moat part of the way to Gravesend, and there 'light, and down 
to the new batteryg, which are like to be very fine, and there 
did hear a plain fellow cry out upon the folly of the King's 
officers above, to spend so much money in works at Woolwich 
and Deptford, and sinking of good ships loadea with goods, 
-when, if half the charge had been laid out here, it would have 
secured all that, and this place, too, before now. And I think 
it is not only troc, but that the best of the actions of us all 
are so silly, that the meanest people do begin to see through 
tbcm, and contemn them. Besides, says he, they spoil the

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river by it. W« got home by noan, where all well. Then 
to the office, where I am sony to hear that Sir J. Minnes is 
likely to die thiB night. 

2d. To the office, where W. Pen, and myself, and Sir T. 
Hsrvy met, the first time we hare had a meeting, since the 
coming of the I>ntch npon this coast. 

3d. Sir Richard Ford tella us how he hath been at the 
Session B-house, and there it is plain that there is a combina> 
tion of rogues in the town, that do make it their basiness to 
set hooses on fire, and that one house they did set on fire in 
Aldersgate Streete last Easter ; and that this was proved by 
two young men, whom one of them debauched by degrees to 
steal their fathers' plate and clothes, and at last to be of their 
oompany ; and they had their placeb to take up what goods 
were flung into the streets out of the windows, when the hoosea 
were on fire ; and this is like to be proved to a great nnmber 
of rognes, whereof fire are already found, and some found 
guilty. One of these boys is a son of a Montagu,' of my 
Lord Manchester's family ; but whose son he oould not tell 
mo. To the Council-Gbamber, to deliver a letter to their liord- 
ships about the state of the six merchantmen which we have 
been so long fitting out When I come, the King and the 
whole table full of Lords were hearing of a pilifiiU cause of a 
complaint of an old man, with a great grey beard, against his 
son, for not allowing him something to live on ; and at last 
oomfl to the ordering the son to allow his father lOL a-year. 
This cause lasted them near two hours ; which, methinks, ait 
this time to be the work of the Council-board of England, is 
a scandalous thing. Here I find all the news is the enemy's 
landing 8000 men near Harwich, and attacking Landgnard 
Fort, and being beat off thence with onr great gune, killing 
some of their men, and they leaving their ladders behind them ; 
bat we had no Horse in the way on Suffolk ude, otherwise we 
might have galled their Foot. The Duke of York is gone 
down thither this day, while the General ' sat sleeping this 
afternoon at the Council-table.

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4th. To the Sessions-honee, where I have t mind to hear 
Buill Elelding'fl ease' tried ; and ao got op to the Bench, my 
Lord Chief-Jtutice Keeling' being Judge. Here I stood bare, 
not challenging, tiiongh I might veil enongb, to be covered. 
Bat here were Beversl fine tnab; among othere, several 
brought in for making it their trade to set houses on fire 
merely to get pinader ; and all proved by the two little boys 
spoken of yesterday by Sir B. Ford, who did give so good 
accouBt of particulars that I never heard children in my life. 
And I confess, thoogh I was unsatisfied with the force given 
to snch little boya, to take away pen's Uvea, yet, when I was 
told that my Lord Chief-Jwtice did declare that there was no 
law against taking the oath of children above twelve years old, 
and then heard from Sir R. Ford the good account whioh the 
boys had given of their understanding the nature and conse- 
quence of an oath, and now my own observation of the sobriety 
sod readmees of their answers, further than of any man of any 
rank that come to ^ve witness this day, though some men of 
years and learning, I waa a little amaxed, and fully satiafied 
^lat they ought to have as much credit as the rest. They 
proved against BeTeral,theiro(mBulting several times at a brothel 
in Moore-Fields, called the Bussia House, among many other 
rogueries, of siting houses on fire, that they might gather the 
goods that were flung into the streets ; and it is worth con- 
ndering how unsafe it is to have children play up and down 
this lewd town. For these two boys, one my Lady Montagu's, 
I know not what Lady Montagu, son, and the other of good 
oondition, were playing in Moore-fields, and one rogue, 
Gabriel Holmes, did come to them and teach them to drink, 
and dien to bring him plate and clothes from their fathers' 
housee, and carry him into their houses, and leaving open the 
doors for him, and at last were made of their conspiracy, and 
were at the very burning of ^lis house in Aldersgate Street, 
OD Easter Sunday night last, and did gather up goods, as tfaey 
had resolved before : and this Gabriel Holm^ did advise to 
have had two houses set on fire, one after another, that, while

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they vere quenching of one, they might be burning another. 
And it !s pretty that G-. Holmes did tell his fellows, and these 
hoys Bwore it, that he did set fire to a box of linen in the 
Sherife, Sir Joseph Shelden'a house, while he was attending 
the fire in Aldersgate Street, and. the Sheriffe himself said 
that there was a fire in his house, in a box of linen, at the 
Bame time, but cannot conceive how this fellow should do it. 
The boys did swear against one of them, that he bad made it 
his part to pull the ping out of the engine while it was a- 
playing; and it really was so. And goods they did carry 
away, and the manner of the setting the bouse on fire was, 
that Holmes did get to a cockpit, where, it seems, there was 
a publick cockpit, and set fire to the straw in it, and hath a 
fire-ball at the end of the straw, which did take fire, and so it 
prerailed, and burned the house; and, among other things 
they carried away, bo took six of the cocks that were at the 
cockpit ; and afterwards the boys told us how they had one 
dressed, by the same token it was so hard they could not cat 
it. But that which was most remarkable was the impudence 
of this Holmes, who hath been arraigned often, and still got 
away ; and on this business was taken, and broke loose just at 
Newgate Gate ; and was last night luckily taken about Bow, 
where he got loose, and run into the river, and hid himself in 
the rushes ; and they pursued him with a dog, and the dog 
got him and held him till he waa taken. But the impudence 
of the fellow was such, that he denied he ever saw the boys 
before, or ever knew the Russia House, or that the people 
knew him; and by and by the mistress of the Russia House 
was called in, being indicted, at the same time, about another 
thing ; and she denied that the fellow was of her acquaintance, 
when it was pretty to see how the little boys did presently 
fall upon her, and ask her bow she durst say so, when she was 
always with them when they met at her house, and partiou- 
larly when she come in her smock before a dozen of tbem, at 
which the Court laughed, and put the woman away. Well, 
this fellow Holmes' waa found guilty of the act of burning the 

'Aceording to Smith's Obiimiry, Qnbriel Holnie 
Jalj, 16e7, and buii«d io tbe new cbnnbjud i 
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hoose, Euid otlier things, that he stood indicted for. ' And then 
there were oUier good cases, as of a woman that come to serve 
a gentlewoman, and in three days run away, betimes in the 
morning, with a great deal of plate and rings, and other good 
things. It was time very well spent to be here. Here I 
saw how favourable the judge was to a young gentleman that 
Btrack one of de officers, for not making him room : told him 
he had endangered the loss of his band, but that he hoped he 
had not struck him, and would suppose that ho had not struck 
him. Tbe Court then rose, and I to dittaer with my Lord 
Mayor and Sherifis ; where a good dinner and good discourse, 
the Judge being there. .There was also tried this morning 
Fielding, which I thought had been Bazill ; — but it proved the 
other, and Bazill was killed ; — that killed his brother, who was 
found guilty of murder, and nobody pitied him. The Judge 
seems to be a, worthy man, and able : and do intend, for these 
rogaes that burned this house to be hung in some conspicuous 
place in the town, for an example. 

5th. Sir G. Carteret did come to us. He told us that the 
great scale is passed to my Lord Anglesey for Treasurer of the 
Navy: so that now he do no more belong to us : and I con- 
fessi for his sake, I am glad of it. No news, hut that the 
Dutch are gone clear from Harwich northward, and have given 
out that they are going to Yarmouth. 

6th. Mr. WUliamson told me that Mr. Coventry is coming 
over with a project of a peace ; which, if the States agree to, 
and our King, when their Ministers on both sides have showed 
it them, we shall agree, and that is all : but the King, I hear, 
do give it out plain that the peace is concluded. This day, 
with great satisfaction, I hear that my Lady Jemimab is 
brought to bed, at Hiachingbroke, of a boy.' 

7th. (Lord's day.) Mr. Moore tells me that the discon- 
tented Parliament-men are fearful that the next sitting the 
King will try for a general excise, by which to raise him money, 
and then to fling off the Parliament, :irid th'ihc a land-army

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and keep them all down like slaves ; and it ia gotten among 
them, that Bab. May, the Privy-purse, had heen heard to say 
that 300^ a-year is enough for any conntry gentleman ; which 
makes them mad, and they do talk of 6 or 8OO,O0OZ. gone into 
the PriTy-purse this war, irben in King James's time it arose 
bat to 5000/., and in King Charles's bat 10,0001. in a year. 
He tells me that a goldsmith in town told him that, being 
with some plate with my Lady Castlemaine lately, she directed 
her woman (the great beauty), " Wilson," says she, " make a 
note for this, and for that, to the Privy-parse for money." 
He tells me a little more of the baseness of the course taken 
at Gonrt in the case of Mr. Moyer,' who ie at liberty, and is 
to give 500^ for his liberty; bat a&ir tho great ones are 
divided, who shall have the moDf y, the Duke of Albemarle on 
one hand, and another Lord on the other ;^and that it is fun 
to be decided by having the person's name put into the King's 
vamtnt for his liberty, at whose intercession the King shall 
own that he is set at liberty; which is a most lamentable 
thing, that we do professedly own that we do these things, 
not for right and jnstice sal^, but only to gratify this or that 
persoa about the King. Crod forgive us all ! Basy till the 
evening, and then with my wife and Jane over to half-way 
house,' a very good walk ; and there driuik, and in the coot 
of the evening back again, and sang with pleasure upon the 
water, and were mightily pleased in hearing a boatful! of 
Spaniards sing. Jane of late mighty fine, by reason of a laced 
whiske her mistress hath ^ven her, which makes her a very 
gracefull servant. Bat, above all, my wife and I were the 
most surprised in the beauty of a plain girle, which we met 
in the little lane going from Redriffe-staiia into the fields, 
one of the prettiest faces that we think we ever saw in oar 
lives. 

8th. Mr. Coventry is come from Bredah, as was expected ; 
but, contrary to expectation, brings with him two or three 
articles which do not please the King ; as, to retrench th« 
Act of Karigation, and then to ascertain what are contraband 
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goods ; and then that those exiled persons, who are or Bh&ll 
take refnge in their coantry, may be secure from any further 
proBecutioD. Whether these will be enough to break the peace 
iqwn, or no, he cannot tell ; but I perceive the certunty of 
peace is blown orer. To Charing Cross, there to see the great 
boy and gide that are lately come out of Ireland, the Utter 
flight, the former but four years old, of most prodigious big- 
ness for their agf . I tried to weigh them- in my arms, and 
find them twice as heary as people almost twice their age ; 
and yet I am apt to believe they are very yooog. Th^ 
&ther a little sorry fellow, and their Bwther ao old. Zrisli 
woman. They hare had four children of this bigness, and 
four of ordinary growth, whereof two of each are dead. If^ 
•0 my Lord Onnond, certifies, it be true that they are no older, 
it is very monstrous. 

9th. [This day my Lord Anglesey, oar new Treasurer, 
oome the first time to the Board ; and I do perceive he is a 
very notable man, and understanding, and will do things 
regular, and understand them himself, not trust Fenn, as Sir 
G. Carteret did, and will solicit soundly [ronndly?} for 
money, which I do fear was Sir G. Carteret's fault, that be did 
not do that enough, considering the age we live in. This 
evening comes news for certain that the Dutch are with their 
fleete before Dover, and that it is expected they will attempt 
something there. The business of the peace is quite dashed 
agun. 

12th. Met at. Wlute Hall with Sir H. Cholmly, he telling 
me that undoubtedly the pes>ce is concluded ; for he did stand 
yesterday where he did hear part of the dkcourse at the 
Council table, and there did hear the King atgue for it. 
Among other things, that the spirits of the seamen were 
down, and the farces of our enemies were grown too groat 
and many for us, and he would not have his subjects over- 
pressed ; for be knows an Englishman would do as much as 
any man upon hopeful terms ; but where he sees he is over- 
pressed, he despairs as soon as any other; and, besides that, 
tiiey have already each a load of dejection upon them, that 
they will not be in temper a good while again. He heard 
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my Lord Chancellor aay to the King, " Sir," says he, "the 
whole world do compliun publickly of treachery, that things 
have been managed falsely by eome of your great ministers. 
Sir," aays he, " I am for your Majesty's falling ioto a speedy 
enquiry into the truth of it, and, where you meet with it, 
punish it. But, at the same time, consider what yon have to 
do, and make use of your time for having a peace ; for more 
money will not be given without much trouble, nor is it, I 
fear, to be had of the people, nor will a little do it to put as 
into condition of doing our business." But the other day 
Sir H. Cholmly tella me he [the Chancellor] did Bay at his 
table, " Treachery !" aays he ; "I could wish we could prove 
thcro was anything of that sort in it ; for that wonld imply 
some wit and thoughtfulness ; but we are ruined merely by 
folly and neglect." And so they did all argue for peace, and 
so he do believe that the King hath agreed to the three 
points Mr. Coventry bronght over, which I have mentioned 
before. The Duke of Buckingham was before the Council 
the other day, and there did carry it very snbmbsively and 
pleasingly to the King ; but to my Lord Arlington, who did 
prosecute the business, he was most bitter and sharp, and 
very slighting. As to the letter about his employing a man 
to cast the King's nativity, says he to the King, " Sir, this is 
none of my hand, and I refer it to your Majesty whether yoa 
do not know this hand." The King answered, that it was 
indeed none of his, and that he knew whose it was, but could 
not recall it presently. "Why," says he, "it ia my siatorof 
Bichmond's,' some froliok or other of hor's about some certain 
person ; and there is nothing of the King's name in it, hut it 
is only said to be his by supposition, as is said." The King, 
it seems, was not very much displeased with what the Doke 
had said ; but, however, ho ia still in the Tower, and no dis- 
course of his being ent in haste, though my Lady Castlemaine 
hath so far solicited for him that the King and she are quite 
fallen out : he comes not to her, nor hath for some three or four 
days ; and parted with very foul words, the King calling her 
a jade that meddled with things she had nothing to do with 
' 8m note, vol. I, April 21, 1681 
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at all : and' she calling bim a fool ; and told him ff he was 
not a fool, he would not suffer his buaineases to be carried on 
bj fools that did not understand them, and cause his best 
subjects, and those best able to serve him, to be imprisoned ; 
meaning the Duke of Buckingham. And it seems she was 
not only for his liberty, but to be restored to all his places ; 
which, it is thought, be will never be. It was computed that 
the Parliament had given the King for this war only, besides 
all prizes, and beside the 200,000/. which ho was to spend of 
his own revenue, to guard the sea above 5,000,O00Z. and odd 
100,000/. ; which is a most prodigious sum. Sir H. Gholmly, 
as a true English gentleman, do decry the King's espenses of 
his Privy-purse, which in King Jamoa's time did not rise to 
above 5,000/. a-year, and in King Charles's to 10,000/., do 
now cost us above 100,000/., besides the great charge of the 
monarchy, as the Duke of York 100,000/. of it, and other 
limbs of the Royal family, and the guards, which, for his part, 
says he, "I would have all disbanded, for the King is not the 
better by them, and wonld be as safe without, them : for we 
hare had no rebellions to make him fear anything." But, 
contrarily, he is now raising of a land-army, which this Par- 
liament and kingdom will never bear ; besides, the com- 
manders they put over them are such as will never be able to 
raise or command them ; bnt tho design is, and the Duke of 
York, he says, is hot for it, to have a land-army, and so to 
make the government like that of France. It is strange bow 
every body do now-a-days reflect upon Oliver, and commend 
lum, wbat bravo things he did, and made all the neighbour 
princes fear him ; while here a prince, come in with all tho 
love and prayers and good liking of his people, who have 
given greater signs of loyalty and willingness to serve him 
with their estates than ever was done by any people, hath lost 
all eo soon, that it is a miracle what way a man could devise 
to lose so much in so little time. Sir Thomas Crewe tells me 
how I am mightily in esteem with the Parliament; there 
being harangues made in the House to the Speaker, of Mr. 
Pepys's readiness and civility to show them every thing. 
13tb. Mighty hot weather, I lying this &ight, which I have 
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not done, I believe, since a boy, with only a ragg and a sbeet 
upon me. Mr. Herce tells na wh&t troubles me, that my 
Lord Buckhurat hath got Nell airay from the King's honse, 
and f^res her 100^ a year, 80 as she hath sent her parts to 
the honse, and nill act no more. And yesterday Sir Thomas 
Crewe told me that Lacy lies a-dying ; nor will receive any 
ghostly advice from a Bishop, an old acquaintance of Ids, that 
went to Bee him. My wife and I to the New Slxchange, to 
pretty-made Mrs. Smith's Shop, where I left my wife, and I 
migbtjly pleased with this Mrs. Smith, being a very pleasant 
woman. It is an odd and sad thing to say, that though this 
be a peace worse than we had before, yet every body's fear 
Inmost is, that the Dutch will not stand by tbeir promise, 
now the King bath consented to all they would have. And 
yet DO wise man that I meet with, when he comes to think 
of it, but wishes, with all his heart, a war ; but that the King 
is not a man to be trusted with the management of it. It 
was pleasantly said by a man in this City, a stranger, to one 
that told him that the peace was concluded, " Well," says he, . 
"and have you a peace!" — "Yes," says the other. — "Why, 
then," says he, "hold your peace!" partly reproaching as 
with the disgracefulness of it, that it is not fit to be men- 
tioned ; and next, that we are not able to make the Dntoh 
keep it, when they hare a mind to break it. Sir Thomas 
Crewe yesterday, speaking of the King of France, how great 
a man he is, why, says he, alt the world thought that when 
the last Pope died,' there would have been such bandying 
between the Crowns of France and Spam, whereas, when he 
was asked what he would have his ministers at Rome do, 
why, says ho, let them choose who they will ; if the Pope 
will do what is fit, the Pope and I will be friends. If he 
will not, I will t^e a course with him : therefore, I will not 
trouble myself; and thereupon the election' was d^patched in 
a little time — I think in a day, and all ended. 

14th. (Lord's day.) Up, and my wife, a little before four, 
and to make us ready; and by and by Mrs. Turner come to 
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US, b; agreement, and she and I staid talking below, wHle 
mj wife dressed herself, whicb rexed me that sbe waB so 
long about it, keeping ns till past five o'clock before she nu 
ready. She ready; and, taking some bottles of wine, and 
beer, and some cold fonle with us into the coach, we took 
coach and four horses, which I had provided last night, and 
BO away. A very fine day, and so towards Epsom, talking all 
the way presently, asd particularly of the pride and igno- 
rance of Mrs. Lowther, in having of her train carried np.^ 
The country very fine, only the way very dusty. To Epsom, 
by eight o'clock, to the well ; where much company, and I 
drank the water : they did not, but I did drink four pints. 
' And to the towne, to the King's Head ; and hear that my 
Jiord Bnckhorst and Nelly are lodged at the next home, and 
Sir Charles Sedley with them : and keep a merry house. 
Poor girl ! I pity her ; but more the loss of her at the King's 
house. W. Hewer rode with us, and I left him and the 
women, and myself walked to the ehnr«h, where few people 
to what I expected, and none I knew, but all the Houbloss, 
brothers, and them after sermon I did salute, and walk with 
towards my inne. James did tell me that I was the only happy 
man of the Navy, of whom, he says, during all this freedom 
the people bath taken to speaking treason, he hath not heard 
one bad word of me, whicb is a great joy to me ; for I hoar 
the same of others, hut do know that I have deserved as 
well as most We parted to meet anon, and I to my wUDon 
into a better room, which the people of the bouse borrowed 
for tis, and there to a good dinner, and were merry, and 
Fembleton come to us, who happened to be in the house, 
and there talked and were merry. After dinner, he gone, 
we all lay down, the day being wonderful hot, to steep, ' 
and ench of us took a good nap, and then rose j and here 
Tom Wilson come to see me, and sat and talked an hour; 
and I perceive he hath been much acquainted with Dr. 
Enller (Tom) and Dr. Fierson, and several of the great 
cavalier parsons during the late troubles ; and I was glad to 
hear him talk of them, which he did very ingenuously, and 
very much of Dr. Fuller's art of memory, which he did tell 

' Sea 18th JuB^ (into. 
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me several iastances of. By and by he parted, and we took 
coach and to take ibe ayre, there being a fine breeze abroad ; 
and I carried them to the Tell, and there filled some bottles of 
water to carry home with me ; and there I talked with the 
two women that farm the well, at 12/. per annnm, of the lord 
of the manor. Mr. Evelyn' with his lady, and also my Lord 
George Barkeley's lady,^ and their fine danghter, that the 
King of France liked so well, and did dftnce so rich in jewelta 
before the King at the Ball I was at, at our Court, last 
winter, and abo their son,^ a Knight of the Bath, were at 
chnrch this morning. Here W. Hewer's horse broke loose, 
and we had the sport to see him taken again. Then I 
carried them to see my cozen Pepys's honse, and 'light, and 
walked round about it, and they like it, as indeed it deserves, 
very well, and is a pretty place ; and then I walked them to 
the wood hard by, and there got them in the thickets till they 
had lost themselves, and I could not find the way into any of 
the walks in the wood, which indeed are very pleasant, if I 
could have found them. At last got Out of the wood again ; 
and I, by leaping down the little bank, coming out of the 
wood, did sprain my right foot, which brought me great 
present pain, but presently, with walking, it went away for 
the present, and so the women and W. Hewer and I walked 
upon the Downes, where a flock of sheep was; and the most 
pleasant and innocent sight that ever I saw in my life. We 
found a shepherd and his little boy, reading, far from any 
houses or sight of people, the Bible to him ; so I made the 
boy read to me, which he did, with the forced tone that 
children do usually road, that was mighty pretty, and then I 
did give him something, and went to the father, and talked 
with him; and I find he had been a servant in my cozen 
Pepys's house, and told mo what was become of their old ser- 
vants. He did content himself mightily in my liking his 
boy's reading, and did blesa God for him, the most like on«

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of the old p&triarcha that ever I aaw in my life, and it brought 
those thoughts of the old age of the world m my mind for 
two or three days after. We took notice of his woolen knit 
stockings of two colours mixed, and of his shoes shod with 
iron, both at the toe and heels, and with great nuls in the 
soles of bis feet, which was mighty pretty : and, taking notice 
of them, why, says th& poor man, the downes, you see, are 
fall of stones, and we are faine to shoe oarselvee thus ; and 
these, says he, will make the stones fly till they ring before 
me. I did give the poor man something, for which he was 
mighty thankful, and I tried to cast stones with his home 
crooke. He valnes his dog mightily, that would turn a sheep 
aay way which he would have him, when he goes to fold 
tbem : told me there was about eighteen score sheep in his 
flock, and that b0 hath four shillings a week the year round 
for keeping of them : and Mrs. Turner, in the common fields 
here, did gather one of the prettiest nosegays that ever I saw 
in my life. So to our coach, and throogb Mrs. Minnes's 
wood, and looked upon Mr. Evelyn's house ; and so over the 
common, and through Epsom towne to our inne, in the way 
stopping a poor woman with her milk-pail, and in one of my 
gilt tumblers, did drink our beUyfnlls of milk, better than any 
ereame ; and bo to our inne, and there had a dish of creame, 
bat it was sour, and so had no pleasure in it ; and so pud 
our reckoning, and took coach, it being about seven at night, 
and passed and Baw the people walking with their wives and 
children to take the ayre, and we set out for home, the sun 
by and by going down, and we in the cool of the evening all 
the way with much pleasnre home, talking and pleasing our- 
selves with the pleasure of this day's work. Mrs. Turner 
mightily pleased with my resolution, whioh, I tell her, is never 
to keep a country-hoase, hut to keep a coach, and with my 
^e on the Saturday to go Bometimes for a day to this plaee, 
and then quit to another place ; and there is more variety 
and as little charge, and no trouble, as there is in a'coontry- 
honse. Anon it grew dark, and we had the pleasure to see 
several glow-wormea, which was mighty pretty, bat my foot 
begins more and more to pain me, which Mrs. Tomer, by 
Vol. III. — 17 K 
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keeping her warm hand upon it, did mnch ease ; but bo that 
when we come home, whioh was just at eleven at night, I was 
not able tp walk from the lane's end to my hoofle nithont 
being helped. So to bed, and Uiere had a cere-cloth laid to 
my foot, but in great p&in all night long. 

15th. I was not able to go to-day to wait on the Duke of 
York with my fellows, but was forced in bed to write out par- 
ticulars for their discourse there. Anon comes Mrs. Turner, 
and new-dressed my foot, and did it so, that I was at much 
ease presently. Our poor Jane very sad for the death of her 
poor brother, who hath left a wife and two small children. I 
did give her 208. in money, and what wine she needed, for the 
burying him. 

16th. To the Office withont much pain, and there sat all 
the morning. % 

17th. Home, where I am saluted with the news of Hogg's 
bringing a rich Canary priie to Hull : and Sir W. BaCtui do 
offer me 1000!. 'down for my particular share, beside Sir 
Biohard Ford's part, which do tempt me ; but yet I would 
not take it, but will stand and fall with the compaoy. He 
and two more, the Panther and.Fanfan, did ^ter into con- 
Bortship ; and bo they have all brought in each a prize, thou^ 
our's worth as much as both their's, and more. Howerer, it 
will be well worth baring, God be thanked for it i This news 
makes as all rery glad. I at Sir W. Batten's did hear the 
particulars of it ; and there for joy he did give the compuny 
that were there a bottle or two of his own last year's wine, 
growing at Walthamstow, than which the whole company said 
they never drank better forei^ vine in their lives. The Duke 
of Buckingham is, it seems, set at liberty, withont any further 
charge against him or other clearing of him, but let to go out; 
which is one of the strangest instances of the fool's play with 
which all publick things are done in this age, that ia to be 
apprehended. And it is said that when he was charged widi 
making himself popular — as indeed he is, for many of the dis- 
contented Parliament, Sir Robert Howard, and Sir Thomas 
Meres, and others^ did attend at the Council-Chamber when 
be was examined— he should answer, that whoever was oom- 
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mitted to prison bj my Lord Chancellor or my Lord Arling- 
ton, CQuld sot want being poptilar. Bot it is worth con- 
sidering the ill state a Minister of State is in, under snoh a 
Prince as onr's is ; for, nndoubtedlj, neither of those two great 
men wonld hare been so fierce against the Dake of Bnck- 
ingham at the Connoil-table the other day, had they not been 
afl&nred of the King's good liking, and supporting them therein : 
whereas, perhaps at the desire of my Lady Gastlemaine, who, 
I suppose, hath at laat overcome the King, the Dake of Bnck- 
ingham is well received again, and now these men delivered 
np to the interest -he can make for his revenge. He told me 
over the story of Mrs. Stewart, mnch after the manner which 
I yns told it by Mt. Evelyn ; only he says it is verily believed 
that the King did never intend to marry her to any but him- 
self, and that the Duke of York and Lord Chancellor were 
jealous of it; and that Mrs Stewart might be got with child 
ttj the King, or somebody else, and the King own a marriage 
before bis contract, for it is bat a contract, as he tells me, to 
this day, with the Queen, and so wipe their noses of the 
Orown ; and that, therefore, the Duke of York and Chancellor 
did do all they could to forward the match with my Lord 
Duke of Richmond, that she might be married out of the way ; 
bot, above all, it ia a worthy part that this good lady hath 
acted. My sister Michell * come from Le^ to see us ; but do 
tattle so much of the late business of the Dutch coming 
thither that I am weary of it. Yet it is worth remembering 
what she says ; that she bath beard both seamen and soldiers 
Bwear they wonld rather serve the Duteb than the King, for 
they should be better used.' She saw " The Royal Charles" 
bronght into the River by them ; and how they shot off their 
great guns for joy, when they got her out of Chatham Biver. 
18th. Very well employed at the office till evening; and

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then, being ireary, took out my wife and Will Batelier by 
coacb to I^ngton, but no plessore in onr going, the way being 
BO doBty that one darst not breatbe. Drank at the old bonse, 
and so home. 

19tfa. One tells me that, by letter from Hollaitd, the people 
tbere are made to believe that onr condition in England is 
anob a8 they may bare whatever they will ask ; and that so 
they are mighty high, and deBpise as, or a peace with as ; and 
there is too much reason for them to do so. The Dutch 
fioete are in great squadrons everywhere still about Harwich, 
and were lately at Portsmouth ; and the last letters say at 
Plymouth, and now gone to Dartmouth to destroy our St reighta* 
fleete lately got in thither; but 6od knows whether they can 
do it any hurt, or no. 

20th. Towards the 'Change, at noon, in my way observing 
my mistake yesterday in Mark Lane, that the woman I saw 
was not the pretty woman I meant, the line-maker's wife, but 
a new-married woman, very pretty, a strong- water seller : and 
in going by, to my content, I find that the very pretty 
daughter at tbe.Stup tavern, at the end of Billiter Lane, is 
there still, and in the bar : and, I believe, is married to bim 
that is new come, and hath new trimmed the house. Home 
to dinner, and then to the office, ve having dispatched away 
Mr. Oviatt to Hull, about onr prises there ; and I have wrote 
a letter of thanks J>y bim to Lord Bellassis, who had writ to 
me to offer all his service for my interut tbere, but I dare not 
trust him. 

Slat. (Lord's day.) I and my wife and Mercer up by water 
to Bame Ehnes, where we walked by moonshine, and called 
at Lambeth, and drank and had cold meat in the boat, and 
did eat, and sang, and down home, b; almost twelve at night, 
very fine and pleasant, only could not sing ordinary songs 
with the freedom that otherwise I would. Here Mercer tells 
me that the pretty maid of the Ship tavern is married there, 
which I am glad of. So having spent this night, with mush 
serious pleasure to consider that I am in a condition to fling 
away an angell ' in such a refreshment to myself and family, we 
home and to bed, leaving Mercer, by the way, at her own door.

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22cL Up to my Lord'Gli&BceUor's, vhere van a Committee 
of Tangier in my Lord's roome, trhere he sits to hear causes, 
and where all the Jodges' pictnres hmig np,^ very fine. But 
to see how Sir W. Coventry ,did oppose both my Lord Chan- 
cellor and the Dake Of York himself, about the Order of the 
Commiasioners of the Treasury to me for not paying of pen- 
nons, uid with so much reason, and eloquence bo natural, was 
admirable. And another thing, about his pressing for the. 
reduction of the charge of Tangier, which they would have 
put off te another time ; " But," says he, " the King suffers 
so much by the putting off of the consideratioa of reductions 
of charge, that he is undone ; and therefore I do pray you, 
sir," to his Boyal Highness, "that when any thing* offers of 
the kind, yon will not let it escape you." Here was a great 
handle of letters brought hither, sent up from sea, from a 
Teasel of our's that hath taken them after they had been flung 
orer hy a Dutchman ; wherein, among others, the Duke of 
York did read the eoperecription of one to De Witt, thus — 
" To the most wise, foreseeing and discreet, These, &c. ;" 
which, I thought with myself, I could have been glad might 
hare been duly directed to any one of them at the table, 
though the greatest men in this kingdom. The Doke of York, 
the Lord Chancellor, my Lord Duke of Albemarle, Arlington, 
Ashley, Peterborough, and Coventry, the best of them all for 
parts, I perceive they do all profess their expectation of a peace, 
and that suddenly. Sir W. Coventry did declare his opinion 
that if Tangier were offered ua now, as the King's ooudition 
is, he would advise against the taking it ; saying, that the 
King's cAarge is too great, and must be brought down, it 
being, like the fire of this City, never ttf be mastered till yon 
have brought it under you ; and that these places abroad are 
but so much charge to the King, and we do rather herein 
strive to greaten them than lessen them ; and then the King 
is forced to part with them, " as," says he, " he did with Dun- 
Wrke, by my Lord Teviott's making it so chargeable to the 
King as he did tha t, and would have done Tangier, if he had

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lived." I pOTceive he is the only mas that do seek the King's 
profit, and ia bold to deliver what be thinks on ereiy occauon. 
With mnoh pleasure refiecting apon our discourse to-day at 
the Tangier meeting, and crying up the worth of Sir W. 
GoTentry. Greed tells me of the fray between the Duke of 
Buckingham at the Duke's playhouse the last Saturday, (and 
it is the first day I have heard that they have acted at eith^' 
the King's or Duke's houses this month or six weeks) aod 
Henry Killigrew, whom the Duke of Buckingham did soundly 
beat and take away his sword, and make a fool of, till the 
fellow prayed him to spare his Me ; and I am glad of it ; for 
it eeeiDB in this business the Duke of Buckingham did carry 
himself very innocently and well, and I wbh he had paid this 
fellow's coat well. I heard something of this at the 'Change 
to-day: and it is pretty to hear how people do speak kindly 
of the Duke of Bnoktngham, as one that will enquire into 
faults ; and therefore tfaey do mightily favour him. And it 
puts me in mind that, this afternoon, Billing, the Quaker, 
meeting me in the Hall, oome to me, aod after a little dis- 
course did say, " Well," says he, " now you will be all called 
to an account ;" meaning the Parliament is drawing near. 

23d. Comes sudden news to me by letter from the Gierke 
of the Cheque at Oravesend, that there were thirty sail of 
Dutch men-of-war coming up into the Hope this last tide : 
which I told Sir W. Feu of; but he would not believe it, but 
laughed, and said it was a fleete of Billanders [coasters], and 
that the guns that were heard was the salutation of the 
Swede's Ambassador that comes over with tbem. But within 
half an hour comes another letter from Captain Proud, that 
eight of them were come into the Hope, and thirty more fol- 
lowing them, at ten this morning. By and by comes an order 
from White Hall to send down one of our niunber to Chatham, 
fearing that, as they did before, they may make a show first 
up hither, but then go to Chatham : ao my Lord Brouncker 
do go, and we here are ordered to give notice to the merohant 
men-of-war, gone below the barri<»ido at Woolwich, to come 
up again. 

24tb. Betimes this morning comes a letter from the Clerk 
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of the Cheque at Grareaend to me, to tell me that the Dutch 
fleete did come all into the Hope yesterday noon, aod held a 
fight irith our ships from thence till aerea at night ; that they 
had bumed twelve fire-ehips, and we took one of their's, and 
bomed fire of oar fire-ships. Bnt then rising and going to 
Sir W. Batten, he tells me that we have burned one of their 
men-of-war, and another of their's is blown up : but how true 
this i?, I IcDOW not. But these fellows are mighty bold, and 
have had the f(fftntie of the wind easterly this time to bring 
them up, and prevent our troubling them with our fire-fihips ; 
snd, indeed, have had the winds at their command from the 
beginning, and now do take the beginning of the spring, as if 
they had some great design to do. About five o'clock down 
to Gravesend, all the way with extraordinary content reading 
of Boyle'B Hydroatatickes, which the more I read and under- 
■tand, the more I admire, as a most excellent piece of philo- 
sophy; and as we come nearer Qravesend, we hear the Dutch 
fieete and onr's a-fiting their guns most distinctly and loud. 
So I luided, and discoureed with the landlord of the Ship, who 
undeceives me in what I heard this morning about the Dutch 
having lost two men-of-war, for it is not so, but several of tbeir 
fire-ships. He do say, that this afternoon they did force our 
ships to retreat, but that now they are gone down as far as 
8lueld4iaven :' but what the event hath been of this evening's 
gons they know not, but suppose not much, for they have all 
this while Shot at good distance one from another. They 
seem confident of the security of this town and the River above 
it, if ever the enemy should come up so high ; their fortifica- 
tions being so good, and guns many. But he do say that 
people do complain of Sir Edward Spragg, that he hath not 
done extraordinary ; and more of Sir W. Jeninga, that he came 
up with his tainkins' in his gons. Having eat a bit of cold 
renison and drank, I away, took boat, and homeward again, 
vith great pleasure, the moon shining, and it being a fine 
pleasant cool evening, and got home by half-past twelve st 
night, «id BO to bed. 

25th. At night Sir W. Batten, W. Fen, and myself, and 
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Sir R. Ford, did meet in tho garden to diBconrse about our 
priiea at Hull. It appears that Hogg is the veriest rogue, 
the most obserrable embezzler, that erer was known. Tbia 
yexes us, and made tu very free and plain with Sir W. Pen, 
who bath been his great patron, and as very a rogue as he. 
But he do now seem to own that his opinion is changed of 
him, and that ho will joyne with us in our Btricteet inquiries, 
and did sign to tlie letters we had drawn, which he had 
refused before, and so seemingly parted good friends. I 
demanded of Sir B. Ford and the rest, what passed to-day at 
the meeting of Parliament : who told me that, contrary to sU 
expectation by the King that there would be but a thin 
meeting, tbere met above SOO this first day, and all the dis- 
contented party ; and, indeed, the whole House seems to be 
no other alm(»t. The Speaker told them, as soon as they 
were sat, that he was ordered by the King to let them know 
he was lundered by some important business to come to them 
and epeak to them, as he intended ; and, therefore, ordered 
him to move that they would adjourn themselves till Monday 
next, it being very plain to all the House that he expects to 
hear by that time of the sealing of the peace, which by letters, 
it seenis, from my liord Bollis, was to be sealed the last 
Sunday.' But before they would oome to the question 
whether they would adjourn, Sir Thomas Tomkins steps up 
and tells them, that all the country is grieved at this new- 
raised standing army; and that thay thought themselves safe 
enough in their trayn-bands ; and that, therefore, be desired 
the King might be moved to disband them. Then rises 
' Gafranay and seconds him,'only with this explanation, which 
he said he believed the other meant ; that, as soon as peace 
Aonld be concluded, tbey might be disbanded. Then rose 
Sir W. Coventry, and told them that he did approve of what 
the last gentleman said ; but also, that at the same time he 
iii DO more than what, he durst be bold to say, he knew to 
be the King's mind, that as soon as peace was concladed he 
would do it of himself. Then rose Sir Thomas Littleton, 
and did give several reasons from tho uncertainty of their

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meetiiig again but to adjotmie, in oase ueva comes of the 
peace being ended before Monday next, and tho poBsibilitj of 
the King's having some abont him that may endeavour to 
alter bis own, and the good part of his Conncil'a advice, for 
the keeping np of the land-army; and, therefore, it was fit 
that they did present it to the King as their desire, that, as 
soon as peace was conolnded, the land-army might be laid 
down, and that this their request might be carried to the 
King by them of their House that were Privy-coimciUors ; 
which was put to the vote, and carried nemine contradicente. 
80 alter this vote passed, they adjourned: biit it is plain 
what the effects of this Parliament will be, if they be snffered 
to sit, that they will fall foul upon the faults of the Govern- 
ment ; and I pray God they may he permitted to do it, for 
nothing else, I fear, will save the King and kingdom than 
the doing it betimes. 

26th. Kg news all this day what we bave done to the 
enemy, but that the enemy is fallen down, and we after 
them, bat to little purpose. 

27th. To the office, where I bear that Sir John Coventry* 
is come over from Bredah, a nephew, I think, of Sir W. 
Coventry's: bnt what message he brings I know not. This 
morning news is come that Sir Jos. Jordan is come from 
Harwich, with sixteen fire-ships and four other little ships of 
war: and did attempt to do some execution upon the enemy, 
bat did it without discretion, aa most do say, so as they have 
been able to do no good, but have lost four of their fire-ships. 
They attempted this, it Beeme, when the wind was too strong, 
that our grapplings could not Jiold: others aay we came to 
leeward of them, but all condemn it as a foolish management. 
They are come to Sir Edward Spragg about Lee, and the 
Dutch are below at the Nore. At the office all the morning; 
and at noon to the 'Change, where I met Fenn ; and he tells 
me that Sir John Coventry do bring the confirmation of the

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peace ; but I do oot find the 'Change at all glad of it, but 
rather the vorse, they looking upon it as a peace made only 
to preserve the King for a time in his lasts and ease, and to 
sacfifice trade and his kingdoms only to his own pleasures ; 
so that the hearts of merchants are quite down. He tells mo 
that the King and my Lady Castlemaine are quite broke off, 
and she is gone away, and is with child, and swears the King 
shall own it ;' and she will have it christened in the Chapel at 
White Hall so, and owned for the King's, as other Kings 
have done ; or she will bring it into White Hall gallery, and 
dash the brains of it out before the King's face. He tells 
me that the King and Court were never iu the world so bad 
as they are now for gaming, swearing, women, and drinking, 
and the most abominable vices that ever were in the world; 
so that 1^ must come to Dougfat. He told me that Sir Q. 
Carteret was at this end of the town : so I went to visit him 
in Broad Street; and there he and I together; and be is 
mightily pleased with my Lady Jem's haviug a son ; and a 
mighty glad man he is. He [Sir George Carteret] tells me, 
as to news, that the peace is now confirmed, and all that 
over. He says it was a very unhappy motion in the House 
the other day about the land-army; for, whether the King 
hath a mind of his own to do the thing desired or no, his 
doing it will be looked upon as a thing done only in fear of 
the Parliament. He says that the Duke of York is suspected 
to be the great man tliat is for raising of this army, and 
bringing things to be commanded by an army; but that he 
do know that be is wronged therein. He do say that the 
Court is in a way to ruin all for their pleasures ; and says 
that he himself hath once taken the liberty to tell the King 
the necessity of having, at least, a show of religion in the 
Government, and sobriety; and that it was that, that did 
set up and keep up Oliver, though he was the greatest rogue 
in the world. He tells me the King adheres to no man, bat

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tluB day deliven himeelf np to this, and the next to that, to 
the rain of himeelf end bnsiiiefia ; that he is at the command 
of any woman like a slave, though he be the best man to the 
Qaeen in the "winrld, yn& so much respect, and never lies a 
night from her: but yet cannot command himself in the 
presence of a woman he likes. It raining this day all day 
to onr great joy, it having not rained, I think, this. month 
before, bo as the groand was every wbere so burned and dry 
as could be; and so travelling in the road or streets in 
London, for duet. 

28th. All the morning clcee, to draw up a lettw to Sir 
W. Coventry upon the tidings of peace, tiding occasion, 
before I am forced to it, to resign up to bis Boyall Highness 
my place of the Victualling, and to recommend myself to 
him by prqmise of doing my utmost to improve this peace in 
the best manner we may, to save the kingdom from rain. 

2dth. Up, and with Sir W. Batten to St. James's, to Sir 
W- Coventry's chamber; where, among other thing, he came 
to me, and told me that be had received my yesterday's 
letters, and that we concurred vory well in our notions ; and 
that, as to my place which I had offered to resign of the 
Victualling, he bad drawn up a Jotter at the same time for 
the Doke of York's signing for the like places in graeral 
raised during this war ; and that he had done me right to 
the Duke of York, to let him know that I had, of my own 
accord, offered to resign mine. The letter do bid us to do 
all thin^ particularizing several, for the laying np of the 
ships and easing the King of charge ; so that the war is now 
professedly over. By and by up to the Duke of York's 
ehunber; and there all the talk was about Jordan's coming 
with so much indiscretion, with hie, four little frigates and 
sixteen fire-ships from Harwich, to annoy the enemy. Hia 
Esiloree were of several aorta, I know not which the truest : 
that he came with bo strong a gale of wind, that his grapplings 
would not hold ; that he did come by their lee ; whereas, if 
he had come athwart their hawee, they would have held ; that 
they did not stop a tide, and ebb np with a windward tide, 
and then they wovdd not have oonte so fast. 27ow, there

httppened to be Captain Jenifer by, irho commanded the 
Lily in tliis boBiness, and thus sa^ ; that, finding the Dntch 
not so many as they expected, they did not know that there 
■were more of them ahove, and bo were not bo earnest to the 
setting upon these ; that thej did do what thej conld to 
make the fire-shipB fall in among the enemy ; and, for their 
lives, neither Sir J. Jordan nor others could, by shooting 
several times at them, make them go in ; and it seems they 
were commanded by some idle feDovs, such as diey conld of 
a sudden gather np at Harwich ; which is a sad consideration 
that, at Buch a time as this, where the saving the reputation 
of the whole nation lay at stake, and after bo long a war, the 
King had not credit to gather a few able men to command 
these vessels. He BWja, that if they had come up slower, 
the enemy would, with their boats and their great sloops, 
which they have to row with a great many men, and did, , 
come and cnt up several of our fire-ships, and would certainly 
have tokeo most of them, for they do come vrith a great pro- 
vision of these boats on purpose, and to save their men, 
which is bravely done of them, though they did, on this very 
occasion, show great fear, as they say, by some men leaping 
overboard out of a great ship, as these were all of them of 
sixty and seventy guns a-piece, which one of our fire-ships 
Iwd on board, though the fire did not take. But yet it is 
brave to Bee what ctae they do t&ke to encourage their men 
to provide great stores of boats to save them, while we have 
not Credit to find one boat for a ship. And, further, ho told 
us that this new way used by Deane, and this Sir W. 
Coventry observed several times, of preparing of fire-ships, 
do Dot do the work ; for the fire, not being strong and quick 
enough to flame op, so as to take the rigging and suls, lies 
smothering a great while, half an hour before it fiames, in 
which time they can get the fire-ehip off safely, though, 
which ia uncertain, and did fail in one or two this bont, it do 
serve to biHH our own ships. But what a shame it is to con- 
sider how two of our ships' companies did desert their ships 
for fear of being taken by their boats, onr little frigates being 
forced to leave them, being diased by their greater ! And 
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one more company did set their ship oa fire, and leare her ; 
irhiafa aftenrards a Feversham fiBherman came np to, and pnt 
oat the fire, and carried safe into Ferersliam, irftere she now 
ia, which was observed by the Duke of York, and all the 
company with him, that it was only want of conrage, and a 
general dismay and ahjectnesa of spirit npon all onr men; 
and others did obserre our ill management, and God 
Almighty's cnrse npon all that we have in hand, for nerer 
Buch an opportanity was of destroying so many good ships of 
tbeir's as we now had. Sat to see bow negligent we were 
in this basiness, that oar fleete of Jordan's should not hare 
any notice where Spragg was, nor Spragg of Jordan's, so as 
to be able to meet and join in the business, and help one 
another ; bat Jordan, wben he saw Spragg's fieete abore, did 
think them to be another part of the enemy's fleete ! While, 
on the other side, notwithstanding oar people at Court made 
such a secret of Jordan's design that nobody must know it, 
and even this office itself most not know it; nor for my 
part I did not, though Sir W. Batten says by others' discourse 
to him he had heard something of it ; yet De Rayter, or he 
that commanded this fleete, had notice of it, and told it to a 
fisherman of our's that he took and released on Thursday 
last, which was the day before our fleete came to him. But 
then, that, that seems most to our disgrace, and which the 
Ddke of York did take special and vehement notice of, is, 
^t when the Datch saw so many fire-ships provided for 
them, themselves lying, I- think, about the Nore, they did 
with all their great ships, with a North-east wind, as I take 
it they said, but whatever it was, it was a wind that we should 
not have done it with, turn down to the Middle-ground ; 
which the Duke of York observed, never was nor would 
have, been undertaken by oorselves. And whereas some 
of the company answered, it was their great fear, not 
their choice, that made them do it, the Duke of York 
answered, that it was, it may be, their fear and wisdom 
that made them do it; bnt yet their fear did not make 
them mistake, as we should have done when we have 
had no fear open OB, and have ran our ships on ground. And 
Vol. m. — 18 
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thb brought it into my mind, that they managed their retreat 
doim this difficnlt passage, irith all their fear, better than we 
could do onreelves in the main sea, vben the Duke of Albe- 
marle ran Kwa,y from the Dutch, when the Prince was lost, 
and the Royal Charles and the other great ships came on 
ground upon the G^oper. Thus, in all things, in wisdom, 
courage, force, knowledge of our own streams, and success, 
the Dutch have the best of us, and do end the war with vic- 
tory on their side. The Duke of Tork being ready, we into 
his closet, but, being in haste to go to the Parliament House, 
he could not stay. So we parted, and to Westminster Hall, 
where the Hall full of people to see the issue of the day, the 
King being to come to speak to the House to-day. One thing 
extraordinary was, this day a man, a Quaker,' came naked 
through the Hall, only Tery civilly tied about the loins to 
avoid scandal, and with a chafing-dish of fire and brimstone 
bnrtiing upon his head, did pass through the Hall, crying, 
"Repent! repent!" Presently comes down the House of 
Commons, the Ring having made then a very short and no 
pleasing speech to them at all, not at all giving them 
thanks for their readiness to come up to town this busy 
time ; but told them that he did think he should have had 
oooaaioB for them, bat had none, and therefore did dismiss 
them to look after the^r own occasions till October; and that 
he did wonder any should offer to bring in a suspicion that he 
intended to rule by an army, or otherwise than by the laws 
of the land, which he promised them he would do ; and so

p. tn. Da Fm had probablj heard of tha Qaaker. 
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bade them go home and settle the mindB of the country in 
that particular ; and oaly added, that he had made a peace 
irhich-he did helieve they would find reasonable, and a good 
peace, but did give them none of the particulars thereof. 
Thus they are dismiMed again to their general great dietaste, 
I believe the greatest that ever Parliament waa, to see 
themselves so fooled, and the nation in certain condition of 
nuo, while the King, they see, is only gorenied by his lust, 
and women, and fognes about him. The Speaker, they 
found, was kept fiwu coming in the morning to the Houbs 
on purpose, till after the King was come to the House of 
Lords, for fear they should be doing anything in the House 
of Commons to the further diBsatisfaction of the King and his 
courtiers. They do all give up the kingdom for lost, that I 
speak to ; and do hear what the King says, how he and the 
Duke of York do do what they can to get up an army, that 
they may need no more Parliaments: and how my Lady 
Casttemaine hath, before the late breach between her and the 
King, sud to the King, that he most role by an army, or all 
wonld be lost, and that Bab. May hath given the like advice 
to the King, to crush the English gentlemen, saying that 
300^ a-year was enough for any man bat them that lived at 
Court. I am told that many petitions were provided for the 
Parliament, complaining of the wrongs they have received 
&om the Court and courtiers, in city and country, if the Par- 
liament had but sat : and I do perceive they all do resolve to 
have a good account of the money spent before ever they give 
a farthing more; and the whole kingdom is everywhere 
sensible of their being abused, insomuch that they forced 
their. Parliament-men to come up to sit ; and my cozen Roger 
told me that, but that was in mirth, he believed, if he had 
not come up, he should have had his honse bnmed. The 
kingdom never in so troubled a coudittOB in this world as 
now ; nobody pleased with the peace, and yet nobody daring 
wish for the contJnuanoe of the war, it being plain that nothing 
do nor can thrive mider us. Here I saw old good Mr, 
Vaughan,' and several of the great men of the Commons, and 
' Joho Vanghan, U. P. Ibr Cvdipnibin. 
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Bomo of them old men, that are come 200 milee, and more, to 
attend this Bession of Parliameat ; and have been at great 
cbarge and duappomtments in their other private busincaa ; 
and now all to so purpose, neither to eerre their country, 
content themselves, nor receive any thanks from the King. 
It is verily expected by many of them that llie Kin g vill 
continne the prorogation in October, ho as, if it be poesible, 
never to have fhis Parliament more. My Lord Brbtoll 
took hJB place in the Honae of Lords this day, but not in hiB 
robes ; and when the King came in, he withdrew : bnt my 
Lord of Buckingham was there as brisk as ever, and sat in 
hjs robes; which is a monstrous thing, that a man should be 
proclaimed against, and put in the Tower, and released with- 
out any trial, and yet not restored to his places. But, above 
all, I saw my Lord Mordaunt as merry as the beat, that it 
seems hath done such further indigoities to Mr. Taylor' since' 
the last sitting of Parliament as would hang him, if there 
were nothing else, woold the King do what were fit for him ; 
but nothing of that is now likely to be. After having spent 
an hour or two in the hall, my coEen Boger and I and Creed 
to the old Exchange, where I find all the merchants sad at 
this peace and breaking up of the I^rliament, as men despair- 
ing of any good to the nation, which is a grievous considera- 
tion ; and so home. Cozen Roger and Creed to dinner with 
me, and very men^ : but among other things they told me 
of the strange, bold sermon of Dr. Creeton yesterday, before 
the King ; how he preached against the sins of the Court, and 
particularly against adultery, over and over instancing how 
for that single sin in David, the whole nation was undone ; 
and of our negligence in having our castles without ammuni- 
tion and powder when the Dntch came upon us ; and how we 
have no courage now-a-days, but let our ships be taken out 
of our harbour. Here Creed did tell us the story of the duell 
last night, in Covent-garden, between Sir H. Bellassis and 
Tom Porter. It is worth remembering the silliness of the 
quarrell, and is a kind of emblem of the general complexion 
of this whole kingdom at present. They two dined yesterday 
' Sm Not. It, UU, anU. 
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St Sir Robert Carr's,' where it eetaa people dodriok high, 
sll that come. It happened that these two, the greatest 
Mends in the worlS, were talking together ; and Sir H. 
Bellasaia talked a little louder than ordinary to Tom Porter, 
giving of him some advice. Some of the company standing 
by said, " What ! are they qnarrelling, that they talk eo-high V 
Sir H. Bellaasia hearing it, said, "ITo!" says he; "I would 
have yon know I never qnarrel, but I strike ; and take that 
as a mle of mine!" "Howt" sajw Tom Porter, "strike! 
I would I could see the man in England that durst ^ve me a 
blow !" with that Sir H. Bellassis did give him a box of the 
eare ; and so they were going to fight there, but were hin- 
dered. And by and by Tom Porter went out ; and meeting 
Dryden the poet, told him of the business, and that he wu 
resolved to fi^ght Sir H. Bellassis presAitly ; for he knew, if 
he ^d not, 4hey should be friends to-morrow, and then the 
blow would rest upon him ; which he would prevent, and 
desired Dryden to let him have his boy to bring him notice 
which way Sir H. Bellassis goes. By and by he is informed 
that Sir H. Bellassis' coach was coming : so Tom Porter went 
out of the Coffee-house where he staid for the tidings, and 
stopped the coach, and bade Sir H. Bellassis come out. 
"Why," says H. Bellassis, "you will not hurt me coming out, 
will yon?" — "No," says Tom Porter. So out he went, and 
both drew : and H. Bellasms having drawn and flung away 
hia scabbard, Tom Porter asked him whether he was ready t 
The other answering him he was, they fell to fight, some of 
their acqauntance by. They wounded one another, and H. 
Bellassis so much that it is feared he will die : and finding 
himself severely wounded, he called to Tom Porter, and 
kissed him, and bade him shift for himself; " for," says he, 
" Tom, thou hast hurt me ; but I will make shift to stand 
apon my legs till thou mayest withdraw, and the world not 
take notice of yon, for I would not have thee troubled for what 
thou hast done." And so whether he did fly or no I cannot

too : and they are both ill, but H. Bcllasais to fear of life. 
And this is a fine example ; and H. Bellassis a Parliament- 
man,' too, and both of them extraordinary friends ! Among 
other dlscoorM, my coEen Roger told as so a thing certain, 
that the Archbbhop of Ganterbnry,' that now is, do keep a 
wench, and that he is as very a wencher as can be ; and tells 
08 it is a thing publicklj known that Sir Charles Sedlcy had , 
got away one of the ArchbiBbop's wenches from him, and the 
Archbishop sent to him to let him know that she was his 
kinswoman, and did wonder that he would offer any dishonour 
to one related to him. To which Sir Charles Sedlej is said 
to answer, " Pray, tell his Grace that I believe he finds him- 
self too old, and is afrud that I shonld onbdo him among his 
girls, and spoil his trade." But he mi^es no more of donbt 
to say that the Archbishop is a wencher, and kno^rn to be so, 
which is one of the most astonishing things that I have beard 
of, nnless it be, what for certain he saya is true, that my 
Lady Castlemune hath made a Bishop lately, namely, her 
mcle, Dr. Glenbam,^ who, I think they say, is Bishop of 
Carlisle ; a drunken, swearing rasc^, and a scandal to the 
Chnrch ; and do now pretend to be Bishop of Lincoln,* in 
competition with Dr. Baynbow,' who is reckoned as worthy a 
man as most in the Church for piety and learning : which are 
things so scandalous to consider, that no man can doubt but 
W6 most be undone, that bears of them. Cozen Roger did 
aeqnunt me in private with an offer made of his marrying of 
Mrs. Eilizabeth Wilee, whom I know ; a kinswoman of Mr. 
Honiwood's, an ugly old maid, bat good housewife, and ia 
said to have 2500Z. to her portion ; but if I can find that she 
hath but 2000^, which he prays me to examine, he says he 
will have her, she being one he hath long known intimately,

thinks, after snob a dishononr, oome upon the garden ; with 
him two or three idle Lords ; and instantly after him, in 
another walk, my Lsdy Castlemaine, led b^ Baib. May : at 
which I was surprised, having hot newly heard the stories of 
the King and her being parted for ever. So I took Mr. 
Povy, who was there, aside, and he told me all,— how imp»- 
rioos this womaa is, and hectors the King to whatever she 
will. It seems she is with child, and the King eays he did 
not get it: with that she made a slighting pah with her 
month, and went ont of the house, and never oame in again 
till the King went to Sir Danid Harvy'i to pray her ; and m 
she is come to-day, when one would think hie mind dioidd be 
fbQ of some other cares, having but this morning hrgken up 
such a Parliament, with so mnoh discontent, and so many 
wants upon him, and but yesterday heard such a sermon 
against adultery. But it seems she hath told the King, that 
whoever did get it, he should own it ; and the bottom of the 
quarrel is this : — She is fallen in love with young Jermin,' 
who hath of late been with her oftener than tbe King, and is 
now going to marry my Lady Falmouth f the King is mad 
at her entertaining Jermin, and she is mad at Jermin's goii^ 
to marry frtnn her : so they are all mad ; and thus the king- 
dom ia governed I Bat he tells me for certain that nothing 
is more sure than that the King, and Doke of York, and tbe

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Chancellor, Ate deeiroua and labooring all they can to get an 
army, vhatever the King wys to the Parliament ; and he be- 
lieres that they are at last resolred to stand and fall all three 
together : bo that he says in terms that the match of the Dnke 
of York with the Chancellor's daughter hath undone the 
Halion. He tells me also that the King hath not greater 
enemies in the world than those of his own family; for there 
is not an officer in the hoose aliDoat but curses him for letting 
them starve, and there is not a farthing of money to be raised 
for the buying them bread. To walk in the garden with my 
wife, telling her of my loung 8002. a year by my place that I 
am to part with, which do a little trouble me, bat we must 
lire with somewhat more thrift. Many guns were heard thta 
afternoon, it seems, at Wiate Hall and in the Temple garden 
Tery plain ; but what it should be nobody knows, unless the 
Dntoh be driving onr ships np the riTer. To-morrow we shall 
know. 

30th. To the l^eagnry-ehamber, where I did speak with 
the Lords. Here I do hear that there are three Lords more 
to be added to them; my Lord Bridgewater, my Lord 
Anglesey, and my Iiord Cbamberlaloe.' Thence with Creed 
to White Hall ; in onr way, meeting with Mr. Cooling, my 
Lord Chamberlain's secretary, on horseback, who stepped to 
speak with ns, and lie proved very drunk, and did talk, and 
would have talked all night with ns, I not being able to break 
loose-fW>m him, he holding me so by the band. But, Lord ! 
to eee his present homour, how he swears at every word, and 
talks of the King and my Lady Caetl«naine in the plainest 
words in the worbl. And from bim I gather that the story 
I learned yesterday is true — that the King hath declared that 
he did not get ^e child of which she is conceived at this time. 
Bat she told him, " G^-d d — n me, bnt you shall own it !"* 
It seems, he is jealous of Jermin, and she lores him bo, that 
the thoughts of his marrying of my Lady Falmouth puts her 
into fits of the mother ; and he, it seems, hath been in her 
good graces from time to time, continually, for a good while ; 
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and once, as this Cooling sajB, the King had lilce to have 
taken him a-bed with her, bat that he was fain to oreep under 
the bed into her closet. Mr. Cooling told ns how the King, 
once speaking of the Duke of York's being mastered hj his 
wife, said to some of the company by, that he would go no 
more abroad with this Tom Otter,' meaning the Duke of York, 
and his wife. Tom Eilligrew, being hj, said, " Sir, pray 
which is the best for a man, to be a Tom Otter to his wife or. 
to his mistress ?" meaning the King's being bo to my Lady 
Castlemune. Thus he went on ; and speaking then of my 
Lord Sandwich, whom, he professed to love exceedingly, says 
Greed, " I know not what, but he is a man, methinfcs, that I 
eonld love for himself, withont other regardB." He talked 
very lewdly ; and then took notice of my kindneBs to him on 
ship-board sereo years ago, when the Kiag was coming over, 
and how much he was obliged to me ; bnt says, pray look upon 
this acknowledgement of a kindness in me to be a miracle ; 
for, says be, " it is against the law at Coort for a man that 
borrows money of me, even to bny his place with, to own it 
the next Sunday;" and then told os his horse was a.bribe, 
and his boots a bribe ; and told as he was made up of bribes, 
as an Oxford scholar is set out with other men's goods when 
he goes out of town, and that ho makes every sort of trades- 
man to bribe Ttir o ; and invited me home to his house, to taste 
of his bribe wine.^ I never heard so much vanity from a man 
in my life : so, being now weary of him, we parted, and I took 
coach, and carried Creed to the Temple. There set him down, 
and to my office, till my eyes begun to ake, and then home 
to supper : a pujlet, with good sauce, to my liking, and then 
to play on the flageolet with my wife, which she now does very 
prettily, and so to bed.

At 
noon home to dinner, where I find Mrs. Wood, formerly Bab 
Sbelden, and onr Heroer, who ia dressed to-day in a payaan 
dreaa, that looks mighty pretty. My wife, aa ahe said last 
night, hath put away Nell to-day, for her goasiping abroad 
and telling of stories. 

7th. My wife abroad with her maid Jane and Tom all the 
afternoon, being gone forth to eat some pasties at " The Bottle 
of Hay," in John's Street, as you go to Islington, of which 
the is mighty fond, and I dined at home alone. Mr. Pierce, 
the surgeon, tells me that though the Sing and my Lady 
Castlemaine are friends again, she ta not at White Hall, but 
at Sir D. Harvy'a, whither the King goes to her ; but he says 
she made him ask her forgiveness upon his knees, and pro- 
' A oomadf , b; Juna SUri*;. 
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miee to offend her no more so: and tlt&t, indeed, she did 
tlireatea to bring all liis bsstards to lua cloaet-door, and hath 
Deu*Iy hectored him out of his vita. 

8tb. Sir Henry Bellassis is dead of the daell he fought 
about ten da3r8 ago, with Tom Porter ; and it is pretty to see 
how the world talk of them as a couple of fools, that killed 
one another out of love. I to my bookseller's ; where, \>j 
snd by, I met Mr. Evelyn, and talked of several things, but 
particularly of the times : and he tells me that wise men do 
prepare to remove abroad what they have, for that we must 
be rained, our case being past relief, the kingdom so much in 
debt, and the King minding nothing but his lust, going two 
days a-week to see my Lady Castlemaine at Sir D. Harvy's^ 
I met with Mr. Moore, who tells me that my Lord Hinch- 
ingbroke is now with his miatfess, but that he is not married, 
as W. Howe come and told us the other day. To White 
Hall, and so took up my wife : and as far as Bow, where we 
staid and drank, and there, passing by Mr. Lowther and hia 
hdy, they stopped : and we talked a little with them, they 
bemg in their gilt coach. Presently come to us Mr. Andrews, 
whom I had not seen a good while, who, as other merchants 
do, do all give over any hopes of things doing well, and so he 
spends his time here most, playing at bowles. After dining 
together at the coach-side, we with great pleasure home. 

dUi. To Westminster, to Mr. Surges, and he and I talked^ 
and he do really declare that he expects that of necessity this 
kingdom will fall back again to a commonwealth, and other 
wise men are of the same mind : this family doing all that 
silly men can do, to make themselves unable to support their 
kingdom, minding their lost and their pleasure, and making 
^eir government so chargeable, that people do well remember 
better things were done, and better managed, and with much 
less charge under a commonwealth than they have been by 
this King. Home, and find Mr. Goodgroome,' my wife's 
singing-master. There I did soundly rattle him for neglecting 
her so much as he has done — she not having learned three 
songs these three months and more. .

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there met Sir W. Coventry ; uid he uid I walked in the 
Park an hoar. And then to bis chamber, vbere he read to . 
me the heads of the late great dispate between him and the 
rest of the Commiasioners of tbe Treaenry, and onr new 
Treaenrer of the Navy : where they have overthrown him the 
bat Wednesday, in the great dispute touching his having the 
payment of the Victoaller, which is now settled by Council 
that he is not to have it : and, indeed, they have been most 
jnst^ as well as most severe and bold, in the doing this against 
a man of his quality ; but I perceive Sir W. Coventry does 
really make no difference between any man. He tells me 
this day it is supposed the peace is ratified at Bredah,' and 
ail that matter over. We did talk of many reb-enchmeDta 
of charge of the Navy whioh he will put in practice, and 
every where else ; though, he UMb me, he despairs of being 
able to do what ought to be done for the saving of the king- 
dom, which I tell htm, indeed, all the world is almost in 
hopes of, upon the proceeding of these gentlentea for the 
regulating of the Treasury, it being so late, and our poverty 
grown so great, that they want where to set thur feet, to 
begin to do any thing. He tells me how weary he hath for 
tlHS year and a half been of the war; and how, in the Duke 
of York's bedchamber, at Christ Church, at Oxford, when 
the Court was there, he did labour to persuade the Doke to 
fling off the care of the Kavy, and get it committed to other 
huids ; which, if be had done, woald have been much to hia 
honour, being just come home with so much honour from 
sea as he was. I took noUce of the sharp letter he wrote, 
which he sent us to read, to Sir Edward Spragg, where he ia 
very plain about his leaving his charge of the ships at 
Qravesend, when the enemy came last up, and several otho^ 
things: a copy whereof I have kept. Bat it is done like a 
most worthy man; and he says it is good, now and then, to 
tell these gentlemen their duty, for they need it. And it

Here 
with him very late, till I conld hardly get a coach or link 
willing to go through the mines ; bnt I do, bat I will not do 
i^ again, being, indeed, very dangerous. 

10th. To the New Exchange, to the bookseller's' there 
where 1 hear of sereral new books coming oat — Mr. Spratt'g 
History of the Boyal Society,' and Mrs. Phillips's^ poems. 
Sir John Denham's poems are going to be all printed 
together ; and, among others, some new things ; and among 
them he showed me a copy of versefl of his upon Sir John 
Minnes's going heretofore to Bnllogne to eat a pig.* Cowley, 
he tells me, is dead ; who, it seems, was a mighty ciril, swions 
man ; which I did not know before.' Several good plays are 
also likely to be abroad soon, as Mostapha and Henry the 5th. 

11th. (Lord's day.) Up by fonr o'clock, and ready, with 
Mrs. Tnmer, to take coach before fire; and set on oar 
journey, and got to the Wells at Bamett by seven o'clock, 
•nd there fonnd many people a-drinking; bnt the morning 
is a Tery cold morning, so as we were very oold all the way 
in the coach. Here we met Joseph Batelier and W. Hewer 
also, and his node Stevenson : so, after drinking three glasses

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snd the iromea nothing, we back hj coach to Barnett, where 
to the Bed Lyon, where we 'Bght, and went np into the 
great Room, and there drank, and eat some of the heat 
cheeee-oakeB that ever I eat in my life, and bo took coaob 
agun, and W. Hewer on horaeback with us, and bo to Hat- 
field, to the inn, next my Ziord Saliahnry's honBo, and there 
rested onreelves, and drank, and heepoke dinner ; and so to 
chnrch, it being just chnrch-time. Did hear a most excellent 
good sermon, which pleased me mightily, and very deront ; 
It being npon the deaigns of saving grace, wher^ it is in a 
man, and one sign, which held him all this day, was, that 
where that grace was, there is also the grace of prayer, which 
he did handle very finely. In this church Ilea the former 
Lord of SalUbory, Cecil,' buried in a noble tomb. Then we 
to our inn, and there dined very well, and mighty merry ; 
and walked out into the Park through the fine walk of trees, 
and to the Vineyard, and there showed tbem that, which is in 
good order, and indeed a place of great delight; which, 
together with our fine walk through the Park, was of as much 
pleasure as could be desired in the world for country pleaauro' 
and good ayre. Being come back, and weary with the walk, 
the women had pleasure in putting on some straw hats, 
which'are much worn in this country, and did become them 
mightily, but especially my wife. So, after resting awhile, 
we took coach agun, and back to Barnett, where W. Hewer 
took us into his lod^ng, which is rery handsome, and there 
did treat us Tery highly with cheese-cakes, cream, tarts, and 
other good things ; and then walked into the garden, which 
wu pretty, and there filled my pockets full of filberts, and so 
with much pleasure. Among other things, I met in this 
house with a printed book of the Life of 0. Cromwell,* to 
his honour as a soldier and politician, though as a rebell, the

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first of that kind that evec I saw, and it ia veil done. Took 
coacli again, and got honte with great content. 

12th. To St. James's, where we find the Duke gone 
a-hnnting with the King. To my bookaeller's, and did boy 
Scott's Discourse of Witches; ai^d do hear Mr. CowUj 
mightily lamented his death, by Dr. Ward, the Bishop of 
Winchester,^ and Dr. Sates,' who were standing there, as the 
best poet of our nation, and as good a man. Thence I to 
the printseller's, over against the £zohange towards Covent 
Garden, and there bou^t a few more prints of cittys. So 
home, and my wife and maids being gone over the water to 
the whitater'a^ with their clothes, this being the first time of 
her trying this-way of washing her lines. Ai^r dinner, aXi 
alone to the King's plsyhooae, and there did happen to sit 
just before Mrs. Pierce, and Mrs. Knipp, who pulled me hj 
tlie hair ; and so I addressed myself to them, and talked to 
them all the interrals of th^ play, and did give them £ruit. 
The play is "Brenoralt," which I do find but little in,' for 
my part. Here was many fine ladies — among others, the 
German Baron, with his lady, who is enroy from the Emperor^ 
and their fine daughter, which hath travelled all Europe over 
with them, it seems ; and is accordingly accomplished, and, 
indeed, is a wonderful pretty woman. Here Sir Philip 
Frowde,* who sat next to me, did tell me how Sir H. Bellassis 
is dead, and that the quarrel betireen him and Tom Porter, 
who is fled, did rise in the ridiculous fashion that I was first 
told it, which is a strange thing between two so good friends. 
The play being done, I took the women, and Mrs. Corbett, 
who was with them, by coach, it raining, to Mrs.- Manuel's, 
the Jew's widow, formerly a player, who we hewd sing with 
one of the Italians that was there ; and, indesd, she sin^ 
mightily well, and just aft«r the Italian manner, but yet do 
not please me like one of Mrs. Knipp's songs, to a good 
English tune, the manner of their ayre not pleasing me so

and my wife come ; and bo, eaying nothing irhere I had 
been, we to sapper and pipe, and bo to bed. 

ISeh. Attended the Dnke of York, with our oBiial bnainesa ; 
who, npoo occasion, told ua that he did ezpeot this night or 
to-morrow to hear from Bredab of the consummation of dte 
peace. Sir W. Fen and I to the King's hoTtse, and there 
Baw'^* The Committee," which I went to with some prejudice, 
not liking it before, bat I do now find it a v«rj good play, 
and a great deal of good inrentton in it; but Lacy's part is 
so well performed that it would set off anything. 

14th. To dinn» to Sir W. Batten's. By uid by to talk 
of our prise at Hull, and Sir W. Batten offering, again and 
again, seriously how he would sell his part for lOOOt., and I 
eonsidering the knaTery of Hogg and his company, and the 
tronble we may hare with the Prince Rupert about the cod- 
flort ship, I did offer my part to him for 7002. . With a little 
bea^g the bargain, we come to a perfect agreement for 
6662. ISa. 4d., which is two-thirds of lOOO;., which is my 
proportion of the prise. I west to my office full of doubta 
and joy concerning what I had done ; but, however, did put 
into writing the heads of our agreement, and we both signed 
them ; and Sir R. Ford, being come thither since, witnessed 
them. I away, satisfied, and to the King's playhouse, and 
there saw " Tho Country Captain," which b a very ordmary 
play. 

I5th. Sir W. Fen and I to the Duke's house, where a 
sew play. The King and Court there : the house foil, and 
an act begun. And so went to tiie King's, and there saw 
" The Merry Wiyw of Wiudsor ;" which did not please me at 
all, in no part of it. 

16th. My wife and I to the Duke's playhonse, where we 
■aw the new play aeted yesterday, " The Feign Innocence, or 
Sir Martin Marall ;" a play made by my Lord Duke of Kew^ 
castle, but, au every body Bays, corrected by Dryden.' It is

the most «n^e piece of nurth, ::k oomplete farce from one end 
to the other, th&t certaiDly was ever irrit. I never latched 
BO in all mj life, and at ve'.y good wit therein, not fooling. 
The house full, and in alJ things of migh^ content to me. 
To the New Exchange, where, at my bookseller's, I saw " The 
History of the Boyal Society," ' which, I leliere, is a fine 
book, and hare bespoke one in qniree. To my chamber, and 
read the history of fS* in Speede, in order to my seeing the 
play thereof acted to-morrow at the Kbg's honse. Every 
body wonders that we have no news from Bredah of the rati* 
fioation of the peace ; and do sospeot that there is some stop 
in it. 

17th. To the King's playhonse, where die house eztr»> 
ordinary fall ; and there the King and Duke of York to see 
Uie new play, ''^een Elisabeth's Troubles, and the History 
of Eighty Eight"' I confess I have sacked in bo mach of 
^e sad story of Queen Elizabeth, &om my cradle, that I WM 
ready to weep for her sometimes ; but the play is the most 
ridiculoaa that sore ever came upon the stage ; and, indeed, 
is merely a show, only shows the true garbe of the Qaeen in 
those days, Jnst as we see Queen Mary and Queen Elizabeth 
painted ; but the play is merely a puppet play, acted'by living 
puppets. Neither the design nor language better ; and one 
stands by and tells ug the meaning of thin^ : only I was 
pleased to see Knipp dance among the milkmaids, and to hear 
her sing a song to Queen Elisabeth ; and to see her come out 
in her nigbt-gowne, with no lockes on, but her bare face and 
hair only tied up in a knot behind; which is the comelieet 
dress that ever I saw her in to her advantage. Went as far 
as Mile End with Sir W. Pen, whose coach took him np Uiere 
for his conntry-honse ; and after having drunk there, at the

18th. To Cree Church, to ee^V^^ how it is; bnt I find no 
alteration there, as fliey say thereV was, for my Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen to oome to sermoD, aw they do every Snaday, 
aa they did formerly to Paol's.' T^£re dined with me ]^. 
Tomer and his danghter Betty. Bettw is grown a fine young 
lady as to carriage and discourse. We Biad a good haonch of 
renison, powdered and boiled, and a gow dinner. I walked 
towards White Hall, hut, being wearieoL turned into St. 
Dimstan'a Church, where I heard an ahl^ sermon of the 
minister^ of the place; and stood by a pretty, modest maid, 
whom I did labour to take by the hand ; buc she would not, 
bnt got further and further from me ; and, pt last, I could 
perceive her to take pins out of her pocket iM prick me if I 
should touch her again — wMcb, seeing, I did wrbear, and was 
glad I did spy her design. And then I ffll to gaze upon 
another pretty maid in a pew close to me, and she on me ; 
and I did go about to take her by the hand, which she suf- 
fered a little, and then withdrew. So the sermon ended, and 
the church broke up, and my amours ended also. Took 
coach and home, and there took up my wife, and to Islington. 
Between that and Kingaland, there happened an odd adven- 
ture : one of our coach-horses fell sick of the staggers, so as 
he was ready to fall down. The coachman was fain to 'light, 
and hold him up, and cut his tongue to make bim bleed, and 
his tail ; then he blew some tobacco in hia nose, upon which 
the horse sneezed, and, by and by, grew well, and drew us all 
the rest of our way, as well, as ever he did. 

I9th. To the Duke of York's house, all alone, and there 
saw " Sir Martin Marall" again, though I saw him bnt two 
days since, and do find it the moat comical play that ever I 
saw in my life. Mr. Moore do agree with moat people that

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I meet with, that we eliall fall into a commonwealth in a few 
years, whether we will or no; for the charge of a monarchy 
is snch as the kingdom cannot be brought to bear willingly, 
nor are things managed Bo well now-a-days nnder it, aa here- 
tofore. 

20th. Sir "W. Coventry fell to diecoiirae of retrenchments ; 
and therein he t^ how he would hare bnt only one Clerk 
of the Acts. Ho do tell me he hath propounded how the 
charge of the Kavy in peace shall cone within 200,000/., 
by keeping out twenty-four ships in summer, and ten in the 
winter. And several other particulars we went over of 
retrenchment: and I find I must provide some things to 
offer, that I may be found studious to lessen the King's 
charge. We up to the Duke of York, but no money to be 
heard of— nay, not 1002. upon the most pressing service that 
can be imagined of bringing in the King's timber from Whittle- 
wood,' while we have the utmost want of it. Sir W. Coventry 
did single out Sir W. Fen and me, and desired us to lend the 
King some money, ont of the prizes we have taken by Hogg. 
He did not much press it, and we made but a merry answer 
thereto ; bnt I perceive he did ask it seriously, and did tell 
OS that there never was so much need of it in the world as 
now, we being brought to the lowost straits that can be in 
the world. My wife mighty pressing for a new ipair of cu&, 
which I am against the laying oat of money upon yet, which 
makes her angry. 

21st. I sent my cozen Roger a tierce of claret, which X 
give him. This morning come two of Captun Cooke's boys, 
vhose voices are broke,. and »e gone from the Chapel, but 
have extraordinary skill; and they and my boy, with his 
broken voice, did sing three parts ; their names were Blaew 
and ZioggiogB ; but, notwithstanding their skill, yet to hear 
them sing with their l^kan voices, which they coold not 
oommimd to keep in tun^ would make a maa mad — m bad 
it was. 

22d. Fp, and to the office; whence Lord Bronncker, J. 
liGnnee, W. Pen, and I, went to examine some men that are

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put in there, for reseiting of men that were pressed into the 
service : and we do plainly see that the desperate condition 
that yre pnt men into for want of their pay, makes them toad, 
they being as good men as ever were in the world, and wonld 
as readily Berre the King agEun, were they but pud. Two 
men leapt overboard, among others, into the Thames, oat of 
the vessel into which they were pressed, and were shot by the 
soldiers placed there to keep them, two days since ; so mnoh 
people do avoid the King's service I And then these mea 
are pressed withont money, and so we cannot ponish them fw 
any thing, so that we are forced <Mily to make a show of 
severity' by keeping them in prison, bnt are nnable to pnnidi 
them. R«tuming to the office, I did ask whether we mi|^ 
visit Commissioner Pett, to which, I confess, I have no great 
mind ; and it was answered that he was a close prisoner, and 
we could not ; bnt the Lientenant of the Tower woold send 
for him to his lodgings, if we would : so we pnt it off to 
another time. To Captain Cocke's to dinner; where Lord 
Bronncker and his Lady, Matt. Wren, and Bnlteale, and Sir 
Allen Apsly ; ihe last of whom did make good sport, he boi^ 
already fallen under the retrenchments of the new ConimittM, 
as he is Master Falconer f which makes him mad, and sweara 
that we are doing what the Parliament would have done~> 
that is, that we are now endeavooring to destroy one another. 
Bat it was well observed by some at the table, that they do 
not think this retrenchment of the King's chai^ wiQ be bo 
acceptable to the Pariiament, they having given the King « 
revenue of so many 100,OOOZ. a^year more than his prede- 
eetsors had, that he might live in pomp, like a king. With 117 
Lord Brounoker and his mistress to die King's playhouse, and 
there saw " The Indian Emperonr;" where I find N^ell eome 
again, which I am glad of ; bnt was most infinitely displeased 
wHli her being pot to act the Emperonr'e daogbter, vhidi is 
a great and serioos part,' which she does moat basely. The

"I kooT yn, Id foor horU, 
^ H«to tcrioni plv% ■* i ^^ Mriooi p«rU> 
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rest of the plaj, though pretty good, wu not veil acted hy 
most of them, igeAongfat ; so that I took no great content 
in it. But that, that troubled me most was, that Knipp sent 
by Moll* to desire to speak to me after the play; and she 
beckoned to me at the end of the play, and I promised to 
eome ; but it was so late, and I forced to step to Mrs. Wil- 
liams's lodgings vith my Lord Brooneker and her, irbere I 
did not stay, howerer, for fear of her shoving me her closet, 
•od Uiereby forcing me to give her something ; and it vss 
■o late, that for fear (^ my vife's coming home before me, I 
was foreed to go straight home, which troubled me. Anon, 
late, oomes home my wife, with Mr. Tomer and Mrs. Turner, 
with whom she supped, having been with Mrs. Turner to-day 
•t her daughter's school, to see her daughters dancing, and 
the rest, which she says is fine. My wife very fine to-day, 
in her new eait of laced cofis and perqaisitefl. This evening 
Hr. FelliBg comes to me, and tells me th&t this night the 
' Dutch letters are oome, and that the peace was proclaimed 
there the IStb inst., and that all is finished ; which, for my 
life, I know not whether to be gUd or sorry for, a peace being 
BO necessary, and yet so bad in ita terms. 

23d. Abroad to White Hall m a hackney-coach with Sir 
W. Pen ; and m our way, in the narrow street near Paul's, 
gomg the backway by Tower Street, and the coach being 
ftnrced to pot back, he was turning hhnself into a cellar,* 
which made people cry oat to us, and so we were forced to 
leap out — he out of one, and I out of the other door ; Query, 
whether a glass-coach would have permitted na to have made 
the escape ? neither of us getting any hurt ; nor could the 
eoach have got much hurt had we been in it ; but, however, 
Aere was oause enough for us to do what we could to eave 
ourselves. So being all dusty, we put into the Castle tavern, 
by the Savoy, and there bmshed ourselves. To White Ball, 
to attend the Conneil. The King there : and it was about 
0<m«dering how die fleete might be discharged at their coming 
in shortly, the peace being now ratified, and it takes place on 
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Monday next. I to WeBtrnmster to the Excheqaer, to see 
irhat saniB of money other people will lend upon the Act ; 
and find of all eises from 1000!. to lOO;. — nay, to 501, and 
to 20/., and to 61 : for I find that one Dr. Reade, Doctor of 
Law, gives no more, and others of them 201. ; which is a poor 
thing, methmks, that we should stoop so low as to borrow 
such sums. Upon the whole, I do think to lead, since I 
must lead, 800/., though, God knows ! it ia maoh agunst my 
will to lend my [money], nnless things were in better condi- 
tion, and likely to continue so. To the Treaaory-chamber, 
where I waited, talking with Sir Q. Downing, till the Lords 
met. He tells me bow lie will make all the Ezohequer 
officers, of one side and the other, to lend the King money 
upon the Act ; and that the least clerk shall lend money, and 
he belieres the least will 100/. : bat this I do not believe. 
He made me almost ashamed that we of the Navy had not 
in all this time lent any; so that I find it necessary Ishoold, 
and »o will speedily do it, before any of my fellows hepn, and 
lead me to a bigger sum. By and by the Lords come; and I 
perceive Sir W. Coventry is the man, and notlung done UO 
he comes. Among other things, I heard him observe, looking 
over a paper, that Sir John Shaw is a miracle of a man, for 
he thinks he executes more places than any man in England ; 
for liiere iw finds him a Snrveyor of some of the King's 
woods, and so reckoned op many other places, the most 
inconsistent in the. world. Their business with me was to 
consider how to assigne saoh of our commanders as will take 
asBignements upon the Act for their wages ; and tiie consi- 
deration thereof was referred to me to give them an answer 
the next sitting: which is a horrid poor thing: but they 
scruple at nothing of honour in the case. So away, and 
called my wife, and to the King's house, and saw " The 
Mayden Queene," which pleased us mistily ; and then away, 
and took up Mrs. Tomer at her door, and so to lyiile End, 
and there drank, and so back to her house, it being a fine 
evening, and there supped. The first time I ever was there 
since they lived there ; and she hath all things so neat and 
W«ll done, that I am mightily pleased with her, and all she 
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do. So here Ter; merry, and then home and to bed. I 
find most people pie&sed with their being at ease, and safe of 
a peace, that they may kuoir no more charge or hasard of an 
ill-managed var : but nobody epeakiiig of the peace with any 
content or pleasure, bnt are silent in it, as of a thing they are 
•shamed of; no, not at Court, much less in the City. 

24th. St. Bartholomew's day. This morning was pro- 
claimed the peace' between us and the States of the United 
Provinces, and also the King of Franee and Denmarke ; and 
in the afternoon the Proclamations were printed and came 
OBt ; and at night the bells mng, bat no bonfires that I hear 
of any where, partly from the deamess of firing, bnt princir 
pally from the little content moat people have in the peace. 
After dinner to a play, and there saw " The Cardinall" at the 
King's boose, wherewith I am mighty pleased ; bnt, above 
all, with Secke Marshall. Bat it is pretty to see how I look 
np and down for, and did spy Enipp ; but darst not own it 
to my wife, for fear of angering her, and so I was forced not 
to take notice of her, and so homeward : and my belly now 
foil with plays, that I do intend to bind myself to see no more 
tOl Michaelmas. Most of onr discoorse is about oar keeping 
a coach the next year, which pleases my wife mightily; and 
if I continue aa able as now, it will save as money. This 
day comes a letter from the Duke of Tork to the Board to 
invite us, wbich is as much as to fi'ight us, into the lending 
the King money ; which is a poor thing, and most dishonour- 
able, and shows in what a case we are at the end of the war 
to our neighbours. And the King do now declare publicly to 
^ve 10 per cent, to all lenders ; which makes some think that 
the Dutch themselves will send over money, and lend it npon 
our pnblick faith, the Act of Parliament 

25th. (Lord's day.) T7p and to chnroh, and thence home ; 
and Felling comes by invitation to dine with me, and much 
pleasant discourse with him. After dinner, away by water to 
White Ball, where I landed Felling, who is going to his wife, 
where she is in the country, at Parson's Greene ;* and myself 
to Weetminster, and to the parish chnroh, thinking to see 
' Sot Vh Angut, SUM. * Iq tbi pulih of Folium, ¥lilillw>i. 
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Betty Michell ; and did stay an hoar in the crowd, thinking, 
bj the end of a nose that I saw, that it had been her ; but at 
last the head turned towards me, and it was her mother, 
which Texed me. 3o I back to mj boat, which had broke 
one of her oars in rowing, and had now fastened it agun ; and 
BO I up to Fntney, and there stepped into the chnich, to look 
npon the fine people there, whereof there is great store, and 
the young ladies ; and so walked to Bu^e-£lmea, whither I 
gent Rnssel,' reading of Boyle's Hydrostatickes, which are of 
infinite delight. I walked in the Elmes a good while, and 
then to my boat, and leisurely home, with great pleasure to 
myself; and thwe supped, and W. Hewer with oa, with 
whom a great deal of good talk touching the Office, and bo 
to bed. 

26th. To the Office, where we sat upon a particular bua- 
ness all the morning : and my Iiord Anglesey with ns : who, 
and my Lord Brooncker, do bring ys news how my Lord 
Chancellor's seal is to be taken away from him to-day. The 
thing is BO great and sudden to me, that it pat me into a very 
^reat admiration what ehoald be the meaning of it ; and they 
do not own that they know what it should be: but this ia 
certain, that the King did resolve it on Saturday, and did yes- 
terday send the Duke of Albemarle, the only man fit for those 
works, to him for his purse ; to which the Chancellor answered, 
that he received it from the King, and would deliver it to Uie 
King's own hand, and so civilly returned the Dak$ of Albe- 
marle without it; and this morning my Lord Chancellor iB 
to be with the King, to come to an end in the business. 
Dined at' Sir W. Batten's, where Mr. Boreman was, who came 
from White Hall ; who tells us that he saw my Lord Chan- 
cellor come in his coach with some of his men, withoat bia 
Seal, to White Hall to his chamber ; and thither the King and 
Duke of York came and staid together alone, an hour or more : 
and it is said that the King do say that he will have the Par- 
liament meet, and that it will prevent much trouble by having 
of him out of their enmity, by his place being taken away; 
for that all their enmity will be at him. It is said also that 
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my Lord Chancellor sngwers, that be desires he may be 
brought to his trial, if he have done any thing to lose faia 
office ; and that he will be inlliog, and is most desirous, to loso 
that, and his head both, together. Upon what terms thej 
parted nobody knows : but the Chancellor looked sad, he says. 
ThwL in comee Sir Richard Ford, and says be hears that there 
is nobody more presses to reooncile the King and Chanoellor 
than the Duke of Albemarle and Duke of Buckingham : the 
latter of which is very strange, not only that he who was so 
lately hia enemy should do it, but that this man, that bnt the 
other day was in danger of losing his own head, should so 
soon come to be a mediator for others : it shows a wise 
Government. Tbey all say that he [Clarendon} is- but a poor 
man, not worth above 80001. a-year in land ; but this I cannot 
believe : and all do blame him for having built so great t 
bouse, till be had got a better estate. So I walked to the 
King's playhouse, and saw *' The Surprizall," ' a very meui 
play, I thought : or else it was because I was out of humour, 
and but very little company in the house. Sir W. Fen and 
I had a gi^at deal of discourse with Moll ; who tells us that 
Kell is already left by ny Lord fiuckhurst, and that he makes 
sport of her, and swears she bath had all she oould get of him ; 
-and Hart,* her great admirer, now bates her; and that she is 
very poor, and hath lost my Lady Castlemaine, who was her 
great friend also : bnt she is come to the House, but is neg- 
lected by them all.^ 

27th. To White Ball, and there hear how it is like to go 
well enough with my Lord Chancellor ; that he is like to keep 
his Seal, desiring that he may stand bis trial in Parliament, 
S tbey will accuse him of any thing. Here Sir J. Minnes 
and I looking upon the pictures ; and Mr. Cheffins,* being by, 
did take us, of his own accord, into the King's closet, to show 
us some pictures, which, indeed, is a very noble place, and

^ceeding grekt variety of brave pictures, and the beat bands. 
I could have speut three or four boure there veil, and ve had 
great liberty to look ; and Cheffina seemed to take pleasure to 
show us, and commend the pictures. I to visit Colonel Fitc- 
gerald,' Trho batb been sick at Woolvich, where most of ita 
officers and Boldiere quartered there, since the Dutoh being in 
the river, have died or been sick, and be among the rest ; and, 
by the growth of his beard and gray hairs, I did not know 
him. This day, Mr. Fierce, the eurgeoo, was with me ; and 
tells me how this business of my Lord Chancellor's was cer- 
tainly designed in my Lady Caatlemaine's chamber; and that, 
when he went from the King on Monday morning, she was 
in bed, though about twelve o'<dock, and ran out in her emook 
into her avkry looking into White Hall garden ; and thither 
her woman brought her her night-gown ; and stood blessing 
herself at the old man's going away : and several of the gal- 
lants of White Hall, of which there were many staying to see 
the Chancellor's return, did talk to her in her bird-cage; 
among others, Bkucford,' telling her she was the bird of 
passage.^ , 

28th. Up ; and staid undressed till my tailor's boy did mend 
my vest, in order to my going to the ehristeniog anoD. To 
White Hall: till past twelve in a crowd of people in the 
lobby, expecting the hearing of the great cause of Alderman 
Barker* against my Lord Deputy of Ireland, for his ill usage 
in his bnsinesB of land there ; bat the Klug and Council Bat 
so long, aa they neither heard them, nor me. So when they 
rose, I into the House, and saw the King and Queen at 
dinner, and heard a little of their viallins' musick, and so 
home. In the afternoon with my Lady Batten, Fen, and her 
daughter, and my wife, to Mrs. Poole's, where I mighty merry 
among the women, and christened the child, a girl, Elizabeth, 
which, though a girl, yet my Lady Batten would have me to 
give the name. After christening comes Sir W. Batten, W.

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Pen, and Mr. Lovther, teni niglity merrj there, and I Tor- 
feited for not kismng the tvo godmothers presently after the 
ohrifltening, before! kissed the mother, vhioh made good 
mirtb. Went tvice round Bartholomew fayre ; which I was 
^ad to see again, after two years miasing tt bj the plagne. 

29th. Mr. Moore tells me that my Lord Crewe and his 
frienda take it very ill of me that my Lord Sandwich's eea>fee 
shoold be retrenched, and so reported from this Office, and I 
give them no notice of it. The thing, though I know it to 
be false — at least, that nothing went from our Office towards 
it — ^yot it troubled me, and therefore I went and dined with 
my Lwd Crewe, and I did enter into that diBCOurse, and 
laboured to satisfy him ; but found, though he eaid little, yet 
that he was not yet satiBfied ; but after dinner did pray me to 
go and Bee how it was, whether true or no. Did tell me that 
if I was not their friend, they could trust to nobody, and that 
he did not forget my service and love to my Lord, and adven- 
tures for him in dangerous times, and therefore wonld not 
willingly doubt me now ; bat yet asked my pardon if, upon 
this news, he did begin to fear it. Thia did mightily troul>le 
me : bo I away thence to White Hall, but could do nothing. 
In the evening to White Hall again, and there met Sir 
Bichard Browne, Clerk to the Committee for retrenchments, 
who aaeurea me no one word was ever yet mentioned about 
my Lord's salary ; and the mistake ended very merrily, and 
to all oar contents. I find at Sir G. Carteret's that they do 
mightily joy thcmBelvee in the hopes of my Lord Chancellor's 
getting over thia trouble ; and I make them believe, and bo, 
indeed, I do believe he will, that my Lord Chancellor is be- 
come popolar by it. I find by all hands that the Court ia at 
t^ day all to pieces, every man of a faction of one sort or 
other, Bo as it ia to be feared what it will come to. But that, 
that pleases me is, I hear to-night that Mr. Brouncker ia 
turned' away yesterday by the Duke of York, for some bold 
words he was heard by Colonel Werden' to say in the garden,

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the daj the Chancellor vas with the King — th&t he belieTed 
the King vonld be hectored out of everTthing. For this the 
Duke of York, -who all say hath been very strong for his 
father-in-law at this trial, hath tamed him airay : and every 
hod;, I think, is glad of it ; for be was » pestilent rogne, an 
atheist, that would have sold his King and country for 6d. 
almost, BO corrupt and wicked a rogae he is, by ail men's 
report Bnt one observed to me, that there never was the 
occssion of men's holding their tongues at Coort and every 
where else aa there is at thb day, for nobody knows which 
side will be uppermost. 

80th. At White Hall I met with Sir G. Downing, who 
tells me of Sir W. Pen's offering to lend 6001. ; and I tell 
lum of my 8001. which he woijd have me to lend upon 
the credit of the latter part of the Act ; saying, that by that 
means my 10 per cent, will continue to me the longer. Bnt 
I understand better, and will do it upon the 380,000/. which 
will come to be paid the sooner ; there being no delight in 
lending money now, to be paid by the Kins two years hence. 
Bat here he and Sir William Doyly were attending the 
Council aa Commissioners for sick and wounded, and prisoners ; 
and they told me their business, which was to know how we 
shall do to release our prisoners ; fw it seems the Dutch have 
got us to agree in the treaty, as they fool us in anything, that 
the dyet of the prisoners on both sides shall be paid for, 
before they be released ; which they have done, knowing our's 
to run high, they having more prisoners of our's than we 
have of their'a; so that they are able and most ready to dis- 
charge the debt of their's, bat we are neither able nor willing 
to do that for our's, the debt of those in Zealand only, 
amomiting to above 5000^ for men taken in the King's own 
ships, besides others taken in merchantmen, who ezpeet, aa is 
usual, that the King should redeem them ; but I think he 
will not, by what Sir G. Downing says. This our prisoners 
compltun of there ; and say in their letters, which Sir Q. 
Downing showed me, that they have made a good feat that 
they should be taken in the service of the King, and the King 
not pay for their victuals while prisoners for him. But bo hr 
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the; ure from doing thm with their mm, as we do to disoon- 
rsge ours, that I fiad in the letteni of som« of oor prisoners 
there, which he showed me, that thej hare with money got 
our men, that they took, to work and oarry their shipa home 
for them ; and they have been well rewarded, and released 
whea they oome into Holland : which is done like a noble, 
brave, and wise people. To Walthamstow, to Sir W. Pea's 
by invitation; a very bad dinner, and everything suitable. 
Herry at some ndieulons humours of my Lady Batten, who^ 
as' being an ill-bred woman, would take exceptions at any- 
thing any body said, and I made good eport at it. Into the 
garden and wilderness, which is like the rest of the hoose, 
nothing in order, nor looked after. By and by my Ladj 
Yiner come to see Mrs. Lowther, and all the pleasure I had 
here was to see her, which I did, and sainted her, and find she 
is pretty, though not bo eminently bo as people talked of hei^ 
uid of very pretty carriage and discourse. Leaving my wife 
to come home with them, I to Bartholomew fayie, to walk up 
and down ; and there among other things find my Lady Gas- 
tlemaine at a puppet-play, "Patient Qriailt,'" and the street 
full of people e^)ecting her coming out. I confess I did 
wonder at her courage to come abroad, thinking the people 
would abuse her : but they, silly people ! do not know the 
work she makes, and therefore sufiered her with great respect 
to take coach, and she away, without any trouble at all. I, 
among others, saw Tom Pepys, the turner, who had a 8h<^, 
Kud I think lives in the fair, when' the fur is not. Captain 
Cocke tells me that there is yet expectation that the Chan- 
cellor will lose the Seal ; and assures me that there have been 
high words between the Duke of York and Sir W. Coventry, 
for his being so high against the CliMaceUor ; so as the Dake 
of York would not sign some papers that he brought, saying 
that he could not endure the sight of him : and that Sir W. 
Coventry answered, that what he did was in obedience to the

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King's commuide ; and Uiat lie (Ud not think any man fit to 
serre a Prince, diat did not know how to retire and lire a 
conntry life. 

31st. At the office all the morning ; irbere by Sir W. Pen 
I do bear diat the Seal was fetched away to the King yes- 
terday from the Lord Chancellor by Secretary Morrice; 
whieh pats me into a great horror. My Lord Bronnoker 
tells me that he hath of late disconrsed abont this bnsiness 
with Sir W. Corentry, who he finds is the great man in the 
doing tliis basiness of the Ohancellor's, and that he do perse- 
Tere in it, though against the Doke of York's opinion, to 
which he says that the Doke of York was onoe of the same 
mind, and if he had thooght fit since, for any reason, to alter 
his mind, ho hath not found any to alter his own, and so 
desires to be excused, for it is for the King's and kingd(Hn'8 
good. And it seems that the Duke of York himself was the 
first man that did speak to the King of this, though he hath 
since altered his mind ; and W. Corentry did tell the Doke 
of York that he was not fit to serve a Prince that did not 
know how to retire, and lire a private life ; and that he waa 
ready for that, if it be his and the King's pleasure. Id the 
ereoing, Mr. Sal), of the Excise-office, tolls me that the Seal 
is delivered to Sir Orlando Bridgeman ; the man of the whole 
nation that is the best spoken of, and will please most people ; 
and therefore I am mighty glad of it. He waa then at my 
Lord Arlington's, whither I went, expecting to see him come 
out ; but staid so long, and Sir W, Coventry coming there, 
whom I bad not a mind should see me there idle npoa a post- 
night, I went home without seeing him ; but ho is there with 
bis Seal in his hand. This day, being dissatisfied with my 
wife's learning so few songs of Goodgroome, I did come to a 
new bargain with him to teach her songs at so much, viz., lOc 
a eong, which be accepts of, and will teach her. 

September 1st (Lord's day.) Up, and betimes bjwaterfrom 
the Tower, and called at the Old Swan for a glass of strong 
water, and sent word to have little Michell and his wife come, 
and dine with us to-day; and so, taking in a gentleman and 
his lady that wanted a boat, to Westminster. Our new Lord-

keeper, Bridgemsn, did this day, the first time, attend the 
King to chapel irith his Seal. Sir H. Gholml; tella me there 
are hopes that the vomen also will hare a root, and par- 
ticularly that my Lady CaetlemaiBe is coming to a compon- 
tion with the King to be gone ; bat how tme this is, I know 
not. Blancford is made Privy-parse to the Dnke of York ; 
the Attorney-general' is made Chief Justice, in the room of 
my Lord Bridgmau ; the Solicitor-general ' ia made Attorney- 
general; and Sir Edward Tomer made Solicitor-general.' It 
is pretty to see how strange every body looks, nobody knowing 
whence this arises ; whether from my Lady CasUeinaine, Bab. 
Hay, and their faction ; or from the Duke of York, notwith- 
standing his great appearance of defence of the Chancellor ; 
or &om Sir IVilliam Coventry, and some few with bim. But 
greater changes are yet expected. Spent all the afternoon, 
Felling, Howe, and I, and my boy, singing of Lock's response 
to the Ten Commandments, which he hath act very finely, 
and was a good while since sung before the King, and spoiled 
in the performance, which occasioned his printing them for 
his vindication, and are excellent good. 

2d. This day is kept in the City as a pablick fast for the 
fire this day twelve months : but I was not at church, being 
commanded, with the rest, to attend the Duke of York ; and, 
therefore, with Sir J. Minnes to St. James's, where we had 
much business before the Duke of York, and olnerved all 
things to be Very kind between the Duke of York and Sir W. 
Coventry, which dii mightily joy me. When we had done. 
Sir W. Coventry called me down with him to his chamber, 
and there told me that he is leaving the Duke of York's 
service, which I was amazed at. But he tells me that it is 
not with the least unkindness on the Duke of York's ude, 
though he expects, and I told him he was in the right, it will 
be interpreted otherwise, because done just at tiiis time; 
"hut," says he, "I did desire it a good while since, utd the 
Dnke of York did, with much entreaty, grant it, desiring that 
I would say nothing of it, that he might have time and liberty

Wren, which I am glad of, he being a vetj ingeniona man ; 
and so Sir W. Coventry says of him, though fte knows him 
little ; but particularly commends him for the hook he writ in 
answer to " Harrington's Oceana," ' which, for that reason, I 
intend to buy., He tells me the true reason is, that he, beiug 
a man not willing to undertake more business than he can go 
through, and being desirous to have his whole time to spend 
npon the business of the Treaanry, and a little for his own 
ease, be did desire this of the Duke of York. Ho assures me 
that the kindness with which he goes away from the J)uk6 of 
Tork is one of the greatest joys that ever he had in the world. 
I used some freedom with him, telling him how the world 
hath disconrsed of his having offended the Doke of York, 
about the late huBtoees of the Chancellor. He does not deny 
it, but says that perhaps the Duke of York might have some 
reason for it, he opposing him in a thing wherein he was so 
earnest: but tells me, that, notwithBtanding all that, the Duke 
of York does not now, nor can bUme him ; for be was the 
man that did propose the removal of the Chancellor ; and that 
he did still persist in it, and at this day pttblickly owns it, 
and is glad of it ; but that the Duke of York knows Uiat he 
did first speak of it to the Duke of York, before be spoke to 
any mortal creature besides, which was fiur dealing : and the 
Dttke of York was then of the same mind with him, and did 
ape^ of it to the King ; though sinoe, for reasons best known 
to himself, he afterwards altered. I did then desire to know 
what was the great matter that grounded bis desire of the 
Chancellor's removal ? He told me many things not fit to 
be spoken, and yet not any thing of his being unfaithful to 
the King ; but, initar omnium, he told me, that while he wai 
so great at the Council-board, and in the administration of 
matters, there was no room for any body to propose any 
remedy to what was amiss, or to compass any thing, thoogk 
never so good, for the kingdom, unless approved of by t£« 
Chancellor, he tnanaging all things with that greatness which 
now will bo removed, that the King may hare the benefit of

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otiiera' ftdvice. I then told Ilim that the world hath an 
opinion that he hath joined himself with my Lad; Castle- ~ 
tnaine's faction: bat in this business, he told me, he cannot 
help it, bat saya the; are in an erroor: for he will never, 
while he Uvea, bucUe under an; bod; or an; faction, bnt do 
jnat aa his own reason and jndgment directa ; uid, when he 
cannot use that freedom, he will have nothing to do in pablie 
affairs : but then he added, that he never was the man that 
ever had an; discourse with m; Lad; CSastlemaine, or with 
others from her, about this or an; publio business, or ever 
made her a visit, or at least not this twelvemontli, or bem in 
her lodgings but when called on an; business to attend the 
King there, nor hath had an; thing to do in knowing her 
miad in this busings. He ended all with telling me that he 
knows that be that aerreti a Prince must expect, and be con- 
tented to stand, all fbrtones, and be [ax>nded to retreat, 
and that he ia meet willing to do whatever the King 
shall please. And so we parted, he eettiag me down 
out of ilia coach at Charing Croas, and desired me to tell 
Sir W. Pen what he had told me of his leaving the Duke 
of York's service, that his friends nught not be the last 
that know it. I took a coach and went homewards ; bnt th«i 
tamed agun, and to White Hall, where I met with man; 
people ; and, among other things, do learn that there is some 
fear that Mr. Brouncker is got into the King's favour, and 
will be oherished there ; which will breed ill-will between the 
King and Duke of York, he lodging at this time in White 
H^ since he was pat awa; from the Duke of York : and he 
is great with Bab. Ma;, m; Lad; Castlemaine, and that 
wicked crew. Bat I find this denied b; Sir Q-. Carteret, who 
tells me that he is sure he hath no kindnew from the King ; 
that the King at first, indeed, did endeavour to persuade the 
Doke of York fi^nn putting him awa;; bnt when, besides 
this business of his ill words concerning his Mi^eat; in the 
business of the Chancellor, he told him that he hath had, s 
long time, a mind to put him awa; for his ill offioes, done 
between him and his wife, the King held his peace, and said 
no more, but wished him to do what he pleased with htm ; 
which was ver; noble. I met with Fenn; and he tells me, 
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as I do hear from some others, that the bmineBa of the Chan- 
cellor's had proceeded from something of a nuBtake, for the 
Dnke of York did first tell the King that the Chancellor had 
a desire to be eased of his great trouble ; and that the King, 
Then the Chancellor came to him, did wonder to hear him 
den; it, and the Ihike of York vas forced to deny to the 
King that ever he did tell him ao in those terms : bnt the 
King did answer that he was sure that he did say some snch 
things to him ; bnt, however, since it had gone so far, did 
desire him to be contented with it, as a thing verj eonveuient 
for him as well as for himself, the King : and so matters pro- 
ceeded, aa we find. Kow it is likely the Chancellor mi^t, 
soibe time or other, in a compliment or vanity, say to the 
Duke of York, that he was weary of this burden, and I know 
not what ; and this comes of it. Some people, and myself 
among them, are of good hope from this change that things 
are reforming ; bnt there are others that do think it is a hit 
of chance, as all other our greatest matters are, and that there 
is no general plot or contrivance in any number ef people 
what to do next, though, I believe, Sir W. Coventry may in 
himself have further designs ; and so that, though other 
chimges may come, yet they ^lall be accident^ and laid upon 
[no] good principles of doing good. Mr. May' showed me 
the King's new buildings, in order to their having of some old 
sails for the closing of the windows this winter. I dined with 
Sir G. Carteret, with whom dined Mr. Jack Ashhumham 
and Dc. Creeton, who I observe to be a most good man and 
scholar. In discourse at dinner concerning the change of 
men's humours and fashions touching meats, Mr. Ashbumbam 
told us, that he remembers since the only fruit in request, 
and eaten by the King and Queen at table as the best fruit, 
was the Catherine payre,^ though they knew at the time other 
fruits of France and our own country. After dinner comes 
in Mr. Townsend; and there I was witness of a horrid 
rateing, which Mr. Ashbumham, as one of the Grooms of 
the King's Bedchamber, did give him for want of linen for 
the King's person ; which he swore was not to be endured,

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and that the King would not endnre it, and that the King 
lu8 father, iroiild have hanged his Wardrobe-man shonld 
he have been served so; the fijng haviiig at this day no 
hanberohers, and but three bands to fais neck, lie ewore. 
Mr. Tovnsend pleaded want of money, and tfae owing of -the 
lineDHlraper 5000?. ; and that he hath of late got many rich 
things made — beds, -and sheets, and saddles, without money, 
and that he can go no further : but still this old man, indeed, 
lite Ml old loving servant, did cry out for the King's person 
to be neglected. But, when he wag gone, Townsend told me 
that it ie the grooms taking away the King's linen at the 
fl[uarter's end, as their fee, which makes this great want: for, 
irhether the King can get it or no, they will mn away at the 
quarter's end with what he hath had, let the King get more 
as he can. AU the company gone, Sir Q. Carteret and I to 
talk : and it is pretty to observe how already he says that he 
did always look upon the Chancellor indeed as his friend, 
though he never did do him any service at all, nor ever got 
any thing by him, nor was he a man apt, and that, I think, 
is true, to do any man any kindness of his own nature; 
though I do know that he was believed by all the world to 
he the greatest snpport of Sir Q. Carteret with the King of 
May man in England : but so little is now made of it ! He 
observes that my Lord Sandwich will lose a great friend in 
him ; and I think so too, my Lord Hinchingbroke being abont 
a match calculated purely out of respect to my Lwd Chan- 
cellor's family.' By and by Sir G-. Carteret, and Townsend, 
and t, to consider of an answer to the Commissioners of the 
Treasury about my Lord Sandwich's profits in the Wardrobe ; 
which seem, as we make them, to be very small, not 1000?. 
a-year ; but only the difference in measure at which he buys 
and delivers ont to the King, and then 6d. in the pound from 
the tradesmen for what money he recmes for him ; but this, 
it is believed, these Commissioners will endeavour to take away. 
From him I went to see a great mateh at tennis, between 
Ftince Rupert and one Captain Cooke, against Bab. May and 
the elder Chichly ; where the King was, and Court ; and it 
' — - ^ g^ ^^ ^^ ^^^^^ ^^^ 
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seems they are the best players at teObia in the nation. Bnt 
this puts me in sund of what I ohserred in the momiog, that 
the King, playing at tennis, had a ateele-yard carried to him, 
and I was told it was to weigh him after he had done playing; 
and at noon Mr. A^hboraham told me that it is only th« 
King's cariosity, which he asnally hath of weighing himself 
before and aftw his play, to see how much he loses in w^ht 
by playing : and this day he lost 4^ lbs. I to Sir W. Batten 
uid Sir W. Pen, and there discoursed of Sir W. Coventry's 
leaving the Duke of York, and Mr. Wren's suceeeding him. 
They told me both serionaly, that they had long cut me out 
for Secretary to the Duke of York, if ever Sir W. CoTentry 
left him ; which, agreeing with what I hare heard from other 
hands heretofwe, do make me not only thbk that something 
of that kind hath been thought on, bat do comfort me to sea 
^t the world hath sueh aa esteem of my qualities as to 
think m« fit for any such thing; though I am glad, with all 
my heart, that I am not so ; for it would never please me to 
be forced to the attendance that that would require, and leave 
my wife and family to themselvea, as I must do in snoh a 
caee ; thinking myself now in the best place that ever man was 
in to please hia own mind in, and, therefore, I will take care 
to preserve it. 

3d. Attended the Duke of York about the list of ahipa 
that we pn^KUe to sell : and here there attended Mr. Wrea 
the first time, who hath not yet, I think, received the Dnka 
of York's seal and papers. At our coming hither, we foood 
the Dnke uid Duchess all alone at dinner, methought melan- 
choly ; or eUe I thought so, from the late occasion of the 
Ghanoellor's fall, who, they say, however, takes it very con- 
tentedly. 

4th. By coach to White Hall to the Council-chamber ; and 
there met with Sir W. Coventry going in, who took me amde, 
and told me he was jnst come from deliv«ing i^ his seal and 
p^KXB to Mr. Wren; and told me he must now take hie 
leave of me as a naval man, but that he shall always bear 
respeot to his friends there,' and particularly to myself, with 
' lbs vAotn of tli« N*t; Board. 
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great ki&dneaa ; whicb I returned to him with thanks, and bo, 
with mnch ki&dnees, jrarted ; and he into the Connci]. Sir 
Samnel MorUnd shawed me two ordera.npon the Exeheqner, 
one of '6002.,- and ftnother of 4002., for money assigned to 
Itim, which he would hare me lend him money npon, and he 
would allow 12 per eent. I wooid not meddle with them 
though the; are veiy good ; and I would, had I not so much 
money out already on public credit. But I see by this his 
condition all trade will be bad. Staid and heard Alderman 
Barker's case of his being abnsed by the Council of Ireland, 
touching his lands there : all I obserred there was the BiUineeB 
of the King, playing with his dog all the while, and not 
minding the business ; and what he said was mighty weak : 
lint my Lord Keeper I obserre to be a mighty able man. 
With my wife and W. Hewer to Bartholomew fayre, and 
ibere PoUchinelli, where we saw Mrs. Gierke and all her 
crew ; and so to a private house, and sent for a side of pig, 
and eat it at an acquaintance of W. Hewer's, where there wis 
some learned physic and chymical books, and among others, 
a natural " Herball" ' very fine. To the Duke of York's play- 
house, and there saw " Mustapha," which, the more I see, 
the more I like ; and is a most admirable poem, and bravely 
aeted; only both Betterton and Harris could not contain 
from laughing in the midst of a most serious part, from the 
ridiculoaa mistake of one of the men upon the stage ; which 
I did not like. 

5th. To the Duke of York's bouse, and there saw "Hera- 
elius," which is a good play ; but tiiey did so spoil it frith 
their laughing, and being all of them out, and with the noise 
they made within the theatre, that I was ashamed of it, and 
resolved not to come thithw again a good while, believiug 
that this negligence, which I never observed before, proceeds 
only from their want of company in the pit, that they have 
no care how they act. This morning I was told by Sir W. 
Batten, that he do hear from Mr. Glrey, who hath good intel- 
ligence, that our Queen is to go into a nutmery, Uiere to spend 
ber days ; and that my Lady Gastlematne is going into France,

more believe tban the other, it being i^ry vise in her to do 
it, and save all she hath, besides easing hhe King and king-

6th. To Westminster, and then into tthe Hall, and there 
bought "Ctuillim'a Heraldry."' To Baiitholomew fair, and 
there, it being yery dirty, and now night, ite saw a poor 
fellow, whose lege were tied behind fais back, d^ce upon his 
baada with his breech above bis head, and also dance npon 
his crutches, without any legs upon the ground to belp faim, 
which he did with that pain that I was sorry to see it, and 
did pity him and give him money after he had done. Then 
we to see a piece of clocke-woric made by an Englishman — 
indeed, very good, wherein all the several states of man's 
age, to 100 years old, is shewn very pretty and solemne ; and 
several other things more cheerful, and so we ended, and took 
a link, the women resolving to be dirty, and walked up and 
down to get a coach ; and my wife, being a little before me, 
had like to be taken up by one, whom we saw to be Sam 
Hartlib. My wife had her vkard on: yet we cannot say 
that he meuit any hurt ; for it was just as she was by a 
coach-side, which he had, or had a mind to take up ; and he 
asked her, " Madam, do you go in this coach ?" but, aa soon 
as he saw a man come to her, I know not whether be knows 
me, be departed away apace. By and by did get a coach, 
and so away home, and there to supper, and to bed. 

7th. To ^6 'Change, and I to sec the price of a copper 
dsteme for the table, which is very pretty, and they demand 
6^ or 71. for one; bat I will have one. Bought a night- 
gown for my wife ; cost but 24*. 

8th. To St James's j but there I find Sir W. Coventry 
gone from bis chamber, and Mr. Wren not yet come thither. 
With my Lord Brooncker, and he told me, in discoorse, bow 
that, though it is true that Sir W. Coventry did long since

propose to the Duke of York thp learing his serriM, u being 
QDftble to fnlfill it, ss he should do, dov he bath so much 
public bosinesB, and that the Dake of York did bid him to ■ 
say nothing of it, but that he would take time to please him- 
self in another to come in his place ; yet the Duke, doing it 
at this time, declaring that he hath found out another, and 
this one of the Chancellor's servants, he cannot but think 
was done with some displeasure, and that it could not well be 
otherwise, that the Duke of York should keep one in that 
place, that had bo eminently opposed him in the defence of 
his father-in-law, nor could the Duchess erer endure the 
aght of him, to be sure. But he thinks that the Duke of 
York and he are parted npon clear terms of friendship. 
Lord Brouncker says he do believe that my Lady Castlemwne 
is componuding with the King for a pension, and to leave the 
Court; but that her demands are mighty high: but he - 
believes tho King fa resolved, and so do every body else I 
speak with, to do all possible to please the Parliament ; and 
be do declare that he will deliver every body up to give an 
account of their actions : and that last Friday, it seems, there 
was an Act of Council passed, to put oat all Papists in office, 
and to keep out any £rom coming in. I went to the King's 
Chapel to the closet, and there I heard Cresset * sing a tenor 
part along frith the cbnrch musick very bandsomdy, bat so 
loud that people did laugh at him, as a tiling done for 
ostentation. Here I met Sir G. Downing, who would speak 
with me, and first to inquire what I paid for my kid's leather 
^oves I had on my buid, and shewed me others on his, as 
handsome as this in all points, cost him but 12d. a pair, and 
mine me 2i, He told me he had been seven years finding 
ont a man that could dress English sheep-skin as it should be 
— and, indeed, it is now as good, in all respects, as kid, and 
he says will save 100,0001. a year, that goes out to France 
tar kid's skins. Thus he labours very worthily to advanoe

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our own trade, but do it with mighty vanity and talking. 
But then he told me of onr base condition, in the treaty with 
Holland and France, abont our priaoners, that whereae before 
we did clear one another's priaonerB, man for man, asd we 
apon the pnblicatioa of the peace did release all onr's, 300 at 
IieUh, and othere in other places for nothing, the Dutch do 
keep theirs, and will not discharge them without paying their 
debte according to the Treaty. That his instruments in 
Holland, writing to our Embassadors about this to K'edah, 
they answer them that they do not know of any thing that 
they have done therein, but left it just as it was before. To 
which, when tliey answer, that by the treaty their Xiordships 
kad sot bound our countrymen to pay their debts in prison, 
they answer they cannot belp it, and we must get them off 
as cheap as we can. On this seore, they demand 110021 for 
Sir Q. Ascoe, and 5000Z. for the one province of Zealand, for 
the prisoners that we have therein. He says that this is a 
piece of shame that never any nation committed, and that 
our very Lords here of the Council, when he related this 
matter to tbem, did not remember that they had agreed to 
this article ; and swears that all tbeir articles are alike, as the 
giving away FoUeron, and Surinam, and Kora Scotia, whidi 
hath a river 800 miles np the country, with copper nines 
more than Swedeiand, and Newcastle coals,* the only place in 
America that luith coals that we know of; and that Cromwell 
did value those places, and would for ever have made much 
of them ; • but we have given them away for nothing, braidea 
a debt to the King of Denmarke. But, which is most of all, 
tbey have discharged those very particular demands of 
merchants of the Gninny company and others, which he, 
when he was there, had a^joBted with the Dutch, and come 
to an agreement in writing, and they undertaken to satisfy, 
and that this was done in black and white under their hands ; 
and yet we have for^ven all these, and not so mnch as sent

with him about an; one point of the treaty, but Bigoed to 
what thej would have, and we here Bigued to whatever in 
gFOsse was brought over by Mr. Coventry. And Sir Q-. 
Downiog tells me, jast in these words, " My Lord Chancellor 
had amiad to keep himself from being questioned by ilappiog 
up a peace upon any tenns." When I answered th^t there 
was other privy^counsellora to be advised with besides him, 
and that, therefore, this whole peace could not be laid to his 
charge, he answered that nobody durst say any thing at the 
ODuncil-table bat himself, and that the King was as much 
afraid of saying any thing there as the meanest privy-coun- 
eillor ; and saya more, that at this day the King, in familiar 
talk, do call the Chancellor "the insolent man," and says 
that he would not let him speak himself in Council ; which 
is very high, and do show that the Chancellor is like to be in 
a bad state, unless he can defend himself better than people 
think. And yet Creed telk me that he do hear that my 
Lord Cornbury ' do say that hia father do long for the coming 
of the Parliament, in order to hie own vindioation, more than 
any one of his enemies. And here it comes into my head to 
set down what Mr. Kawlinson, whom I met in Fenchnreb 
Street on Friday last, looking over his minefl there, told me, 
that he was told by one of my Lord Chancellor's gentlemen 
lately, that a grant coming to him to be sealed, wherein the 
King hath given my Lady Csstlemaine, or somebody by her 
means, a place which be did not like well of, he did stop the 
grant ; saying, that he thought this woman would sell every 
thing shortly: which she, hearing of, she sent to let him 
know that she had disposed of this place, and did not doubt, 
in a little time, to dispose of his. To White Hall, and saw 
the King and Queen at dinner ; and observed, which I never 
did before, the formality, but it is but a formality, of putting 
a bit of bread wiped upon each dish into the mouth of every 
man that brings a dish;' but it should be in the sauce. 
Here were some Busses come to see the King at dinner: 
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among others, tbe interpreted, a oomelj Eogtishmftn, in the 
Envoy's own clothes; which the Envoy, it seems, ia vani^ 
did Bend to airov his fine clothes npon this m&n'a back, he 
being one, it Bcems, of a comelier presence than himself: and 
yet it is Baid that none of their clothes are their own, but 
taken out of the King's own Wardrobe ; and which they dare 
not bring back dirty or spotted, but clean, or are in danger 
of being beaten, aa they say: insomuch that, Sir Charles 
Cotterell ' says, when they are to have an audience they never 
venture to put on their clothes till he appears to oome to 
fetch, them ; and, aB soon as ever they come home, put them 
off again. I to Sir G-. Carteret's to dinner; where Mr. 
Cofferer ABhhuruham ; who told a good story of a prisoner's 
being condemned at SiJisbnry for a small matter. While he 
was on the bench with his father-in-law. Judge Richardson,* 
and while they were considering to transport him to save his 
life, the fellow ffung a great stone at the Judge, that missed 
him, but broke through the wainscoat. Upon this, he had 
hU hand cut off, and was hanged presently.^ Here was a 
gentleman, one Sheres, one come lately from my Lord Sand- 
wich, with an express ; but, Iiord ! I waa almost ashamed to 
see him, lest he should know that I have not yet wrote one 
letter to my Lord since his going.

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dth. After dinner, Creed and I and mj wife to the Bewv 
Garden, to see a prize fought there. To White Hall ; and 
here do hear, by Tom Killigrew and Mr. Progers, that for 
certain newa is come of Hu^nau'e haring spoiled nineteen of 
twenty-two French ships, aomewh^re about the Barbadoes, I 
think they said ; but wherever it is, it is a good service, and 
very welcome. I fell in ti^ with Tom Killigrew about 
musick, and he tells me that he will bring me to the best 
musick in England, of which, indeed, he is master, and that 
is two Italians and Mrs. Yates, who, he says, is come to sing 
the Italian manner as well as ever he heard any : he says that 
Knipp won't take pains enough, but that she uttderBtanda her 
part 60 well upon the stage, that no man or woman in the 
Hoose do the like. To the Bear-Qarden, where now the yard 
was full of people, and those most of them seamen, striving by 
force to get in, that I was afraid to be seen among them, but 
got into the ale-house, and so by a back-way was put into the 
bnll-hoase, where I stood a good while all alone among the 
bulla, and was afraid I was among the bean, too ; and by and 
hy the door opened. I got into the common pit ; and there, 
with my cloak about my face, I stood and saw the prize 
fought, till one of them, a shoemaker, was so cut in both his 
wriata that he could not fight any longer, and then they broke 
off: his enemy was a butcher. The sport very good, and 
Tarioos homoure to be seen among the rabble that is there. 
To Sir W. Batten's, to invite them to dinner on Wednesday 
next, having a whole buck come from Hampton Court, by the 
warrant which Sir Stephen Fox did give me. 

UlOth. At the Office, where little to do but bemoan ourselves 
der the want of money ; and indeed little is, or can be done, 
we having not now received one penny for any service in 
many weeks, and none in view, saving for paying of some sea- 
men's wages. To St. James's, where we all met, and did onr 
osnal weekly business with the Duke of York. But, Lord I 
methinks both he and we are mighty flat and dull to what we 
used to be, when Sir W. Coventry was among us. Met Mr. 
Fovy ; and he and I to walk an hour or more in the Pell 
Hell, talking of the times. Ue telle me, among other things, 
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that this basineas of the Cfaaocellor do breed a kind of inward 
distance between tho King and the Duke of York, and that 
it cannot be avoided ; for though the latter did at first niov« 
it throngh his follj, yet he is made to see that he is wounded 
by it, and is become much a less man than he was, and bo 
will be : but he tells me tbi^t they are, and have always been, 
great dissemblers one towards another ; and that their parting 
heretofore in Prance' is never to be thoron^Iy reconciled be- 
tween them. He tells me that he. believes there is no such 
thing likely to be, as a composition with my Lady CasUemune, 
and that she sh^ be got out of the way before the Parliament 
comes ; for he says she is as high as ever she was, though he 
believes the King is as weary of her as possible, and -would 
give any thing to remove her, but he is so weak in his passion 
that be dare not do it ; that he do believe that my Lord Ohan- 
oellor will be doing some acts in the Parliament which shaD 
render him popular ; and that there are many people now do 
speak kindly of him that did not before ; but that, if he do do 
this, it must provoke the King, and that party that removed 
him. He seems to doubt what the King of France will do, in 
case an accommodation shall be made between Sptun and him 
for Flanders, for then he will have nothing more easy to do 
with his army than to subdue ua. 

11th. Up, and with Mr. Gauden to the Exchequer. By 
the way, he tells me this day ho is to be answered whether he 
must hold Sheriff or no ; for he would not bold unless ho may 
keep it at Ida office, which is out of the city, and so my Lord 
Mayor must come with his sword down, whenever he oomea 
thither, which he do, because he cannot get a house fit for 
him in the city, or else he will fine for it. Among others thai 
they have in nomination for Sheriff, one is little Chaplin,* who 
was his servant, and a very young man to undergo that place ; 
but as the city is now, there is no great honour nor joy to bo 
had, in being a public officer. Come to dine with me Sir W.

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Batten and bis lady, and Mr. Griffith, their ward, and Sir W. 
Fen and bis lady, and Mrs. Lowther, vbo ia grown, either 
throngh pride or want of manners, a fOol, haTing not a word 
to aay ; and, as a further mark of a beggarly, prond fool, hath 
a bracelet of diamonds and rubies about her wrist, and a siz- 
penny necklace about her neck, and not one good rag of 
clothes upon her back ; and Sir John Cbtchly in their com- 
pany, and Mrs. Turner. Here I had an extraordinary good 
and handsome dinner for them, and better than any of tbem 
deserve or understand, saring Sir John Cbichly and Mrs. 
Turner, and not much mirth, only what I by discourse made, 
and that against my genius. To the Duke of Tork's play- 
house, and there saw part of " The Ungratefall Lovers ;"' and 
sat by Beck Marshall, whose hand is very handsome. Here 
came Mr. Moore, and sat and discoursed with me of public 
matters : the sum of which is, that he do doubt that there is 
more at the bottom than the removal of the Chancellor; that 
is, he do verily believe that the King do resolve to declare the 
Duke of Monmouth legitimate, and that we shall soon see it. 
This I do not think the Duke of York will endure without 
blows ; but his poverty, and being lessened by having the 
Chancellor fallen and Sir W. Coventry gone from him, will 
disable him from being able to do any thing almost, he being 
himself almost lost in the esteem of people ; and will be more 
and more, anless my Lord Chancellor, who is already begun 
to be pitied by some people, and to be better thought of than 
was expected, do recover himself in Parliament. He do say 
that, that is very true, that my Lord Chancellor did lately 
nake some stop of some grants of 20001, a-year to my Lord 
Graudison,^ which was only in his name, for the use of my Lady 
Castlemaine's children ; and that this did incense her, and she 
did speak very scornful words, and sent a scornful message to 
him about it. 

12th. To the Exchequer for some tallies for Tangier ; and

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that being done, to the Dog taverne, and there I epent half 
a piece upon the clerks. To the Duie'a house, where " Tu 
Quoque" ' was the first time acted, with Bome alterationfl of 
Sir W. Darenant's ; but the play is a very silly play, methinks; 
for I, and others that sat hy me, Mr. Fovy and Mr. IVogers, 
were weary of it ; but it will please the citizens. 

13th. Galled up by people come to deliver in ten chaldron 
of coals, brought in one of our prizes from Newcastle. The 
rest we intend to sell, we having above ten chaldron between 
us. They sell at abput 2Ss. or 29«. per chaldron ; but 8ir 
W. Batten hath sworn that he was a cuckold that sells under 
80«., and that makes us lay up all but what we have for oar 
own spending, which b very pleasant ; for I believe we shall 
be glad to sell them for less. 

14th. The King and Duke of York and the whole Court is 
mighty joyful at the Duchess of York's being brought to bed 
this day, or yesterday, of a son ;^ whioh will settle men's minda 
mightily. And Pierce tells me that he do thuk that what 
the King do, of giving the Duke of Monmouth the command 
of his Guards, and giving my Lord Qerard 12,000f. for it, ia 
merely to find an employment for him upon which he may 
live, and not out of any design to bring him into any title to 
the Crowoe ; which Mr. Moore did the other day put me into 
great fear of. To the King's playhouse to see " The Northeme 
Castle," which I think I never did see before. Knipp acted 
in it, and did her part very extraordinary well ; but the play 
is but a mean, sorry play ; but the house very full of gallants. 
It seems, it hath not been acted a good while. 

15th. (Lord's day.) To church, where I stood, in continual 
fear of Mrs. Markham's coming, and offering to come into our 
pew, to prevent which, soon as ever I heard the great door

open, I did Btep back, and clap my breech to onr pew-door, 
tbat she might be forced to shove me to come in ; but as God 
voold have it, she did not come. Mr. Mills preached, and 
after eermoo, by invitation, he and his wife come to dine with 
me, which is the first time they have been in my bouse, I 
think, these five years, X thinking it not amiss, because of 
their acquaintance in our country, to show them some respect. 
Mr. Tnmer and his wife, and their son the Captain, dined 
with me, and I bad a very good dinner for them, and very 
merry, and after dinner, Mr. Mills was forced to go, though 
it rained, to Stepney, to preach. We also to chnrch, and then 
home, and there comes Mr. Felling, with two men,' by pro- 
mise, one WallingtOtt and Figgott, the former whereof, being 
a very little fellow, did sing a most excellent base, and yet a 
poor fellow, a working goldsmith, that goes without gloves to 
his hands. Here we sung several good things. They supped 
vith me, and so broke up. 

16th. Sir H. Gbolmly was with me a good while ; who 
tells me that the Duke of York's child is christened, the Puke 
of Albemarle and the Mminis of Worcester' godfathers, and 
my Lady Snffolke godmother ; and they have named it Edgar, 
which ie a brave name. Bat it seems they are more joyfnl 
in the ChanocUor's family, at the birth of this Prince, than in 
wisdom they should, for fear it ejioald give the King cause 
of jealousy. Sir H. Cholmly thinks there may possibly bo 
Bome persona that would be glad to have the Queen removed 
to some monastery, or somewhere or other, to make room for 
a new wife ; for they will all be unsafe under the Duke of 
Ttfrk. He says the King and Parliament will agree; that is, 
that the King will do anything that they will have him. At 
the New Exchange,^ I staid reading Mrs. Phillips's poems till 
my wife and Mercer called me to Mrs. Pierce's, by invitation

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to dinner, irliere I find her pMnted, whieh makes me loathe 
h«r, ftnd the nastiest poor dinner that made me sick. Here 
I met with " a Fonrth Advice' to the Funter npon the conuug 
in of the Dutch to the Biver and end of the war," that made 
my heart ake to read, it being too sharp, and so tnie. Here 
I also saw a printed account of the examinations taken, 
touching the bnming of the City of London, showing the plot 
of the Papists therein ; which, it seems, hath been ordered to 
be bnmt by the hands of the common hangman, in West- 
minster Palace. My wife and Mercer and I away to the 
King's playhouse, to see the " Scorofiill Lady ;" but it being 
now three o'clock there waa not one sonl in the pit ; where- 
apon, for shame, we could not go in, bnt, against onr wills, 
went all to see " Ta Qnoqne" again, where there waa pretty 
store of company. Here we saw Madam Morland,* who 
is grown mighty fat, hnt is very comely. Bnt one of the 
best parte of our sport was a mighty pretty lady that sat 
behind us, that did langh so heartily and constantly, that it 
did me good to hear her. Thence to the King's honse, upon 
a wager of mine with my wife, that there would be no acUng 
there to-day, there being no company : so I went in and fonnd 
a pretty good company there, and saw their dance at the end 
of the play. 

17tfa. t\aa evening Captain Cocke and Sir W. Batten did 
eome to rae, and sat, and drank a bottle of wine, and told me 
how Sir W. Pen hath got an ordw for the " Flying Grey- 
bonod" for himself, which is so false a thing, and the part of 
a knave, as nothing almost can be more. This rezed me ; 
bnt I resolve to bring it before the Doke, and try a pnll 
for it. 

18th. I walked in the Exchange, which is nowmade pretty, 
^y having windows and doors before all their shops, to keep 
oat the cold. 

19th. Comes my cozen, Kate Joyce, and an aunt of our's, 
Lettice, fonnerly Haynes, and sow Hewlett, come to toira to

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see her friends, and also Surah Kite with her little bo; in 
her armes. The child I like very well, and could wish it my 
own. My wife being all unready, did not ^pear. I made 
as ranch of them aa I conld snch ordinary company ; and yet 
my heart was glad to see them, though their condition was a 
little below my present state, to be familiar with. She tella 
me how the life-guard, which we thought a little while since 
was seat down into the country about some insurreetion, was 
sent to Winchoombe,' t« spoil the tobacco there, which it 
•eems the people there do plant contrary to law, and hare 
always done, and still been under force and danger of haTiag 
it spoiled, as it hath been oftentimes, and yet they will con< 
tinoe to plant it. The place, she says, is a miserable poor 
place. 

20th. I out to pay some debta: among others to the 
taTcme at the end of Billiter Lane, where my design was to 
see the pretty mistress of the house, which I did, and indeed 
is, as I always thought, one of the modestest, prettiest, plain 
women that ever I saw. Sy coach to the King's playhouse, 
and there saw " The Mad Couple,"^ my wife having been at 
the same play with Jane, in the iSd, seat. 

21st. The King, Dnke of Tork, and the men of the Court, 
have been these four or fire days a-himting at Bt^hot. 

22d. (Lord's day.) At noon comes Mr. Shores, whom I 
find a good, ingenions man, but do talk a little too much of 
bis trarels. He left my Lord Sandwich well, bnt in pain te 
be at home for want of money, which oomos very hardly. I 
have indulged myself more in pleasure for these last two 
months than ever I did in my Ufe before, since I came to be 
a person concerned in business ; and I doubt, when I come 
to make op my accounts, I shall find it so by the expenoe. 

23d. To Westminster, and there, among other things, 
bought the exaaunations of the businesses about the Fire of

commaDded to ho burnt.' The examinationa indeed are very 
plain. At my Lord Ashly'e,^ by invitation, to dine ther^: at 
table it ia worth remembering that mj Lord tells us that the 
House of Lords is the last appeal that a man can make, upon 
a point of interpretation of the law, and that therein they are 
above the Judges ; «id that he did assert this in the Lords' 
House upon the late occasion of the quarrel between my 
Lord Bristoll and the Ghanoellor, when the former did accuse 
the latter of treason, and the Judges did bring it in not to be 
treason : my htxd Ashly did declare that the judgement of 
the Judges was nothing in the presence of their Lordships, 
bnt only aa far as they were the properest men to bring pre- 
cedents ; but not to interpret the law to their Lordships, bat 
only the tnducementa of their persuasions : and this the Lords 
did concur in. Another pretty thing was my Lady Ashly's' 
speaking of the bad qualities of glass-coaches ; among others, 
the flying open of the doors upon any great shake: but 
another was, that my Lady Peterborough being in her glass- 
coach, with the glass up, and seeing a lady pass by in a coach 
whom she would salute, the glass was so clear, that she 
thought it had been open, and so ran her bead through the 
glass ! We were put into my Lord's room before he could 
come to us, and ther^ bad opportunity to look over his state 
of his accounts of the prizes ; and there saw how bountiful 
the King hath been to several people : and hardly any man 
almost, Commftnder, of the Na^ of any note, but bath had 
some reward or other out of them ; and many Bums to the 
Privy-purse, but not so many, I see, as I thought there bad 
been : but we conld not look quite through it. But several 
Bed-chamber>meD asd people about the Court had good sums ; 
and, among others. Sir John Minnes and Lord Brounckcr

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have 200L a-piece for looking to the East India prizes, vhile 
I did their work for them. By and by my Lord came, and 
ire did look over Yeabsly's business a little ; and I find hair 
prettily this cumiing Lord can be partial and diaeemble it in 
this case, being privy to the bribe he ia to receive. With Sir 
H. Cholmly to Westminster ; who by the way told me how 
merry the King and Dnke of York and Court were the other 
day, when they were abroad a-hnnting. They cane to Sir 
G. Carteret's house at Cranboume, and there were enter- 
tuned, and all made drunk ; and all being drunk, Armerer' 
did conte to the BCing, and swore to him " by God, Sir," aays 

" he, " yoa are not bo kind to the Dnke of Tork of late as you 
used to be." — "Not II" says the King. "Why boT" 
— " Why," Bays he, " if you are, iet ob drink Ms health." — 
"Why, let us," says the King. Then he fell on bis ktaees, 
and drank it ; and having done, the King began to drink it. 
" Nay, Sir," says Armerer, " by God you must do it on your 
knees !" So he did, and then all the company : and having 
done it, all fell a-crying for joy, being all maudlin and kissing 
one another, the King the Duke of Yra^k, and the Duke of 
Tork the King : and in such a maudlin pickle as never people 
were : and so pass^ the day. Bat Sir H. Cholmly, tells me, 
that the King hath this good luck, that the next day he hates 
to have any body mention what he had done the day before, 
atx will suffer any body to gain upon him that way ; which 
18 a good qoality. By and by comes Captain Cocke about 
businesa ; who tells me that Mr. Brounoker ia lost for ever, 
notwithstanding my Lord Bronncker hath advised with him, 
Cocke, how he might make a peace with the Duke of York 

-and Chancellor, upon promise of serving him in the Par- 
liament : hut Oocke says that is base to offer, and will have 
no success there. He says that Mr. Wren hath refused a 
present of Tom Wilson's for hia place of Store-keeper at 
Chatham, and is resolved never to take any thing ; which is 
both wise in him, and good to the Kbg's sendee. 

24th. To the Office, where all the morning rery busy. 
Home, where there dined with me Anthony Joyce and his 
' Bii WlBiuB Armonr, Eqnenr to lbs Kbg. 
22* B 
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vife, and Will anil Iiis wife, and si; aont Lettice, tliat ms 
hero the other day, and Sarah Kite, and I had a good dinaer 
for them, »nd vere as merry as I conld be in that company 
where W. Joyce is, who is still the same impertinent fellow 
that ever he was. After dinner to St. James's, where we had 
an audience of the Duke of York of many thinge of waght, 
about which ve stayed till past candle-light, and so Sir W. 
Batten and W. Fen and I fain to go in a hackney-coach all 
roood by London Wall, for fear of ceUars. We tired one 
eoach upon Holbome-Gonduit Hill, and got another, aul 
made it a long journey home. My wife tells me that W. 
Batelier hath been here to-day, and brought with him thd 
pretty girl he speaks o^ to come to serve my wife as a woman, 
out of the school at Bow. My wife Bays she is extraordinary 
handsome, and ioolinea to have her, and I am glad of it — at 
least, that if we must have one, she should be handsome. 
But I shall leave it wholly to my wife, to do what she will 
therein. 

25th. With Sir H. Cholmly, who came to me about hig 
business to Whitehall: and thither i^une also my Lord 
Sronacker; and we by and by called in, and our paper read; 
and much discourse thereon by Sir Q. Carteret, my Lord 
Anglesey, Sir W. Coventry, and my Lord Ashly, and myself: 
but X conld eauly discern that they none of them understood 
the business; and the King at last ended it with saying 
lasily, "Why," says he, "after all this discourse, I now 
oome to understand it ; and that is, that there can cothiag 
be done in this more than is possible," which was so silly as 
I never heard: "and therefore," aays he, "I would hava 
these gentlemen do aa much as possible to hasten the 
Treasurer's accounts ; and that is all." And so we broke 
up : and I confess I went away ashamed, to see how slightly 
things are advised upon there. Here I saw the Doke of 
Buckingham sit in Conudl again, where he was readmitted, 
it sems, the last CouacU-day : and it is wonderful to see how 
this man is come again to his places, all of them, after the 
reproach and disgrace done him: so that things are done 
in a most foolish ibamier quite throu^. The Dole (^ 
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Buckingham did second Sir W. Coventry in the odTinog the 
King that be vonld not oonoem himself in the evening or 
not erening taij man's acconnts, or any thing else, wherein 
he had not the same Batisfaction that vonld satiefy the Par- 
liament ; saying, that nothing .would displease the Parliament 
more than to find him defending any thing that is not right, 
BOr jnstifiable to the utmost degree : bat meUtooght be spoke 
it but very poorly. After this, I walked ap uid down ihe 
Gallery till noon ; and here I met with Bishop Fidler, iriii^ 
to my great joy, is made, which I did not hear before, Kshop 
' of Lincoln.' At noon I took coach, and to Sir G. Carteret's, 
in LiBcoln's-Inn-Fields, to the hoose that is my Lord's, which 
my Lord lets him have : and this is the first day of dining 
there. And there dined with him and his lady my Lord 
Privy-seate,' who is indeed a rety sober than ; who, among 
other talk, did mightily wonder at the reasrai of the growth 
of the credit of bankers, since it is so ordinuy a thing for 
(dtiieos to break, out of knavery. Upon this we had much 
disoourse ; wd I observed therein, to the honour of this Ci^, 
that I have not heard of one citiien ot I<oDdoa brdce in all 
this war, tioB plague, or this fire, and this coming np of the 
enemy among ug ; wbteb he owned to be very considerable.* 
I to the King's playhoose, my eyes being so bod unc« last 
night's straining of them, that I am hardly able to see, 
besides the pain which I have in them. The play wu a new 
play ; and infinitely loll : the King and all the Gonrt almost 
there. It is " The St(Hine," a play of Fletcher's ; which is 
bat so-so, mflthinks ; only there is a most admirable da&ee at 
the end, of the ladies, in a miUtary manner, which indeed did 
please me mightily. So, it being a mighty wet day and 
night, I with mnob ado got a coach, and, with twenty stops 
whieh he made, I got him to carry me quite through, and 
paid dear for it, and bo home, and then comes my wife home 
from Uie Ihike of York's playbonse, where she hath been 
with my aunt wad Kate Joyce.

27th. While I was busy at tbe OfBce, my wife sends for 
me to come borne, and what was it but to see the pretty girl 
which she ia taking to wait upon her : and though she eeems 
BOt altogether bo great a beauty as she had before told me, 
yet indeed she is mighty pretty ; and so pretty, that I find 
I shall be too much pleased with it, and therefore could be 
conteBted as to my judgement, though not to my passion, 
that she might not come, lest I may be found too much 
minding ber, to the discontent of my wife. She is to come 
next week. She seems, by her disoourse, to be grave beyond 
her bigness and age, and exceeding well bred as to her 
deportment, having been a scholar in a school at Bow these 
seven or eight years. Creed and Sberes come and dined 
with me ; and we had a great deal of pretty discourse of the 
oeremoniousneBS of the Spaniards, whose oeremonies are so 
many and so known, that, Sheres tells me, .upon all oecanoos 
of joy or sorrow in a Grandee's family, my Lord Embassador 
is fain to send one with an en hora huena, if it be npon a 
marriage, or birth of a child, or a pesa me, if it be upon the 
death of a child, oc so. And these ceremonies are so set, 
and the words of the oompliment, that be hath been sent 
from my Iiord, when ho bath done no more than send in 
word to the Grandee that one was there from the Embassador ; 
and he knowing what was his errand, that batb been enough, 
and he never spoken with turn : nay, several Grandees having 
been to marry a daughter, have wrote letters to my Xiord to 
give bim notice, and out of the greatness of bis wisdom to 
deure his advice, though people he never saw ; and then my

tbta account, several have followed their eaemies privately to 
the Indys, thence to Italy, thence to France and back again, 
waiting for an opportunity to be revenged. He Bays my 
Lord was fain to keep a letter from the Duke of York to the 
Queen of Spain a great while in his hands, before he could 
think fit to deliver it, till he had learnt whether the Queen 
could receive it, it being directed to his cozeo. He says that 
many ladies in Spain, af^er tbey are found to be with child, 
do never stir out of their beds or chambers till they are 
brought to bed : so ceremonious they are in that point also. 
He tells me of their wooing by serenades at the window, and 
that their friends do always make the match ; but yet they 
have opportunities to meet at masse at church, and there they 
make love : that the Court there hath no dancing, nor visits 
at night to see the Kin g or Queen, hut is always just like a 
eloyeter, nobody stirring in it : that my Lord Sandwich wears 
s beard now, turned up in the Spanish manner. But that 
which pleased me most indeed is, that the peace which he 
hath made with Spun is now printed here, and is acknow- 
ledged by all the merchants to be the beet peace that ever 
England had with them; and it appears that the King 
thinks it so, for this is printed before the ratification is gone 
over ; whereas that with France and Holland was not in a 
good while af^er, till copys came over of it in English out 
of Holland and France, that it was a reproach not to have 
it printed here. This I am mighty glad of; and is the first 
and only piece of good news, or thing fit to be owned, that 
this nation hath done several years. Anon comes Felling, 
and he aad I to Gray's-Inne Fields, thinking to have heard 
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Mrs. Knight ' sing at her lodgings, bj a friend'B means of hie ; 
but we come too late ; so mnst try anoAer time. 

28th. All the morning at the Office, hnsy upon an Order 
of Connral, irherein they are mightily at a loSa what to adnse 
about our discharging of seamen by ticket, there being bo 
money to pay their wages before January. And this did 
move Mr. Wren at the table to-day to say, that he did 
believe that if erer there be occasion more to raise money, it 
will become here, as it is in Poland, that there are two 
treasuries — one for die King, and the other for the kingdon. 
Mr. Fierce, the Burgeon, dropped in, who I feared did cone 
to bespeak me to be godfather to his son, which I am unwil- 
ling now to be, having ended my liking to his wife, since I 
find she paints. After dinner comes Sir Fr. Hollis to me 
about buBinees', and I with him by coach to Ute Temple, 
and there I 'light ; all the way be telling me romantic liee 
of himself and his family, how they have been Parliament- 
men ioi Qrimsby, he and his forefathers, this 140 years; 
and his father is now : and himself, at tJiia day, stands for 
to be, with his father,' by the death of his fellow-bai^esa ; 
and that he believes it will cost him as much as it did hie 
predecessor, which was 800/. in ale, and 521. in buttered ale ;* 
which Z believe is one of his devilish lies. 7o the Dvke of 
York's playhouse, and there saw a piece of "Sir Martin 
Marrall," with great delight. 

29th. (Lord's day.) Put off first my smnmer's silk suit, 
and put on a cloth one. Then to church. Ait the aftemoo& 
talking in taj chamber with my wife, about my keeping a

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ooadi the next jetr, xui doing some tliiags to my hoiuie, 
irUcli will oost money— that is, furnish onr beet chamber vith 
tftpesb^, and oUier rooms with piotnres. In the eTening read 
good books — my wife to me ; and I did even my kitchen 
acoonnts. 

80tk To the Dnke of York to Gonncil, where the officers 
of the Navy did attend ; and my Lord Ashly did more that 
an assignment for tuoney on the Act might be pat into the 
hands of the East India Company, or City of London, which 
he thought the seamen would believe. But this my Lord 
Anglesey did very handsomely oppose, and I think did carry 
it that it will not be : and it is indeed a mean thing that 
the King should so far own bis own want of credit as to 
borrow their's in this manner. My Lord Anglesey told him 
titat this was the way indeed to teach the Parliament to tmst 
the King no more for the time to come, bnt to hare a king- 
dom's Treaaorer di«dnct from U>e King's. To Mrs. Martin's, 
to bespeak some linen, and drank, and away, having first 
promised my god-dangbter a new coat — her first ooat. So 
home, and there find oar pretty girl Willet eome, brought by 
. Mr. Batelier, and she is very pretty, uid so grave as I never 
saw a little thing in my life. I wish my wife may nse her well. 

October Ist To White Hall, and there in the Bearded- 
gallery did hear the mnsick with which the King is presented 
this night by Monsieur Grebns,' the master of his-mnsiok ; . 
both inetrotnentall — I think twenty-fonr violins — and vocal] ; 
an English aong upon Peace. Bat, God forgive me ! I never 
was so little pleased with a concert of mnsick in my lifo. 
The manner of setting of words and repeating them out of 
order, and that with a nimiber of voices, makes me sick, the 
whole design of Vocall mnsick being lost by it. Here was a 
great press of people ; bnt I did not see many pleased with it, 
only the instrumental mnsick be had brought by practice to • 
play very just.

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2d. This morning come to me Hr. Gauden aboat boflinew, 
with hia gold chain about hiB neck, as being Sheriff of the 
City this year. To the New Exchange, and there met my 
wife and girl, and took them to the King's faoose to eee " The 
Traytonr," which still I like as a very good play ; and thence, 
ronnd by the wall, home, having drunk at the Cock ale-honse, 
as I of late hare used to do. 

8d. I understand that Sir W. Batten is gone to bed on a 
sudden again this morning, being struck very ill. To St. 
James's, where Sir W. Coventry took me into the gallery, 
and walked with me an hour, discoursing of Nary business, 
and with much kindness to, and confidence in, me still; 
which I must endearonr to preserve, and will do ; and, good 
man ! all his care how to get the Nary paid off, and that all 
other things therein may go well. He gone, I thence to my 
Lady Peterborough who sent for me; and with her an 
hour talking about her husband's pension, and how she hath 
got an order for its being paid again ; though, I heliere, for 
aO that order, it will hardly ho; but of that I said nothing; 
bat her design is to get it paid again: and how to ruse 
money upon it, to dear it from the engagement whioh lies 
npon it to some citizens, who lent her husband money, without 
her knowledge, upon it, to vast loss. She intends to force 
them to take their money again, and release her husband of 
those hard terms. The woman is a very wise woman, and is 
very plain in telling me how her plate and jewels are at pawne 
for money, and how they are forced to lire beyond their 
estate, and do get nothing by his being a courtier. The lady 
I pity, and her family. Took out my wife and Willet, 
thinking to have gone to a play, but both houses were hegno, 
ttnd so we to the 'Change, and thence to my tailor's, and 
there, the coachman desiring to go home to change his horses, 
we went with him to a nasty end of all St. Giles's, Mid there 
went into a nasty room, a chamber of his, where he hath a 
wife and child, and there staid, it growing dark, too, and 
I angry thereat, till he shifted his horses, and then home 
apace. 

4th. To Wbite Hall ; and in the Robe-chamber the Doke 
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<^ York come to ne, the officers of the Navy, and tfaero did 
meet together about bpfiioeas, where Sir W. CoTentr; did 
recomioeiid his Rojal Highness, now the prizes were dis- 
posing, to remember Sir John Harman to the King, for some 
botmty, and also for my Lady Minnee, which was very nobly 
done of him. Thence all of us to attend the Goancil, wheris 
ve were anon called on, and there was a long bearing of 
CJommissioner Fett, who was there, and there'were the two 
Masters Attendant of Chatham called in, who did deny their 
baring any order from Commissioner Fett about bringing up 
the great ships, which gives the lie to what he says ; but, in 
general, I find him to be but a weak, silly man, aud that is 
guilty of horrid neglect in this business all along. Here broke 
off without coming to any issue, but that there should be 
another hearing on Monday next. I to my Lord Crewe's to 
dinner ; but he having dined, I took a very short leave, con- 
fessing I had not dined ; and so to an ordinary hard by the 
Temple-gate, where I have heretofore been, and there dined 
^-cost me lOd. _ And so to my Lord Aahby's ; and thence to 
my Lord Crewe's, and there did stay with him an hour till 
almost night, discoursing about the ill state of my Lord Sand- 
wich, that he can neither be got to be called home, nor money 
got to maiatain him there ; ' which will ruin his family. And 
the truth is, he do almost deserve it, for by all relation he 
hath, in a little more than a year and a half, spent 20,000^. 
of the King's money, and the best part of 10,0001. of his 
'own; which is a most prodigious expense, more than ever 
Embassador spent there, and more than these CommisBionera 
of the Treasury will or do allow. And they demand an 
accpunt before they will give him any more money ; which 
puts all his friends to a loss what to answer. But more 
money we most get him, or be called home. I offer to speak 
to Sir W. Coventry about it ; but my Lord will not advise to 
it, withoat consent of Sir G. Carteret. To see Sir W. Satten. 
Be is asleep : and so I could not see him ; but in an hour 
after, word is brought me that he is so ill, that it is believed 
he cannot live tiii to-morrow, which troubles me and my wife

mightily, partly oat of kindneBB, he being & good neighboiir 
— and psrtly becsrOM of the mone; he owes me, tip(m oar 
barg^n of the late prize.' 

Sth. Up, and to the Office ; aod there all the morning ; 
none bat my Lord Anglesey and myself; bnt mach surprimd 
irith the bovb of the death of Sir W. Batten, vbo died tiat 
mormug, having been but two days sick. Sir W. Pen and I 
did dispatch a lettw this morning to Sir W. Coventry, to 
recommend Colonel Middleton, who we think a most honest 
and underetanding man, and fit for that place. Sir G. Car- 
teret did also come this morning, and walked with me in Una 
garden ; and concluded not to concern himself or have any 
advice made to Sir W. Coventry, in behalf of my Lord Sand- 
wich's biuiness ; bo I do rest satisfied, though I do think they 
are all mad, that they will judge Sir W. Coventry an enemy, 
when he is indeed ' do each man to any body, but is seTere 
and just, as he ought to be, where he sees things ill done. 
To my Lord Crewe, and there mot my Lord Hinohingbrok* 
and Lady Jeraimah, and there dined with them and my Lord, 
where pretty merry. To the King's house : Mid there, going 
in, met with Enipp, and she took us up into the tireing- 
rooras : and to the women's shift, where Nell was drefwisg 
herself, and was all unready, and is very pretty, prettier than 
t thought. And into the scene-room, and there sat down, 
and she gave us fruit: and here I read the questions to 
Knipp, while she answered me, through all her part of « Flora's 
Figary's," which was acted to-day. But, Lord! to see how 
they were both punted would make a man mad, and did make 
me loath them ; and what base c<Hnpaay of meO' comes among 
them, and how lewdly they talk ! and how poor the men are 
in clothes, and yet what a show they make on the sti^ by 
candle-light, is very observahie. Bnt to see how Nell corsed, 
for having so few people in the pit, was pretty ; the other 
house carrying away all the people at the new play, and la 
said, Bow-a-days, to have generally most company, as being 
better players. By and by into the pit, and there saw th« 
play, which is pretty good. 
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6th. (Lord's day.) Up, and valked out with the bo; to 
^nithfield to Cot Lane, to lanoolne's, and there spoke with 
him, and agreed apon the hour to-morrow, to set ont to- 
wards Bran^iton ; but vexed that he i» not likelj to go him- 
•elf, bat sends another for him. Here I took a hacknej 
ooach, and to White Hall, and there met Sir W. Coyentry, 
and diBOOorsed with him, and then with mj Lord Brouncker, 
and man; othen, to and mj matters is order to mj going 
into the country to-morrow for five or six daja, which I have 
not done for above three years. Walked wiUi Greed into the 
park a little, and at last went into the Queen's side, ud 
there eaw the King and Queen, and saw the ladies, in order 
to my hearing any news stirring to carry into the country, 
but met with none. Felling tells us how old Mr. Batelier is 
dead last night, going to bed well, which I am mightily trou- 
bled for, he being a good man. 

7th. Up betimes, in order to my journey this day, and did 
leave my chief care, ssd the key of my closet, with Mr. Hater, 
with directions what papers to secure, in case of fire or other 
accident ; and so, about nine o'clock, I, and my wife, and Willet, 
set out in a coach I have hired, with four horses ; and W. 
Hewer and Murford rode by us on horseback; and so my wife 
and she in their morning gowns, very handsome «id pretty, 
and to my great liking. We set out, and so out at Allgate, 
and BO to ibe Green Man, and so on to Enfield, in our way 
se«ng Mr. Lowthes and his lady in a coach, going to Wal- 
thamstow; and he told us that he would overtake us at night, 
he being to go that way. So we to Enfield, and there bayted, 
it being but a fool, bad day, and there Lowther and Mr. Bur- 
ford, an acquaintance of his, did overtake us, and there drank 
and eat together ; and, by and by, we parted, we going before 
them, and very merry, my wife and girl talking, and telling 
tales, and singing, and before night come to Bishop Stafford,' 
where Lowther and his friend did meet us again, and carried 
OS to the Rayne-deere, where Mrs. Aynsworth,' who lived here-

at ease, we to supper, and so to bed, my wife and I in one 
bed, and the girl in another, in the same room, and lay reiy 
well, but there was so much tearing company in Uie hovse, 
' that we could not ace the landlady ; so I had no opportunity 
of renewing my old acquaintance with her. 

8th. Up pretty betimes, though not so soon as we intended, 
by reason of Murford's not rising, and then not knowing how 
to open OUT door, which, and some other pleasant simplicitiee 
of the fellow, did give occasion to us to call him- Sir Martin 
Harrall,' and W. Hewer being his helper and counsellor, we 
did call him, all this journey, Mr. Warner, which did give us

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good ocoasioQ of mirth noir and then. At last, roae, and up, 
and broke oar fast, and then took coaoh, uid away, and at 
Newport did call on Mr. Lowther, and he and his friend, and 
the master of the honse, their friend, where they were, a gen- 
tleman, did presently get a-horaeback, and went irith ua to 
Audley-End, and did go along with ns all over the hoose and 
garden : and mighty merry we were. The honae indeed do 
appear very fine, but not bo fine as it bath heretofore to me ; 
particularly the ceilings are not eo good as I always took them 
to be, being nothing bo well wronght as my Lord 'Chancellor's 
are ; and thongh the figure of the house without he rery ez- 
traordinury good, yet the stayre-case is exceeding poor ; and 
a great many pictures, and not one good one in the house but 
one of Harry the Eighth, done by Holben ;' and not one good 
suit of hangings in all the house, but all most ancient things, 
tuch as I would not give the hanging-up of in ray house ; and 
the other furniture, beds and other things, accordingly. Only 
tjte gallery is good, and, abore all things, the cellars, where 
we went down and drank of much good liquor ; and indeed 
the cellars are fine : and here my wife and I did siug to my 
great content. And tlken to the garden, and there eat many 
grapes, and took some with us : and so away thence, exceeding 
well satisfied, though not to that degree that, by my old 
esteem of the house, I ought and did expect to hare done, the 
cdtnation of it not 'pleasing me. Here we parted with Lowther 
and his friends, and away to Cambridge, it being foul, rainy 
weather, and there did take up at the Kose, for the sake of 
Mrs. Dorothy Orawwater, the vintner's daughter, which is 
mentioned in theplay of Sir Martin Marrall. Here we had 
a good chamber, and bespoke a good supper ; and then I took 
my wife, and W. Hewer, and Willet, it holding up a little, 
and shewed them Trinity College and St John's Library, and 
went to King's College Ohapel, to see the outside of it only; 
and BO to our inne, and with much pleasure did this, they 
walking in their pretty morning gowns, very handsome, and I

9th. Up, and got ready, and eat onr breakfast ; and then 
took coach : and the poor, as they did yesterday, did stand at 
the coach to have something ^vea them, as they do to all 
great persons ; and I did gire them something : and the town 
mosick did also oome and play ; but, Lord ! what sad nnino 
they made ! So through the town, and obserred at our C<d- 
lege of Magdalene the posts new painted, and understand that 
the Vice-Chancellc^ ' is there this year. And so away for 
Huntingdon ; and come to Brampton at about noon, and there 
find my father and sister and brother all well ; and up and 
down to see the garden with my father, and the bouse, and 
do altogether find it very pretty ; especially the little parlour 
and the snmmer4ionsea in the garden, only the wall do want 
greens upon it, and the house ia too low-roofed ; bat tiiat i» 
only because of my coming from a boose with higher ceiUngs. 
But altogether is very pretty ; and I bless C^od that I am like 
to have such a pretty place to retire to. After dinner, I 
walked np to Hiachicgbroke, where my Lady expected ne ; 
and there spent all the afternoon with her : the same most 
excellent, good, discreet lady that ever she was; and, among 
other things, is mightily pleased with the lady that is like to 
be her son Hinchingbroke's wife. By and by my wife comea 
with Willet, my wife in her velvett vest, which is mighty fine, 
and becomes her exceedingly. I am pleased with my Lady 
Panlioa and Anne,* who both are grown very propw ladies,

Bat I do find, by my Lady, 
that they are reduced to great straits for money, having be^t 
forced to sell her plate, 8 or 900^ worth ; and she is now 
going to sell a suit of her best hangings, of wMoh I could 
almost wish- to bny a piece or two, if the pieces will be broke. 
Bat the honse is most excellently furnished, and brare rooms 
Mnd good pictnree, so that it do please me infinitely beyond 
Andley £ad. Home, and there Mr. Shepley staid with ns and 
supped. Supper done, we all to bed, only I a little tronbled 
that my father tells me that he is troubled that my wife shows 
mj sister no countenance, and him but very little, but is as a 
stranger in the home ; and I do obserre she do carry herself 
very high ; but I perceive there was some great falling owt 
when she was bete last, but tbe reason I have no mind to 
enquire after, for vexing myself, being desirous to pass my ' 
time with as much mirth as I can while I am abroad. My 
wife and I in the high bed in our chamber, and Willet in tfa* 
trundle bed,' which she desired to lie in, by us. 

10th. Up, to mik up and down in the garden with my 
father, to talk of all oar ooncemments : about a husband fcir 
my sister, whereof there is ^t present no appearuice } but we 
most endeavour to find her one now, for she grows old and 
ugly : then for my brother ; and resolve he shall stay here 
this winter, and then I will either send him to Cambridge for 
a year, till I get him some chorch promotion, or send him to 
sea as a cbaplun, wh«-e he may study, and earn lus living. 
Then walked round about our Greene, to see whether, in caM 
I cannot buy o«t my uncle Thnaas and his son's right in this 
house, that I can buy another place as good thereabouts to 
build on, and I do not see that I can. But this, with new 
bniIdiog,'may be made aa ezoell«it pretty thing, and I resolv« 
to look after it as soon as I can, and Qoody Gomm dies. 
By coach round the towne of Brampton, to observe any other 
place as good as cur's, and find none ; and so back with great 
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pleasure ; and tlienoe went all of as, my aititer and brother, 
and W. Hewer, to dinner to Hiachingbroke, where we had a 
good plain oonntry dinner, but most kindly need ; and here 
dined the Miniater of Brampton and his wife, who is reported 
a very good, but poor man. Here Z spent alone with my 
Lady, after dinner, the most of the afternoon, and anon the 
two twine' were sent for from school, at Mr. Taylor's, to come 
to Bee me, and I took them into the garden, and there, in one 
of the smnmer-honseB, did examine them, and do find tliem 
Bo well advanced in their learning, that I am amazed at it: 
they repeating a whole ode without book ont of Horace, and 
did give me a very good acconnt of anything almost, and did 
make me very readily very good Latin, and did give me good 
account of their 6reek gramtoar, beyond all possible expecta- 
tion ; and so grave and manly as I never saw, I confess, nor 
eould have believed ; bo that they will be fit to go to Cam- 
bridge in two years at most. They are both little, hut vary 
like one another, and well-looked children. Took leave for 
a great while again, but with extraordinary kindness from my 
Lady, who looks vpon me like one of her own family and in- 
terest. Thence I walked over the park with Mr. Shepley, and 
throogh the grove, which is mighty pretty, as is imaginable, 
and BO over their drawbridge to Nan's Bridge,' and so to my 
father's, and there sat and drank, and talked a little, and then 
parted. And he being gone, and what company there was, 
my father and I with a dark lantern, it being now night, into 
the garden with my wife, and there went about our great work 
to dig np my gold. But, Lord! what a tosse I waa for 
some time in, that they could not justly tell where it was ; 
that I begun heartily to sweat, and be angiy, that they should 
not agree better upon the place, and at last to fear that it was

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gone : but b; aDd hy poking with a epit, «e found it, and then 
1>egan with a Bpndd to lift up the ground. But, good God 1 
to Bee how sillily they did it, not half a foot undor ground, 
and in the sight of the world from a hundred places, if any 
body by accident were near hand, and within sight of a 
neighbour's window : only my father says that he saw them 
all gone to chnrch before be began the work, when he laid the 
money. Bat I was oat of my wits almost, and the more from 
that, upon my lifting np the earth with the spndd, I did dis- ' 
cent that I had scattered the pieces of gold round abont the 
ground among the grass and loose earth ; and taking ap the 
iron head-pieoes wherenn they were put, I perceived the earth 
was got among the gold, and wet, so that the bags were all 
rotten, and all the notes, tbat I could not tell what in the 
world to say to it, not knowing how to judge what was want- 
ing, or what had been loBt by CKbson in. his coming down : 
which, all put together, did make me mad ; and at last I was 
forced to take np the head-pieces, dirt and all, and as many 
of the scattered pieces as I could with the dirt discern by 
candle-light, and carry them up into my brother's chamber, 
and there locke them up till I had eat a little supper : and 
then, all people going to bed, W. Hewer anil I did all alone, 
with several pails of water and besoms, at last wash the dirt 
off the pieces, and parted the pieces and the dirt, and then 
began to toll them by a note which I had of the value of the 
vhole, in my pocket ; and do find tbat there was shoit above 
• hundred pieces, which did make me mad ; and coopering 
that the neighbour's house was so near that wo could not pos- 
Bibly speak one to another in the garden at that place where 
the gold lay— especially my father being deaf — but they must 
know what we had been doing, I feared that they might in 
the night come and gather some pieces, and prevent us the 
next morning ; so W. Hewer and I out again about midnight, 
for it was now grown so lato, and there by eandle-light did 
make shift to gather forty-five pieces more. And so in, and 
to cleanse them : and by this time it was pa«t two in the 
morning; and so to bed, with my mind pretty quiet to think 
that I have recovered so many. I lay in the trandle-bed, the 
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girl being gone to b«d to my wife, and there lay in flome cUs- 
qniet all night, telling of the clock till it wu daylight. 

lldi. And then W. Hewer and I, vith pvla and » nere^ 
did lock onrselvea into the garden, and there gather all the 
earth about the place into pails, and then sift those paik in 
one of the anmmer-honAes, just as they do for dyamonds in 
other parts of the world ; and there, to our great content, did 
by nine o'clock make the last night's forty-firre ap seventy- 
nine : BO that we are come to about twenty or thirty of what 
I think the tme number should be ; and perhaps within less ; 
and of them I may reasonably think that Mr. Gribson might 
lose some : so that I am pretty well satisfied that my loss is 
not great, and do bless God that place is so well.' So do 
leare my father to make a second examination of the dirt ; 
and my mind at rest in it, being but an accident ; and so gives 
me some kind of content to remember how painful it is some- 
times to keep money, as well as to get it, and how doubtful I 
was to keep it all night, and how to secure it to London : so 
got all my gold put np in bags. We to breakfast, and about 
ten o'clock took coach, my wife and I, and WJllett, and W. 
Hewer, and Murford and Bowles, whom my lady lent me to go 
along with me mi^ jonrsey, not telling her the reason, but it 
was only to secure my gold, and my brother John on horse- 
back ; and with these four I thought myself pretty safe. But, 
before we went ont, the Hnntingdon mnsick come to me and 
played, and it was better than that of Cambridge. Here I 
took leave of my father, and did give my sister 20f . She cried 
at my gomg; bnt whether it was at her unwillingoeBS for 
my going, or any nnkindness of my wife's, or no, I know not ;

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bat, Qod foTf^ve me I I take her to be bo coimmg and ill- 
nstnred, that I have no great love for her ; but only [she] 
is my sister, and most be provided for. My gold I pnt 
into a basket, and sat nnder one of the seats ; and so my 
irork every qnsrter of an hoar was to look to see vhether all 
was Tell ; and I did ride in great fear all the day. Mr. 
Shepley sav me beyond St. Neota, and there parted, and ire 
straight to Stevenage, through Bald Lanes, vhich are already 
very bad ; and at Stevenage we come well before night, and 
all sat, and there with great care I got the gold up to my 
chamber, my wife carrying one bag, and the ^1 another, and 
W. Hewer the rest in a basket, and set it all under a bed in 
OUT chamber, and then sat down to talk, and were very plea- 
sant, satisfying myself, among othw things, from John Bowles, 
in some terms of handng, and abont deere, bneks, and does. 
Brecocke alive still, and the beat host I know almost. 

12th. Up, and eat our breakfast, and set out about nin* 
o'clock, and so to Bamett, where we baited. By five o'clock 
got home, where I find all well ; and did bring my gold, to 
my heart's content, very safe, having not this day carried it 
in a basket, bat in our hands ; the girl took care of one, and 
my wife another bag, and I the rest, I being afraid of th* 
bottom of the eoaoh, lest it ehoald break. At home we find 
that Sit W. Batten's body was to-day carried frcm hence, with 
a hondred or two of coaches, to Walthatnstow, and there buried. 
The Parliament met on Thursday last, and a^jonmed to 
Monday next. The King did make them a very kind speech, 
promising them to leave all to them to do, and eall to account 
what and whom they pleased; and deelared by my Lord 
Ke^ser how many, thirty-six, actes he had done since he saw 
them ; among others, disbanding the army, and patting all 
Papists out of employment, and di^ladng persons that had 
managed their business ill. The Parliament is mightily 
pleased with the King's speech, and voted giving him thanks 
for what he said and hath done ; and, among tlungs, would 
by. name thsjik him for displaoing my Lord Chancellor, fat 
which a great many did speak in the House, but it was 
opposed by eome, and particularly Harry Coventry^ whv got 
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thftt it ebonld be put to » Godunittee to «on«der wliat par- 
ticulars to mention in their thftolts to the King, sajing that 
it waa too soon to give thanks for the displacing of a man, 
before diej knew or had examined what was the cause of his 
displacing. And so it rested ; hut this do show that they 
are and will be Tory high ; and Ur. Fierce do tell me that be 
fears, and do hear, that it bath been said among them, that 
they will more for the calling my Lord Sandwich home, to 
bring him to aeeonnt ; which do trouble me mightily ; but I 
trust it will not be so. Anon comes home Sir W. Pen from 
tbe burial ; and he says that Lady Batten and her children- 
in-law are all broke in pieces, and that there is but 8001^ 
found in the world, of money; and if is in great doubt what 
we shall do tovards dtong ouiselres right with them, about 
the prixe-mmey. With Sir W. Pen to my Lady Batten, 
whom I had not seen since she was a widow, which she to<A 
nnkindly, but I did ezcnse it ; and the house being foil of 
company, and of sereral factions, she against the children, and 
they against one another and her, I away. 

ISth. (Lord's day.) To St. James's; and there to the Duke 
of York's chamber : and there he was dressing; and many 
Lords and Puliament-men come to kiss his hands, they being 
newly oome to town. And there the Doke of York did of 
himself call me to him, and tell me that he had spoke to tbe 
Ki^, and that the King had granted me the sbip I asked 
for ; and did, moreover, say that he was mightily pleased 
with my service, and that be would be willing to do any 
thing that was ia bis power for me; which he said with 
mighty kindnees; which I did return him thanks for, and 
departed with migh^ joy, more than I did expect. And so 
walked over the Park to White Hall, sod there met Sir H. 
Cbolmly, who walked with me, and told me most of the news 
X heard last night of the Parliament-; and thinks they will do 
all things very well, only they will be revenged of my Lord 
Chancellor; and says, however, that he- thinks there will be 
bnt two things proved •on him; and that one is, that he may 
hate said to the King, and to others, words to breed in the 
King an ill opinion of the Parliament — that they were fae- 
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tioDS, and that it yna better to dissolTe them : utd this, he 
things, they will be &ble to prove ; bnt irbat this will u&oant 
to, he knows not. And next, that he hath taken money for 
fieveral barguna that hare been made with the Crown ; and 
did inBtonce one that is already compluned of : but there are 
BO many more involved in it, that, shoold they osravel things 
of this sort, every body ahnoet will be more or less concerned. 
But these are the two great points which he thinks they will 
insist on, and prove against him. Walked with Sir W. Pen, 
and told him what the Duke of York told me to-day about 
the ship I begged; and he was knave enough, of his own 
accord, bat, to be sure, in order to his owti advantage, to 
offer me to send for the master of the veesel, " The Maybolt 
GsUiott," and bid him to get her fornisbed as for a long 
voyage, and I to take no notice of it, that she might be the 
more worth to me : bo that hore he is a very knave to the 
King, and I doubt not his being the same to me on occasion. 
Svened with W. Hewer for my expenses upon the road this 
last journey, and do think that the whole journey will cost 
me little less than 182. or 201., one way or other; bnt I am 
"well pleased with it. 

14th. To Mr. Wren's ; and he told me that my busineaa 
was done about my warrant on the Maybolt Qalliott; which 
I did aee, and thought it was not bo full in the reciting of my 
services as the other was in that of Sir W. Pen's; yet I was 
-well pleased with it, and do intend to fetch it away anon. 
With Sir Thomas Allen, in a little sorry coach that he hath 
set op of late, and Sir Jeremy Smith, to White Hal), and 
there hear that the House is thie day again upon the businesB 
of giving the King the thanks of the Houbc for his speech, 
and, among other things, for laying aside of my Lord Chan- 
cellor. To visit Sir Q. Carteret ; and &om him do under- 
stand that the King himself, but this he told me as a great 
secret, is satisfied that these thanks which be expects from 
tho House, for the It^ng aside of my Lord Chancellor, are a 
thing irregular; bnt, einoe it is come into the House, he do 
think it necessary to carry it on, and will have it, and hath 
made his mind known to be so, to some of the House. But 
Vol. m. — 24 
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Sir G. Carteret do say lie kaora nothing of what my Lord 
Brouncker told m to-day, that the Kii^; was angry with the 
Duke of York yesterday, and advised him not to hinder irhat 
he had a mind to have done, tonching this boaineas ; which ia 
news very bad, if true. He tells me also that the King will 
bave the thanks of the House go on: and commenda my 
Lord Keeper's speech for all but what he was forced to say, 
about the reason of the King's sending away the Honse so 
soon the last time, when they were mbt. Walked witJi Mr. 
Scowen, who tells me that it b at last carried in the House 
that the thanks shall foe given to the King — among other 
things, particularly for the removal of my Lord Chancellor ; 
but he tells me that it is a strange act, and that which he 
thinks would never have been, but that the King did insist 
upon it, that, since it come into the House, it might not he 
let fall. To the Duke of York's House, and there went in 
for nothing into the [dt, at the last act, to see Sir Martin 
Marall, and met my wife, who was there, and my brother, and 
W. Hewer and Willctt, and carried them home, and there do 
fiad that Joba Bowles is not yet come thither. I suppose be 
ia playing the good fellow in the town. 

15th. My wife and I, and Willett to the Duke of York's 
houae, where, after long stay, the King and Duke of York 
come, and there saw "The Coffee-house,"' the most ridi- 
culous, insipid play that ever I saw in my life, and glad we 
were that Betterton had no part in it. But here, before the 
play begun, my wife begun to complain to me of Willett's 
confidence in sitting cheek by joWl by ua, which was a poor 
thing ; but I perceive she is already jealous of my kindseea 
to her, ao that I begin to fear this girl ia not likely to stay 
long with us. 

16th. At home most of the morning with Sir H. Cholmly, 
about some accounts of hie ; and for news he tells me that 
the Commons and Lords have concurred, and delivered the 
King their thanks, among other thinga, for his removal of the 
Chancellor; who took their thanks very well, and, among 
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other tbingB, promised them, in these words, never, in any 
degree, to give tlie Ch&ncellor any employment again. And 
he telb me that it is very true, he hath it from one that ma 
by, that tiie King did give the Duke of York a sound repri- 
mand ; told him that he had lived vith him with moro kind- 
ness than ever any other King lived with a brother, and that 
he lived as mnch like a monarch as himself, but advised him 
not to cross him in his designs about the ChancellOT; in 
which the Duke of York do very wisely acquiesce, and will 
be quiet as the King bade him, bat presently commands all 
bis friends to be sUent in the business of the Chancellor, and 
they were so ; but that the Chancellor hath done all that ia 
possible to provoke the King, and to bring himself to lose his 
head by enraging of people. To White Hall, where the 
Duke of York is now newly come for this winter, and there 
did our usual business with him. To the Duke of York's 
house ; and I was vexed to see Young, who is but a bad actor 
at best, act Macbeth, in the room of Betterton, who, poor 
Bianl is sick: but, Lord! what a prejudice it wrought in 
me against the whole play, and evwy body else agreed in 
disliking this fellow. Thence home, and there find my wifis 
gone home ; because of this fellow's acting of the part, she 
went out of the house again. 

17tb. Sent for, by my Lady Batten. I to her, and there 
she found fault with my not seeing her since her being a 
widow,' which I excuse as well as I could, though it is a 
fault, but it is my nature not to be forward in visits. But 
here she told me her condition, which uf good enough, being 
sole executrix, to the disappointment of all her husband's 
<^ldren, and prayed my friendship about the accounts of the 
prizes, which I promised her. And here do see what creatures 
widows are in weeping for their husbands, and then presently- 
leaving off; but I cannot wonder at it, the cares of the world 
taking place of all other passions. Mr. John Andrews and 
his wife come and dined vrith mc, and pretty merry we were, 
only I out of humour the greatest part of the dinner, by 
reason that my people bad forgot to get wine ready, I having

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none in the house, wHoh I cannot say notr these almost 
three yeara, I think, trithoat having two or three sorts, bj 
Thicl^ we were fain to stay a great while, while some could 
be fetched. It was an odd, strange thing to obserre of Mr. 
Andrews what a fancy he hath to raw meat, that he eats it 
with no pleaanre unless the blood ran about his chops, which 
it did now by a leg of mutton that was not above half boiled; 
but, it seems, at home all his meat is dressed bo, and beef 
and all, and {"he] eats it so at nights also. The Parliament mn 
on mighty furiously, having yesterday been almost all the 
morning complaining against some high proceedings of my 
Lord Chief Justice Keeling, that the gentlemen of the 
country did complain against him in the House, and run very 
high. It is the man that did fall out with my cozen Roger 
Pepys,' once, at the Assizes there, and would have laid him 
by the heels ; but, it seems, a very able lawyer.^ This aftei^ 
noon my Lord Anglesey tells us that the House of Commons 
have this morning run into the inquiry in many things ; as, 
the sale of Dunkirke, the dividing of the fleets the last year, 
the husinees of the prizes with my Lord Sandwich, and many 
other things ; so that now they begin to fall close upon it, 
and God knows what will he the end of it, but a Com-' 
mittee they have chosen to inquire into the miscarries of 
tbe war. 

18th. To White Hall, and there attended the Duke of 
York; but first we find him to spend above an hour in 
private in his closet with W. Coventry ; which I was glad to 
see, that there is so much confidence between them. By and 
by we were called in. The Duke of York considering that 
the King had a mind for Spragg to command the Rupert, 
which would not be well, by turning out Hubbert, who is a 
good man, said he did not know whether he did so well con-

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forme, as at this time to please the people and Parliameot. 
Sir W. Coventry answered, and the Duke of York merrily 
agreed to it, that it was very hard to know what it wu that 
the Parliament would eall conformity at this time. To eeveral 
pUcea to buy a hat, and hooka, and neckelotba, and Beveral 
errands I did before I got home, and, among others, bought 
ma two new pair of epectaclea of Turlington, who, it seema, 
IB famous for them ; and hia daughter, he being out of the 
way, do advise me two very young sighta, and that that will 
help me most, and promises me great eaae from them, and I 
will try them. I met Creed, and h« tells me that Sir R(rf>ert 
Brookes is the ihan that did mention the business in Parlia- 
ment yesterday about my Lord Sandwich, bat that it was 
seconded by nobody, but that the matter will come before 
the Committee for miacarriagea. To the King's house, and 
saw " Brenoralt,' which is a good tragedy. 

19th. Full of my desire of seeing my Lord Orrery's new 
play this afternoon at the King's house, '* The Black Prince," 
the first time it is acted; where, though we came by two 
o'clock, yet thore was no room in the pit, but were forced to 
go into one of the npper boxes, at 48. a piece, which is the 
first time I ever sat in a box in ray life. And in the same 
box eame, by and by, behind me, my Lord B&rkeley [of 
Stratton] and bis lady;' but I did not turn my face to them 
to be known, so that I was excused from giving them my 
seat ; and this pleasure I had, that from this place the scenes 
do appear very fine indeed,, and much better than in the pit. 
The house infinite full, and the King and Duke of York 
there. By and by the play begun, and in it nothing par- 
ticular but a very fine dance for variety of figures, but a little 
too long. But, as to the contrivance, and all that wa^ witty, 
whiofa, indeed, was much, and very witty, was almost the 
sune that had been in his two former plays of "Henry 
the dth" and " Mustapha," and the same points and turna of 
wit in both, and in this very same play often repeated, but in 
excellent language, and were so excellent that the whole 
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hooM vas mightily pleaaed all aliHig till tiie reading of a 
letter,' which was bo long and so nnDeceasary that they fre- 
quently began to laagh, and to hiss twenty times, that, had 
it not been for the King's being there, they had wrtwilj 
hissed it off the stage. But I must confess that, as my- 
Lord Barkeley eays behind me, the having of that loi^ 
letter was a thing bo absnnij that he oonld not ima^e how 
a man of his parts could possibly fall into it ; or, if be did^ 
if he had but let any friend read it, the friend would have 
told hiai of it ; and, I mnst confess, it is one of the most 
remarkable instances of a wise man's not being wise at all 
times. After the play done, and nothing pleasing them from 
the time of the letter to the end of the play, people being put 
into a bad humour of disliking, which is another thing worth 
the noting, I home by coach, and coold not forbear laughing 
almost all the way, and all the erening to my going to bed, 
at the ridicnlonsness of the letter, and the more because my 
wife was angry with me, and the world, for laughing, because 
the King was there. 

20th. (Lord's day.) Up, and pat on my new tnniqne of 
Telrett ; which is very plain, but good. This morning is 
brought to me an order for the presenting the Committee <J 
Parliament to-morrow with a list of the commanders and 
sbqw' names of all the fleetes set oat since the war, and par- 
ticularly of those ships which are divided ' from the fleete with 
Prince Rupert ; which gives me occasioD to see ^lat they are 
busy after that business, and I am glad of it. This after- 
Doon comes to me Captain O'Bryan, about a ship that the 
King hstb given him ; and he and I to talk of the Parliament ; 
and he tells me that the business of the Duke of York's 
slackening sul in the first fight, at the beginning of the war, 
is brought into question, and Sir W. Pea and Captun Coz are 
to appear to-morrow about it ; and it is thought will at last 
be laid upon Mr. Brouncker's giving orders from the Duke 
of York, which the Duke of York do not own, to Captain

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Cox to do it ; but it Beema they do resent this rery highly, 
and ore mad in going through all husineBa, where they can 
lay any fault. I am glad to htar, that in the world I am as 
kindly spolce of aa any body ; for, for aaght I see, there is 
bloody work like to be, Sir W. Coventry having been forced 
to produce a letter in Parliament wherein the Duke of 
Albemarle did from SheerneaBe write in wiiat good posture 
all things were at Chatham, and that tfaey were eo well 
placed that ho feared no attempt of the enemy: ao that^ 
among other thin^, I do aee every body is t^>on his own 
defence, and spares not to blame another to defend hintBelf, 
•od the same course I shall take. But God kaowB where it 
will end ! Felling' tells me that my Lady Ducheas Albemarle 
was at Mra. Turner's this afternoon, ahe being i]l, and did 
tliere publickly talk of businoss, and of our Office ; and that 
sbe believed that I was safe, and had done well ; and ao, I 
thank God ! I hear every body speaks of me ; and indeed, I 
think, without vanity, I may expect to be pr<^ted rather than 
injured by this inquiry, which die Parliament makes into 
business. 

2l8t. To WeatmiuBter, and up to the lobby, where many 
commanders of the fleete were, and Captain Cox, and Mr. 
Pierce, the Surgeon ; the last of whom hath been in tb« 
House, and declared that he heard Brouncker adviae, and giv* 
arguments to, Cox, for the safety of the Duke of York's 
person, to shorten sail,' that they might not be In the middle

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- of the enemy in the morning alone; and Coz denying to 
observe liia advice, having received the Dnke of York's com- 
mands over night to keep vithin gnn-shot, aa they then 
were, of the enemy, Brouncker did go to Harman, and raed 
the aame arguments, and told him that he was earo it would 
ho well pleasing to the King that care shoiild be taken of not 
endangering the Dnke of York; and, after much porsnaeion, 
Harman waa heard to say, " Why, if it most be, then lower 
the topsail." And bo did shorten Bail, to the loss, as the 
Parliament will have it, of the greatest victory that ever was^ 
and which would have saved all the espence of blood, and 
money, and honour, that followed ; and this they do resent, 
BO as to pnt it to the question, whether Bronncker should not 
be carried to the Tower : who do confess that, out of kind- 
ness to the Duke of York's safety, he did advise that tiiey 
should do 80, but did not ttse the Duke of York's name 
therein ; and bo it was only his error in advising it, but the 
greatest theirs in taking it, contrary to order. At last, it 
ended that it should be suspended till Harman comes homo; 
and then the Parliament-men do all tell me that it will 
fall heavy, and, they think, be fatal to Bronncker -or hnn. 
Sir W. Pen tells me he was gone to bed, having been all day 
labonring, and then not able to stand, of the gont, and did 
give order for the keeping the sails standing, as they then 
were, all night. But, which I wonder at, he tells me that 
he did not know the next day that they bad 8h(»ieQed sail, 
nor ever did enquire into it till about ten days ago, that this 
began to be mentioned; and, indeed, it is charged privately 
as a fault on the Duko of York, that he did not proaently 
examine the reason of the breach of his orders, and ptmish it. 
But Oox tells me that he did finally ref^ise it ; and what pre- 
vailed with Harman be knows not, and do think that we

day, if this had not been done. Thue this baBiaess ended 
to-day, having kept them' till almost two o'clock ; and then 
I by coach with Sir W. Pen as far as St. Clement's, talking 
of this matter, and there set down ; and I walked to Sir Q. 
Carteret's, and there dined with him and several Farliament- 
meaj.who, I perceive, do all look upon it as a thing certun 
that the Parliament will inquire into every thing, and will be 
yery severe where they can find any fault. Sir W. Coventey, 
I hear, did this day moke a speech, in apology for his reading 
the letter of the Duke of Albemarle, concenung the good 
condition which Chatham was in before the enemy oame 
thither : declaring his simple intention therein, withoat pre* 
jndice to my Zjord. And I am told that he was also with 
the Duke of Albemarle yesterday to excuse it ; but this I do 
hear, by some of Sir Vf. Coventry's friends, that they think 
lie hath done himself much injury by making this man, and 
his interest, so much his enemy. After dinner, I away to 
Westminster, and up to the Parliament-bouse, and there did 
wait with great patience, till seven at night, to be called in 
to the Committee, who sat all this afternoon, examining the 
boainesB of Chatham ; and at last was called in, and told, 
that the least they expected froiji.us, Mr. Wren had pnunised 
them, and only bade me to bring all my fellow-officers thither 
to^norrow afternoon. Sir Bobert Brookes in the chair: 
methioks a sorry fellow to be there, because a young man ; 
and yet be seems to speak very welL I gone thence, my 
oozen Pepys comes out to me, and walks in the Hall with 
me, and bids me prepare to answer to everything ; for they do 
Beem to lay the business of Chatham upon the Commissioners 
of the Navy, and they are resolved to lay the fault heavy 
somewhere, and to punish it : and prays me to prepare to 
uve myself, and gives me hints what to prepare agaiunt; 
which I am obliged to him for. This day I did get a list of 
the fourteen particular misoarriages which are already before 
the Committee to be examined ; wherein, besides two or three 
that will concern this Office mach, there are those of the

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prisefl, and that of Bergen, and not Colloving the Dotch gbipa, 
g^unst xnj Lord Sandwich ; that, I fear, will mm him, 
nnleaa he hath very good lack, or they may be in better 
temper before he can come to be charged : bnt mj heart is 
full of fear for him and hia family. I hear that they do 
prosecnte the buuneBS agmnst my Iiord Chief Jostioe Keeling 
irith great soTerity. 

22d. Slept but ill all the last part of the night, for fear of 
tlu8 day's snccees in Parliament : therefore np, and all of ns 
all the morning close, till almost two o'clock, collectiDg all we 
had to say and had done from the beginning, touching the 
safety of &e Biver Medway and Chatham. And, faaving 
done this, and pat it into order, we away, I not havbg time 
to eat my dinner ; and so all in my Lord Brotmcker's coach, 
that is to say, Brouncker, W. Pen, T. Hater, and myself, 
talking of the other great matter with which they charge ns, 
that is, of discharging men by ticket, in order to onr defence 
in oase that should be asked. We came to the Parliament- 
door, and there, after a little waiting till the Committee was 
sat, we were, the House being yery full, called in : Sir W. 
Pen went in and sat as a Member ; and my Lord Bronnekw 
would not at first go in, expecting to hare a chair set for him, 
and his brother had bid him not go in, till he was called for; 
bat, after a few words, I had occasion to mention him, and 
BO he was called in, but without any more chair or respect 
pud him than myself: and so Brouncker, and T. Hater, and 
I, were there to answer : and I had a chair bronght me to 
lean my books upon : and so did give them sach an aceoant, 
in a series of the whole business that had passed the Office 
touching the matter, and so answered all questions given me 
about it, that I did not perceive but they were folly satisfied 
with me and the bosineae as to our Office : and then Com- 
missioner Pett (who Was by at all my disconrse, uid this 
held till within an hour after candle-light, for I had candles 
brought in to read my papers by) was to answer for himself, 
we having lodged all matters with him for execution. Bot, 
Lord! what a tumultnons thing this Committee is, for all the 
reputation they have of a great comtcil, ia a strange con- 
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flideration; there being as impertinent ^nestiona, and as dis- 
orderly proposed, as an; sian could make. Bat Commiaaiocer 
Pett, of all men living, did make the weakest defence for 
bimaelf: nothing to the purpose, nor to satisfaction, nor 
certain ; but sotoetdmee one thing and Bometimes another, 
someUmes for himself and sometimes aguuBt him ; and hia 
greatest failure was, that I observed, from his ooosidering 
vhether the question propounded was his part to answer or 
no, and the tbing to be done was his work to do : the want 
of which distincUoa will overthrow him; for he oonoema 
himself in giving an account of the disposal of the boats,* 
which he had no reastai at all to do, or take any blune upon 
hitB for them. He charged the not carrying up of " The 
Charles" vpaa the Tuesday, to the Duke of Albemarle ; but 
I see the House is mighty favourable to the Dnke of Albe- 
marle, and would give little weight to it. And something of 
want of armes he spoke, which Sir J. Dnncomb answered 
with great imperionsness and earnestness ; but, for all that, 
I do see the House is resolved to be better satisfied in the 
business of the unreadiness of Shereness, and want of armes 
and ammunition there and every where : and all their officws* 
were here to-day attending, but only one called in, about 
armes for boats, to answer Conuuisaioner Fett. None of my 
Ivethren said anything but me there : but only two or three 
silly words my liord Brouncker gave, in answer to one 
question about the namber of men there were in the King's 
Yard at the time. At last, the House dismissed us, and 
shortly ^tcr did adjourn the debate tiU Friday next : and my 
cozen Pepjs did come out and joy me in my acquitting myself 
BO well, and so did aeveral others, and my fellow-officers all 
rery brisk to see themselves so well acquitted ; which makes 
me a little proud, but not yet secure but we may yet meet 
with a back-blow which we see not. 

28d. To White HaJI, there to- attend the Duke of York ; 

but came a little too late, and bo missed it: only spoke with 

him, and heard him correct my Lord Barkeley, who fell fool 

on Sir Edward Bpragg, who, it seems, said yesterday to the

did in ten days, he could have defended the place against the 
Dutch : but the Duke of York told him that every body most 
have liberty, at this time, to make their own defence, though 
it be to the charging of the fault upon any other, so it be, 
true ; so I perceive the whole world is at work in blaming 
one another. Thence Sir W. Pen and I back into London ; 
and there saw the King, with bis kettle-drams and trumpets, 
going to the Exchange, to lay the first stone of the first 
pillar of the new building of the Exchange ;' which, the gates 
being shut, I could not get in to see : so, widi Sir W. Pen, 
to Captain Cocke's, and then again towards Westminster; 
but in my way stopped at the Exchange, and got in, the King 
being newly goae ; and there find the bottom of the first 
pillar laid. And here was a shed set ap, and hung witli- 
tapestry, and a canopy of state, and some good victuals and 
wine, for the King, who, it seems, did it ;* and so a great 
many people, as Tom Killigrew, and others of the Court, 
there. I do find Mr. Oauden in his gowae as Sherifie, and 
understand that the King hath this momlng knighted him 
upon the place, which I am mightily pleased with ; and I 
think the other Sheriffe, who is Davis,^ the little fellow, my 
schoolfellow, the bookseller, who was one of Audley's* Ezeon- 
tors, and now become Sheriffe; which ia a strange turn, 
methinks. To Weetnunster Hall, where I came just as the 
House rose ; and there, in the Hall, met with Sir W. Coventry,

who is in pain to defend liimself in the bnsiness of tickets, it 
being eaid that the paying of the ships at Chatham by ticket 
was by hia direction, and he hath wrote to me to find hie 
letters, and shew them him, but I find none ; bnt did there 
argns the case with him, and I think no great blame can be 
laid on ns for that matter, only I see he la fearfnll. And ho 
tells me his mistake in the Honse the other day, which 
occasions him much trouble, in shewing of the House tlie 
0uke of Albemarle's letter about the good condition of 
Chatham, which he is sorry for, and owns as a mistake, the 
thing not being necessary to Lave been done ; and confesses 
that nobody can escape from such error, some times or other. 
He saya the House was well satisfied with my Report yester- 
day; and BO several others told me in the Hall that my 
Report was very good and satisfactory, and that I have got 
advantage by it in the House : I pray God it may prove so ! 
To the King's playhouse, and saw "The Black Prince:" 
which is now mightily bettered by that long letter being 
printed, and eo delivered to every body at their going in, and 
some short reference made to it in the play ; but, when all is 
done, I think it the worst play of my Lord Orrery's. But 
here, to my great satisfaction, I did see my Lord Hinching- 
broke and hia mistress,' with her father and mother; and I 
am mightily pleased with the young lady, being handsome 
enough — and, indeed, to my great liking, as I would have 
her. Home, and then to my chamber, to read the true story, 
in Speed, of the Black Prince. This day, it was moved in 
the House that a day might be appointed to bring in an im- 
peachment against the Chancellor, but it was decried as being 
irregular; hut that, if there waa ground for complaint, it 
might be brought to the Committee for miscarriages, and, if 
they thought good, to present it to the House; and so it was 
carried. They did also vote this day thanks to be given to 
the Prince' and Duke of Albemarle, for their care and con- 
duct in the last year's war, which is a strange act ; but, I 
know not how, the blockhead Albemarle hath strange luck to 
be loved, though ho be, and every man must know it, the 
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heaTiest man in tbe world, but atoat and honest to hia country. 
This evening late, Mr. Moore come to me to prepare matters 
fbr vaj hord Sandwich's defence ; vhereia I can little assist, 
but will do all I can ; and am in great fear of nothing but 
the damned business of the prises, but I fear mj Lord will 
receive a carsed deal of tronble by it. 

24th. To vrite what letten I had to write, tbst I night go 
abroad with my wife, who was not well, only to jumble her, 
and so to the Duke of York's playhonse ; and there Better- 
ton, not being yet well, we would not stay, though since I 
hear that Smith' do act his p^; in " The ViUaine," which was 
then acted as well or better than he, which I do not believe; 
but to Charing Cross, there to see Polichiaelli. But, it being 
begun, wo in to see a Frenchman, at the house, where my 
wife's father last lodged, one Monsieur Prin, play on the 
tramp-marine,* which he do beyond belief; and, the truth is, 
it do BO far outdo a trumpet as nothing more, and he do play 
anything very true. The inatnunent is open at the end, 1 
discovered ; but he would not let me look into it. Here we 
also saw again the two fat ohildren eome out of Ireland, and 
a brother and sister of theirs now come, which are of little 
ordinary growth, like other people. But, Lord! how atrange 
it is to observe the difference between the same children, come 
out of the same little woman's belly I Thence to liEle-End 
Greene, and there drank, and so home, bringing home night 
with OS. 

25th. Up, and to make our answer ready for the Pwlia- 
ment thia afternoon, to show how OommlBsioner Pett was 
singly concerned id the execution of all orders from Chatham, 
Mid that we did properly lodge all orders with him. Thence 
with Sir W. Fen to the Parliament Committee, and there I 
had 00 more matters asked me. They were examining 
several about the businesB of Chatham agun, and particularly 
my Lord Brouncker did meet with two or three hlnrs that he 
did not think of One from Spragg, who says that " The 
Unity" was ordered up contrary to hia order, by my Lord

naked men irithont armes, and he told tbetn she was veil aa 
she was. BotJi these hare little in them indeed, bnt yet botb 
did stick close agMnst liim ; and he is the weakeet man in the 
world to make his defraice, and so is like to hare mnch fault 
laid on him, for a man that minds his pleasnre, and little else 
of his whole charge. The Gommiesionera of the Ordnance, 
being examined with all severity and hardly osed, did go away 
with mighty Mame ; and I am told by every body that it m 
likely to stick mighty hard npoa them : at which every body 
IB glad, becanse of Dnncomb's pride, and their expectmg to 
have the thanks of the House ; whereas they have deserved, 
as tlie Parliament apprehends, as bad aa bad can be. Here 
ifl great talk of an impeachment bronght in agunst my Lord 
Mordaunt, and that another will be bronght in against my 
Lord Chancellor in a few days. Here I understand for cer- 
tain that they have ordered that my Iiord Arlington's letters, 
and Secretary Morrice's letters of intelligence, be consulted, 
about the business of the Dutch fleete'a c<»iu&g abroad ; and 
I do hear how Birch' is the man that do examine and trouble 
every body with his questions. 

26th. Mrs. Pierce tells me that the two Marshalls at the' 
King's house are Stephen Marshall's,' the great Presbyterian's 
daughters :. and that Nelly and Beck Marshall, falling out the 
other day, the latter called the other my Iiord Buckfanrst'i 
mistress. Nell answered her, " I was bnt one man's mistreea, 
though I was brought up in a brothel to fill strong waters to

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tbo gentlemen; and jon are a mistress to three or four, 
tbongh a Freabyter'B praying daughter I" Mre. Fierce is 
still very prett;, but paints red on her face, which makes me 
bate her. 

27tb. After dinner, I down to Deptford, the first time that 
I went to look upon " The Majrbolt," which the King hath 
fpren me, and there she is ; and I did meet with Mr. 
ITnthwayte, who do tell me that there are new euls ordered to 
be delivered her, and a cable, which I did not speak of at all 
b> him. So, thweupon, I t«1d him I would not be my own 
hindrance Bo modi as to take her into my custody before she 
had them, which was all I said to him, but desired him to 
take a strict inventory of her, that I might not he cheated by 
the master nor the company, when they come to understand 
that the vessel is gone away, which he hath promised me. 
This evening come Sir J. Minnes to me, to let me know that 
a Parliament-man hath been with him, to tell him that the 
pu-liament intend to examine htm particularly about Sir W. 
Coventry's selling of places, and abont my Lord Brouncker's 
discharging the ships at Chatham by ticket : for Uie former 
id which I am more particularly sorry that that bu^nesa of 
Sir W. Coventry should come up agun ; though this old man 
tells me, and, I believe, that he can say nothing to it. 

28th. To Sir W. Coventry's lodging, but he was gone out, 
snd I find him at his house, which is fitting for him ; and 
there I to him, and was with him above an hour alone, dis- 
coursing of the matters of the naUon, and onr Office, and him- 
self. He owns that he is, at this day, the chief person aymed 
at by the Parliament — that is, by the friends of my Lord 
Chancellor, and also of the Duke of Albemarle, by reason of 
his unhappy shewing of the Duke of Albemarle's letter, the 
other day, in the House ; but that he thinks that he is not 
liable to any hurt they con fasten on him for anything. He 
■ayB, be is BO well armed to justify himself in every thing, 
nnless in the old business of selling places, when he says every 
body did ; and he will now not be forward to toll his own 
story, as he hath been ; bat tells me he is grown wiser, and 
will pat them to prove anything, and he will defend himself: 
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besides that, he will dispnte the statute, thinking that it will 
not be focind to reaoh him. Wo did talk many things, which) 
as they come into my miad now, 1 shall sot down withont 
order : that he ia weary of public employment ; and neither 
ever designed, nor will ever, if hi/ commissioD were brought 
to him wrapt in gold, accept of any single place in the State, 
as particularly Secretory of State ; which, he Hays, the world 
discourses Morrice is willing to resign, and he thinks the King- 
might have thought of liim, but he would not, by any means, 
tLOw take it, if given him, nor anything, bat in conunisBioa 
with others, who may bear part of the blame ; for now he 
observes well, that whoever dM do anything singly are now in 
danger, however honest and painful they were, saying that he 
himself was the only man, he thinks, at the council-board that 
spoke his mind clearly, as he thought, to the good of the 
King ; and the rest, who sat silent, have nothing said to them, 
nor are takes notice of. That the first time the King did 
take him so closely into his confidence and ministry of afiairi 
was upoD the bnsinesa of Chatham, when all the disturbances 
were there, and in the kingdom ; and then, while everybody 
was fancying for himself, the King did find him to persuade 
him to call for the Parliament, declaring that it was against 
his own proper interest, forasmuch as it was likely they would 
find faults with him, as well as with others, but that he would 
prefer the service of the King before his own ; and, tber^ 
apon, the King did take him into his special notice, and, from 
that time to this, hath received him so ; and that then he did 
Bee the folly and mistakes of the Chancellor in the manage- 
ment of things, and that matters were never likely to be done 
well in that sort of conduct, and did porsuade the King to 
think fit of the taking away the seals from the Chancellor, 
which, when it was done, he told me that he himself, in his 
own particular, was sorry for it ; for, while he stood, there was 
he and my Lord Arlington to stand between him and harm : 
whereas now there is only my Lord Arlington, and he ia now 
done, se that til their fury is placed upon him : but that he 
did tell the King, when he first moved it, that, if he tbonght 
the laying of him, W. Coventry, aside, would at all tmHtata 
26* 
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the remoriBg of the Ch&ncellor, he vould moBt tfHlingl; 
■abmit to it, 'whereopon the King did command him to try 
the DoLe of York about it, and persoade him to it, which he 
did, by the King's command, nndertake, and compass, and the 
Dnke of York did own his bonsent to the King, but afterwarda 
was brought to be of another miad for the Chutcellor, and 
BOW is displeased with him, and [bo is] the Ducfaesa, so that 
•be will not see him ; but he tells me that the Duke of ToA 
teems pret^ kind, and hath said that he do beliere that W. 
Corentty did mean well, and do it only ant of judgment. He 
(ells me that he never was an intrigoer in bis life, nor will he, 
Bor of any combinatioB of persoM to set up this, or fling down 
that, nor hath, in his own business, this Farliament, spoke to 
three members to say any thing for him, but will stand np<» 
Us own defence, and will stay by it, and thinks that he il 
trmed against all they can [say], but the old bnsiness of sell- 
ing places, and in that thinks they cannot hnrt him. How- 
ever, I do find him mighty willing to have his name used as 
little as he can, and he was glad when I did deliver him op a 
letter of his to me, which did give countenance to the £s- 
oharging of men by ticket at Chatham, which is now coming 
in question ; and wherein, I confess, I am sorry to find him 
10 tender of appearing, it being a thing not only good and fit, 
ftlt that was done in it, but promoted and advised by him. 
But he thinks the House is set upon wresting anything to his 
fffejndice that they can pick up. He tells me be did never, 
as a great many have, call the Chancellor rogue and knave, 
and I know not what ; but all that he hath said, and will stand 
by, is, that his counsels were not good, nor his manner of 
managing things. I suppose he means sufiiering the King to 
run in debt ; for by and by the King walking in tho parke, 
with a great or<nrd of his idle people about him, I took ooca- 
Mon to say that it was a sorry thing to be a poor King, and 
to have others to oome to correct the faults of his own ser- 
TaQts, and that this was it that brought us all into this condi- 
tion. He answered that he would never be a poor King, and 
then the oibar would mend of itself. " No," says he, "Iwoald 
«Bt bread and drink water first, and this day discharge all the 
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idle companj aboat me, and valk only, vitli two footmen ; 
and tbis I have told the King, and thia mnat do it at last." 
I aaked him how long the King wonld suffer this. He told 
me the King must suffer it jet longer, that he would not 
advise the King to do otherwise ; for it woald break out again 
vorse, if he should break them up before the core be come 
itp. A^r this, we fell to other talk, of my waiting upon him 
hereafter, it may be to read a chapter in Seneca, in this new 
house, which he hath bought, and is making very fine, when 
he may he out of employment, which he seems to wish more 
than to fear, and I do belicTe him heartily. Thence homo, 
and met news from Townsend of the Wardrobe, that old 
Toung, the yeoman taylor, whose place my Lord Sandwich 
promised my father, is dead. Upon which, resolving pre- 
sently that my father shall not be troubled with it, but I hope 
I sh^l be able to enable him to end his days where he is, in 
quiet. At the Now Exchange, and there buying " The Indian 
Emperoar," newly printed. After dinner, my wife, and 
Morcer, who grows fat, and Willett, and I, to the King'g 
house, and there saw "The Committee." 

29th. To Westminster Hall, the Honse setting all thia 
day about the method of bringing in the charge against my 
Lord Chancellor; and at last resolved for a Committee to 
draw up the heads. 

30th. To White Hall, where we did a little businees with the 
Duke of Tork, only I perceive that he do leave all of as, as the 
King do those about him, to stand and fall by ourselves, and I 
think is not without some cares himself what the Parliament 
may do in matters wherein his honour is concerned. To the 
'Farliament-hoose ; where, after the Committee was sat, I wu 
called in ; and the first thing was upon the complaint of a 
dirty slut that was there, about a titjket which she has lost, 
and had aj^lied herself to me for another. I did give them 
a short and satisfactory answer to that ; and so they sent her 
ftway, and were ashamed of their foolery, in giving occasion 
to 500 seamen and seamen's wives to come before them, as 
there were this afternoon. When 1 come home, I did find 
my wife, and Betty Tomer, the two Mercers, and Mrs. Farker, 
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an ngl; Iobs, but yet dances well, and speaks tlie best of 
them, and W. Batelier, and Fembleton dancing; and Here 
I danced with them, and bad a good supper, and as merry as 
I could be. 

31st. After dinner, in comes Mr. Turner, of Eynsbnr;,' 
lately come to town, and also after him Captain Hill of the 
Coventry, viho lost her at Barbadoea, and hath come ont of 
France, where he hath been long prisoner. I to Westminster; 
and there at the lobby do hear by Commissioner Pctt, to my 
great amazement, that he is in worse condition than before, 
by the coming in of the Duke of Albemarle's and Prince 
Rupert's Narratives^ this day ; wherein the former do most 
severely lay matters upon- him, so as the House this day have, 
I think, ordered him to the Tower again, or something like 
it ; 80 that the poor man is likely to be overthrown, I doubt, 
right or wrong, so infinite fond they are of .any thing the 
Duke of Albemarle says or writes to them ! I did thoa go 
down, and there met with Colonel Reames and cozen Roger ' 
Pepys ; and there they do tell me how the Duke of Albemarle 
and the Prince have laid blame on a great many, and particu* 
lorly on our Office in general ; and particularly for want of 
provision, wherein I shall come to be questioned again in 
that business myself; which do trouble me. Rut my cozen 
Fepys and I had much discourse alone : and he do bewail the 
constitution of this House, and says there is a direct caball 
and faction, aa much as is possible between those for and 
against the Chancellor, and so in other factions, that there is 
nothing almost done honestly and with integrity ; only some 
few, he says, there are, that do keep out of all plots and com- 
binations, and when their time comes will speak and see right 
done, if possible ; and that he himself is looked upon to be a 
man that will be of no faction, and so they do shun to make

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him; and I am glad of it. He tells mo tliat he thanks 
God that lie never knew what it was to be tempted to be a 
knave in hia life, till he did come into the House of Commons, 
irherc there b nothing done but by paBBion, and faction, and 
private interest. Iteames did tell me of a fellow last nigfat, 
one Eelsy, a cffmmander of & fire-ship, who complaina for 
want of hia money paid him, did say that he did see one of 
the Commissioners of the Navy bring in three waggon-loade 
of prize-goods into (Greenwich one night ; but that the Honse 
did take no notice of it, nor enquire ; but this is me, and I 
mast expect to be called to account, and answer what' I did as 
well as I can. I espied Sir D. Qaaden's coach, and so went 
out of mine into his ; and there had opportnnity to talk of 
the business of victuals, which the Duke of Albemarle and 
Prince did complain that they were in want of the last year : 
but we do conclude we shall be able to show quite the con- 
trary of that; only it troubles me that we must come to 
contend with these great persons, which will overrun us. 
Mr. Yeabsly and I to even some accounts, wherein I shall be 
a gainer about 200^, which is a seasonable profit; for I have 
got nothing a great while. 

November 1st. To Sir W. Coventry's. The Doke of Albe- 
marle's and Prince's narratives, given yesterday by the House, 
fall fool of him and Sir G. Carteret in something about the 
dividing of the fieete, and the Prince particularly charging 
the commissioners of the Navy with negligence, whereof Sir 
W. Coventry is one. The Duke of Albemarle charges W. 
Coventry that he should tell him, when he come down to the 
fieete with Sir G. Carteret, to consult about the dividing the 
flecte,' that the Dutch would not be out in six weeks, which 
"W. Coventry says is as false as is possible, and he can prove • 
the contrary by the Duke of Albemarle's own letters. The 
Duke says that he did upon sight of the Dutch call a council 
of officers, and they did conclnde they conld not avoid fighting 
the Dutch; and yet we did go to the enemy, and found them 
at anchor, which is a pretty contradiction. And he tells me 
that Spragg did the other day say in the House, that the 
■ Ba April 1, had Oct. 20, 16ST, arm. 
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Prince, upon his going from the Dulce of Albemarle wi& his 
fleete, did t«U him that if the Dntoh ehonld come on, the 
Dnke was to follow him, the Prince, with hja fleete, and not 
fight the Dutch. Bnt it is a sad consideration that all this 
picking of boles in one another's coats — naj, and the thanks 
of the House to the Prince and the Duke of Albemarle, and 
all this envy and design to rain Sir W. Coventry— did arise 
from Sir W. Coventry's unfortunate mistake the other day, in 
prodnciDg of a letter from the Duke of Albemarle, touching 
the good condition of all things at Chatham just before the 
Dutch come up, and did tis that fatal mischiefe ; for opon this 
they are resolved to ondo him, and I pray God they do not. 
To diapel, it being AU-Hallowa day, and lieard a fine anthem, 
made by Pelbam,' who is come over. I tUs morning before 
chapel visited Sir O. Garteret,'who is vexed to see how things 
are likely to go, but cannot help it, and yet seems to think 
himself mighty safe. I also visited my Lord Hinchinbroke, 
at his chamber at White Hall ; I am mightily pleased with 
his sobriety and few words ; there I found Mr. Turner, Moore, 
and Creed, talking of my Lord Sandwich, whose ciso I doubt 
is but bad, and, I fear, will not escape being worse. To the 
King's playhouse, and there saw a silly play and an old one, 
"The Taming of a Shrew."* 

2d. To the King's playhouse, and there saw " Henry the 
Fourth:" and contrary to expectation, was pleased in nothing 
more than in Cartwrigbt'a' speaking of FalstafFe's speech about 
" What is Honour ?" The house full of Parliament-men, it 
being holyday with them : and it was observable how a gen- 
tleman of good habit, sitting just before us, eating of some 
fruit in the midst of the play, did drop down as dead, being

down his throat, and brought him to life again. 

3d. To church, and thither cotnes Boger Pepya to oar pew, 
and thence home to dinner, whither comes by iartt«tion, Mr. 
Tomer, Uie minister, and mj cozen Boger brought with hira 
Jeflrye, the apothecary at Westminster, who is our kinsman, 
•ad we had much discourse of Cottioghamshire.' Rog^ did 
tell me of a bargain which I may now hare in Korfoike, that 
my she-eoien, Nan Pepys, is going to sell, the title whereof ib 
Tery good, and the pennyworth is also good enough; bnt it ia 
out of the way so of my life, that I shall never enjoy it, nor, 
it may be, see it, and so I shall have nothing to do with it. 
I fiad by discourse Mr. Turner to be a man mighty well read 
ia the Roman history, which is Tery pleasant. 

4tfa. To Westminster ; and there landing at the New 
Kzohange Btairs, I to see Sir W. CoTentry : and there he read 
over to me the Prince's and the Duke of AlbemarU'8.Ifarrft> 
tires; wherein they are very severe agunst him and-,onr 
Office. But Sir W. Coventry do contemn them ; only that 
dieir persons and qualities are great, and so I do perceive he 
ia afraid of them, though he will not confess it. But he do 
»y that, if he can get out of these briars, he will never 
trouble himself with Princes nor Dukes agnin. He finds 
several things in their Karratives, which are both iuconsifitent 
tad foolish, as well as untrue. I confess I do see so much, 
that, were I but well possessed of what I should have in the 
world, X tbink I could willingly retreat, and trouble myself bo 
more. Sir H. Cholmly owns Sir W. Coventry, in his opinion, 
to be one of' the worthiest men in the nation, as I do really 
think he is. He tells me he do think really that they will 
cat off my Lord Chancellor's head, the Chancellor at this day 
having as much pride as is possible to those few that venture 
their fwtunes by coining to see him ; and that the Duke of 
York is troubled much, knowing that those that fling down 
the Chancellor cannot stop there, but will do something to

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him, to prevent his having it in Wb power here&fter to avenge 
himself and father-in-law upon them. And this Sir H. 
Cholmly feara may be by divorcing the Queen and getting 
another, or declai-ing the Dnke of Monmouth legitimate ; 
which God forbid ! He tells me he do verily believe that 
there will come in an impeachment of High Treason against 
my Lord of Onnond ; among other things, for ordering the 
quartering of soldiers in Ireland on free quarters ; which, it 
seems, is High Treason in that country, and was one of the 
things that lost the Lord Str&fibrd his head, and the law 
IB not yet repealed ; which, he says, was a mighty oversight 
of him not to have it repealed, which he might with ease have 
done, or have justified himself by an Act. To Turlington, the 
great spectacle-maker, for advice, who dissuades me from using 
old spectacles, but rather young ones, and do tell mo that 
nothing can wrong my eyes more than for me to use reading- 
glasses, which do magnify much. 

6th. The Houho is just now upon taking away the charter 
from the Company of Wood-mongers,' whose frauds, it seems, 
have been mightily laid before them. I to the House of 
Lords, and there first saw Dr. Fuller, as Bishop of Lincoln, 
to sit among the Lords. Here I spoke with the Duke of 
York and the Dake of Albemarle about Tangier ; but me- 
thinks both of them do look very coldly upon one another, 
and tboir discourse mighty cold, and little to the purpose 
about eur want of money. Thence called at Allestry's, the 
bookseller, who is bookseller to the Boyal Society, and there 
did buy three or four books, and find great variety of French 
and foreign books. With my wife to a play, and the girl — 
" Macbeth," which we still like mightily, though mighty short 
of the content we used to have when Betterton acted, who is 
still sick. This day, in the Payntcd-chamber, I mot and 
walked with Mr. George Montagu, who thinks it may go hard 
with my Lord Sandwich, but he says the House is offended 
with Sir W. Coventry much, and that he do endeavour to gain

Tth. At noon resolved with Sir W. Pen to go to see " The 
Tempest," an old play of Shakespeare's, acted, I hear, the 
first day; and so my wife, and girl, and W. Hewer by them* 
selves, and Sir W. Pen and I afterwards by ourselves ; and 
forced to sit in the side balcone over against the musiquo- 
room at the Duke's house, close by my Lady Dorset' and a 
great many great ones. The house mighty full ; the King 
and Court there i and the most innocent play that ever I 
B&w ; and a onrious piece of musick' in an echo of half sen- 
tences, the echo repeating the former half, while the man goes 
on to the latter ; which is mighty pretty. The play has no 
great wit, but yet good, above ordinary plays. 

8th. Called up betimes by Sir H. Cholmly, and he and I 
to good purpose most of the momiug — I in my dressing-gown 
with him, on our Tangier accounts, and stated them well ; 
and here he tells me that he believes it will go hard with my 
Lord Chancellor. Thence I to the ofiice, where met on some 
special business ; and here I hear that the Dnke of York is 
very ill ; and by and by word brought ua that we shall not 
need to attend to-day on the Doke of York, for he is not well, . 
which is bad news. They being gone, I to my workmen, who 
this day come to alter my office, by beating down the wall, 
and making me a fayre window there, aad increasing the 
window of my closet, which do give me some present toouble; 
but will be mighty pleasant. So all the whole day among 
them till very late, and so home weary, to supper, and to bed, 
troubled for the Duke of York, his being sick. 

dth. The House very busy, and like to be so all day, about 
my Lord Chancellor's impeachment, whether treason or not. 
I spoke with my cozen Soger, he desirous to get back into 
tho House, ho having bis notes in his hands. The lawyers 
being now speaking to the point of whether treason or not

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treason, the article of advising the King to break up the Par- 
liament, and to govern by the eword. To the Hall, and there 
met Mr. King,' the Parliament-inan for Harwich, and there 
he did shew, and let me take a cop; of, all the articles against 
my Lord Chancellor, and what members they were that under- 
took to bring witnesses to make them good. So away home, 
and there, by W. Pen, do hear that this article was over-voted 
in the House not to be a ground of impeachment of treason,^ 
at which I was glad, being willing to have no blood spilt, if X 
could help it. 

10th. {L(»d'a day.) To church. Here was my Lady Batten 
in her mourning. To White Hall, to speak with Sir W. 
Coventry; and there, beyond all we looked for, do hear tiiat 
the Dake of York hath got, and ie full of, the small-pox ; and 
so we to his lodgings ; and there find most of the family going 
to St. James's, and the gallery doors locked up, that nobody 
might pass to nor fro ; and so a sad house, I am Bony to see. 
I am sad to consider the effectB of his death, if he should 
miscarry ; hut Dr. Fratier tells me that he is in as good con- 
dition as a man can be in his case. The eruption appeM^ 
last night ; it seems he wss let blood on Friday. W. Coventry 
toM OS that the counsel he hath too late learned is, to spring 
nothing in the House, nor offer anything, but jnsE what is 
drawn out of a man : that this is the best way of dealing 
with a Fatiiamcnt, and that he hath paid dear, and knows 
not how mnob more he may pay, for not knowing it sooner, 
■when he did nnaecessarily produce the Duke of Albemarle's 
letter about Chatham. 

11th. Sir O. Carteret and I towards the Temple in coach 
t<^ether ; and there he did tell me how the King do all he 
can in the world to overthrow my Iiord Chancellor, and that 
notice is taken of every man about the King that is not seen 
to promote the mine of the Chancellor ; and that this being 
another great day in his business, be dares not but be there. 
He tells me that as soon aa Secretary Morrice brought the 
Great Beale from my Lord Chancellor, Bab. Bfay fell upon 
lus knees, and catched the King about his legs, and joyed

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him, and said that this was the first time that ever be could 
call him King of England, being freed from tbiB great man : 
vhich w&s a moat ridiculous saying. And be told me that, 
irfaen first my Lord Gerard, a great while ago, came to the 
King, and told him that the Chancelbir did say openly that 
the King was a lasy person anif not fit to goTern, vbicb is 
BOW made one of the things in the people's mouths against 
the ChauceUor, " Why," says the King, " that is no news, for 
he hath told me ao twenty times, and but the other day he 
told me BO ;" and made matter of mirth at it: but yet this 
light discourse is likely to prove bad to htm. After dinner, 
my wife, and I, and Willett, to the King's playhouse, and 
there saw " The Indian Gmperour," a good play, but not so 
good as people cry it up, I think, though above all things 
Nell's ill speaking of a great part made me mad. Thenee 
with great trouble and charge getting & coach. This day I 
had a whole doe sent me by Mr. Hozier, which is a fine pre> 
sent, and I had the ambles of it for dinner. I hear KirtOL,' 
my bookseller, poor mau, is dead, I believe, of grief for his 
losses by the fire. 

12th. Up, and to the Office, where sat all the morning; 
•nd there hear that the Cuke of York do yet do very well 
with his smallpox : pray .God he may continue to do so ! 
This morning also, to my astonishment, I hear that yesterday 
my Lord Chancellor, to another of his Articles, that of 
betraying the King's councils to his enemies, is voted to have 
matter against him for an impeachment of High Treason, and 
that this day the impeachment is to be carried up to the 
House of Lords : which is very high, and Z am troubled at 
it; for God knows what will follow, since they that do this 
most do more to secure themselves against any that will 
revenge tliis, if it ever come in their power ! 

13th. To Westminster; where I find the House sitting, 
and in a mighty heat abuut .Commissioner Fett, that they 
would have him impeached, though the Committee have yet 
brought in but part of tbeu- Report : and this heat of the 
House is much heightened by Sir Thomas Glifibrd telling

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them, that he was the man that did, ont of his own pune, 
employ people at the out-porta to prevent the King of Scots 
to escape after the b&ttlo of W<Mrce8ter. The boose was in 
a great heat all this day about it ; aad at last it was carried, 
howcTcr, that it shoald be referred hack to the Committee 
to mako further enquiry. By sod by I met with Mr. Wren, 
who tells me that the Doke of York is in as good condition 
as b possible for a maa, in his condition of the smallpox. 
He, I perceive, is mightily concerned in the business of my 
Lord Chancellor, the impeachment against whom is gone up 
to the House of Lords ; and great differences there are in 
the Lords' House about it, and the Lords are very high one 
against another. To the Doke of York's house, and there 
saw the Tempest again, which is very pleasant, and full of so 
good variety that I cannot be more pleased almost in a 
comedy, only the seaman's part a little too tedious. To my 
chamber, and do begin anew to bind myself to keep my old 
vows, and among the rest not to see aplay till Christmas but 
once in every other week, and have laid aside lOi, whic^ is 
to be lost to the poor, if I do. This day Mr. Chichly told 
me, with a Bceming trouble, that the House have stopped his 
son Jack (Sir John) his going to France, that he may be a 
witness against my Lord Sandwich : which do trouble mc, 
though he can, I think, say Uttle. 

14th. At noon, all my clerks with me to dinner, to a 
venison pasty; and there comes Creed, and dined with mo, 
and he tells me how high the Lords were in the Lord's House 
about the husinese of the Chancellor, and that they were not 
yet agreed to impeach bim. After dinner, he and I, and my 
wife uid girl, the latter two to their tailor's, and he and I to 
the Committee of the Treasury, where I bad a hearing, but 
can get but 6000L for the pay of the garrison, in lieu of 
above 16,0001. ; and this Alderman Bockewell gets remitted 
there, and I am glad of it. Thence by coach took up my 
wife and girl, and so home, and set down Creed at Arundel 
House, going to the Royal Society, whither I would be glad 
to go, but cannot. Thence home, and to the Office, where 
about my letters, and so home to supper, and to bed, my 
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eyeB being bad again ; and by this ueauB, the nighte, nov-&- 
daye, do become very long to me, longer thmn I eaa aleep 
out. 

15th. To Westminat«r, and do hear that there is to be a 
conference between the two Honeea to-d«y; so I stayed: 
»nd it naa only to tell the Oommona that the Lorda cannot 
sgree to the confining or seqaestring of the £arl of Clarendon 
from the Parliament, forasmuch as they do not specify any 
particnlar crime which they lay upon him and call Treasoo. 
This the Honse did receire, and so parted : at which, I hear, 
tiie Commons are tike to grow very high, and will insist upon 
their privil^ee, and the Lords will own theirs, ^ugh the 
Dole of Buckingham, Bristol!, and others, hare been yery 
lugh in the House of Lords to hare had him committed. 
This is likely to breed ill blood. Home, and there find, as I 
expected, Mr. Ctesar and little Felham Hmnphreys, lately 
tetomed firom France, and is an absolute Monaienr, as full of 
form, and confidence, and vanity, and dieparf^ra ererything, 
and everybody's skill but Ms own. But to hear how be 
laoghfi at all the King's musick here, aa Blagrave ' and others, 
that they cannot keep time nor tune, nor understand any- 
thing ; and that Grebus, the Frenchman, the King's master of 
the musick, how he understands nothing, nor can play on any 
instrument, and so cannot compose : and that he will give 
him a lift out of his plaoe ; and that he and the King are 
mighty great! The King bath, as Mr. Moore says Sir 
Thomas Crewe told him, been heard to say that the quarrel 
is not between my Lord Chancellor and him, bat his brother 
and him ; which will make sad work among us if that be 
- once promoted, as to be sure it will, Buckingham and Bristoll 
being now the only counsel the King fellows, so as Arlington 
and Coventry are come to signify little. He tells me they 
are likely to fall upon my Lord Sandwich ; but, for my part, 
sometimes I am apt to think they cannot do him n;tuch harm, 
he telling me that there is no great fear of the bosiaess of

against me to Prince Rnpert's people, wbo have a eommissioii 
to look after the business of ptise-goods, about the business 
of the prise-goods I was coocemed in : bat t did desire him 
to 9pe&k all he knew, and not to spare me, nor did promise 
nor give him any thing, but sent him away with good 
words. 

16tb. To White Hall, where there is to be a performance 
of mnsick of Felbam'a before the King. The company not 
come; but I did go into the mosick-room, where Captain 
Cocke and many others ; and here I did hear the best and 
the snjallest organ go that ever I saw in my life, and such a 
one as, by the grace of God, I will have the next year, if I 
continue in this condition, whatever it cost me. Met Mr. 
Gregory, my old acqaaintanee, an understanding gentleman ; 
and he and I walked an hour together, talking of the bad 
prospect of the times ; and the snm of what I learn from 
him is this: That the King is the most concerned ia the 
world against th« Chancellor, and all people that do not 
appear against, him, and therefore is angry with the Bishops, 
having said that he had <Hie Bishop on his side. Crofts, and 
hut one: that Buckingham and Bristoll are now his only 
Cabinet Council;* and that, before the Doke of York fell 
sick, Buekingham was admitted to the King of his Cabinet, 
and there stayed with him several hours, and the Duke of 
York shut out. That it is plain that there is dislike between 
the King and Duke of York, and that it is to be feared that 
the House will go so far against the Chancellor, that they 
must do something to tmdo the Duke of York, or will not 
think themselves safe. That this XK)rd Yaughan,' that is so

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great Bgainst the Chancellor, is one of the levdeat fellows of 
tbe age, TOne than Sir Charles Sedlej ; and that he was 
heard to swear he would do m; Lord Glarendoa'a basinesB. 
That he do find that my Lord Clarendon hath more friends 
ID both HoviseB than be believes he would hare, by reason 
that they do see vhat are the hands that poll him down; 
which they do not like. That Harry Coventry was scolded 
at by the Cing severely the other day ; and that his answer 
was that, if be must not speak what ha thought is this 
bosiQesB in Farlitunent, he must not oome thither. And he 
says that by this very business Harry Coventry hath got 
more fame and common esteem than any gentleman in England 
hath at this day, and is an excellent and able person. That 
die King, who not long ago did say of Bristol!, tbat be was 
a man able in three years to get Inmself a fortune in any 
kingdom in the world, and lose all again in three months, do 
now hug him, and commend his parts every where, above all 
the world. How fickle is this man [the King], and how 
unhappy we like to be ! That he fears some forious counes 
will be taken against the Duke of York ; and that be hath 
heard that it was designed, if they cannot carry matters 
against the Cbancellor, to impeaoh the Duke of York himself, 
which God forbid! That Sir Edward Ificbolas, whom he 
served while Secretary, is one of the best men in the world, 
but hated by the Queen-Mother, for a serrioe he did the old 
King against her mind and her favourites ; and (hat she and 
my Lady CwUemune did make the King to lay him aside : 
but this man * says that he is one of the most heavenly and 
charitable men in the whole world. That the House of 
Commons resolve to stand by their proceedings, and have 
chosen a Committee to draw op the reasons thereof to carry 
to the Lords ; which is likely to breed great heat between 
them. That the Parliament, after all tius, is likely to give 
the King no money ; and, therefore, that it is to be wondered 
what makes the King give way to so great extravaganoies, 
which do all tend to the making him less than he is, and so 
will, every day more and more : and by this means every 
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crcatiu-e is dirided against the other, that there never was so 
great as oncertuntj in England, <^ what would be the event 
of things, as at this day ; nobody being at ease, or safe. To 
White Hall; and there got into the theatre-room, and thero 
heard both the vocall and instrumentall musick, wh^« the 
little fellow ' stood keeping time ; but for my part, I see no 
great matter, but qiute the contrary in both sorts of mnsick. 
Here was the King and Queen, and some of the ladies ; 
among whom none more jolly than my Lady Bnckingham,' 
her Lord being osce more a great man. 

17dL (Lord's day.) Gomes Captain Gooke, who sat with me 
all the eTentng. He tells me that he hears that Sir W. 
Coventry was, a little before the Duke of York fell sick, with 
the Dnke of Yvtk in his closet, and fell on his knees, and 
begged his pardon For what he hath done to my Lord Chan- 
cellor ; but this I dare not soon believe. But he tells me 
another thing, which he says he had from the person himself 
who spoke with the Duke of Buckingham, who, he says, is a 
very sober and worthy man, that he did lately speak with the 
Duke of Buckingham about his greatness now with the King, 
and told him — " Bat, sir, these things that the Kiag do now, 
is suffering the Parliament to 'do all this, you know are not 
fit for the King to suffer, and you know how often yon have 
said to me that the King was a weak man, and unable to 
govern, but to ba governed, and that you could oonm&nd him 
as you listed; why do you snffer him to go on in these 
things?" — "Why," says the Duke of Buckingnam, "I do 
suffer him to do this, that I may hereafter the better com- 
mand him." He told me of one odd passage by the Duke of 
Albemarle, apealdng how hasty a man he is, and how for oer- 
taio he would have killed Sir W. Coventry, had he met him 
in a little time after his shewing his letter in the House. He 
told me that a certain lady, whom he knows, did tell him that, 
the being certunly informed that some of the Duke of Albe- 
marle's &mOy did say that the Earl of Torrington' was a

be found to have sud it, and therefore prayed her to hold her 
peace. 

18th. To White Hall, to the Gommiaaioners of the Trea- 
suy, and bo home, leaving multitudes of solicitors at thur 
door, of one sort or other, complaining faf want of such 
dispatch as they had in mj Lord Treasurer's time. Among 
others, there wu Greaham College come, about getting a grant 
of Chelsey College' for their Society, which the King, it seemJs, 
hath given thepi hie right in ; but they mot with some other 
pretenceB, I think, to it, besides the King's. 

19th. To the Committee, and Sir R. Brookes did take me 
alone, and pray me to prevent their trouble, by discovering 
the wder he would have. I told him I wonld suppress none, 
nor could, but this would not satisfy him. Here I did stand 
by unseen, and did hear their impertinent yet malictoos 
examinations of some rogues about the business of Bergen,

Leving wii one of tbe oonnHl 
fiw tbe Bari of Bath.

Cbebea, to tbe Royal Bociec;, who told tbem again to Sir Btapban las, ftr tbe > 
Cran, in IBSS, for 13001: 
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wherein thej ■waaii wind in Bomething sgunst my Lord 
Sandwich, which was plun by their msaner of ezftmining, as 
Sir Tbomaa Crewe did slWwuds observe to me. But Sir 
Thomu Crewe and W. Hewer did tell me that they did hear 
Captain Downing ^re a cmel testimony against my Lord 
Bronneker, for his neglect, and doing nothing, in the time of 
straits at Chatham, when he was Bpoke to, and did tell the 
Committee that he, Downing, did presently after, in Lord 
Bronncker's hearing, tell tlie Duke of Albemarle, that if he 
might adrise the King, he should hang both my Lord 
Bronncker and Pett. This is very h&rd. This night I wrote 
to my &ther, in answer to a new match which is proposed, 
tiie executor of Ensum, my sister's former servant, for my 
sister, that I will continuo my mind of giving her 500^, if he 
likes of the match. My father did also this week, by Shepley, 
return me up a goinny, which it seems, upon searching the 
ground, they have found since I was there. I was told this 
day that Lory Hide,' second son of my Lord Chancellor, did 
some time since in the House say, that if he thought his 
father was guilty but of one of the things then sud against 
him, he would be the first that should call for judgement 
* against him : which Mr. Waller, the poet, did say was spoke 
like the old Ronian, Brutus, for its greBtness and worthiness. 

20th. This afternoon Mr. Mills told me how fully satisfac- 
tory my first Report was to the House in the business of 
Chatham : which I am glad to hear ; and the more, for that 
I know that he is a great creature of Sir R. Brookes's. 

21st. My wife not reiy well, but is to go to Mr. Mills's 
child's christening, where she is godmother. Among other 
things of news, X do hear, that upon the reading of the House 
of Commons's Reasons of the manner of their proceedioge in 
the bnsiness of my Lord Chancellor, the Reasons were so bad, 
that my Lord Bristol! himself did declare that he would not 
stand to what he had, and did still, advise the Lords to concur 
to, upon any of the Reasons of the Honse of Commons ; bat 
if it was put to the question whether it shonld be done on 
a leai, oTMlcil Eirl of BoehMt«r. 
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tlieir ReaeonB, he voold be ag&inst them ; uid indeed it seems 
the Reasons— -however they come to escape the House of 
Commons, which shows tow slightly the greatest matters are 
done in this world, and even in Parliaments — were none of 
them of strength, but the principle of them nntrae; the^ 
laying, that where any man is brought before a Judge, accused 
of Treason in general, without specifying the particular, the 
Judge is obliged to commit him. The question being put by 
the Lords to my Lord Keeper, he said that quite the contrary 
was true : and then, in the Sixth Article (I will get a copy of 
them if I can) there are two or three things strangely asserted 
to the diminiahiag of the King's power, as is said, at least; 
things diat heretofore would not have been heard of. But 
then the question being put among the Lords, as my Lord 
Bristol! advised, whether, upon the "whole matter and Reasons 
that had been laid before them, they would commit my Lord 
Clarendon, it waa carried fire to one against it; there being 
but three Bishops agunst him, of whom Cosens' and Dr. 
Reynolds were two, and I know not the third.' This made 
the opposite Lor^, as Bristoll and But^ngham, so mad, that 
they declared and protested against it, speaking very bread 
that there was mutiny and rebellion in the hearts of the Lords, 
and that they desired they might enter their dissents, which 
they did do, in great fury. So that upon the Lords' sending 
to the Commons, as I am told, to hare a conference tot them 
to give their answer to the Commons's Reasons, the Commons 
did desire a free conference : but the Lords do deny it ; and 
the reason is, that they hold not the Commons any Court, but 
that themselves only are a Court, and the Chief Court of Jodi- 
cstnre, and therefore are sot to dispute the laws and method 
of their own Court with them that are none, and so will not 
submit so much as to have their power disputed. And it is 
eonoeived that muoh of this eagerness among the Lords do 
arise from the fear some of them have, that they may be dealt 
with in the same manner themselves, and therefore do stand

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apon it now. It aeemB my Lord Clarendon listli, it is sud 
and believed, had his horses several times in his coaoh, ready 
to carry him to the Tower, expecting a message to tiiat pnr- 
poee ; bnt by this means his case is like to be laid by. With 
Creed to a t«vern, where Dean Wilkios and oUiers : and good 
disoonree ; among the rest, of a man that is a little fruitte, 
that hath been a kind of minuter, Dr. Wilkins saying that he 
hath read for him in hia chorcli, that is poor and a debauched 
man, that the College' have hired for 20*. to have some of the 
blood of a sheep let into his body ;* and it is to be done (m 
Saturday next. They purpose to let in about twelve ounces; 
wbicb, they compiUe, is what will be let in in a minute's time 
by a watch. Oa this occasion, Dr. Whistle told a pret^ 
story related by Maffet,^ a good author, of Dr. Cains, that 
built Cains College ; tiiat, being very old, and living only at that 
time upon Toman's milk, he, while be fed upon the milk of 
an angry, fretful woman, was so himeelf; and then, being 
advised to take it of a good-natured, patient woman, he did 
become so, beyond the common temper of his age. Their 
discourse was very fine ; and if I should be put out of my 
office, I do take great content in the liberty I shall be at, of 
fi-equenting these gentlemen's company. Home, and there 
my wife tells me great stories of the gossiping women of the 
parish — what tlus, and what that woman was; and, among 
the rest how Mrs. HoUworthy is the veriest confident brag- 
png gossip of them all, which I should not hare believed; 
but that Sir B. Brookes, her partner,* was mighty civil to 
her, and taken with her, and what not. Inventing a cypher 
to put on a piece of plate, which I must give, better than 
ordinary, to the Parson's child. 

22d. Met with CooHng, my Lord Chamberlain's Secretary,

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and from him do learn the truth of all I heard last night ; 
and understand further, that this stifihess of the Lords is in 
no manner of kindness to my Lord Ghasoellor, for he neither 
hath, nor do, nor for the fdture can oblige anj of them, hot 
rather the oontrsry ; bat that they do fear what the eons&- 
qnenco may be to themselTes, should they yield in his case, as 
many of them have reason. And more, he showed me hoir 
this is rather to the wrong and prejudice of my Lord Ghan- 
oellor ; for that it is better for bim to come to bo tried before 
the Lords, where he can have right and make interest, tban, 
when the Parliament is np, be committed by the King, and 
kied by a Court on purpose made by the King, of what Lords 
the KiDg pleases, who hare a mind to have his head. So that 
my Lord Combnry himself, his son, he tells me, hath moved, 
that if they have Treason against my Lord of CUrendon, that 
they would spedfy it and send it up to the Lords, that he 
might como to his trial ; so full of intrigues this business is I 
Walked a good while in the Temple church, observing Che 
plainness of Selden'a tomb, and how much better one of his 
ezecntors hath, who is bnried by him.' 

23d. Bnsy till late preparing things to fortify myself and 
fellows against the Parliament; and particularly myself 
against what I fear is thought, that I have suppressed the 
Oder of the Board by which the discharging the great ships 
at Chatham by tickets was directed , whereas, indeed, there 
was no such Order. 

24th. (Lord's day.) For want of other of my clerks, sent 
to Mr. Gibbs, whom I never nsed till now, for the writing 
over of my little pocket Contract-book ; and there I laboured 
till nine at night with him, in drawing up the history of all 
that hath passed conoeming tickets, in order to the laying the 
whole, and clearing myself and Office, before Sir R. Brookes ; 
and in this I took great pains, and then sent him away, and 
proceeded, and had W. Hewer come to me, and he and I till 
past twelve at night in the Office, and he, which was a good

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serrice, did so inform me in the consequences of writing tliis 
report, and that what I said would not hold water, in denying 
this Board to have ever ordered the diaoharging oat of the 
service whole ships by ticket, that I did alter my whole 
counsel, and fall to arme myself with good reasons to jnatify 
the Office in so doing, which hath been but rare. Having 
done this, I went, witli great quiet in my mind, home, though 
vexed that bo honest a business should bring me so much 
trouble ; but mightily was pleased to find myself put out of 
my former design ; and so, after supper, to bed. 

25th. This morning Sir W. Pen tells me that the House 
was very hot on Saturday last upon the bnmness of liberty of 
speech in the House, and damned the vote in the be^nning 
of the Long Parliament against it ;' so that he fears that 
there may be some bad thing which they have a mind to 
broach, which they dare not do without more security than 
they now hare. God tceep us, for things look mighty ill ! 

2€th. By coach as far as the Temple, and there saw a new 
book,* in folio, of all that suffered for the King in the Iste 
times, which I will buy. At my goldsmith's, bought a baun 
for my wife to j^ve the Parson's child, to which the other day 
she was godmother. It cost me lOZ. 14>. besides graving, 
whidi I do with the cypher of the name, Daniel Mills. A^er 
dinner come to me Mr. Warren, and there did tell me that he 
come to pay his debt to me for the kindness X did him in getting 
his last ship out, which I must also remember was a service 
to the King, though I did not tell him so. He would present 
me with sixty pieces of gold. I told him I wonid demand 
nothing of his promises, though they were much greater, nor 
would have thus much, but if he could but afford to ffve me 
but fifty pieces, it should suffice me. So now be brought 
something in a paper, which since proves to be fifty pieces. 
This evening comes to me to my ol(»et at the Office Sir John 
Chichly, of his own accord, to tell me what he shall answer

27tb. Mr. Pierce cornea to me, and there, in general, tells 
me how the King ia not &UeQ in and become a bUto to the 
Date of Buckinj^am, led bj none bnt him, whom he, Mr. 
Herce, swears be knows do hate the very person of the King, 
and woold, as well as will, certainly rain him. He do say, 
and I Uiink is right, that the King do in this do the most 
nngratefnl part of a master to a servant that ever was done, 
in this carriage iof his, to my Lord Chancellor : that, it may 
be, the Chancellor may have faults, bnt none snch as these 
they speak of; that he do now really fear that all is going 
to rnin, for he says that he hears Sir W. Coventry hath been. 
Just before his sickness, with the Duke of York, to ask bis 
forgiveness and peace far what be had done ; for that he never 
conld foresee that what he meuit so well, in the oouncilling 
to lay by the Chsucellor, shonld oome to this. 

28th. To the King's playhonae, and there sat by my wife, 
and saw " The Mistaken Beaoty," ' which I never, I think, 
Bsw before, though an old play ; and there ia mnch in it th^ 
I like, though the name ia but improper to it — at leaat, that 
name, it being ^also called "The Lycr," which is proper 
enongh. 

29th. Waked about seven o'clock this morning with a 
noise I supposed I heard, near our chamber, of knocking, 
which, by and by, increased : and I, more awake, could dia- 
tinguiah it better. I then waked my wife, and both of us 
wondwed at it, and lay so great a wlule, while that increased, 
and at last heard it plainer, knocking, as if it were breaking 
down s window for people to get ont ; and then removing of 
stools and chairs ; and plainly, by and by, going up and down 
our atairs. We lay, both of ua, afraid ; yet I would have 
rose, but my wife would not let me. Besides, I could not do 
it without making noiae; and we did both conclude that

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t)neve« were in the honae, but wondered what oar people did, 
wliom we thought either killed, or afraid, aa we were. Thus 
we lay till the clock struck eight, and high daj. At last, I 
TenLoved mj gown and slippers safely to the other side of the 
bed over my wife : and there safely rose, and put on my gown 
anS breeches, and then, with a firebrand in my hand, safely 
opened the door, and saw nor heard any thing. Then, with 
fear, I eonfeBs, went to the maid's chamber-door, and all 
quiet and safe. Called Jane up, and went down safely, and 
opened my chamber-door, where all well. Then more freely 
about, and to the kitchen, where the cook-maid up, and all 
safe. So np agMn, and when Jane come, and we demanded 
whether she heard no noise, she said, "yes, bat wae afraid," 
but rose with the other nuud, and found nothing ; bat heard 
a noise in the great stack of chimniea that goes from Sir J. 
Minnes through our house ; and so we sent, and their chim- 
nies hare been swept this morning, and the noise was that, 
and nothing else. It is one of the most extraordinary acci- 
dents in my life, and gives ground to think of Don Quixote's 
adrenturos how people may be anrpriaed, and tbe more from 
an accident last night, diat our young ^bb-cat did leap down 
OUT Btairs from top to bottom, at two leaps, and frighted us, 
that we coald not tell well whether it was the cat or a spirit, 
and do sometimes think this morning that the house might 
be haunted. 

30th. To Amndel Honse, to the election of Officers ' for the 
nest year ; where I was near being chosen of the Council, but 
am glad I was not, for I could not have attended, though, 
above all things, I could wish it; and do take it as .a mighty 
respect to have been named there. Then to Cary Honse,^ a 
house now of entertainment, next my Lady Ashly's ; where I 
hare heretofore heard Common Prayer in the time of Dr. 
MosBum.^ I was pleased to see the person who had this blood 
taken out.* He speaks well, and did thos give the Society a 
relation thereof in Latin, saying that he finds himself much 
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better aiuce, and aa a new man, bat be is cracked a Itttle in 
his bead, though he apeaka very reasonably and very well. 
He had bat 208. for his Bsfiering it, and is to have the same 
again tried upon him : the first soand man that erer had it 
tried on him in England, and bat one that we bear of in 
France. My Lord Anglesey told me this day that be did 
believe tbe Hoose of Commons would, the next week, yield 
to the Lords ; but, speaking with others this day, they con- 
Qlnde they will not, bat that rather the King will accom- 
modate it by committing my Lord Clarendon himself. I 
remember what Mr. Evelyn said, that be did believe we should 
soon see ounelTes fall into a Commonwealth agtun. 

December let. (Lord's day.) I to chorch: and in our pew 
there sat a great lady, whom I afterwards understood to be- 
my Lady Carlisle,' a very fine woman indeed in person. 

2d. The Lords' answer is come down to tbe Commons, 
that they are not satisfied in the. Commons' Beaoooa : and 
80 tbe Conmions are hot, and like to sit all day upon th» 
bnainees what to do herein, mmt thinking that tbey will 
remonstrato against the Lords. Thenee to Lord Crewe'% 
and there dined with him ; where, after dinner, he- took mo 
aside, and bewailed the condition of the nation, now the King 
md his brother are at a distance about this business of the 
Chancellor, and the two Houses differing : and he do believe 
that there are so many abont the King like to be concerned 
and troubled by tbe Parliament, that tbey will get him to 
dissolve .or prorogue the Parliament ; and the rather, for that 
the King is likely, by this good husbandry of the Treasary, 
to get out of debt, and the Parliainent is likely to fpre no 
money. Among other things, my Lord Crewe did tell me, 
with grief, that be bears that the King of late hath not dined 
nor Sloped with the Qneen, as he used of late to do. To 
Westminster Hall, where my cosen Roger tells mo of the 
bigh rote of Ute Commons this afternoon, that the proceed- 
ings of tbe Lords in the case of my Lord Clarendon are »Q 
obstraction to justice, and of in precedent to future times.

3d. To Sir W. Coventry's, the first time I have seen him 
at his nev honfle Bbce he came to lodge there. He telk me of 
the vote for none of the House to be of the Gommiasion for 
the Bill of Accounts ; irhich he thinks so great a disappoint- 
meat to Birch and others that ezpeoted to be of it, that he 
thinks, conld it have been foreseen, there wonld not have 
been any Bill at all. We hope it will be the better for all 
that ate to accoont ; it being likely that the men, being few, 
and not of the House, will bear reason. He main bnsiness 
I went about was about dilsthrop. Sir W. Batten's clerk; 
who, being upon bis death-bed, and now dead, hath offered to 
make discoveries of the disorders of the Navy and of 65,00(U. 
damage to the King : which made mighty noise in the C(Hn- 
mons' House ; and members appointed to go to him, which 
they did ; but nothing to the purpose got from him, but com- 
plwnts of false musters, and ships being refitted with victuals 
and stores at Hymontb, after they were fitted from other 
ports ; but all this to no purpose, nor more than we know, 
and will owne. But the best is, that this loggerhead should 
say this, that nnderstaods notlung of the Navy, dot ever 
would ; and hath particularly blemished his master by name 
among ns. I told Sir W. Coventry of my lettw to Sir R. 
Brookes, and his answer to me. He advises me, in what I 
write to him, to be as short as I can, and obscure, saving in 
things fully plain ; for all that he do is to make mischief ; 
and that the greatest wisdom in dealing with the Parliament 
in the world is to say little, and let them get out what they 
can by force: which I shall observe. He declared to me 
much of his mind to be ruled by his own measures, and not 
to go so far as many would have him to the ruin of my Lord 
Chancellor, and for which they do endeavour to do what iitey 
can agabst Sir W. Coventry. "But," says he, "I have 
done my do in be][Hng to get him ont of the adminifitration 
of things, for which be is not fit ; but for his life or estate I 
will have nothing to say to it : besides that, my duty to my 
msster the Duke of York is such, that I will perish before I will 
do any thing to displease or disoblige him, where the very 
necessity of the kingdom do not in my judgment call me." 
Home ; and there met W. Batelier, who tells me the first 
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great news that mj Lord Chaocellor is fled ibis day, and left 
a paper behind him' for the House of Lords, telling them the 
reason of hia retiring, complaining of a design for his ruin. 
Bnt the paper I mnst get : only the thing at present is great, 
and nill pnt the King and Commons to some new counsels 
certainly. Sir Richard Ford told us this orening an odd 
story of the baseness of the late Lord Mayor, Sir W. Bolton, 
in cheating the poor of the City, oat of the collections made 
for the people that were burned, of 18002. ; of which he can 
give no account, and in whioh he hath forsworn himself plainly, 
BO as the Court of Aldermen have sequestered him from their 
Court till he do bring in an account. He says also that this 
day hath been made appear to them that the Keeper of New- 
gate hath, at this day, made his house the only nnrsery of 
rogues, proatitatea, piokpockots, and thieves in the world ; 
where they were bred and entertained, and the whole society 
met : and that, for the sake of the Sheriffes, they durst not 
this day committ him, for fear of making him let out the pri- 
soners, but are fain to go by artifice to deal with him. Ha 
tells me, also, speaking of the new street ^ that is to be made 
&om Guild Hall down to Cheapside, that the gronnd is 
already, most of it, bought. And tells me of one particular, 
of a man that hath a pieoe of gronnd lying in the very middle 
of the street that most be ; which, when the street is cut out 
of it, there will remain ground enough, of each aide, to build 
a house to front the street. He demanded 7001., for the 
gtound, and to be excused paying any thing for the meliora- 
tion of the rest of his ground that he was to keep. The 
Court consented to give Mm 700^, only not to abate hin the 
consideration : which the man denied ; bnt told them, and so 
they agreed, that he would excuse the City the 7001., that he 
might have the benefit of the melioration without paying any. 
thing for it. 8o much some will get by having the City 
burned ! Gronnd, by this means, that was not id. a-foot 
before, will now, when houses are built, be worth 15t. a-foot. 
But he tells me of the common standard now reckoned on

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between man and man, in places where there is no slterstion 
of circumetances, but only the houaes burnt, there the gronnd, 
which, with a hoose on it, did yield 1001. a-year, is now 
reputed worth S8JL 6f. Sd.; and that this is the oommtm 
market-price between one mas and another, made upon a good 
and moderate medinin. 

4th. I hear that the Hooae of Lords did send down the 
paper which my Lord Clarendon left behind him, directed to 
the Lords, to be seditious and scandalotis ; and the Commons 
have voted that it be burned by the hands of the hangman, 
and that the King be desired to agree to it. I do hear, also, 
that they hare desired the King to nse means to stop his 
escape out of the nation.' This day (rilsthrop is boned, 
who hath made all the late disconiee of the great discoTeiy 
of 65,00OZ., of which the King hath been wronged. 

5th. This day, not for want, but for good husbandry, 1 sent 
my father, by his desire, six pair of my old shoM, whioh fit 
him, and ore good ; yet, methought, it was a thing against my 
mind to have him wear my old things. 

6th. With Sir J. Minnes to the Duke of York, the fint 
time that I have seen him, or we waited on him, since his 
sickness ; and, blessed be God ! he is not at all the w<VBe for 
the smallpoz, but is only a little weak yet We did much 
business with him, and so parted.. My Lord Anglesey told 
me how my Lord Northampton' brought in a Bill into the 
House of Lords yesterday, under the name of a Bill for the 
Honour and Privilege of the Honse^ and Mercy to my Lord 
Clarendon : whiohf he told me, he opposed, s&ying that he was 
a man accnsed of treason by the House of Commons ; and 
mert^ vaa not proper for him, having not been tried yet, aad 
80 no meroy needful for him. However, the Dnko of Buck- 
ingham and others did desire ^t the Bill might be read; 
and it was for banishing my Lord Clarendon from all his 
MtyoBty's dominions, and that it should be treason to bare him 
found in any of them: the thing is only a thing of vanity, and

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to insult over him. Bj and b; home with Sir J. Minnes, who 
tells me that my Lord Clarendon did go away in a Custom- 
house boat, and is now at Calais : and, I confess, nothing 
seems to hang more heavy than his leaving of this nnfoTtanate 
paper behind him, that hath angered both Honae's, and hath, 
I think, reconciled them in that which otherwise would have 
broke them in pieces ; so that I do hence, and from Sir W. 
Coventry's late example and doctrine to me, learn that on these 
sorts of occasions there is nothing like silence; it being 
seldom any wrong to a man to say nothing, bnt, for the most 
part, it is to say anything. Sir J. Minnes told me a story of 
my Lord Cottington, who, wanting a son, intended to make 
his nephew hie heir, a country boy ; but did alter hia mind 
upon the boy's being persuaded by another young heir, in 
roguery, to crow like a cock at my Lord's table, much com- 
pany being there,, and the boy having a great trick at doing 
that perfectly. My Lord bade them take away that fool from 
the table, and so gave over the thoughts of making him his 
heir,' from this piece of folly. Captain Cocke comes to me; 
and, among other discourse, tella me that h^ is told that ao 
impeachment against Sir W. Coventry will be bron^t in very 
soon. He tells me, that even those that are against my Lord 
Chancellor and ihe Court, in the House, do not trust nor agree 
one with another. He tella me that my Lord Chancellor went 
sway about ten at night, on Saturday last, at Westminster ; 
and took bokt at Westminster, and thence by a vessel to 
C^ais, where he believea be now is : and that the Duke of 
Tork and Hr. Wren knew of it, and that himself did know of 
it on Sunday morning : that on Sunday bis coach, and people 
about it, went to Twittenbam, and the world thought that he 
bad been there : that nothing bnt this unhappy paper bath 
undone him, and that he doubts tbat this paper hath lost him 
everywhere : that bis wididraving do reconcile things so far 
as, he thinks, the beat of their fdry will be over, and that all 
will be made well between the two [royal] brothers: that 
Holland do endeavour to persuade the King of France to break 
peace with us : thdt the Dutch will, without doubt, have sixty

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Bul of ships ont the next jear ; so knows not what will become 
of OS, but hopes the Farluunent viU Sad money for us to h&ve 
afieete. 

7th. Somebody told me this that they hear that Thomson, 
with the wooden leg, and Wildman,^ the Fif^h-Monarehy 
man, a great ^reatare of the Duke of Buckingham's, are in 
nomination to be Commissioners, among others, upon the Bill 
of Acconnta. 

8th. (Lord's day.) To White Hall, where I saw the 
Bachees of York, iU a fine dress of second mourning for her 
mother,* being black, edged with ermine, go to make her first 
Tisit to the Queen sinco'the Duke of York's being sick ; and 
by and by, she being returned, the Queen eame and visited 
her. But it was pretty to observe that Sir W. Coventry and 
I, walking an hour and more together in the Matted Gallery, 
he oi»erved, and so did I, how the Duchess, as so<m as she 
spied him, turned her head a one ude. Hero he and Z walked 
thus long, which we have not done a great while before. Oar 
discourse was upon everything : the unhappineas of having 
our matters eiamined by people that understand them not ; 
that it is better for us in the Navy to have men that do 
understand the whole, and that are not passionate ; that we 
that have taken the moat puiu are called upon to Miswer for 
all crimes, while those that, like Sir W. Batten and Sir J. 
Minnes, did sH and do nothing, do lie still without any 
trouble ; that, if it were to serve the King and kingdom tgaia 
in a war, neither of qb could do njore, though upon this ex- 
perience we might do better than we did; that the com- 
manders, the gentlemen that could never be brought to order, 
bat undid all, are now die men that find fault and abuse 
otkerB ; that it had been macb better for the King to have 
given Sir J. Mhinea and Sir W. Batten lOOOL a-year to have 
sat still, than to have had them in this business this war : 
tint the serving a Prince that minds not his bnsinees is noat

war, under him. That he hath papers which do flatly con- 
tradict the Duhe of Albemarle's Harrative ; and that he hath 
been with the Coke of Albemarle and showed him them, to 
prerent hia falling ioto another like fault ; that the Dnke of 
Albemarle seems to be able to answer them ; but he thinks 
that the Duke of Albemarle and the Prince are contented to 
let their Narratives sleep, thej being not only contradictory 
in some things, as he observed about the basisesB of the Duke 
of Albemarle's being to follow the Prince npon dividing the 
fleete,' in case the enemy come out, but nmther of them to be 
maintained in others. That the business the other night of 
my Lord Anglesey at the Council was happily got over for my 
Lord, by his dexteroas silencing it, and the rest not urging it 
farther ; forasmuch as, had the Dake of Buckingham come in 
time enough, and had got it by the end, he would have tossed' 
him in it; SirW. Coventry telling me that my Lord Anglesey 
did, with such impudence, mwntaia the quarrel against the 
Commons and some of the Lords, in tbe business of my Lord 
Clarendon, that he believes there are enough would be glad 
but of this occasion to be revenged of him. He tells me that 
he faesrs some of the Thomsons are like to be of the Com- 
mission for the Accounts, and Wildman, which he much 
wonders at, as having been a false fellow to every body, and 
ia prison most of tbe time since the King's coming in. Bnt 
he do tell me that the HeoM is in such a condition Aat no- 
body can tell what to make of them, and, he thinks, they were 
never in before ; that every body leads, and nobody follows ; 
and that he do now think that, since a great many are defeated 
in their expectation of being of the Commission, now they 
would put it into such hands as it shall get no credit from : 
for, if they do look to tbe bottom and see the King's case, 
they think they are then bound to give the King money; 
whereas, they would be excused from that, and, therefore, 
endeavour to make thid business of the Acconnts to signify 
fittle. Comes Captain Cocke to me ; and there he tells me,

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to my great BatirfsctiDn, lli&t Sir Robert Brookes did din^ 
with him to-day ; and that he told him, speakiiig of me, that 
he would make me the dsriisg of the Honse of Commons, so 
much he is satiafied eonceming me. And this Cocke did tell 
me that I might give him thanks for it ; and I do think it 
may do me good, for he do happen to be held a considerable 
person, for a yonng man, both for sobriety and ability. 

9th. CcnneB Sir G. Carteret to talk with me ; who seems 
to think himself safe as to his particular, but do doabt what 
will become of the whole kingdom, things being so broke in 
pieces. He tells me that the King himself did tbe other day 
Tery particnlarly tell tbe whole story of my Lord Sandwich's 
not following the Dctch ships, with which he is charged ; and 
shows the reasons of it to be tbe only good comrse he conld 
have taken, and do discourse it very knowingly. This I am 
glad of, though, as the King is now, his favonr, for aught I 
see, serves very little in stead at this day, bnt rather is an ar- 
gument against a man ; and the King do not coocem himself 
to relieve or justify any body, bnt is wholly negligent of 
everybody's concernment. This morning I was troubled with 
my Lord Hinchingbroke's sending to boirow 200^ of me ; but 
I did answer ^t I had none, nor coidd borrow any; for I 
am resolved I will not be undone for any body, though I would 
do mnoh for my Lord Sandwich — for it is to answer a bill of 
exchange of his — bnt not ruin myself. Called at Cade's, the 
stationer, where he tells me bow my Lord Gerard is troubled 
for several things in the Honse of Commons, and in one 
wherein himself is conoemed ; and, it seems, this Lord is a 
very proud aad wicked man, and the Parliament is likely to 
. order him.' 

lOtb. The King did Bend a message to the House to-day 
that be would a4i<>(>>^^ ^^om on the 17th instant to February; 
by which time, at least, I shall have more respite to prepare 
thing! on my own behalf, and the Office, against their return. 
Met Mr. Hingeton,* the organist, walking, and I walked with

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him ; and, asking him man; qaestions, I do find that he can 
no more give an intelligible answer to a man that is not a 
great master in his art, Utan another man. And this con- 
firms me that it is only the want of an iogeniouB man that is 
roaster in mnaick, to bring mosick to a certainty, and ease in 
compodtjon. I home, having finished my letter to Gommis- 
Bioner Middleton, who is now coming up to town from Porta- 
moath, to enter npon his Surveyorship. 

11th. Attended the Duke of York, aa we are wont, who ii 
now grown pretty well, and goes up and down White Hall, 
and this night will be at the Coancil. Here I met Bolt and 
Sir John Chichly, and I met Harris, the player, and talked 
of " Catiline,'" which is to be suddenly acted at the King's 
house ; and there all agree that it cannot be well done at that 
house, there not being good actors enough : and Burt' acts 
Cicero, which they all conclude he will not be able to do well. 
The King gives Awn 5002. for robes, there being, as they say, 
to be sixteen scarlet robes. Comes Sir W. Warren^ to talk 
about some bnuneas of his and mine : and he, I find, would 
hare me not to think that the Farliament, in the mind they 
are in, and having so many good offices in their view to dis- 
pose o^ will leave any of the King's officers in, but will root 
all, though I am likely to escape as well as any, if any can 
escape ; and I think he is in the right, and I do look for it 
accordingly. Comes Sir W. Fen, and be there told me what 
passed to-day with him in the Committee, by my Lord Sand- 
' wich's breaking bulk of the prizes : and it do seem to me 
that he hath left it pretty well understood by them, he say- 
ing that what my Iiord did was done at the desire, and with 
the advice, of the chief officers of the fleete, and that it was 
no more than admirals heretofore have done in like cases, 
which, if it be true that he stud it, is very well. 

12th. To the DiAe of York's house, and saw "The 
Tempest," and the house very full. But I could take little 
pleasure more than the play, from not being able to look about,

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for feu of being seen. Here only I saw a Frencli lady in the 
pit, with a toniqae, just like one of oars, only a bandkereher 
abo&t her nuck ; imt this fashion for a woman did not look 
decent. My bookseller did give rae a list of the twenty who 
were mentioned for the Goromiseioa in Partiameiit for the 
Acoonnta: and it is strange that of the twenty tbe Parliament 
could not think fit to choose their nine, but were fain to add 
three that were not in the list of the twenty, they being many 
of them fitotiona people and rin^eaders in the late tnMiblee ; 
so that Sir John 7albot did fly oat and was very hot in the 
bosiness of Wildman's being named, and took notice how ha 
was entertained in the bosom of the Dnke of Bnckingliam, a 
Frivy-conQsellor ; and that it was fit to be observed by the 
House, and punished. The men that I know of the nine I 
like very well ; that is, Mr. Pierrepont, Lord Brereton,* and 
Sir William Turner ; and I do think the rest are so, too ; bat 
such as will not be able to do this business as it ought to be, 
to do any good with. Here I did also see their votes against 
my Lord Chief Justice Keeling, that his proceeding were . 
illegal, and that he was a contemner of Magna Obarta (the 
great preswver of our lives, freedoms, and properties) and an 
introdaction to art>itrary government; which is Very high 
language, and of Uie same sound with that in the year 1640, 
This day my Lord ChanceDor's letter was burned at the 
'Change.' 

ISth. To Westminster, to the Parliament-door, to speak 
with Eoger : and here I saw my Lord Keeling go into the 
House to the bar, to have his business heard by the whole 
House to-day ; and a great crowd of people to stare upon

Bstvoui twain ud oag of Aa alDok, At papar oallad 
"Tba Uadibl* PatiUoB and Addrata of Edntard, Earl of Clareadoo," birectcd In 
Ui* Lord* apiritual and Temporal in Parllamaat laaemblad, waa, aocordiag to a 
IbU order of ParliaoenI, bnnit b; tba haida of tba common hangman, befor* 
lbs gita of Qtaiham College, now tka plaea of the Kzahanga, in the preieaoa of 
th* Uberiia.''— Bngga'i DiumaL 
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bim. Here I hesr^tbat the Lords' Bill for buiislung and 
disabliDg iaj Lord Clareodoa from bearing »iiy office, or 
being in the King's dominions, and it being mode felony for 
any to correspond with falm bat his ovn children, is brought 
to the CommODS: but they will not agree to it, being not 
satisfied with that aa sufficient, bat will bare a Bill <tf 
Attainder brought in against bim : bat they make use ot this 
•gunst the Lords, that they, that would not think there was 
cauae enough to commit htm without heu ing, will have him 
banished wUhont hearing. By and by comes my cozen 
Bogcr to me, he being not willing tq be in the House at the 
buflineas of my Lord Keeling,' lest he should be called upon 
to complain against him for his abasing him at Cambridge, 
Tery wrongfally and shamefully, but not to his reproach, bat 
to the Chief Jostice's in the end, when all the world cried 
shame upon him for it. Among other news, it is now fresh 
that the King of Fortugall^ ia deposed, and bia brother made 
King;^ and that my Lord Sandwich is gone from Madrid 
with great honour to Lisbon, to make up, at this jonctore, a 
peace to the adrantage, aa the Spaniard woald hare it, of 
Spain. I wish it may be for my Lord's honour, if it be ao ; 
bat it seems my I^ord is in migbty estimation in Spun. 
Af^r dinner comes Mr. Moore, and be and I alone a while, 
he telling me my Lord Sandwich's credit is like to be undone, 
if the bill of 2007. my Lord Hinobingbroke wrote to me about 
be not piud to-morrow, wd that, if I do not belp him abont 
it, they hare no way but to let it be protested. So, finding 
that Creed bath sopplied them with 1501. in Aeir struts, and 
that this is no bigger sun, I am very willing to serve my 
Iiord, thoagh not in this kind ; but yet Z will eadesToor to 
get this done for tbem, and the rather because of some plate 
that waa lodged the other day with me, by my Lady's order, 
which may be in part of security for my money. This do 
trouble me ; but yet it is good luck that the snm is no bigger. 
Witb my cosen Boger to Westminster Hall; and there we 
met the House riung : and tbey have voted my Lord Chief 
Justice Keeling'a proceedings illegal ; but that, out of par-

15th. (Lord'i daj.) Up, and to churcti, where I hewd » 
German preach, in a tone hard to be understood, but yet an 
extruordinaiy good sermon, and wholly to my great content. 
Mrs. Turner to visit us, who hath been long sick, and she sat 
and supped with us — ^her son Frsncke being there, now upon 
the point of his going to the East Indya. I did giro him 
" Lex Mercatoria," ' and my wife my old pair of tweeiers, 
which are pretty, and my book an excellent one for hira. 
Most of our talk was of the great disconrse the world hatli 
against my Lady Batten, for getting her husband to give h« 
all, and disinherit his eldest son ; though the troth is, the son, 
8fl they say, did play the knave with his iather when thne 
was, and the father no great matter better with him, nor 
with other people also. 

16th. To several places, to pay what I owed. Among 
others, to my mercer, to pay for my fine camlott cloak, which 
costs me, the very stuff, almost 61 ; and also a velvet coat — 
the outside cost me above 81. And so to Westminstor, 
where I find the House mighty busy upon a petition against 
my Lord Gerard, which lays heavy things to his charge, of 
his abusing the King in his Goards ; and very hot the House 
is upon it. 

17th. This day I do hear at White Hall that the Duke of 
Monmouth is sick, and in danger of the smaUpox. 

18th. To look after the providing of 60^ for Mr. Moore, 
towards the answering of my Lord Sandwich's bill of ex- . 
change, he being come to be contented with ray lending him 
60!. in part of it, which pleases me ; and this, which I do do, 
I hope to secure out of the plate, which was delivered into 
my custody of my Lord's, which I did get Mr. Stokes, the 
goldsmith, last night to weigh at my house, and there is 
enough to secure lOOZ. 

19tb. To the OfiSce, where Commiasioner Middleton first 
took his place at the Board as Surveyor of the Navy ; god

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indeed I think will be aa excellent officer, I am gnre much 
beyond what bis predecesBor WM. With Sir W. Pen in hus 
coach to Goildhall, to apeak with Sheriff Gulden — I only for 
eompany ; and did here look up and down this place, where 
I have not bees before since the fire ; and I see that the 
city are got on a pace in the bnilding of Guildhall.' This 
evening, the l^ng by message, which he never did before, 
bath passed several bills, among others that for tbe Acconnts, 
and for banishing my Lord Chauwllor, and bath adjourned 
the Houae to February ; at which I am glad, hoping in this 
time to get leisure to state my Tangier Accounts, and to pre< 
pare better for the Parliament's enquiries. Here I bear bow 
the House of Lords, with great severity, if not tyranny, have 
proceeded against poor Oarr, who only erred in the manner 
of tbe presenung his petition against my Lord Gerard, it being 
first printed before it was presented ; wbieb was, it seems, by 
Colonel Sands's' going into tbe country, into whose hands he 
bad put it : the poor man is ordered to stand in the pillory 
two or three times, and to have bis eares cut, and be im- 
prisoned X know not how long.^ But it is beHeved that the 
Commons, when they meet, will not be well pleased with it ; 
and they have no reason, I think. 

20th. To Sir W. Fen's with Sir R. Ford, and there was 
Sir D. Ganden, and there we only talked of sundry things ; 
and I have found of late, by discourse, that the present sort 
of government is looked upon as a sort of government that 
we never bad yet — that ia to say, a King and House of 
Commons gainst the House of Lords ; for so indeed it is, 
thot^b neither of the two first care a fig for one another, nor 
the third for them both, only the Sisbops are afraid of losing

So home to tnj poor nife, 
who is in mighty pun, and her fooe miasrably swelled: so 
as I was frighted to see it. 

Slst. The Konconformiats are mighty higli, and their meet- 
IngB frequented and connived at ; and they do expect to hare 
their day now soon ; for my Lord of Buckingham is a declared 
friend to them, and even to the Quakers, who had very good 
words the other day from the King himself : and, what is 
more, the Archbishop of Canterbury ' ia called no more to the 
Cabal,^ nor, by the way, Sir W. Coventry ; which I lun sorry 
for, the Cabal at present being, aa he says, the King, awl 
Duke of Buckingham, and Lord Keeper, the Duke of Albfr- 
marle, and Privy Seale. The Biahops, difi'ering from the 
King in the I&te business in the House of Lords, have caused 
this and what ia likely to follow, for every body is encouraged 
iu)w>a-days to speak, and even to preach, as I have heard one 
of them, as bad things Sigainst them as ever in the year 1640 ; 
which is & strange change. Home to sit with my wife, who 
is a little better, and her cheek aaswaged. I read to her ont 
of " Thti History of Algiers," which is mighty pretty readiog, 
and did discourse alone about my sister Pall's match, which 
is now on foot with one Jacksoo, another nephew of Mr. 
Phillips's, to whom he hath left his estate. 

22d. (Iiord's day.) Up, and my wife, poor wretch, still in 
pain. 

28d. To the Commissioners of the Treasury, and there I 
had a dispute before them with Sir Stephen Fox about oar 
orders for money, who is very angry, but I value it not. But, 
' Lord ! to see with what folly my Lord Albemarle do speak in

of Buoh a fool. I to the Exchange, and there I saw Oarr 
Btand in the pillory for the bnsinesa of my Lord Gerard, 
which is Buppoeed will make a hot bitBincBS in the Hoose of 
Commons, when thej shall come to sit again, the Lords having 
ordered this with great injuettce, as all people think, his only 
fault being bis printing his petition before, by accident, hia 
petition be read in the Ilonse. I hear by Greed that the 
Bishops of Winchester' and of Bochester,' and the Dean of 
the Chapelj and some other great prelates, are suspended : and 
a cload upon the Arehbishop erer since the late business in 
the House of Lords ; and I believe it will be a heavy blow 
to the Clergy. I booght a sermon of Dr. Lloyd's,^ as well 
writ and as good, against the Church of Rome, as ever I read; 
but. Lord ! how HoUier, poor man, ras taken with it. This 
day, at the 'Change, Creed showed me Mr. Coleman, of whom 
my wife hath so good an opinion, and says he is as very a 
rogue for women as any in the world; which did disquiet me, 
like a fool, and run in my mind a great while. 

24th. By coach to St. James's, it being about uz at night; 
my design being to see the ceremonys, this night being the 
ere of Christmas, at the Queen's chapel. I got in almost up 
to the rail, and with a great deal of patience staid from nine 
at night to two in the morning, in a very great crowd ; and 
there expected, but found nothing extraordinary, there being 
nothing bat a high masse. The Queen was there, and some 
ladies. But, Lord ! what an odde thing it was for me to be 
in a crowd of people, here a footman, there a beggar, here a 
fine lady, there a zealous poor papist, and here a Protestant, 
two or three together, come to see the shew. I was afraid 
of my pocket being picked very much. But all things very 
rich and beautiful ; and I see the papists hare the wit, moat 
of tbem, to bring cushions to kneel on, which I wanted, and 
was mighty troubled to kneel. All being done, I was sorry 
for my coming, and missing of what I expected ; which was,

to have had a child born and dressed there, and a great deal 
of do : bat we broke up, and nothing like it done : and there 
I left people receiring the Sacrament : and the Qaeen gone, 
and ladies ; only my Lady Gastlemaine, who looked prettily 
in her night-clothes. So took my coach, which waited, and 
through Covent Garden, to set down two gentlemen and a 
lady, who come thi^er to see e^, and did make migh^ 
mirth in their talk of the folly of this relipon. Drank some 
burnt wine at the Rose Tavern door, while the constables 
cune, and two or three Bellmen went by. 

25th. Being a fine, light, moonshine morning, home ronnd 
the city, and stopped and dropped money at five or six places, 
which I was the wilGnger to do, it being Christmas-day, and 
BO home, and there find my wife in bed, and Jane and the 
maid making pyes. Sq I to bed. Rose about nine, and to 
church, and there heard a dull sermon of Mr. Mills, but a 
great many fine people at church ; and so home. Wife and 
girl and I alone at dinner— « good Christmas dinner. My wife 
reading to me " The History of the Drammer of Mr. Mom- 
pesson,"' which is a strange story of spies, aad worth reading 
indeed. In the evening comes Mr. Felling, and he sat and 
supped with us ; and very good company, ho reciting to us 
many copies of good verses of Dr. Wilde's, who writ '* Iter 
B<a'eale." 

26tb. To the Swan, and by diaiice met Mr. Spioer and 
ftuother 'Chequer clerk, and there made them drink. At 
my bookseller's, and there bought Mr. Harrington's worke, 
"Oceana," kc., and two other books, which Cost me 4L 
Home, and there eat a bit, and then with my wife to the 
King's playhouse, and there saw " The Surprizall ;" which 
did not please me to-day, the actors not pleasing me ; and 
especially Kell's acting of a serious part, which she spoils.' I 
hear this day that Mrs. Stewart do at this day keep a great 
court at Somerset Honse, with her husband the Duke of 
Richmond, she being visited for her beauty's sake by people, 
as the Queen ia, at nights; and they say also that she is 
likely to go to Conrt again, and there put my Lady Caatle- 
maine's nose out of joynt.

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27th. A CommitteQ of Tangier met: the Duke of Tork 
there ; and there I i^d discotirse orer to them their conditioo 
u to money, vhich the; were all mightily, a* I could doBire, 
satisGed with, but the Duke of Albemarle, who takes the part 
of the Guards agaiast us in our supplies of money, which is 
an odd coDsideration for a dull, heavy blockhead as he is, 
nnderatauding no more of either than a goose : but the ability 
and integrity of Sir W. GoTeotry, in alt the King's coneem- 
ments, I do and most admire. After the CtHomittee, Sir W. 
Coventry told me how some of his enemies at the Doke of 
York's had got the Duke of York's conuniaeion for the Oom- 
misBioners. of his estate changed, and he and Brouncker and 
Povy left out: that this they did do to disgrace him, and 
DBposes upon him at this time ; but that he, though he ralnes 
not the thing, did go and tell the Duke of York what h« 
heard, and that he did not think that he had given him any 
reason to do this, ont of his belief that be wonid not be aa 
faithful and serviceable to him as the best of those that have 
got him put ovt. Whereupon the Duke of York did Bay that 
it arose only from his' not knowing whether now he would 
have time to regard hie affairs; and that, if he should, he 
would pat him into the commifision with his own hand, though 
the commission be passed. He answered that he had been 
Uthfnl to him, and done him good service therein, so long as 
he could attend to it ; and if he had been able to have 
attended it more, he would not have enriched himself with 
■uch and such estates aa my Lord Chancellor hath got, that 
did properly belong to hie Royal Highnesa, as being forfeited 
to the King, and so by the King's gift given by the Duke of . 
York. Hereupon the Duke of York did call for the com- 
mission, and hath since put him in. He telh) me that the 
business of getting the Duchess of Kichmond to Court is 
broke off, her husband not suffering it; and thereby great 
tiroable is brought among the people that endeavoured it, and 
thought they had compassed it.' And, Lord I to think that 
at this time the King should mind no other cares but these !

fore do not value it. 

28th. To the King's boose, and there saw "The Mad 
Couple ;" whidi is bat an ordinary play ; but only Nell's and 
Hart's mad parts are most excellent done, bnt especially 
her's : which makes it a miracle to me to think how ill Ab 
do any serious part,' sa, the other day, jost like a fbol or 
changeling ; and, in a mad part, do beyond imitation almost 
It pleased us mightily to see the natural affecdon of a pow 
woman, the mother of one of the children brought on the 
stage : the child crying, she by force got upon the stage, and 
took up her ohild and carried it away off of the stage from 
Hart. Many fine &oes here to-day. I am told to-day, whidi 
troubles me, that great complaint is made upon the 'Change, 
among our merchants, that the very Ostend little picharoon* 
men-of-war do ofier violeaoe to our merchant-men, and search 
them, beat our masters, and plunder them, upon pretence of 
carrying Frenchmen's goods. 

29th. (Lord's day.) At night comes Mrs. Turner to see 
OB ; and there, among other talk, she tells me that Mr. 
William P«n, who is lately come over from Lreland, is a 
Qaaker again, or some very melancholy thing ; that he carei 
for no company, nor cornea into any: which is a pleasant 
thing, after his being abroad so long, and his father such a 
hypocritiGal rogue, and at this time an Atheist. 

80th. Sir G. Carteret and I alone did talk of the ruinous 
condition we are in, the King being going to pat out of the 
Council BO many able men; such as my Lord Anglesey, 
Ashly, Hollis, Secretary Horrice, to bring In Mr. Trevor,^ and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, and my Lord Bridgewatw. 
He tells, me that this is true, only the Doke of Tork do 
endeavour to hinder it, and the Duke of York himself did

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tell bim so : that the King and the Doke of York do not in 
company disagree, bat are friendly ; but that there is a core 
in their hearts, he doubts, which is not to be easily removed ; 
for theGo men so suffer only for their constancy to the Ghao- 
cellor, or at least from the King's ilUvill against him : that 
they do now all they can to vilify the clergy, and do abuse 
Bocheeter [Dolbea], and bo do ruse scandals, all that is pos- 
uble, against other of the Bishops. He do suggest that 
something is intended for the Duke of Monmouth, and it 
may be, gainst the Queen also : that we are in no manner 
sore against an invasion the next year : that the Duke of 
Buckingham do rule all now, and the Duke of York 
comes indeed to the Cabal, but signifies little there. That 
this new faction do not endnre, nor the King, Sir W. 
Coventry ; but yet that he. is so usefnll that they cannot b« 
without him ; but that he is not now called to the Cabal. 
That my Lord of Bnckingbam, Brietoll, and Arlington, do 
aeem to agree in these things; but that they do not in their 
hearts trust one another, but do drive several 'ways, all of 
them. In short, he do bless himself that he is no more con- 
cerned in matters now ; and the hopes he hath of being at 
liberty, when his accounts are over, to retire into the country. 
That he do give over the kingdom for wholly lost. Meeting 
with Mr. Cooling, I with him by coach to the Wardrobe, 
where I never was since the fire in Hatton Garden ; and he 
tells me that he fears that my Lord Sandwich will suffer much 
by Mr. Townsend's being untrue to him, he being now unable 
to give the Commissioners of the Treasury an account of his 
money rceoived by many thousands of pounds, which I am . 
troubled for. I met with Mr. Cooling at the Temple-gate, 
after I had been at both my booksellers — and tJtere bud out 
several pounds in books now agunst the new year. To 3ir 
G. Carteret's, in Lincoln's Inn Fields, and there did dine toge- 
ther, there being there, among other company, Mr. Attorney 
Montagu,* and his fine lady, a fine woman. After dinner, I 
did understand from my Lady Jemimah that her brother 
Einohingbroke's business was to be ended this day, as she 

t Tib «u Mkj, 
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thinks, towards his match,' and the; do talk here of their 
intent to bny themselves some new clothes against the wed- 
ding, which I am rery glad of. Thesce with Sir Philip 
Carteret' to the King's playhonse, there to see "Love's 
Cruelty,"' an old play, but which I have not seen h^ore ; 
and in the first act Orange MoU come to me, with one of onr 
porters by my house, to tell me that Mrs. Fierce and Knqip 
did dine at my hoose to-day, and that I was desired to come 
home. So I went Ont presently, and by coaoh home, and 
they were gone away : so, after a very little stay with my 
wife, I took coach again, and to the King's playhooBC again, 
Mid come in the fourth act ; and it proves to me a very silly 
play, and to everybody else, as far as I could judge. But 
the jest is, that here telling Moll how I had lost my journey, 
she told me that Mrs. Kuipp was in the house, and ao shows 
me to her, and I went to her, and eat out the play, and then 
with her to Mrs. Manuel's, where Mrs. Pierce was, and her 
boy and girl ; and here I did hear Mrs. Manuel and one of the 
Italians, her gallant, sing well. Bat yet I oMifess I am not 
delighted so much with it, as to admire it : for, not under- 
standing the words, I lose the benefit of the vocalitys of the 
mustck, and it prores only iDstnunental ; and therefcffe was 
more pleased to hear Knipp sing two or three little English 
Uiings that I understood, though the composition of the other, 
and performance, was very fine. Thence to my bookseller's, 
and paid for the books I had bought, and away home, where 
I told my wife where I had been. But she was as mad as a 
devil, and nothing bat ill words between as oil the evening 
while we sat at cards — W. Hewer and the girl by — even to 
gross ill words, which I was troubled for. Bnt I do see that 
I most use policy to keep her spirit down, and to give ber 
no ofienee by my being with Knipp and Pierce, of which, 
though she will not own it, yet she is heartily jealoos. This 
day I did carry money out, and paid several debts. Among 
others, my tailor, and shoemaker, and draper, Sir W. Turner,

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irho began to talk of the commission of acconntB, wherein be 
is one ; but tbongb they are the greatest people that ever 
vere in the nation as to power, and like to be oor judges, 
yet I did never speak one word to him of desiring favoor, or 
bidding him J07 npon it, bat did answer him to what be saidr 
and do resolve to stand or fall by my silent preparing to 
uiswer whatever can be laid to me, and that will be my best 
proceeding, I think. This day I got a little rent in my new 
fine camlot cloak with the latch of Sir G. Carteret's door ; 
but it is darned up at my tailor's, that it will be no great 
blemish to it ; but it troubled me. I could not but observe 
that Sir Philip Carteret would fain have given me my going 
into a play; but yet, when he came to the door, he had no 
money to pay for himself, I having refused to accept of it for 
myself but was fain ; and I perceive he is known there, and 
do run upon the score for plays, which ia a shame ; bat I 
perceive always he is in want of money. In the pit I met 
with Sir Ch. North,' formerly Mr. North, who was with my 
Lord at sea ; and be, of hla own accord, was so silly as to 
tell me he is married ; and for her quality (being a Lord's 
daughter,' my Lord Grey), and person, and beauty, and years, 
and Mtate, and disposition, be is the happiest man in the 
world. I am sure be is an ugly fellow ; but a good scholar 
and sober gentleman ; and heir to bis father, now Lord North, 
the old Lord being dead. 

8Ist. To White Hall, and there waited a long time, while 
the Duke of York was with the King in the Oabal, and there 
I and Creed stayed talking in the 'Vane-Room, and I per- 
ceive all people's expectation is, what will be the issue of this 
•great business of putting theso great Lords out of the council 
and power, the quarrel, I perceive, being only their standing 
■gainst the will of the King in the bnsiness of the ChanceUor.

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Anon the Dnke of Yoik oocua oat, and then to a committee 
of Tangier, vhen my Lwd Middleton did come to-day, and 
Baema to me bat a dall, lieary man ; bat he is a great soldier, 
and stoat, and a needy Lord. He will still keep that poor 
garnacn from ever ooming to be worth anything to the King. 
There dined with me my uncle Thomas, with a laoaming hat- 
band on, for im daughter Mary. Captain Ferryman did give 
an account, walking in the garden, that there were Irish in 
the town, ap and down, that do labour to entice the aeaoi^ 
ovt of the nation, by giring them 82. in hand, aod promise of 
40s. per month, to go into the King of France's service, which 
is a mighty shame, but yet I believe is true. I did adTise 
irith him about my little Tossel, " Tbe Haybolt," which he 
says will be beet for me to sell, though my employing' her to 
Kewcastle this winter, and the next spring, for coles, will be 
a gainful trade, but yet make me great trouble. Thus ends 
the year, with great happiness to myself and £unily as to 
health and good condition in the world, blessed be Qod for it ! 
only with great trouble to my mind in reference to the 
pnblick, there being but little hopes left but that the whole 
nation most in a very little time be lost, either by troubles at 
home, the Parliament being dissatisfied, and the King led into 
unsettled councils by some about him, himself considering 
little, and divisi<m8 growing between the King and Duke of 
York; or else by foreign invasion, to which we must submit 
if any, at this bad point of time, shoold oome upon us, which 
the King of France is well able to do. These thoughts, and 
some cares trouble me, concerning my standing in Uiis Office 
when the Committee of Parliament shall come to examine our 
Navy matters, which they will now shortly do. I pray God 
they may do the kingdom service therein, as thoy will have 
sofficient opportonity of doing it ! 

1667-8. 

January let. Dined with my Lord Crewe, with whom was 
Mr. Browne, Clerk of the House of Lords, and Mr. John 
Crewe. Here was mighty good discourse, as there is always : 

D.nt.zedbyGoOglc 
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and among other things my Lord Crewe did torn to a place 
in the Life of Sir HuTip Sidney, wrote hy Sir Fnlfee Greville,' 
which do faret«ll the present condition of thii nation, in rela- 
tion to tho Dntch, to the very degree of a prophecy ; Mtd is 
BO remarkable that I am resolTed to buy one of them, it being, 
quite thronghoat, a good discourse. Here they did talk mnch 
ofthe present oheapneaaofcome, even io a miracle; bo as their 
fu-mers can pay no rent, but do fling np their lands ; and 
would pay in corne : but, which I did observe to my Lord, 
and he liked well of it, our gentry are grown bo ignorant in 
every thing of good hnsbaadry, ^at they know not how to 
Iwstow Has come : wfaioh, did they nnderetand bat a Iittl« 
trade, they wonld be able to joyne together, and know what 
markets there are abroad, and send it thither, and thereby ease 
their tenants and be able to pay themselTea. They did talk 
mnch of the disgrace the Archbiahop is fallen under with th« 
King, and the rest of the Bishops also. TheDce I after dinner 
to the Doke of York's playhouse, and there saw "Sir Martin' 
Mar-all ;" which I have seen bo often, and yet am mightily 
pleased with it, and think it mighty witty, and the fullest of 
proper matter for mirth that ever was writ ; and I do clearly 
see that tbey do improve in their acting of it. Here a mighty 
company of citizens, 'prentices, and others ; and it makes me 
observe, tfaat when I began first to he able to bestow a play 
on myself, I do not remember that I saw so many by half of 
the ordisary 'prentices and mean people in the pit at 2i. Gd. 
a-piece as now ; I going for Beveral years no higher than tha 
12(f. and then the ISd. places, though I strained hard to go 
in when I did : so much the vanity and prodigality of the age 
is to be observed in this particular. Thence I to White Hall, 
and there walked np and down, the house a while, and do hear 
nothing of anything done further in this buainees of the change 
of Privy-conDBellors : only I hear that Sir O. Savile,^ one of 
the Parliament Committee of nine, for examining the Accounts,

Ur. Brisband ; and having it in my mind this Ohristmaa to 
do what I never can remember that I did, go to see the 
gaining at the Qroome-Porter's, I having in my coming from 
the playhonse stepped into the two Temple-Halls, and there 
saw the dirty 'prentices and idle people playing ; wherein I 
was mistaken, in thinking to have seen gentlemen of quality 
playing there, as I think it was when I was a little child, that 
one of my father's servants, John Bassnm, I think, carried me 
in hifl arms thither. I did tell Brisband of it, and he did lead 
me thither, when, after staying an honr, they began to play 
at aboot eight at night, where to see how differently one mui 
took his losing from another, one carsing and swearing, and 
another only muttering and gmmbltng to himself, a third 
without any apparent discontent at all : to see bow the dice 
will ran good Inok in one hand, for half an hour together, and 
"another hare no good luck at all : to see how easily here, 
where they play nothing but gninnys, a 100/. is won or lost: 
to see two or three gentlemen come in there drank, and patting 
their stock of gold together, one 22 pieces, the second 4, and 
the third 6 pieces; and these two play one with another, and 
forget how much each of them brought, but he that brought 
the 22 thinks ibat he brought no more than the rest : to see 
the different humonn of gamesters to ohange their luck, when 
it is bad, bow ceremonious they are to call for new dice, to 
shift their places, to alter their manner of throwing, and that 
with great industry, as if there was anything in it : to see how 
some old gamesters, that have no moneynow to spend as for- 
merly, do come and sit and look on, and among others, Sb 
Lewis Dives,'wfao.was here, and hath been a great gamester 
in his time : to hear their cursing and damning to no purpose, 
as one man being to throw a seven if he could, and, fuling to

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do it ftfW a great ma&j throws, cried he would be damned if 
ever he flung aeren more while he liyed, his despair of throw- 
ing it being bo great, while othera did it as thrar Inck served 
almost every throw : to see how persons of the beat quality 
do here sit down, and play with people of any, though 
meaner ; and to see how people in ordinary clothes shall come 
hither, and play away 100, or 2 or 800 goinnys, withont any 
kind of difficulty: and lastly, to see the formality of the. 
groome-porter, who is their judge of all disputes in play and 
all quarrels that may arise therein, and how his nader-«fficer8 
are there to observe true play at each table, and to give new 
dice, Is a consideration I never could have thought had been 
in the world, had I not now seen it. And mighty glad I am 
that I did see it, and it may be will find another evening, 
before Christmas be over, to see it again, when I may stay 
later, for their heat of play begins not till about eleven or 
twelve o'clock ; which did give me another pretty obaervatioa 
of a man, that did win mighty fast when I was there. I 
think he won 1001. at single pieces in a little time. While 
all the rest envied him his good fortune, he cursed it, saying, 
'*it como so early upon me," for this fortune two hours 
heooe would be worth something to me, but then I shall have 
no such luck. This kind of prophane, mad entertainment 
they give themselves. And bo I, having enough for once, 
refusing to venture, though Sriehand pressed me hard, and 
tempted me with saying that no man was ever kno^m to lose 
Uie first time, the devil being too canning to discourage a 
gamester ; and he offered me also to lend me ten pieces to 
venture ; but 1 did refuse, and so went away. 

2d. Attended the King and the Duke of York in the Duke 
of York's lodgings, with the rest of the Officers and many ot 
the Commanders of the fleete, and some of our master ship- 
wrights, to discourse the business of having the topmasts of 
ships made to lower abaft of the mainmast; a business I 
understand not, and so can give no good account ; but I do 
see that by how much greater the Council, and the number of 
Counsellors is, the more confused the issoe is of their councils ; 
BO that little was sud to the purpose regularly, and bat little 
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me WM made of it, tbej ooming to a very broken oonclnuoQ 
upon it, to make trial in a ship or tiro. From this they fell 
to other talk abont the fleete's fighting this late war, and how 
the King's ships hare been shattered : thongh the King said 
that the world would not have it that above ten or twenty 
ihipB in any fight did do any service, and that this hath been 
told BO to him himself, by ignorant people. The Prince,' who 
was there, was mightily surprised at it, and seemed troubled ; 
bat the King told him that it was only discourse of the world. 
Bnt Mr. Wren whispered me in the eare, and said that the 
Duke of Albemarle had pat it into his Narrative for the 
Hoose, that not above twenty-five ships fought in tiie engage- 
ment wherein he was, but that he was advised to leave it out ; 
bat this be did write from sea, I am sure, or words to that 
effect: and did displease many commanders, among others. 
Captain Batts, who the Doke of York said was a very stout 
man, all the world knew ; and that another was brought into 
his ship that had been turned out of his place when he was a 
boatswain, not long before, for being a drunkard. This the 
Prince took notice of, and would have been angry, I think, 
but they let their discourse fall : but the Duke of York was 
earnest in it. And the Prince Baid to me, standing by me, 
" If they will turn out every man that will be drunk, they 
must turn out all the commanders in the fieete. What is the 
matter if he be drunk, so as when he comes to fight he do hia 
work ? At least, let him bo punished for his drunkenness, 
and not pat oat of his command presently." This he spoke, 
very much oonoemed for this idle fellow, one CrrecQe. After 
this the King began to tell stories of the cowardice of the 
Spaniards in Flanders, when he was there, at the siege of 
Hardike and Duakirke ;' which was yery pretty, though he 
tells them but meanly. To Westminster Hall, and there staid

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a little: and tben hom«, and by the way did find with diffi- 
cnlty the Life of Sir Phiiip Sidney. And the bookseller told 
me that he had sold four within this week or two, which ia 
more than eTer he sold in &11 hia life of them; and he could 
not imagine what Bhoold be the reason of it : but I sappose it 
is from the same reason of people's obserTing of this pM-t 
therein, touching bis prophesying our present condition here 
in England in relation to the Dutch, which (a very remarkable. 
I toc^ my wife and girl out to the New Exchange, and there 
my wife bought herself & lace for a handkercher, which I do 
give her, of about 3/., for a new year's gift, and I did buy also 
a lace for a band for myself. Thifi day my wife shows me a 
locket of dyamonds worth about 40/., which W. Hewer do 
press her to accept, and hath done for a good while, out of 
gratitude for my kindness and her's to him. But I do not 
like that she should receive it, it not being honourable for me 
to do it ; and so do desire her to force him to take it back 
again, be leaving it against her will yesterday-with her. And 
she did this evening force him to take it back, at which she 
says be is troubled; but, howeTer, it becomes me more to 
refose it, than to let her accept of it. It is generally believed 
that France is eadeavonring a firmer league with na than the 
former, in order to his going on with his bnsiaess against 
Spain the next year ; which I am, and so every body else is, 
I think, very glad of, for all onr fear ia, of his invading ue. 
This day, at White Hall, I overheard Sir W. Coventry propos« 
to the King bis ordering' of some particular thing in the 
Wardrobe, which was of no great vahie ; but yet, as much as 
it was, it was of profit to the King and saving to his purse. 
The King answered to it with great indifferency, as a thing 
that it was no great matter whether it was dime or no. Sir 
W. Coventry answered : " I see yonr Majesty do not re- 
member the old English proverb, ' He that will not stoop tor 
a pin, will never be worth a pound.' " And so they parted, 
the King bidding him do as be would ; which, methought, was 
an answer not like a King that did intend ever to do well. 
4th. It seems worth remembering that this day I <Hd hear 
' i. t., putltag In ord«. 
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mj Lord Ajiglesey at the t&ble, speaking toaohliig thia new 
Act for Accounts, say that the House of Lorda did pass it 
because it was a eenseless, impracticable, inefieotoal, and foolish 
Act ; and that my Lord Aehly having shown that it was so 
to the House of liords, the Dnko of Backingham did stand 
np and told the Lords that they were beholden to my Lord 
Ashly, that haring first commended them for a most grare 
and hononrable assembly, he thought it fit for the House to 
pass this Act for Accounts because it was a foolbh and simple 
Act : and it seems it was passed with but a few in the House, 
when it was inteaded to have met in a grand Committee 
upon it. And it seems that in itself it is not to be practised 
till after this session of Parliament, by the Tery'wM-da of the 
Act, which nobody regarded, and. therefore cannot come in 
force yet, onlees at the next meeting they do make a 
new Act for ihe bringing it into force sooner ; which is a 
BtntTige omission. But I perceive my Lord Anglesey do 
make a mere laughing-stock of this Act, as a thing that can 
do nothing considerable, for all its great noise. 

5th. (Lord's day.) The buBineae of putting out of some of 
the Privy-council is over, the King being at last advised to 
forbear it ; for whereas he did design it to make room for 
some of the House of Commons that are against him, thereby 
to gratify them, it is believed that it will but so much the 
more fret the rest that are not provided for, and raise a new 
stock of enemies by them that are displeased : and it goes for 
a pretty saying of my Lord Anglesey's up and down the 
Court, that he should lately say to one of the great promoters 
of this putting him and others out of tic Council, "Well, 
and what are we to look for when we ai c outed ? VHM all 
tilings be set right in the nation ?" The other said that he did 
believe that many things wonld be mended : " But," says my 
Lord, "will yon and the rest of you be contented to be 
hanged, if yon do not redeem all our misfortunes and set all 
right, if the power be put into your hands?" The other 
answered, "No, I would not undertake- that." "Why, 
tben,"'say8 my Lord, "I and the rest of us that yon are 
labouring to put out, will be contented to be hanged, if we

do not recorer &11 tbat is past, if the King will put the power 
into onr lia&tis, ftnd ftdbere wboll; to our odnce." Intending 
to go home, 1117 Lad; Carteret saw and called to me oat of 
her window, and bo wotdd have me home with hsr to Lin> 
coin's Inn Fields to dinner, and there we met with my Lord 
Brereton, and aeveral other strangers, to dine tiiere ; and I 
find him a ver; sober and serious, able man, and was in dis> 
course too hard for the Bishop of Chester;' and who, abore 
all books, lately wrote commending the matter and style of a 
late book, called "The Causes of the Decay of Kety."* I 
do resolre at his great commendatioa to buy it Here dined 
also Sir Philip Howard, a Barkesfaire Howard.^ He did take 
occaEion to tell me at the table that I hare got great; ground 
in the Fcirliament, by my ready answers to all that was asked 
me ^ere about the business of Chatham, and they would 
never let me be oat of employment, of which I made little ; 
bnt was glad to hear him, as well as others, say it. And he 
did eay also, relating to Commissioner Fett, that he did not 
think that he was guilty of anything like a fault, that he was 
either able or eoncemod to amend, but only the not carrying 
np of the ships higher, he meant ; but he said, three or four 
miles lower down, to Kocbestor Bridge, which is a Btrangc 
piece of ignorance in a Member of Parliament ; and did 
boldly declare that he did think the fault to lie in my Lord 
Middleton, who had the power of the place, to secure the 
boats that were made ready by Pett, and to do anything that 
he thought fit. After dinner, my Lord Brereton very 
gentilely went to the organ, and played a verae very hand- 
somely. Thence to White Hall, and there up and down the 
house, and on tlio Queen's side, to see the ladies, and there 
saw the Docbese of York, whom few pay the respect they 
nsed, I think, to her ; but she bears all oot, with a very 
great deal of greatness ; that is the truth of it. And bo, it 
growing night, I away home by coach.

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6th. Up, leaviog my wife to g«t herself ready, and the 
maids to get a snpper ready agiuiust night for our company ; 
and to White Hall, and there met with Mr. Fierce, by wboo 
I find, as I was afraid from the folly of my wife, that he 
understood that he and his wife was to dine at my house to- 
day, whereas it was to aup ; and therefore I did go home to 
dinner, and th«re find Mr. Harris, 1)y the like mistake, come 
to dine with me. However, we did get a pretty dinner 
ready for him; and th^e he and I to discourse of many 
ihings, and I do find him a very excellent person, auch as in 
my whole [acquaintance] I do not know another better 
qoijified for converse, whether in things of bis own trade, or 
of other kind, a man of great understanding and obecrration, 
and very agreeable in the manner of his discourse, and civil 
as far as is possible. I was mightily pleased with his com- 
pany; and after dinner, did take coach with him, and my 
wife and girl, to go to a play, to carry Mm thence to his own 
house. Away to the Duke of York's house, in the pit, and 
ao left my wife ; and to Mrs. Pierce, and took her and her 
cozen Corbet, Knipp and little James, and brought them to 
the Duke's house ; and, the house being full, was forced to 
carry them to a box, which did cost mo 20s., besides oranges, 
which' troubled me, though their company did please me. 
Thence, after the play, stayed till Harri^ was undressed, there 
being acted "the Tempest," and so he withal, all by coach, 
home, where we find my bouse with good fires and candles 
ready, and our Office the like, and the two Mercers, and 
Betty Turner, Fembleton, and W. Batelier. And so with 
much pleasure we into the house, and there fell to dancing, 
having extraordinary musick, two violins, and a base vioUin, 
and theorbo, four hands, the Duke of Buckingham's musick, 
the best in towne, sent mo by Greeling, and there we set in 
to dancing. By and by to my house, to a very good supper, 
and mighty merry, and good musick playing ; and after suppw 
to dancing and singing till about twelve at night; and then 
wo had a good sack posset for them, and an excellent cake, 
cost me near 20i., of our Jane's making, which was cut into 
twenty pieces, there being by this time so many of our oom- 
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puiy, b; th« coming in of young Goodyer and some others

answered that, as being a Catholique, he could not be of the 
Council, which I did not consider before. This morning,

wuting to kisa the King's hand in the Vane-room, agaioHt ho 
csme oat : ho vaa a comely man as to featnrea, and his dress, 
methinks, very comely. To my new bookseller's, Martin's : 
and there did meet with Fournier,' the Frenchman that hath 
-wrote of the Sea NaTigation, and I eoold not bnt buy him, 
and also beBpoke an excellent book, irhich I met vith there, 
of Ghina.^ The trnth is, I have bonght a great many books 
lately to a great value ; bnt I think to bay no more till 
Christmas next, and those that I have will so fill my two 
presses, that I mnst be forced to give away some, or make 
room for them, it being my design to have no more at any 
time for my proper library than to fill them. This day I 
received a letter from my father, and another from my cozen 
Roger Pepys, who have bad a view of Jackson's evidences of 
his estates, and do mightily like of the man, and hb condition 
and estate, and do advise me to accept of the match for my 
sister, and to finiah it as soon as I can ; and he do it so 
OS, I confess, I am contented to have it done, and so give her 
her portion; and so I shall be eased of one care how to 
[ffovide for her. 

11th. Talking, with my wife in bed about Pall's business. 
Mid she do conclude to have her married here, and to be 
merry at it ; and to have W. Hewer, and Batelier, and Mercer, 
and Willett, bridemen and bridemaids, and to be very merry ; 
and so I am glad of it, and do resolve to let it be done as 
soon as I can. To the King's boose, to see " The Wild-goose 
Chase."^ In this play I met with nothing extraordinary at 
all, bnt very dull inventions and designs. Knipp came and 
sat by us, and her talk pleased me a little, she telling me how 
Uiss Davis is for certuB going away from the Duke's boose, 
the King being in love with her; and a house is taken for

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for no gc^od to the State from having a Prince ao devoted to 
his pleasure. She* told me aUo of a play shortly coming 
upon the stage, of Sir Charles Sedley's, which, she Uiinkg, 
irill he called "The Wandering Ladys,"' a comedy that, she 
thinks, irill be most pleasant; and also another play, called 
"The Duke of Lorane;"^ hemdes "Catiline," which she 
thinks, for want of the clothes which the King promised 
them, will not be acted for a good while. 

12th. (Lord's day). Went to church, where first I saw 
Alderman Backewell and his lady come to otir church, they 
living in Mark Lane ; uid I could find in my heart to invite 
her to eit with ns, she being a fine lady. I come in while 
they were singing the llSth Psalm, while the sexton was 
gathering to his box, to which I did give 5*. 

18th. With Sir W. Pen to White Hall, and there did with 
the rest attend the Duke of York, where nothing extraor- 
dinary ; only I perceive there is nothing yet declared for the 
next year, what fleete shall be abroad. 

14th. To my bookseller, Martin, and Uiere did receive my 
book I expected of China, a most excellent book with rare 
cats ; and there fell into discourse with him about the burning 
of Paul's when the City was burned, his house being in the 
drarch-yard. And he tells me that it took fire first upon 
the end of a board that, among others, was laid upon the roof 
instead of lead, the lead being broke off, and thence down 
lower and lower : but that the burning of the goods under 
St. Fayth's arose from the goods taking fire in the church- 
yard, and so got into St. Fayth's Church; and that they first 
took fire from the Draper's side, by eome timber of the houses 
that were bnmed, falling into the church. He says that one 
warehouse of books was saved under Paul's ; and there were 
several dogs found burned among the goods in the church- 
yard, and hut one man, which was an old man, that stud he

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voold go and Bsve a blanket wbich be had in the cbnrob, aod, 
being weak, the fire overcame bim. He saya tbat moat of 
tbe bookaolleTa do deaiga to fall ^-building agMn tbe next 
year; but that tbe Bisbop of London' do use tbem moat 
basely, worse than any other landlords, and says be irill be 
paid to this day tbe rent, or else be will not come to treat 
with tbem for tbe time to oome ; and will not, on that condi- 
tion either, promise tbem in any thing how he will use thom ; 
and, the Parliament sitting, he clainiB bis pririlege, and will 
not be cited before tbe Lord Chief Justice, as others are 
there, to be forced to a fair dealing.' Thence by ooacb to 
Mrs. Pierce's, where my wife is ; and there they fell to dis- 
course of tbe last night's work at Conrt, where the ladies and 
Duke of Monmouth and others acted " Tbe Indian Empemor ;" ' 
wherein they told me these things moat remarkable : tbat not 
any woman bat tbe DucbesB of Monmouth and Mrs. Com- 
wallis^ did any thing bnt like fools and stocks, but that these 
two did do most extraordinary well: tbat not any man did 
any thing well bat Captsjn O'Bryaa/ who spoke and did well, 
bnt, above all things, did dance most incomparably. Tbat sha 
' did sit near the players of tbe Duke's bouse ; among the rest. 
Miss Davis, who is the most impertinent slut, she Bttya, in the 
world ; and tbe more, now tbe King do show her countenance ; 
and is reckoned bis mistress, even to tbe soome of the whole 
world ; tbe King gaaing on her, and my Lady Castlemune 
being melancholy and out of bnmonr, all tbe play, not snuliDg 
once. The King, it seems, bath given her a ring of 700^, 
which she shows to every body, and owns tbat tbe King did 
give it her; and he hath furnished a house in Bnfiblke Street 
most richly for her, which is a most infiaito ebama. It seems 
she is a bastard of my Lord Berkshire, and that he hath got 
her for the King : but Pierce says tbat she is a most homely

the world. She tella me that the Dacheas of Richmond do 
not yet come to the Court, nor hath seen the King, nor irill 
come, nor do he own hia desire of seeing her ; but bath nsed 
meaoB to get her to Court, bat ihoj do not take. I to my 
chamber, having a great many books brought me home from 
my bookbinder's, and so I to the new setting of my books 
against the next year, which costs me more trouble than I 
expected, and »t it till two o'clock in the moining. 

15th. Up, and to the Office, where all the morning. At 
noon home to dinner, and then to the Office again, where ws 
met about some businesa of D. Ganden's till candle-light; 
and then, as late as it was, I down to Redriffe, and so walked 
by moonlight to Deptford, where I have not been a great 
while. And so walked Back again, but with pleasure by the 
w^k, and I had the sport to see two boys swear, and stamp, 
and fret, for not being able to get their horse over a stile and 
ditch, one of them swearing and cursing most bitterly ; and 
I would fain, in rerenge, have persuaded him to hare drove 
hia horse through the (Utcb, by which, I believe, be would 
have stuck there. But the horse would not be drove, and so 
they were forced to go back again, and bo I walked away 
homeward, and there reading all the evening, and so to bed. 
This afternoon my Lord Anglesey tella us that it is voted in 
Oouncil to have a fleete of 50 ships out ; but it is only a dis> 
guise for the Parliament to get some money by ; bat it will 
not take, I believe. 

16th. Lord Anglesey tells us again that a fieete is to be 
set oat ; and that it is generally, he hears, said, that it is but 
» Spanish rhodomontado ; tmd that he saying so just now to 
the Duke of Alb«marle, who come to town lost night, after 
the thing was ordered, he told him a story of two seamen : 
one wished all the guns of the ship were his, and that they 
were silver ; and says the other, " You are a fool, for, if you 
can have it for wishing, why do you not wish them gold ?" 
" So," says he, " if a rhodomontado will do any good, why do 
you not eay 100 ships ?" And it is true ; for the Dutch and 
French ore said to make such preparations as 50 sail will do 
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no good. Higlttily pleased with Mr. Gibson's* talking; lie 
telling me so rnKny good stories relating to the war and pr&o- 
tioea of commanders, wliicb I will find a time to recoUeot ; 
and he will be an admirable help to my writing a history of 
the Navy, if ever I do. 

17th. Much disflonrse of the doell yesterday between the 
Dnke of Backingham, Holmes,' and one Jenkbs,^ on one 
Bide, and my Lord of Shrewsbury,* Sir John Talbot,* and one 
Bernard Howard,* on the other side : and all abont my Lady 
Shrewsbnry,' who is at this time, and hath for a great while 
been, a mbtress to the Doke of Bnckingham. And so her 
hosbuid challenged him, and they met yesterday in a close 
near Barne-Elmes, and there fought : and my Lord Shrews- 
bury is mn through the body, from the right breast through 
the shoulder : and Sir John Talbot all along np one of his 
armes ; and Jenkins killed upon the place, and the rest all, 
in a little measure, wounded. This will make the world 
think that the King hath good conncillorv about him, when 
the Doke of Bnckingham, the greatest man abont him, is

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ft fellow of no more sobrict; than to fight about s mutreu. 
And this may prove a tot; bad accident to the Dnke of Buck- 
ingham, but that my Lad; Castlemaine do nde all at thia 
time aa maoh aa ever she did, and she will, it is believed, keep 
all matters well with the Duke of BuckiDgham ; though this 
ia the time that the King will be very backward, I suppose, 
to appear in such a businese. And it is pretty to heu how 
th« King had aome notice of thia i^Uenge a week or two 
ago, and did give it to my Lord General ' to confine the Duke, 
to take aecuri^ that he should not do any auch thing as 
fight : and the General tmated to the King that he, sending 
for him, would do it, and the King trusted to the General ; 
and 80, between them both, as everything else of greatest 
moment do, do fall between two stools. The whole Ilouae 
full of nothing but the talk of this business ; and it is said 
that my Lord Shrewsbury's case is to be feared, that he may 
die too ; and that may make it much worse for the Duke <^ 
Buckingham : and I shall not be much sorry for it, that we 
may have some sober man come in his room to aasiet in the 
Government.

Secretary, fit for the business. 

20th. To Drombleby's, the pipe-maker, there to advise 
about the making of a flageolet to go low and Boft ; and he 
do show me a way which do do, and also a fashion of having 
two pipes of the same note fastened togetber, so as I cu 
play on one, and then echo it upon the other, which is mighty 
pretty. So to my Lord Crewe's to dioBor, where we hear all 
the good news of our making a league now vrith Holland 
against the French power coming over them, or us : wbiob is 
the first good act that the King hath done a great while, and 
done secretly, and with great seeming wisdom ; and is cer^ 
taifily good for ns at this time, while we are in do condition 
to resist the French, if they should come over hither ; and 
then a little tibie of peace will give us time to lay up some-

minuter, vbo, Lord I do talk just u I remember he used to 
preach, and did tell ns a prettj story of a reUgions lady, 
Qneen of Nararre ; ' and my Lord also told a good story of 
Mr. Newman,' the Minister in New England, who wrote the 
Concordance, of his foretelling his death and preac^iing s 
foneral sermon, and at last hid the angels do their office, and 
died.

Lord 
Gerard is likely to meet with ill, the next sitting of Parlia- 
ment, about Carr being set in the pillory ; and Z am glad of 
it ; and it ie mighty acceptable to the world to bear, that, 
among other redactions, the King do reduce hie Guards,' 
which do please mightily. 

2lBt. Comes news from Kate Joyce that if I would see her 
husband alive, I mnat oome presently. So I to him, and find 
his breath rattled in bis throat ; and they did lay pigeons to 
his feet, and all despair of him. It seems, on Thursday last, 
he went, sober and quiet, to blington, and behind one of the 
inns, the White Lion, do fling himself into a pond: was 
ipied by a poor woman, and got out by some people, and set 
on his bead * and got to life : and so his wife and friends sent 
for.

22d. At noon with my Lord Brooncker to Sir B. Gauden' s, 
mt the Victaalling Office, to dinner, where I have not dined 
since he was Sheriff. He expected us ; and a good dinner, 
and much good company ; and a fine house, and esped^ly 
two rooms, very fine, he hath built there. His lady a good 
lady ; but my Lord led himself and me to a great absurdity 
in kissing all the ladies, but the finest of all the company, 
leaving her out, I know not why ; and I was loath to do it, 
mnce he omitted it. Here little Chaplin' dined, who is like 
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to be Sheriff tlie next year ; and » pretty humoured little 
man he is: and Mr. Talenta, the younger, of Magdalene 
College, Chaplain to the Sheriff; which I was glad to see, 
though not much acquainted with him. Thence stole away 
to my cocen Kate's, and there find the Orowner's jury sitting, 
but they could not end it, but put off the business to Shrore 
Tuesday next, and ao do give way to tbe burying of him, 
and that is all ; but they all incline to find H a natural death, 
though there are mighty busy people to hare it go otherwise, 
thinking to get his estate, but are mistaken. Thence, after 
utting with her and company » while, comforting her: 
though I can find she can, as all other women, cry, and yet 
talk of other things all in a breath, home : and there to cards 
with my wife, I)eb., and Betty Turner, and Batelier, and aftar 
supper late to sing. But, Lord ! how did I please myself to 
make Betty Turner sing, to see what a beast she is as to 
singing, not knowing how to sing one note in tune; but, 
only for the experiment, I would not for 40«. hear her ^ng 
a tune : worse than my wife a thousand times, so that it do 
a Uttle reconcile me to ber. 

28. At the Office all the morning ; and at noon find the 
Bishop of Lincolne' come to dine with us ; and aftra- lum 
comes Mr. Brisband ; and there mighty good company. But 
the Bishop a very extraordinary good-natured man, and one 
that is mightily pleased, as well as I am, that I live so near 
Bugden,* the seat of his bishopricke, where he is like to 
reside, and, indeed, I am glad of it. In discourse, we think 
onrselvea safe for this year, by this league widi Holland, 
which pleases every body, and, they say, vexes France ; inso- 
much that D'Estrades,^ the French Embassador in Holland, 
when he heard it, told the States that he would have them 
not foi^t that his master is at the head of 100,000 men, 
and is but 28 years old ; which was a great speech. Ths 
Bishop tells me he thinks that the great business of Toleration 
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will not, notfritiistBDdiDg this tallc, be c&rrie^ this Parliament ; 
nor for the King's taking awa^ the Deaas' and Chapters' 
lands to supply his wants, they signifying Uttle to him, if he 
had them, for his present eerrice. To Mrs. Turner's, where 
my wife, and Deb., and I, and Batelier spent the night, and 
sapped, and played at cards, and very merry. She is either 
a very prodigal woman, or richer than she would be thought, 
by her buying of the best tUngs, and laying out much money 
in Dew-fasbiODed pewter ; and, among other things, a new- 
fashioned case for a pair of snnfi'ers, which is very pretty ; 
but I could never have guessed what it was for, had I not 
seen the snuffers in it. 

24tli. Carried my wife to the Temple, and then she to a 
play, and I to St. Andrew's church, io Holburne, at the 'Quest 
House, where the company meets to the burial of my cosea 
Joyce ; and here I staid with a very great rabble of four or 
five hundred people of mean condition, and I staid in the 
room with the kindred till ready to go to church, where there 
ia to be a sermon of Dr. Stillingfleete,' and thence they carried 
ham to St. Sepulchre's. But it being late, and, indeed, not 
having a black cloak to lead Kate Joyce with, or follow the 
corps, I away, and saw, indeed, a very great press of people 
follow the corps. ! to the Bang's playhouse, to fetch my 
wife, and there saw Uie best part of " The Mayden Queene," 
which, the more I see, the more I love, and think one of the 
best plays I ever saw, and is certainly the best acted of any 
thing ever the House did, and particularly Beoke Marshall, 
to admiration. Found my wife and Deb., and saw many fine 
ladies, and sat by Colonel Reames, who understands and loves 
~a play as well as I, and I love him for it. And so thence 
home ; and, after being at the Office, I home to supper, and 
to-bed, my eyes b^g very bad again with orer-working with 
them. 

25th. At noon to the 'Change with Mr. Hater, and there 
he and I to a tavern to meet Captain Minors, which we did, 
and dined ; and there happened to be Mr. Frichard, a rop« 
maker of bis acquaintance, and whom I know also, and did 
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once mistako for a fiddler, vUcli aang t«I1, and I asked for 
Bocfa a Bong that I had heard him sing. 

26th. (Lord's day.) Up, and with mj wife to Church, and 
at noon home to dinner. Ho Btrangers there ; and all the 
afternoon and evening very late doing serions bosiness of tfty 
Tangier accounts, and examining my East India accounts, 
Tith Hr. Poynter, whom I employed all this day, to tra&acribe 
it fiair ; and so to supper, W. Hewer with us, and the girl to 
comb my head till I slept, and then to bed. 

27th. Mr. Povy do tell me how he is like to lose his 400/. 
a-year pension of the Doke of York, which he took in con- 
sideration of his place that was taken &om him. He tells 
me the Duchess is a devil agunst him, and do now come 
like Queen Elisabeth, and sits with the Duke of Yorit's 
Council, and sees what they do; and she crosses oat this 
man's wages and prices, as she sees fit, for saving money ; 
but yet, he tells me, she reserves 5000/. sr-year for her own 
spending ; and my Lady Peterborough, by and by, tells me 
that the Duchess do lay up, mightily, Jewells. Thence to my 
Lady Peterborough's, she desiring to speak with me. She 
loves to be taken, dressing herself, as I always find her ; mi 
there, after a little talk, to please her, about her husband's 
pension, which I do not think he will ever get again, I away 
thence home. 

28th. With W. Griffin, talking about getting a place to 
build a co$ch-house, or to hiro one ; for it is plainly for my 
benefit for saving money. To White Hall ; and, by and by, 
the Duke of York comes, and we had a little meeting, 
Anglesey, W. Pen, and I there, and none else : and, among 
other things, did discourse of the want of discipline in the 
fieete, which the Duke of York confessed, and yet said that 
he, while he was there, did keep it in a good measure, but 
that it was now lost when he was absent ; but he will endeavour 
to have it again. That he did tell the Prince and Duke of 
Albemarle they would lose all order by making such and such 
commanders, which they would, because they were stout men ; 
he told them it was a reproach to the nation, as if there were 
so sober men among us, that were stout, to be had. That 
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they did pnt oat some men for cowards that the Duke of 
York had pot in, bat little before, for B^out men ; and -would 
now, were he to go to sea again, entertain them in his own 
division, to choose : and did put in an idle fellow, Qreene, 
who was hardly thought fit for a boatswain by him : they did 
put him &om being a lieutenant to a captain's place of a 
second-rate ship ; as idle a drunken fellow, he said, as any 
was in the fleete. That he will now deaire the King to .let 
him be what he is, that is, Admiral ; and he will pnt in none 
but those that he hath great reason to think well of; and 
particularly says, that, though he likes Colonel Legg well, yet 
his son* that was, he knows not how, made a captain after he 
had been but one voyage at sea, he should go to sea another 
apprenticeship, before ever he gives him a command. We 
did tell him of the many defects and disorders among tlie 
captains, and I prayed we might do it in wridng to him, 
which he liked ; and I am glad of an opportunity of doing it. 
My wife this day hears from her father and mother : they 
are in Erance, at Paris ; he, poor good man I thaukfol for 
my small cbaritieB to him. I could be willing to do some- 
thing for them, were I sure not to bring them over agMU 
hither. Coming home, my wife and I went and saw KaM 
Joyce, who is still in mighty sorrow, and the more from 
something that Dr. Stillingfleete should simply say in hia 
sermon, of her husband's manner of dying, as killing himself. 
29th. To Sir W. Coventry. He tells me he hath no 
friends in the whole Court but my Jjord Keeper and Sir 
John Duncorab. They have reduced the charges of Ireland 
about 70,000/. a-year, and thereby out off good profits from 
my Lord Lieutenant ; which will make a new enemy, but he 
cares not. He telle me that Townsend, of the Wardrobe, is 
the veriest knave and bufflehead that ever he saw in bis life, 
and wonders how my Lord Sandwich come to trust such a 

fellow, and that now Beamcs and are put ia to be 

overseers there, and do great things, and have already saved 
a great deal of money in the King's Hvcrys, and buy linnen so 
cheap, that he will have them buy the next cloth he bath, for 
d LonL DuUaoiUh. 
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sliirts. Bat then this is with ready money, which Knavers 
all. This evening come Betty Turner and the two Mercers, 
and W. Batelier, and they had fiddlers, and dtaced, and Ic^t 
a quarter,' which pleased me, though it disturbed me ; but I 
would not be with them at alt. 

80th. Mr. Gibs<Hi, and I, and out clerics, and Mr. Gierke, 
the solicitor, to a little ordinary in Hercules-pillars Ally' — 
the Crowne, a poor, sorry place, where a fellow, in twelve 
years, hath gained an estate of, aa he says, 600^ a year, whidi 
is very strange, and there dined, and had a good dinner, and 
very good discourse between them, old men belonging to 
the law, and here I first heard that my cosen Pepys, of 
Salisbury Court, vas Marshal to my Lord Coke when he was 
Lord Chief Justioe ; which beginning of his I did not know 
to be so low : but so it was, it seems. When oome homo, I 
find Kate Joyce h&th been there, with sad news that ber 
house stands not in the King's liberty, but the Dean of 
I^iul's ; and eo, if her estate falls, it will not be in the King's 
power to do her any good. But I do believe thb arises, (rota 
somebody that hath a mind to fright her into a composition 
for her estate, which I advise her against; and, indeed, I do 
desire heartily to be able to do her service, she being, me- 
thinks, a piece of care I ought to take upon me, for our 
fathers' and friends' sake, she being left alone, and no friend 
so near aa me, or so able to help ber. 

Slst. Up ; and by coach, with W. Qriffin with me, and 
our Contract-books, to Durham Yard, to the Commissioners 
for Accounts; the first time I ever was there; and staid 
awhile before I was admitted to them. I did observe a great 
many people attending about complaints of seamen concern- 
ing tickets, and, among others, Mr. Garcasse, and Mr. Martin, 
my purser. And I observe a fellow, one Collins, is there, 
who is employed by these Commissioners particularly to hold 
an office in Bishopsgate Street, or somewhat thereabouts, to 
receive complaints of all people about tickets : and I believe 
he will have work enough. Presently I was called in, where 
I found tbe whole number of Commissioners, and was there

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receired with great respect and kindness ; snd did gire them 
great satisfaotioD, making it my endeaTour to inform them 
what it vas they irere to expect from me, and what was the 
duty of other people ; this being my only way to proBerve 
myself, after all my puns and trouble. They did ask many 
qaestions, and demanded other books of me, which I did ffva 
them very ready and acceptable anewere to ; and, npon the 
whole, I do oheerre they do go aboat their bnaineBs like men 
resolved to go' through with it, and in a very good method, 
like men of nnderstand'-ng. They have Mr. Jessop, their 
secretary: and it ia pretty to see that they are fun to find 
oat an old-fashioned man of Cromwell's to do their bosiDess 
for them, aa well as the Parliament to pitch npon snch, for 
the most part, among the lowest of people that were broaght 
into the House, for Commission ers. I went away, giving and 
receiving great satisfaction; and eo to White Hall to the 
CommissionerB of the Treasury : where, waiting some time, I 
there met with Colonel Biroh ; and he and I fell into dis- 
course ; and I did give him thanks for his Idndnees to me in 
the Parliament-house, both before my face and behind my 
back. He told me that he knew me to be a man of the old 
way of taking pains, and did always endeavour to do me right, 
and prevent any thing that was moved that might tend to mj 
injury ; which I was obliged to bim for, and thanked Mm. 
Thence to talk of other things, and the wont of money: and he 
told me of the general want of money in the country ; that 
land sold for nothing, and the many pennyworths he knows of 
lands and honses upon them, with good titles in bis country, at 
16 years' purchase : " and," says he, " though I am in debt, 
yet I have a mind to one thing, and that ia a Bishop's lease ;" 
but said, " I will yet choose such a lease before any otber, 
because I know ^ey cannot stand, and then it will fall into 
the King's hands, and I in pOBsession shall have an advantage 
by it." Says be, "I know they must fall, and they are now 
near it, taking all the ways they can to undo themselves, and 
showing us the way;" and thereupon told me a story of the 
present quarrel between the Bishop' and Dean' of Coventry

And Licbfi^ ; the former of whom did exeommnnicatc tho 
Istter, and cansed hie excommmtioation to be read in the 
Church vhtle he was there ; and, after it was read, the Dean 
made the Berriee he gone throng with, tbongh himself, an 
excommnnicate, was present, which is contrary to the Gbbod, 
and said he woold jtutif; the Ghwr therein against the Bishop ; 
and BO they are at law is the Arches ' about it ; which is a 
very pretty story. He tells me that the King is for Tolera^ 
tioo, though the Bishops be agunst it : and that he do not 
doubt bnt it will be carried in Pacliament ; bat that he fears 
aome will stand for the tolwatiBg of Papists with the rest ; 
and that he knows not what to say, bnt rather thinks that 
the sober party will be without it, rather than have it upon 
those terms ; and I do beliere so. I to make a visit to Mr. 
Godolphin^ at his lodgings, who is lately come from Spain 
from my Lord Sandwich, and did, the other day, meeting me 
in White Hall, compliment me mightily, and eo I did offer 
him this rmt, but missed him. To my bookbinder's, and 
there, till late at night, binding up my second part of my 
Tangier accounts, and I all the while observing his working, 
and his manner of gtldiog of books with great pleasure, and 
so home. This day GriSn did, in disoourse in the coach, 
pat me in the head of the little house by our garden, where 
old goodman Taylor pnta his brooms and dirt, to make me a 
stable of, which I shall impreve, so as, I think, to be able to 
get me a stable without much charge, which do please me 
mightily. It is observed, and is true, in the late fire of 
London, that the fire burned just as many Fansh-Chnrches as 
there were hours from the beginning to the end of the Sre ; 
and, next, that there were just as many Churches left stand- 
ing as' th^re were taverns left standing in the rest of the City 
that was not burned, being, I think, thirteen in all of each : 
which is pretty to observe.

To the Office till past two o'clock ; where at 
the Board some high words passed between Sir W. Pen and 
Z, b^nn hy me, and yielded to b; him, I being in the right 
in finding fault wi^ him for his neglect of duty. Home, my 
head mighty Ml of business now on my bands: vis., t^ 
finishing my Tangier Accounts ; of anditing my last year's 
Accounts ; of iH*eparing answers to the Conunissioners of Ao- 
oonnts ; of drawing np several important letters to the Dnke 
of York and the Commissioners of the Treasury ; the marry- 
ing of my sister ; the building of a coach and stables against 
Bommer, and the setting many things in the Office right; 
«nd the drawing np a new form of Contract with the Vic- 
tualler of the Navy, and several other things, which pains, 
however, will go through with. 

2d. (Lord's day.) All the morning setting my hooka in 
order in my presses, for the following year, their number 
being much increased since the last, so as I am fain to lay by 
several books to make room for better, being resolved to keep 
no more than jost my presses will contain. A very good 
dinner we had, of a powdered leg of pork and a loin of Iamb 
roasted. 

8d. To the Dnke of York's house, to the play, "The 
Tempest," which we have often seen, and particularly this day 
I took pleasure to learn the time of, the seaman's dance. 

4th. To Kate Joyce's, where the jury did sit where thej 
did before, about her husband's death, and their verdict put 
off for fourteen days longer, at the suit of somebody, under 
pretence of the King ; but it is only to get money out of her 
to compound the matter. Butrthe tmtb is, something they 
will make out of Stillingfleete's sermon, which may trouble 
ns, he declaring, like a fool, in his pulpit, that he did confeaa 
that his losses in the world did make him do what he did. 
This vexes me to see how foolish our Protestant Divines are, 
while the Papists do make it the duty of Confessor to ht 
secret, or else nobody would confess their sine to them. All 
being put off for to-day, I took my leave of Kate, who is 
mightily troubled at it for her estate sake, not for her hos- 
band ; for her sorrow for that, I perceive, is all over.

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5th. To the CommusionerB of Accon&ts, where X was 
called in, and did take an oath to declare the truth to what 
they should ask me, which is a great power, I douht more 
than the Act do, or as some say can, give them, to force a 
man to ewear against himself; and so they fell to enquire 
about the bosineBB of priEe-gooda, wherein I did answer them 
as well as I could, in everything the juat truth, keeping my- 
self to them. I do perceive at last, that, that they do laymoat 
like a fault to me was, that I did buy goods upon my X^ord 
Sandwich's declaring that it was with the King's allowance, 
and my betieying it, without seeing the King's allowance, which 
IB a thing I will own, and doubt not to justify myself in. 
But what vexed me most was, their having some watermen 
by, to witness my saying that they were rogues that had 
I betrayed my gooda, which was upon some discontent with one 
of the watermen that I employed at Greenwich, who I did think 
did discover the goods sent from Rochester to the Cnstom- 
House officer ; but this can do me no great harm, They were 
inquisitive iuto the minutest particulars, and had had great 
information ; but I think that they can do me no hurt — at 
the worst, more than to make me refund, if it must be known, 
i^t profit I did make of my agreement with Captain Cocke ; 
and yet, though this be all, I do find so poor a spirit within 
me, that it makes me almost out of my wits, and puts me to 
eo much pain, that I cannot think of anything, nor do any- 
thing but vex and fret, and imagine myself undone. After they 
had done with me, they called in Gaptun Cocke, with whom 
they were shorter ; and I do fear he may answer foolishly ; but 
I hope to preserve myself, and let him shift for himself as well 
as he can. Mr. Cooke come for my Lady Sandwich's plate,' 
which I must part with, and so endanger the losing of my 
money, which I lent upon my thoughts of securing myself by 
that plate. But it is no great sum — but 602. : and if it most be 
loet,,better that, than a greater sum. I away back again, to 
find a dinner anywhere else, and so I, first, to the Ship 
Tavern, thereby to get a sight of the pretty mistress of the 
faoBse, with whom I am not yot acquainted at all, and I do 
' B«* 13lb CeMubar, IMT, «M. 
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Always find ber ecolding, and do beliere she is an iH-natored 
deril, that I have no great desire to speak to her. Mr. 
Moore mightily commends my Lord Hinchingbrobe's match 
and Lady, though he buys her 10,000/. dear, by the jointure 
and settlement hia father makes her; and says that the Duke 
of York and Duchess of York did come to see them in bed 
together, on their vedding-night, and hew my Lord had fifty 
pieces of gold taken ont of his pocket that night, after he was 
in bed. He tells me that an Act of Comprehension is likely 
to pasa this Farlipment, for admitting of all persuasions in 
religion to the public observation of their particular worship, 
bnt in certain places, and the persons thfirein concerned to be 
listed of this, or that -Church ; whioh, it is thought, will do 
them more hurt than good, and make them not own their 
persuasion. He tells me that there is a p&rdon passed to

his hand, but made it go by immediate warrant ; or at least 
they knew that he wonld not pasa it, and so did direct it to 
go by immediate warrant, that it might not come to Mm. He 
tells me what a character my Lord Sandwich hath sent over 
of Mr. Godolphio, as the worthiest man, and such a friend to 
him as he may be trusted in any thing relating to him in the 
irorld; as one from whom, he says, he hath infallible assu- 
rances that he will remaine his friend : which is very high, 
but indeed they say the gentleman is » fine man. 

6th. Sir H. Cholmly tells me how the Parliament, which

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is to meet again t«-d»;, are hkelj to fall heavj od the bmi- 
nees of the Duke of Buckingham's pardon ; and I ehalt be glad 
of it: and that the King hath put ont of the Gonrt the two 
Hidea,' mj Lord Chancellor's two Bons, and also the Bishops 
of Rochester' and Winchester,^ the Utter of whom should have 
preached before him yesterday, being Ash-Wedneadaj, and had 
his sermon ready, but was pat by ; which is great news. My 
wife being gone before, I to the Dnke of York's playhouse ; 
where a new play of Etheredge's,' called " She would if she 
Goold ;" and thongh I was there by twoao'clock, there was 
1000 people put back that could not have room in the pit : 
and I at last, because ray wife was there, made shift to get - 
into the ISd. box, and there saw; but. Lord ! how full was 
the house, and how silly the play, there being nothing in the 
world good in it, and few people pleased in it. The King was 
there ; but I sat mightily behind, and could see but little, and 
hear not all. The play being done, I into the pit to look for 
my wife, it being dark and raining, but could not find her ; 
and so Btaid goiug between the two doora and through the pit 
an bonr and half, I think, after the play was done ; the people 
staying there till the rain was OTer, and to talk with on« 
another. And, among the rest, here was the Duke of Buck- 
ingham to-day <^nly sat in the pit ; and there I fonnd him 
with my Lord Buckhurat, and Sedley, and Etheredge, the 
poet ; the last of whom I did hear mightily find fault with the 
actors, that they were out of humour, and had not their parts 
perfect,' and that Harris did do nothing, nor could so much 
as sing a ketch in it ; and so was mightily concerned : while 
all the rest did, through the whole pit, blame the play as a 
silly, dull thing, though there was something very roguish and 
witty; but the design of the play, and end, mighty insipid. 
At last I did find my wife; and with her was Betty Turner,

So I got a eoach, and a hnmonr took m, 
and I carried them to Hercules I^larB, and tbere did ^ve 
Hieia a kind of a sapper of about T«., and very merry, and 
home round the town, not tlirough the niines ; and it was 
pretty how the coachman by mistake drives os into Uie niines 
from London-wall into Coleman Street : and would persuade 
me diat I lived there. And the truth is, I did think that he

Met my cozen, Roger Pepys, the Parliament meeting 
yesterday and adjourned to Monday next ; and here, he tells 
me that Mr. Jackson, my sbter's servant,' is come to town, 
and hath this day suffered a recovery on his estate, in order 
to the making her a settlement There is a great triall 
between my Lord Gerard and Garr to-day, who is indicted for 
his life at the King's Bench, ft^ running from his colours ; but 
aH do say that my Lord Gerard, though he designs the rain 
(tf this man, will not get any thing by it. To the Commis- 
' sioners of Accounts, and there presented my books, and was 
made to sit down, and used with much respect, otherwise than 
the other day, when I come to them as a criminal about the 
boranesB of prizes. I sat here with them a great while, while - 
my books were inventoried. I find these gentlemen to sit all 
day, and only eat a bit of bread at noon, and a glass of wine ; 
and are resolved to go through their baeineBS with great 
severity and method. Met my cozen Boger again, and Mr. 
■Jackson, who is a plain young man, handsome enough for ISll, 
one of no education nor discourse, bat of few words, and one 
sltogether that, I think, will please me well enoogh. My 
oozen had got me to give the odd sixth 1001. presently, which 
I intended to keep to the birth of the first cluld : and let it 
go — I shall be eased of the care. So there parted, my mind 
pretty well satisfied with this plain fellow for my sister, though 
I shall, I see, have no pleasure nor content in him, ae if he 
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bftd been s man of reading and parts, like Cnmberland. 
Lord Bronncker, and W. Pen, and I, and with ns Sir Arnold 
Breamee, to the King's playhouse, and there saw a piece of 
*' Love in a Mate," a doll, silly play, I think ; and after the 
p)ay, home with W. Pen and his son Lowther, whom wo mst 
there. 

8th. Cosen Roger and Jackson by appointment come to 
dine with me, and Creed, and -mtj merry, only Jackson hath 
few words, and I like him never the worse for it. The great 
talk is of Omt'b coming off in all his trials, to the disgrace of 
my Lord Gerard, to that degree, and the ripping np of so 
many notorious rogueries and cheats of my Iiord's, that my 
Lord, it is thought, will be mined ; and, aboye all, do show 
the madness of the House of Cktmmons, who rejected the peti* 
^n of this poor man by a comfainatbn of a few in the House ; ' 
and, much more, the base proceedings. Just the epitome of all 
our publick managements in this age, of the House of Lords, 
that ordered him to stand in the pillory for those very things, 
without hearing and examining what he hkth now, by the 
seeking of my Lord Gerard himself, cleared himself of, in 
open Court, to the gaining himself the pity of all the world, 
and shame for erer to my Lord Gerard. To the Sti'and, to 
my bookseller's, and there bought an idle, rogu^h French 
book, which I have bought in plain binding, aToiding the 
buying of it better bound, beoaose I resolre, as soon as I 
have read it, to bum it, that it may not stand in the list of 
books, nor among them, to disgrace them if it ahoold be 
found. My wife well pleased with my sister's match, and 
designing how to,be merry at their marriage. 

9th. (Lord's day.) Pegg Pen ' was brought to bed yoaterday

-who would sign with him in his negociations there, being a 
forward yoong man : but that my Lord mastered him in that 
point, it being ruled for my Lord here, at a hearing of a Con^ 
mittee of the Cooncil. He says that if my Lord can eompasi 
a peace between Spain and Portagall, and hath the doing of 
it and the honour himself, it will be a thing of more honour 
than ever any man had, and of as much advantage. Thenoe 
to Westminster Hall, where the Hall mighty full : and, among 
other things, the House begins to sit to-day, and the £ing 
came.

in Athens, with ropes about their necks. By and by the King

rather to declare plainly, and, once for all, the truth of th« 
irhole, and what mj profit hath been, than be forced at lastr 
ta do it, and in the meuitime live in pun ; and with this reeo<v 
lotioB OD my part I d^arted, with some more satitfaction of 
mind, though with less of profit than I expected. It was 
pretty here to see the heaps of money upon this lawyer's table ;- 
and more to see bow be bad not smce last night spent aaj 
time upoa our business, bat begun wiUi tellbg os that we werft 
not at all concerned in that Act ; which was a total mistake 
by his not luving read over the Act at all. This morning my 
wife in bed told me the story of pur Tom and Jane : how tbd 
rogae did first demand her consent to love and marry him, 
and then, with pretence of displeasing me, did slight her; but 
both he Ukd she have confessed the matter to her, and she hath 
eha^ed him to go on with his love to her, and be tme to her^ 
which, for my lore to her, because she is in love with him, I 
' am pleased with ; but otherwise I tbink she will have no good 
bargaiQ of it But if I do stand, I do iutend to give her 502. 
in money, and do them all the good I can in my way. 

12th; Boger Pepys, and Sir Thomas Orewe, and Hr.Qeorgs 
Montago, are mighty busy how to save my Lord's name from 
being in the Beport for anything which the Committee is 
commanded to report to the House of the miscarriages of the 
late war. Thence with cosen Roger to his lodgings, and there 
sealed the writings with Jackson, about my sister's marriage: 
and here my cosen Roger told me the pleasant passage of a 
fellow's bringing a bag of letters to-day, into the lobby of the 
House, where he left Uiem, and withdrew hunself without 
ftbserration. The bag bemg opened, the letters were found all 
of one siie, and directed with one hand: a letter to most of 
the Members of the House. The House was acquainted with 
it, and voted they should be brought in, and one opened by 
the Speaker ; wherein if he found any thing onfit to eomma-

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nicate, to propose & Committee to be cboBen for it. The 
Speaker opening one, found it only a case with a Hbell in it, 
printed : a satire most sober and bitter as ever I read ; and 
every letter was the same. So tbe House fell a-scratnbling 
for Uiem like boys : and my ooEen Roger had one directed to 
him, vbich he lent me to read. Mr. Boablon come late to 
me ; and going to tlie gate with him, I fonnd his lady and 
another fine lady sitting an hour together, late at night, in 
their ooach, while he was with me, which is so like my 
wife, that I was mightily taken with it, though troubled 
for it. 

13th. Mr. Brisband tells me in discourse that Tom Eilli- 
grew hath a fee out of the Wardrobe fixt cap and bells, nnder 
the title of the King's Foole or Jester ; and may revile or 
jeere any body, the greatest person, without offence, by the 
privilege of his place. The House was called over to-day. 
This morning Sir G. Carteret come to the Office to see and 
talk with me : and he assures me that to this day the King 
is the most kind man to my Lord Sandwich in the whole 
world ; that lie himself do not now mind any public buai- 
ness, but suffers things to go on at Court as they will, he 
seeing all likely to come to ntin: that this morning the Duke 
of Tork sent to him to come to make ttp one of a Committee 
of the Council of Navy Affairs ; apoa which, when he came, 
he told the Dnke of Tork he was none of them : which shows 
how things are now-a-days ordered, that there should be a 
Committee for the Navy ; and the Lord Admiral knows not 
the persons of it ! And that Sir G. Carteret and my Lord 
Anglesey should be left out of it, and men wholly improper 
pat into it. I do hear of all hands that there is a great dif- 
ference at this day between my Lord Arlington and Sir W. 
Coventry, which I am sorry for. 

14th. (TalentiQe's day.) Cp, being called up by Mercer, 
who come to be my Valentine, and I did give her a guinnj 
in gold for her Valentine's gift. There comes Roger Pepjs 
betimes, and comes to my wife, for her to be his Valentine, 
whose Valentine I was also, by agreement to be so to her 
every year ; and this year I find it is likely to cost 41, or 5^ 
in a ring for her, which she desires. I to my Office, to perfect 
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nj Narrative abont prise-goods ; and did carry it to tlw 
ComtnisBioners of AoconnU, vho did receive it with great 
klDdDQss, KDd ezpreas great value of, and respect to me : and 
mj heart is at rest that it is lodged there, in so full truth and 
plunsess, though it ma; hereafter prove some loss to me. 
But here I do see they are entered into many enquiries about 
prieee, by the great attendance of commanders and others 
before them, irhich is a work I am not sorry for. Thence I 
away, with my bead busy, bat my heart at pretty good ease, 
to the Old Exchange, and there met Mr. Bcnblon. I prayed 
him to discourse with some of the merchants that are of the 
Committee of AccouDts, to see how tbey do resent my paper, 
and in general my particular in relation to the business of the 
Navy, which he hath promised to do carefully for me. Here 
it was a mighty pretty sight to see old Mr. Houblon, whom I 
never saw before, and all his sons abont him, all good mer- 
chants.' To visit Colonel Thomson, one of the Committee of 
Accounts, who, among the rest, is mighty kind to me, and is 
likely to mind onr bu^ess more than any ; and I would be 
glad to have a good understanding with him. Thence after 
dinner to White Hall, to attend the Duke of York, where I 
did let him know, too, the troublesome life we lead, and par- 
ticularly myself, foy being obliged to such attendances every 
day as I am, on one Committee or another. And I do find 
the Duke of York himself troubled, and willmg not to btt 
troubled with occasions of having bb name used among th« 
Parliament, though he himself do declare that he did give 
direotions to Lord Bronncker to discharge the men at Chatham 
by ticket, and will own it, if the House call for it, but not 
"else. Thence I attended the King and Council, and some of 
the rest of us, in a business to be heard about the value of 
a ship of one Dorriugtoa'a ; and it was pretty to observe how 
Sir W. Pen— making use of this argument against the validity 
of an oath, agunst the King, being made by the master's 
mate of the ship, who was but a fellow of about 23 years of 
age — the master of the ship, against whom we pleaded, did 
Bay that he did think himself at that age capable of being 
master's mate of any ship ; and do know that he, Sir W. Pen, 
'SMlMHircb, U«6,ai>ta! 
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was 80 himself, and in no letter degree ftt tlut age himself: 
which word did strike Sir W. Fon mad, and made him opes 
his month no more ; and I saw the King and Dnke of York 
irink at one another at it. This done, we into the gallerj ; 
and there I miked with several people, and among others my 
Lord Bronnoker, who I do find under mnoh tronble BdU about 
the business of the tickets, his very case being brought in, as 
is said, this da; in the Report of the Misoarriages. And he 
seems to lay mud) of it on me, which I did clear and satisfy 
him in ; and would be glad with all my heart to serre Mm in, 
and have done it more than he hath done for himself, he not 
deserving the least blame, but commendations, for this. I 
met with my cozen Roger Fepya and Creed ; and from them 
understand that the Report was read to-day of the Mjscuriages, 
wherein my Lord Sandwich is named about the basiiieaa I 
mentioned this morning ; but I will be at rast, for it can do 
bim no hurt. Our bosiness of tickets is sonndly up, and 
many others : so they went over them again, and spent then 
sU the morning on the firet, which is the dividing of the 
fleete; wherein hot work was, and that amoag great men, 
PnTy-OouBcillors, and, they say, Sir W, Coventry ; but I do 
not much fear it, but do hope that it will show a little, of the 
Duke of Albemarle and the Prince to have been advisers in 
it : but whereas they ordered that the King's Speech shoold 
be considered to-day, they took no notice of it at all, bat are 
really come to despise the King in all possible ways of showing 
it. And it was the other day a strange saying, as I am told 
by my cozen Roger Fepys, in the Hoose, when it was moved 
that the King's speech should be considered, that though the 
first part of the Speech, meaning the league that is there 
talked of, be the only good publick thing that hath been done 
since the King come into Eogland, yet it might bear with 
being put off to consider, till Friday next, which was this day. 
Secretary Morrice did this day in the Honse, when they talked 
of intelligence, say that he was allowed but 700Z. a year for 
intelligence,* whereas, in Cromwell's time, he [Cromwell] did 
allow 70,000^ a-year for it ; and was confirmed therein by 
Colonel Birch, who said that thereby Cromwell carried the 
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secrete of all the princes of Europe at tie girdle. ^Hie House 
k in a most broken condition ; Dobodjr adhering to any thing, 
bnt reviling and finding fanlt: and now quite mad at the 
Undertakers, as they are commonly ealled, Littleton, Lord 
Tanghan, Sir B. Howard, and others that are brought over 
to the Conrt, and did undertake to get the King money ; bat 
they despiflfl, and they will not hear, them in the House; 
and the Court do aa mnch, seeing that they cannot be osefol 
to them, as was expected. In short, it is plun that the King 
will never be able to do any thing with this Parliament ; and 
that the only likely way to do better, for it cannot do worse, 
is to break this and call uiother Parliament ; and some do 
think that it is intended. I was told to-night that my Lady 
Oastlemaine is so great a gamester as to have won 15,0007. 
in one night, and lost 25,0007. in another night, at play, and 
hath played lOOOi: and 15001. at a cast. 

15th. Till midnight almost, and till I had tired r&j own 
backe, and my wife's, and Deb's, in titleing of my books for 
ike present year, and in setting them in order, which is now 
done to my very good satisfaction, thoogh not altogetber so 
completely as I thiok they were the last year. 

16tb. (Lord's day.) All the morning making a catalogue of 
my books. Mr. HoUiard put in, and dined with my wife and me. 
His story of love and fortune, which hath been very good and 
very bad in the world, well worth hearing. Much discourse 
about the bad state of the Church, and how the Clergy are come 
to be men of no worth in the world; and, as tJie world do now geQ&- 
lally discourse, they must be reformed ; and I believe the Hie- 
rarchy win in a little time be shaken, whether they will or no ; 
the King being offended with them, and set upon it, as I hear. 

17th. All the morning getting'some things more ready 
■gainst the afternoon for the Committee of Accounts, which 
' did give me great trouble, to see how I am forced to danc9 
after them ht one place, and to answer Committees of Parlia- 
ment in another. Great high words in the House on Saturday 
last, upon the first part of the Commitee's Report about the 
dividing of the fleete ; wherein some would have the oonnsels 
of the King to be declared, and the reasons of them, sod who 
82* 
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did gtre them ; vhere Sir W. Corentry Itud open to them the 
consequGDces of doiog that, that Uie King Tonld oever hare 
any honeat and wise men ever to be of his Council. They 
did here in the House talk boldly of the King's bad coon- 
sellors, and how they all must be turned out, and many 
others, and better brought in : and the proceedinga of the 
Long-Parliament in the beginning of the war were called to 
memory: and the King's bad intelligence was mentioned, 
wherein they were bitter agunst my Lord Arlington, saying, 
among other things, that whatever Morrice's was, who declared 
he had but 760f. a year allowed him for intelligence, the King 
paid too dear for my Lord Arlington's, in giving him 10,0002. 
and a barony for it. Sir W. Coventry did here come to hia 
defence, m the business of the letter that was sent to call 
back Prince Bnpert, after he was divided from the fleete,' 
wherein great delay was objected ; but he did show that he 
sent it at one in the momiDg, when the Duke of York did 
give him the instructions after supper that night, and did 
clear himself well of it : only it was laid as a fault, which I 
know not how he removes, of not sending it by an express, 
but by the ordinary post ; but I think I have heard he did 
send it to my Lord Arlington's, and that there it lay for some 
hours ; it coming not to Sir Philip Uoniwood's hand at Pmts- 
motith' till fonr in the afternoon that day, being about fifteui 
or sixteen hours in going; and about this, I think I have 
heard of a falling out between my Lord Arlington, heretofore, 
and W. Coventry. Some mnttcrings I did hear of dissolving 
the Parliament; but I think there is no ground for it yet, 
though Oliver would have dissolved them for half the trouble 
and contempt these have put upon the King and his councils. 
The dividing of the fleetc^ however, is, I hear, voted a mis- 
carriage, and the not building a fortification at Sheernesse:* 
and I have reason every hour to expect that tbey will vote 
the like of our paying men off by ticket ; and what the con- 
sequence of that will be, I know not.

So to Charing Croaa stairs, and to Sir W, Coventry's,' 
who tells me how he hath been perseoated, and how W is 
yet well come off in the basincN of the dividing of the fleete, 
and the sending, of the letter. He expects next to be 
troubled about the business of bad officers in the fieete, 
wherein he will bid them name whom they call bad, and he 
will justify himself, having never disposed of any bat by the 
Admiral's liking.

he is sa idle and insignificant a fellow as ever came into the 
fleete. I well remember what, in mirth, he said to me this ' 
morning, when upon this discourse he said, if ever there was 
another Dutch war, they should not find a Secretary ; " Nor," 
said I, " a Clerk of the Acts, for I see the reward of it ; and, 
thank God ! I have enough of my own to buy me a good 
book and a good fiddle, and I have a good wife ;" — "Why," 
Bays be, " I have enough to buy me a good book, and shall

Up to my 
wife, not owning my being at a play, and there she shows tne 
her ring of a Tnrkey-stone [turqnoiae], set with little sparks 
of dyuaonds, which Z am to give her, as my Valentine, and I 
am not mnch troubled at it. It will cost me near 5^ — sho 
costing me bnt little compared with other wives, and I have 
not many occasions to spend money on her. 

Idth. With my wife out with Deb., to buy some things 
against my sister's wedding. In the evening to White Hall, 
where I find Sir W. Coventry a great while with the Duke 
of York, in the King's drawing-room, they t»o talking 
together all alone, which did mightily please me. I do bear 
how La Roche, a French captain, who was once prisoner here, 
being with his ship at Plymouth, hath played some freakes 
there, for whioh his men being beat out of Ae town, he 
hath put »p a flag of defiance, and also, somewhere there- 
about, did land with hie men, and go a mile into the country, 
and did some pranks, wbich sounds {vetty odd, to oar dis- 
grace, bnt we are in condition now to bear any thing. Bat, 
blessed be Qod ! all the Court is full of good news of my 
Lord Sandwich's having made a peace between Spain and 
Fortogall,' which is mighty great news, and, above all, to my 
Lord's honour, more than any thing he ever did ; and yet I 
do fear it will not prevul to secure him in Parliament against 
incivilities there. 

20di. The Honse most of the morning npon the business 
of not prosecuting the first victory ; which tbey have voted 
one of the greatest miscatriages of the whole war, though 
ibey cannot lay the fault any where yet, becHase Harman is 
not come home. Dined, and by one o'clock to the King's 
hoose: a new play, "The Duke of Lerma," of Sir Robert 
Howard's : wh«r« the King and Goort was ; and Knipp and 
Noll spoke the prologue most excellently, especially Knipp, 
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vbo 8pok& beyond an; creature I ever heard.' The play 
designed to reproach oar King with his nuEtresses, that X was 
troubled for it, and expected it should be intempted; bat it 
ended all well, which sslred all. 

21st. Cornea to me young Captain Beckford,* the slop- 
seller, and there presents me a little purse with gold in it, 
it being, as he told me, for his present to me, at the end of 
the last year. I told him I had not done him any service I 
knew of. He persisted, and I refused ; and telling him that 
it was not an age to make presents in, he told me he had 
reason to present me with something, and desired me to 
accpt of it, which, at his ao urging me, I did.. Towards 
Westminster, and met my Lord Brouncker, &nd W.Pen, and 
Sir T. Harrey, in King's Street, coming away from the Par- 
liament House ; and so I to them, and to the French ordinary, 
at the Blue Bella, in Loncolne's Inn Fields, and there dined 
and talked. And, among other things, they tell me how the 
House this day is atill aa backward for giving any money as 
ever, and do declare they will first have an account of the 
disposals of the last Poll-bill, and eleven months' tax : and 
it is pretty odde that the very fi;:at sum mentioned in the 
account brought in by Sir Robert Iiong, of the disposal of 
the Poll-bill money, is 50001. to my Lord Arlington for 
intelligence ; which was mighty unseasonable, so soon after 
they had bo much cried out against his want of intelligence. 
The King do also own but 25O,000Z., or thereabonts, yet paid 
on the Poll-bill, and that he hath charged 850,000t upon 
it. Thia makes them mad ; for that the former Poll-bill, 
that was ao much lesa in ita extent than the last, whioh took 
in all sexes and qualities, did come to 850,000/1 Upon the 
whole, I perceive they are like to do nothing in thia matter 
to please the King, or relieve the State, be the case never 
so pressing; and, therefore, it is thought by a great many 
that the King cannot be worse if he should dissolve them: 
bat there is nobody dares advise it, nor do he consider any 
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thing himself. Thence, having dined for 20^., we to the 
Bnke of York at White Hall, and there had our usual 
andience, and did little hot talk of the proceedings of Parlia- 
ment, wherein he is as much troubled as we ; for he is not 
without fears that they do ajme at doing him hurt ; but yet 
he declares that he will never deny to owno what orders he 
hftth given to any man to justify him, notwithstanding their 
having sent to him to desire his being tender to take upon 
him the doing any thing of that kind. Met with Colonel 
Birch and Sir John Lovther,' and did there in the lobhy 
read over what I have drawn up for our defence, wherein 
they own themselves mightily satisfied ; and Birch, like a 
particular friend, do take it upon him to defend us, and do 
mightily do me right in all his discourse. Discoursed with 
several members, to prepare them in our business agiunst to- 
morrow. My cozen Boger Fepys showed me Granger's 
written confession,' of his being forced by imprisonment, kc, 
by my Lord Qerard, most barbarously to confess his forging 
of a deed in behalf of Fitton, in the great case between him 
[Fitton] and my Lord Gerard ; which business is under

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examination, and ia the foulest against my Lord Gerard that 
ever nny thing in the world was, and will, all do believe, 
mine him ; and I shall be glad of it. Comes m; wife to me, 
who bath been at Pegg Fea'a ohristening,' vlueh, she aajs, 
bath made a flutter and noise ; but was as mean aa could be, 
and but little aompanj, just like all the rest that fiunily do. 
22d. By coach through Ducke Lane, and there did buy 
Eirtcher'e Mnsurgia,^ cost me SS>., a book I am migbty glad 
of, expecting to find great satisfactioa in it. To Westminster 
Hall and the lobby, and up and down there all the morning, 
and the Lords' House, and heard the Solicitor>GeneraI plead 
very finely, as be' always do ; and this was in defence of the 
East India Company, against a man' that complains of wrong 
from them. And so with my wife, and Mercer, and Deb., 
who come to the Hall to me, I away to the Beare, in Drury 
Lane, and there bespoke a dish of meat ; and, in the mean 
time, sat and aung with Mercer ; and, by and by, dined with 
mighty pleasure, and excellent meat, one little dish enough for 
US all, and good wine, and all for 8i. To the Dake'a play- 
house, and there saw " Albumazar," an old play, this the 
second time of acting. It is said to have been the ground of 
B.Jonaon's " Alchymist;" but, saving the ridiculonsnease of 
Angoll's part, which is called Trinkilo, I do not see any thing 
extraordinary in it, but was indeed weary of it before it was 
done.* The King here, and, indeed, all of us, pretty merry 
at the mimique tricks of Trinkilo.

Up, and, being desired by a messenger 
from Sir G. Carteret, I by water over to Southwarke, and bo 
iralked to the Falcon, on the Bank-side, and there got another 
boat, and so to Westminster, where I wonld have gone into 
the Swan; but the door was locked ; and the girl could not 
let me in, and flo to Wilkinson's, in King Street, and there 
-wiped my shoes, and ao to Court, where sermon not yet done. 
I met with Brisband ; and he telts me, first, that our business 
of tickets did come to debate yesterday, it seems, after I was 
gone awsj, and Was voted a miscarriage in general. Be tells 
me that there is great looking after places, apoa a presumption 
of a great many Tacanoiea; and he did show me a fellow at 
Court, a brother of my Lord Fanshaw'a,' a witty but rascally

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tells me that there is a letter sent by coaejaney to some of the 
House, whicfi he hath seen, ahoat the manneT of selling of 
places, which he do believe he shall be called upon to-morrow 
for : and thiols fainuelf well prepared to defend himself in it ; 
and then neither he, nor his friends for him, are afraid of any* 
thing to his prejudice. Thence hy coach, with Brbbaad, to 
BxT Q. Carteret's in Lincoln's Inn Fields, and there dined : a 
good dinner and good company ; and after dinner he and I 
alone, discoorsing of my Lord Sandwich's matters ; who hath, 
in the first bnsiness before the House, been very kindly lued 
beyond expectation, the matter being laid by. till his coming 
home: and old Mr.V&ughan did speak for my Lord, which 
I am mighty glad of. The business of the prises is tlie worst 
that can be said, and therein I do fear something may lie hard 
upon him ; bnt, against this, we must prepare the best we can 
for his defence. Thence with Sir G. Carteret to White Hall,

of Jewells, of one kind or other; and I am glad of it, for it is 
fit the wretch should have something to content herself with. 
24th. At my bookseller's, and did buy "L'illnstre Bassa,*'* 
in four volumes, for my wife. Meeting Dr. Gibbons,' he and 
I to see an organ at the Dean of Westminster's lodgings at 
the Abhy, the Bishop of Roobester's ;* where he lives like a 
great prelate, his lodgings being very good ; though at present 
under great disgrace at Court, being pot by, his Clerk of the 
Closet's place. I saw his lady,^ of whom the Terra Filial of 
Oxford was once so merry; and two children, whereof one a 
vwy pr etty little boy, like him, bo fat and black. Here I saw 
the organ ;. hut it is too big for my house, and the fashion do 
not please mo enough ; and therefore I will not have it.

25th. Comee W. Howe to me, to advise what answer to 
give to the hnsinese of the prises, wherein I did ^ve him the 
best advice I conld; but am sorry to see bo many things, 
wherein I doubt it will not be prevented but Sir Roger Cut- 
tance and Mr. Pierce will be found very much concerned in 
goods beyond the distribution, and I doubt my Lord Sand- 
wich, too. I took my wife and Deb. up, and to the Nuraery, 
and there saw them act a comedy, a pastorall, " The Faythful 
Shepherd," ' having the curiosity to see whether they did a 
comedy better than a tragedy; bnt they do it both alike, in 
the meanest manner, that I was sick of it ; bat I shall see 
them no more. My wife hath bought a dressing-boz, and 
other things for her chamber and table, that cost me above 
il. I do perceive, by Sir W. Warren's discoOrse, that the 
House do an they can possibly to get out of him and others, 
what presents they have made to the Officers of the Navy ; 
but he tells me that he hath denied all,, though he knows that 
he is forswoili as to what relates to me. 

26th. After dinner comes W". Howe to tell me how he sped, 
who says he was used civilly, and not bo many questions asked 
as he expected ; but yet I do perceive enough to shew that 
they do intend to know the bottom of things, and where to 
lay the great weight of the disposal of these East India goods, 
and that, they intend plwily to do upon my Lord Sandwich. 
To Westounster Hall, where, it being now about six o'clock, 
I find the House just risen ; and met with Sir W. Coventry 
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and the Lieutenant of the Tower, they having sat all daj ; 
and with great difGcnIty have got a vote for giving the King 
800,000^, not to bo raised by anj land-tax. The sum is much 
smaller than I expected, and than the King needs ; hot ie 
grounded upon Mr. Wren's reading our estimates the other day 
of 270,000^., to keep the fleete abroad, wherein we demanded 
nothing for setting and fitting of them out, which will cost 
ahnost 200,000/., I do verily believe : and do believe that thft> 
King hath no eanse to thank Wren for this motion. I home 
to Sir W. Coventry's lodgings, with him and the Lientenant 
. of the Tower, where also was Sir John Coventry, and Sir 
John Doncomb, and Sir Job Charleton.' And here a great 
deal of good discourse : and they seem mighty glad to have 
this vote pass, which I did wonder at, to see them so well 
satisfied with so small a sum. Sir John Snncomb swearing, ag 
I perceive he will freely do, that it was aa much as the nation 
could beare. Among other merry discourse about spendiug 
,of money, and how much more chargeable a man's living is 
now than it was heretofore, Duncomb did swear that in France 
he did live on lOQl. a year with more plenty, and wine and 
wenches, than he believes can be done now for 200Z., whiolt 
was pretty odd for bim, being a Oommittee-mau's son, to say. 
Home in Sir John Kobinson's coach, aud there to bed. 

27th. With my wife to the King's bouae, to see "The 
Yirgin Martyr,'" the first time it hath been acted a great 
while : and it is mighty pleasant ; not that the play is worth 
much, but it is finely acted by Beck Marshall. But that 
which did please me beyond any thing in the whole world wai 
the wind-mnsick when the angel comes down, which is so 
■weet that it ravished mej and indeed, in a word, did wrap up 
my Boni so that it made me really sick, Just as I have formerly 
boen when in love with my wife ; that neither then, nor all 
the evening going home, and at home, I was able to think of

I did also present 
a demand of mine for oonsideration for my travelling-charges 
of coach and boat-hire daring the war, which, dioagh his 
Koyal Highness and the company did all like of, yet, contrary 
to my expectation, I find him so jealoos now of doing any 
thing extraordbary, that he desired the gentlemen that they 
wonid consider it, and report their minds in it to him. This 
did nnsettle my mind a great while, not expecting this stop; 
but, however, I shall do as well, I know, though it caoses me 
ft little stop. Bat that, that troubles me most is, that while 
we were tbaa together with the Duke of York, comes in Mr. 
Wren from the House, where, he tells ns, another storm hath 
been all this day almost against the OfBcers of the Kavy npoa 
this complfunt, — that though they have made good roles ft>r 
payment of tickets, yet that ihej have not observed theia 
themselves, which was driven so high as to have it urged that 
we should presently be put out of our places : and so th^ 
have at last ordered that we shall be heard at the bar of the 
Hoose upon this business on Thursday next. This did 
mightily trouble me and ns all ; but me particularly, who va 
least able to bear these troubles, though I have the least cause 
to be ooncemed in it. Thenoe, therefore, to visit Sir H. 
Cholmly, who hath for some time been Ul of a Cold ; and 
thence walked towards Westminster, and met Colonel Birch, 
who took me back to walk with him, and did give me an 
acconnt of this day's heat against the Navy Officers, and an 
account of his speech on our behalf, which was very good; 
and indeed we are much beholden to him, as I, after I parted 
with him, did find by my cozen Roger, whom I vent to : uid 
he and I to bis lodgings. And there he did tell me the same 
over again; and how Birch did stand np in onr defenoe; and

th&t he do see that tbere are many desironB to have us out 
of the Office ; and the House is so furious and passionate, 
that he thinks nobody can be secure, let him lieBervo neret 
BO well. But now, he tells me, we shall have a fair hearing 
of the Honae, and he hopes justice of them : but, npon the 
whole, he do agree with me that I should hold my hand as to 
making any purchase of land, which I had formerly discoursed 
with him about, till we see a little further how matters go. 
He tells me that what made them so mad to-day first was, 
BOTerftl letters in the House about the Fanatickes, in several 
places, coming in great bodies, and turning people out of the 
churches, and there preaching themselves, and pulling the 
Bsrplice over the Parsons' heads ; this was confirmed from 
several places ; which makes them stark mad, especially the 
hectors and bravadoes of the House, who show all the zeal on 
this occasion. . 

29th. Sir G. Oarteret did come to discourse about the 
prize business of my Lord Sandwich's, which I perceive is 
likely to be of great ill coneeqaence to my Lord, the House 
being mighty vehement in it. We could say little bat 
advise that his friends should labour to get it put off, till be 
oomes. We did here talk many things over, in lamentation 
of the present posture of affairs, and the ill condition of all 
people that have had anything to do under the King. They 
tell me how Sir Thomas Allen hath taken the Englishmen 
out of La Roche's ship, and taken from him an Ostend priie 
vhich La Roche had fetched out of one of our harbours ; 
and at this day La Roche keeps upon our coasts ; and had 
the boldness to land some men and go a mile up into the 
'country, and there took some goods belonging to this prise 
oat of a house there;' which our King resents, and, they 
Bay, hath wrote to the King of France about ; and every- 
1>ody do think a war will follow ; and then in what a case we 
shall be for want of money, nobody knows. Wrote to my 
father, and sent him Colvill's' note for 600/. for my sister's 
portion, being glad Uiat I shall, I hope, have that buaineBS 
over before I am out of place, and I trust I shall be able to 
0ave a little of what I have got ; for I am weary of this life. 

■ Bm llth f^K, mtc ' The g«liimith'i. 
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March Ist. (Lord's day.) Up very betimes, and by coach 
to Sir W. CoTentry'fl ; and there, largely carrying with me all 
my notes and papers, did run orer oar whole defenoe ia ibe 
business of tickets, in order to the aoBwering the House on 
Thnrsdaj next ; and I do think, nnlesa they be set without 
reason to min na, we shall make a good defence. I find him 
in great anxiety, though he will not discover it, in the bnu- 
nesa of the proceedings of Parliament ; and would as little aa 
is possible hare his name mentioned in our disoourae to them ; 
and particularly tbo business of selling places is bow upon hia 
hand to defend himself in ; wherein I did help him in hia 
defence about the flag-maker'a place, which ia named in the 
House. We did here do the like about the complaint of 
want of Tictuals in the fieete in the year 1666, which will lie 
upon me to defend also. In lieu of a coach this year, I have 
got my wife to be contented with her closet being made up 
this summer, and going into the country this summer for a 
month or two, to my father's, and there Mercer and Deb and 
Jane shall go with her, which I the rather do for the enter- 
taining my wife, and preventing of fallings out between hsr 
and my father or Deb. To Mrs. Martin's, and here I was 
mightily taken with a starting which she hath, that was the 
King's, which he kept in his bed-chamber; and do whistle 
and talk the most and best that ever I heard anything in my 
life. Spent the evening talking with W. Hewer about busi- 
ness of the House, and declaring my expectation of all our 
being tamed out. 

2d. Mr. Moore wm with me, and do tell me, and bo W. 
Hewer telle me, he hears this morning that all the town ia 
full of the discourse that the Officers of the ITavy shall be all 
turned out, but honest Sir John Minnes, who, God knows, ia 
fitter to have been turned out himself than any of us, doing 
the King more hurt by his dotage and folly than all the rest 
can do by their knavery, if they had a mind to it. This day 
I have the news that my sister was married on Thursday last 
to Mr. Jackson ; so that work ia, I hope, well over. 

8d. Up betimes to work again, and then mot at the Office, 
where to our great businees of this answer to the Parliamont ; 
where to my great vexation I find my Lord Biouacker pre- 
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pared only to exctae himself, while I, that have least reaaoD 
to trouble myself, am preparing with great pains to defend 
them all : and more, I perceive, he vould lodge the be^- 
sing of discharging ships by ticket npon me ; bat I care not, 
for I believe I shall get more hononr by it when the Parlia- 
ment, against my will, shall see how the whole business of 
the OfBce was done by me. I with my clerks to dinner, and 
thence presently down with Lord Bronncker, W. Pen, T. 
Harvy, T. Middleton, and Hr. Tippets, who first took iia 
place this day at the table, as a Commissioner, in the room of 
Commissioner Fett. Pown by water to Deptford, where the 
King, Queen, and Court are to Bee launched the new ship 
built byMr.Shi^, called "The Charles."' God send her 
better luck than the former!^ Here some of our brethren, 
who went in a boat a little before my boat, did by appoint- 
ment take opportunity of asking t^e King's leare that we 
might make full use of the want of money, in our eiouse to 
the Parliament for the business of tickets, and other things 
they will lay to our charge, all which arise &om nothing else : 
and this the King did readily agree to, and did give ue leave 
to make onr full use of it. The ship being well launched, I 
back again by boat. 

4th. Vexed and slckish to bed, and there slept about three 
hours, and then waked, and never in so much bauble in all 
my life of mind, thinking of the task I have upon me, and 
upon what dissatisfactory grounds, and what the issue of it 
may be to me. 

6tb. With these thoughts I lay troubling myself till six 
o'clock, restless, and at last getting my wife to talk to me to 
comfort me, which she at last did, and made me resolve to 
quit my hands of this Office, and endure the trouble no 
longer than I can clear myself of it. So with great trouble, 
but yet with some ease, from the discourse with my wife, I 
up, and at my Offioe, whither come my clerks, and I did 
hnddle the best I could some more notes for my discourse to- 
day, and by nine o'clock was ready, and did go down to the 
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Old Swan, and there by boat, with T. Harvey and W. Hewer 
witb mc, to Westminster, where I foand myself come time 
enough, and my brethren all ready; But I fnll of thoaghts 
aad trouble touching the issue of this day; and, to comfort 
myself, did go the Xktg and drink half-a-pint of mulled 
Back, and in the Hall [Westminster] did drinli a dram of 
brandy at Mrs. Hewlett's ; and with the warmth of this did 
find myself in better order aa to courage, troly. So we all 
up to the lobby; and between eleven or twelve o'clock, were 
called in, with the mace before as, into the House, where a 
mighty full House; and we stood at the bar, namely, 
Brouncker, Sir J.Minnes, Sir T. Harvey, and myself, W. 
Pen being in the House, as a Member. I perceive the 
whole House waa full of expectation of our defence what it 
would be, sad with great prejudice. After the Speaker had 
told us the dissatisfaction of the House, and read the Beport 
of the Oonmiittee, I began onr defence most acceptably and 
smoothly, and continued at it without any hesitation or losse, 
but with full scope, and all my reason free about me, as if it 
had been at my own table, from that time till past three in 
the afternoon ; and so ended, without any interruption from 
the Speaker ; but we withdrew. And there all my Fellow- 
Officers, and alt the world that was within hearing, did cod- 
gratolate me, and cry up my speech as the best thing they 
ever heard; and my Fellow-Officers were overjoyed in it; 
and we were called in again by and by to answer only one 
question, touching our paying tickets to ticket-mongers ; and 
BO out ; and we were in hopes to have had a vote this day in 
our favour, and so the generality of the House was ; but my 
speech, being bo long, many had gone out to dinner and come 
in again half drunk ; and then there are two or three that are 
professed enemies to. us and everybody else ; among others, 
Sir T.Littleton, Sir Thomas Lee,' Mr. Wiles, the coxcomb 
whom I saw heretofore at the cock-fighting, and few others ; 
I say, these did rise up and speak against the coming to a 
vote now, the House not being full, by reason of several being 
at din ner, but most because that the House was to attend the 
* or Hutwell, Bnoti ; nwWd % BwiniH lOM. 
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King tbis aftenioon, about the buaineaB of religion, wherein 
they pray bim to put ia force ail the laws sgainst Noncon- 
fonnists Kod Papists ; and tbis prevented it, bo that tbey pat 
it off to to-morrow come Be'nnight Howevn*, it is plain we 
have got great ground ; and everybody says I have got the 
most honour that any could have bad opportunity of getting; 
and so our hearts mightily overjoyed at this success. We all 
to diuuOT to my Lord Brouncker'a — that ia to say, myself, T. 
Harvey, and W . Pen, and there dined ; and thence to Sir 
Anthony Morgan, who is an aoqnaintance of Brouncker'a, a 
very wise man, we after dinner to the King's bouse, and there 
saw part of "The Discontented Colonel." To my wife, 
whom W. Hewer bad told of my success, and she ovetjoyed ; 
and, after talking awhile, I betimes to bed, having bad no 
quiet rest a good while. 

6tb. Up betimes, and with Sir I>. Qauden to Sir W. 
Coventry's chamber : where the first words he said to me 
was, " Good-morrow, Mr. Pepys, that must be Speaker of 
the Parliament-house ;" and did protest I bad got honour for 
ever in Parliament He stud that his brother^' that sat by 
bim, admires me ; and another gentleman said that I could 
not get less than 1000^. a-year if I would put on a gown and 
plead at the Obancery-bar; but, what pleases me most, he 
tells me that the Solicitor-General* did protest that be thought 
I spoke tbe best of any man in England. After several talks 
with him alone, touching bis own businesses, he carried me to 
White Hall, and there parted ; and I to the Duke of York's 
lodgings, and find him going to tbe Park, it being a very fine 
morning, and X after him ; and, as soon as he saw me, he told 
me, with great satisfaction, that I had converted a great many 
yesterday, and did, with great praise of me, go on with the 
discourse with me. And, by and by, overtaking the King, 
the King and Duke of York came to me both ; and he^ said, 
" Mr. Pepys, I am very glad of your success yesterday ;" and 
fell to talk of my well speaking ; and many of tbe Lords 
there. My Lord Barkeley did cry me up for what they had 
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beard of it; and others, Parliament-men there, about the 
King, did say that they never heard such a speech in thrar 
lives delivered in that manner. Progere, of the Bedchamber^ 
swore to me afterwards before Brouncker, in the afternoon^ 
that he did tell the King that he thought I might match the 
Solicitor- General. ' Every body that saw me almost came to 
me, as J(weph Williamson and others, with such eulogys as 
cannot be expressed. From thence I went to Westminster 
Hall, where I met Mr. G. Montagu, who came to me and 
kissed me, and told me that he had often heretofore kissed 
my hands, but now he would kiss my lips : protesting that I 
wa« another Cicero, and said, all the world said the same of 
me. Mr. Ashbumham, and every creature I meet there of 
the Parliament, or that knew anything of the Parliament's 
actings, did salate me with this honour: — Mr. Godolphin ; — 
Mr. Sands, who swore he would go twenty miles, at any 
time, to hear the like again, and that he never saw so many 
sit four hours together to hear any man in his life, as there 
did to hear me ; Mr. Chichly, — Sir John Dnncomb, — and 
everybody do aay that the kingdom will ring of my abilities, 
and that I have done myself right for my whole life : and so 
Oaptain Cocke, and others of my friends, say that no maa 
had ever such an opportunity of making bis abilities known ; 
and, that I may cite all at once, Mr. Lieutenant of the Tower 
did tell me that Mr. Vanghan did protest to him, and that in 
his hearing, he said so to the Duke of Albemarle, and after- 
wards to ^ W. Coventry, that he had sat twenty-siz years in 
Parliament and never heard such a speech there before : for 
which the Lord God make me thankful ! and that I may make 
use of it not to pride and vwn-glory, but that, now I have 
this esteem, I may do nothing that may lessen it ! I spent 
the morning thus walking in the Hall, being complimented 
by everybody with admiration : and at noon stepped into the 
Legg with Sir William -Warren, who was in the Hall, and 
there talked about a tittle of his business, and thence into the 
Hall a little more, and bo with him by coach as far as the 
Temple almost, and there 'light, to follow my Lord Brouncker's 
coach, which I spied, and so to Madam WiUiams's, whero I 
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orertook him, and agreed upon meeting this aAemoon. To 
White Hall, to wait on the Duke of York, where he again 
and all the company magnified me, and Bevoral in the Gal- 
lery : among others, my Lord Gerard, who oeTer knew me 
before nor spoke to me, desires his being better acquainted 
with mo ; and [eaid] that, at table where he was, be never 
beard so much said of any man as^ of me, in hie whole life. 
Bo waited on the Duke of York, and thence into the Gallery, 
where the Hoitae of Lords wuted the King's «oming out of 
ike Park, which he did by and by ; and there, in the Vuie- 
roome, my Lord Keeper delivered a message to the King, the 
Lords bemg about him, wherein the Barons of England, from 
many good argamenls very well expressed in the part he read 
out of, do demand precedence in England of all noblemen of 
either of the King's other two kingdoms, be their title what 
it will ; and did show that they were in England reputed but 
as Commoners, and sat in the Hoaae of Commons, and at 
conferences witblhe Lords did stand bare. It was mighty 
Torth my hearing : but the King did only say that he would 
consider of it, and so dismisBed them.' Thence, with the 
Lieutenant of the Tower, in Ida coach home ; and there, with 
great pleasure, with my wife, talking and playing at cards a 
little — she, and I, and W. Hewer, and Deb. 

Tth. Mercer, my wife, Deb», and I, to the King's play- 
house, and there saw "The Spanbb Gipsies, "^ the second 
time of acting, and the first I saw it. A very silly play, only 
great variety of dances, and those most excellently done, espe- 
cially one part by one Hanes,' only lately come thither from

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the Nursery, an nnderBtanding fellow, bat yet, they say, hath 
spent 1000/, a-year before he come thither. This day my 
wife and I full of thoughts abont Mrs. Pierce's sending me 
vord that she, and my old company, Harris and Knipp, wonld 
come and dine with us next Wednesday, how we shonld do — 
to receive or pat them off, my head being, at this time, so 
full of businees, and my wife in bo mind to have them neither, 
and yet I desire it. 

8th. (Lord'sday.) To WhiteHall, where metwithverymaay 
people still that did congratulate my speech the other day in 
the House of Commons, and I find all the world almost rings of 
it. With Sir W. Coventry, who I find full of care in his own 
hnsiness, how to defend himself gainst those that hare a mind 
to choice him ; and though I believe, not for honour and for 
the keeping his employment, bat for safety uid reputation's 
s^e, is desirous to preserve himself free from blame. He 
desires me to get information against Captain Tatnell, thereby 
to diminish his testimony, who, it seems hath a mind to do 
W, Coventry hurt : and I will do it with all my heart; foe 
Tataell is a very rogue. He would be glad, too, that I could 
find anytbingproperforhis taking notice against Sir F.Hollis. 
To dinner with Sir 6. Carteret to Lincoln's Inn Fields, where 
I find mighty deal of company — a solemn day for some of bis 
and her friends, and dine in the great dining-room above 
stairs, where Sir G. Carteret himself, and I, and his son, at a 
little table, the great table being full of strangers. Here my 
Lady Jem. do prooiae to come, and bring my Lord Hinching- 
broke and his lady some day this week, to dinner to me, 
which I am glad of. After dinner, I up with her husband, 
Sir Philip Carteret, to his closet, where, beyond expectation, 
I do find many pretty things, wherein he appears to be inge- 
niooa, such as in painting, and drawing, and making of 
watches, and such kind of things, above my expectation; 
thoogb, when all is done, he is a sneake, who owns his owing 
me lot for his lady two'or three years ago, and yet cannot 
provide to pay me.' 

dtb. By coach to White Hall, and ther« met Lord 
' He mtwH th* Tkealr* npw ercdil: w* mu, p. m. 
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BroDDcker : and he and I to tbe Commisaionas of th« Tm- 
aniy, where I find them inightj kind to me, nrare. I think, 
tbao w«s wont. Asd here I also ntet Colvill, the ^Idsmith; 
who tells Dte, with great joj, how the world apcm the 'Change 
talks of me; and how seTcial Parliammt-^nen, vis., Bos- 
eawen ' and Major [lionel] Walden, of Hnntingdon, who, it 
seems, do deal with hira, do say how bntTel; I did speak, and 
Hat the Hoose was ready to hare giren nte thanks for it: 
bat that, I think, is a vanity. 

10th. Het Sir B. Brookes, who do mightily cry ap my 
speech the other day, saying my fellow-officers are obliged to 
me, as indeed they are. With Sir D. Gmnden homewards, 
calling at Lineolne'-s Inn Fields : bat my Lady Jemim^ wu 
not within: and so to Newgate, where he stopped to giro 
directious to the jaylot about a Knight, one Sir Thomas Hal- 
ford,^ bronght in yesterday for killing one Colonel T«npl^ 
falling oat at a taveme. Home ; and there comes Mr. Mo4ve 
to me, who tells me that he fears my Lord Sandwich will 
meet with very great difficulties to go throogh abont the 
prizes, it being foand that he did give orders for more than 
Ae Bang's letter do justify ; and then for the Act of Resump- 
tion, which he fears will go on, and is designed only to do 
him hurt, which btinbles me much. He tells me be believes 
tbe Parliament will not be brought to do anything in matters 
of religion, but will adhere to tbe Bishops. To sapper, where 
I find W. Joyce and Harman come to see us, and there was 
also Mrs. Mercer and her two daughters, and here we were 
as merry as that fellow Joyce could make us with his mad 
talking, after the old wont, which tired me. But I was 
mightily pleased with his singing ; for the rogue hath a very 
good eare, and a good voice. Here he stayed tiU he was 
almost drunk, uid then away at about tea at night, and then 
all broke ap.

MeetiDg Mr. Colrill, I walked with him to hie 
building, where he is building a fine house, where he formerly 
lived, in-Lumbard Street: and it will be a very fine street. 
So to Westminster ; and there walked, till by and by comee 
Sir W. CoTentry, and with him Mr. Chichly, and Mr. Andrew 
Newport.' I to dinner with them to Mr. Chichly's, in Queene 
Street, in Covent Garden. A very fine house, and a man 
that lives in mighty great fashion, with all things in a most 
extraordinary manner noblo and rich about him, and eats m 
the French fashion all ; and mighty nobly aerved with his 
Berrants, and very civilly ; that I was mightily pleased with 
it : and good discourse. He is a great defender of the Church 
of England, and against the Act of Comprehension, which is 
the work of this day, about which the House is like to sit till 
night. After dinner, with them to Westminster. About four 
o'clock, the House rbes, and hath put off the debate to this 
day month. In the mean time, the King faatii put out his 
proclamations this day, as the House desired, for the putting 
in execution the Act against nonconformists and papists. 
Here I met with Roger Pepys, who is come to town, and 
hath been told of my performance before the House the other 
day, and is mighty proud of it. Captain Cocke met me here, 
and told me that the Speaker says be never beard such a 
defence made, in all his life, in the House; and that the 
Solicitor- General do commend me even to envy. I carried 
cozen Roger as far as the Strand, where, spying out of the 
coach Colonel Charles George Cocke, formerly a very great 
maUt and my father's customer, whom I have carried clothes 
to, but now walks like a poor sorry sneake, he stopped, and 
I 'light to him. This man knew me, which I would have wil- 
lingly avoided, so much pride I had, he being a man of mighty 
height and authority in his time, but now signifies nothing. 

12th. To Gresham College, there to show myself; and was 
there greeted by Dr. Wilkins, Whistler, and others, as the 
patron of the Navy Office, and one that got great fame by 
my late speech to the Parliament. Then home to supper, 
and to talk with Mr. Felling, who tells me what a fame I

18tb. To fit myself for attending the Parliament again, not 
to make any more speoob, irbioh, while my fame is good, I 
will avoid, for fear of losing it ; but only to answer to what 
objections will be made against «8. Roger Pepys took me 
aside, and told me how he was taken np by one of the Hotue 
yesterday, for moving for going on with the King's snpply of 
money, without regard to the keeping pace therewith, with 
the looking into nuscarriagea, and was told by this man pri- 
vately that it did arise because he had a kinsman concerned 
therein; and therefore be would prefer tbe safety of his 
kinsman to tbe good of the nation. Bat I did bid him be at 
no pain for me ; for I knew of nothing bat what I was very 
well prepared to answer; and so I think I am. At nooo, all 
of us to Chatelin's,' tbe Fretfch house in Covent Garden, to 
dinner — Bronncker, J. Minnee, W. Pen, T. Harvey, and 
myself: and there had a dinner cost ua St. 6d. a-piece, a base 
dinner, which did not please us at all. My head being fiiU 
of to-morrow's dinner, I to my Lord Crewe's, there to invite 
Sir Thomas Crewe ; and there met with my Lord Hinching- 
broke and his lady, the first time I spoke to her. I saluted 
her ; and she mighty civil; and, with my Lady Jemimab, do 
an resolve to be very merry to-morrow at my house. My 
Lady Hinchingbroke I cannot say is a beauty, nor ugly ; but 
is altogether a comely lady enough, and seems very good- 
humoured. Thence home ; and there find one laying of my 
napkins against to-morrow in figures of all sorts, which is 
nughty pretty ; and, it seems, it is his trade, and he gets 
much money by it ; and do now and then furnish tables with 
plate and linen for » feast at so much, which is mighty pretty, 
and a trade I could not have thought of. To Mrs. Turner, 
and did get her to go along with me to the French pewterer's, 
and there did buy some new pewter against to-morrow ; and

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thence to White Hall, to have got a cook of her acqtuunt- 
uice, the best in England, aa Bhe says. Bnt after we had 
irith much ado found him, he could not come, nor was Mr. 
Oentleman in toim, vhom next I would have had, nor would 
Mrs. Stone let her man Lewis come, whom this man recom- 
mended to me ; BO tliat I was at a mighty loss what in the 
world to do for a cooks, Philips being out of town. There- 
fore, after staying here at Westminster a great while, we back 
to London, and there to Philips's, and his man directed us to 
Mr. Levett's, who could not come, and he sent to two more, 
and they could not ; so that, at last, Lerett as a great kisd- 
ness did reeol?e he would leare his baainess and oome himself, 
which set me in great ease in my mind. 

14th. Up very betimes, and with Jane to Levett's, there 
to conclude upon our dinner; and thence to the pewterer's, 
to buy a pewter sesteme,' which I have ever hitherto been 
without. Anon comes my company, tie., my Lord Hincbing- 
, broke and his lady, Sir Philip Carteret and his lady, Godolphin 
and my coien Roger, and Creed : and mighty merry ; and 
by and by to dinner, which was very good Mid plentifall : 
and I should have said, and Mr. George Montagu, who came 
at a very little warning, which was exceeding kind of him. 
And Uiere, among other things, my Lord bad Sir Samuel 
Morland's late invention for casting up of sums of £ iS. D.; 
which is very pretty, but not very useful. Most of our dis- 
course was of my Lord Sandwich and his family, aa being all 
of OS of the family ; and with extraordinary pleasure alt the 
afternoon, tbns together eating and looking over my closet: 
and my Lady Hinchingbroke I find a very sweet-natared and 
well-disposed lady, a lover of books and pictnres, and of good 
understanding. About five o'clock they went ; and then my 
wife and I abroad by coach into Moorefields, only for a little 
ayre. This day I had the welcome news of our prise being 
come safe from Holland, so as I shall have hopes, Z hope, of 
getting my money of my Lady Batten, or a good part of it.

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15th. (Lord's day.) Walked with &x W. OoTentry into the 
Park, and there met the King and the Duke of York, and 
iralked a good while with them: and here met Sir Jer. 
Smith, who tells me he is like to get the better of Holmes, 
and that when he is come to an end of that, he will do Hol- 
Ub'b boBiness for him, in the Bouse, for bis blasphemies, 
which I shall be glad of. So to White Hall, and there walked 
with this man and that man till chapel done, and the King 
dined : and then Sir Thtanas OUflbrd, the Comptroller,^ took 
me with him to dinner to his lodgings, where my Lord Ai^ 
lington and a great deal of good and great company ; where 
I very civilly used by them, and had a most excellent diiiner: 
and good disconrse of Spain, Mr. Godolphin being there; 
particularly of the removal of the bodies of all the dead 
Kings of Spain that could be got together, and brought to 
the Pantheon' at the Escuriall, when it was finished, and there 
placed before the altar, there to lie for ever : and there was 
a sermon mode to them upon this text, " Arida ossa, andite 
verbhm Dei ;"' and a meet excellent aermon, as they Bay. 

16th. To Westminster, by water, with Mr. Hater, and 
there, in the Hall, did walk all the morning, talking with 
one or other, expecting to have our business in the House ; 
but did now a third time wait to no purpose, they being all 
this morning upon the business of Barker's - petition about 
the making void the Act of Settlement in Ireland, which 
makes a great deal of hot work : and, at last, finding by all 
men's opinion they conld not come to our matter to-day, Z 
with Sir W. Pen home, and there to dinner, where I find, 
by Willett's crying, that her mistress had been angry with 
her : but I would take no notice of it.

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17th. To the Excise-Office, where I met Mr. Bsll, and did 
receire my paper I went for ; and there fell in tail with him, 
irfio, b«Dg an old cavalier, do swear and corse at the present 
state of tMngs, that we shonld be brongbt to thia, that we 
mnet be ondone and cannot be saved ; that Ae Parliament is 
sitting now, and wiQ till midnight, to find how to raise thu 
800,0002., and he donbta Aey will not do it so as to be 
seasonable for the King : but do cry ont against all oar great 
men at Goort ; how it is a fine thing for a Secretaiy of State 
to dance a jigg, and that it was not so heretofore ; and, above 
aO, do curse my Lord of Bristol!, saying the worst news tliat 
ever he heard in his life, or that the Devil could ever bring 
OS, was this Lord's coming to prayers the other day in the 
Honse of Lords, by which he is coming abont again from 
being a Papist, which will undo this natioij ; and he says he 
ever did say, at the King's first ooming in, that this nation 
oonld not be safe while that man was alive. The Honse, I 
hear, have this day concluded npon raising 100,0001. of the 
800,000^ by wine, and the rest by a poll-tax, and have 
resolved to exoose the Chnr^, in expectation that they will 
do the more of tbemselTes at this janotnre ; and I do hear 
4hat Sir W. Coventry did make a speech in behalf of the 
Clergy. 

18Ui. Cosen Boger do still contntne of the mind that there 
is no other way of saving this nation bat by dissolving tbia 
Parliament aad calling another; bnt there are so man; 
abont the King that will not be able to stand, if a new Pai^ 
liament come, that they will not persuade the King to it. 
To Dacke Lane, and there bought Montaigne's Essays, in 
English. To White Hall, where We and my Lord Bronncker 
attended the Council, to discourse abont the fitness of entering 
of men preseDtly for the manning of the fieete, before one 
ship is in condition ta receive them. Sir W. Coventry did 
^gne agunst it : I was wholly silent, because I saw the King, 
□pen the earnestness of the Prince, was willing to it, crying 
very eivilly, " If ever yon intend to man the fieete, without 
being cheated by Uie captains and pursers, you may go to 
bed, and resolve never to have it maimed ;" and so it was, 
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like other things, orer-raled that all rolnnteera Bhould be 
pr«8ent1y entered. Then there was another great bumeM 
about our BJgning of oertifioateB to the Exdiequar, for [prise} 
goods, upon the 1,250,0001. Act, which the OoBuniseioners of 
the Treasury did all oppose, and to the laying fault upon ub. 
Bat I did then speak to the jnstifTing what we had done, 
even to the angering of Btmcomh and Clifibrd, whioh I wu 
vexed at ; bat, for all that, I did set the Office and mjeelf . 
right, and went away with the viotory, my Lord Keeper 
saying that he woald not adrise the Cooneil to order ua to 
eign more oertificatee. Bat, before I began to say anything 
in this matter, the King and &a Dnke of Tork talking at the 
Conncil-tabte, before all the Iiords, of tiie Committee of His- 
oaniagea, how this entering of men before the sh^ could be 
ready would be reckoned a miacaniage; "Why," saye the 
King, " it is then bat Mr. Fepys making of another speech 
to them ;" which made all the Lords, and there were by also 
the Attorney and Solicitor-General, look vpaa me. Thence 
Sir W. Coventry, W. Pen, and I, by hackney-coach to take 
a little ayre in Hyde Parke, the first time that I have been 
there this year; and we did meet many coaches going. and 
coming, it being mighty pleasant weather ; and so, coming 
back agtun, I light in tiie Fell Mell ; and there went to see 
Sir H. Cholmly, who continoes very ill of his cold. And 
there same in Sir H. Yelverton, and Sir H. Cholmly com- 
mended to me his acquaintance, whioh the other reoeired, 
bat witbont remembering to me, <»* I to him, of oar being 
school-fellows together ; koA I said nothing of it. Bat he 
took notice of my speech the other day at the bar of the 
Hoose ; and indeed I perceive he is a wise man. Here ha 
do Bay that the town is foil of it, that now the Parliament 
hath resolved apon 800,0002. ; the King, instead of fifty, will 
set oat bat twenty-five shipe, and the Datoh as many ; and 
that South is to cotnmirad them, who is allowed to have 
the better of Holmes in the late diapote, and is in good 
esteem in the Parliaoient, above the other. Thence home, 
and there, in favour to my eyes, staid at home, reading the 
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ridieoloiu Hiator; of m; Lord Newcastle,' wrote b; his wife, 
which ehowB her to be a mad, conceited, ridiculoiu woman, 
and he an aase to anffer her to write what she writes to 
him, and of him. So to bed, my eyes being very t«d ; and 
I know not how in the world to abstain from reading, 

Idth. Walked all along Thunes Street, which I have not 
done since it was burned, as far as Billingsgate ; and there 
do see a brave street Hkelj to be, many brave honses being 
built, and of them a great many by Mr. Jaggard ; bat the 
raising of the street will make it mighty &ne. I was surprised 
with a tetter without a name to it, very well writ, in a good 
stile, giving me notice of my cozen Kate Joyce's being likely 
■ to ruin hvself by marriage, and by ill reports already abroad 
of her, and I do fear that this keeping of a inne may ^poil 
her, being a young and pretty comely woman, and thought 
to be left wdl. I did answer the letter with thanks and good 
liking, and am resolved to take the advice he' gives, and go 
to see her, and find out what I can : but if she will ruin 
herself, I cannot help it. 

20th. To Kate Joyce's to speak with her ; but company 
being with her, I only invited her to come and dine with me 
on Sunday next, and so away. All the evening pricking 
down some things, and tiding some condosionB upon my viall, 
in order to the inventing a better theory of moaiek than hath 
yet been abroad ; ai)d I think verily I shall do it. This day 
at Ooort I do hear that Sir W. Fen do command this summer's 
flaete ; and Mr. Frogers of the Bedchamber, as a secret, told 
me that the Prince Bupert ia troubled at it, and several friends 
of his have been with him to know the reason of it ; so that 
he do pity Sir W. Fen, whom he hath great kindness for, that 
he shoidd not at any desire of his be put to this service, and 
thereby make the Prince hia enemy, and contract more envv 
&om other people. 

21st. To the Office, and wrote my ietten, and then abroad 
to do several things, and pay what little scores I had, and

22d. {£aster day.) Walked to the Temple, and there got a 
ooach, and to White Hall, where spoke vith several people, 
and find by all that Pen ia to go to sea this year with the 
fieete ; and they excuse the Prince's going, by saying it is not 
a command great enough for faim. Here I met with Bria- 
band, and, after hearing the eervige at the King's chapel, 
where I heard the Bishop of Norwich, Dr. Reynolds, the old 
presbyterian, being a very plain sermon, he and I to the 
Queen's chapel, and there did hear the Italians sing; and 
indeed their mnsick did appear most admirable to me, beyond 
anything of onr's: I was never so well satisfied in my life 
with it. So home to dinner, where Kate Joyce was, as I in- 
vited her : and after dinner she and I alone to talk aboat her 
business, as I designed ; and I find her very discreet, and she^ 
assures me she neither do nor will incline to the doing any- 
thing towards marriage, without my advice, and did tell me 
that she had many offers, and that Harman and hia friends 
would fain have her ; but he is poor, and so it will not be 
advisable : bnt that there is another, a tobacconist, one Holin- 
shed, whom she speaks well of, to be a phun, sober man, and 
in good condition, that offers her very well, and submita to 
me by examining and inquiring after it. If I see good, it will 
be best for her to marry, I think, as soon as she can — • at 
least, tfi be rid of this house ; for the trade will not agree 
with a young widow, that is a little handsome. 

23d. At noon come Mrs. Pierce, and Mrs. Manuel, the 
Jew's wife, and Mrs. Corbet, and Mrs. Kerce's hoy and girl. 
Bnt we are defeated of Knipp, by her being forced to act to- 
day, and also of Harris, which did trouble me, they being my 
chief guests. However, I had an extraordinary good dinner, 
and the better because dressed by my own servants, and were 
mighty merry ; and here was Felling by chance come and 
dined with me; and after sitting long at dinner, I had a 
barge ready at Tower-wharfe, to take ns in, and eo we went all 
of OS, up as high as Bame-Elms, a very fine day, and all the 
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way sang ; and Mrs. Manuel Binge very finely, and is a mighty 
discreet, sober -carriaged woman, that both my wife and I an 
mightily taken with her. At Barne-£hsa we walked ronnd, 
and then to the barge agun, and had mnch merry talk, and 
good singing ; and come before it was dark to the Kew Ex- 
change stairs, and there landed, and walked up to Mrs. 
Pierce's, where we sat awhile, and then np to their dining- 
room. And BO, having a violin and theorbo, did fall to dance, 
here being also Mrs. Floyd come hither, and by and by iSx. 
Harris. Bnt there being so few of us that oonld dance, and 
my wife not being very well, we had not much pleasure in 
the dancing: there was Knipp also, by which with mnoh 
pleasnre we did sing a little, and so, about ten o'clock, I took 
coach with my wife and Deb, and so home. 

24th. Comes to me Mr. Shish, to desire my appearing fw 
. him to succeed Mr. Christopher Pett,' lately dead, in his place 
of Master-Shipwright of Deptford and Woolwich, which I do 
resolve to promote what I can. To White Hall, and there to 
the Duke of York's chamber, where I understaitd it is already 
resolved by the King and Duke of York that Shish shall have 
the place. From the Duke's chamber Sir W. Coventry and 
I to walk in tbe Matted Gallery; and there, among oth«r 
things, he tells me of the wicked design that now is at last 
contrived against him, to get a petition presented from people 
that the money they have pud to him for their places may be 
repaid them back ; and that this is set on by Temple and 
Hollis of the Parliament, and, among other meftn people 
in it, by Captain Tatnell : and he prays me that I will ow 
some efiectual way to sift Tatnell what he do, and who puts 
him on in this business, which I do undertake, and vrill do 
with all my skill for his service, being troubled that he is still 
under this difficulty. Thence back to White Hall, where 
great talk of the tumult at the other end of the town, about 
Moore-fields, among the 'prentices, taking the liberty of these 
holydays to pull down brothels.' And, Lord I to see the ap-

80 
Creed, whom I met here, and I to Lincolne'a Inn-fields, 
thinkiog to have gone into the fields to have seen the 'pren- 
tices; hot here we found these fields full of soldiers all in a 
body, and my Lord Craven commanding of them, and riding . 
up and down to give orders, like & madman. And some 
jonng men we saw bron^t by soldiers to the Guard at White 
Hall, and overheard others that stood by say, that it was only 
for pulling down the brothels ; and none of the bystanders 
finding fanlt with them, but rather of the soldiers for hinder- 
ing them. And we heard a Jnsdee of Peace this morning 
say to the King, that he had been endeavouring to suppress 
this tumult, but could not ; and that, imprisoning some of . 
them in the new prison at Clerkenwell, the rest did come and 
break open the prison and release them; and that they do give 
out that they are fbr pulling down the brothels, which is one 
of the great grievances of the nation. To which the King 
made a very poor, cold, insipid answer : " Why, why do they 
go to them, then ^" and that was all, and bad no mind to go 
on with the diseonrse. Met Sir F. Holiis, who do still tell me 
that, above all things in the world, he wishes he had my 
tongue in his month, meaning since my speech in Parliament. 
He took Lord Brouncker and me down to the guards, he and 
his companybeing upon the guards to-day; and there he did, 
in a handstnne room to that purpose, make us drink, and did 
call for his ba^ipes, which, with pipes of ebony, tipt with 
silver, he did play beyond anything of that kind that ever I 
heard in my life ; and with great pains he must have obtained 
it, but with pains that the instrument do not deserve at all; 
for, at the best, it is mighty barbarous musick. To my 
chamber, to prick oat my song, "It is Decreed," intending

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to have it ready to pve Mr. Harris on Thursday, when we 
meet, for him to eing, believing that he will do it more right 
than & woman that eings better, unleea it were Kaipp, which I 
cannot have opportunity to teach it to. This evening I came 
home from White Hall with Sir W. Pen, who fell in talk 
about bis going to sea this year, and the difficulties that arise 
to hitn by it, by giving offence to the Prince, and occasioning 
envy to him, and many other things that make it a bad 
matter, — at this time of want of money and necessaries, and 
bad and uneven counsels at home, — for him to go abroad: 
and did tell me how much with the King and Duke of York 
he had endeavoured to be excused, desiring the Prince might 
be satisfied in it who hath a mind to go ; but he tells me they 
win not excuse him, and I believe it, and truly do judge it a 
piece of bad fortune to W. Pen. 

25th. Up, and walked to White HalT, there to wait on the 
Duke of York, which I did : and in his chamber there, first 
by hearing the Duke of Tork call me by my name, my Lord 
Burlington did come to me, and with great respect take 
notice of me and my relationship' to my Lord Sandwich, and 
express great kindness to me ; and so to talk of my Lord Sand- 
wich's coDcemments. By and by the Dnke of Tork is ready ; 
and I did wait for an opportunity of speaking my mind to 
him about Sir J. Minuea, hb being unable to do the King 
any service. The Duke of York and all with him this morn- 
ing were full of the talk of the 'prentices, who are not yet 
put down, though the guards and militia of the town have 
been in armes all this night, and the night before ; and the 
'prentjces have made fools of them, sometimes by running 
from them and flinging stones at them. Some blood hath 
been spilt, but a great many houses pulled down; and, among 
odiers, the Duke of York was mighty merry at that of Daman 
Page's, the great bawd of the seamen ; and the Duke of York 
complained merrily that he hath lost two tenants, by their 
houses being pulled down, who paid him for their wine licenses 
15L a year. But these idle fellows have had the confidence to 
eay that they did ill in contenting themselves in pulling down

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the little brothels, and did not go and pull down die great one 
at Wliite HalL And some of them hare the last night had a 
irord. among them, and it woe "Reformation and Bednce- 
ment." Thia do make the courtiers ill at ease to see thia 
spirit among people, thongh they thinlc this matter will not 
come to much : but it speaks people's minds ; and then thej 
do saj that there are men of understanding among them, that 
have been of Oromwell's army : bnt how true that is, I know 
not. With my wife to the King's playhouse to see " The 
Storme," which we did, but without mnch pleasure, it being 
bnt a mean pisy compared with " The Tempest," at the Duke 
of York's house, though &upp did act her part of grief very 
well. By coach to Islington, the old house, and then home, 
being in fear of meeting the 'prentices, who are many of 
them yet, they say, abroad in the fields. 

26th. To the Duke of York's house, to see the new play, 
called " The Man is the Master," ' where the house was, it 
being not one o'clock, very fiill. But my wife and Deb. being 
there before, with Mrs. Pierce and Corbet and Betty Turner, 
whom my wife carried with her, they made me room ; and 
there I eat, it costing me Si. upon them in oranges, at 6d. 
a-piece. By and by the King came ; and we sat just under 
him, BO that I dnret not turn my back all the play. The 
play is a translation out of French, and the plot Spanish, but 
not anything eztraordinary at all in it, though translated by 
Bir W. Da-venant, and so I found the King and his company 
did think meanly of it, though there was here and there some- 
thing pretty : but the moat of the mirth was sorry, poor stufle, 
of eating of sack posset and slabbering themselves, and mirth 
fit for clownes ; the prologue but poor, and the eptlogne little 
in it but the extraordinariness of it, it being snug by Harris 
and another' in the form of abidlad. Thence, by agreement, 
we an of us to the Blue Balls, hard by, whither Mr. Pierce 
also goes with us, who met ns at the ptsy, and anon comes 
Manuel, and his wife, and Knipp, and Harris, who brings with

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him Mr. Buiieter, the great master of musick ; and af^ much 
<liffica1ty in getting of mnsick, we to dancing, and then to a 
Bnpper of French dishes, which yet did not please me, a&d then 
to dance and Bing; and mighty merry we were till aboat 
eleven or twelve at night, with mighty great content in all my 
company, and I did, as I love to do, enjoy myself. My wife 
extraordinaiy fine to^ay, in ber flower tabby suit, bought a 
year and more ago, before my mother's death put her into 
monming, and so not worn till this day : and every body in 
love with it ; and indeed she is very fine and handsome in it. 
I having paid the reckoning, which come to almost 42., we 
partod : my company and William Batelier, who was also with 
US, home in a coach, round by the Wall, where we met so 
many stops by the Watcbes, that it cost us much time and 
some trouble, and more money, to every Watch, to them to 
drink ; this being encreased by the tronble the 'prMitices did 
lately give the City, so that the Militia and Watches are very 
strict at this time ; and we had like to have met with a stop 
for all night at the Constable's watch, at Mooregate, by a 
pragmatical Constable ; but we came well home at about two 
in the morning. This noon, from Mrs. Williams's, my. Lord 
Brouncker sent to Somerset House to hear how the Duchess 
of Kicbmond do ; and word was brought him that she is pretty 
well, but mighty full of the smallpox, by which all do conclude 
ahe will be wholly spoiled, which is the greatest instance of the 
uncertainty of beauty that could be in this age ; but then ehe 
hath had the benefit of it to be first married, and to have kept 
it so long, under the greatest temptations in the world from a 
King, and yet without the least imputation. This afternoon, 
at the play, Sir Fr. Hollis spoke to me aa a secret, and matter 
of confidence in me, and friendship to Sir W. Fen, who is now 
out of town, that it were well he were made acquunted that 
he finds in the Honseof Commons, which met this day, several 
motions made for the callii^ strictly again upon the Miscar- 
riages, and particularly in the business of the Frizes, and the 
not prosecuting of Uie first victory, only to give an afitont to 
Sir W. Pen, whose going to sea this year does give them 
matter of great dislike. 
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27th. To a Committee of Tangier, wliere I first imderatand 
that my Lord Sandvioh is, in his coming back from Spain, to 
step over thither, to see in what condition the place is, which 
I sm glad of, hoping that he will be able to do some good 
there, for the good of the place, wluch is so mnoh oat of order. 
To Hide Park, where many ooaches, but the dnst bo great, 
tiiat it was tronbleBome. This day, at noon, comes Mr. Fel- 
ling to me, and shows me the stone out lately out of Sir 
tKuMnas Adams,' the old comely Alderman's body, wluch is 
very large indeed, bi^er I think than my fist, and weighs 
above twenty-five ounces : and, which is very miraculous, he 
never in all his life bad any fit of it, but lived to a great age 
withont pain, and died at last of something else, witbont any 
sense of this in all his life. This day Creed at White Hall 
in discourse told me what information be hath had, from very 
good hands, of the cowardice and ill-government of Sir Jer. 
Smith and Sir Thomas Allen, and the repate they have both 
of them abroad in the Straights, from their deportment when 
they did at several times command there ; sad that, above all 
^iglisbmen that ever were there, there never was any man 
that behaved himself like poor Charles Wager, whom the 
Tery Moores do mention with teares sometimes. 

28th. Home to dinner with my clerks; and liioiigh my 
head fnU of business, yet I had a desire to end this holyday 
week with a play ; and so, with my wife and Deb., to the 
King's [Jayboiise, and there saw " The Indian Emperonr," a 
Tery good play indeed. My people tell me that they do verily 
doubt that the want of men will be so great, as we must press ; 
and if we press, there will be mutinies in the town ; for the 
seamen are said already to have threatened the pulling down 
of the Treasury Office ; and if they do once come to that, it 
will not be long before they come to our's. 

29th. (Lord's day.) To Church ; and there did first find 
a strange Reader, who could not find in the Service-book the

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place for churtdung vomen, but vas fain to change booki 
with the clerke : and dien a Btranger preached, a Beeming 
able man ; bnt B«id in his pnlpit that God did a greater tnak 
in raising of an oake-tree &om an acorn, than a man's body 
rtusi&g it, at the last day, from his dut, showing the possi- 
bility of the Resurrection : which was, meUionght, a strange 
saying. Gomes and dines with me W. Howe, and hj invita- 
tion Mr. Harris and Hr. Banister, most extraordinary com- 
pany both, the latter for mosick of all sorts, and the former 
for everything : here we sang, ssd Banister played on the 
theorbo, and afterwards on his flageolet. Harris do so coat:- 
mend my wife's picture of Mr. Hales's, that I shall have him 
draw Harris's head ; and he hath also persuaded me to hare 
Cooper draw my wife's, whidi though it cost 801., yet I will 
have done. I do hear by several that Sir W. Pen's going to 
sea do dislike the Parliament mightily, and that they have 
revived the Committee of Miscarriages to find something to 
prevent it ; and that he being the other day with the Puke 
of Albemarle to ask his opinion toocluHg his going to sea, 
the Duchess overheard and came in to him, and asked W. 
Pen how he durst have the confidence to offer to go to sea 
again, to the endangering the nation, when he knew himself 
sach a coward as be was, which, if true, is very severe. 

SOth. By coach to Common-garden CoSee-honse, where by 
appointment I was to meet Harris ; which I did, and also Mr. 
Cooper, the great painter, and Mr. Hales : and thence pr^ 
sently to Mr. Cooper's house,' to see some of his work, which 
is all in little, but so excellent as, thoagh I most confess I do 
think the colouring of the fiesh to be a little forced, yet the 
painting is bo extraordinary, as I do never expect to see the 
like again. Here I did see Mrs. Stewart's' picture as when 
a young maid, and now just done before her having the small- 
pox : and it would make a man weep to see what she was 
then, and what she is like to be, by people's discourse, now. 
Here I saw my Lord General's picture, and my Lord Arling- 
ton and Ashly's, and several others ; but among the rest one 
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Swinfen, that was Secretary to my Lord' Manchester, the Lord 
Chamberlain, with Cooling, done so admirably as I never saw 
any thing : bnt the misery was, this fellow died in debt, and 
never paid Cooper for bis picture ; but, it being seized on by 
his creditors, among his other goods, after his death, Cooper 
himself says that he did bny it, and give 251. out of his purse 
for it, for what he was to have bad bat 30/. Being infinitely 
satisfied with this sight, and resolving that my wife shall be 
drawn by him when she comes out of the conatry, I away 
with Harris and Hales to the Coffee-house, sending my people 
away, and there resolve for Hales to begin Harris's head for 
me, which I will be at the cost of. To White Hall and West- 
minster, where I find the Parliament still bogling aboat the 
raising of this money : and every body's mouth full now ; and 
Mr. Wren himself tells me that the Duke of Tork declares to 
go to sea himself this year; and I perceive it is only on this 
occasion of distaste of the Parliament against W. Pen's going, 
and to prevent the Prince's : but I think it is mighty hot 
counsel for the Duke of York at this time to go ont of the 
way ; but, Lord ! what a pass axe all our matters come to ! 
At noon by appointment to Cursitor's Alley, in Chancery 
Lane, to meet Captain Cocke and some other creditors of the 
Navy, and their Counsel, Pemberton, North,' Offly, and 
Charles Porter ; and there dined, and talked of the business 
of the assignments on the Ezcheqner of the 1,250,0002. on 
behalf of our creditors ; and there I do perceive that the 
Council bad beard of my performance in the Parliament-house 
lately, and did value me and what I said aoeordingly. At 
dinner we had a great deal of good diBCoarse about Parlia- 
ment : their number being uncertain, and always at the will 
of the King to increase, aa he saw reason to erect » new 
borongh. But all concluded that the bane of the Parliament 
hath been the leaving off the old custom of the places allowing 
wages to those that served them in Parliament, by which they 
chose men that understood their business and would attAid it, 
and they conld expect an account from, which' now they can- 
not : and 80 the Parliament is become » company of men nn-

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able to give scconnt for ^e interest of the place they serre 
for. ThcDCe, the meeting of the GonnBel with the King's 
Connsel thia afteraoon being pot off by reason of the death of 
Serjeant Maynard's lady,' I to White Hall, where the Parlia- 
ment was to wait on the King ; and they did : and he did 
think fit to tell them that they might expect to bo adjourned 
at Vniitsuntide, and that they might make haste to raise tbeir 
money ; but this, I fear, will displease them, who did expect 
to sit as long as they pleased. 

Slst My nncle Thomas dined with me, as he do every 
qoarter, and I paid him his pension ; and also oomes Mr. 
Bollier a little fuddled, and so did talk nothing bnt Latin, and 
langh, that it was very good sport to see a sober man in such 
a humour, though he was not drunk to scandal. Took ap my 
wife and Deb., and to the Park, where, being in a hackney, 
and they undressed, was ashamed to go into the tour,' but 
went round the pu-k, and so with pleasure home. 

April 1st. AU alone to the King's house, and there sat in 
on upper box, to hide myself, and saw " The Black Prince," 
a very good play ; but only the fancy, most of it, the same as 

' in the rest of my Lord Orrery's plays ; but the dance very 
stately ; bnt I did fall asleep the former part of tfae play. 
Thence called at my bookseller's, and took Mr. Boyle's Book 

. of Formes,' newly reprinted, and sent my brother my old one. 
Anon comes Mr. Turner to talk about the OflBce, and his place, 
which, by Sir J. Minnes's age and inability, is very imcom- 
fortahle to him, as well as without pro&t, or certainty what he 
shall do, when Sir J. Minnes dies, which is a sad condition 
for a man that hath lived so long in the Office as Mr. Tnmer 
has done. Bat he aymes to look for Mr. Ackworth's place,* 
in case he shoold be removed. Hie wife afterwards did take 
me into my closet, and give me a cellar' of waters of her own

2d. TJp, and by and by comes Betty Turner and her 
mother, and W. Batelier, and they and Deb., to whom I did 
give 10«. this morning, to oblige her, and also Jane, and so in 
two coaches set out about eight o'clock towards the carrier, 
there for to take coach for my father's ; but I meeting my 
Lord Angteaej going to the Office, was forced to 'tight in 
Gbeapside. To Mr. Porter's chamber, where Cooke and bis 
counsel, and so to the attorney's, whither the Solicitor-General 
come, and there, their oanse-abont their resignmenta on the 
1,250,000Z. Act was argued, where all that was to be said for 
them was said, and so answered by the goIicitor-G«neraI 
beyond what I expected, that I said not one word all my time, 
rather choosing to hold my tongue, and bo mind my reputa- 
tioQ with the Solicitor-General, who did mightily approve of 
my speech in Parliament, than say anything against him to no 
purpose. With Lord Brouncker to the Royatl Society, where 
they had just done ; but there I was forced to subscribe to the 
bnilding of a College, and did give 401^ ; and several others 
did subscribe, some greater and some less sums ; but several 
I saw hang off: and I doubt it will spoil the Society, for it 
breeds faction and ill-will, and becomes burdensome to some 
that cannot, or would' not, do it. Here, to my great contest, 
I did try the use of the Otacoustion,' whu^ was only a great 
glass bottle broke at the bottom, patting the neck to my eare, 
and there I did plainly hear the dancing of the oarea of the 
boats in the Thames to Arundel gallety window, which, with- 
out it, I could not in the least do, and may, I believe, be im- 
proved to a great height, which I am mighty glad of. 

8d. As soon as we had done with the Duke of Tork, we did 
Attend the Council; and were there called in, and did hear 
Hr. Solicitor [QeHeral] make his Report to the Council in the 
business of a complaint against us, for having prepared certi- 
ficates on the Exchequer for the further sum of 60,0001. ; 
which he did in a most excellent manner of words, bat most 
craelly severe against us, and so were some of the Lords Com- ■ 
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missioDerB of th« TreaBory, us men gtiilty of a practice irith 
the tradesmen, to the King's prejudice. I was unwilling to 
«nter into a contest vith them ; but took advantage of two or 
three words last spoke, and bronght it to a short issne in good 
words, that if we had the King's order to hold our hands, w« 
woatd, which did end the matter : and th^ all resolred wo 
should have it, and so it ended : and we away ; I vexed that 
I did not speak more in a cause so fit to be spoke in, and 
wherein we bad bo much advantage ; but perhaps I might 
have provoked the Solicitor and the ComnuBsioners of the 
Treasury, and therefore, since, I am not sorry that I forbore. 
This day I hear that Prince Knpert and Holmes do go to 
sea : and by this there is a seeming friendship and peace 
among our great seamen ; bnt the devil a hit is there any love 
among them, or can be. 

4th. To' White Hall. Took Aldgate Street in my way, and 
there called upon one Hayward, that makes virginalls, and 
there did like of a little espinette, and will have him finish 
it for me; for I had a mind to a small harpsichon, but 
this takes op less room. I did dine with Sir W. Fen, where 
my Lady Batten did come with desire of meeting me there, 
and speaking with me about the buBinesa of the 500Z. we de- 
mand of her for the Chest. She do protest, before God, she 
never did see the account, but that it was, as her husband, in 
his life-time, did often declare to her, his expecting 5001., and 
that we could not deny it for his puns in that bnuneas, and 
that he left her worth nothing of his own in the world, and 
that therefore she could pay nothing of it, come what will 
ctoae, bnt that he hath lefl her a beggar, which I am truly 
sorry for, though it is a just judgement upon peqtie that do 
live so much beyond themselTeB in housekeeping and vanity, 
as they did. I did give her little answer, bnt generally words 
that might not trouble her. I did attend the Duke of York, 
and he did carry us to the King's lodginga : but he was asleep 
in his cloaet ; bo we stayed in the Oreen-Roome, where the 
Doke of York did tell us what rules he had, of knowing the 
weather, and did now tell ns we should have rain before to- 
morrow, it having been a dry seaaon for some time, and so it 
did run all night almost; and pretty rules he hath, and told 
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SronncIceT and me Bome of them, whicli were Bnch as no reason 
can readily be given for them. By and by the BCing comes 
oat : and then to talk of other things ; abont the Quakers 
not swearing, and how they do swear in the bneiness of a late 
election of a Knight of the Shire of Hartfordshire in behalf 
of one they have a mind to hare ; and how my Lord of Pem- 
broke ' saye he hath heard the Quaker at the tennu-eonrt 
swear to himself when he loses: and told va what pretty 
notions my Lord Pembroke hath of the first chapter of 
Genesis, and a great deal of such fooleries, which the Sing 
made mighty mockery at. 

5th. (Lord's day.) To church, where I have not been a 
good while. Thence home, and dined at home, W. Hewer 
with me ; and after dinner, he and I bad a great deal of good 
talk touching this Office, how it is spoiled by having bo many 
persons in it, and so much work that is not made the work 
of any one man, but of all, and so is never done ; and the 
best way to have it well done, were to have the whole trust 
in one, as myself, to set whom I pleased to work in the several 
businesses of the office, and me to be acconntable for the 
whole, and that wonld do it, as I would find instruments : 
bat this ia not to be compassed ; but something I am resolved 
to do about Sir J. Minnes before it be long. Then to my 
chamber again, to my musick, and so to church ; and then 
home, and thither oomea Captain Silas Taylor to me, the 
Storekeeper of Harwich, where much talk, and most of it 
against Captain Deane, whom I do believe to be a high, prond 
fellow ; bnt ho is an active man, and able in his way, and so 
I love him. He gone, I to my musick again, and to read a 
little, and to sing with Mr. Pelliag, vho come to see me, and 
BO spent the evening, and then to sapper and to bed. I hear 
that eight of the ringleaders in the late tamalte of the 'pren- 
tices at Easter are condemued to die.^

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6th. The Bang and Dnke of York themselves, in mj 
absence, did call for some of the CommiseioDers of the Trea- 
sury, and give them directions abont the business of the cer- 
tificates, which I, deepaiting to do any thing on a Sunday, 
and not thinking that they would think of it themselTes, did 
rest satisfied with, and stayed at home all yesterday, leaving 
it to do something in this day ; but I find that the King and 
Duke of York had been so pressiog in it, that my Lord Ashly 
was more forward with the doing of it this day, than I could 
have been. And bo I to White Hall with Alderman Backewdl 
in bis coach, with Mr. Blany, my Lord's Secretary : and there 
did draw up a rough draught of what order I would Lave, 
and did carry it in, and had it read twice and approved of, 
before my Lord Ashly and three more of the Gomtniasioners of 
the Treasury, and then wont up to the Counoil-chamber, where 
the Duke of York, and Prince Rupert, and the rest of the 
Committee of the Navy were sitting ; and I did get some of 
them to read it there : and they would have had it passed 
presently, but Sir John Nicholas desired they would first hare 
it approved by a full Cooncil : and, therefore, a Council Extra- 
ordinary was readily summoned against the afternoon, and 
the Duke of York run presently to the Sing, as if now they 
were really set to mind their business, which God grant! At 
noon with Sir Herbert Price to Mr. George Montagu's to 
dinner, being invited by him in the hall, and there mightUy 
made of, even to great trouble to me to be so commended 
before my face, with that flattery and importunity, that I was 
quite troubled with it.

Here I saw a 
wonderful pret^ maid of her own, that come to nndrces hor, 
and one so pretty that she says she intends not to keep her, 
for fear of her being undone in her seirice, by coming to the 
playhoose. Here I hear Sir W. Davenant is just now dead ;' 
and so who will succeed bim in the mBstwsbip of the home 
is Dot yet known. The eldest Davenant is, it seems, gone 
from this house to be kept by scmebody ; which I am glad o^ 
she being a very bad actor. Mrs. Kmpp tells me that my 
Lady Castlemaise is mightily in love with Hall* of thnr 
house : and he is much with her in private, and she goes to 
him, and do give him many presents ; and that the thing is 
most certain, and Beck Harshall only privy to it, and the 
means of bringing them together, which ia a very odd tiung ;

Coach 1». : play and oranges, 2#. 6d. With Sir T. Crewe, 
bemoaning my Lord's folly, in leaving his old interest, by 
which he hath now lost all.

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16th. Dined with my clerks : and merrj at 8ir W. Fen's 
crying yesterday, as they Bay, to the King, that he was his 
martyr. To Westminster Hall, where I hear W. Pen ia 
ordered to be impeached. There fip<)ke with many, and par- 
ticularly inth G. MoDtagn : and went with him and Creed to 
his house, where he told how Sir W. Fen hath been severe to 
Lord Sandwich ; bnt the Ooventrys both labouring to save 
him, by laying it on Lord Sandwich, which onr frienda cry 
out upon, and I am silent, bat do believe they did it aa the 
only way to save him. It could not be carried to commit 
him. It ia thought the House do cool: Sir W. CoTcntry'a 
being for him, provoked Sir R. Howwrd and his party; 
Court, all for W. Pen. Wrote my letters to my Lady Sand- 
wich, and so home, where displeased to have my maid bring 
her brother, a countryman, to lye there. 

ITth. Called op by Balty's coming, who give me a good 
account of his voyage, and pleasee mo well, and I hope bath 
got something. This morning paid the Royall Society II. 6*. 
So by coach to White Hall : the coachman on Ludgate Hill 
'lighted, and beat a fellow with a sword. I hear that the 
House ia upon the business of Harman, who, they say, takes 
all on himself. Thence, with Brounckor, to the King's honae, 
and saw " The Sorprizall," where base singing, only Knipp,^ 
who come, after her songs in the clouds, to me in the pit, and 
there, oranges, 28. After the play, she, and I, uid Rolt, by 
coach, 6g. 6(2., to Kensington, and there to the Grotto, and 
had admirable pleasure with their singing, and fine ladies 
listening to us: with infinite pleasure, I enjoyed myself: bo 
to the tavern there, and did spend 16«. 6d., and the gardener 
2s. Mighty merry, and sang all the way to the town, a most 
pleasant evening, moonshine, and set them at her honae in 
Covent Garden, and I home. 

18th. (Saturday.) Up, and my bookseller brought home 
books, bound — the binding comes to 17«. Advanced to my 
maid Bridget It. Sir W. Pen at the OfSce, seemingly morry. 
Do hear this morning that Harman is committed by the Par- 
liament last night, the day he came up, which is hard ; bnt 
' Wbo pl*j«d EmUUk 
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he took all upon himself first, and then when a witnese came 
in to Bay otherwise, he would hare retracted ; and the House 
took it ao ill, the; would commit him. To the King's play- 
hoose, and to the play of the " Dute of Lenna." 

19th. (Sunday.) Roger Pepys and hia son come, and to 
Church wiUi me, where W. Pen was, and did endeaToni to 
shew himself to the Church. Roger Pepys did tell me the 
whole story of Harmau, how he prevaricated, and hath un- 
doabtedly been imposed on, and wheedled ; and he is like the 
miller's man that, in EUchard the Third's time, was hanged 
for his master.^ To walk in the Abbey with Sir John Talbot,' 
who would fain have pumped me about the prizes, but I 
would not let him. 

20th. Up, and busy about answer to Committee of Ac- 
counts this morning, about several questions, which vexed me, 
though in none I have reason to be troubled. But the busi- 
nesB of " The Flying Greyhound" begins to find me some care, 
though in that, I am wholly void of blame. To White Hall, 
and there hear how Henry Bronnoker is fled, which, I thinly 
will undo him : but what good it will do Harman I know not, 
he hath so befouled himself; but it will be good sport to my

Took Mrs. Tomer to the King's house, and saw 
" The Indian Smperoor ;" and after that done, took Enipp 
out, and to Kensington ; and there walked in the garden, and 
then sapped, and mighty merry, diere being also in the hoose 
Sir PtiiUp Howard, and soiiiie company, and had a dear reckon- 
ing, but merry, and away, it being quite night, home. I hear 
how Sir W. Pen's impeachment was read, and agreed to, in 
the House this day, and ordered to be engrossed ; and he 
suspended ' the House ; Harman set at liberty ; and Broimdi:er 
put out of the House, and a writ for a new election,' and an 
impeachment ordered to be brought in against him, he being 
fied.* 

22d. To White Hall, and there we attended the Duke of 
York as usoal ; and I did present Mrs. Fett, the widow, and 
her petition to the Duke of York, for some celief &om the 
King.

wife, and Knipp ; but met their servant coming to bring me 
to Chatelin's,' the French house, in Govent Gardeti, and there 
with musick and good company, Mannel and his wife, and one 
Swaddle, a clerk of Lord Arlington's, who dances, and speaks 
French well, but got drunk, and waa then troublesome, and 
here mighty merry till ten at night. This night the Duke of 
Monmouth and a great many blades were at Chatelln's, and 
I left them there, with a hackney-coach attending him. 

2Sd. At noon comes Mrs. Pierce, and her daughter, and 
Enipp, and one Mrs. Foster, and dtned with me, and mighty 
merry, and after dinner carried them to the Tower, and 
shewed them all to be seen there, and, among other things, 
the Crown and Sceptres and rich plate, which I myself never 
a»w before, and indeed is noble, and I mightily pleased with 
it. Thence by water to the Temple, and there to the Cock 
alehouse, ' and drank, and eat a lobster, and sang, and mightily 
merry. So, almost night, I carried Mrs. Fierce home, and 
then Knipp and I to the Temple again, end took boat, it 
being darkish, and to Fox Hall, it being now night, and a 
bonfire burning at Lambeth for the King's coronation-day.

Lord Brotmeker 
thioIcB the Parliament will, by their violence and delay in 
money matters, force the King to run any hasard, and dis- 
solve them. To Dttck Lane, and there did overlook a great 
many of Monsieur Fcuquet's' library, that a bookseller hath 
bought, and I did buy one Spanish work, "Los lUuBtres 
Varones."' I did bear the Duke of Tork tell how Sir W. 
Pen's impeachment was brought into the House of Lords to- 
day ; and he spoke with great kindness of him : and that the 
ItOrds would not commit him till they could find precedent 
for it, and did incline to favour him.. Thence to the King's 
playhouse, and there saw a piece of "Beggar's Bush," 
which I have not seen, some years. 

25th. To the Duke <^ York's playhouse, uid there saw 
"Sir Martin Mar-all," which, the more I see, the more I 
like. To Westminster Hall, and there met with Koger Fepys ; 
and he tells me that nothing hath lately passed about my 
Lord Sandwich, but only Sir Robert Oarr did speak hardly of 
bim. But it is h<^ed that nothing will be done more, this

I home to have my hair 
cut by my sister Mi«heU and her husband, and bo to bed. 
This day I did first put off my waate-ooate, the weather bdog 
very hot, but yet lay in it, at night, and sbaU, for a little time. 

26tb. (Lord's day.) To Church, and so home, where oome 
and dined with me Harris, Rolt, and Bannister, and one 
Bland, ^at aings well also, aod very merry, and, after din- 
ner, to sing all the afternoon. But when all was done, I did 
begin to think that the pleasure of these people was not 
worth BO often charge and cost to me, as it hath occasioned 
me. To Hales's, the painter, thinking to have foond Harris 
sitting there for his picture, which is drawing for me. Bat 
be, and all this day's company, and Hales, were got to the 
Crown tavern, at next door, and thither I to them, and 
stayed a minute, leaving Captain Grant teUiiig pretty stories 
of people that have killed themselveE, or been accessary to 
it, in revenge to other people, and to mischief other people, 
and thence with Hates to his house, and there did see his 
beginning of Harris's picture, which I think will be pretty 
like, and he promises a very good picture. 

27th. To Westminster Hall, and up to the Lords' House, 
and there saw Sir W. Pen go into the House of Iiords, where 
his impeachment was read to him, and he used mighty civilly, 
the Duke of York being there ; and two days hence, at faia 
desire, he is to bring in his answer, and a day then to be 
appointed for his being heard with Counsel. Thence down 
into the Halt, and with Creed and Gh>doipIiin walked ; and 
do hear that to-morrow is appointed, upon a motion on Friday 
last, to discourse the business of my Lord Sandwich, moved 
by Sir R. Howard, that he should be sent for, home ; and Z 
fear it wilt t>e ordered. Certain news come, I hear, ttiis day, 
that the Spanish Plenipotentiary ' in Flanders will not agree 
to the peace and terms we and the Dutch tiave made for him 
and the King of France ; and by this means the face of

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things may be altered, and we forced to join irith the French 
against Spain, which will be an odd thing. At noon with 
Creed to my Lord Crewe's, and there dined ; and here was 
a very fiike-skinned lady dined, the daaghter of my Lord 
Roberts, and also a fine lady, Mr. John Parkburst his wife, 
that was but a boy the other day. And after dinner there 
comes in my Lady Boberta herself,' and with her Mr. 
Hoberts's wife, that was Mrs. Boddevill, the great beauty, 
and a fine lady indeed. My Lord Orewe, aad Sir Thomas, 
and I, and Creed, all the afternoon debaUng of my Lord 
Sandwich's hnsiness, against to-morrow, and thence I to the 
King's playhouse, and there saw most of " Tbe Cardball," 
a good play. To Sir W. Pen's, where I Hnpped, and sat all 
tho evaiing ; and being lighted homeward by Mrs. Markham, 
I blew out the eandle and kissed ber. 

28tb. By coach to WeBtminster Hall, and there do under- 
stand that tbe business of religion, and the Act against Con- 
yenticles, have so taken them up all this morning, and do still, 
that my Lord Sandwich's businesa is not like to come on to- 
day, which I am heartily glad of. This law against Cou- 
.venticles is very severe ; bnt Creed, whom I met here, do teD 
me that, it being moved that Papists' meetings might be in- 
cluded, the House was divided upon it, and it was carried 
in the negative ; which will give great disgust to the people, 
I doubt. To the King's house, and there did see " Iiove in 
a Maze," wherein very good mirth of Lacy, the dcwo, and 
Wintershell,' the country-knight, bis master.

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29tb. To White Hkll, and there do hear how Sir W. Pen 
hath delivered in hia answer; and the Lords have sent it 
down to the CommonB, but thej have not jet read it, nor 
taken notice of it, bo as, I believe, thej will by design, defer 
it till thej rise, that so he, bj Ijing under an impeachment, 
may be prevented in his going to sea, which will vex him, and 
tronble the Duke of York. To the Duke of Tork's play- 
house, and there saw "Love in a Tubb:" and, after the 
play done, I stepped up to Harris's dressing-room, where I 
never was, and there I observe much company come to him, 
and the Wits, to talk, after the play is done, and to assign 
meetings. My buuneas was to talk about going down to see 
"The Resolution." To Westminster Hall, and there met 
Mr. G. Montagu, and walked and talked ; who tells me that 
the beet fence against the Parliament's present fury is delay, 
and recommended it to me, in my friends' business and my 
own, if I have any ; and is that, that Sir W. Coventry do 
take, and will secure himself; that the King will deliver up 
all to the Parliament ; and being petitioned the other day by 
Mr. Brouncker to protect him, with teares in his eyes, the 
King did say he could not, and bid hiis shift for himself, at 
least till the House is up. To White Hall, and there took 
coach home with a stranger I let into the coach, to club with 
me for it, he going into London. I set him down at a lower 
end of Cheapside, and I home, and to Sir W. Pen's, and 
there, it being now ahont nine o'clock at night, I heard 
Mercer's voice, and my boy Tom, singing in the gM-den, 
which pleased me mightily, having not seen her since my 
wife went ; and so into the garden to her and sang, and then 
home to supper, and mightily pleased with her company, in 
talking and singing, and so parted. 

80tb. To the Dolphin Tavern, there to meet our neigh- 
bours, all of the parish, this being Procession-day, to dine. 
And did ; and much very good discourse ; they being, most 
of then, very able merchants as any in the City : Sir Andrew 
Bickard, Mr. Vandeputt,' Sir John Fredericke, Harrington, 
and others. They talked with Mr. Mills about the meamoK 
' WutbiiBnOntnioVHdepal^diapcr, ebtrir oTLoDilonlalCSir 
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of thia day, and the good uses of it ; and hoir heretofore, and 
yet in several places, they do whip a boy ' at each place they 
stop at, in their {vocession. I stopped to talk with Mr. 
Srisband, who ^ves me an accotmt of the rough naage Sir 
• G. Carteret and hia Counsel had the other day, before the 
Commissioners of Acconnts, and what I do believe we shall 
all of us hare, in a greater degree than any he hath had, yet 
with them, before their three years are out, which are not yet 
begun, nor God knows when they will, this being like to be 
DO session of Parliament, when they now rise. Thus ends 
this month ; my wife in the country, myself full of pleasnre 
and expence ; in some trouble for my friends, and my Lord 
Sandwich, by the Parliament, and more for my eyes, which 
are daily worse and -worse, that I dare not write or read 
almost any thing. The Parliament going in a few days to 
rise ; myself so long without accounting now, for seven or 
eight months, I think, or more, that I know not what con- 
dition almost I am in, as to getting or spending for aU<that 
time, which troubles me, but I will aeon do it. The kingdom 
in an ill state tbrongh poverty ; a fleete going oat, and no 
money to maintain it, or set it ont ; seamen yet nnpaid, and 
mutinous when pressed to go ont again ; onr Office able to 
do little, nobody tmsdng ns, nor we desiring any to trust ns, 
and yet have not money for any thing, but only what par- 
ticularly belongs to this fleete going out, and that but lamely 
too. The Parliament several months upon an Act for 300,0001., 
but cannot or will not tigree apon it, but do keep it back, in 
Bpite of the King's desires to hasten it, till they can obtain 
what they hare a mind, in revenge upon some men for the 
late ill managements; and he is forced to submit to what 
they please, knovring that, without it, he shall have no 
money, and they as well, that, if they give the money, the 
King will Eufller them to do little more ; and then the business 
of religion do disquiet every body, the Parliament being 
vehement against the Nonconformists, while the King seems 
to be willing to countenance them. So we are all poor, and 
in pieces — God helptts! while the peace is like to go on

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between Spsio and France ; and then the French ma; be 
apprehended able to attack ub. So God help us ! 

May 1st. Met Sir W. Fen, who labours to have his answer 
to his impeachment, and sent down by the,Lords' Hoose, read 
by the Hon«e of Commons ; but they are bo busy on other 
matters, that he cannot, and thereby will, as he belieree, by 
design, be prevented from going to sea this year. Met my 
oosen Thomas Pepys of Deptford, and took some turns with 
him ; and he is mightily troubled for this Act now passed 
against Conventicles, and in few words, aod sober, do lament 
the condition we are in, by a negligent Prince and a mad 
Parliament. To the King's playhouse, and there saw " The 
Snrprizall ;" and a disorder in the pit by its raining in, from 
the cupola at top. I understand how the Houses of Com- 
mons and Lords are like to disagree very much, about the 
business of the East India Company and one Skinner ;' to 
the latter of which the Lords have awarded 5000/. from the 
formal^ for some wrong done him heretofore ; and the former 
appealing to the Commons, the Ijords vote their petition a 
libell ; and so there is like to follow very hot work, 

2d, To Hercules Pillars, and there dined, and thence to 
the Duke of York's playhouse, at a little past twelve, to get a 
good place in the pit, against the new play, and there setting 
a poor man to keep my place, I out, and spent an hour at 
Martin's, my booksellers, and so back again, where I find the 
house quite full. But I had my place, and by and by the 
King comes and the Duke of York ; and then a play begins, 
called "The Sullen Lovers; or, The Impertinents," ' having

at all in it. But & little boy, for a farce, do danoe Folicbi- 
nelli, the beet that ever anything was done In this world, by 
all men's report : most pleased Ttth that, beyond uiything in 
the world, and mnch beyond all the play. Thence to the 
King's honae to see Knipp, but the play done ; and so I tock 
a hackney alone, and to the park, and there spent the erening, 
and to the lodge, and drank new milk. And bo home to the 
Office, ended my letters, and, to spare my eyes, home, and 
played on my pipes, and so to bed. 

3d. (Lord's day.) To chnrch, where I saw Sir A. Bickard, 
though he be under the Black Rod, by order of the Lords' 
House, upon the quarrel between the East India Company* 
and Skinner, which is like to come to a very great heat between 
the two Houses.* At noon comes Mr. Hills and his wfe, and 
Mr. Turner and his wife, by invitation to dinner, and we were 
mighty merry, and a very pretty dinner, of my Bridget and 
Nell's dressing, very handsome. With Sir W. Pen to Old 
Street, to see Sir Thomas Teddiman, who is very ill in bed of 
a fever, got, I beleire, by the fright the Parliament have put 
him into, of late. Thence Fen and I to Islington, and there, 
at the old house, eat, and drank, and merry, and there by 
chance giving two pretty fat boys each of tbem a cake, they 
proved to be Captain Holland's children, whom therefore Z 
pity. So round by Hackney home, having good discourse. 
Pen being very open to me in his talk, how the King ought 
to dissolve this Parliament, when the Bill of Money is passed, 
they being never likely to f^ve him more ; how the King hath 
great opportonity of making himself popular by stopping this 
Act against Conventicles ; and how my Lord Lieutenant^ of 
Ireland, if the Parliament continue, will undoubtedly fall, he 
having managed that place with so much self-seeking, and 
disorder, and pleasure, and some great men are designing to 
overthrow him, as, among the rest, my Lord Orrery ; and 
that this will try the King migbtilyj he being a firm friend to

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my Lord Lieutenant. So home, and to Bopper a little, and 
tben to bed, having stepped, after I came home, to Alderman 
Baokewell'a about bnainess, and there talked a while with 
him and hia wife, a fine woman of the conatry, and how they 
had bought ap estate at Buokeworth,* within four miles of 
Brampton. 

4th. To the Duke of York's house, and there saw " The 
Impertinents" agun, and with leas pleasure than before, it 
being but a very contemptible play; and the pit did generally 
say that of it. Thence, going out, Mrs. Fierce called me 
irom the gallery, and there I took her and Hra. Corbet by 
coach up and down, and took up Captain Bolt in the street; 
and at last, it being too late to go to the Park, I carried 
them to the Beare in Drnry Lane, and there did treat them 
with a dish of mackrell, the first I hare this year, and another 
dish, and mighty merry ; and so carried her home. 

5th. Greed and I to the Duke of York's playhouse ; and 
there coming late, up to the balcony-boz, where we find my 
Lady Caetlemaine and several great ladies ; and there we sat 
with them, and I saw " The Impertinents" once more, now 
three times, and the three only days it hath been acted. 
And to see the folly how the house do this day cry up the 
play more than yesterday ! and I for that reason like it, I 
find, the better, too : by Sir Positive At-all, I understand, ia 
meant Sir Robert Howard. My Lady Castlemaine pretty 
well pleased mth it ; but here I sat close to her fine woman, 
Willson, who indeed ia very handsome, bat, they say, with 
child by the King. I asked, and she told me this was the 
first time her Lady had seen it, I having a mind to say some- 
thing to her. One thing of familiarity I observed in my 
Lady Castlemaine : she called to one of her women, another 
that sat by this, for a little patch off her face, and put in into 
her mouth and wetted it, and so clapped it upon her own by 
the side of her month, I suppose she feeling a pimple rising 
there. Thence with Creed to Westminster Hall, and there 
net with coien Roger, who tells me of the great conferenee 
this day between the Lords and Commons, about the business

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of the East India Company, aa being one of the weightiest 
conferences that hath ever been, and maintained as mightily. 
I am heartily Borry I was not there, it being npon a mighty 
point of the privileges of the aubjecta of England, in regard 
to the antbority of the House of Lorda, and their being ood- 
demned by them as the Supreme Court, wbioh, we say, ought 
not to be, but by appeal from other Courts. And he tells 
me that the Commons had much the better of them, in 
reason and history there quoted, and believes the Lords will 
let it fall. To walk in the Hall, and there hear that Mrs. 
Martin's child, my god-daughter, is dead. 

6th. I understand that my Lord St. John is meant by 
Mr. Woodcocke, in " The ^pertinents." ' This morning the 
House is upon Uie City Bill, and they say hath passed it, 
though I am sorry that I did not think to put somebody in 
mind of moving for the churches to be allotted, according to 
dte conrenience of the people, and not to gratify this Bishop, 
or that College. To Mr. Pierce's, where invited, and there 
Was Knipp and Mrs. Foster ; here dined, but a poor, sluttjeh 
dinner, as usual, and so I could not be heartily merry at it: 
here saw her girl's picture, but it is mighty far short of her 
boy's, and not like her neither ; but it makes Hales's picture 
of her boy appear a good piotore. To the King's playhouse, 
and there saw "The Virgin Martyr," and heard the musick 
. that I like so well, and intended to have seen Enipp, but I 
let her alone ; and having there done, went to Mrs. Pierce's 
back again, where she was. And so to talk, and by and by 
did eat some curds and cream, and thence away home, and it 
being night, I did walk in the diisk np and down, round 
through our garden, over Tower Hill, and so through Cmtched 
Friars, three or four times. Home to pnt up things against 
to-morrow's carrier for my wife ; and, among others, a very 
fine salmon-pie, sent me by Mr. Steventon, W. Hewer's uncle. 
tth. To the Duke of York's house, and there saw " The

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Man's the Muter," vbich prores, apon m; seeing it again, a 
very good play. To the King's house, irhere going in for 
Knipp, the play being done, I did see Becic MarBhall come 
dressed, off the stage, and look mighty fine, and pretty, and 
noble : and also Nell, in her boy's clothes, mighty pretty. 
Bat, Lord ! their confidence ! and how many men do borer 
abont them as soon u they come off the stage, and how confi- 
dent they are in their talk ! Here I did kiss the pretty woman 
newly oome, called Fegg,' Uiat was Sir Charles Sedley'a mis- 
tress, a mighty pretty woman, and seems, but is not, modest. 
Here took np Knipp into our coach, and all of ns with her to 
her lodgings, and thither comes Bannister with a song of her's, 
that he hath set in Sir Charles Sedley's play for her,' which 
is, I think, but very meanly set ; bat thia he did, before ra, 
teaoh her, and it being but a slight, silly, short ayre, she 
learnt it presently. But I did get him to prick me down the 
notes of the Eeho in "The Tempest," which pleases me 
mightily. Here was also Haynes, the incomparable dancer 
of the King's house. Then we abroad to Marrowbone, and 
there walked in the garden,^ the first time I ever was there ; 
and a pretty place it is. 

8th. The Lord's House did sit till eleven o'clock last night, 
about Uie business of difference between them and the Com- 
mons, in the matter of the East Lidia Company. To my

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Lord Crewe's, and there dined ; where Mr. Case, the miais- 
ter, a dull fellow ia his talk, and all in the Presbyterian 
manner ; a great deal of noise and a kind of religious tone, 
but very dull. After dinner my Lord and I together. He 
tells me he hears that there are great disputes like to be at 
Court, between the factions of the two women, my Lady 
Castlemaine and Mrs. Stewart,' who is now well again, the 
King having made soToral public visits to her, and like to 
come to Court : the other is to go to Barkeshire-honse,^ which 
is taken for her, and they say a Privy-Seal is passed for 
SOOOt for it. He believes all will come to ruin. Thence I 
to White Hall, where the Duke of York gone to the Lords' 
House, where there is to be a conference on the Lords' side 
with the Commoiis this afternoon, giving in their Reasons, wliich 
I would Have been at, bat could not ; for, going by direction 
to the Prince's chamber,' there Bronncker, W. Pen, and Mr. 
Wren, and I, met, and did our buBiness with the Duke of 
York. But, Lord! to see bow this play* of Sir Positive 
At-all, in abuse of Sir Robert Howard, do take, all the Duke's 
and every body's talk being of that, and telling more stories 
of him, of the like nature, that it ia now the town and country 
talk, and, they say, is most exactly true. The Duke of York 
himself said that, of his playing at trap-ball is true, and told 
several other stories of him. Then to Brouncker's house, and 
there sat and talked, I;i8king many questions in mathematics 
to my Lord, which he do me the pleasure to satisfy me in. 

9th. I hear that the Queen bath miscarryed of a perfect 
child, being gone about ten weeks, which do show that she 
can conceive, though it be unfortunate that she cannot bring 
'forth. We are told also that last night the Duchess of Mon- 
mouth, dancing at her lodgings, hath sprained her thigh,* 
We are told also that the House of Commons sat till five

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o'clock this morning, npon the business of the differenoe 
between the Lords ftnd them, resolying to do something therein 
before the; rise, to assert their privileges. So I at coon by 
water to Westminster, and there find the King hath wuted in 
the Prince's chamber these two hours, and the Houses are not 
read; for him. The Commons baring sent this morniag, after 
long debate therein the last night, to the Lords, that they do 
think the only expedient left to preserve unity between the two 
Houses is, that they do put a stop to any proceedings upon tfaeir 
late judgentent against the Hast India Company, till their next 
meeting ; to which the Lords returned answer that they woold 
return answer to them by a messenger of their own,' which 
thoy not presently doing, they were all infiamed, and thooght 
it was only a trick, to keep them In suspense till the King 
come to adjonme them ; and, so, rather than lose the oppor- 
tunity of doing themselves right, they presently with great 
fury come to this vote : " That whoever should assist in the 
execution of the judgement of the Lords against the Com- 
pany, should be held betrayers of the liberties of the people 
of England, and of the privileges of tJiat House." This tho 
Lords had notice of, and were mad at it; and so continued 
debating without any design to yield to the Commons, till the 
King came in, and sent for the Commons, where the Speaker 
made a short but silly speech, about their giving Him 
800,000/. ; and then the several Bills, their titles were read, 
and the King's assent signified in the proper terms, according 
to the nature of the Bills, of which about three or four were 
public Bills, and seven or eight private ones, the additional 
Bills for the building of the Cil^ and Bill against Conven- 
ticles being none of them. The King did make a abort, silly 
speech, which he read, giving them thanks for the money, 
which noW] he said, be did believe would be sufficient, because 
there was peace between his neighbours, which was a kind of 
a slur, methought, to the Commons ; and that he was sorry 
for what he heard of difference between the two Houses, but 
that ho hoped their recesse would put them into a way of 
accommodation ; and so adjourned them to the 9th of Augost, 
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and then recoUected himaelf, and told them tbe lltb; bo im- 
perfect a speaker he is. So the Commons vent to their 
House, and forthwith adjoorned; and the Lords resumed 
dieir House, the King being gone, and sat an hour or two 
after, hut what they did, I cannot tell ; but oTerybodj ex- 
pected they would commit Sir Ajidrew Riclard, Sir Samoel 
Barnardieton,' Mr. Boone, and Mr. Wynne, who w«-e all 
diere, and called in, npon their kneea, to the bar of the Honae ; 
and Sir John Bobinson I loft there, endearouring to prerent 
their being committed' to the Tower,' leat he shoold thereby 
be forced to deoj tbeir order, becanse of this vote of the 
Commons, whereof be is one, which is an odde case.^ Into 
the King's House, and there "The Mayd's Tragedy," a good 
play, bat Enipp not there ; and my head and eyes ont of 
(Arder, the first from my drinking wine at dinner, and the 
other from my mnch work. 

10th. (Lord's day.) Mr. Shepley come to see me, and tella 
me that my Lady* had it in her thoughts, if she bad occasion, 
to borrow IQOL of me, which I did not declare my opposition 
to, though I doubt it will be so much lost. But, however, I will 
not deny my Lady, if she ask it, whatever comes of it, though 
it be lost; but shall be glad that it is no bigger sum. To 
church, and from church home with my Lady Pen ; and I 
took her, and Mrs. Lowther, and old Mrs. Whistler, her 
mother-in-law, by water with great pleasure as far as Chelsy, 
and so back to Spring Garden, at Fox-hall, and there walked, 
and eat, and drank, and so to water again, and set down tbe 
old woman at Durham Yard :* and it raining all the way, it

Comes to me my consia Sarah, and mj annt Lacett, 
newl; come out of Gloucester ; and I took them home, and 
made them drink, but they would Dot stay dinner, 1 being 
alone. But here they tell me that they hear that this day 
Kate Joyce' vas to be married' to a man called Hollinahed, 
whom she indeed did once tell me of, and desired me to enquire 
after him. But, irhatever she said of biB being rich, I do 
fear, by her doing this without my advice, it is not as it 
ought to be ; but, as she brews, let her bake. Took coach, 
and called Meroer, and she and I to the Duke of York's piay- 
honse, and there saw " The Tempest," and between two acts, 
I went out to iSi. Harris, and got him to repeat to me the 
words of the Bcho, while I writ them down, having tried in 
the play to have wrote them ; but, having done it without 
looking upon my paper, I find I could not read the blaeklead. 
But now I hare got the words clear, and, in going thither, 
had the pleasure to see their actors in their several dresses, 
especially the seatnen and monster, which were very droll ; so 
into the play again. Bat there happened one thing which 
vexed me, which is, that the orange-woman did come in the 
pit, and challenge me for twelve oranges, which she delivered 
by my order at a late play, at night, in order to give to some 
ladies in a box, which was wholly untrue, but yet she swore 
it to be true. But, however, I did deny it, and did not pay 
her ; bat, for quiet, did buy 4«. worth of oranges of her, at 
6d. a-piece. Here I saw first my Lord Ormond since his 
coming from Ireland, which is now about eight days. The 
play done, I took Mercer by water to Spring Garden ; and 
there with great pleasure walked, and eat, and drank, and 
sang, making people come about us, to hear ns, and two little 
children of one of our neighbours that happened to he there, 
did come into our arbour, and we made tiiem dance prettily. 
So by water, with great pleasure, down to the Bridge, and 
there landed, and took water again on the other side; and so 
to the Tower, and I saw her home.

L<ffd Anglesey, in talk about the late difference 
between the two Houses, do tell ns that he thinks the Honse 
of Lords ma; be in error, at least, it is possible they may, in 
tills matter of Skinner ; and did declare his judgement in the 
Honse of Lords against their proceedings therein, he baring 
hindered 100 original causes being 4>ronght into their House, 
notwithstandiog that be vna put npon defending their pro- 
ceedings : but that he ia confident that the Honae of Com- 
mons are in the wrong, in the method they take to remedy 
an error of the Lords, for no vote of theirs can do it ; bnt, 
in all like cases, the Commons bare done it by peUtion to the 
King, sent up to the Lords, and by them agreed to, and so 
redressed, as they did in the Petition of Kight. He says 
that he did tell them indeed, which ia talked of, and which 
did rex the Commons, that the Lords were "JudKea nati «t 
Gonnliarii nati;" bnt all other Judges among ns are under 
salary, and the Commons themselves served for wages ; and 
therefore the Lords, in reason, were the freer Judges. To 
Mrs. Mercer's, where I met with her two daughters, aud » 
pretty lady I never knew yet, one Mrs. Susan Gayet, a 
very pretty black lady, that speaks French well, and is a 
Catholiok, and merchant's daughter, by os, and here was also 
Mrs. Anne Jones. I took them out, and carried them 
through Hackney to Kingalaud, and there walked to Sir Q-. 
Whitmore's honse, where I bare not been many a day ; and 
BO to the old honse at Islington, and eat, and drank, and 
sang, and mighty merry ; and so by moonshine with infinite 
pleasure home, and there sang again in Mercer's garden. 
And so parted, I having seen a mummy in a merchant's ware 
house there, all the middle of the man or woman's body, 
black and hard. I never saw any before, and, therefore, it 
pleased me much, though an ^1 sight ; and he did give mft 
a little bit, and the bone of an arme, I snppose, and so 
home. 

ISth. To attend the Council about the business of Hems-

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band, Bui 15,000/. more in aeven years, which, for my part, I 
think a piece of follj for them to meddle with, because the 
secret eannot be long kept. So thence, after OooDcil, hiving 
drank BOiqe of the King's wine and water with Mr. Chif- 
finch, m; Lord Broujicker, and some others, I bj water to 
the Old Swan ; so home to bed, Mrs. Tamer baring eat and 
npped with me. This morning, I hear that last night Sir 
Tbomu Teddiman, poor maa ! did die I7 a thrush in his 
month : a good man, and stout and able, and much lamented ; 
though people do make a little mirth, and say, as I believe it 
did in good part, that the bounesa of the Parliament did 
break his heart, or, at least, put him into this fever and 
disorder, that cansed his death. 

14th. Comes Mercer, and she, to my great content, hrings 
Mrs. Qayet, and I carried them to the King's house ; but 
coming too soon, we out again to the Bose taverne, and there 
I did give them a tankard of cool drink, the weather being 
very hot, and then into the playhouse again, and there saw 
"The Country Captain," a very dull play, that did give us 
BO content, and besides, little company there, which made it 
very unpleaeing. Thence to the w&terside, at Strand bridge, 
aod so up by water and to Fox-hall, where we walked a great 
while, and pleased mightUy with the pleasure thereof, and the 
company there, and then in, and eat and drank. It be^nning 
to be dark, we to a comer and sang, that everybody got about 
OS to hear ns ; and so h^me, where I saw them both to their 
doors, and, full of the content of this afternoon's pleasure, I 
home to bed. 

ISUt. To a Committee for Tangier, where God knows how 
my Lord Bellassie's accounts passed ; understood by nobody 
but my Lord Ashly, who, I believe, was allowed to let them 
go as he pleased. But here Sir H. Oholmly had his propo 
sitions read, about a greater price for his work of the Mole, 
or to do it upon account, which, being read, he ww bid to 
withdraw. But, Lord ! to see how unlucky a man may be, 
by chance ; for making an anfortunate motion when they 
were almost tired with the other buEiness, the Duke of York 
did find fault with it, and that made all the rest, that I 
believe he had better have given a great deal, and had nothing 
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said to it to-day ; whereas, I have seen other things more 
extravagant passed at first hearing, without any difficulty. 
To my Lord Brouncker'e, to Mn. Williams's, and there dinedy 
and she did shew me her closet, which I was sorry to see, for 
fear of her expecting something from me ; and here she took 
notice of my wife's not once ooming to sec her, which 
I am glad of; for she shall not — a prating, vain, idle 
woman. Thence with Lord Brouneker to Lorinere'>ball,' by 
Moor^ate, a hall I never heard of before, to Sir Thomas 
Teddiman'a burial, where most people belonging to the sea 
were. And here we had rings: and hero I do hear that 
some of the last words that he said were, that he had a very 
good King, God bless him ! but that the Parliament had 
vecy ill rewarded him for all the service he bad endeavoured 
to do them and his country ; so that, for certain, this did go 
far towards his death. But, Lord ! to see among the com- 
pany the young commanders, and Thomas Killigrew and 
others that come, how nnlike a burial this was, O'Brifto 
taking some ballads out of his pocket, which I read, and the 
rest nome about me to bear ! aad there very merry we were 
all, they being new ballads. By and by the corpse went; 
and I, with my Lord Brouneker, and Dr. Gierke, and Mr. 
Fierce, as far as the foot of London-bridge ; and there we 
Btmok off into Thames Street, the rest going to Bedriffe, 
where he is to be buried. And we 'light at the Temple, and 
there parted ; and I to the King's house,^ and there -saw the 
lost act of " The Committee," thinking to have seen Knipp 
Uiere, but she did not act. And so to my bookseller's, aad 
carried home some books — among others "Dr. Wilkins's 
Beoll Character." So home, and got Mercer, and she and I 
in the garden singing till ten at night, and then parted, with 
great content. The Duchess of Monmouth's hip is, I bear, 
now set again, after mach pain.' I am told also that the

ConntcsB of Shrcwabary ia brought home by the Dake of 
Bnckingham to his honse, where hie Dacheas Mying that it 
waa not for her and the otheMo live together in a faonse, he 
aDBwered, "Why, Madam, I did think bo, and, therefore, 
have ordered yonr coach to be ready, to carry yon to yonr 
&ther'a," ' which was a deriliah speech, bnt, they ssy, tme ; 
and my Lady Shrewsbury is there, it Beeme. 

16th. Up ; and to the Office, where we sat all die morning ; 
and at noon, home with my people to dinner ; and thence to 
the Office all the afternoon, till, my eyes weary, I did go 
forth by coach to the King's playhonse, and there saw the 
best part of " The Sea Voyage,'" where Knipp did her part 
of sorrow very well. I afterwards to her hoaae ; but she did 
not come presently home ; and there I did kiss her maid, 
who is 80 mighty belle ; and I to my tailor's, and to buy me 
a belt for my new snit agMnst to-morrow ; and eo home, and 
there to my Office, and afterwards late walking in the garden ; 
and so home to snpper, and to bed, after Kell's catting of my 
hair close, the weather being very hot. 

17th. (Lord's day.) Up, and pnt on my new staff«nit, 
with a ehoulder-belt, according to the new fashion, and the 
bands of my vest and tanique laced with silk lace, of the 
colour of my suit : and so, very handsome, to Church : and 
so home ; and there I find W. Howe, and a yoanger brother 
of his, come to dine with me ; and there comes Mercer, and 
brings trith her Mrs. Gayet, which pleased me mightUy; 
and here was also W, Hewer, and mighty merry ; and after 
dinner to sing psalms. But, Lord ! to hear what on excellent 
base this younger brother of W. Howe's sings, even to my 
astonishment, and mighty pleawnt. By and by Qayet goes 
away, being a Gatholick, to her devotions, and Mercer to 
church ; but we continuing an hour or two sin^g, and so 
parted ; and I to Sir W. Pen's, and there sent for a hackney- 
coach ; and he and Lady Pen and I out, to take the air. 
We went to Stepney, and there stopped at the Trinity House, 
he to talk with the servants there against to-morrow,' which 
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is 11 groat day for the choice of a new Master. Tbcnce to 
Mile End, and there eat and drank, and ho homo ; and I 
supped with tbem — that is, eat some butter and radishes, 
which is my excuse for my not eating any other of their 
victuals, which I hate, because of their sltittery : and so home, 
and made my boy read to me part of Dr. Wilkius's new book 
of the " Real Character ;" and so to bed. 

18th. To my Lord Bellassis, at his new honse, by my Iftte 
Lord Treasurer's,' which, indeed, is mighty noble, and good 
pictures — indeed, not one bad one in it. Mercer come with 
Mrs. Horsfield and Gayet according to my desire, and thea I 
took them up, it being almost twelve o'clock, or a little mor^ 
to the King's playhouse, where the doQrs were not then opeo ; 
but presently they did open ; and we in, and find many 
people already come in, by private ways, into the pit, it being 
the first day of Sir Charles Sedley's new play, so long 
expected, "The Mulberry Garden,'" of whom, being bo 
reputed a wit, all the world do expect great matters. I 
having sat here awhile, and eat nothing to-day, did slip ont^ 
getting a boy to keep my place ; and to the Rose Tavern, 
and there got half a breast of mutton, off of the spit, and 
dined all alone. And so to the play again, where the King 
and Queen, by and by, come, and all the Court ; and the 
house infinitely full. But the play, when it come, thongh 
there was, here and there, a pretty saying, and that not very 
many neither, yet the whole of the play had nothing extr»> 
ordinary in it, at all, neither of lai^uage nor design ; inso- 
much that the King I did not see laugh, nor pleased, Irom 
the beginning to the end, nor the company ; iasoinach that 
I have not been less pleased at a new play in my life, I thinlc 
And which made it the worse was, that tiiere never was 
worse musick played — that is, worse things composed, whidi 
made me and Captain Bolt, who happened to sit near me,

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mad. So awaj thence, very little satisfied with the play, bat 
pleased vith my company. I carried them to KcnsingtOD, 
to the Grotto, and tlere we sang, to my great content, only 
vexed, in going in, to see a son of Sir Hencage Finch's' 
beating of a poor little dog to death, letting it lie in so much 
pain that made me mad to see it, till, by and by, the servaiita 
of the house chiding their young master, one of them come 
vith a string, and killed the dog outright presently. Thence 
to Westminster palace, and there took boat and to Fox Hall, 
where we walked, and eat, and drank, and eang. But I find 
Mrs. Horsfield one of the veriest citizen's wives in the world, 
BO full of little silly talk, and now and then a little slyly 
iadecent. 

19th. Fierce teUs me that, for certtun, Mr. Yaughan is 
made Lord Chief Justice, which I am glad of. He tells me, 
too, that since my Lord of Ormond's coming over, the King 
begins to be mightily reclaimed, and sups every night with 
great pleasure with the Queen : and yet, it seems, he is 
nighty hot upon the Dnchesa of Bichmond ; insomuch that, 
upon Sunday was se'nnight, at night, after he had ordered 
his Guards and coach to be ready to carry him to the Park, 
he did, on a sudden, take a pair of oars or sculler, uid all 
alone, or hut one with him, go to Somersot House, and there, 
the garden-dooT not being open, himself clambered over the 
wall to make a visit to her, which is a horrid shame ! 

20th. Up, and with Colonel Middleton, in a new coach he 
hath made him, very handsome, to White HaU, where the 
Duke having removed hia lodgings for this year to St. 
James's, we walked thither ; and there to the Council-Chamber, 
where the Committee of the Navy sat ; and here we discoursed 
several things ; but. Lord ! like fools ; so as it was a shame 
to see things of this importance managed by a Council that

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HnderstAnd nothing of them : ftnd, among other things, one 
WB« about this bnilding of a ship irith Hemaldrke'a secret, 
to sail a third faster than aaj other ship; but he hath got 
Pi^ce Bnpert on his side, and b; that means, I believe, Till 
get his conditions made better than he would otherwise, or 
ought indeed. Having done there, Sir Bichard Browne' 
took me to dinner, to a new tavem, above Charing Cross, 
where some clients of his did ^ve him a good dinner, uid 
good company ; among others, one Bovj, a solicitor,' and 
lawyer and merchant all together, who hath travelled very' 
much, did talk some things woU; only be is a "Sir Positive;"* 
bnt the talk of their travels over the Alps very fine. Thence 
walked to tiie King's playhonse, and saw " The Mulberry- 
Garden" ^vn, and cannot be reconciled to it, bnt only to 
find here and there an independent sentence of wit, and that 
is all. To Hftles's, and saw the begmniogs of Harris's head, 
which I do not yet like. To the Mnlberry-Garden,* where I 
never was before ; and find it a very silly place, worse ^an 
Spring-garden, and but little company, only a wilderness 
here, that is somewhat pretty. Home, ijx my way going into 
Bisbopsgate Street, to bespeak places for myself and boy to 
go to Cambridge is the coach this week, and so to Brampton, 
to see my wife. 

2l8t. To the OfBce, where meets me Sir Richard Ford, 
who among other things congratulates me, as one or two did 
yesterday, on my great purchase ; and he advisai me rather to 
forbear, if it be not done, as a thing that the world will envy 
me in ; and what is it bnt my cocen Tom Pepys'a buying of

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Mutin Abbey,' in Sorry ! AH the town is Full of the talk 
of ft meteor, or some fire, th&t did on Saturday last fly over 
the City at night, which do pnt mo in mind thst, bebg then 
walking in the dark an hour or more myself in the garden, 
after I had done writing, I did see a light before me come 
from behind me, which made me turn back my head ; and I 
did see a sudden fire or light runiiing in the eky, as it were 
towards Gheapside ward, and it vanished reryqnick, which did 
make me bethink myself what holyday it was, and took it for 
some rocket, though it was much brighter : and the world do 
make much discourae of it, their apprehensions being mighty 
full of the rest of the City to be burned, and the Papists to 
cat oar throats. To Mrs. Martin's, and h&e she promises me 
her fine starling, which was tfae King's, and speaks finely, 
which I shall be glad of. Meeting in the street with my 
cosea Alcocke, the young man, that is a good sober youth, I 
hare not seen these four or five years, newly come to town to 
look for employment : bat I cannot serre him, thongh I think 
he deserves well. Borne, and sang ; and eat a dish oFgreene 
pease, the first I have seen this year, given me by Mr. Gibson, 
extraordinary young and pretty. 

.22d. Gomes Mr. Martin, the purser, and brings me his 
wife's starling, which was formerly the King's, which I am 
mighty proud of. To the Duke of York's house, and saw Sir 
Martin Mar-all. The house full ; and though I have seen it, 
I think, ten times, yet the pleasure I have ia yet as great as 
ever. I fitted myself for my journey to Brunpton to-morrow, 
which I fear will not he pleasant, becanse of the wet weather, 
it raining very hard all this day ; but the less it troubles me 
becanse the King and Duke of York and Court are at this 
day at Kewmarket, at a great horse-race, and proposed 
great pleasure for two or three days, but are in the same 
wet. 

23d. Up by four o'clock ; aod, getting my things ready, 
and recommending the care of my house to W. Hewer, I with

ford.' Dined, and changed horses and coach, at Mar. .^^s- 
Torth's f but I took no knowledge of her. To dinner, and in 
comes Captain Foster, that do belong to my Lord Anglesey, 
who had been at the late horse-races at Newmarket, where the 
King now is, and B&ys that they bad fair weather there yes- 
terday, tbou^ we here, and at London, had nothing bat rain, 
insomach that the ways are mighty liill of "(rater, so as hardly 
to be passed. I bear Mrs. Aynsworth is going to lire at 
London : bnt I believe will be mistaken in it ; for it will be 
found better fbr her to be chief where she is, than to hare 
little to do at London. After dinner to Cambridge, aboat 
nine at night ; and there I met my father's honses, with a 
man, staying for me. Bnt it is so late, and the waters so 
deep, that I durst not go to-night ; but after snpper to bed; 
and there lay very ill, by reason of some dmnken echolars 
making a noise all night, and rezed for fear that the horses 
should not be taken up from grass, time enough for the mora- 
ing. Well pleased all this journey with the conrersation of 
him that went with me, who I think is a lawyer, and lives 
about Lynne, bat bis name I did not aek. 

24th. (Lord's day.) I up, at between two and three in the 
morning, and, calling up my boy, and father's boy, set out 
about three o'clock ; and so through the waters with very good 
success, though very deep almost all the way, and got to 
Brampton, where most of them in bed. Got me ready in my 
new BtufF clothes that I sent down before me, and so my wife 
and they got ready too, while I to my father, poor man, and 
walked with bim up and down the house — it raining a little 
and the waters all over Portholme and the meadows, bo as no 
pleasure abroad. Here I saw my brother and sister Jackson, 
the growing fat, and, since being married, I think looks come- 
lier than before : bnt a ndghty pert wpman she is, and I think . 
proud, he keeping her mighty faandsotie, and they say mighty 
I BUh»p Bumaui. * Sm note to Tth O^bn, l»ai, anf. 
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fond, and we gtnng shtntly to lire &t EUington of themsdrea, 
ftsd will keep malting, and grasiag of oattle. At tMwn come 
iSr. Phillipe and dines with xa, and a pretty odd-hmnonred 
man lie seems to be ; bat good with all men — of mighty grest 
met^pda in bis eating and drinking, and will not kiss a woman 
■moe his wife's death. After dinner m j Lady Sandwich send- 
ing to see whether I was come, I preamtly took horse, and 
find her and her family at chapel ; and thither I went in to 
them, and sat ont the sramon, where I heard Jerras Fnlwood, 
now their <dtaplain, preach a very good and airantiok kind of 
•wmon, too good for an ordinary congregatioii. After sermon, 
I with my Lady, and my Lady Hinchingbroke, and Paulina, 
and Lord Hindiingbroke, to the dining-room, salnting none <^ 
them, and there sat and talked an hour or two, with great 
pleasure and satisfaetion, to my Lady, about my Lord's 
matters ; but I think not irith that satisfaction to her, w me^ 
that it otherwise would, she knowing that she did design to- 
morrow, and I remaining aU the while in fear, of being adced 
to lend her some money, as I was afterwards, whmt I had taken 
leaTO of her, by Mr. She[dey, 1002., which I will not deny o^ 
Lady. 

2Sth. The first fair day tiiat we have had some time. So 
up, and to walk with my faHier again in the gardoi, oonsttl^ 
ing what to do with him and this house when Fall and her 
hasband go away ; and I think it will be to let it, and he go 
lire with her, though I an against letting the house for uj 
long time, beoanse of baring it to redre to, onrselTes. After 
dinner, took hoiee, there going with me and my boy, my two 
brothers,' and one Browne, whom tbey call in mir^ Coload, 
for our gitide, and also Mr. Sfaepley, to the end of Hunting- 
don, and another gwtleman who acddentally come thither, 
one Mr. Castle ; and I made them drink at the Chequwv, 
i^ere I obserred the same tapster, Tom, that was there wh«i 
I was a little boy : and so, at the end of the town, took leave 
of Shepley and the other gentleman, and away to Cambridge, 
Uie watera not being now so high as before. Here lighting, 
I took my boy and two brothers, and walked to Magdalme

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College : and there into the bntterys, ssa stnager, and there 
drank of their beer, vhieh pleased me, u the best I ercr 
drank : and hear "bj the butler's man, who was eon to 6oody 
Hnlliner over against the College, that we osed to baj stewed 
primes of, eonceming the College and persons in it ; and find 
Ter; few, only Mr. Hollina' and Peohell,' I think, that were 
of my time. Thenoe, giving the fellow something, away 
walked to Chesterton, to see onr old walk, and there into the. 
Church, the bells ringing, and saw tiie place I need to ait in, 
and BO to the ferry, and ferried over to the other side, and 
wafted witb great pleasnre, the rirer being mighty high by 
Bamewell Abbey; and so by Jeans College to the town, and 
so to oor quarter, and to supper. 

26th. Up by fonr o'dook ; and by the time we were ready, 
and bad eat, we were called to the coach, where about six 
o'clock we set out, there being a man and two women of one 
company, ordinary people, and one lady alone, that is tcderably 
handsome, but mighty well spoken, whom I took great pleasure 
in talking to, and did get her to read aloud in a book she was 
reading, in the coach, being the King's Meditations ;' and then 
the boy and I to sing, and about noon come to Bishop's Staf- 
ford, to another house than what we were at the other day, 
and better used. And here I paid for the reckoning lit., we 
dining together, and pretty merry; and then set out again, 
skeping most part of the way ; and got to Bishopagate Street 
before eight o'clock, the watera being now most of them down, 
and we avoiding the bad way in the forest* by a privy way, 
which brought us to Hodaden; and so to Tibalds/ that road, 
which was mighty pleasant. So home, where we find all well, 
and brother Baity and his wife looking to the house, she 
augfaty fine, in a new gold-laoed jutt d eour,*

Met Mr. Sawyer,' m; old chatnber>fellow ; uid he 
and I bj water toge^r to the Temple, he giving me an m>- 
connt of the base, rude usage, which he and Sir Q, Carteret 
had lately, before the Commissioners of Aeconnts, where he 
waa, as ConDsel to Sir Q. Carteret, which I waa sorry to hear, 
they behaving themselvea like most insolent and ill-mannered 
men. With Sir D.Gauden to his honse, with my Lord 
Bronncker and Sir J. Murnes, to dinner, where we dined very 

well, and much good company, among others. Dr. , a 

fat man, whom by face I know, as one that uses to sit in oar 
church, that after dinner did take ' me oat, and walked 
togedker, who told me that he had now newly entered into 
orders, in the decay of the Ghnrch, and did think it his doty 
BO to do, thereby to do his part toward the support and re- 
fmrnation thereof ; and spoke very soberly, and said that just 
about the same age Dr. Donne' did enter into Orders. I find 
him a sober gendeman, and a man that hath seen mach of 
the world, and I think may do good. .To see Sir W. Fen, 
whom I find sdll very ill of the gout, sitting in big great chur, 
made on purpose for persons sick of that disease, for their 
ease ; and this very ohair, he tells me, was made for my Lady 
Lambert^ I to drink some whey at the whey-house. 

28th. This morning my bookseller brings me home Mar- 
cenus's book of musick,' which cost me 31. 2s. ; but is a very 
fine book. Met Mercer and Gayet, and took them by water,

retired walk, and there eat and B&ng, and brought a great 
maaj gallants and fine people about ub, and, upon the bench, 
we did b; and by eat and drink what we had, and very merry : 
and so with much pleasure to the Old Swan, and walked with 
them home, and there left them. 

29th. Received some directtonB ttcm the Duke of Y4rk and 
the Oominittee of the Nary about casting up the charge of the 
present summer's fleete, that bo they may come within the 
bounds of the sum giren by the Parliament. But it is pretty 
to see how Prince Rupert, and other mad, silly people, are for 
setting out but a little fieete, there being no aocaaion for it; 
and say it will he best to Bare the money for better uses. Bat 
Sir G-. Carteret did declare that, in wisdom, it was better to 
do ao ; but that, in obedience to the Parliament, he was for 
letting oat the fifty sail talked oh, though it spent all the 
money, and to little purpose ; and that this was better than 
to leave it to the Parliament to make bad constmctions of 
their thrift, if any trouble should happen. Thus wary the 
world is grown ! Thence back again, presently home, and did 
buBiness till noon : and then to Sir Q-. Carteret's to dinner, 
with much good company, it being the King's birthday, and 
many healths drunk : and here I did receive another letter 
(torn my Lord Sandwich, which troubles me to see how I 
have ne^ected him, in not Writing, or bat once, fUl this time 
of his being abroad ; and I see he takes notice, bnt yet gently, 
of it. Home, whither, by agreement, by and by comes Mercer 
and Qsyet, and two gentlemen with them, Mr.Monteith and 
Pelham, the former a swa^ering young handsome gentleman, 
the latter a sober citizen merchant. Both sing, but the latter 
with great skill — the other, no skill, bnt a good voioe, and a 
good basse, but used to sing only tavern tunes; and so I 
spent all this evening till eleven at night ainging with them, 
' Sm lit Angort, 1M7, mil. Part at Wistafaulcr wu HDolntly «klled tli* 
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till I vu tired of them, because of the Bwa^sring feUoir, 
though the girl Mwcer did mightily conuneDd him beftm 
to me. 

SOth. Up, sad pat on a nev summer black bambaBin enit; 
and being come now to an agre^nent with my barber, to ieep ' 
my p«rri«ig in good order at 20(. a-year, I am like to go T«ry 
spmce, more than I used to do. To the King's playhoose, 
and there aaw '* Philaater ;" where it is pretty to see how 
I conld remembor ahnost all along, ever since I was a boy, 
Arethma, the part whiob I was to bare acted at Sir Kob«^ 
Cooke's ; and it was Tory pleaamt to me, bnt more to tJiink 
what a ridionlons thing it would have been for me to hare 
acted a beantifal woman. Thence to Mr. Pierce's, and there 
saw Enipp also, and were merry ; and here saw my little Lady 
Eatherine Montaga* come to town, about her eyes, iHiich are 
sore, and they think die King's evil, poor, pretty lady.^ To 
the New Exchange, and there met Harris and Bolt, and one 
Bichuds, a tailor, and great company-keeper, and with these 
over to Fox Hall, and there fell into the company of Harry 
KiUigrew, a rogue newly come back out of France, bat stall 
in disgrace at our Court, and young Newport and others, as 
very r^^es as any in the town, who were ready to take hold 
of erery woman that come by them. And so to sapper in an 
arbour : but. Lord ! their mad talk did make my heart ike I 
And here I first understood by their talk the meaning of th« 
company that lately were called Bailers ; Harris telling hoT 
it was by a meeting of some young blades, where be waa 
among them, and my Lady Bennet * and her ladies ; and there 
dancing naked, and all the roguish things in the world. But,

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Xiord ! ffhat loose company wag this, thst I was in to-night, 
thoogli full of wit; aud wortb a man's being in for once, to 
know the nature of it, and their manner of talk, and lives. 

Slat. (Lord's day.) To church. At soon I sent for Ife. 
MjUs and his wife and daughter to dine, aad they dined with 
me, and W. Hewer, and very good company, I being in good 
homoitr. They gone to ohimih, cones Mr. Tempest, and he 
and I sang a psalm or two, aad so parted. To Mrs. Pierce's, 
wb»e Knipp, uid she, and W. Howe, and Mr. Fierce, and 
little Betty, over to Fox Hall, and there waUied aiffl sapped 
with great pleasure. Here was Mr8..Mannel also, and migh^ 
good company, and good mirth in making W. Howe sp^id 
bis lix or aeren ahilliiigs, and so they called him altogether 
"Colly."' So baok, and at Somerset-stairs do understand 
^t a boy is newly drowned, washing himself there, and they 
eannot find bis body. I hear that Mrs. Davis is quite gone 
from the Dnke of York's house, and Qoenell comes to her 
room, which I am glad of. Ab the play at Conrt the other 
night, Mrs. Davis was there ; and when she was to come to 
danee her jigg, the Queen wonid not stay to see it, -wbiish 
people do think was out of displeasnre at her being the King's 
mistress, that she conld not bear it. My Lady Castelmaine 
is, it seems, now mightily ont of request, the King coming 
little to her, and thus she mighty melancholy and discontented. 

June Ist. To Westminster. There I met with Harris and 
Bolt, and carried them to the Rhenish win&-hoiiBe,* where I 
have not been in a morning — ^nor any tavern, I think, these 
seven years and more. Here I did get the words of a song of 
Harris that I wanted. Here also Hr. Young and Whistler by 
chance met na, and ixzxA with ns. Alone to Fox Hall, and 
walked and saw young Newport, and two more rogues of the 
town, seise on two ladieei who walked with them an hour 
with their masks en ; perhaps civil ladies ; and there I left 
them. To Mr. Mills's, where I never was before, and here 
find, whom I indeed saw go in, and that did make me go 
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thither, Mrs. Hollwortlij and iSiB. Andrews, asd here supped, 
»iid extraordutspr meiry till one in the morning, Mr. Andreira 
coming to ns : and mightily pleased with this night's company 
and mirth, I home to bed. Mn. Turner, too, waa with us. 

2d. Took a coach, and called Mercer at their baok-door, 
and she brought with har Mrs. Knightly, a little pretty sober 
girl, and I caarried them to Old Ford, a town by Bow, where 
I tierer was before, and there walked in the fields very plea- 
sant, and sang : and so back again, and stopped and drank at 
the Gna, at &nie End, and so to the Old Exchange door, and 
did bay them a pound of cherries, cost me 2>., and so set 
them down again ; and so by water, it being now about nine 
o'clock, down to Deptford, where I have not been many a^y : 
and to my boat ag«^ and against the tide home. Got there 
by twelve o'clock, taking into my boat, for company, a man 
that desired a passage — a certain western bargeman, witli 
whom I bad good sport, talking of t^ old woman of Woot- 
wich,* and telling him the whole story. 

3d. To White Hall, to the Counoit-chamber, where I did 
jwesent the Duke of Tork with an account of the charge of 
the present fleete, to his satisfaction ; and this being done, did 
ask his leare for my going out of town fire or six days, which 
he did give me, saying, that my diligence in the King's busi- 
ness was such, that I ought not to be denied when my own 
business called me any whither. Met Roger Fepys, who ia 
nighty earnest for me to stay from going into the eountry 
iim he goes, and to bring my people thither for some tim« : 
but I cannot, bat will find anothar time this snmmer for it. 
To the King's house, and there saw good part of " The 
Scornfnll Lady," and that done, would have taken out Knipp, 
but she was engaged. To my Lord Crewe's, to visit him ; 
firom whom I learn nothing but that there hath bees some 
controversy at the Goancil-table, about my Lord Sandwich's 
signing, where some would not have had him, in the b-eaty 
with Portagall ; bat all, I think, is over in it. To Weetmiu- 
ster, and thence to the Park, where mnch good company, and 
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many fine ladies; kdA in so handaome a hackney 1 tm, that 
I beliere Sir W. Coventry and others, who looked on me, did 
t^e me to be in one of my own, which I was a little trou- 
bled for. So to the lodge, and drank a bap of new milk, and 
BO home. Then to bod, having l^d my bnsineBB with W. 
Hewer to go out of town Friday next, with bopee of a great 
deal of pleasure. 

4th. Mr. Gierke, the BoUoitor, dined with me and my oWka. 
After dinner X carried and set him down at the Temple, he 
observing to me how St Sepulchre's church steeple is repaired 
already' a good deal, aod the Fleet Bridge is contracted for 
by the City to be^ to be bnilt this summer, which do please 
me mightily. I to White Hall, and widked through the Park 
for a little ayre ; and bo back Uy the Council-chamber, to the 
Comnuttee of tbe Nary, about the business of fitting the 
present fieete, suitable to the money given, which, as the King 
orders it, and by what appears, will be very little ; and so as I 
perceive the Duke of York will have nothing to command, 
nor can intend to go abroad. But it is pretty to see how 
careful these great men are to do every thing so as they may 
answer it to the Parliament, thinking themselves safo is 
nothing but where the judges, with whom they often advise, 
do say the matter is doubtful ; and bo they take upon them- 
Belves then to be the chief persons to interpret what is 
doubtful. Thence home, and all the evening to set matters 
in order against my going to Brampton to-morrow, being 
resolved upon my journey, and having the Duke of York's 
leave again to-day ; though I do plainly see that I can very 
ill be spared now, there being much business, especially about 
this, which I have attended the Coundl about, and I the 
man that am alone consulted with ; and, besides, my Inird 
BrountAer is at this time ill, and Sir W. Pen. So things 
being put in order at the Office, I home to do the like there ; 
and so to bed. 

6th." (Friday.) At Bamet, for milk, 6d. On the high-

Pleasant country to Bedford, where, while they stay, I rode 
through the town; and a good GOantry-town ; and there, 
drinking, If. We on to Newport; and there I and W. 
Hewer to the Chnroh, and there gire the boy li. So to 
Buckingham, a good old town. Here I to see the Chnrch, 
which Tory good, and the leads, and a school in it: did give 
the sexton's boy 1«. A fair bridge here, with many arches :

ture,* 6*. So to see Christ Church with my wife, I sewag 
several others very fine idone, before dinner, and did give the

Bo all over the Plain by the eight of the steeple, tho 
Plain high and low, to Salisbury, by night; but before I 
came to the town, I saw a great fortification, and there 'light, 
and to it and in it; and find it prodigious, so as to fright me 
to be in it all alone at that time of night, it being dark. I 
nnderstand,' since, it to be that, that is called Old Sarum.' 
Gome to the George Inne, where lay in a silk bed; and very 
good diet. To supper ; then to bed. 

llth. (Thursday.) Up, and W. Hewer and I up and down 
the town, and find it a very brave place. The river goes 
through every street; and a most capacious market>-pl&ce. 
The city great, I think greater than Hereford. Bat the 
Minster most admirable; as big, I think, and handsomer 
than Westminster: and a moat Urge Close about it, and 
houses for tho Officers thereof, and a fine palace for the 
Bishop. So to my lodging back, and took out my wife and 
people to show them the town and Chorch ; bnt they being at 
prayers, we could not be shown the Choir. A very good organ ; 
and I looked in, and saw the Bishop, my friend Dr. Ward.' 
Thence to the inne ; and there not being able to hire coach-

very dear. Boy that went to look for them, 6d. So the 
three women behind W. Hewer, Morford, and onr. guide, and 
I single to Stonehenge, ot» the Plain and some gfeat hills, 
even to fright as. Come thither, and find them as pro- 
digiotts a« any tales I ever heard of them, and worth going 
this journey to see. Gi>d knows what their nse was ! they 
are hud to tell, hut yet may be told. O&ye the shepherd- 
woman, for leading our horses, 4 j. So back by Wilton, my 
Lord Pembroke's house, which we could not see, he being 
just ooming to town ; bat the situation I do not like, nor the 
house at present much, it being in a low but rich valley. So 
back home ; apd there being 'light, «e to the Ghorch, and 
there find them at prayers again, so could not see the Choir; 
but I sent the women home, and I did go in, and saw very 
many fine tombs, and among the rest some very ancient, of 
the Montt^piB.' So home to dinner ; and, that being done, 
paid the reckoning, which was so exorbitant, and jtarticular 
in rate of my horses, and la. Gd. for bread and beer, that I 
was mad, and resolve to trouble the mistress about it, and get 
something for the poor; and come away in that humour: 
2Z. 5«- 6d. Servants, It. &d. ; poor. Is. ; guide to the Stones, 
2«. ; poor woman in the street, Is. ; ribbands, 9d. ; wash- 
woman. Is. ; sempstress for yf. Hewer, 8i. ; lent W. Hewer, 
2i. Thence about six o'clock, and with a guide went over 
the smooth Plain indeed till night ; and then by a happy 
mistake, and that looked like an adrentnre, we were carried 
out of oar way to a town where we would lye, since we could 
not go so Far as we would. And there with great difficult 
come about ten at night to a little inn, where we were fain to 
go into a xoom where a pedlar was in bed, and made him rise ; 
and there wife and I lay, and in a trnokle-bed Betty Tamw and 
Wiltett. But good beds, and the master of the house a sober 
ottderetutding man, and I had good discourse with him about 
this country's matters, -as wool, and corne, and other things. 
And he also merry, and made as mighty merry at sapper, 
about manning the new ship, at Brutol, with none but men 
' Ih« HontHalu, from whon Lord Suidwlek'i fuillj «U1mc4 dunnt. 
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whose wives do muter tbem ; and it seems it is in reproftcb 
to B<HDe men of estate that are such hereabouts, tJiat this is 
become commoD talk. By aad by to bed, glad of this mis- 
t»ke, because, it seems, had we gooe oq as we intended, we 
could not haTe passed with our coMh, and roust have bin ob 
the Plain all night This da; from Salisbury I wrote by the 
post mj ezense for not coming home, wfaioh I hope will do 
for I am resolred to see the Badi, and it may be, Bristol. 

12th. (Friday.) Up, finding onr beds good, but loaay; 
whiefa made us merry. We set out, the reckoning uid atr- 
Tints coning to 9». Qd. ; my guide thither, 2«. ; coachman, 
•dvanoed, 10s. So rode a very good way, led to my great 
content by our landlord to Fhilips-Korton, with great pleasure, 
being now oome into Somersetshire; where my wife and 
Deb. mightily joyed thereat,' I commending the country, as 
indeed it deserves. And the first town we came to was 
Brekington, where, stopping for something for the horses, 
we called two or three little boys to us, and pleased ourselree 
with their manner of speech.^ At Philips-Norton I walked to 
the Church, aod there saw a very ancient tomb of some 
Knight Templar, I think; and here saw the tombstone 
whereon there were only two heads cut, which, the story goes, 
and credibly, were two sisters, called the Fair lUds of 
Fosoott,^ that had two bodies upward and one belly, and there 
lie buried. Here b also a very fine ring of six bells, and they 
mighty tuneable. Having dined very well, lOt., we e<Hae 
before night to the Bath ; -where I presently stepped out with 
my landlord, and saw the baths, with people in them. They

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are not bo large as I expected, but yet plesaant ; and the town 
most of stone, and clean, thongh the streets generally narrow. 
I home, and being vearj, vent to bed without sapper ; the 
rest supping. 

18th. ^Satorday.) Up at four o'clock, being by appoint 
ment called op to the Gross Bath, vhere we were carried one 
after another, myself, and wife, and Betty Turner, Willet, 
and W. Hewer. And by and by, though we designed to 
have done, before company come, much company come ; very 
fine ladies ; and the manner pretty enough, only methinlra it 
cannot be clean to go so many bodies together in the same 
water. Good conrersation among them that are acquainted 
here, and stay together. Strange to see how hot the water 
is ; and in some jda^es, though this is the most temperate 
bath, the springs 00 hot as the feet not able to endure. But 
strange to see, when women and men here, that lire all the 
season in these waters, cannot but be parboiled, and look like 
the creatures of the bath ! Carried away, wrapped in a sheet, 
and in a chair, lu>me ; and there one after another thus 
carried, I staying above tffo ^urs in the water, home to bed, 
sweating for, an hour ; and by and by, comes musiok to play 
to me, extraordinary good as eTer I heard at London almost, 
or anywhere: 6e. Up, to go to Bristol, about eleven o'clock, 
and paying my landlord that was our guide from Gbiltem, 
10s. ; and the serjeant of the bath 10(., and the man that 
carried us in chairs, 3s. 6d,, set out towards Bristol, and come 
thither, in a coach hired to spare onr own horses, about two 
o'clock ; the way bad, but country good, where set down at 
the Horseshoe, and there, being trimmed by a very handsome 
-fellow, 2(., walked with my wife and people through the city, 
which is in every respect another London, that one can hardly 
know it, to stand in the country, no more than that. JSo 
carts, it standing generally on vaults, only dog-carts. 80 to 
the Three Crowns Tavern I was directed ; but, when I came 
in, the master told me that he had newly given over the 
selling of wine ; it seems, grown rich ; and so went to the 
Snn ; and there Deb. going with W. Hewer and Betty Turner 
to see her uncle Butts, and leaving my wife with the mistress 
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of the house, I to tee the qnay, which is a most large and 
Doble plaoe; aod to see the new ship building by Bally, 
neither he nor Furzer ' being in town. It will be a fine ship. 
Spoke with the forAnan, and did give the boys that kept the 
cabin 2t. Walked back to the Sun, where I find Deb. come 
back, and with her, her uncle, a sober merchaDt, rerj good 
company, and so like one of our sober, wealthy, London mer- 
chants, as pleased me mightily. Here we diued, and much 
good talk wiUi him, 7t. Gd. : a messenger to Sir John Knight,' 
who was not at home, Qd. Then walked with Butts and my 
wife and company round the quay, and to the ship ; and he 
showed me the Cnstom-house, and made me nnderstand many 
things of the place. Mid led ua through Marsh Street, where 
our girl was bom. But, Lord ! the joy that was among the old 
poor people of the place, to see Mrs. Willet's daughter, it 
aetaas her mother being a brave woman and mightily beloved ! 
And so bronght ns a back way by surprise to his bouse, where 
a substantial good house, and well furnished ; and did give as 
good entertainment of strawberries, a whole venison-paety, 
cold, and plenty of brave wine, and above all Bristol tnilk ^ 
where comes in another poor woman, who, hearing that Deb- 
was here, did come running hither, and with her eyes so full 
of tears, and heart so full of joy, that she could not speak 
when she come in, that it made me weep too : I jsotest that 
I was not able to speak to her, which I would have done, to 
have diverted her tears. Butts's wife a good woman, and so 
sober and substantiall as I was never more pleased anywhere. 
Serrant-maid, 2i. So thence to(^ leave, and be with iis 
through the city, where in walking I find the city pay hint

He showed ns the place where the merchants 
meet here, and a fine Cross jet standing, like Cheapside. 
And BO to the HorBcahoe, where pud the reckcoing, 28. 6d. 
We hack, and by moonshine to the Bath again, about ten 
o'clock : bad way ; and, giving the coachman 1>-, went all of 
US to bed. 

14th. (Sunday.) Up, and walked np and down the town, 
and saw a pretty good market-place, and many good streets, 
and very fair stone-htHiseB. And to the great Church,' and 
there saw Bishop Montagu's' tomb; and, whea placed, did 
there see maay brave people come, and, among others, two 
men brought in, in litters, and set down in the chancel to 
hear : but I did not know one face. . Here a good organ ; 
but a vain, pragmatical fellow preached a ridiculous, affected 
semioD, that made me angry, and some gentlemen that sat 
next me, and sang well. So home, walking round the walla 
of the City, which axe good, and the battlements all whole. 
After dinner comes Mr. Butts again to see me, and he and I 
to church, where the same idle fellow preached ; and I slept 
most of the sermon. To this church again, to see it, and 
look over the monuments, where, among others, Dr. Veoner* 
and Felling,' and a lady of Sir W. Waller's;* he lying with 
his face broken. My landlord did give me a good account 
of the antiquity of this town and Wells ; and of two Heads, 
oa two pillars, in Wells church. 

15th. (Monday.) Looked into the baths, and find the King 
and Queen's full of a mixed sort, of good and bad, and the 
Croes only almost for the gentry. So home with my Wife, 
and did pay my guides, two women, 5». ; one man, 2». 6d. ; 
poor, 6d. ; woman to lay my foot cloth, 1«. So to our inne,

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and there eat and pud reckoning, II. 6». 6d. ; servants, St. ; 
poor, 1(. ; lent the coachman, 10«. Before I t«ok coach, I 
went to make a boy dive in the King's bath, It. I paid 
also for my coach and a horee to Bristol, If. It. 6(2. Took 
coach, and away, without any of the company of the other 
stage-coachee, that go ont of this torn to-day ; and rode afl 
day with some trouble, for fear of being out of our way, over 
the Downes, where tbe life of the shepherds is, in fair weather 
only, pretty. In the afternoon come to Abury, where, seeing 
great stones like those of Stonehenge standing np, I etopped, 
and took a countryman of that town, and he carried me and 
showed me a place trenched in,' like Old Samm almost, with 
great stones pitched in it, some bigger than those of Stone- 
henge in figure, to my great admiration; and be told me that 
most people of learning, ctHoihg by, do come and view them, 
and that the King did so : and the Meant cast hard by is 
called tilbury,* from one King Seall buried there, as tradition 
says. I did giro this man 1(. So took coach again, seeing 
one place with great high stoves pitched round, which I 
believe, was once some particular building, in s<Hne measure 
Uke that of Stonehenge. But, about a nUle off^^ it was pro- 
di^ooB to see how full tho Downes are of great stones ; and 
all aU)ng the rallies, stones of considerable b^ess, most of 
them growing certainly ont of the ground so thick as to covot 
the ground, whidt makes me think the less of the wonder of 
Stonefaenge, for hence they might undoubtedly supply theto- 
selves with stones, as well as those at Abury. In my way 
did give to the poor and menders of the highway S«. Before 
night come to Marlborough, and lay at the Bart ; a good 
house, and a pretty fair town for a street or two ; and what 
is most singular is, their houses on one side having th^ 
pent-houses supported with pillars, which makes it a good 
walk. All the five coaches that come this day from Bath, 
as well as we, were gone out of the town before six. 

16th. (Tuesday.) After paying the reckoning, 14*. 4d., 
and servants, 2«., poor 1«., set out ; and, passing thnmgh « 
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good part of this cOTint^ of Wiltshire, eav a good house' of 
Alexander Popham's,' and another of my Lord Craven's,' I 
think, in Barteshire. Come to Newbery, and there dined — 
and musick : a song of the old cottier of Queen Elizabeth's,* 
and how he was changed vpoa the coming in of the King, 
did please me mightily, and I did cause W. Hewer to write 
it out. Then comes the reckoning, forced to change gold, 
8<. Id.', eerrants and poor. Is. Gd. So ont, and loat our 
way, but come into it again ; and in the evening bedm^ 
come to heading ; and I to walk about the town, which is a 
very great one, I think bigger than Salisbury : a river ^ runs 
through it, jn seven branches, which unite in one, in one part 
of the town, and runx into the Thames half-a-mUe off: one 
odd sign of the Broad Face.^ Then to my inn, and so to 
bed. ' 

17th. (Wedoeadaj.) B,ose, and paying the reckoning, 12«. Qd. 
servants and poor, 2<. 6d ; musick, the worst we have had, 
coining to our cbamber-doar, but calling us by wrong names ; 
so set out with one coach in company, and through Mayden- 
head, which I never saw before, to Colebrooke ' by noon ; the 
way mighty good; and there dined, and fitted ourselves a 
little to go throogh London, anon. Somewhat out of humour 
all day, reflecting on my wife's neglect of things, and im- 
pertinent humour got by this liberty of being from me, which 
she is never to be trusted with ; for she is a fool. Thence 
pleasant way to London, before night, and find all very well, 
to great content ; and saw Sir W. Fen, who is well agfun. 
I hear of the ill news by the great fire at Barbadoes. Home, 
and there with my people to supper, all in pretty good

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humour, tfaongh I find my wife Iiath something in her gvzard, 
that only iraita a.n opportunity of being provoked to briog op ; 
but I will not, for my content-sake, give it. 

18th. I did receive » hint or two from my Lord Anglesey, 
as if he thought much of my taking the ayre as I hare done ; 
bat I care not : bnt vhatever the matter is, I think he hath 
Home ill-will to me, or at least am opinion that I am more the 
servant of the Board than I am. At noon home to dinner, 
where my wife still in a melancholy, fusty hnmonr, and crying 
and do not tell me plainly what it is ; but I by little words 
find that she hath heard of my going to plays, and curymg 
people abroad every day, in her absence ; and that I cannot 
help hot the storm will break oat in a little time. To my 
Lady Feterborongh's, who tells me, among other things, her 
Lorf 8 good words to the Duke of York lately, about my Lord 
Sandwich, and that the Duke of York ia kind to my Lord 
Sandwich, which I am glad to hear : my business here was 
about her Lord's pension from Tangier.

Thenoe with my wife to bay some 
linen, 13/. worth, for sheets, &c., at the new shop over against 
the New Exchange; and the master, who is come out of 
London ' since the fire, says his and other tradesmen's retail 
trade is ao ^eat here, and better than it was 4n London, that 
they believe they shall not return, Dor the city be ever so 
great for retail as heretofore.^ 

28th. (Lord's day.) Much talk of the French setting ont 
their fleete afresh; but I hear nothing that our King is 
alarmed at it, at all, bat rather making his fieete less.*

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29tli. To Dr. Torberville's, and there did receive & diree- 
tion for Bome pbyeic, and alea a glass of Bometliiiig to drop 
into my eyes : he givee me hopes that I may do veil. Then 
to White Hall, where I find the Duke of York in the Cons- 
cil-chomber ; and the Officers of die Xary were called in aboat 
Navy busiDe^s, about calling in of more ships ; the King of 
France having, as the Duke of York says, ordered his fleete 
to come in, notwithstanding what he had lately ordered for 
their Btaying abroad. Thence to the Chapel, it being St 
Peter's day, And did bear an antbom of Silas Taylor's making ; 
ft dull, old-fasbioned thing, of six and seven parts, that nobody 
could understand : and the Duke of York, when he came out, 
told me that he was a better store-keeper than anthem-maker, 
and that was bad enough, too.

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advice to write a Bm&rt letter to the Duke of York about the 
irant of money in the Kavy, and desire him to commuQicata 
it to the Commissioners of the Treasury ; for he tells me he 
hath hot vork sometimes to contend vith the rest for die 
Navy, they being all concerned for somo other part of the 
King's ezpensee, vhich they would prefer to this, of the Navy. 
He showed me his closet, with his round table, for him to sit 
in the middle, veryconyenient ; and I borrowed several bo<^ 
of him, to collect things oat of aboat the Navy, which I have 
not. All the afternoon busy, till night, and then to Mile- 
End with my wife and girl, and there drank and eat a jole 
of salmon, at the Rose and Crown, onr old house; and so 
home to bed. 

5th. (Lord's day.) Abont four in the morning toc^ fonr 
pills of Dr. Turberville's prescribing, for my eyes, and I did 
get my wife to spend the morning reading of Wilkins'a Beall 
Character.' At noon comes W. Hewer and Felling, and 
young Michell and his wife, and dined with us, and most of 
the afternoon talking ; and then at night my wife to read 
again, and to supper and to bed. 

6th. Attended the Duke of York, and was there by himself 
told how angry he was, and did declare to my Lord Anglesey, 
about his complaining of things of the Navy to the King in 
Council, and not to him ; and I perceive he is mightily coa- 
cemed at it, and resolved to reform things therein. With Sir 
W. Coventry : and we walked in the Park together a good 
while. He mighty kind to me ; and hear many pretty storiea 
of my Lord Chancellor's being heretofore made sport of by 
Teter Talbot the priest, in his story of the death of Cardinal 
Blean ;^ by Lord Cottington, in his Dolor de Jo* Tripaa ; and

'prentice to Lord Gottington, going to Spain with lOOOZ., and 
two suits of dotbea. Tbence to Mr. Cooper's, and there met 
mj "tvife and W. Hewor and Deb. ; and tbere my wife first 
sat for hex picture ; but he is a most admirable workman, and 
good company. Here comes Harris, and first told ns how 
Betterton is come again upon the stage : whereupon my wife 
<and company to the Dnle's house to see " Henry the Fifth ;" 
while I to attend the Duke of York st the Committee of the 
Navy, at tlie Cooncll, where some high dispute between him 
sod W. Coventry about settling pensions upon all Flag- 
Officers, while unemployed : W. Coventry against it, and, I 
think, with reason. Thenoe I to the playhouse, and saw & 
{oece of the play, and glad to see Betterton ; and so with wife 
and Deb. to Spring-garden, and eat a lobster. Great doings 
at PariB, I hear, with their triumphs for their late conquests.* 
The Duchess of Richmond sworn last week of the Queen's 
Bedchamber, and the King minding little else but what he 
tued to do — about his women. 

7th. Kate Joyce come to me, but took no notice to me of 
Iker being married,' but seemed mighty pale, and doubtful 
what to say or do, expecting, I believe, that I should begin ; 
and not finding me beginning, said nothing, but, with 
trouble in her face, west away. In the evening to Un- 
thanke's ; and we are fain to go roimd by Kewgate, because 
of Fleet Bridge being tinder rebuilding. Home and sopped : 
and Mrs. Turner, the mother, comes to ns, and there late, and 
so to bed. 

8th. To Sir W. Coventry, and there cUscoursed of several 
things ; and I find him much concerned in the present en- 
quiries now on foot of the Commissioners of Accomits, though 
he reckons himself and the rest very safe, but vexed to see ua 
li^le to these troubles, in things wherein we have laboured to 
do best. Thence, he being to go out of town to^norrow, to 
diink Banbury waters, I to the Duko of York, to attend him 
about business of the Office ; and find him mighty free ta me 
and how he ia concerned to mend things in the Kavy himself 
■ Sas Jtpnl 17th ud Mtb, MSa an(t. ■ Bm lltti Umj, atl*. 
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and not leave it to other people. So borne to dinner ; and 
then with my wife to Cooper's, and there saw her dt ; and he 
do extraordinary things indeed. So to White Hall ; and there 
by and by the Duke of York conies to the Robe-chamber, and 
spent with ns three hours till night, in hearing the business 
of the Master-Attendants of Chatham, and the Store-keeper 
of Woolwich ; and resolves to displace them all ; so hot is he 
of given proofs of his justice at this time, that it is their 
great fate now, to come to he qnestioned at such a time as this. 

10th. To Cooper's ; and there find my wife and W. Hewer 
and Deb., sitting aad painting ; and here he do work finely, 
though I fear it will not he bo like as I expected : bnt now I 
understand his great skill in musick, his playing and setting 
to the French Inte most excellently ; and he speaks Frencli, 
and indeed is an excellent man. Thence, in the evening, 
with my people in a glass hackney-coach to the park, bat waa 
ashamed to he seen. So to the lodge ,and drank milk, and so 
home. 

11th. To the King's playhouse, to see an old play of Shirly's, 
called " Hide Parke ;" the first day acted ; where horses are 
brought upon the stage : but it is but a very moderate play, 
only an excellent epilogue spoke by Beck Marshall.' 

12th. (Lord's day.) This last night Betty Michell about 
midnight cries out, and my wife goes to her, and she bringi 
forth a girl, and this afternoon the child is ohristened' and 
my wife godmother again to ft Betty. 

13th. Walked to Ducke Lane, and there to the bookseller's, 
at the Bible. I did there look upon and buy some books, 
and made way for coming again to the man. Thence to 
Reeves's, and there saw some, and bespoke a little perapeo- 
tivo,' and was mightily pleased with seeing objects in a dark 
room.^ To Cooper's, and spent the afternoon with them ; and 
it will be an excellent picture. Thence my people all by water 
to Deptford, to see Baity, while I to buy my espinette,* viaA

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I did nov agree for, and did at Haward's meet- vnth Mr. 
Thacker, and heard Mm plaj oq the harpsichon, bo as I never 
heard man before, I think. So home, It being almost night, 
and there find in the garden Peliing, who hath brought Tem- 
peet, Wallington, and Pelliam, to sing,' and there hod most 
excellent mneick late, in the dark, with great pleasure ; bnt 
above all with little Wallington. This morning I was let 
blood, and did bleed aboat fourteen ounces, towards curing 
my eyes. 

14th. This day Boese Snished his copy of my picture, 
which I confess I do not admire, though my wife prefers him 
to Browne ; nor do I think it like. He does it for W. Hewer, 
who hath my wife's also, which I like less. This afternoon 
my Lady Pickering come to see us : I busy, saw her not. 
But how natural it is for us to slight peoplo out of power, 
and for people out of power to stoop to see those that while 
in power they contemned ! 

15th. At noon is brought home the espinette I bought the 
other day of Haward ; oost me 5^ My Lady Duchess of 
Monmouth is still lame, and likely always to be so,' which ig 
a sad chauce for a young lady to get, only by trying of trioks 
in dancing. 

i6th. I by water with my Lord Brouncker to Anmdell 
House, to the Boyall Society, and there saw the experiment 
of a dog's being tied throogh the back, about the spinal artery, 
and thereby made void of all motion ; and the artery being 
loosened again, the dog recovers. Thence to Cooper's, and 
saw his advance on my wife's picture, which will be indeed 
very fine. So with her to the 'Change, to buy some things, 
and here I first bought of the sempstress next my boob- 
seller's, where the pretty young girl is, that will be » great 
beauty. 

17 th. To White Hall, where waited on the Duke of Tork, 
and then at the Council about the buaineaa of tickets ; and I 
did discourse to their liking, only was too high to assert that

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nothing could be mrented to Bccuro the King more in the 
bnsinesa of tickets than there is ; which the Duke of Buck- 
ingham did except against, and I could hare answered, but for- 
bore ; but all liked very well. The weather ezcessire hot, 
BO as we were forced to lie in two beds, and I only with a sheet 
ftnd rug, which is colder than ever I remember I could bear. 

18th. Mj old acquaintance, Will Swan,' to see me, who 
continues a factious fanatick still, and I do use him civillj, in 
expectation that those fellows may grow gre^t again. They 
say the King of France is making a war ^ain, in FlanderB, 
with the King of Sp«n ; the King of Spain refnsing to give 
him all that be says was promised him in that treaty. Greed 
told me this day how when the King was at my Lord Com^ 
wallis's,' when he went last to Newmarket, that being there 
on a Sunday, the Duke of Buckingham did in the afternoon 
make an obscene seraioa to him out of Canticles. 

19th. (Lord's day.) Oome Mr. Cooper, Hales, Harris, Mx. 
Batler, that wrote Hndibras, and Mr. Cooper's cozen Jaoke ; 
and by and by come Mr. Reeves and his wife, whom I never 
saw before : and there we dined ; a good dinner, and company 
that pleased me mightily, being all eminent men in their way. 
Spent all the afternoon in talk and mirth, and in the evening 
parted. 

20th. 1o the Old Exchange, to see a very noble Sue lady 
I spied as I went through, in coming ; and there took occa- 
sion to buy some gloves, and admire her, and a mighty fine 
fur lady indeed she was. Thence idling all the afternoon. 
To visit my Lord Crewe, who is very sick, to great danger, 
by an erysipelas ; the first day X heard of it. To buy a rest 
for my espinette at the ironmonger's by Holborn Conduit, 
where the fair pretty woman is that I have lately observed 
there. 

2lBt Went to my plate-maker's, and there spent an hour 
about contriving my Uttle plates, for my books of the King's 
four Yards. 

22d. Attending at the Committee of the Navy about the 
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old btisineBB of tickets, where the only expedient they hare 
fonntl is to bind the Oommanders and OfGcers by oaths. The 
Dote of York told me how the Dake of Buckingham, after 
the Council the other day, did make mirth at my poaitioB, 
about the sufficiency of present rules in the business of tickets ; 
and here I took occasion to desire a private disconrse with the 
Dake of York, and be granted it to me on Friday next. This 
day a falling out between my wife and Deb., about a hood 
lost, which vexed me, 

23d. Up, and all day long, except at dinner, at the 
Office, at work, till I wae almost blind, which makes my 
heart sad. 

24th. Up, and by water to St. James's, having, by the way, 
shown Symaon Sir W. Coventry's chimney-pieces, in order to 
the making me one ;' and there, after the Duke of York was 
ready, he called me to his closet ; and there I did long and 
largely show him the weakness of our Office, and did give him 
advice to call us to account for our duties, which he did take 
mighty well, and desired me to draw np what I would have 
him write to the Office.^ I did lay open the whole failings of 
the Office, and bow it was his duty to fine them, and to find 
fault with them, as Admiral, espeoially at this time, which he 
agreed to, and seemed much to rely on what I said. Attended, 
all of OS, the Duke of York, and had the hearing of Mr. Pett's 
business, the Master-Shipwright at Ohatiiaro, and I believe 
he will be put out. But here Commissioner Middleton did, 
among others, shew bis good-nature and easiness to the 
Masters-Attendants, by mitigating their faults, so as, I believe, 
they will come in again. So home, the Duie of York staying 
with us till almost night. 

25tli. At the Office all the morning; and at noon, after 
dinner, to Cooper's, it being a very rainy day, and there saw 
my wife's picture go on, which will be very fine indeed. 
And BO home aguii to my letters, and then to snpper and to 
bed. 

26tb. (Lord's day.) Up; and all the morning and after 
dinner, the afternoon also, with W. Hewer in my closet, set-

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ting right my Taogier Accounts, wliich I have let alone these 
six months and more, but find them very right, and to my 
great comfort. So in the evening to walk vith my wife, and 
to enpper and to bed. 

27th. To Bee my Lord Crewe, whom I find up ; and did 
wait OS him ; bat his face sore, bat in hopes to do now very 
well ftgain. Thence to Cooper'a, where my wife's picture 
almost done, and mighty fine indeed. So over the water with 
my wife, and Deb., and Mercer, t« Spriog-C^arden, and there 
eat and walked ; and observe how rude some of the young 
g&Hants of the town are become, to go into people's arbours 
where there are not men, and almost force the women ; which 
troubled me, to see the confidence of the vice of the age : and 
HO we away by water, with much pleasure home. 

28th. With my wife and Deb. to the Duke of Tork's play- 
house, and there saw " The Slighted Maid," but a mean play; 
and thence home, there being little pleasure now in a play, the 
company being but little. Here we saw Gtosnell, who is be- 
come very homely, and sings meanly, I think, to what I thought 
she did. 

29th. Comes Mr. Swan, my old acquaintance, and dines 
with me, and tells me for a certainty, that Creed is to marry 
Betty Pickering, and that the thing is coQcladed, which I 
wonder at, and am vexed for. I with my wife and two g^la 
to the King's house, and saw "The Mad Couple," a mean 
play altogether, and thence to Hyde Parte, where but few 
coaches. 

20th. To White Hall. There met with Mr. May, who was 
giving directions about making a close way for people to go 
dry from the gate up into the House, to prevent their going 
through the galleries ; which will be very good. I staid and 
talked with him about the state of the King's Offices in 
getteral, and how ill he is served, and do sdll find him an ex- 
cellent person. 

Slst. With Mr. Ashhnrsham ;' and I made him admire 

my drawing a thing presently in shorthand : but, God knows ! 

I have paid d ear for it, in my eyes. To the King's house, to
